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PREFACE 

This  work,  matured  of  a  Ioug-clieri?hed  purpose  of  the  Veteran. 
Corps,  was  conc^'ived  in  a  conviction  that  tiie  tifty  years  of 
military  life  of  the  First  Kegiment  Infantry,  Gray  Reserves, 
Ix'ginuing  with  one  war,  with  intervening  disturbances  of  for- 
midable riot  and  serious  tumult,  passing  through  another  war. 
all  the  while  rating  as  of  the  best,  have  earned  for  the  regiment  a 
record  and  a  reputation  -n-ell  worthy  of  historic  preservation. 
That  there  is  enough  in  the  story  to  sustain  this  preconceived 
conviction  is  apparent  from  a  superficial  glance;  whether  it  has 
been  sufficiently  well  told  to  justify  its  publication  must  bear  the 
test  of  the  discriminating  jitdg-ment  of  the  soldier  of  that  day 
and  this,  citizen,  reviewer  and  general  reader  alike. 

Research  has  disclosed,  with  but  a  few  years  of  sterile  result, 
such  a  wealth  of  original  material,  that  to  select  what  there  was 
space  for,  and  omit  for  want  of  it  what  had  consequently  to  be 
rejected,  has  been  a  task  of  delicate  performance. 

Regimental  and  company  order  books,  minute  books  of  the 
Board  of  Officers,  complete,  save  for  a  single  lapse  of  a  brief 
intei-val,  and  of  the  Veteran  Corps,  entire  for  its  time,  diaries 
and  journals  of  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers,  re- 
ports of  connnittees  of  historic  moment,  their  full  import  appar- 
ently never  before  appreciated,  have  been  laboriously  so\ight  for, 
found,  and  willingly  furnished  by  those  responsible  iov  their 
present  custody.  The  regimental  archives  have  been  at  all  times 
freely  opened  and  all  requests  for  research  have  been  promptly 
complied  with. 

Gen.  J.  Lewis  Goo.l.  Col.  William  F.  Eidell.  Lieut.-Col, 
Albert  L.  Williams,  Major  George  B.  Zane.  -Tr.,  Captain  Augustus 
D.  Whitney,  Captain  ilillard  D.  Brown,  regimental  adjutants; 
Cajitain  Arthur  J.  Purssell,  in  cliarge  of  regimental  n cords,  the 
staff  and  line  and  rank  and  file  alike,  have  been  constant  and 
ready  in  otlVring  suggestions,  su])plying  infi'rmation  and  making 
research;  .Mr.  William  S.  Duuglierty,  Snjierintcndont  of  the 
.\nnorv,  hi^  aid   continuouslv  s.ni^ht.  lias  Ken   assiduous    in   liis 


attentions,  and  his  services  have,  at  all  times,  been  of  especial 
value. 

The  Veteran  Corps  has  been  liberally  drawn  upon.  Col.  Theo. 
E.  Wicdersheim,  with  an  industry  aud  application  that  mvcr 
wearies,  a  wealth  of  memory  retentive  and  reliable;  Cul.  J. 
Campbell  Gibnore,  rendering  services  deserving  of  especial 
acknowledgment;  !^[r.  James  Hogan,  his  active  business  energy 
always  at  command ;  Mr.  Francis  B.  Irwin,  ably  assisting  him ; 
Col.  li.  Dale  Benson;  Col.  Sylvester  Bonnaifon,  Jr.;  Col.  William 
W.  Allen,  officers  and  mi-mbers,  all,  whenever  and  wherever  called 
upon  have  promptly  responded. 

There  have  been  also  invaluable  contributions  of  newspaper 
material,  wisely  selected  and  well  preserved  in  the  "  scrap  book  " 
form,  notably  by  Col.  Theo.  E.  Wiedei-slieim,  whose  three  large 
Volumes,  of  priceless  worth,  include  two  decades  or  more  of  events 
of  local.  State  and  national  import,  in  which  the  First  Regiment 
has  had  more  or  less  participatir>n.  Adjutant  Joseph  B.  Godwin's 
single  volume  of  pertinent  matter  covered  the  early  seventies,  a 
period  not  otherwise  supplied  with  readily  available  information. 
Col.  William  W.  Allen  furnished  matter,  some  as  clippings,  ex- 
tracts and  pamphlets,  but  most  of  it  original,  from  the  earliest 
times  up  to  and  including  the  year  of  the  Centennial.  Gen. 
Wendell  P.  Bo^vman's  newspaper  clippings  cover  a  field  scant  of 
other  supply,  except  what  the  formidable  task  of  a  search  through 
the  files  of  tlie  newspapers  from  which  those  clippings  are  taken 
might  reveal.  Col.  Sylvester  Bonnaffon,  Jr.'s  bo<ik  of  woU-chosen 
selections,  touching  the  operations  of  his  Twentieth  Emergency 
Rogimont  and  other  matters,  has  been  of  much  value.  ^lajor 
Ifenry  J.  Crump  generously  permitted  the  use  of  his  manu<cri])t 
that  begins  his  proposed  histoiy  of  his  old  Company  D,  t(>i.ri'tbir 
witli  original  records  and  newspaper  material,  without  •^vhich  the 
text  of  the  book  would  have  lost  mncli  of  substantial  worth.  First 
Lieutenant  Edward  S.  Sayres,  also  of  Company  D,  in  manuscript 
form  has  told  an  interesting  story  of  two  campaigns  of  riot,  so 
helpful  that  it  has  been  frwdy  (pioted  fn-m.  ^fajor  Cliarli--  S. 
Turnbull's  careful  preservation  of  the  diaries,  commissions, 
journals,  notes,  etc..  of  his  grandfather.  Col.  Charles  Somers 
Smith,  has  perniitt./.l  him  to  sujiply  invaluable  mati.^rial,  other- 
wise out  of  reach. 


Lieut. -Col.  Fred.  Taylor  Piisey,  generously  responding  to  the 
call  inado  uj^on  liiia,  has  contriltuted  Chapter  X,  in  which  he  tells. 
with  skill,  thoroughness  and  fluency,  the  story  of  the  participation 
of  tlie  First  Kegiraent  Infantry,  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  in  the 
Spanish-American  "War. 

Col.  John  P.  Xicholson,  Kecorder  of  the  ITilitary  Order  of 
the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States,  President  of  the  Gettys- 
burg battlefield  Commission,  whose  valuable  energies  were  early 
enlisted  in  the  success  of  the  proposed  commemoration  of  the 
First  Regiment's  Semi-Centenary,  watchful  of  the  progress  of  its 
historj-,  has,  as  well  from  a  copious  knowledge  of  what  has  been 
as  from  his  present  acquaintance  with  what  is  being  written,  past 
history  and  current  literature,  offered  many  acceptable  suggestions 
which  have  been  willingly  put  to  a  practical  use. 

Brig. -Gen.  Thomas  J.  Stewart,  the  Adjutant-General  and 
Chief  of  Staff  of  Pennsylvania,  at  all  times  generously  disposed 
to  help  the  undertaking  to  a  successful  conclusion,  beside  offering 
every  facility  of  his  office  to  tlie  furtherance  of  investigation,  has 
liberally  furnished  much  material  that  has  required  time,  thouglit, 
and  careful  supervision  in  its  preparation. 

The  Philadelphia  Library,  the  library  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Society,  the  library  of  the  Union  League  of  Phila- 
delphia, have,  through  their  respective  librarians,  courteously 
afforded  every  opportunity  for  consultation,  examination  and 
research. 

The  National  Guard  is  now  reckoned  as  of  the  permanent 
establishment  in  the  "'  first  line  "  with  the  Regular  Army,  a  force 
secure  for  immediate  operations.  Hence  it  is  sensitive  to  what- 
ever touches,  concerns  or"  affects  the  art  ujion  which  it  is  founded. 

There  is  no  science  that  has  so  rigorously  followed  the  evolu- 
tionary tendencies  of  tlie  times  as  has  the  science  and  art  of 
war ;  none  that  has  so  responsively  answered  the  evolutionary 
demands  created  through  a  rt:-al  purpose  and  from  an  absolute 
necessity;  none  where  its  every  stage  of  development  has  been 
so  effectually  forced  by  new  invention,  new  methods,  new  dis- 
covery. There  is  no  science  that  has  been  freer  from  the  "  tor- 
rent of  talk  "  of  charlatan  or  tyro,  from  the  arts  of  the  demagogue, 
tlif  wiles  of  tlie  political,  literary,  scientific  or  religious  "  Xostiiim 
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venders  '' ;  fvcer  from  the  iiitrufiou  of  lueii  "  of  new  thought,  new 
ideas  without  theniselves  ever  haviutj  learned  to  thiiik."  There 
is  no  science  that  better  illustrates  the  process  of  evolution  in 
that  its  ends,  aims,  progress,  and  development  "  are  out  of  and 
b«;causo  of  wliat  it  has  been,"  than  does  this  same  science  and  art 
of  war.  There  is  no  science  whose  story  of  its  recrudescence, 
enriched  with  incidents  of  canipaig-n,  march,  battle,  bivouac, 
pageant  and  parade,  can  Ix?  retold  following  tiie  lines  of  the  "'  old 
thought,"  avoiding  its  '*' rust  and  decay,"  giving  neither  oftVnce 
to  nor  doing  violence  to  the  new,  than  can  that  of  war  iu  all  its 
radical  changes  of  progressive  development. 

Though  these  evolutionary  processes  in  tlie  art  of  war  have 
never  been  halted,  hindered  nor  impaired  by  the  near  approach 
of,  they  have  nevertheless  met  and  for  quite  an  appreciable  time 
have  travelled  side  by  side  witli  tlieir  direct  antithesis,  progres- 
sive, evolutionary  processes  in  ethics,  economics,  religion,  soci- 
ology, whose  sole  end  and  purpose  are  to  so  make  for  the  ways 
of  peace  that  war  may  be  abolished  and  its  arc  disappear.  Meaii- 
wliile  the  nations  are  reaching  out  for  its  better  perfection,  pur- 
suing with  ever  strenuous  energy  opportunities  that  oiler  for  the 
betterment  of  their  armies  upon  tin'  land  and  their  fleets  upon  the 
seas.  Grreat  guns  of  huge  missile,  heavier  calibre,  farthest  reach, 
small  arms  of  perfected  accuracy,  effective  explosives,  bigger 
ships,  weightier  armament';,  furnish  convincing  testimony  of  the 
vigor  with  which  this  purpose'  is  pursued,  while  philosopliv, 
scholarship,  religion,  wealth.  cMifi-rcnce,  caivention,  tribunal  are 
persuasively  but  insistently  sunuii<.ui-d  to  tind  some  saner  methods 
for  the  better  disposal  of  iTiternntional  diitcrences  than  the  un- 
relenting rigors  of  the  flaming  sword  ..f  war.  ■'  It  is  war  aurainst 
war." 

"Xever  before,"  said  Xi.-h.'.as  iMurray  Lurler  at  the  Lake 
Mohonk  Conference  of  If"  11,  "has  tiie  mind  of  the  wradd  Iven 
so  occupied  with  the  problems  of  substituting  law  for  war,  peace 
with  righteousness  for  triumph  after  sLiULditer,  the  victories  of 
right  and  reasonableness  for  tliosc  of  miL-lit  and  lirut.^  force." 
..."  The  long  years  of  patient  argument  and  exhortation  and  of 
painstaking  instruction  of  piiblic  opinion  in  thl-,  and  uther  eoun- 
trics  are  bearing  fruir  in  tu'l  nii  a-nre.  In  res[)on?e  to  xh,-  im- 
I'orative  dern;'.ni!>  <>f  jiublic-  "idninn.  i-e,-[-Hiii-ible  governiiunis  and 
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cabinet  ministers  are  just  now  busying  themselves  with  plans  which 
but  a  short  time  ago  were  derided  r>s  impracticable  and  visionary." 

Learning  and  literature  launched  in  the  propaganda  are  send- 
ing their  messages  of  imiversal  peace  with  a  gi-ace  of  diction,  an 
r-lep;nTiw  of  expre-sion.  a  logic  of  conviction  that  attracts,  per- 
suades, convinces. 

Through  the  intervention  of  the  Great  Powers  of  Europe, 
frequent  and  impressive,  in  the  domestic  aii'airs  of  the  smaller 
powers  and  the  concession  that  the  United  States  is  practically 
the  SovereigTi  on  this  continent,  the  doctrine  emphasized  by  Chief 
Justice  ]Mai-shall  in  the  words  that  '•'  no  principle  of  general  law 
is  more  univei-sally  acknowledged  than  the  perfect  equality  of 
nations  "  is  becoming  obsolete,  superseded  by  the  doctrine  that  a 
■''  primacy  "  with  regard  to  some  important  matters  is  vested  in 
the  foremost  powers  of  the  civilized  world.  The  principle  of  this 
"  Great  Power  Primacy  "  has  now  the  rule  of  the  future  in  its 
keeping  and,  save  for  the  yellow  man  yet  to  be  reckoned  with,  can 
make  a  universal  peace  or  break  it. 

The  Second  Hague  Conference  of  the  powers  gi-eat  and  small 
solemnly  declared  ■"'  that  the  maintenance  of  peace  is  the  supreme 
duty  of  nations.'"  And  this  same  conference  took  opportunity 
before  it  concluded  its  sessions  to  confirm  in  substance 'what  it 
had  proclaimed  in  sentiment,  by  its  adoption  of  the  proposition 
championed  by  the  United  States  that  "  obligated  a  resort  to 
arbitration  in  the  collection  of  contractual  obligations  before  a 
resort  to  force  is  permissible." 

Again  the  United  States  with  Great  Britain,  two  of  the  "  re- 
sponsible nations  now  burying  themselves  with  plans  which  but 
a  short  time  ago  were  derided  as  impracticable  and  visionary," 
have  agreed  upon  a  general  arbitration  treaty  of  the  highest  im- 
portance to  both  nation^  au'J  the  whule  world.  The  treaty  so 
felicitously  avoids  all  reference  to  qtiestions  of  "vital  interests 
and  honor "  and  so  providently  provides  for  a  submission  of 
"  all  future  differences  arising  under  a  treaty  or  otherwise  to 
a  previously  prescribed  course  of  negotiation  with  a  view  to  a 
judicial  determination."  that  there  is  everv  prospect  that  these 
two  great  English-speaking  nations  will  take  action  that  will  be  not 
only  beneficial  and  resultful,  but  in  the  end  may  prove  the  treaty 
to  be  the  herald  of  a  universal  pence. 
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But,  meanwhile,  the  science  of  war  now  become  the  art  of 
destruction,  may  not  war  itself  end  itself  I  Wai-'s  aim  has  always 
been  to  destroy,  not  to  produce ;  its  forces  of  destruction  may  now 
so  vie  with  the  forces  of  production  '"  that  war  from  its  o^vIl 
monstrosity  may  become  absurd  and  impossible."  The  long-range 
cannon,  the  rapid-fire  gun,  rjie  perfected  accuracy  of  the  small  arm, 
the  disappearing  gun  carriage,  the  high  explosive  within  the  zone 
of  fire,  can  make  a  sepulchre  of  a  battlefield  and  leave  not  a 
'•'  wraith  behind."  The  romance  of  the  fight  is  out  of  it,  the 
smoke  of  battle  has  gone,  the  defiant  shout  of  the  charge  is  hushed 
forever,  new  invention  suppresses  the  "  rattle  of  musketry  "  and 
the  boom  of  the  cannon  has  not  long  to  stay.  The  song  of  the 
camp  alone  survives;  farewell,  all  ye  idols  of  a  soldiers  worship- 
ful remembrance  I  Then  the  weapons  of  oflFeuce  and  defence,  imder 
sea  and  over  sea,  tlie  acrojdane  above  the  waters  and  the  sub- 
marine below,  all  these  tremendous  engines  of  modem,  scientific 
■warfare  are  speaking  for  peace  in  tones  of  thundering  eloquence, 
more  insistently  persuasive  than  the  essays  of  the  pacitieists,  the 
appeals  of  the  anti-militarists  or  decree  or  utterance  of  congress, 
convention,  conference  or  tribunal. 

But  whether  war  shall  work  out  its  own  destruction  or  peace 
prevail  because  of  tribunal's  d>:K3ree  or  treaty  obligations,  declara- 
tion of  conference  or  command  of  convention,  the  Waterloo  man 
will  never  be  forgotten,  the  Gettysburg  soldier  v\-ill  ever  be  the 
nation's  hero,  and  that  Augu-t  morning  with  Farragut  will  always 
be  a  blessed  memory.  Heroism  is  always  recognized;  patriotism 
and  sacrifice  are  ever  revcrenct  d.  "  Bravery  never  goes  out  of 
fashion."  Xotwithstnnding  the  Court's  requirements  for  the 
strictest  obsen-ance  of  the  most  rigorous  rules  of  dress,  George  II 
was  always  permitted  to  v.ear  at  all  his  functions  the  old,  faded 
uniform  he  ^v^J^e  at  Ou'IiuarJo.  The  nien  who  have  worn,  do 
wear,  or  will  wear  the  liver\-  of  the  nation,  the  soldiers  of  its 
armies,  the  sailors  of  its  fiects,  assured  of  an  enduring  remem- 
brance and  a  lastinir  fame,  will  ever  CDinmaml  the  pe<q>le's  homage 
and  the  countrv's  praise.

CHAPTER  I 

OEOANIZATION 


The  First  Eegiinent  Infantry,  National  Guard  of  Pennsyl- 
vania (Gray  Eesen-es  of  ISGl),  w;ib  an  inimediale  product  of 
the  "War  of  the  Eebellion.  It  was  of  sudden,  unexpected,  it  may 
be  said  unprecedented  growth.  Its  conception  and  maturity  were 
contemporaneous.  Its  recruitment  was  without  drum  or  trumpet, 
speech  or  persuasion. 

Emergency  organizations  disappear  with  the  emergency,  and 
a  long  war,  by  its  continuous  drain,  so  depletes  the  ranks  of  the 
militia  as  practically  to  work  its  disbandment.  This  organization 
holds  a  unique  place.  It  has  maintained  itself  continuously,  with 
an  ever-increasing  proficiency,  until  it  has  now  passed  into  the 
fifty-first  year  of  its  usefulness. 

The  secretly  manccuvred  withdrawal  of  the  then  beleaguered 
little  garrison  from  the  weak  and  insr-cure  Eort  iloultrie  in  the 
late  December  of  IS 60  to  the  more  formidable  water-bound  citadel 
of  Sumter  had  not  bestirred  the  North  to  its  real  warlike  signifi- 
cance. Then,  four  months  later,  Sumter  fired  upon  and  the  flag 
lowered,  the  whole  people  spoke  as  one.  "  Patriotism,  which  had 
been  a  rhetorical  expression,  became  a  passionate  emotion,  in  which 
instinct,  logic,  and  feeling  were  fused."  ^ 

The  President's  proclamation  followed ;  the  people  willingly 
offered  themselves;  tlie  entire  organized  militia  responded;  war 

'Hon.  John  Hay,   in   his   McKinley   Congressional  Memorial  address. 
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was  upon  xis,  and  the  city  was  left  without  a  soldier.  Solely  in 
response  to  an  appeal  from  their  fellow-eitizens,  not  in  answer  to 
the  call  of  authority,  within  forty-eight  hours  eight  hundred  sturdy, 
vigorous  men  hail  enrolled  themselves  inderinitely  for  military 
service. 

The  Government  had  but  faint  conception  of  the  magTiitude  of 
the  contest  that  confronted  it.  What  was  afterward  styled  by 
Monimsen,  the  German  scholar  of  much  repute,  as  the  "  mightiest 
struggle  and  most  glorious  victory  yet  recorded  in  human  annals," 
it  was  expected  would  be  disposed  of  in  the  brief  space  of  three 
months,  v.-ith  the  meagre  contingent  of  7.'>,000  volunteers.  The 
regular  army  at  the  time  nun^bered  but  10S3  officers  and  11,848 
enlisted  men. 

Of  the  trcx.ps  that  helped  make  up  Pennsylvania's  quota  of  this 
contingent  was  die  Light  Artillery  Corps  of  \\'a?hing-tun  Grays, 
then  serving  ;ts  infantiy  as  Companies  A  and  F  of  the  Seventeenth 
Eegiment.  The  corps  was  organized  April  10,  1^22.  Conspicuous 
for  its  efficiency  in  drill,  discipline,  and  personnel ;  notable  for  its 
men  of  prominence,  reputation,  and  influence;  rich  in  the  lore 
of  prestige  and  tradition,  it  was  the  parent  of  ;uid  is  now,  tlirongh 
the  passing  of  the  independent  military  organization.  Company  G 
of  the  regiment  it  once  had  lathered. 

The  Corps,  as  the  two  companies  of  the  Seventeenth  Eegiment, 
made  prompt  response  to  the  Pre~ident's  iiroclaniation  of  the 
fifteenth  of  April,  was  ready  for  the  field  on  the  eighteenth,  and 
moved  with  other  troops  on  the  twenty-fifth  to  Baltimore. 

Concurrently  with  the  proclamation,  the  need  for  further 
organization  l>cing  so  apparent  as  to  require  immediate  action,  of 
their  o^\n  motion  a  ntimber  of  memliers  of  tlie  Corps, — Cephas  G. 
Childs.  Joseph  ^r.  Thouias,  Peter  C.  Ellmaker,  and  others,  still  on 
the  rolls,  but  no  Ii.nLaM-  a'-tive, — cau-cd  to  l^o  inserted  in  the  public 
prints  a  notice  re<|u<-ting  tJie  retired  and  contributing  meml>ers. 
over  the  age  of  forty-tive  years  to  meet  on  the  evening  of  the  I7th 
of  April,  ■■  f'U-  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Eescrve  Guard  for  the 
protection  of  the  City  ajid  supp-.rt  of  tlie  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  i.f  America." 

The  respnn-e  was  so  nu'-xpected,  tlie  attendance  so  large  and 
application-  f'T  men.b<-r>hip  -^o  nuiiicrou-,  that  the  original  inten- 
tion to  fiTiii  but  a  single  company  was  al)a!idi>ned,  a  regimental 
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..r^'uiiization  determined  iipon,  the  age  limit  removed,  all  able- 
I"..!ied  citizens  disposed  to  be  helpful  in  the  crisis  invited,  and  tlie 
meeting  adjourned  from  its  wholly  inadequate  quarters  at  the 
Wetherrll  House,  on  Sansom  Street  above  Sixth  Street,  to  assemble 
again  at  Sansom  Street  Hall,  upon  the  opposite  side  of  tlie  street, 
more  suitable  for  a  large  gathering,  two  days  later,  on  the  evening 
of  the  nineteenth  instant. 

At  this  19th  of  April  adjourned  meeting,  where  Col.  Chas.  S. 
Sinitli  presided  and  Col.  P.  C.  Ellmaker  acted  as  secretary,  there 
were  in  attendance  men  of  such  then  civic  prominence  as  Norton 
Mc^Iiehael,  Charles  Gilpin.  Eobert  P.  King,  Joseph  'M.  Thomas, 
Samuel  Welsh,  Samuel  Branson,  E.  C.  !Markley,  Jas.  Lefevre,  and 
many  others  of  equal  importance.  A  '■'  Plan  of  Organization  " 
(see  Ai>pendix)  was  agreed  upon,  uniform  adopted,  field,  staff, 
and  company  olEcers  selected,  and  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five 
men,  it  was  stated,  were  ready  for  enrolment.  Six  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  names  of  patriotic  contribution  to  the  needs  of  the 
times  are  preserved  to  posterity^  and  are  to  be  found  with  their 
respective  places  of  residence  on  the  first  page  of  tlie  North  Ameri- 
can and  United  States  Gazette  in  its  issue  of  April  22,  1861. 
The  names  of  these  men  desen'e  a  more  permanent  and  secure  abid- 
ing-place. They  will  be  transferred  from  the  coltimns  of  this 
newspaper,  where  they  have  so  long  unobtrusively  rested,  to  the 
Appendix,  where  tlie  men  of  tlie  regiment  to-day,  themselves  ever 
ready  in  crisis  or  emergency,  may  have  opportunity  to  know  who 
and  what  their  military  forbears  were. 

At  that  meeting  Peter  C.  Ellmaker  was  named  as  colonel,  and 
afterward  Picliard  H.  Rush  as  lieutenant-colonel  and  Xapoleon  B. 
Kneass  as  major.  The  organization  was  to  be  known  as  the 
"  First  Regiment  Infantry  Gray  Reserves  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
Jihiu  ■■;  its  uniform  to  be  in  color  a  cadet  gray  and  in  pattern  of 
tlie  service  dress  of  the  "United  States  infantry.  A  significant 
ff-ature  of  the  "'  plan  "  was  that  "'  until  die  regiment  sliall  be 
recf^Tiized  by  the  constituted  authorities  the  officers  shall  be 
invested  with  the  same  power  and  authority  as  though  they  were 
<luly  commissioned  by  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth." 

This  voltmtary  sulunission,  that  obedience  should  at  all  times 
'•e  rc-iidered  imtil  otncers  were  in^'ested  with  the  [u-opcr  autlior- 
i'y  to  enforce  it,  is  in  striking  contrast  with  the  peculiar  require- 
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lU,-  iiii-n  stood   at  Taiade  Re^t.     .     .     .     [Here   follow  ^   a   lull   account   of  a 
.wiird  presentation  to  Captain  Cliai'«  M.  I'rcvost.l 

.  .  The  ranks  were  then  pIo-pJ  and  the  Company  marched  in  quick 
•.i;,.o  to  Sprincr  Garden  and  IJroad  .'r^is.,  wliere  the  re-^iment  formed  at  T'/a 
u'.-liK-k.  The  weather  was  warm  and  the  men  wore  thoroughly  heated,  when 
riur  arriix'd  on  tlie  ;zround,  by  the  quick  march.  The  regiment  foriiied  on 
.<;.Tinu'  Garden  Street  the  right  re-tin^'  on  Broad  Stre<H  facincr  North  iinpro- 
■  .-.t.-d  from  the  sun.  After  fenuini;'  it  was  marclied  to  Uroad  and  Parrish 
Ms.  and   halted. 

The  Regiments  of  Home  Guards^  under  Genl.  A.  J.  Pleasonton  were  to 
.vlebrate  the  day  by  a  Parade  early  in  the  morning,  and  invited  the  3rd  [Ist] 
i^gt.  Infantry  Gray  Reserves  to  participate  and  tendered  them  the  right 
i.f  the  line.  The  invitation  was  of  necessity  aecepteei  and  at  'Vj  was  ready 
to  march.  Through  some  gross  mismanagement,  Genl.  Pleasonton  did  not 
liavo  the  column  formed  and  started  until  eleven  o'clock,  by  which  time  the 
l:.at  of  the  sun  was  most  intense.  The  route  was  some  four  or  five  miles 
i!i  extent,  and  was  marched  over  at  almost  quick  time,  llie  consequence  was 
that  scores  of  the  men  were  overcome  and  had  to  leave  the  line,  some 
joining  it  again  at  other  points  on  the  route.  Some  fifteen  members  of 
Company  C  were  thus  alTecteti  and  in  two  or  three  cases  reached  the  Armory 
at  Concert  Hall  in  a  dangerous  condition,  but  througli  the  prompt  attention 
of  our  fellow  member.  Dr.  Halsi  y.  v,  ho  did  not  parade  but  went  to  the 
.Armory,  expecting  some  of  us  would  neixl  some  medical  attention,  they  were 
promptly  relieved. 

The  Parade  was  dismissed  at  Vine  and  Bioad  Sis  and  our  regiment 
was  dismissed  at  Arch  &  11   Sts. 

The  following  extract  from  the  '■'  Minute  Book  of  the  Board  of 
Oificers,"  dated  Jiiue  22,  ISGl,  gives  an  account  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  officers  of  the  regiment  with  regard  to  the  invitation 
of  the  Ilome  Guards  to  join  in  the  Fourth  of  July  parade : 

Col.  EUmaker  stated  that  he  had  convened  the  Board  for  the  Purpose 
lit  sulmiitting  a  communication  received  from  Brig.  A.  J.  Pleasonton  Com'g. 
Home  Guard. 

The  communication  was  read  and,  on  Motion  of  Capt.  T>oudens!ager  it  was 

Ue.sohr.d  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  Genl. 
I'bMsonton  and,  if  possible,  ascertain  whiit  are  his  arrangements  in  regard 
U'  the  proposed  parade  on  the  coming  4th  of  July. 

The  Commandant  appointed  thereou  Capts.  Louden-lagcr  and  Smith  and 
I.iiut.  Murphy. 

The  Comnjittec  afier  a  short  alisence  reported  that  Genl.  Pleasonton  had 
expressed  a  de-ire  to  make  everytliing  agrcc.ible  to  the  Regiment.  On 
M'tion  the  Comm.ittce  was  discharged. 

On  Motion  Capt.  Piersol  it  was 

liesolvd  that  the  Command, int  of  the  Regime!. t  be  requested  to  accept 
tlie  invitation  of  Genl.  Plca-ontnn  to  participate  in  the  i>roposed  celebration 
"f  tin-  coming  4th  of  .Tuly  and  m;ike  sucli  arrangements  with  Genl.  Pleasonton 
■Is  he  may  deem   proper. 

The  organizers  of  the  "'■' U^'scrve  Guard"'  evinced  tlie  wiser 
ji.'lirinent.       Thoy    huilt    fi>i-    ihc   penuancnt    c.'^tablishment :     the

militia  is  as  oM  as  tlie  oiMintry.  The  Home  Guard  was  a  uew  crea- 
tion. ''  First  Eegimont  Infantiy "'  has  a  tnio  soldierly  signiti- 
cauce.  '■  Home  Guard  "  is  not  an  attractive  militirrv  designation. 
The  one  was  for  the  field  when,  required;  the  other  was  to  be 
operative  for  defence  only.  Both  were  bred  of  the  same  crisis 
and  at  the  same  time.  The  one  was  an  experience,  a  lesson,  aji 
education  ;  the  other  is  but  a  memory. 

The  full  regimental  designation  as  prescribed  by  law  was 
"  First  pLegiment  Infantry,  Gray  PLeserves,  Reserve  Brigade,  First 
Division  Pennsylvania  ^Militia."  The  regiment  bore  this  desig- 
nation until  by  the  first  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  7. 
1S70,  a  further  supplement  to  the  Act  of  ISG-t,  which  repealed  the 
Act  of  1S5S  and  created  new  methols  for  the  organization,  dis- 
cipline, and  regulation  of  the  militia,  it  was  provided  that  there- 
after the  active  militia  of  the  Commonwealth  should  be  kno\\-n 
as  the  Xational  Guard  of  Penusylvania.  And  from  then  on  the 
regiment  has  been  known  by  the  far  more  euphonious  title  of 
"  First  Regiment  Infantry.  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania." 
But  the  title  had  not  found  this  its  best  military  significance  until 
it  had  undergone  a  previiius  change.  As  origiruilly  organized, 
and  so  the  earlier  books  and  papers  show,  it  was  known  as  "'  Third 
Regiment  Infantry.  Gray  Rr-seiwes."  This  number  fell  to  its 
lot^as  the  third  regiment  of  tlie  first  brigade,  to  which  brigade 
it  was  first  assigned,  but  its  stay  was  brief.  The  supplement  of 
May  15,  1S61.  which  created  the  reserve  brigade,  specially  pro- 
vided in  its  fourth  section  that  the  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry, 
as  had  been  then  so  kno\oi,  '•  organized  and  inspected,"  should 
form  the  first  regiment  of  the  brigade  thus  created. 

An  attempt  was  at  one  time  made  to  ^vTest  from  the  regiment 
its  redinental  title.  It  was  seriously  contended  that  the  number 
"  First "  did  not  riglitfnlly  bdong  to  it.  The  claim,  thougli 
apparently  not  conclusively  settled  through  ofiicial  corresiwndence 
that  followed,  was  effectually  disposed  of,  -irith  other  contentions 
of  a  like  character,  by  Special  Order  Xo.  I'^-l.  dated  Headquarters 
Pennsylvania  ^ililitia.  Harri-burg.  December  0,  ISCO,  which  reads 
n=  follows: 

In  order  thit  no  coiifu-ion  may  ari^e  in  tl!.^  future,  as  to  the  numlier 
and  naniM  of  the  .lilTerfnt  i:>'q-imt'nis  of  I'mn^vlv.mia  Militia  in  the  1-t 
Divi-iiin.  thev  will  hi>reaftor  1"!  rowL'nizod  ami  known  as  follows: 

1-t  i;p"inicnt  ••Orev  r.s.'rve-."'   Iiif.intrv.  I'.iuia.  Militia. 

2nd  lU-I'inient  Xational  Ciiaid.  luf.uitry.   INun.i.  Militia. 
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Tlie  whole  militia  system  was  at  the  date  of  the  orgauizatiou 
of  the  First  Eeg-iment  operated  tmdcr  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of 
Assembly  appr'>vcd  April  21,  ISoS,  entitled  an  "  Act  for  the  regTi- 
lation  of  the  Militia  of  this  Commomvealth."  Of  this  Act 
the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State,  in  his  annual  report  for  the 
year  1S62,  sjieaks  as  follov.-s :  "  The  importance  of  efficient  military 
organization  competent  for  the  protection  of  the  citizen  in  the  en- 
joyment of  life,  liberty,  and  property  and  for  the  public  against 
sudden  emergencies  was  never  more  manifest  in  our  history  than 
now;  and  while  I  wotild  not  propose  tlie  repeal  of  the  Act  for  the 
regulation  of  the  militia,  believing  that  the  stability  of  any 
system  must  be  impaii-ed  by  the  frequent  change  of  the  law  which 
governs  k,  I  am  convinced  that  in  some  of  its  features  it  is  suscep- 
tible of  improvement." 

It  was  more  than  this;  it  was  radically  defective.  It  was 
apparently  created  to  supply  officers  with  rank  rather  than  recruit 
men  for  efficiency.  It  was  probably  an  improvement  on  previous 
attempts  at  betterm.ent,  and  in  a  fair  sense  a  proper  sequence  in  the 
development  toward  greater  proficiency  that  was  soon  to  follow. 

Twenty  major-generals,  one  for  each  division  with  a  brigadier- 
general  for  each  coimty,  besides  other  attendant  evils,  tended  to 
overburden  and  interrupt  intermediate  charmels  of  communication 
between  subordinate  conunands  and  the  department  at  Harrisburg. 
Then  staff  officers  absent  with  the  volunteer  forces,  the  generals 
themselves,  many  of  them,  in  the  field,  practically  severed  the 
Adjutant-General's  office  from  official  touch  with  those  militia 
organizations  still  manfully  maintaining  their  proficiency.  Hence 
meagre  details,  ttnreliable  data,  unsatisfactory  results,  must  neces- 
sarily follow  all  research  that  pertains  to  that  period  of  the  Civil 
War." 

This  conclu-ion  is  practically  sustained  by  the  Ailjutant- 
General  hini-^elf  in  his  annual  report  of  ISCi.',  already  quoted  from. 

The  general  re*pon-es  [he  says]  from  every  section  of  the  State  to  the 
various  roqui-itions  of  the  Prtr^iilent  for  troops  to  suppress  the  rebellion  has 
merged  in  the  army  contributed  by  Pennsylvania  nearly  all  the  previously 
existing  military  orjanizations  of  the  State.  Hence,  saving  a  few  exceptions, 
no  information  has  been  received  of  the  condition  of  the  Militia  of  the  Com- 
monwealth from  otiicers  on  whom  the  duty  devolves  to  make  such  returns  to 
the  Department.  A  partial  list  of  Division  and  T.rigado  organiz.ations  of 
the  State  is  appended  to  this  report  only  because  the  law  requires  it,  and  not 
with  a  view  of  aifording  information. 
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This  would  account  in  a  measure  for  the  absence  of  all  refer- 
ence to  the  newly  established  "  Reserve  Brigade,"  and  of  reports 
and  returns  from  any  of  its  regiments  in  the  reports  of  the 
Adjutant-General  for  either  of  the  years  of  its  early  existence, 
1S61  or  1SC2.  Xor  does  a  present  inquiry  and  exhaustive  research 
add  nev,-  liglit.  If  the  chniuicler  would  discover  evidence  of  the 
beginnings  of  the  Fir-t  liegiment  Infantry,  ^STational  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  law  for  its  existence,  he  must  look  to  the 
statutes  of  the  State  and  its  regimental  records.  Fortunately  there 
is  ample  material  to  be  found  in  both  from  which  to  tell  the  story 
of  its  rise. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  entitled  "  A  further  supplement  to  an 
act  for  the  regulation  of  the  Militia  of  this  Commonwealth  ap- 
proved April  21,  185S,"  approved  May  15,  1861,  and  to  be  found 
on  page  7-iS  of  the  Pamphlet  Laws  of  that  year,  provided,  among 
other  things,  that: 

Sectiox  I.  In  additio'i  to  tlie  three  Brigades  of  the  Fu■^t  Division,  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  authorized  \>y  the  A';t  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
there  shall  be  organized  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  another  Brigade, 
to  be  called  the  Reserve  Bri-jide,  which  shall  consist  of  four  regiments 
of  Infantry  and  one  Squadron  of  Cavalry  for  special  defence  of  the  said  City. 

And  the  Act  fm-ther  provided,  in  Section  1,  that  ''  the  Third 
Regiment  of  Infantry  Gray  Reserves  as  at  present  organized  and 
inspected  shall  form  the  first  regiment  of  the  Brigade  authorized 
by  this  Act." 

In  the  apparent  non-existence  of  any  official  records  of  muster, 
enrolment,  and  inspection  this  Act  is  of  material  impoit.  It  dis- 
poses of  the  need  for  them.  It  confirms  and  ratifies  the  enrol- 
ment the  regiment  mado  of  it-xlf,  when  its  eight  hundred  men 
pledged  themselves  to  obedimice,  until  the  law  should  permit  its 
enforcement.  It  confirms  as  v.-el],  also,  tlio  inspection  made  about 
April  20,  ISGl,  as  announced  in  the  North  American  and  United 
States  Gazette  of  that  date,  by  ]\[ajor  Davi.l  P.  Weaver,  Brigade 
Inspector,  First  Brigade.  First  Divi-ion,  Pennsylvania  Militia, 
when  he  reported  that  the  Gray  Resen-es  were  duly  organized  with 
ten  companies  with  full  ranks.  The  inspection  was  followed  bv 
the  usual  election,  incident  to  >uch  occasions.  The  election  re- 
sulted in  the  choice  of  l\ti  r  C.  Ellmak.  r  for  colonel;  Richard  IF. 
Rush    for    licuteiuint-c'h'nrl :    Xap..leon    B.    Kneass    for    major. 
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In  six  companies  elections  were  bold  ami  company  otiieers  chosen. 
The  other  four  companies  had  previously,  on  the  night  of  the 
organization  of  the  regiment,  passed  the  inspection  of  and  had 
tlieir  elections  held  by  the  brigade  inspector,  -who  tlien  announced 
that  the  elections  of  the  other  six  companies  would  take  place  on 
die  twenty-ninth. 

As  "  organized  and  inspected  "  (so  reads  the  fourth  section) 
the  third  regiment  "  shall  "  become  the  first  regiment  of  the  brigade 
hereby  authorized.  The  brigade  so  authorized  was  to  be  a  part  of 
the  active  militia,  to  be  kno'nii  as  the  Eesei-ve  Brigade, 
to  be  attached  as  another  brigade  to  the  iirst  division  of 
that  militia.  That  brigade  was  to  consist  of  four  regiments, 
and  the  regiment  that  had  been  previously  designated  as  the 
Third  Regiment  Infantry  Gray  Eescrves  was  to  be  the  first 
of  the  four.  The  foimders  recognized  its  importance,  and  by 
resolution  of  the  Eoard  of  Officers  the  Act  was  directed  to  be  pub- 
lished with  the  first  issue  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

The  colonel  awaited  the  coming  of  his  commission  before  he 
published  his  order  formally  assuming  command.  As  the  order 
is  of  significant  importance,  it  is  better  that  it  should  appear  in 
full  and  in  the  body  of  the  text.

Bv  virtue  of  a  commission  from  the  (Tovernor  of  the  Commonwealth 
bearing  date  the  twentv-sixth  day  of  April  18G1  the  undersigned  hereby

This  valuable  record  is  confirmed  by  the  original  commission 
of  Colonel  Ellmaker — a  cherished  and  well-cared-for  relic  now  in 
the  possession  of  the  Veteran  Corps.  It  is  here  reproduced  in  a 
reduced  facsimile.  As  the  archives  of  the  State  do  not  disclose 
the  issuance  of  any  commission  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the  old 
Gray  Reserves  Regiment,  the  present  existence  of  any  such  com- 
mission is  of  more  than  usual  interest,  Major  Charles  S.  Turn- 
bull,  the  grandson  of  Col.  Chas.  S.  Smith,  has  the  original  commis- 
sion of  his  grandfather  as  Captain  of  "'''  Company  A,  Gray  Re- 
serves, Uniformed  ^Militia,  First  Brigade,  First  Division."  Otliei-s 
doubtless  are  in  private  hands.     An  official  inquiry  to  the  com- 
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panies  of  the  rcgiiiK  iit  ]inji]ucinir  uu  n,-?iHm-e.  it  would  indicate 
that  there  are  no  others  in  utlieial  cu^to■!y,  except  that  of  Coh>nel 
Ellmaker,  with  tlie  Veteran  Corps.  It  may  he  fairly  inferred, 
however,  from  the  acceptance  of  an  oflicer's  resignation  as  "  of  his 
commission/'  and  it  so  appears  in  the  order  publishing  the  accept- 
ance, that  all  the  otha-rs  of  the  Gray  Ecserves  were  duly  commis- 
sioned. 

An  exhaustive  search  in  the  Adjutant-General's  office  at  Harris- 
burg  brings  no  better  result  tlian  a  statement  that  concludes  a  letter 
from  the  Adjutant-General  himself,  of  February  11,  1910,  as 
follows : 


...  I  might  say  in  this  connection  tli.it  tlie  Adjutint-General's  report 
of  1860  shows  that  Captain  James  D.  Keyser  was  comniis.'-ioned  as  Captain 
of  Company  "A''  1st  Rogiment  Grey  Reserves  Reserve  Briirade  on  June  1.5, 
1S66,  That  appears  to  have  been  the  earliest  date  on  which  commissions 
were  issued  to  any  officers  in  the  organization.     ,     ,     . 

An  effort  to  uncover  militia  commissions  iu  tiio  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  has  been  alike  fruitless.  There 
are  no  records  there  of  the  issuance  of  any  conmiissions  to  the 
First  Eegiment  of  Infantry,  under  any  of  its  designations  in  its 
early  days. 

There  is  a  fugitive  record  in  the  charge  of  the  Custo.lian  of 
Public  Eecords  in  the  State  Library  building  at  Harrisburg,  identi- 
fied as  a  "  Commission  Bwk  of  1S61."  It  supplies  a  few  meagre 
and  indefinite  details.  Under  the  heading  "  First  Ecserre  Eeoi- 
ment  "  the  colonel  is  blank ;  the  lieutenant-colonel  is  given  as 
Xapoleon  B.  Kneass;  quartormaster  as  Albert  E.  Foering:  resri- 
mental  commissary  as  William  II.  Kern.  Then  follow  nine  "of 
the  ten  companies,  by  Ic-ttfr,  K  omitted.  Opposite  each  there  is 
a  blank,  except  B,  where  C.  Fred  Ilufip) field  appears  as  captain 
and  William  Hart,  Jr.,  as  second  lieutenant;  F.  where  Charles  H. 
Femald  appears  as  second  lieutenant ;  and  I  has  E.  A.  Adams  as 
"  Lieut."  Tills  record,  unsatisfactoiw  as  it  is,  it  will  he  obsen-ed, 
is  not  in  an  office  in  any  way  directly  or  imlirectly  identified  with 
military  aflFairs;  neither  is  it  of  any  service. 

But  the  found.itions  of  the  regiment  securely  established  bv 
tlie  effective  operation  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  ^May  l.'i, 
ISCl,  with  the  concln-ive  pri«.f-  from  tlie  rodmental  recnvls  and 
the  production  of  the  coiumi  — ion  itself  tliat  on  April  29.   iMii, 
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the  lir^t  colonel,  P.  C.  Elhnaker,  as^utueJ  conunaiul  hv  virtue  of  a 
comniissiou  from  tlie  Governor  of  the  Commomvealtb,  his  rank 
to  date  from  April  2G,  1S61,  renders  the  disclosure  of  the  absence 
from  the  archives  of  the  State  of  all  record  evidence  of  the  regi- 
ment's early  existence,  rather  a  revelation  for  the  curious  than  a 
fact  of  material  moment  in  the  regimental  history. 

On  the  day  following,  April  30,  "  Orders  Xo.  2,"  Par.  Ill, 
announced  the  staff  appointments  as  follows:  Joseph  T.  Ford, 
adjutant;  Joseph  M.  Thomas,  quartermaster;  Eobert  P.  Desilver, 
paymaster;  Washington  L.  Atlee,  M.D.,  surgeon;  Thomas  il. 
Drysdale,  ]\I.D.,  assistant  surgeon;  Xathan  Spering,  sergeant- 
major;  and  Albert  P.  Foering,  quartennaster-sergeant. 

The  Board  of  Officers  held  its  first  meeting  April  28,  1S61. 
Its  sessions  in  these  early  days  were  frequent — weekly  and  oftener 
two  and  three  times  a  week.  Its  meeting  places  were  Sansom 
Street  Hall.  Continental  Hotel,  and  the  ofEce  of  the  quartenmaster, 
303  Chestnut  Street.  Its  business.  Equipment,  Uniform,  Tac- 
tics, Constitution  and  By-Laws,  one  for  its  own  government,  and 
another  for  the  several  companies  suitable  for  each  and  to  preserve 
uniformity  for  all.  Other  matters  important  and  imperative,  inci- 
dent to  the  prevailing  military  activities,  demanded  constant  atten- 
tion. The  time  never  came,  in  these  busy,  stirring  days,  when  it 
could  be  fairly  said  that  the  business  of  the  Board  had  been  con- 
cluded, for  what  was  not  finished  at  one  session  waited  over  until 
the  next,  and  it  lost  nothing  in  the  keeping,  for  that  was  never  very 
far  awav.

From  a.  paper  read  before  the  I'ennsijh-aniu  Commandery,  Military  Order  of 
the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  titutes,  January,  190.i:  "A  Few  Stray 
Leaves  of  Civil  'War  Heininiscences." 
The  readinesis  of  a  pwplc  lo  respoml  williiiLily  to  a  call  to  arms  was 
never  so  effectually  demon-trat>'d  as  it  was  during  the  Civil  War.  There  was 
scarce  a  diminution  iii  tlip  offering'  duriug  the  entire  period  of  the  combat. 
The  result  of  the  conscription  in  no  way  appreciably  impaired  the  vast  ho~ts 
of  volunteers  who  had  so  willingly  offered  themselves.  The  total  enlistments 
in  the  land  and  naval  forces  wore  upwards  of  three  millions,  one  out  of  every 
ten  of  the  population  of  the  loyal  states,  men,  women  and  children.  The 
casualties  of  war  weie  no  deTeirent.  The  responses  were  as  ready  when  the 
recruit  had  this  bitter  knowled;j;e  of  the  liazard  of  his  undertaking,  as  they 
had  been  when  the  patriotic  answers  came  to  the  first  sunmions  for  the 
havoc  of  war.  In  his  report  of  November  2-2nd,  l^lj,'?,  the  ^^ecretary  of  War 
said,  "  When  Lee's  army  -in  rendered  thousands  of  recruits  were  pouring  in,  and 
men  were  discharged  from  recruiting  stations  and  rendezvoos  in  every  state." 

The  soldier  boro  tlie  hoavicr  burdcti.  His  sacrifice  ■u'as  of 
everything,  if  need  he,  of  life  itself.  It  had  no  computable 
commutation  value.  Saving  the  Mexican  War  and  its  Indian 
disturbances,  the  country  had  bf.oii  for  well  nigh  forty  years 
at  profound  peace.  An  acquaintance  with  the  military  art 
had  its  consequent  <li.preclai.iou.  The  organized  militia  was 
looked  upon  as  a  pageant  and  a  show,  and  the  training  day  had 
long  since  been  ridiculed  out  of  exi.-tenee.  But  the  iieople  were  in 
a  responsive  irnxvl.  In-pired  with  true  patriotic  zeal,  they  were 
ready  to  lend  a  helf'ing  hand,  supply  substantial  aid,  and  funiish 
real  sujiport.  The  s.'ldi.T  soon  learned  tliat  tlie  country  was 
behind  him,  with  all  its  vast  resources  and  tremendous  energies. 
Xor  did  tiic  newly  organizi-d  active  militia  fail  to  remember  that 
the  profound  peace  had  iK-en  In-oken,  that  the  days  of  the  pageant 
had  gone,  that  war  had  come  to  stay,  that  its  training  must  be 
for  combat,  and  that  its  ultiuia;c  mi-^i.-n  was  thn  lialtle-field. 
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linbued  with  these  convictions,  the  recruit  of  this  our  now 
J-'irjt  -Kegiment  Infantry  was  ready  with  his  time,  energy-, 
iitienlion,  and  zeal  to  acquire  with  all  the  speed  the  situation 
•  iLinanded  that  fundamental  training  so  essential  to  a  better 
acquaintance  with  his  new  responsibilities.  Drills,  squad  and 
c.-mi-any,  were  as  well  the  order  of  the  day  as  the  order  of  the 
i-..i!iMiauding  otiicor;  they  followed  each  other  with  a  significant 
iicqucncy,  often  in  the  early  morning  before  the  business  hour, 
and  again  evening  after  evening  during  the  week.  The  officers 
were  in  every  -way  competent  to  impart  and  the  men  keen  to  re- 
ceive instructions.  There  was  no  such  incompetency  there  that 
was  not  at  times  a  manifest  hindrance  elsewhere. 

The  day  of  the  regimental  armory  had  not  yet  come.  In 
conjecture,  at  least,  it  was  not  so  very  far  away.  It  was  evident, 
too,  that  the  founders  had  desigiied  their  organization  for  a  present 
as  well  as  a  future  usefulness.  In  their  judg-ment  it  had  come 
to  stay.  On  April  8,  1SG2,  an  act  was  approved  entitled  "  An 
.\«-t  to  incorporate  tlie  Armory  Company  of  the  Gray  Eeserves  " 
I  r.  L.,  p.  4-2S),  with  Peter  C.  EUmaker,  Xapoleon  B.  Kneass, 
Charles  S.  Smith,  William  H.  Kern,  Charles  ]M.  Prevost,  J.  Ross 
Clark,  Jacob  T>oudenslager.  and  others  as  incorporators.  They 
were  empowered,  with  the  usual  rights  and  privileges  incident  to 
corpoiations,  to  erect  and  construct  an  armory  building  "  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Companies  composing  the  First  Regiment 
of  Infantry  Gray  Reserves  "  .  .  .  "  and  other  organizations 
desirous  of  renting  and  occupying  the  same."  Though  the  project 
was  in  the  intermediate  years  never  altogether  at  rest,  twenty  years 
(■laj  sed  before  it  reached  a  consummation. 

The  company  araiories  were  scattered  in  different  localities  at 
iricunvenient  distances,  and  none  of  a  capacity  sufficient  beyond 
!!:eir  own  needs.  There  was  no  opportunity,  therefore,  for  battal- 
ion manopuvres  except  on  the  field.  There  was,  indeed,  for  a  time 
ajiparently  no  regimental  headquarters,  except  the  residence  of 
the  colonel,  1G3T  Race  Street,  where  the  colors  were  kept,  and 
to  and  from  which  they  were  escorted  by  a  company  detailed  for 
the  purpose  when  occasion  required  their  use.  For  the  first  six 
\\eeks  the  drills  were  altogether  by  company,  where  instr^iction  was 
vigorous  and  systematic.  There  was  generally  a  full  attendance 
and  always  a  commissioned  officer  in  charge.     Cooper's  "  Tactics  " 
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had  beeu  ii'loptcd  by  the  Loard  of  Oiiicers  as  the  text-hook  and  an 
issue  of  eleven  copies  to  each  company  had  already  hcen  made. 
Casey's  '"  Infantry  Tactics  •"'"  was  afterward  substituted. 

The  companies  had  made  commendable  progress.  They  were 
assembled  for  tlie  tir-r  time  in  regimental  formation,  ten  coni- 
piinies,  v.ith  Col.  P.  C.  Ellmaker  in  command,  on  the  t\venty- 
seventh  of  May.  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  pursuant 
to  directions  publi^h(■^l  in  General  Order  Xo.  2,  Headquarters 
Third  Eegiment  Infantry,  Gray  Keserves.  :May  23,  1S61,  fi.\ing 
that  day  and  hour  for  die  initial  street  parade.  The  line  fonned 
on  Broad  Street  facing  west  with  its  right  resting  on  Chestnut 
Street,  and  the  column  moved  at  four  and  a  half  o'clock  up  Broad 
to-  Arch,  to  Sevente€^nth,  to  Chestnut,  to  Eighth,  to  Market,  to 
Third,  to  Vine,  to  Sewnd,  to  Walnut,  to  Third,  to  Chest- 
nut, to  Fifth,  to  Walnut,  to  Independence  Square,  where 
the  parade  was  dismissed.  The  command  was  in  full  uni- 
form, commissioned  officers  and  sergeants  with  side-arms,  cor- 
porals and  privates  without  anus.  The  troops  made  a  most  credit- 
able appearance;  cadence,  carriage,  and  steadiness  indicated  that 
the  mouth's  training  had  been  effective. 

The  Orderly  Sergeant's  book  of  Company  C  supplies  much 
material  valuable  for  its  accuracy.  From  this  date,  !May  27,  ISGl, 
to  February  IS,  1SG4,  except  an  interval  from  Xovember  23,  1S61, 
to  September  5,  1S02, — there  is  recorded,  beside  a  brief  summary 
of  the  event,  the  name  of  everv  officer  and  man  present  for  duty 
on  all  public  occasions,  drills,  parades,  campaigns,  or  target  prac- 
tice. And  from  thence  on  to  October,  1 S7G,  though  the  matter 
inserted  has  been  sonifwhat  curtailed,  the  information  supplied 
is  still  of  great  value. 

The  reci'rd  nf  tlii-.  the  Ci'nqiany's  lirst  appearance  on  street 
parade,  shows  an  attendance  of  thrre  commissioned  officers,  four 
sergeants,  four  corporals,  and  eighty  privates — an  aggregate  of 
ninety-one.  In  the  summary  it  abo  apjiears  that  "  Company  C 
paraded  a  larger  niunber  uf  men  than  any  company  in  the  regi- 
ment, which  cau-ed  ibr  r..l..ii(.-l  t..  take  -muo  ^ixtem  i.i  twenty  men 
to  fill  up  platoons  of  other  companies  to  equalize  the  same."  The 
fronts  were  equalized  in  the  u-ual  way  by  details  from  the  stronger 
to  the  weaker  companirs.  This,  the  tir-r  public  display  of  the 
regiment,  clearly  diiii"ii-;ratrs.  thcnf.ire.  that  with  its  approxi- 
mate ajTirrcirate  of  seven  hundred,  tJie  enrolment  of  the  nineteenth 
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■  .;■  .\\>vl\  was  in  no  sense  a  mere  alTair  of  paper.  It  is  interesting 
t  .  II  I'c.  too.  where  the  rolls  are  accessible,  the  number  of  partici- 
v.-MiK  in  this  parade  \vho  subsequently  won  distinction  in  the  field. 

Frum  a  note  taken  by  pennissiou  from  a  partial  manuscript 
..j"  a  pruspective  history  of  Company  D,  the  dress  then  worn  is 
'Si^'ii  tliis  characteristic  description :  '"'The  uniform  on  this  occasion 
i--  .li-ribed  by  an  observer  who  afterward  joined  the  company 
( -I  W.  Jordan)  as  a  slouch  hat,  turned  up  at  one  side,  fastened 
\\[{]i  the  arms  of  the  State,  a  long  gray  coat,  fitting  closely  at  the 
\v;iist,  and  hanging  down  loosely,  nearly  to  the  knees,  and  gray 
troii:^ers;  the  whole  looking  like  a  "regiment  of  Quakers.'"  D 
had  previously  made  an  independent  street  parade  as  a  company 
•  m  die  twenty-third  of  May  from  its  armory  on  Market  Street  to 
i;i-i.>ai!,  to  South,  to  Seventeenth,  to  Chestntit,  to  Xinth,  to  Mai'ket, 
!■.  the  Annory,  to  the  manifest  delight,  so  read  its  minutes,  "of 
the  {-oi>ulace  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  those  in  command." 

The  command  was  never  disposed  to  be  tardy,  either  in  prepara- 
ily.L  for  an  emergency  or  in  the  early  acquisition  of  knowledge 
where  instruction  was  needed  in  a  new  venture.  So,  pursuant  to 
Sntcial  Order  Xo.  1,  Headquarters  First  Regiment  Gray  Reserves 
Infantry,  June  21,  1S61,  squads  of  one  non-commissioned  officer  ' 
aiirl  eight  privates  were  detailed  from  Companies  C,  F,  and  K, 
with  Captain  Charles  F.  Warner  of  K  in  command,  assisted  by 
'  liPtnin  Joseph  X.  Piersol  of  F  and  Lieut.  A.  Atwood  Smith  of  C, 
to  assemble  at  the  Arsenal,  Sixteenth  and  Filbert  Streets,  for 
drill  and  instruction  in  artilleiy  practice,  preparatory  to  firing  a 
national  salute  on  tlie  approaching  Independence  Day.  The  duty 
■>';i~  faithfully  discharged,  the  salute  successfully  fired  at  four 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  Fourth  of  Jtdy  from  the  corner  of 
r.n^atl  and  Spring  Garden  Streets,  and  the  officers  and  detacli- 
K:riii^-  returned  to  their  respective  companies. 

Arms  and  equipment  were  now  complete.  General  Orders 
X".  4,  June  12,  ISGl,  from  Eegimental  Headquarters,  announced: 
'■  T!:e  gratifying  intelligence  is  hereby  communicated  that  through 
the  kindness  of  Hon.  Simon  Caxneron,  Secretary  of  ^'ar,  anus  will 
b'-  funiislied  to  the  regiment  forthwith."  The  issue  was  made 
ir-in  tlie  United  States  Arsenal  at  Eridesburg,  percussion  smooth- 
i»'i'i  s  (if  an  old  pattern.  One  hundred  was  the  allotment  to  each 
c"Uipany. 

The    companies    were    now    all    well    established    in    their 
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armories,  locatoil :  A,  [Market  above  Eighth  Street;  B,  Xinth  and 
Walnut  Streets:  C,  Concert  Hall,  Chestnut  between  Twelfth 
and  Thirteenth  Streets ;  D,  Lardner  Street  east  of  Fifteenth  Street; 
E  and  K,  Eighth  and  Callowhill  Streets ;  E,  northwest  corner  Sec- 
ond n.nd  r.ace  Streets;  G,  Chestnut  below  Eighth  Street;  H,  Third 
and  Willow  Streets;  and  I,  Broad  and  Spruce  Streets.  C  com- 
pany subsequently  removed  to  Market  above  Eighth  Street,  and  D 
to  the  northeast  corner  of  Eighteenth  and  Chestnut  Streets.  D, 
before  locating  on  Lardner  Street,  had  had  two  previous  removals. 
Its  first  location  was  at  Illasko's  Dancing  Academy,  Broad  above 
Pine,  and  then  on  Market  Street  above  Eightli. 

There  were  no  tragedies  in  those  early  days.  Abrasions, 
slight  wounds,  and  contusions  summed  up  the  list  of  casualties. 
Latta,  a  private  in  Company  D,  had  the  little  finger  of  his  right 
hand  permanently  shortened  from  the  thrust  of  a  bayonet,  which 
he  had  imprudently  permitted  to  remain  fixed,  while  exercising 
in  tlie  manual  of  arms,  in  the  execution  of  tliat  now  archaic 
motion,  "  retura  rammer."  Smith  (S.  G.),  a  private  in  the  same 
company,  received  an  injury  from  a  like  cause,  more  severe;  the 
result,  however,  of  another  fellow's  imprudence,  not  of  his. 

Target  practice  was  by  no  means  neglected.  Suitable  locali- 
ties, readily  accessible  now,  -vvere  not  so  easily  reached  then.  Time 
was  of  consequence,  '\\niat  was  consumed  in  travel  was  lost  to 
the  exercise.  Becords  of  results  are  wanting,  if  they  were  ever 
preserved.  One  that  still  survives  is  the  special  mention  made  in 
the  book  of  the  "  Orderly  Sergeant,  Company  C  Gray  Beserves," 
of  tlie  winning  score  made  by  Private  William  W.  Allen  at  the 
first  shoot  of  the  company  at  Judge  Petcrs's  farm — now  better 
tno-w-n  in  the  general  distinction  of  the  vicinity  as  Belmont  Man- 
sion— June  2i,  ISGl.  The  same  report  also  states  that  "  after 
the  firing  the  board  was  well  riddled."  This  would  seem,  as  a 
first  attempt,  to  bo  a  decidedly  creditable  showing.  Tlie  aggregate 
present  was  eighty:  three  commissioned  officers,  eight  non-com- 
missioned officers,  and  sixty-nine  privates.  This  Peters  farm  was 
a  favorite  site  for  target  practice.  Another,  also  well  chosen,  was 
on  the  west  bank  of  the  Schiiylkill.  just  above  the  present  Girard 
Avenue  bridge,  sunicwhcro  near  Sweet  Briar  ^lansion.  Both, 
now  ^-ithin  the  limits  of  Eainnount  Park,  were  then  private 
property. 
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In  its  Fourtli  of  July  demonstration,  previously  fully  consid- 
ered, the  refiuient  kept  well  up  to  the  streugtli  it  had  developed 
in  its  initial  pcrform:ince.  The  (en  companies  were  equalized 
te- thirt.y-t.vvo  files  each,  with  Colonel  Elhnaker  in  command.  The 
field,  staff,  and  line  were  in  full  attendance.  The  route,  as  taken 
from  the  l»x>k  (if  the  orderly  sergeant  of  Company  I),  signed  "'  Jos. 
W.  Iiicketts,  Fii-st  Sergeant,"  indicates  that  it  was  largely  over  the 
same  lines  followed  in  the  parade  of  the  twenty-seventh  of  ^lay, 
extended  to  cover  a  wider  opportunity  for  obsei-vation.  The  line 
was  formed  at  ten  o'chx-k  a.  m.  on  Broad  Street,  facing  east,  with 
its  right  resting  on  Fairmount  Avenue.  The  column  then  moved 
down  Broad  to  Walnut,  passing  in  review  at  Fill)ert  Street  before 
the  Mayor  and  City  Councils;  thence  to  Si.xteenth,  to  Pine,  to 
Twelfth,  to  Walnut,  to  Fifth,  to  Brown,  to  Tenth,  to  Vine,  to 
Broad,  to  Arch,  to  Tenth,  where,  after  passing  the  Second  Regi- 
ment Blue  Ueserves,  the  parade  was  dismissed.  In  General  Pleas- 
onton's  congratulatory  order  the  regiment  was  specially  mentioned 
for  its  '■'  soldierly  conduct  and  martial  bearing."  This  was  the  first 
time  the  city  had  had  opportunity  to  view  its  new  contingent  of 
soldiery. 

In  tliose  days  no  highway  had  a  preference.  Hence  the  char- 
acter of  the  streets  offered  no  suggestion  in  selecting  a  route  for  a 
procession,  military  or  civic.  Xo  one  possessed  any  advantage 
over  the  other.  The  more  modern  facilities  through  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  niiiseless  pavement  had  not  yet  had  an  effective  begin- 
ning. All  streets  were  alike  forbidding  to  man  or  beast.  The 
ubiquitous  cobble-stone  still  held  its  sway. 

The  Field  Day,  on  grounds  lietter  remembered  from  the  desig- 
nation given  them  for  the  day  as  "  Camp  Logan,"  on  the  twenty- 
third  of  July,  held  pursuant  to  Iiegimental  General  Orders  Xo.  0, 
of  July  10,  IsOl.  has  become  an  hist'iric  incident,  eventful  as  the 
beginning  of  that  ^%'ide^  .scope  of  militaiy  teaching  that  has  borne 
fruit  through  all  this  half  centuiy  of  regimental  life.  It  was  the 
regiment's  first  battalion  drill.  The  movement  was  stimulated, 
rather  than  retarded,  by  the  ominous  Bidl  Tiun  disaster  of  July  21 
that  brought  the  eitintrv  for  the  first  time  to  the  full  realization 
of  the  magnitude  of  its  undertaking.  The  occasion  is  illustrative, 
too,  of  how  later  facilities  of  transit  save  time  ntid  shorten 
distance. 
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The  ground*,  previously  well  s<_'leete<:l, — tiinlier  on  three  sides, 
Avith  water  at  a  convenient  distance, — were  suitably  policed  and 
prepared  by  details  properly  oliiceiod  on  the  day  before,  and  on  the 
morning  of  the  twenty-third,  at  five  and  a  half  o'clock,  the  com- 
panies assembled  at  their  several  annories  and  moved  thence  to 
the  prescribed  rendezvous,  Merchants'  Exchange,  Third  and  Dock 
Streets ;  thence  by  tlie  cars  of  the  Second  and  Third  Street  Passen- 
ger Eailway  to  tlie  Oxford  Street  Station  of  the  Xorth  Pennsyl- 
vania Eailroad,  where,  after  a  few  miles  of  a  run  on  that  railway, 
the  command  was  detrained  at  Xicetown  Lane,  and  marched  via 
the  Lane  to  the  Second  Street  Eoad,  where  the  field  selected,  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  large  estate  of  Dr.  J.  Dickinson  Logan,  was 
located.  The  time  consumed  from  tlie  stai-t  at  the  armories,  five 
and  half  o'clock,  to  the  finish  at  the  grounds — ten  and  a  half 
o'clock — was  fi\e  hours.  Through  the  present  better  service  on  all 
roads,  steam  and  trolley,  tlie  locality  is  now  within  much  more  easy 
reach. 

The  companies  were  first  exercised  in  the  skinnish  drill,  and 
afterward  in  the  morning,  and  again  in  the  afternoon,  the  entire 
regiment  was  manoeuvred  in  the  movements  of  the  battalion,  con- 
cluding with  a  review  and  dress  parade.  At  six  o'clock  it  re- 
turned by  rail  to  the  Master  Street  station  of  the  Xorth  Penn 
Eoad,  where,  received  by  the  Second  Eegiment  Blue  Eeserves,  it 
was  escorted  over  the  foUo'wing  route:  Master  to  Franklin,  to  Vine, 
to  Tenth,  to  Chestnut,  to  Sixth,  where  at  Independence  Hall  the 
parade  was  dismissed,  the  escort  returning  to  its  quarters  and  the 
companies  to  their  armories.  The  weather  was  propitious.  The 
streng-th  present,  though  creditable,  was  below  the  usual  maximum. 
The  largest  ci:>mpany  aggregate  was  sixty-seven.  Colonel  Ell- 
maker  was  in  commaiid.  and  of  the  line  and  statT  there  were  but 
few  absentees,  (,'aptain  Jacob  Loudenslager  was  the  officer  of  the 
day  and  Lieutenant  Frank  Granello  officer  of  the  guard  for  the 
afternoon  and  nidit.  while  the  grounds  were  in  charge  of  guards 
preiiaring  theni  f^r  the  exercises  of  the  followinir  day,  and  Captain 
^Villiam  IL  Kcru  was  officer  of  the  day  and  Lieut.  G.  F.  Delleker 
ofricer  of  the  gnnird  on  the  field  day  pro|ier.  In  the  afteraoon,  dur- 
ing the  exercises  of  the  battalion  drill,  revie-v,  and  dress  parade, 
visitors  who  had  lieon  specially  invited  were  u]i(.in  the  grounds  in 
goo<ily  ninubcrs. 
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HIE  I'.ESEnVES'  EX'Ji;ii<IO.V 

The  Tliird  Regiment  Inlaiitiy  (Jray  Hfisorvfs,  Col.  Peter  C.  EUmaker,  did 
up  their  pru.'iiised  parade  ycbfcrday.  The  line  formed  in  Third  Street,  near 
tlie  E\eh:inpe,,  iil  half  p;ist  ?ix  o'eloelc,  nl  v.-hic-h  point  tlu-  regiment  took 
ears  to  the  grounds  of  J.  Uickinson  Logon,  J\1.D.,  Second  Street  Koad,  above 
Xicetown  Lane.  The  revie%v  at  that  spot  came  off  according  to  the  pro- 
gram, and  at  half  past  six  o'clock  the  line  v%-as  received  in  Oxford  Street  by 
the  Blue  Reserves.  The  lino  was  dismissed  in  front  of  the  State  House. 
The  entire  affair  passed  off  in  a  most  handsome  manner. 

More  conspicuous  historic  inc'ulents  followed  closely.  The 
companies  were,  pursuant  to  Regimcntiil  General  Orilers  -^o.  8, 
of  that  (late,  assembldl  at  their  armories,  at.  eight  o'clock  on  the 
evening  of  July  24  for  escort  duty.  The  Seventeenth  Ecgiment 
Infantry.  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  Col.  Francis  E.  Patterson,  was 
announced  to  arrive  during  the  evening.  Its  three  months'  term  of 
service  ^^■as  about  to  expire;  it  was  to  be  honorably  mustered  otit. 
Its  ai-rival  was  delayeil.  ard  the  troops  were  dismissed  until  the 
following  morning.  Tlie  day  proved  to  be  a  busy  one.  Further 
delay  ensued.  Assembled  at  six,  it  was  ten  o'clock  before  these 
returning  soldiers  of  the  Seventeenth,  bronzed  and  hardened  from 
their  three  months'  exposure,  then  a  new  experience,  Avheeied  out 
from  the  Broad  and  Prime  Street  station  of  the  Philadelphia, 
Wilmington,  and  Baltimore  Railroad  to  pass  before  their  escort, 
in  line  to  receive  them  on  Broad  Street  with  its  right  resting  on 
Christian  facing  west.  The  usual  military  formalities  attendant 
upon  such  occasions  followed,  when  the  cohunn  moved,  amid  the 
plaudits  of  appreciative  crowds  up(jn  the  sidewalk,  up  Broad  to 
Chestnut  and  thence  to  liid.ptndencr-  Hail,  where,  tlie  escort  duty 
discharged,  the  compani  s  weie  diVuiis.'^'od,  to  assemble  again  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  at  Bioad  and  Chestnut  Streets  for 
further  escort  duty. 

Major-General  George  B.  McClellan,  fresh  from  the  laurels 
won  in  his  We?t  Virginia  campaig-n,  w.-is  to  pass  through  Philadel- 
phia on  his  way  to  AVasliingtou  to  assume  command  of  tlie  Army 
of  the  Potomac — the  heavy  responsilnlity  and  high  honor  these 
laurels,  .so  valiantly  won.  had  imposed  upon  liim.  The  line  formed 
on  Broad  Street,  facing  cast,  rigltt  resting  on  Chestnut,  at  two 
o'clock,  where,  accomiiaiiic  1  bv  Hon.  .'vlexander  ITcnrv,  mavor  of 
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the  citv,  tlic  i;viicni!  ,-!i.iitly  aftcrw  ;n.!  nvrived.  With  his  carriage 
assiiiWMl  its  proprr  ])laci'  in  the  rulmun.  ihe  ni;iiiu'iit  then  ivioveil 
down  C'he-tnnt;  in  'I'hiid.  ti>  ^Valllllf.  to  INinth,  t<>  Spruce,  t'. 
Twelfth,  tu  Wahuit,  U>  till-  n'sidcn.v  ..f  Dr.  John  Z^IcCiellan,  where 
the  general  in  a  few  hrief  phra-c-  c.ii-iatiilated  the  regiment  upon 
its  appearance  and  erqnes-ed  lil-  appreciation  of  the  honor  con- 
ferred hv  the  tendt'r  wf  the  e-e..rt  ;  it  was  not  expected,  as  he  was 
but  hurriedly  on  his  way  to  assume  his  new  .lutie-^,  not  iutendiiiLr 
to  be  publicly  received  on  the  way.  Colonel  Ellinaker  then  dis- 
missed the  regiment,  expressing  his  satisfaction  at  the  creditable 
manner  in  which  this  long  tour  of  duty  that  actually  began  the 
night  before  had  been  performed.  Tiiis  occasion,  with  the  field 
day,  was  justly  deemed  of  sufficient  moment  to  entitle  tliera  to  the 
following  eongratnlatory  order:

A  vet  iiiorc  con.-;{)iciion-;  incident  is  riiill  in  the  liisrorie  crucible 
of  tiiis  evemfii!  sutiiincr.  ]ile;il  as  it  pruvotl  to  be.  praetic;ii  as  it 
was  meant  to  be.  it  denionstrated  that  tlio  substance  was  not  far 
awav.  It  was  the  forerunner  of  the  two  ri\u;iTnentd  of  volunteers, 
practically  its  o'^\^l.  tluit  afrciward  took  the  tield,  and  of  tlie  ser- 
vices in  the  lield  this  ri  jnntruL  it-clf  t\vicc  rcndenMl  a>  a  whole. 
It  was  a  regiment  of  tlie  active  organized  militia.  The  great  war 
had  opened  with  a  crisis.  An  unexpected  blow  had  staggered  the 
country.  Offensive  measures  had  been  suddenly  resolved  into 
defensive  necessities.  To  limit  its  field  of  operations,  to  confine 
itself  to  locality,  when  there  were  more  needs  abroad  than  there 
were  demands  at  home,  to  be  a  command  in  the  real  active  militia 
tlie  regiment  must  exploit  itself  more  definitely,  it  must  widen  its 
scope,  broaden  its  puiiK>ses,  release  its  limitations,  and  distinctly 
announce  its  readiness  to  do  and  to  act  wherever  needed  and  when- 
ever sumnione<l.  So  to  meet  this  contingency  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Eiiard  of  Otfieers  was  called  for  the  twentieth  of  August, 
ISGI,  and  tlir  fallowing  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  tbar  meeting  fully  discloses  tliat  the  colonel,  liis  otficers, 
and  his  men  were  all  of  one  mind  : 

The  Coloni-1  ,Uited  that  lie  lia.l  CLmveii.Ml  tho  Unard  iuv  th.-  imrpo~e  ul 
;i-;certaining;  whuther  tlie  Re;_'iiiu>iit  would  ti-iuU'i-  its  -ervices  to  the  Goveni- 
iiient  for  .a  limited  period. 

Whereupon,  on  Motion  ot  Capt.  Pier^ol  it  was  resolved  that  captains  ot 
tonipanies  be  re(iiiire<l  to  call  =peeial  meetings  of  the  several  commands  this 
evening  ami  that  They  pre-ent  for  their  c-onsideration  the  following,'  preamble 
and  resolution:  "  Whereas  an  urgent  appeal  lias  been  made  by  the  Gover- 
nors of  certain  States  to  forward  a<  quickly  as  possible  all  the  available 
troops  to  the  City  of  Wa ihinpton  for  tho  ihfcnse  of  the  Capital — And 
WnEP.EAS  tho  (iovt-rnor  of  thi>  ronunoiiwealth  has  called  for  information 
in  regard  to  the  number  of  trcK.ps  wliich  could  be  relied  upon  in  this  l)ivi?ion. 
in  the  threatemd  crisis.— Axn  WnEfiEAS.  this  Kegimpnt.  althougli  oijranizcd 
for  the  special  defense  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  nevertheless  bound  tu 
make  any  sacrifice  for  the  good  ol  the  country — therefore — /fcso/ci  J  that  the 
Commandant,  ho  authorized  to  hold  the  rtegiment  in  readiness:  to  comply 
with  auj-  rei|Uo-it  of  the  Governor  of  the  Conunonwealth  for  special  service, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  day.s — ['roriihil  that  the  Regiment  be 
accepted  as  a  T!cgimont  and  forthwith  furnish, il  with  suitable  arms  and  all 
the  necessary  clothing,  accoutrements,  etc..  and  that  they  report  the  result 
of   such    meeting-^   at    these    Headquarters   at    111   o'clock    this   evening." 

On  :Motion  tlio  Board   then  took  a   recc-s  until    111  o'clock   thi<   evening. 

Upon  tho  re-as-endiling  nf  the  Board  at  thi'  lime  above  named  reports 
w.Te  rec-civofl  from  the  rominandanls  of  Conipauie-  to  the  efTeot  that  tho  fore- 
going pro.indilc   and   ro-otiition    had   been   adoj.led    by   the   conmiands   of   each. 
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The  resjxjuie  was  prompt,  conclusive,  comprehensive,  aj^precia-

Tliero  is  an  impressive  sigiufieance  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
General  Order  Xo.  10  of  tlie  regimental  current  series  of  August 
19,  ISGl,  in  full  consonanc-e  with  the  demands  of  the  hour  and 
the  patriotic  sacrifice  tlie  country  expected  alike  from  citizen  and 
soldier.     The  paragraph  reads  as  follows: 

The  continuance  of  our  Xational  diflieulties  and  the  probabilities  of  a 
prolonged  contest  should  admonish  every  loyal  citizen  of  the  necessity  of 
"active  preparation  to  meet  any  demand  on  the  part  of  the  constituted  . 
authorities  of  the  .State  or  X.ition,  and  renders  it  especially  incumbent  upon 
military  bodies,  although  organized  for  special  purposes,  to  be  prepared 
for  any  emergency.  In  order  therefore  that  the  strength  and  discipline 
of  the  regiment  may  be  made  equal  to  the  crisis,  the  following  directions  will 
be  faithfully  carried  out." 

Companies  were  to  Ix'  recruited  to  the  full  iiuiximuni  of  one 
hundred  men.  and  the  attention  of  officers  and  men  was  to  he 
directed  to  the  importance  of  procuring  rc-cruits.  Squad  drills, 
always  under  the  supervision  of  a  commissioned  officer,  were  to  be 
held  as  frequently  as  cireum.^tances  would  permit,  and  the  weekly 
drills  made  semi-weekly  if  possible.  Ttegimental  drills  in  fatigtie 
uniform  were  provided  for,  to  be  held  semi-monthly,  and  a  full 
attendance  of  rank  and  file  was  particularly  enjoined. 

The  first  of  the  series  of  regimental  drills  provided  for  in  this 
order,  was  on  the  -ame  day  announced  in  General  Order  Xo.  11, 
for  August  22.  and  the  line  was  directed  to  form  at  Diamond  Cot- 
tage. Camden,  Xrw  Jer^rv,  at  I'^nr  and  a  half  o'clock  on  the  after- 
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iKA'ii  of  that  day.  the  eoiumandanti  of  companies  to  report  at  the 
otiioe  of  the  adjutant,  Xo.  127  vSuutli  Fourth  Street,  at  noon,  on  the 
iL-t,  for  sptcitic  iustniction^. 

There  ap^jcar  to  have  hcen  no  sig-uificant  features  in  connec- 
tion -^vith  this  drill.  The  manoeuvres  were  in  the  school  of  the 
!i;ittalion,  ■^•ith  Colonel  Ellmaker  in  command,  and  are  reported  in 
one  of  the  journals  kept  at  that  tiine  to  have  been  "very  creditably" 
executed.  The  exercises  covered  a  period  of  some  two  hours,  and 
the  companies  were  dismissed  on  the  ground  and  returned  inde- 
pendently to  their  several  armories,  oveitaken  on  the  route  by  a 
drenching  rain.  The  attendance  was  not  large:  of  the  two  compan- 
ies, C  and  D,  tisually  out  in  considerable  streugih,  C's  aggregate 
was  65,  and  D's  39. 

The  second  of  the  series  was  iixed  by  General  Order  Xo.  12, 
cf  September,  1S61.  for  Septeml)er  5,  at  the  same  place  and  hour. 
Colonel  Ellmaker  was  in  conmiand,  and,  beside  the  battalion 
movements,  the  regiment  was  exercised  vrith  blank  cartridges  in 
firing,  for  the  first  time,  by  battalion,  by  division,  by  company, 
and  by  tile.  The  2Sth  Pennsylvania,  Col.  John  W.  Geary,  pre- 
paring for  the  lield,  was  encamped  nearby.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  drill  the  tender  of  an  escort  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Korp- 
onay,  then  in  command  of  the  2Sth  Pennsylvania,  was  accepted, 
and  the  two  regiments  paraiied  through  the  principal  streets  of 
Camden  to  the  Market  Street  ierrj.  The  escort  returned  to  its 
camp,  and  the  regiment,  crossing  tlie  ferry,  moved  down  Front 
Street  to  Walnut  and  tip  TValnut  to  Seventh,  where  the  companies 
were  dismissed  to  their  several  armories.  On  this  occasion  Com- 
panies C  and  D  tied  themselves,  each  with  an  aggregate  of  46. 

The  newspaper  comment  (Xorth  Amei^ican  and  United  States 
Gnzette,  September  6,  1S61)  on  the  occasion  is  as  follows:  "  Col. 
Elhnaker's  rei;'inient  of  Gray  Peseiwes  drilled  yesterday  afternoon 
near  Diamond  Cottage.  Camden.  They  were  accompanied  by 
Col.  Geary's  regimental  band.  They  made  a  display  alike  worthy 
of  themselves  and  their  Colonel." 

An  incident  of  some  material  moment  is  thus  quaintly  com- 
municated to  after-times  in  one  of  the  company  journals  of  the  day: 
''  The  Company  proceeded  to  the  Armory,  where  they  found  a 
keg  of  lager  awaiting  them,  which  having  destroyed,  they  pro- 
ceeded to  vote  for  Bricadier-Gi'neral.  which  resulted  in  a  unani- 
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moiia  vote  I'or  Francis  E.  l*attcrsi.iu."  The  same  lUiaiiiniity  pre- 
vailing everywhere,  General  I'attersun,  announced  as  the  ehoic-. 
siibioquenfiy  accepted  the  otlice  and  assumed  coniniaiid. 

The  word  "destroyed"'  was  evidently  introduced  facetiously. 
A  minute  from  the  lidok  of  one  of  the  companies — it  was  likely 
so  witli  all — read.-  a.-  fellow-:  •■ 'I'liat  the  better  to  preserve  our 
efficiency,  gooil  order,  and  decorum,  the  following  standing  reso- 
lutions are  adopted."  .  .  .  Third,  "  A'o  liquor  of  any  kind 
shall  he  kept  in  or  brought  into  ilic  armory  except  on  special 
occasions  to  be  authorized  by  tlie  Quartermaster."  It  was  con- 
sumption, not  destruction,  that  the  quartermaster  no  doubt  in- 
tended when  ho  gave  his  aiithorization  for  the  keg  of  beer  to  be 
brought  into  the  annory  on  this,  a  special  occasion. 

The  regiment  appears  not  to  have  assumed  its  now  recognized 
designation  of  "  First  "  until  after  the  Reserve  Brigade  was  fully 
organized,  when  the  title  "  Third  "  was  di-opped.  The  old  serial 
numbers  of  orders  ceased,  and  the  publication  of  the  new  series 
began  with  General  Order  Xo.  1  on  the  7th  of  September,  1S61, 
which  announced  as  follows: 

I.  The  Keserve  Bri-a.lu  auth<>riz._-<l  liy  :iii  act  of  tli.'  T..-i=luture  of  tlit- 
Commonwealth  approved  .May  15.  ISiJl,  entitled  "A  furllitr  supplement  to 
an  act  for  the  regfulation  of  the  Militia  of  the  Commonwealth  approved 
April  21,  ISoS,"  havin-^'  been  fully  orjranized  by  the  election  of  a  Rrijndier 
General  this  ref,'inient  will  hereafter  be  known  iVi  the  "  First  Ko-inient  Infan- 
try  Reserve   Bri-ade." 

ir.  Companies  will  retain  tlie  (U-ilneli\e  name  ol  "(Jray  Reserves,"  but 
will  forthwith  have  the  neees-ary  ehai^-e^  made  in  order  tn  eonform  in  all 
re^spetts  to  the  numlmr  of  the  re'.'iiiii'iit. 

In  a  subsequent  regiuieutal  nnL'r.  ""  t'urwarding,"'  as  it  did. 
"the  accompanying  r.i-i;^.idr  onlr-rs,'"  to  the  several  ccmpanies. 
Colonel  Kllmaker  t.-.k  'K-ra-ion  to  express  his  appreciation  of  th>- 
election  of  the  nc-w  liri^'aiit  .-. luiinander  in  tlie  folhiwing  phrase: 
•'  The  Colonel  comuiaudinLT  lakes  jileasure  in  congratulating  the 
regiment  on  the  acce[naii'-e  ct'  fjie  (luniuand  of  the  Brigade  by  that 
accomplished  otliccr  (hiil.  Fraiici-  iv  Patterson."  At  the  same 
time,  t'X>,  as  the  command  was  now  altogetiier  on  a  ntilitary  basis, 
he  severed  all  connect icn  witli  civic  associations  by  the  followini;- 
directions:  "  This  reginifiit  iiavinir  been  originally  organized  under 
the  supervision  and  au-pie<>s  of  a  Ci-mniittee  appointed  at  a  Public 
meeting  for  that  purp-s.-  :ind  since  bec<,me  a  part  of  the  Reserve 
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llriijadc.  it  htiruinos  iift-e^^arv  that,  the  aconiuts  wiili  that  Ci.iii- 
iiiittoc  ?houLl  bo  closed  ami  audited."  In  eoiiforuiity  with  tlie.-e 
directions,  all  accounts  were  subsequently  adjii.-ted  and  all  relatiijn.s 
w  ith  the  committee  severed  by  its  dissolution. 

The  third  of  tlie  series  of  regimental  drill--  Avas  fixed  by  General 
Older  Xo.  P>,  current  series,  of  September  1>>.  Is^il,  for  Thursday, 
September  10.  l^t'il,  at  thret^  and  one-half  o'ehx-k  in  the  afteruix>n, 
on  the  Camdeu  parade  ground,  and  the  quartermaster  was  directed 
to  supply  five  rounds  of  blank  cartridges,  which  were  subsequently 
expended  in  volley  and  tile  tiring.  Company  C's  aggregate  on 
this  occasion  was  Gl,  while  D's  fell  off  to  -IS.  The  attendance 
could  not  have  l>een  up  to  expectations,  as  C  supplied  IS  men  to 
e(jualize  II.  Colonel  Ellmaker  was  in  command,  and  with,  his 
accust<:>med  skill  exercisetl  the  regiment  in  the  various  movements 
of  the  battalion  drill.  General  Patterson  ou  tlic  ground,  not  as  a 
participant,  but  for  obser\'ation,it  was  currently  reported, expresseil 
his  satisfaction  with  the  entire  affair  as  a  most  creditable  military 
performance.  The  companies  Merc  not  dismissed  on  the  gToimd>. 
but  the  regiment  was  kept  together,  and  after  recrossing  the  river, 
formed  on  Front  Street,  with  its  right  resting  on  Chestnut,  and 
flien  moved  do\™  Front  to  Walnut,  to  Third,  to  Arch,  to  Twelfth, 
to  Chestnut,  to  Independence  Ilall,  and  thence  by  companies  to 
the  :reveral  armories.  Company  C  escorting  the  regimental  colors  to 
the  residence  of  the  colonel.  Darkness  was  well  advanced  before  the 
route  was  completed,  and  the  entire  mareli  was  through  muddy 
streets  and  over  slipiiery  cobble~.  The  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resigTiation  of  Lieut.-Col.  Richard  H.  Hush  had  not  yet  been  filled, 
and  that  night,  by  a  unanimous  vote  in  all  the  companies,  ]\Iajor 
Xapoleon  B.  Kueass  was  electr'd  lieutenant-colonel. 

Colonel  Tiiish's  stay  with  the  regiment,  though  brii'f,  con- 
tributes to  its  presti!i-e.  He  was  a  soldier  of  distinction.  A  grad- 
uate of  the  We-t  Pi-int  ^Military  Academy,  lie  had  won  honors 
in  the  [Mexican  War.  He  consequently  soon  sought  the  field  ami 
resigT.ed  hi*  lioiitenant-colonoley  June  20,  ISGl,  to  become  the 
Colonel  of  that  afrcn-ward  famous  vcgnment,  the  Sixth  Pennsylvania 
Cavalry.  How  much  he  contribtite<l  to  the  renown  of  that  distin- 
guished organization  is  best  attested  by  the  i-ecognition  accorded 
his  capacity  in  the  regimental  history,  as  it  appears  in  Eates's 
"  Ilistorv  of  the   Ponnsvlvnnin    Vohniteers."      ''  Tlie   discii^line  " 
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(so  reads  the  bi^rtory)    '•  attained   In-  the  Sixth  was  in  no  small 
degree  due  to  his  zeal  and  skill  as  an  organizer." 

That  this  third  of  the  series  of  battalion  drills  was  far  from 
satisfactory  is  quite  apparent  from  the  severe  criticism  given  it  in 
paragraph  II  of  General  Order  Xo.  4  of  September  27,  ISGl. 
Wliat,  if  any,  particular  happ'Oniiig  was  a  specific  cause  for  the 
dissatisfaction  is  not  definitely  disclosed.  If  General  Patterson 
was  coiTectly  reported,  sound  military  critic  that  he  was, — ami 
tliese  -were  no  days  for  favors  or  flattery,— it  is  difficult  to  deter- 
mine whence  came  the  colonel's  disapixiintment.  It  is  not  to  be 
doubted,  however,  that  he  had  sufficient  justification,  or  he  would 
not  have  placed  upon  record  so  sharp  a  rebuke.  He  was  keenlv 
sensitive  to  defects,  and  what  was  lost  from  inattention,  he  was 
insistent  should  bo  recovered  by  closer  attention.  The  para- 
graph reads  as  follow- : 

II.  A  regimentol  ^kelulon  drill  will  take  place  on  ilonday  next  tlie 
30th  inst.  on  the  parade  pround,  Canulen.  X.  J.,  at  3'o  o'clock  p.m.  precisely. 
In  order  that  the  reputation  of  the  retriiueiit  may  in  a  measure  be  retrieval 
on  the  occasion  of  the  next  rejiimental  drill  the  attendance  of  all  the  olUcera 
and  non-eommissioned  otlicer.s  is  particularly  enjoined. 


The  regimental  skeleton  drill  was  then  quite  in  vogue.  It 
was  frequently  introduced  in  the  intervals  between  the  serial  liattal- 
ion  drills  then  in  progress. 

The  fourth  and  final  drill  of  the  series,  called  for  two  and 
half  o'clock  because  of  the  shortening  days,  was  held  on  the  grounds 
at  Diam^ind  Cottage,  ('amden,  on  Thursday,  October  3,  in  obedi- 
ence to  General  (~)r(lers  Xo.  G  of  October  1.  The  early  hour 
for  assembling  had  a  temlency  to  deplete  the  attendance.  Com- 
pany C  and  Company  1)  again  closely  touched  each  other,  C  with 
46  and  D  with  4.").  Colonel  Ellmaker  was,  as  always,  in  com- 
mand. The  conipanios  were  dismissed  on  the  groitnds,  after  a 
most  satisfactory  iwrformance.  That  the  rebul-:e  had  borne  fruit, 
that  the  reproof  v.as  well  administered,  that  the  regiment  had

Tlie  subject  i«f  tilling  tin.-  vacancy  in  the  il.ajority,  following 
the  promotioii  of  Lieuteiumr-<  'ul^nel  Kiietis?,  was  fi-equently  before 
the  Board.  At  the  lucetiiio-  of  November  9.  18G1,  sis  the  result 
<rf  ntitcli  invest io-atioii  and  after  many  inquiries,  each  company 
made  its  report  as  follow.s:  "A  Company  liad  expressed  itself 
iinanimou.<ly  in  favor  of  George  L.  Senat.  C  Company  would 
no  dotibt  ftivor  Senat.  E  Coiiii)aiiy  would  noiiiinatc  and  support 
^[ajor  R.  1*.  Dcsilver,  Company  F  nominated  Adjutant  Joseph  T. 
Ford,  I  Com]iany  nominated  Cajjtain  Charles  ]M.  Prevost,  aud  D, 
II,  and  K  Companies  had  no  names  to  suggest,  but  would  support 
the  nominee."  xVdjutitnt  Ford  subsequently  withdrew  his  name, 
and  Captain  Piersol  declined  to  permit  his  name  to  be  used.  The 
question  was  not  finally  disposed  of  until  January,  ISGii,  when  the 
nnanimons  choice  fell  upon  Major  Charles  IT.  Graff.  Tlie  Board 
of  Officers  proposed  his  Uiime  on  the  seventh,  at  the  same  session 
riic  conimandanr  was  requested  to  order  an  election,  an<l  on  tlie 
tliirty-first  ^lajor  Graif  took  his  scat  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 

A  delinquency  evidently  of  some  moment,  its  real  character 
not  fully  disclosed,  seemed  to  threaten  reptitatiou  and  hinder 
progi-ess.  So  it  would  appear  at  least  from  the  tenor  of  a  resf)lu- 
tion  introduced  by  Captain  Londenslager  at  a  meeting  of  the; 
Board  of  Officers  of  December  ;3.  ISGl,  and  passed  at  the  same 
session.  It  ran  thus:  "'  That  tlic  Colonel,  Lieutenant-Colonel,  and 
Adjutant  be  reipiested  to  inquire  into  the  affairs  of  B  and  II  Coui- 
]Kinies  and  ap]ily  such  incasines  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
]n-omote  fheir  etKcieney."  Tlie  pnrpo-i'  of  tlie  resolution  was 
obviously  accomplished.  The  measures  aiiplied  proved  efTcctual, 
adverse  comment  ceaswl.  'I'iie  incident  e\inces  a  manifest  dcter- 
niination  to  be  watchful  and  wary,  tliat  evils  attendant  \\\vm  neg'lex-t 
"P  indifF.'rcn<-c  mav  l)e  checked  in  their  incipiencv. 
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The  grade  <rf  tliinl  licnfemiiit  \\■a^  er^tablished  at  the  organiza- 
tion of  tlie  regimenr.  and  an  otheer  of  tliat  rank  was  for  a  time 
carried  on  the  company  rolls  as  a  sort  of  a  supernumerarv  non- 
commissioned otticer.  The  creation  of  such  a  grade  was  wholly 
without  wan-ant  of  law  and  the  rank  was  soon  abolished.  It  had 
its  siiggesiion  no  doubt  fi-om  a  like  grade  prescribed  for  the  artil- 
lery, but  at  tliat  time  unkno\\^l  in  the  infantry. 

On  December  It!,  l^r>l.  the  Board  of  Othcers  was  summoned  in 
special  session  to  take  suitable  action  upon  the  decease  of  Quarter- 
master Joseph  ;M.  Thomas,  one  of  the  fotmders  of  the  regiment. 
He  was  among  the  leaders  in  the  business  community,  of  large  in- 
fluence and  wide  acquaintance.  He  passed  away  while  still  in  tlie 
midst  of  the  active  discharge  of  the  oneroiis  duties  of  his  respon- 
sible oiBce.  The  resolutions  adopted  at  tlie  meeting  sjoeak  of  him 
as  "  one  of  our  most  valued  officers,  one  whose  lively  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  organization  cojitributed  mtich  to  its  success," 
and  add  this  tribute:  '"  That  in  looking  back  to  the  career  of  our 
deceased  friend  we  find  him  preeminent  in  all  the  traits  of  charac- 
ter tliat  digiiify  the  man:  as  a  merchant  his  integiity  was  never 
questioned ;  as  a  ptiblic-spirited  citizen  he  was  ever  active  in  pro- 
moting tlie  interest  of  his  native  city;  as  a  friend  he  was  generous, 
kind-hearted,  and  sincere.'' 

Albert  11.  Tc-ering  was  afterward  announced  as  first  lietitenant 
and  quartermaster,  vice  Jo-eph  M.  Tiiomas,  deceased,  and  Walter 
Iv.  Tndwig  was  selected  as  quartermaster-sergeant  to  till  the 
vacancy  caused  by  Foeri.ig's  promotion. 

About  this  time.  v<o.  Horace  L.  Peterson  resigned  as  sergeant- 
major  and  Benjamin  31.  Dusenbeny  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 
Peterson's  appointment  was  made  on  July  20,  vice  Xathan  Sper- 
ing,  resigned  July  10. 

Captain  William  H.  Kern  resigned  his  captaincy  of  Companv 
B  to  accept  his  appointment  of  Pi  cemlxn-  21,  ISOl.  as  regimental 
commissary.  First  Lieutenant  Charlis  F.  Hujifeld  was  specially 
assigned  to  command  the  company  until  the  vacancy  was  filled.  A 
subsequent  election  made  him  the  captain,  and  he  made  his  first 
appearance  in  his  advanced  rank  in  tin-  Hoard  of  Officers,  wliere  he 
had  always  been  faitJiful  in  his  atr(  ndance  a-  tir-t  lieutenant,  at  its 
meeting  on  January  '.U.  ^^<<■2.  The  n-ignation  rif  Benjamin  K. 
liipperger.  second  lieiii.Miant  of  tlii-  company,  was  also  announced 
asof  Decemb.  r  l."..  1>>;1. 
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S'  ■iictliinp:  of  a  u-haiige  lui'l  :i!~o  takt.'ii  place  in  the  ofBccrs 
:.i" '  '-!ii['any  11.  .Limes  Brown  had  resigned  his  second  lieutenancy 
.,11  Aii;^ii>t  2-i,  lSi51,  and  William  W.  Keys  had  iK^en  elected  to 
-!;,■, -fd  him.  Captain  Silas  A\'ilson  resigned  his  captaincy 
Dici'iubcr  15,  ISGl,  and  on  Tebniary  11,  1SG2,  Captain  Francis 
i'.  Xicholson,  elected  his  successor,  made  Ids  first  appearance 
at  a  mc-cting  of  the  Board  of  Olficers.  Tlie  clianges  in  these 
c>..inpanies  followina-  closely,  as  they  do,  the  recent  resolution  of  the 
l,]oard.  awaken  tlie  suii'gestion,  that  in  some  way,  remotely  or  other- 
w  i-:e,  they  have  touch  with  the  inijuiry  provided  for  in  that  resolu- 
tion. 

Tlie  Board  of  Ofncers,  between  its  first  meeting,  April  2S, 
1*-C1,  and  the  last  of  the  year,  December  17,  ISGl,  had  held  thirty 
nieetings,  stated  and  special.  These  were  all  well  attended.  Cap- 
tain Charles  S.  Smith,  of  Company  A,  holds  the  conspicuous  rec- 
unl,  being  present  at  every  meeting,  Colonel  Ellmaker  and 
Ailjutant  Ford  were  absent  on  but  a  single  occasion,  and  Captains 
Lnudcnslager  and  Pici-fol  have  but  two  absences  scored  against 
thoni. 

Squad  and  courpany  drills  continued  with  their  prescril>ed 
frcqiifi;cv.  Two  other  battalion  movements  close  this  eventful 
year.  The  one  was  a  full-dress  afternoon  street  parade,  Thursday, 
Xovember  1-1.  The  details  as  to  the  route  disagree.  The  only 
accurate  infonnation  supplied  is  tliat  the  parade  started  at  Twelfth 
and  Arch  Streets  at  three  o'clock  and  ended  at  Independence  Hall 
aliout  half-past  five,  and  that  Company  C's  aggregate  was  .58  and 
I'"s  50.  Captain  Loudenslager's  Company  E  escorted  the  coloi's 
to  and  from  the  gToimds  of  fonnation  and  dismissal. 

The  other  has  a  more  distinctive  feature.  It  was  a  brigade 
inovcuient.  pur-uant  to  General  Orders  Xo.  5,  from  the  headquar- 
tcis  of  the  Reser\-e  Brigade.  General  Patterson  for  the  first  time 
I  X'-nisi^d  his  command  in  evolutions  of  the  line.  The  regiment 
!■  nuod  on  tlie  morning  of  Thursday.  Xovember  28,  at  nine  o'clock, 
"U  ^Market  Street,  with  its  ridit  resting  on  Second  Street  facing 
ii'Ttli,  M-ith  Colonel  Ellmaker  in  command  and  Second  Lieutenant 
C'liarles  P.  Herring  acting  a-;  adjutant.  Thence  it  crossed  the 
I'li-ry  and  proceeded  to  the  usual  gTotmd  for  manoeuvres,  near 
I'iainond  Cottage,  Camden.  There  the  whole  brigade  assembled 
niiil  was  satisfactorily  exercised,  so  says  the  company  joumal,  in 
till'  \arious  fiehl  mana-tivres  incident  to  the  evolutions  of  the  line 
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and  schuol  ot  the  batt.-ili.ui.  with  occasional  intervals  of  blank 
cartridge  firinir  'n'  volley  and  tile.  The  event  concluded  at  half- 
past  two  i.'el.iek.  when  the  hrigade  returned  to  the  city,  and  before 
its  dismissal  was  paraded,  \virh  General  Patterson  still  in  com- 
mand, di>wn  Front  to  Walnut,  to  Sixth,  to  Pine,  to  Broad,  t<> 
Chestnut,  to  Fourth,  to  Walnut,  where  the  colonels  resumed  com- 
mand and  dismissed  their  companies  to  their  several  annories. 
The  information  from  the  records  of  C  and  1)  supplies  the  usual 
lasis  for  the  estimate  of  the  regimental  strength.  D's  aggTegate 
was  fifty-five,  and  C*s  fifty-three. 

The  records  arc  not  altoget:her  satisfactory  as  to  the  various 
changes  in  the  line,  but  other  ■withdrawals,  substitutions,  and  pro- 
motions during  the  year,gatliered  from  the  ]inblished  special  orders, 
appear  as  follows:  First  Lieutenant  T.  West  Piake,  originally 
selected  for  rliat  office  in  a  company,  inadvertently  in  the  first 
jiublished  r<>]\  styled  D,  when  it  should  have  been  G,  re- 
signed, and  Henry  Gorman,  who  resigned  his  second  lieutenancy 
to  accept  jn-omotion,  was  elected  to  succeed  him.  George  W. 
]\[artin  was  the  second  lieutenant  chosen  in  Gonnau's  place.  Frank 
Granello,  the  second  lieutenant  of  Company  I,  resigned  on  August 
2-i,  and  Edwin  A.  Adams  was  subsequently  elected  and  duly 
qualified.  Edwin  "Watson  resigned  his  first  lieutenancy  in  Com- 
pany D  on  r)ecend)er  I.").  Charles  K.  Ide  was  clecteil  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  election  William  T.  !Martien 
announced  by  a  c<mimuniration  to  the  company  that  he  liad  re- 
signed his  second  lirnt(Mianc\-.  The  resignation  was  subsequently 
accepted,  and  on  .May  -2.  l■^(;l^  First  Sergeant  Joseph  W.  Packetts 
was  elected  to  till  the  variMit  Mvond  lieutenancy.  .Tohn  G.  Murphy 
on  the  same  day  al-o  re-iun,  d  as  second  li(Mitenant  of  Company  F. 

Colonel  Ellniaker  had  l«  en  .-on^tant  in  zeal,  lu-r-i^lent  in  effort, 
faithful  in  all  ihiiiLr-.  II  ■  wa^  a  disciplinarian  and  could  enforce 
discipline.  Thoroiiuh  as  a  tactician,  he  knew  well  how  to  impart 
his  knowledgi'.  Hi-;  voic...  far-reaching  and  resonant,  was  in 
instant  i-cquisition  on  the  field  to  correct  an  error  or  to  avoid  a  mis- 
take. He  knew  how  to  measure  men,  and  wisely  chose  for  his  sub- 
ordinates tho-e  only  upon  v.Iiom  he  could  confidently  relv.  He 
had  been  well  trained  as  a  subaltern  in  tliat  honorable  corps  from 
which  the  regiment  had  it-  lieing.  His  acipiaintance  was  wide, 
among  the  U-'st  and  ni'i.-t   intlnontial.      Officers  and  men  held  him 
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in  liigli  esteem  aud  his  presence,  everywhere  wliere  most  needed, 
was  ahvajs  forcefully  felt 

The  testimonial  as  a  token  of  appreciation  in  recognition  of 
deeds  and  services  of  special  and  significant  moment  has  ever  been 
of  constant  and  iimnemorial  usage.  A  number  of  otticei-s,  alert  tO' 
the  situation,  had  not  been  unmindful  that  Colonel  Ellmaker  ^vas 
veil  deserving,  at  the  hands  of  those  whom  he  had  so  well  and 
faithfully  served,  of  some  suitable  token  in  recognition  of  their 
obligations  to  him  and  as  expressive  of  their  appreciation  of  his 
services  to  them.  There  could  not  be  a  more  jtropitious  time  to 
concentrate  their  efforts  toward  this  end  than  the  opening  of  the 
Xew  Year,  with  its  attendant  good  cheer,  fellowship,  greetings,  and 
congratulations.  So  in  furtherance  of  this  design,  a  committee 
was  quietly  organized,  with  Captain  Charles  S.  Smith  as  chainuan, 
Captain  J.  Eoss  Clark  as  secretary,  and  Captain  Joseph  X.  Piersol 
as  treasurer,  with  a  view  to  perfect  the  necessary  arrangements  to 
carry  out  the  purpose. 

The  details  are  meagre,  but  the  purpose  and  end  were  fully 
accomplished.  The  publication  of  a  circular  order  from  the  sub- 
committee on  arrangements,  on  Christmas  Eve  of  1S61,  signed 
Charles  S.  Smith,  Jacob  Loudenslager,  and  John  E.  Addicks, 
shows  that  the  affair  was  conjectured  ^dthin  no  narrow  limits. 
Each  company  was  requested  to  select  a  delegation  of  five  of  its 
members — the  commanding  oiEcer,  a  lieutenant,  a  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  and  two  privates.  The  delegates  in  full-dress  uni- 
form, the  officers  with  siile  anu^.  and  enlisted  men  with  waist 
belts,  without  arms,  assembled  at  tlie  armoiy  of  Company  B,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  .January  1,  1S62,  at  seven  o'clock,  and 
proceeded  thence  in  a  liody  to  the  residence  of  Colonel  Ellmnker 
to  participate  in  the  function  incident  to  the  occasion. 

The  significant  frequency  of  the  funeral  procession,  with 
muffled  dram  and  arms  reversed,  was  an  ever-present  i-erainder  of 
the  casualties  of  war.  Details  from  the  regiment,  not  in  numbers 
proportioned  as  prescribed  by  regailations,  but  more  in  keeping 
■with,  the  reverence  in  which  the  public  held  the  heroic  dead,  were 
repeatedly  summoned  to  the  discharge  of  such  duty.  By  a  singu- 
lar omission — probably  from  the  fewer  casualties  in  the  season 
of  pri>found  peace  which  the  natirm  had  so  long  enjoyed — the 
books  of  tactics  preserilK?d  for  and  by  General  Orders  Xo.  2, 
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lleadqiuivters  lieserve  Lriynde,  curreut  series  of  ISOl,  were  with- 
out the  requisite  instruetions  for  a  manual  of  arms  in  a  funeral 
escort,  but  Colonel  Ellmaker,  with  his  clever  aptitude  for  construc- 
tion, provided  one  and  published  it  in  full  in  Eegimental  Orders 
ISTo.  2  of  January  22,  1SG2.  And  that  any  possible  suggestion  of 
inaovaliou  might  be  avoided,  added  this  cautiouary  injunction: 
••  Officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  are  again  enjoined  to 
discard  all  books  in  Military  Tactics  other  than  those  named  in 
the  order  above  referred  to."' 

Details  of  one  lieutenant  and  twenty  men  each  from  Companies 
B,  T,  and  I,  with  the  requisite  complement  of  non-commissioned 
officers,  all  under  the  conmiand  of  Captain  Geo.  W.  Brigg-s,  acted 
as  escort  on  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  Thomas  K.  Birch,  first 
•lieutenant,  Company  K,  99ili  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  Lieu- 
tenant Birch  died  of  disease  at  Alexandria,  Virginia,  on  January 
5,  1S62,  and  was  buried  from  his  Philadcliihia  home  on  Janu- 
ary S.  He  had  been  a  member  of  Company  B,  and  in  recognition 
of  that  membership  the  funeral  was  largely  attended. 

In  obedience  to  Special  Orders  Xo.  G,  cun-ent  series,  from  regi- 
mental headquarters,  issued  in  conformity  with  Special  Orders 
ZSTo.  3,  from  the  headquarters  of  the  brigade,  Company  E,  Captain 
Loudenslager.  and  Company  H,  Captain  Frank  P.  Xicholson,  were 
detailed  to  report  on  Thursday,  January  22,  1S62,  to  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Paynter,  of  the  Third  Regiment,  Eeser\-e  Brigade,  for 
escort  duty  to  the  remains  of  Lieut.-Col.  John  P.  Van  Leer  of  the 
SLxth  Xew  Jersey.  Colonel  Van  Leer  was  killed  in  action  at 
"Williamsburg,  Virginia,  IMay  5,  1SG2. 

By  direction  of  Special  Order  Xo.  7,  pLegimeutal  Headquartei-s, 
June  4,  1SG2,  the  funeral  of  the  liev.  Father  John  ACcClosker,  '"'  a 
pious  and  patriotic  divine,  late  cha])hiin  of  the  .joth  Eegiment 
(Penna.  Vols.),  who  sacritieed  hi^  life  in  tlie  cause  of  his  coimtry," 
was  furnished  with  an  escort.  The  detail  was  made  up  of  detach- 
ments of  ten  men  each  from  Companies  A,  C,  D,  E,  F,  and  G,  with 
the  proper  complement  of  subaltern  and  non-commissioned  officers, 
and  was  commanded  by  Cajitain  Joseph  X.  Piersol. 

First  Lieutenant  John  Tr'>ut  Greble,  U.  S.  A.,  who  graduated 
from  West  Point  with  hi-  class  in  1S.">T,  of  a  leading  Philadelphia 
family,  killed  at  the  Inittle  of  Bi^'  Bethel.  .June  10,  ISGl,  ^vas 
the  fir«t  otncer  r,f  the  n  unihir  army  killed  in  action  in  the  Civil 
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War.  As  a  special  recoi^nition  of  bis  prominence  and  valor,  his 
ponrait  has  been  accordc'd  a  jjlace  in  old  Independence  Ilall, 
uni'.'ng  the  founders  of  the  nation. 

First  Lieutenant  Orlando  G.  Wagiier,  TJ.  S.  A.,  a  Philadel- 
phian  of  like  jirominence,  who  graduated  as  a  topographical 
fngiiH-cr  from  rhe  West  P^int  ^lilitarv  Academy  with  his  class 
in  1S59,  also  fell  early  in  the  struggle,  in  front  of  the  enemy's 
works  at  Yorktown,  April  21,  1SG2.  Lietitenant  Wagner  gave 
promise  of  a  brilliant  career.  He  was  buried  from  the  residence 
of  his  mother.  Arch  Street  above  Eighth.  In  his  Special  Order 
Xo.  4,  of  April  26,  1S61,  which,  provided  for  the  fmaeral  escort, 
Colonel  Ellmaker  referred  to  him  as  ''  that  distingitished  ofEcer 
■whose  life  was  sacriticed  in  the  caitse  of  his  counti'y."  The  escort, 
commanded  by  Captain  J.  Eoss  Clark,  consisted  of  detachments 
of  twenty  men  each  from  Companies  C,  D,  and  G,  and  fifteen  men 
each  from  F  and  K,  ^nth  the  proper  complement  of  subaltern 
and  non-commissioned  officers.  The  detachment  assembled  for  a 
preparatory  drill  at  D  Company's  annory  on  Saturday  evening, 
the  day  of  the  issuance  of  the  order,  at  eight  o'clock,  and  on  Mon- 
day, the  2Sth  of  April,  at  fotu-  o'clock,  the  day  and  hour  named 
for  the  funeral,  proceeded  to  the  discharge  of  the  escort  duty  to 
which  it  had  been  assigned.  -«  ^^^r—^,.■■r  . ,  =-, 

Pursuant  to  Special  Orders  Xo.  ."ijTtegl'ineiLtfil'H^dquarters, 
May  3.  1SG2,  issued  in  conformity  ■with  Brigade  Headquarters 
Special  Order  Xo.  -t,  current  series,  the  field  staff,  and  company 
ottlcers.  in  full-dress  unifonn,  on  Tuesday,  JMay  (!,  united  with 
the  military  escort  at  the  funeral  of  ilaj.-Gen.  Charles  Ferguson 
Smitli.  United  States  Volunteers.  General  Smith  died  of  disease 
in  tlie  field,  April  25,  ]S02.  He  was  an  ofiicer  of  conspicuous 
promi-e,  with  a  military  record  of  exceptional  proficiency.  A 
West  Point  graduate,  colonel  of  the  Third  United  States  Infan- 
try, a  major-general  of  volunteers,  he  was  assured  of  historic 
reno^ni.  His  tmtimely  death,  while  still  in  his  early  forties,  inter- 
ruptC'l  a  career  of  brilliant  oppoilunity.  It  was  said  he  had  been 
seri(:>usly  considered  for  conmiand  of  the  army. 

In  the  need  for  vigorous  action,  in  the  more  absorbing  interest 
in  the  passing  event,  the  necessity  for  the  proper  presentation  of 
the  military  record  is  often  overlooked.  The  want  of  it  is  not 
infrf  quc-ntly    vividly    presented    in    after   years.      The    condition 
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that  research  de\-eloped,  and  in  a  measure  rLlieved,  of  the  tlimsv 
legal  fumidations  that  sustained  this  organization  in  its  beginning, 
the  salvation  that  came  to  it  rather  through  legislative  confirma- 
tion than  administrative  creation,  is  a  potent  illustration  of  a 
record  indifferently  cared  for  or  not  cared  for  at  all. 

The  executive  officer  \dtli  his  instincts  constantly  quickened 
to  those  ever  essentials,  order  and  accuni,-v,  naturally^urns  to  the 
future,  and  is  prone  to  be  insistent  that  it  be  looked  after  by  an 
orderly  preservation  of  the  doings  of  tlie  present.  It  was 'this 
prompting  that  led  to  the  creation  at  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  OtHeers,  on  January  16,  1S62,  of  what  was  sug^estivelv 
styled  the  "  Active  Service  Eoll,"  to  be  maintained  in  each  com- 
pany and  ever  to  be  remembered  as  a  roll  of  honor.  The  war 
had  so  far  progressed,  honors  had  come,  and  distinction  had 
been  won,,  and  casualties  had  so  appreciably  increased  that  Adju- 
tant Ford  saw  the  urgency  for  speedy  action,  so  at  this  special 
meeting,  called  for  another  purpose,  he  by  leave  specially  gi-anted 
introduced^  and  had  unanimously  adopted  the  resolution  that 
created  this  memorable  roll.  The  resolution  provided  that  the 
companies  should  at  once  prepare  rolls  of  tlieir  members  '•  who  had 
entered  into  active  sen-ice  and  in  what  capacities."  The  roll 
■  was  to  be  called  the  "  Active  Service  Roll."  The  resolution  also 
provided  that  on  the  first  :Monday  of  Februarv-  following,  the  com- 
panies should  report  to  the  adjutant  the  number,  names,  and 
rank  of  all  from  their  membership  who  had  entered  into  active 
service  since  the  organization  of  the  regiment,  that  this  informa- 
tion should  be  supplied  monthly  thereafter,  that  the  adjutant 
should  consolidate  and  condense  these  returns,  and  present  them 
at  each  regular  stated  meeting  of  tlie  Board.  The  scheme  so  well 
devised  promised  effective  results. 

The  overcoat  question  liad  long  been  a  subject  for  serious  con- 
sideration. The  regiment  was  still  without  that  necessarv  equip- 
ment. Its  conclusion,  when  the  overcoat  was  finallv  secured, 
demonstrated  the  h^-'ld  iho  regiment  had  on  the  public  confidence. 
From  the  large  infusion  „f  men  of  forc<:-  ancl  character,  of  business 
and  professional  standing,  among  its  officers  and  within  its  ranks, 
who  really  controlled  its  destinies,  this  confidence  could  not  have 
been  othenvi-e  than  well  reposed.  And  so  while  tlie  reg-iment 
witliin  itself  had  testified  ly  its  te>tinionial  tlie  value  it  placed 
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on  the  services  of  its  colonel,  as  an  officer,  the  pulilii^  tlirough  a 
more  substantial  manifestation,  its  liberal  contribution  to  the 
overcoat  fund,  vdih  special  emphasis  had  signified  its  appreciation 
of  the  regiment  as  soldiers. 

The  nintter  was  exh:uHti\'elv  treated  by  the  Board  of  Officers. 
Beginning  with  the  iirst  meeting  in  January,  it  received  close 
attention  through  many  subsequent  sessions.  When  the  scheme 
was  fully  consummated,  committees  on  pattern,  color,  sample, 
estimates,  safekeeping,  distribution,  were  specially  designated  for 
these  respective  purposes;  besides  there  was  also  the  very  impor- 
tant one  of  three  from  each  company  to  solicit  subscriptions  from 
dieir  '■  members  and  immediate  friends."  But  the  committee  iipon 
whose  success  or  failure  the  ultimate  result  so  essentially  depended 
was  first  known  as  the  "  Committeo  to  collect  funds  to  procure 
overcoats."  It  afterward  assumed  the  more  significant  designation 
of  the  "  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means."  It  was  tliis  couuuittee 
that  was  to  test  the  public  pulse,  sound  the  business  interests,  and 
enlist  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  heavy-moneyed  institutions 
in  furtherance  of  the  purpose  of  their  appointment.  How  well 
they  fulfilled  their  mission  has  its  best  demonstration  in  the  result. 

The  committee  consisted  of  Lieut.-Col.  Xapoleon  B.  Kneass,. 
Captain  William  II.  Kem,  and  First  Lieutenant  Atwood  Smith. 
They  were  empowered  to  increase  their  membership  whenever  they 
deemed  it  advisable.  This  they  did  by  calling  to  their  coimsels 
Samuel  Welsh  and  Thonias  Sparks.  Jr.,  two  soldiers  from  the 
ranks  of  Company  A,  men  of  powerful  commercial  and  social 
influence.  Whatever  mea-sure  of  public  utility  had  their  counten- 
ance and  support  was  assured  of  success.  Their  helpful  aid  was 
recognized  with  the  fulfilment  of  their  task  in  a  suitable  resolution 
of  appreciation  and  acknowledgment. 

Tlio  work  seems  to  have  been  fully  accomplished,  cloth  pur- 
chased, and  the  overcoats  manufactured  under  a  contract  with 
JVihn  ilundell,  Jr.,  ''  in  ac<:ordance  'udth  his  bid."  Special  regula- 
tions provided  how  they  should  bo  issued  and  for  tlieir  care, 
custody,  and  insurance.  A  fine  of  five  dollars  was  imposed  if  the 
coat  should  be  worn  without  permission  ^\hen  not  on  duty.  In 
the  winter  they  were  t.^  bo  in  custody  of  tlio  companies,  and  in  the 
smnmer  were  to  be  returned  to  the  regimental  qnai-termaster  for 
jToper  protection  from  moth. 
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It  is  not  altogether  clear  what  amount  was  secured  from 
subscriptions  from  "  members  and  immediate  friends."  There  is 
a  record,  however,  that  shows  an  obliiration  incurred  for  a  pre- 
liminaiy  expenditure,  which  woidd  indicate  that  the  sum  was  quite 
appreciable. 

From  the  Ueport  of  Cotiimittcc  on  preparation  of  hislori/  of  oraanhation  and 
tender  of  servicer  to  General  Government — Board  llinutes — Fehniani  3, 
1S63.     (See  Appendix.) 

By  an  examination  ot  the  books  of  the  several  Companies  composing  the 
Regiment,  it  appears  that  in  addition  to  the  amount  received  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  Public  Safety,  tho  enonnous  sum  of  Twenty-one  Thousand  seven 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  Sixty-tliree  ( .S21. 740.63 )  cents  was  expended 
during  the  first  year  of  the  existence  of  the  organization;  beside  incurring 
an  aggregate  debt  of  Eight  Hundred  and  eiL'hty-four  dollars  and  twenty-seven 
($884.-27)   cents  which  had  to  be  provided  for. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  an  aggregate  sum  of  nearly  Twenty-three 
Thousand  dollars  (S23.00li.00)  was  expended  in  one  year  by  the  individual 
members  of  the  Kegiment. 

There  are  better  proofs  of  what  was  done  by  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Cleans.  One  list  of  their  collections  supplies  the 
names  of  the  contributors  among  the  moneyed  institutions  and  the 
amounts  subscribed  by  each,  which  aggregates  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  dollars.

mcnts  of  till:  reg-iment  ar-  in  especial  maimer  due — as  to  tlieir 
indomitable  energy,  perseverance,  and  iiiflueuce  may  be  attributed 
the  success  v'hich  attended  the  lalx>r3  of  tlie  Committee." 

The  parade  c<i  the  brieade  on  Febmary  23,  1SG2,  was  eventful 
not  only  as  an  anniversary  celebration,  but  as  the  occasion  of  its 
first  and  only  review  as  a  brigade  by  the  governor  of  the  common- 
wealth. It  had.  too,  this  other  significance,  that  it  was  the  last  of 
the  parade  f'.n-  a  season,  as  a  special  feature  in  tlie  commemoration 
■of  historic  events. 

The  resolution  of  theBoardof  Officers  that  provided  for  a  parade 
in  celebration  of  the  reginieut's  first  anniversary,  was  reconsidered 
and  revoked  because  it  was  ''  considered  injudicious  imder  existing 
circumstances."  General  Order  Xo.  9,  of  June  30,  18G2,  from 
regimental  headquarters,  impressively  announced  in  its  first  para- 
graph: "The  apjiroaching  anniversary  of  American  Independence 
will  be  celebrated  by  a  parade  in  full-dress  uniform  in  the  morn- 
ing. The  cninmandant  ex|ieets  every  man  to  do  his  duty.  The 
recollections  of  the  day  demand  it.  The  future  welfare  and  \xtv- 
petuity  of  the  organization  require  that  a  creditable  demonstration 
should  be  made  on  the  occasion."  IJ7iforeseen  and  portentous 
happenings  followed,  and  the  order  was  revoked  in  language 
■ominously  reflective  of  the  nation's  anxiety.  "  In  consequence  " 
(so  reads  this  order  of  revocation  of  July  3)  '"of  reports  having  been 
received  of  a  serious  disaster  to  the  Union  arms  before  Eichniond 
and  the  general  suspense  in  regard  to  the  fate  of  many  brave 
officers  and  men  who  have  friends  and  relatives  in  our  midst, 
the  order  for  a  parade  of  the  command  to-morrow  morning,  July 
4th,  in  honor  of  the  Amiiversaiy  of  American  Independence,  is 
hereby  countermanded."  It  might  be  concluded  from  the  phrase 
'■  serious  disaster  to  the  Union  amis  "  that  the  countiy  in  its  initial 
view  did  not  accept  the  movement  from  in  front  of  Uichmond 
to  Harrison's  Landing  solely  as  a  "  change  of  base,"  which  subse- 
<pient  official  de=patchc3  indicated  was  its  puii»se. 

The  public   had  C'-me  to  h.-ok  more   seriously  upon  war  ami 
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obser\-e  it  more  from  its  practical  side,  so  much  so  that  the 
regiment  was  afterward,  save  for  drill  and  instruction,  funeral 
escort,  or  going  to  and  returning  from  its  campaigns,  rarely  seen 
upon  the  highways,  until,  recovering  from  tlie  depression  that  fol- 
lowed the  hostile  legislation  of  1SG4,  it  reappeared  in  ISt].'). 

A  field  return  sun'ives  this  22nd  of  Febnuxiy  parade,  rare, 
and  of  interest.  Its  preservation  is  due  to  its  appearance  in  tlie 
regimental  order  book.  There  is  also  quite  a  complete  story  of  the 
event  told  in  the  first  sergeant's  Orderly  Book  of  Company  D.

Locust  St.  east  of  Eigh- 
teenth facing  South.  After  formation  of  the  Regiment  the  Regt  marched  at 
ll'i  A.  it.  ^-ia  ISth,  Spruce  &  Broad  Sts.  to  its  post  on  left  of  line  of  parade. 
Broad  St  south  of  Federal,  facing  west.  At  near  1  p.  m.  Governor  Curtin 
and  Aids  passed  along  the  line  in  an  open  barouche  for  reviewing  the  troops.

The  Company  marched  to  the  Armory  and  dismis-ed  at  4"^  p.  it.

In  pursuance  of  Company  Order  Xo.  1  the  Company  paraded,  fifty-eight 
men,  at  the  Armory  at  10  a.  m.  in  full  uniform  with  glove.s  and  overcoat — 
Marched  to  its  post  in  Regimental  line  at  11  a.  m.  Locust  St.  east  of  Eigh- 
teenth facing  South.  After  formation  of  the  Regiment  the  Regt  marched  at 
ll'i  A.  It.  via  ISth,  Spruce  &  Broad  Sts.  to  its  post  on  left  of  line  of  parade. 
Broad  St  soutli  of  Federal,  facing  west.  At  near  1  p.  m.  Governor  Curtin 
and  Aids  passed  along  the  line  in  an  open  barouche  for  reviewing  the  troops. 
Upon  the  return  of  the  Governor  to  tlie  stand  erected  at  the  Academy  of  Music 
for  his  use,  the  parade  moved  by  countermarchinLr  in  Broad  Street  wheeling 
at  Walnut  St.  then  passing  the  Governor  in  review,  continued  the  March 
via  Pine  St.  10th.  Walnut.  ISth,  Arch.  12th.  Chestnut,  Third.  Walnut,  Broad, 
L-ocust  &  Twelfth  Sts;  where  the  Regiment  was  halted,  right  resting  on 
Chestnut  facing  West,  and  the  parade  was  dismissed. — 

The  Company  marched  to  the  Armory  and  disuiis-ed  at  41'^  p.  it.

Though  disaster  disheartened  at  one  time,  victory  elated  at  an- 
other. The  country  was  as  jubilant  over  success  as  it  was  de- 
pressed under  defeat.  •'  The  recent  glorious  achievements  of  the 
Army  of  the  Union  at  Island  Xo.  10  on  the  ^Mississippi  and  Pitts- 
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burii;  Landing  on  the  Tennessee  denianJc-d  from  all  classes  a  more 
tlian  ordinary  notice,"  and  a  salute  of  one  hundred  guns  was 
orde-red  to  be  fired  ''  in  honor  of  the  event."  So  was  also  a  like 
salute  ordered  in  honor  of  the  brilliant  operations  of  the  army 
under  Maj.-Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant  that  culminated  in  the  aban- 
donment of  Fort  Henry  on  the  Tennessee  and  the  surrender 
of  Fort  Donelson  on  the  Cmnberland.  Captain  Charles  ]il. 
Prevost,  with  his  Company  C,  was  charged  with  the  execution  of 
these  orders. 

The  most  cherished  event  of  tlie  year  has  always  been  the 
anniversary  celebration  of  the  nineteenth  of  April.  It  took  a 
•firm  hold  in  the  beginning,  and  that  hold  has  never  been  rela.xed. 
When  the  Board  of  Omcers  revoked  its  resolution  to  parade  because 
it  was  deemed  "  injudicious  under  the  circumstances,"'  it  at  once 
appointed  a  committee  "  to  devise  some  plan  for  the  proper  observ- 
ance of  the  coming  anniversaiy."  It  happened  that  the  nine- 
teenth fell  upon  a  Saturday.  A  promenade  concert  with  a  poem 
and  oration  at  the  Academy  of  ilusic  was  determined-  upon,  "'  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  tlie  tickets  of  admission  to  be 
applied  to  the  relief  of  our  brave  sick  and  wounded  soldiers." 
The  scheme  met  with  a  g^nei-ous  support  and  a  large  audience 
■was  in  attendance.  The  regiment,  in  full  unifonn  with  side  arms 
only,  occupied  the  parquet.  The  Rev.  Kingston  Goddard  delivered 
the  oration,  a  poem  was  recited  by  ^Ir.  Cleveland,  Professor  TVilkes 
gave  a  drill  of  his  Regimental  Drum  Corps,  and  a  highly  credit- 
able musical  programme,  rendered  by  the  well-known  Germania 
Orchestra,  interspersed  the  intervals. 

The  Schuylkill  County  riots  of  early  Alay  of  1S62,  more  really 
a  disorder  than  a  riot,  largely  overshadowed  by  the  more  imjwrtant 
happenings  that  were  so  soon  to  follow,  are  almost  forgotten  in 
the  many  "  industrial  disturbance?  "  of  greater  magnitude — one 
nation-wide — tliat  later  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  regiment  to  help  sup- 
press. So  soon  disposed  of  it  was  rather  an  episode  than  an 
experience. 

In  obedience  to  instructions  from  Brigade  ITcadquarters,  a 
detachment  made  up  of  Companies  A  and  C,  and  of  details  of 
twenty  men  each  from  B,  E,  and  F,  the  whole  under  the  conmiand 
of  Captain  Charles  S.  Smith,  was  directed  by  Special  Oi'der 
Xo.  .",  of  ^lay  7,  1S»>2,  to  prwoed  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
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of  that  day  bv  rail  to  Pottsville,  •'  to  aid  in  the  suppression  of  riot.'' 
Its  ultimate  destination,  ]\[inersville,  was  reached  during  the  night. 

On  the  day  following  the  eighth,  Company  D  and  the  men  of 
B,  E,  and  F,  not  v,-ith  the  detail  in  advance,  organized  as  one 
company,  tuider  the  noinmaud  of  Captain  Joseph  X.  Piersol,  Cap- 
tain J.  lloss  Clark  to  conmiand  the  battalion,  was  directed  to 
proceed  by  rail  to  the  scene  of  the  disturbance  in  support  of  the 
troops  already  tliere.  The  battalion,  accompanied  by  Stan-'s 
howitzer  battery  of  four  pieces,  entrained  at  the  Heading  depot  at 
three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  reached  Schuylkill  Haven  during 
the  evening,  where,  ordered  to  debark,  it  remained  overnight,  and 
the  next  day,  the  nintli,  joined  by  the  column  under  Captain  Smith, 
the  entire  command  returned  to  riiiladelphia.  '•  order  having 
been  restored."  Colon.;-l  Ellmaker  congTatulated  the  troops  on  the 
promptness  with  which  they  had  responded  to  the  call  for  active 
duty,  and  after  a  short  street  parade  the  battalion  was  dismissed 
and  the  companies  returned  to  their  armories. 

To  an  application  for  the  payment  of  the  troops  under  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  the  Adjutant-General's  otlice  made  the 
singular  ruling  that  tliongli  the  services  were  rendered  to  the 
State  and  at  the  call  of  the  Governor,  nevertheless  as  the  disturb- 
ance was  local,  the  local  authorities  must  bear  the  burden  and  tlie 
claim  must  consequently  be  made  upon  the  Commissioners  of 
Schuylkill  County.  The  claim,  if  any  was  made,  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  entertained.  Provision,  however,  was  subsequently 
made  for  the  payment  of  the  troops  on  duty  during  this  disturb 
ance  after  some  delay  by  an  Act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "  An  Act  for 
the  payment  of  the  tr.«)ps  of  the  PLCserve  Brigade  First  Division 
Pennsylvania  ^lilitia  in  service  during:  the  riots  of  the  county 
of  Scluiylkill  in  tlio  m.iiitli  of  'Mav.  1SG2.  Approved  April  1.5 
lSr,.3.  p.  L.,  p.  4.-.1I.''

Captain  Jc-epli  T.  For'l,  appointed  caprain  and  assistant 
quartennaster.  United  States  Volimtecrs.  June  11,  IS 62,  resigned 
tlie  adjutancy  on  June  19,  1SC2,  to  accept  the  appointment. 
^Villiam  W.  Xevs.  first  announced  as  acting,  was  on  September  12, 
1SC2,  appointed  adjittant  to  succeed  him.  He  thereupon  resigned 
his  second  lieutenancy  in  the  line.  Adjutant  Keys  was  aftenvard 
elected  captain  of  Company  K  to  succeed  Captain  Henry  D.  Welsh 
and  resigned  the  adjutancy  November  12,  1862,  to  accept  that 
election.  Captain  Welsh  had  succeeded  Captain  Chas.  P.  Warner, 
Avlio  had  resigiied  to  take  the  field  as  captain  of  Company  K,  119th 
Pennsylvania  Voltinteers.  Captain  Warner,  who  succeeded  Major 
Truefitt  on  the  battle-field  in  command  of  the  119th  Pennsylvania, 
was  killed  in  the  same  action  at  Spottsylvania  on  May  12,  1864. 
Lieutenant  George  S.  Bethel,  fii'st  announced  as  acting  adjutant 
vice  Keys  promoted,  was  on  January  9,  1863,  appointed  as  adju- 
tant, his  appointment  to  date  from  Xovember  12,  1862. 

Eesignations  were  frequent,  a  few  in  anticipation  of  the  field, 
some  from  those  who  had  already  taken  it,  while  otliers,  in  active 
service,  but  who  had  failed  properly  to  sig-nify  their  withdrawal, 
were  reminded  of  tlie  oversight  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Ofiicers. 

On  July  19.  1862,  Captain  Joseph  ]S\  Piersol  resigTied  his 
captaincy  of  Company  F.  He  subsequently  returned  to  the  regi- 
nient  as  major.  On  August  2.  1862.  Second  Lieutenant  Joseph 
W.  Pdeketts,  Company  D,  resigTied  his  lieutenancy  and  was  made 
captain  of  Coiujiany  K,  ll>th  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  He 
was  killed  in  action  at  Shepherd3tov\-n,  Virginia,  September  20, 
l'^C2.  Second  Lieutenant  Charles  H.  Femald,  of  Company  F, 
resigned  Aupii=t  2.  1862,  to  be  mustered  in  as  captain  of  Company 
D,  llSth  Pennsylvania,  Augu-t  2.".  1862.  Third  Lieutenant 
J.  Dnnnmond  ^Mercer,  of  Company  F,  was  made  adjittant  of  the 
n9th  Pennsylvania,  Aucnist  2,  1^62.  He  was  killed  in  action 
bi-fure   Petersburg.   Virgini:i,    April    2,    18G5.      First   Lieutenant 
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William  W.  Wagner  resigned  his  lieutenancy  in  Companv  P  and 
Avas  mustered  m  as  captain  of  Company  F,  ll-Jtli  PennWlvania 
\  olunteers,,_  bV.pte.aber  1,  l>t;2.  Second  Lieutenant  HeLrv  P. 
Truefitt  n^ig^KHl  Lis  lieutenancy  in  Company  G  to  accept  the' eaj^ 
taincy  of  Con.pany  G,  llOth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  and  .Z 
mustered  m  as  suel.  Septendx-r  1,  1SC2.  Jfe  was  promoted  majo; 
April  4,  ISoo,  and  was  killed  in  action,  in  command  of  the  rec^i- 
ment,  at  Spr.ttsylvania,  ^Afay  12,  1S04.  Col.  Charles  M  Pre- 
vost  was  apjwinted  to  the  colonelcy  of  the  llSth  Pennsylvania  Vol- 
unteers, Auo-u.t  2S.  1SG2,  and  :Major  Charles  P.  He'i-rino-  to  the 
majority  in  the  same  regiment  August  22,  1862.  Major  Herrino- 
was  promoted  lieutenant-colonel  Xovember  1,  1S63-  breveted 
colonel  Unite,!  States  Volunteers  December  2,  1S64, 'brio-adier- 
general  March  13.  ISGS,  and  honorably  mustered  out  June  1 
l^Go.  Each  resigned  their  offices  as  captains  and  second  lieutenant 
of  company  on  September  12,  1SG2.  Walter  K.  Ludwig  was  hon- 
orably discharged  as  regimental  quartermaster  Septembe^r  9,  ISG-'' 
to  accept  promotion  as  second  lieutenant,  Company  I,  119th  Penn- 
sylvania. 

The  regiment  held  tenaciously  to  tlie  record  it  had  made  in  the 
patriotic  tender  of  its  services  to  meet  the  crises  that  had  confronted 
the  coimtry  m  the  brief  period  since  its  organization.  It  mani- 
lested  Its  determination  to  perpetuate  a  recollection  of  these  event- 
so  worthy  of  enduring  memory,  in  more  than  one  emphatic  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Officers.  One  of  these  resolutions  is  of  espe- 
cial interest;  it  provided  for  the  "  preparation  of  a  history  of  the 
organization  and  a  statement  of  the  facts  connected  with  its 
offer  of  service  for  the  field  in  response  to  the  "  late  requisition  " 
made  by  the  constituted  authorities.  These  incidents,  intended  to 
be  thus  so  mtindy  presen-ed  historically,  malce  an  appropriate 
fo,^egrr,und  f.r  tnose  of  weightier  moment  tlnit  were  so  soon  to 
follow.

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'•  WiiFKKAs,  under  tbe  ifn'ut  oitler  of  the  Governor  of  this  Coiunionwealth 
for  the  uiiitoriiiod  Militia  of  I  lie  State  to  repair  forthwitli  to  \Vasl1in2lon  for 
its  defence — it  being  supposevl  tliat  there  wns  ininiiiient  danger  of  its  being 
attacked  bj  the  enemy — tliis  Jlegiuient  prt^niptly  responded  to  the  order,  and 
was  in  niarcliing'  condition  at  short  notice  although  organized  for  home 
defence — therefore 

"Hesolved  that  in  any  fiiUirc  emergeiioy  of  like  character  this  Pvcgiment

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"Colonel  EUmaker,  chairman  of  the  committee  to  prepare  a  history  of 
the  organization,  etc.,  made  a  report  which  was  adopted,  and  on  motion  of 
Lieut.  Xruefitt,  it  was 

"Resolved,  that  the  name  \i<^  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Commandants 
to  take  such  action  in  refen-nee  to  its  publication  as  they  may  think  proper." 

The  report  of  the  CoTnmittee  "  on  preparation  of  history,"  etc., 
as  it  appears  in  the  minutes  of  the  Eoard,  if  not  a  liistorj  within 
itself,  is  certainly  a  valuable  contribution  to  history.  It  is  a 
rare  portrayal  of  the  temper  of  the  times.  It  reveals  impressively 
the  purpose  of  the  regimont,  not  alone  to  make  soldiers,  but  to  use 
them.  It  expresses  keen  disappointment  at  an  enforced  inaction 
at  a  critical  moment  in  those  perilous  times,  and  charges  the  disap- 
pointment to  the  State's  failure  to  be  alert  to  the  situation.  It 
recognizes  the  liberal  support  and  patriotic  encouragement  of  the 
citizen  and  complains  of  the  lack  of  botli  in  the  councilman.  It 
arraigns  the  city  authorities  for  their  '"  lavish  expenditures  "  on 
the  "  Home  Guard  "  and  "  the  absence  of  any  interest  or  encourage- 
ment of  the  citizen  soldiery."  The  entire  report  is  of  especial  in- 
terest, and  -will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

The  casualty  in  war  is  ever  present,  whether  victory  attend  or 
disaster  follow  its  prosecution.  The  ranks  of  tlie  armies  in  the 
field,  seriously  depleted,  required  heavy  recruitment.  The  mag- 
nitude of  operations  appreciably  extended,  new  trciops  were  in 
instant  demand.  The  patriotic  utterance  of  the  ancient  cleric, 
'■'  There  is  no  limit  in  measure  or  in  time  to  the  claims  which  their 
countrv'  has  upon  the  c;ire  and  service  of  right-minded  men,"  was 
as  potent  tlien  as  it  was  in  the  day  of  its  deliverance.  The  Presi- 
dent's proclamation  called  for  300,000  adrlitional  volunteers.  The 
First  Regiment  Infantry,  Gray  Ecserves,  responded  A\-itliout  stint 
"in  measure"  or  limir  '"  in  time"  and  contributed  largely  from 
its  men  and  liberal! v  from  its  means  toward  the  recruitment  of 
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two  full  rcg-imeiUi  ^  to  help  fill  Pennsylvani;rs  quota  under  tins 
call.  These  regiments  were  known  respectively  as  the  llSth 
Pennsylvania  Volunteers  (Corn  Exchange  Keginiont),  Col. 
Charles  M.  Prevost,  and  tlie  llOth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  (Gray 
Reserve  Eegitnent),  Col.  Peter  C.  Ellm;iker.  Colonel  Prevost,  as 
captain  of  Company  C.  wirhdrew  from  the  First  Eegimeut  by 
resignation,  and  Colonel  Ellmakcr  officially  announced  his  retire- 
ment as  follows :

H.aving  been  authorized  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  A.  G.  Curtin  to 
organize  a  Regiment  for  Active  Service  Lieut.  Colonel  X".  B.  ICneass  will 
assume  command  of  the  First  Regiment  Infantry  forthwith. 

In  relinquishing  the  command  the  Colonel  desires  to  convey  to  eacTi 
officer,  non-commissioned  oUicer  and  man  of  the  Regiment  his  profound  ue- 
kiiowledgmenl  for  the  uniform  courtesy  displayed  by  them  and  for  the  prompt 
manner  ail  have  dis^charged  their  several  duties. 

By  Command  of 

Col.  p.  C.  Ellmakeb. 

Colonel  Ellmaker  had  few  ec^uals  as  a  military  instructor. 
lie  vras  equally  efficient  as  an  organizer  and  as  equally  able  to 
maintain  tlie  efficiency  of  "ft-hatever  he  organized.  His  knowledge 
was  ample,  his  conceptions  clear,  his  explanations  thorough.  His 
orders  on  the  field  rarely  failed  of  a  proper  execution,  which  on- 
lookers frequently  applauded,  critics  generally  approved.  He  was 
always  firm,  often  severe,  seldom  harsh.  He  had  just  sufficient 
self-assurance  to  impress  others  that  he  knew  what  he  professed 
to  know,  and  could  demonstrate  that  he  did,  if  demonstration  were 
necessary-.  He  was  as  well  adapted  for  the  camp,  the  field,  the 
march,  the  liivouac,  the  battle,  as  he  was  for  drill  and  evolution. 
He  everywhere  proved  himself  the  soldier,  and  when  he  SAvung  his 
119th  Pennsylvania  for  the  first  time  into  colunm  in  presence  of 
the  bronzed  and  battle-scarred  veterans  of  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac, it  was  received  with  the  hearty  commendations  of  officers 
and  men  alike.  It  seemed  so  thorough  in  all  appointments  that 
it  was  openly  assertdl  tliat  this  was  no  contingent  of  newly  recruited 

•The  llSth  Pennsylvania  was  really  the  regiment  of  that  great  com- 
mercial body  of  Philadelphia,  the  Corn  Exchantre  Association,  but  its  life 
so  bound  up  in  and  its  toiicli  always  so  clo~e  with  the  Fir-t  Regiment  of  Infan- 
try, the  military  pati-ntage  claimed  for  it  by  that  regiment  has  now  been 
freely   conceded. 
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trcH.>iij.  but  a  regimoul  that  eenainly  had  seen  service  elsewhere 
iu  the  Held.  This  regiment  was  especially  conspicuous  iu  its  make- 
up of  both  officers  and  men,  and  the  promise  it  gave  in  the  begin- 
ning of  future  usefulness  "was  faithfully  kept  through  all  its  three 
strenuous  years  of  scnace  in  the  lield. 

Colonel  Ellmaker  survived  the  war  ami  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age, 
respected  by  the  commimity,  and  ever  honored  by  the  men  who  had 
been  his  soldiers. 

Col.  Charles  :\I.  Provost,  Brevet  Brigadier-General,  U.  S.  V., 
came  from  a  long  line  of  distingtiished  military  forbears,  and  ^vell 
maintained  the  reputation  of  his  sires.  He  was  a  man  of  soldierly 
presence,  -winning  -ways,  and  generous  speech.  His  military  in- 
stincts were  ever  at  his  bidding.  He  commanded  respect, 
enforced  discipline,  secured  obedience.  His  dress  and  carnage, 
always  exceptional  in  neatness  and  precision,  so  impressed  itself 
upon  his  company,  as  to  give  it  the  special  distinctiveness  of  his 
ovm.  militaiy  personality.  His  new  regiment,  with  himself  of  the 
best,  was  especially  well  officered,  its  personnel  was  impressive, 
its  soldierly  bearing  of  definite  significance.  It  won  a  high  place 
in  the  beginning  and  canded  it  efi"ectually  through  all  its  three 
eventful  years  of  conspicuous  sen'ice. 

General  Prevost  was  made  a  captain  and  assistant  adjutant- 
general.  United  States  Volunteers,  on  May  1,  1S62,  and  resigned 
August  16,  1S62,  to  accept  his  commission  and  be  mustered  in  as 
colonel  of  the  llSth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  from  which  rank  he 
was  honorably  discharged  September  30,  1SG3,  to  be  appointed  to 
the  colonelcy  of  tlie  16th  Kegiment,  Veteran  Reserve  Corps. 
Brevetted  brigadier-general  United  States  Voltmteers  March  13, 
1S65,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  seiwices  during  the  war,  he  was 
finally  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States  service  June 
30,  1866. 

General  Prevost,  though  severely  w-ounded,  survived  the  w-ar. 
to  gather  honors,  and  laurels,  and  appreciation  through  many  years 
of  business  thrift  and  home  contentment.  His  old  First  Kegi- 
ment, upon  its  resumption  of  actiyity  in  1S66,  honored  him  with 
its  colonelcy,  and  the  State  subsequently  made  him  the  major- 
genernl  of  the  Pirst  Division  of  its  National  Guanl.

The  ranks  of  the  reg-iment  had  been  seriously  depleted.     A,  B 

..'d  .  '.  «  '""^  ^'^  '"'"'"^^  ^'^^  '^'  '^^^°'  ^"d  one  hundred 
and  twentj-five  from  tlxeir  membership  ^-ere  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Othcers  to  have  withdrawn  from  the  active  rolls  and  taken 
the  fied  for  active  service,  largely  in  response  to  the  recent  call 
for  additionaJ  volunteers,  under  which  the  llStli  and  119th  Penn- 
sylvania had  been  organized.  This  depletion  reduced  the  ao-o-re- 
gate  of  these  seven  companies  to  three  hundred  and  thirtv-three 
present  and  absent,  of  whom,  it  was  stated,  but  two  hundr;d  and 
thir^v-five  could  be  counted  on  as  present  for  duty  in  an  emergencv 
Ihis  report  was  the  incentive  for  immediate  action,  and  the 
Board  by  resolution  set  about  to  devise  measures  for  a  general 
bettennent,  and  meanwhile  urged  the  companies  to  reco^ize  the 
needs  for  promoting  effir-iency,  recraitin^  the  ranks,  and  fillin-  the 
numerous  vacancies  in  the  line.  Then  there  came  an  unlooked-for 
happening  that  hastened  the  end  sought  for  at  a  lively  pace      The 

thTlTp  u%"'  1  '',^';"'"^^'  ^'"'^^^  ^^-i-G---  John  Pope,  on 
the  old  Bull  Run  battle-field,  late  in  the  month  of  August-^the 
last  of  the  disasters  tl,at  had  followed  each  other  in  such  orderlv 
sequence  through  all  that  fateful  summer  of  IPf;--^— in  the  end 
proved  rather  a  stimulant  than  a  depression.  With  it  came  a 
reawakening,  a  new  energv,  a  new  zeal,  a  new  patriotism  a  new 
purpose.  It  gave  new  zest,  new  patriotism,  as  it  conclusivelv  dem- 
onst^rated  that  the  casualties  of  war  did  not  prevent,  nor  did  the 
hardships  ot  war  hinder,  enlistment  of  the  volunteer.  It  o-ave 
new  purpose  to  the  war  when  within  the  month  that  folloxved  Pope's 
defeat  at  ilanassas,  and  but  a  few  days  after  ^IcClollan's  victorv 
at  Antietam.  the  -reat  Emancipation  Proclamation  announced 
to  the  ^vorl.l  that  America  the.u-efoHh  was  to  be  foiwer  free 
48 
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Tlie  feverish  anxiety  2>revalent  iu  Pennsylvania  is  best  ascer- 
tained from  oriicial  sources.  A  single  paragi"ai)li  from  Bates's 
'' History  of  Pennsylvania  Vohinteers "  concisely  portrays  tlie 
situation.  "  The  result  of  the  struggle  ''  (so  runs  the  paragraph) 
"  uii  the  plains  of  ^lanassas  was  no  sooner  kno\vTi  than  the  hulj)less 
condition  of  tlie  State,  which  had  been  apparent  from  the  first, 
became  a  subject  of  alarm." 

Then  tliere  came  this  sound  of  tlie  tocsin,  this  note  of  warning, 
tliis  urgent  suimnons:  "'  On  September  4th  Governor  Curtin  issued 
a  proclamation  calling  upon  the  people  to  arm  and  prepare  for 
<lefence.  He  recommended  the  immediate  foniiation  of  companies 
and  regiments  throughout  the  Commonwealth  and  for  the  purpose 
of  drill  and  instruction  tiiat,  after  three  p.m.  of  each  day  all 
business  houses  be  closed." 

Tlie  First  Eegiment,  equally  alert  and  %vith  foresight  quite  as 
teen,  through  its  committee  to  devise  measures  for  a  general  bet- 
terment, having  added  to  their  numbers  such  eminent  citizens  as 
^[orton  ]\rcMichael  and  Thomas  Sparks,  of  even  date  with  the 
{jrovernors  proclamation,  reported  to  the  Board  of  Officers  the 
following  appeal  addressed  to  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia: 

To  THE  Citizens  of  Philadelphia: 

In  May,  IStil.  a  Supplement  to  the  Militia  Laws  of  the  State  was  passed, 
•constitutiiijr  a  brigade,  to  be  called  the  Pteserve  Brigade,  for  the  special 
<lefonce  of  this  City,  and  the  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry  Grey  Reserves,  as 
then  organized,  was  made  the  First  Regiment  of  that  brigade. 

That  regiment  starte<i  with  full  ranks  and  experienced  ofticers,  and  has 
furnished  efficient  means  for  teaching  the  manual  of  arms  and  military  evo- 
lutions to  all  who  choose  to  loam. 

Of  its  original  members  one-fourth  are  now  in  active  service,  and  a.  large 
number  of  them  holding  commissions,  which  their  knowledge  of  the  military 
art  fully  entitles  them  to. 

From  the  above  and  other  causes  the  regiment  is  reduced  to  half  its 
-original  number,  and  its  board  of  officers  now  call  upon  all  loyal  men  capable 
■of  bearing  arras  to  come  forward  and  fill  its  ranks,  to  make  it  efficient  for 
the  purposes  of  its  creation.  A  savage  and  de-sperate  enemy  is  pressing  for- 
ward into  our  old  Commonwealth,  and  no  man  can  say  how  soon  the  contest 
may  be  transferred  to  our  owti  soil. 

It  is  the  part  of  prudence  to  prep.ire  in  time  for  any  emergency  which 
may  arise,  and  every  pood  citizen  may  soon  have  occasion  to  thank  those 
vho  now  invite  him  to  come  forward  and  learn  how  to  use  a  musket. 

The  ranks  of  the  regiment  are  open  to  all  reputable  citizens,  and  those 
liable  to  draft  may  q\ialify  themselves  to  receive  commissions  in  active 
service,  while  those  who  are  exempt  may  acquire  a  knowledge  and  confidence 
■which   may  be  of   the   ut.nost  importance   to   them. 
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This  appeal  wai  adupteJ,  ordered  to  be  publiibed,  and  a  meet- 
ing called  of  the  non-conimissioned  officers,  private;,  and  associate 
members  of  the  regiment,  and  all  otliers  seeking  sen-ice  or  the 
aeqiiisition  of  military  knowledge,  for  the  following  evening, 
September  5,  at  eight  o'clock,  at  Sansom  Street  Hall. 

The  meeting  was  a  decided  success.  The  appeal  was  effective 
and  the  best  results  followed.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board, 
on  September  10,  additional  recruits  were  reported  as  follows: 
A,  62  ;  B,  20 ;  C,  39  :  D,  30  :  E,  6S  ;  F,  40 ;  G,  26 ;  H,  22 ;  I,  26  j 
K,  10 ; — making  an  aggregate  of  343.  At  the  same  time  a  fatigue 
uniform  was  adopted — dark  blue  army  blouse  and  cap  with  oil- 
cloth cover ;  trousers — "'  pants  "  as  they  were  then  styled — to  be 
of  light  blue  kersey,  army  pattern. 

The  proclamation  to  arm  and  prepare  for  defence  was  supple- 
mented by  General  Orders  Xo.  35,  Headquarters  Pennsylvania 
Militia,  September  10,  1S62.  This  order  called  for  all  able-bodied 
men  to  enroll  immediately  and  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to 
march  at  an  hour's  notice,  to  select  officers,  to  provide  them- 
selves with  such  arms  as  could  be  obtained,  ^vith  sixty  rounds  of 
ammunition  to  the  man.  Arms  were  to  be  supplied  to  such  as 
had  none,  and  it  waj  promised  that  the  troops  should  be  held  to 
service  only  so  long  as  the  pressing  exigency  for  State  defence 
should  continue. 

Contrary  to  a  previously  established  precedent  in  General 
Orders  Xo.  2-t,  Headquarters  Pennsylvania  Militia.  May  26,  1S62, 
where  in  making  a  call  for  troops  in  obedience  to  a  requisition  made 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  it  was  stated  that  "  no  com- 
manding officer  of  a  higher  grade  than  captain  can  be  accepted 
.  .  .  excepting  where  the  regiment  is  already  organized," 
General  Order  Xo.  35  provided  for  the  acceptance  of  company 
organizations  only,  made  no  exception  as  to  regiments  already 
in  existence,  and  igTirired  the  active  militia,  whatever  there  was  of 
it,  as  if  it  had  neither  place  nor  being  in  the  military  system  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

On  the  following  day,  September  11,  the  President  of  the 
United  States  having  meanwhile  sanctioned  die  action  of  the  State 
authorities,  given  the  movement  his  encouragement,  and  pledged 
the  general  griveniincnt  "  to  pn^vide  such  ecjuipment  as  may  be 
required,  acc"r,lin-'  t'>  the  regulations  of  the  United  States  service,"' 
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ilie  iTKvernor  ordered  the  inobilizaiion  of  fifty  thousand  men, 
■  iirrftcd  tliem  to  report  by  eoiupaiiies  by  telegraph  to  Ilarrisburg 
iV.r  orders  to  move,  and  added  that  furtlier  calls  would  be  made 
i.ud  the  number  of  men  increased  as  the  exigencies  should  require. 
Tiie  Pre.^ident'>  letter  to  G.^venior  Curtin  follows:

Tlio  application  made  to  me  by  yonr  Adjutant  General  for  authority  to 
i-all  out  the  Militia  of  tlie  State  of  Pennsy'lvania  hm  received  careful  con- 
It  is  my  anxious  desire  to  afl'ord  as  far  as  po3.>ib!e  the  means  and  power 
cf  tlie  Federal  Government  to  protect  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  from  in- 
\;i-iou  by  the  rebel  forces  and  since  in  your  judgment,  the  Militia  of  the 
i-iaia  are  recjuired  and  have  been  called  upon  by  you  to  organize  fur  home 
(kiVnce  and  protection,  I  sanction  the  call  that  you  have  made,  and  will 
rw.five  them  into  the  service  and  pay  of  the  United  States  to  the  extent 
Ihty  can  be  armed  and  equipped  and  \isofully  employed.  .  .  . 

Vou  will  be  authorized  to  provide  such  equipment  as  may  be  required 
according:  to  the  regulations  of  the  United  States  service,  which  upon  being 
turned  over  to  the  I'nited  States  Quartermaster's  Department  will  be  paid 
I'T  at  reg\ihition  prices  or  the  rates  allowed  by  the  Department  for  such 
articles.  Railroad  transportation  will  also  be  paid  for  as  in  other  cases. 
Siich  general   officers   will   be   supplied   as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  will

There  was  a  sort  of  frontier  flavor  alxait  this  General  Order 
Xo.  35 — something  that  savored  of  Indian  outbreaks,  border  raids, 
a  summons  to  the  minute  men,  the  ride  of  Paul  Kevere.  "  Bring 
your  weapons,  Avith  such  ammmiition  as  you  may  have  on  hand ; 
d.-ficieneies  will  be  supplied  at  the  rendezvous."  The  injunction 
■■  to  provide  themselves  ^vith  such  arms  as  could  be  obtained  "  was 
doubtless  intended  directly  for  the  active  organized  miliiia,  and 
indirectly  expected  to  reach  <ujy  abandoned  property  of  the  inactive 
or  neglected  companies,  whose  ranks  the  war  had  already  depleted. 

But  comment  is  for  naught,  criticism  of  little  avail,  before 
rosidts  so  substantial.  The  demonstration  was  unique,  patriotic, 
■■■Iiontaneous.  The  assembling  of  so  large  a  body  of  men  arrayed 
f'T  war,  armed,  accoutred,  equii'peil  afresh,  in  many  instances 
'iitirdy.  put  into  the  field  in  so  brief  a  period,  has  scarcely  a 
bi-t-rii-  jiaralhl. 

And   wlio   were  and   whence  came   tliese   ''  able-bodied    men  " 
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of  the  Coramonwoaltli  ?  "  Companies  were  rapidly  formeii,"  says 
the  Adjutajit-Geiicrars  report  of  1802,  "  and  regiments  organized 
comprising  in  the  ranks  the  most  responsible  and  prominent  citi- 
zens of  the  State,  representing  the  pulpit,  the  bench,  the  bar  and 
the  forum,  and  every  pursuit  of  the  cntcri>rising  and  industrial 
portion  of  the  commimity." 

And  of  the  fact  that  the  quota  was  complete,  that  tlie  fifty 
thousand  men  were  there,  there  is  ample  pro<:)f  from  .-tKeial 
sources. 

"  Fifteen  thousand  men,"  says  Bates's  '•'  History  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers,"  "  were  pushed  forward  to  Hagerstown  and 
Boonsboro,  and  a  portion  of  them  stood  in  line  of  battle  in  close 
proximity  to  the  field,  in  readiness  to  advance  -while  the  fierce 
fighting  was  in  progi-ess.  Ten  thousand  more  were  posted  in  the 
vicinity  of  Greem-astle  and  Chambersburg."  "  And  about  twenty- 
five  thousand"  (so  reads  Governor  Curtin's  annual  message  of 
1863)  '•'  were  in  Harrisburg  or  on  their  way  to  Tlarrisburg,  or  in 
readiness  and  waiting  transportiition  to  proceed  there." 

The  keen  disappointment  in  the  loss  of  identity  of  the  First 
Eegiment  Infantry  Gray  RcseiTes  in  its  absorption  as  an  entire 
bodv  into  the  Seventh  Eegiment  Pennsylvania  ]\rilitia.of  ISGi? 
has  measurable  comjjensation  in  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  its 
progeny  to  recall  so  rich  an  historic  remembrance  i:>f  their  militan' 
forbears. 

Xeither  was  there  discriininatiou.  Similar  disposition  was 
made  of  the  other  two  regiments  of  the  Reserve  Brigade.  Colonel 
Dav's  regiment  was  designated  as  the  Eighth  Regiment  Pennsyl- 
vania ^Militia  and  Colonel  Fakin's  as  the  Twenty-fifth.  In  re- 
taining imder  a  mobilization  the  numbers  of  the  militia  regiments, 
as  organized,  there  wa*  this  diiTieulty — they  did  not  always  run  as 
serial,  but  their  dr~ignation  generally  was  not  complete  until  the 
brigade  and  division  to  whirh  they  were  severally  attached  had 
been  added.  The  mtich  wiser  serial  system  as  an  essential  has 
long  since  prevailoil. 

The  purs\ut  by  tlie  regiment  of  ever\-  proper  endeavor  to 
preser\-e  its  identity  had  in  no  sense  dulled  its  patriotic  instincts 
or  impaired  its  alacrity,  so  on  tlu-  twelfth  of  September,  pur-uant 
to  the  in~tnirti..ns  jmlilishcd  in  tho  Govcnior's  General  Ord.er 
Xo.  3.T  of  the  e!evi-nth.  Rririinciital  General  Orders  Xo.  5  directed 
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(■..iniiuiinlaiits  of  companies  to  instruct  their  commands  to  be 
n.'adv  to  move  at  a  moment's  notice,  a  roll-call  was  to  be  held  at 
each  armory  at  'J  a.m.  and  S  p.m.,  and  daily  reports  were  to  be 
iua<ie  to  regimental  headquarters  at  twelve  o'clock  noon.  Each 
man.  it  was  directed,  should  provide  himself  with  a  proper  change 
of  underclothing,  heavy  shoes,  tin  plate,  knife,  fork,  spoon,  and 
blanket. 

Enthusiasm,  exhilaration,  excitement,  followed.  Armories 
were  tlirown  open  to  receive  recruits,  -^ipiad  drills  followed  daily 
fmni  4  P.M.  until  <i.  and  again  fr(_>m  S  p. it,  until  10;  in  fact, 
drills  and  instructions  of  some  sort^  or  other  were  kept  up  contin- 
uously every  day  mitil  the  hour  of  departure,  save  on  the  interven- 
ing Sunday,  the  fourteenth,  when  a  noon  roll-call  only  was  had. 
Tliis  was  the  result  reported  within  twenty-four  hours  of  tlie 
reci-uiting:  Company  A  had  its  ranks  filled  to  a  total  of  OS  ;  B,  50  ; 
C,  OS  :  I).'  OS ;  E,  OS  ;  F,  OS ;  G,  50 ;  H,  OS,  and  20  over ;  I,  50 ;  K. 
■i'i:  Battery,  50;  making  an  aggTcgate  of  S-iO,  exclusive  of  H's 
surplus. 

Elections  were  held  pursuant  to  Eegimental  General  Order 
Xo.  S  of  September  13,  for  field  officers,  and  throughout  tlie  com- 
panies where  vacancies  existed.  Xapoleon  B.  Kneass  was  elected 
coh.nel,  Charles  H.  Graif  lieutenant-colonel,  and  Joseph  X.  Pier- 
s'>1  major.  Dr.  William  C.  Byington  was  named  as  surgeon  and 
Dr.  Silas  Updegrove  as  assistant  surgeon.  The  four-gun  ho\\-itzer 
battery  commanded  by  Captain  Isaac  Starr,  Jr.,  was  added  to  the 
regiment  as  Company  L.  Captain  Atwood  Smith  had  been  elected 
to  conunand  C,  and  Captain  Harry  C.  Kennedy  to  command  F. 
vice  Colonel  Prevost  and  ilajor  Piersol,  promoted. 

A  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Lieutenant  James  D.  Key- 
fer,  Quartermaster  A.  E.  Foering,  Adjutant  ^Yilliam  W.  Keys, 
with  ^Ir.  R.  Rimdle  Smith  subsequently  added,  was  appointed  to 
\isit  Ilarrisburg  "  to  ascertain  if  the  Governor  will  accept  the 
roginiont  intact"  and  to  l<x>k  after  matters  of  detail. 

Simultaneously  with  tlie  appointment  of  this  committee,  at 
hast  on  tlie  same  day.  for  the  Board  of  Officers  remained  in  con- 
tinuous session  through  most  of  the  twelfth, — Colonel  Kneass  was 
in  receipt  of  the  follo\nng  telegram: 

I'.<-port  Tour  comm.ind  as  cnnipanic-;  in  accordance  with  General  Order 
No.   3.">.     The   consolidated    orranization   shall   be   made   to   suit   vour   wishes 
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in  such  form  as  is  now  autliorizi-J  by  UiiitoJ  States  Army  regulatioiiJ.  Get 
ready  for  movement  to  this  point  (Harrisburg)  immedidtely.  Will  your 
men  be  fully  armed  and  have  ammunition? 

(Sgd.)     A.  G.  CcETix. 

To  this  telegTam  a  reply  was  promptly  made  as  follows: 

To  His  Exceu.e.vcy  A.  G.  Cubtin 

A  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Ollioers  will  leave  for  Harri-burg  per 
Reading  train  at  3  o'clock  P.  >t.  to  give  you  the  needful  information.  The 
regiment  nearlv   full.     Anned  and   accoutred   but   not  equipped.

Meanwhile  the  committee  reported  that  it  had  fully  accom- 
plished tlie  purpose  of  its  mission  and  had  secured  the  proper 
requisition  on  the  United  States  Quartermasters  Department  at 
Philadelphia  for  the  complete  equipment  of  the  regiment  for  the 
field,  arms  to  l>e  exchanged  and  ammunition  and  hospital  stores 
to  be  supplied  nt  Harrisburg.  Then  on  the  fourteenth  the  Gover- 
nor's order  followed  by  wire:  '■  Message  received.  Get  transporta- 
tion and  bring  your  regiment  here  as  soon  as  possible." 

The  movement  began  on  the  afternoon  of  September  15.  I'ol- 
lowing  the  directions  of  General  Order  iSTo.  9  of  that  date  the 
regiment,  with  Colonel  Kneass  in  command,  at  five  o'clock 
fonned  on  Seventh  Street,  with  its  right  resting  on  Arch 
facing  east,  moved  out  xVrch  to  Eighteenth,  thence  to  Market, 
thence  to  the  West  Philadelphia  depot  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road. There  the  regiment  entrained,  and  at  eight  o'clock  the 
start-  was  made  for  Harrisbiu-g.  The  delays,  apparently  the  neces- 
sary attendant  on  all  such  movcnionts,  followed  through  the  night, 
and  it  was  nine  o'chx-k  on  the  morning  of  the  sixteenth  before  the 
Harrisburg  destination  was  reached.  After  a  brief  stop  for  a 
review  by  the  Govemnr  auil  a  parade,  the  day  hot,  the  streets  dusty. 
a  start  was  again  made  at  noon,  for  Chambersburg.  There  was  a 
hearty  welcome  and  encouraging  cheers  as  the  train  passed  through 
tlie  thrifty  to\\Tis  of  the  Cumljerland  Valley — ]\rechanic3burg,  Car- 
li.'le,  Shippensburg.  and  others.  The  arrival  was  after  dark, 
and  the  troops  v.ere  quartf-red  through  the  night  in  churches  and 
school-houses,  until  the  next  morning  when  they  moved  out  to  a 
wood  on  the  -onth  side  <>i  the  town  to  an  encampment  known  as 
"  Camp  :\rcr'Inre."' 
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Instead  of  a  camp,  it  wai  scarcely  a  halt.  Orders  immediatelj 
followed  to  ro-enn-aiD,  and  tiie  regiment  was  again  ou  its  way, 
this  time  over  the  State  line  to  Hagerstown,  ^luryland.  On  the 
route  an  issue  of  ball  cartridge  was  made,  forty  rounds  for  the 
cartridge-box  and  twenty  for  the  pocket.  At  eight  o'clock  on  the 
evening  of  the  seventeen rh  on  its  arrival  an  Hagerstown  the  regi- 
ment left  the  cars,  stacked  arms  in  the  main  street,  and  awaited 
the  distribution  of  what  proved  to  be  a  very  limited  supply  of 
rations.  The  eommis-ariat,  by  those  who  looked  to  it  to  be  fed, 
was  prinnounced  a  failure,  and  what  the  soldier  got  he  had  either 
brought  with  him  or  gathered  up  from  his  ow^n  pursuit  of  it  or 
obtained  it  through  purchase  by  his  officers  -while  on  the  move. 
Coffee  was  a  negligible  quantity.  There  -was  mischief  somewhere 
— nobody  eared  to  inquire  where.  It  was  said  there  were  ample 
stores  at  the  depots,  but  supplies  and  consumers  rarely  met. 

Knapsacks  nnd  baggage  were  left  behind  at  Hagerstown,  and 
with  lightened  load  the  regiment  pulled  otit  for  its  first  real 
march  to  Eoonsboro.  The  distance  was  ten  miles,  which  with 
an  hour's  halt  at  Funkstown  was  covered  before  daylight  on  the 
morning  of  the  eighteenth.  '"  I  remember,''  reads  a  note  made 
of  the  occasion,  "  that  weary  march,  and  how  we  dropped  like  logs, 
in  bivouac,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  morning,  feeling  the  coming 
day  might  be  fatal  to  some  of  us ;  for  signs  of  war  and  battle  were 
in  the  air,  and  the  gtms  of  Antietam  had  been  making  unwonted 
music  to  ottr  ears.  Sig^lal5  on  the  mountain  tops,  orderlies  dashing 
by,  broken  caissons  and  vacated  rebel  camping  gTOunds  told  us 
we  stood  on  sacred  soil ;  but  the  battle  was  over  when  we  reached 
Boonsboro." 

This  absence  of  a  proper  food-supply  was  at  the  time  tlie  cause 
of  much  harsh  comment  and  searching  criticism.  The  strictures 
on  the  Government  by  the  soldiers  were  severe,  while  the  soldiers, 
for  the  liberal  way  in  which,  it  was  alleged,  they  undertook  to 
furnish  their  own  supplies,  were  themselves  sharply  denounced. 
A  writer  of  the  time  has  said,  as  it  were  with  the  ''  tongue  of  a 
sword,"  or  still  touched  with  tlie  asperities  of  the  moment,  that 
the  country  suffered  as  heavily  from  the  incursion  of  the  militia 
as  it  did  from  tlie  invasion  of  the  enemy. 

Quartermaster  Focring  was  detached  from  the  regiment  and 
assigned  by  General   Eeynolds  to  the  highly  responsible  post  of 


iq  cy.n

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Special  Orders  Xd.  10,  Headquarters  First  Regiment  Infautrv, 
Gray  Reserves,  Seventh  Pennsylvania  Militia,  llagerstown,  Md., 
of  tliis  day,  September  17,  1S02,  reads  as  follows:  '"  Charles  J. 
Biddlc,  Brevet  Major  U.  S.  A.  (serving  as  a  private  in  C  Com- 
pany), will  perfoi-m  the  duty  of  a  major  in  this  Regt.'' 

It  might  be  -nell,  ^^■hen  any  one  of  tliis  number  of  prominent 
men  who,  through  of'icial  sources,  it  has  been  said,  were  comprised 
ivithin  tlie  ranks  of  this  militia  contingent,  comes  under  special 
mention,  that  something  be  said  of  him  and  his  antecedents,  not 
alone  for  himself,  but  also  in  a  measure  as  typical  of  his  fellows. 

It  should  be  remembered,  too,  in  tliis  connection,  that  it  had 
been  held  as  a  sort  of  tradition,  if  nothing  else,  that  brevet  rank 
in  the  regular  army  once  confen-ed  was  always  retained,  and  might 
be  made  available  at  any  time  thereafter,  for  assignment  to  militarv' 
duty,  '■■  according  to  brevet  rank,"  whenever  the  circumstances 
shoidd  require  it. 

Besides  tlie  duty  that  this  Special  Order  Xo.  10  imposed  upon 
Major  BIddle,  he  was  aftenvard  during  these  same  militia  opera- 
tions assigned  as  aide-de-camp  and  assistant  adjutant-general  of  a 
brigade. 

]\Iajor  Biddle  was  the  son  of  Xicholas  Biddle,  the  president  of 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  and  a  brother  of  that  eminent 
jurist  of  Philadelphia,  the  Hon.  Craig  Biddle.  He  had  won  dis- 
tinction as  a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  War.  A  captain  in  the 
voltigiiers  (foot  riflemen),  an  organization  of  the  regular  army 
created  specially  for  service  during  that  war,  he  had  been  brevetted 
majr>r  for  gallant  and  meritorious  comlnct  at  the  storming  of 
Chajiultepec. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  "War  ]Major  Riddle's  services 
M'ere  in  instant  demand.  Col.  Thomas  L.  Kane  had  organized 
the  Forty-second  Regiment  (ThiiTit nth  Pennsylvania  Resei-ves) 
Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  afterward  better  and  more  familiarly 
known  as  the  famous  "  Bucktail  Regiment."  Colonel  Kane  was 
elected  to  its  colonelcy  and  Major  Biddle  was  made  lieutenant- 
colonel.  Colonel  Kane,  tliough  the  organizer  of  the  regiment, 
I>roni]itly  declined  the  honor,  and  in  language  most  emphatic  and 
expressive,  in  his  letter  of  resignation  to  Governor  Curtin  recom- 
nicndcd  Colonel  Biddle  for  the  appointment.  "  Sir:— I  this  day  " 
(so  n-iids  this  letter  of  .Tune  13,  1S''1)  "  resign  the  post  of  colonel 
of  the  Rifle  Regiment  of  the  Reserve  Volunteer  Corps  of  Penn-

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sylvania  rt-ipuctfully  presenting  for  appointment  by  you  to  fill 
my  place  LieuteuauVColonel  Charles  J.  Biddle,  whose  merits  as 
an  otricer  and  gentleman  need  no  other  advocacy  on  my  part."  The 
appointment  was  made  accordingly  and  Colonel  Biddle  held  the 
place  until  his  election  to  the  Thii-ty-seventh  Congi-css  as  the  repre- 
sentative from  the  Second  Congressional  District  of  Pennsylvania. 
Colonel  Eane  continued  to  serve  as  lieutenant-colonel,  until 
when,  not  alone  in  recognition  of  bis  mag-nanimity,  but  as  well 
becau'se  of  bis  special  fitness  and  conspicuous  courage,  be  was  made 
a  bricadier-general  of  volunteers. 

GenerarXane  bad  an  intense  passion  for  battle,  rarely  ever  so 
keenly  developed,  as  in  the  following  instance.  His  brigade  bad  a 
lonff  march  before  it  reached  the  field  at  Cbancellorsville.  The 
batde  had  been  some  time  in  progress.  It  is  related  of  bim,  as  be 
gradually  drew  near  tlie  scene,  and  the  noise  and  din  of  the 
conflict  increased  In  intensity,  with  his  eyes  afire  and  bis  cheeks 
aelow.  be  turned  to  bis  adjutant-general  and  said  with  enthusiasm: 
"^Captain!  Captain!  aren't  you  glad  you  have  lived  to  see  this 
dav."  The  captain  (John  P.  Green,  afterward  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad)  modestly  ventured  tbe  reply: 
"  AVell.  General,  if  I  really  had  my  own  choice  I  should  be  much 
more  rejoiced  if  I  were  sure  I  should  live  to  see  tbe  end  of  it.'' 

To  return  to  the  night  march  to  Boonsboro.  An  amusing 
incident  is  told  of  it.  The  march  was  well  along,  when  tbe  regi- 
ment pulled  out  of  tbe  road  into  tbe  timber  for  a  short  halt  and  a 
brief  rest.  Overstrained  to  tbe  limit  of  endurance,  tbe  men  were 
soon  all  sound  asleep.  OUier  troops  began  to  pass  along  the  road, 
and  their  tramp  aroused  some  of  the  more  restless.  One  especially, 
bewildered  at  bis  sud'len  awakening,  hurriedly  gathered  accoutre- 
ments, k-napsack,  and  musket,  and  hastened  to  join  tbe  ranks  of  tbe 
moving  column,  thinking  it  his  o^^^l,  with  the  very  natural  inquiry 
for  bis" own  Compnny  D.  "'  Yonder  on  the  right,"  was  tbe  prompt 
response.  Our  new  recruit  pushed  along  until  be  dropped  into 
wbat  be  supposed  was  bis  place  or  very  near  it,  neither  be  in  the 
darkness  recoimizing  any  of  tbe  men  about  him,  nor  tbey  him. 
He  bad  failed  to  extend  his  inquiry  beyond  tlie  letter  of  his  com- 
pany. TVhat  reaiment  it  wa^  bad  altogether  e=caped  bim.  By 
and' by  dav  began  to  break,  slran-o  faces  were  all  about  bim,  and 
the  distant  boon\  of  tbe  cannon  in.licated  a  near  approach   to  a 
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Kattlelield.  SiKldenly  ii  ilawiied  iiiion  liim  lie  had  forgotten  to 
n^k  for  tlie  reginientj  and  when  he  did,  back  came  the  answer, 
•'  Twenty -ninth  Pennsylvania."  Without  disclosing  liis  mistake, 
he  quietly  let  himself  drift  to  the  rear,  and  after  some  tribulation, 
iimch  fatigue,  and  a  bit  of  chagrin  found  his  M-ay  back  to  his  com- 
mand again. 

With  the  coming  dawn  of  the  eighteenth  came  confii-mation  of 
the  cheering  rumors  of  the  night  before :  that  Antietaui  was  over, 
tlie  battle  won,  the  invasion  a  failure,  and  that  the  enemy  was  in 
haste  to  put  the  Potoinac  between  himself  and  his  adversary. 
Then  the  regiment  retraced  its  steps  to  Funkstown,  a  distance  of 
about  seven  miles,  where  it  was  halted,  reviewed  by  the  colonel, 
camp  lines  desig-nated,  streets  laid  out,  and  eveiy  preparation  made 
for  a  well-organized  stop.  But  it  was  not  so  to  be.  Stuart,  the 
famous  Confederate  cavalry  leader,  was  still  abroad  on  our  side  of 
tlie  Potomac.  There  was  a  bit  of  a  flurry  about  Williamsport. 
Again  there  was  a  toilsome  hun-ied  march  over  the  old  route  as 
far  as  Hagers('>wn,  and  then  vv'eil  out  the  Clear  Spring  Itoad  in  the 
direction  of  ^Yilliamsport,  where  the  most  of  the  flurry  was.  At 
Hagerstown  "  the  hasty  loading  of  trains,  locomotives  with  steam 
np,  and  many  anxious  faces  told  of  danger  to  the  to^vu,  which 
happily  General  Reynolds  and  his  Division  averted."  All  night 
on  this  the  night  of  the  eighteenth  out  on  the  Clear  Spring  road, 
with  one  or  two  companies  detailed  for  picket,  the  regiment  was 
in  line  of  battle,  "  every  man  at  his  post,"  silently  awaiting,  with 
loaded  musket  well  in  hand,  an  enemy  that  never  appeared,  listen- 
ing for  sounds  that  were  never  heard.  It  seems  to  be  conceded  that 
this  large  gathering  of  militia  at  this  point  came  under  Stuart's 
observation,  and  diverted  a  movement  which,  though  only  intended 
as  a  raid,  would,  if  successful,  have  been  fraught  with  serious 
consequences. 

The  morning  of  the  nineteenth  dawned  and  there  had  been 
no  attack.  The  enemy  hail  disappeared  entirely.  In  tliis  vicinity, 
at  least,  everything  hostile  and  in  amis  that  had  been  on  this,  was 
now  upon  the  other  side  of  the  river,  and  the  day  was  devoted  to 
rest — much-needed  rest.  It  was  seven  o'clock  on  the  evening  of 
the  twentieth  before  the  regiment  was  again  on  the  move.  Orders 
were  then  received  to  stiilie  tents  and  be  ready  for  the  march. 
The  route  carried  the  command  through  Ifagerstown  again;  and 
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ihence  on  to  Greencastle.  Speed  was  not  an  essential,  auJ  so  with 
an  easy,  swinging  guit  and  frequent  nstfid  halts  the  journey 
was  completed  and  Greencastle  reached  on  the  early  morning  of  the 
twenty-first.  The  camp,  well  located  convenient  to  water,  and 
appropriately  named  *"  Camp  liest,"  indicated  that  something  of 
a  stop  was  intended.  C'<jiiipajiy  C,  with  its  strength  increased- by 
details  to  one  hundred  men,  was  detached  for  duty  as  provost 
guard  in  Greencastle,  and  Captain  Atwood  Smith  was  named  as 
tlie  provost  marshal  of  the  to^\•n. 

A  general  order  prescribed  the  duties  of  the  giiard,  limiteil 
the  issue  of  passes,  designated  who  might  be  admitted  within  the 
camp  limits,  fixed  the  hours  for  drill,  giiard  mount,  and  dress- 
parade,  and  generally  aiTanged  for  the  usual  details  attendant  upon 
the  soldier's  life  in  the  field.  The  squad  and  company  di-ills 
were  to  be  of  two  hours  each,  the  one  in  the  morning,  the  other  in 
the  afternoon.  Five  o'clock  was  fixed  as  tlie  hour  for  dress- 
parade,  ■■  on  the  road  east  of  the  camp,  right  resting  south  faced 
east." 

An  order  from  Governor  Curt.in  assigned  Colonel  Kneass  to 
the  command  of  a  brigade  and  the  command  of  the  regiment 
fell  for  a  time  upon  Lieut.-Col.  Charles  H.  Graff.  Private^s 
Samuel  Fluf^k  and  S.  H.  Vcnable,  of  Company  F,  were  detached 
as  orderlies  at  brigade  headquarters.  Edward  Wattsou^  the  regi- 
mental quartennaster-sergeant.  Ix-ing  on  detached  service  with  his 
chief.  Quartermaster  Foering,  at  Division  Headquarters  at  Hagers- 
town,  the  quartermaster's  department  of  tlic  regiment  was  jtlaced 
in  charge,  for  a  while,  of  that  much-esteemed  citizen  aftenvard 
so  prominent  in  public  aft'airs  for  a  full  half  century,  Alexander 
P.  Colesberry,  a  soldier  in  tlie  regiment  who  had  made  himself 
of  value  in  many  important  ways. 

The  few  days  available  from  the  twenty-first  to  tlie  twenty- 
fourth  were  well  utilized  for  such  instruction  and  experience  as 
can  only  be  obtained  through  life  in  the  field  and  camp.  Its 
value  was  fully  demonstrated  when  within  tlie  year  to  follow  the 
regiment  was  again  called  to  the  performance  of  those  other  and 
more  strenuous  duties  of  the  campaign  of  "G3.  On  the  twenty- 
fourth  the  camp  was  broken  and  the  regiment  was  entrained  at 
Greencastle  for  its  uneveTitful  ride  to  Philadelphia.  It  reached  its 
destination  r.n  Septomljer  i'."),  with  little  delay  and  no  appreciable 
detention.     ^Mu^tered    out,    honorably   discharged,    and   formally 
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congTatulated  by  its  cominaiuliiig  officer,  it  again  returned  to  its 
place  as  the  First  liegnriieut  Infantry,  Gray  Reserves,  Eesen-e 
Brigade,  First  Division,  Pennsylvania  Militia.

The  congTatulatory  order  of  Colonel  Kiieass  is  so  concise, 
thorongii,  and  yet  so  explicit  as  a  brief  resume  of  the  important 
happenings  of  the  campaign,  that  it^  place  is  clearly  in  the  body 
of  the  text.

The  Colonel  commanding  gives  thanks  to  his  command — 

First For  the  alacrity  dispUued  in  obedience  to  Orders  X'o.   ."^S   of  the 

Commander-in-Chief,  His  Escelk-ncy  Gov.  Curtin,  in  rallying  and  proceeding 
to  Harrisburg  and  Chambersburg  for  the  defence  of  the  State. 

Second — For  the  decision  of  the  Regiment,  through  its  Board  of  Offi- 
cers,  to  cross   the  State  line   and   proceed   to   Hagerstown    (or   elsewhere)    in 
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accurdaiK-e  with  the  oidt-is  of  Ueul.  UiviiulJj  to  thu  Colonel  comiiiiiiRling, 
which  were  promuIg.iUd  lo  the  lioaid  of  Oilicers  in  cuiijecjuence  of  the  Com- 
mandant not  desirinj;  to  order  an  unuillin;,'  cnnntuiud  to  execute  whiit  in 
law  they  could  not  be  made  to  do,  and  feeling  that  with  t!ie  knowledge  of 
the  facts,  the  Ke^'iment  would  not  be  found  wanting,  as  has  been  proven  by 
the  result,   the  Keginient  to  a  man    voUmtiirily  electing  to  proceed. 

Third — For  tlie  endurance  of  the  command  in  the  various  arduous 
marches  to  which  tluy  were  subjected,  viz:  from  Chanibersburg  to  i.'iun[t 
JleClure  and  thence  to  Kail  Road  for  ll.igerstown,  from  ilagerstown  to  Camp 
"Union"  (Boou=boroj  and  thence  liack  to  llagcrstow  u,  from  Hager>town 
to  Camp  "Kueass"  on  the  Western  or  Cold  Spring  llo.u!  and  thence  to  Camp 
"  Ke-st "  near  Greencastle,  footsore  and  enervated  l>y  fatigue,  most  of  the 
time  without  rations  except  such  as  could  be  bought  or  gratuitously  obtained 
from  residents  along  tlie  route. 

Fourth — For  the  promptness  with  which  line  of  Battle  was  formed  on 
Clear  Spring  Road,  orders  having  been  received  at  midnight  \vhilst  the  Uien 
were  asleep,  said  promptness  causing  it  is  said  a  detour  of  a  large  force 
of  rebel  cavalrj-  and  Infantrj-,  estimated  at  UOOO,'from  that  to  the  Williams- 
port  road,  it  evidently  having  been  their  intention  to  attack  Hagerstown  that 
night  from  the  Clear  Spring  Road,  it  being  a  flanking  road. 

Fifth — To  the  olTicers.  one  and  all,  the  Colonel  Commanding  would  ten- 
der liis  sincere  thanks,  for  the  hearty  cooperation  evinced  by  them,  in  the 
execution  of  the  various  orders  and  commands.  To  the  officers  of  the  Com- 
mand is  eminently  due  the  credit  of  tlie  discipline  and  subordination  of  the 
Regiment,  in  all  the  trying  events  through  which  it  passed. 

Sj.vth — In  closing  the  Colonel  Conunanding  presents  to  his  command,  both 
officers  and  men,  his  hearty  assurance  of  kindly  feelings,  which  he  trusts 
are   fully   reciprocated.

It  was  six  months  before  provision  was  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  troops  "'  called,"  as  the  act  reads  that  provided  for  it,  "  into 
the  service  of  the  State  and  the  United  States  "  .  .  .  "  by 
the  proclamation  of  the  Governor  and  the  order  of  the  11th  day  of 
Septem!;er  last."  The  act  was  approved  April  2-2,  ISrjg  ;  it  nanicd 
fifteen  ilays  as  the  time  for  which  pay  was  to  be  alL^w.^d  and  fi.veJ 
the  rate  at  the  same  amount  per  month  as  was  ]iaid  United  States 
soldiers.  It  must  have  been  in  the  minds  of  the  assemblymen 
that  this  act  was  not  likely  to  be  ready  for  execution  for  some 
time  after  its  passag-e,  for  it  further  '■'Provided,  That  should  the 
Federal  Government  make  payment  to  said  IMilitia  within  six 
months  it  shall  l>e  taken  to  bo  in  lieu  of  the  paviurnt  provided  for 
by  tin-  act.  TTowi-vcr  that  may  ha\('  been,  the  State  tnet  its  evc-rv 
oblipition  williniily.  if  indeed  it  \va-  a  bit  tardy. 

If  the  Legislature  had  been  slow,  it  did  not  fail  to  recei^ize 
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that  the  solilicrs  had  been  prompt.  The  preamble  to  the  act  givei 
fipiiticant  ex]1ro;^ion  to  their  promptness  and  gallantry.  It  reads : 
•■  Whereas,  The  ^Military  of  this  State  to  the  number  of  twenty- 
Mve  tbon-sand  men  promptly  and  jrallantly  resjionded  to  the  procla- 
mation of  the  Governor  and  the  order  of  September  last  and 
rendered  most  important  services  in  defence  of  the  State  and  in 
aid  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  And  whereas  these  men  are 
justly  entitled  to  some  remuneration  for  their  expenditures  and 
services,"  therefore  be  it  enacted,  etc. 

The  ■weather  has  so  much  to  do  with  tlie  operations  of  the 
naval  forces  that  its  conditions  are  closely  watched  and  its  records 
carefully  preserved.  iSTot  so  with  the  movements  of  the  land 
forces ;  it  may  hinder  or  hamper,  but  weather  never  halts  the  opera- 
tions of  the  army.  It  is  rarely  consulted,  scarcely  discussed, 
must  be  taten  as  it  comes,  with  stolid  indifference  as  to  the  com- 
forts that  follow  its  better  conditions  or  the  discoioforts  that 
attend  its  worse.  The  soldier,  the  toughened  soldier,  is  uncon- 
cerned with  either  heat  or  cold,  snow  or  rain,  dust  or  nuid.  Feed 
him  well,  and  yoti  can  fight  him  long  and  march  him  far.  But 
the  account  of  this  campaign  ought  not  to  close  without  a  brief 
reference  to  the  glorious  autumnal  sunlight  that  followed  the 
troops  through  all  their  movements  in  that  gorgeous  old  Cunilierland 
Valley,  then  decorated  in  leaf  and  flower,  forest  and  field,  in  all 
its  early  autunm  loveliness.  This  season  of  the  American  autunm 
ever  has  its  outdoor  charms,  that  war  may  dull  but  can  never 
efface.  Intensified  on  this  occasion  to  an  unusual  brilliancy, 
unbroken  by  cloud,  uninterrupted  by  rainfall,  with  smilight  by 
day  and  starlight  by  night,  those  days  ever  I'eturn  as  a  blessed 
memory  to  be  cherished  more  fervently  as  each  recurring  season 
of  its  anniversary  brings  the  event  more  vividly  to  mind. 

There  were  other  congratulations  from  "  higher  up  "  that  bring 
this  campaign  of  September,  1S62,  to  a  fitting  close.  They  iden- 
tify this  whole  militia  movement  as  entitled  to  a  well-recognized 
historic  place  amid  the  sttipendous  happenings  by  which  it  was  for 
the  time  so  completely  overshadowed. 

General  ]\IcCIellan's  letter  to  Governor  Gurtin,  thanking  him 
for  his  energetic  action  in  calling  out  the  militia,  concludes  thus: 
"  Foiiunately  circimistances  rendered  it  impossible  for  the  enemy 
to  set  foot  -upon  the  soil  of  Pennsylvania,  but  the  moral  support 
rendered  to  mv  arrav  bv  vour  action  was  none  the  less  miehty.     In 
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the  name  of  my  army  and  for  myself  I  again  render  you  our  ac- 
knowledgments for  your  patriotic  course.  The  manner  in  vdiich 
the  people  of  Pennsylvania  responded  to  your  call  and  hastened 
to  the  defence  of  their  frontier  no  douht  esei'ci-ed  a  great  influence 
on  the  enemy."' 

Then  followed  the  order  of  Governor  Bradford,  of  Maryland, 
issued  shortly  after  the  battle  of  Antietam.  It  reads  in  part  as 
follows:  "To  Governor  Curtin  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  militia 
of  his  State,  who  rallied  with  alacrity  at  the  first  symptoms  of 
invasion,  our  warmest  thanks  are  also  due.  The  readiness  with 
which  they  crossed  the  border  and  took  their  stand  beside  the 
Maryland  brigade  shows  that  the  border  is  in  all  respects  but  an 
ideal  line  and  that  in  such  a  cause  as  now  unites  us  Pennsylvania 
and  Maryland  are  but  one." 

Coincident  with  those  stirring  events  there  happened  at  the 
county  seat  of  one  of  the  largest  of  our  eastern  counties  an  occur- 
rence of  some  historic  significance,  though  it  seems  never  as  yet 
to  have  fo\md  its  place  in  history.  It  has  only  an  indirect  bearing 
upon  this  regimental  story,  illustrative,  as  it  is,  of  that  then  ever- 
abiding  patriotism  deep  in  the  hearts  of  all  classes  and  conditions 
of  men,  old  and  young  alike. 

A  company  of  infantry  just  recruited  by  a  promising  young 
attorney  of  the  toT^^l  had  been  paraded  on  the  court-house  green 
preparatory  to  muster  and  an  election.  A  famous  la\\-yer  of  the 
county,  attracted  by  the  crowd,  pushed  his  way  through  to  the  front 
of  the  company.  Well  knowTi  to  all  of  them,  eminent  as  well  for 
his  forensic  power  as  he  was  for  his  professional  abilities,  inspired 
by  the  scene  and  the  occasion,  he  began  an  im]iassioned  harangue, 
which  so  enthused  his  auditors  tliat,  unmindful  of  their  obligation 
to  the  man  who  had  recruited  them,  they  at  onoi:  proclaimed  hini 
for  their  captain.  Ke  was  well  along  in  his  sixti.-s.  and  although 
he  had  long  borne  the  title  of  colonel,  conferred  in  one  of 'those 
seasons  of  general  distribution  of  military  titles  then  incident  to 
every  gubernatorial  inauguration,  he  was  an  utter  stranger  to  all 
things  military.  Our  young  attorney,  thus  summarily  disposed  of, 
a  close  and  appreciative  friend  of  the  colonel,  fully  recognizing 
his  high  standing  in  the  community  and  his  exalted  place  at  the 
bar,  quietly  permitted  himself  to  drop  back  to  the  still  vacant  first 
lieutenancy.  He  seemed  confident  that  when  his  zeal  subsided 
and  he  be^an  to  view  his  new  obilijations  more  as  substance  than 
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.-i-iitiuient,  the  colouel  would  be  inclined  to  withdraw.  He  had, 
howi  ver,  judged  too  hastily,  as  it  proved  afterward,  he  was  not  to 
ho  luoved  from  his  own  convictions,  nor,  indeed,  easily  to  he  per- 
suaded out  of  them. 

The  train  was  all  ready,  and  captain,  first  lieutenant  and  the 
0  ■ininand  were  soon  on  their  way  to  Harrislurg.  The  news  of  its 
Cuming  and  who  were  on  board  preceded  its  arrival  at  every  stop. 
Tiie  colonel  was  well  knouii  through  the  valley,  the  people  ever 
ready  to  greet  and  always  anxious  to  hear  him.  Crowds  welcomed 
him  every^vhere  to  bid  him  God-speed  and  a  safe  deliverance. 
His  speeches  from  the  rear  platfoi-m  at  every  station  were  full 
of  pathos  and  patriotism,  more  than  usually  effective.  He  always 
so  constructed  his  sequences  that  they  might  lead  to  his  well-phrased 
conclusion,  rendered  with  strenuous  utterance  and  impassioned 
delivery,  "  But,  but,  my  friends,  my  mission !  ]\Iy  mission  is  the 
battle-field!  " 

Arrived  at  Hai-risburg,  our  young  attorney  bestirred  himself 
t')  conjecture  how  best  the  colonel  might  be  relieved  without  em- 
barrassment It  was  quite  apparent,  from  his  years  alone,  that 
he  would  be  rather  a  hindrance  than  a  help  to  the  company's  prog- 
ress. His  eax-ly  purpose  was  so  wholly  an  inipidse,  it  was  hoped 
that  when  reason  had  the  better  sway  he  would  be  incUned  to  aban- 
don it.  So,  as  the  colonel  had  had  an  intimate  acquaintance  ■udth 
Governor  Ciirtin,  in  the  belief  that  the  Governor  might  the  better 
impress  these  suggestions  upon  him  than  any  one  else,  he  secured 
an  appointment  for  him  at  the  executive  chamber.  There  the  three 
of  them  met — the  governor,  the  colonel,  and  the  lieutenant.  There 
VMS  much  parley,  the  governor  persuading,  the  colonel  resisting. 
Tlie  colonel's  speech  was  declamatory,  sometimes  angi-y.  Tllti- 
nmtely,  it  would  seem,  the  influence  of  the  lieutenant  prevailed 
rather  than  the  governor's.  Abruptly  he  faced  his  lieutenant,  as 
if  persuasion  had  tortured  him  beyond  endurance,  and  in  impas- 
sioned tones  demanded  answer  to  his  inquiry,  "  Stanley!  Stanley! 
di>  you  say  I  ouglit  to  go  home?"  Indeed!  Indeed,  Colonel.  I 
do."'  '"'Then  by  G — d,  sir,"  so  ran  his  haughty  and  imperious 
T'-ply,  "  I  -^nll.''  And  with  remembrance  doubtless  of  his  "  My 
Hiission  is  the  battle-field  "  still  rankling  in  his  bosom,  ho  made 
l^reparation  for  departure,  and  speedily  sought  the  train.  The 
youi:g  lieutenant  was  promptly  made  the  captain  and  the  com- 
I'any,  assigned  to  a  regiment,  soon  found  its  way  to  the  front. 
5 
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The  nominations  of  Xapolcon  Ix  Kneass  for  colonel,  CLarlei 

11.  Graf!'  for  licuttnaut-colonel,  and  Joseph  X.  Piersol  for  major,  as 
made  Lj  the  Board  of  Officers,  ^vere  confirmed  by  both  election 
and  commission.  Official  recogTiition  of  all  the  commissioned 
officers,  field,  staff,  and  line,  and  the  em-olment  of  the  non-coni- 
mJssioiicd  officers  and  enlisted  mmi  appears  imder  the  head  of 
"  Seventh  liegimcnl  Pennsylvania  Militia  1S62  "  in  the  fifth  vol- 
ume of  Bates's  "  History  of  l\-nnsylvania  Volunteers,"  and  the 
commissioned  officers  are  also  reported  in  the  Adjutant-General's 
report   (1S6G),  under  the  same  head,  to  rank  from   September 

12,  1S62,  and  as  "'  Discharged  with  regiment." 

The  Seventh  Eegiment  Pennsylvania  Militia  disappeared  with 
tlie  campaign  for  which  it  was  created.  Field  and  staff  officers  com- 
missioned for  it  only  necessarily  therefore  disappeared  with  it.  That 
thiswas  the  purpjose  isconclusive  from  this  specialclause  introduced 
into  the  commissions,  all  of  which  for  the  Seventh  liegiment  bear 
date  September  12,  1SG2  :  "  which  company,  under  the  authority  of 
the  President,  the  Governor's  proclamation  of  the  foui'th  Septem- 
ber, 1S62,  and  General  Orders  Xo.  35  and  3G  went  into  sen-ice 
for  the  defence  of  Pennsylvania."  The  company  organizations 
remained  intact;  sustained  by  the  previous  authority  conferred 
upon  their  commissioned  officers  and  the  previous  enlistment  of 
their  men,  they  became  again  companies  of  the  Pirst  Eegiment 
Infantiy  Gray  Peserves,  Keserve  Brigade,  Pirst  Division  of  the 
Pennsylvania  ^Militia.  Colonel  Kneass  published  his  last  order. 
General  Order  Xo.  21,  for  the  same  day,  and  following  his  cou- 
gratulators'  order  of  September  20,  1SG2.  In  this  order  he  pre^ 
scribed  for  the  "  First  Eegiment  Gray  Eeserves  "  bi-weekly  com- 
pany drills,  roll-calls,  with  reports  to  headquarters,  property  re- 
turns, etc.,  and  placed  tlte  right  wing  under  the  charge  of  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Gratf  and  the  left  under  ]\[ajor  Joseph  X.  Piersol. 
Thereafter  Colonel  Ivneass's  name  appears  in  the  regimentiil  rec- 
ords as  lieutenant-colonel.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Gralf's  as  major. 
Both  returned  to  their  former  rank,  and  ^lajor  Piersol,  having  had 
no  former  rank  as  field  officer,  ceased  to  be  of  the  regiment.  As  will 
subsequently  appear,  however,  his  previous  efficiency  was  well 
remembered  when  the  opportunity  came  to  reward  him.  The 
vacant  colonelcy  had  really,  therefore,  not  been  filled  in  conformitv 
with  the  requirements  of  the  militia  laws  since  the  resignation  of 
Colonel  Ellmaker. 
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Coloufl  Kncass  had  nor.  been  in  ru!)U;t  health  for  soiiio  time. 
With  great  rcgi-et  he  began  to  realize  his  infirmities,  and  so 
expressed  liimsolf  to  tlie  lioard  of  Officers,  when  after  a  protracted 
absence  in  search  of  health  he  reluctantly  tendered  his  resignation 
as  lieutenant-colonel.  The  resignation  -was  subsequently  accepted, 
to  date  from  January  17,  ISOo.  Afajor  Charles  II.  Graff  also_ 
reluctantly,  from  a  "  business  necessity,"  resigned  his  majority, 
parting  with  regret,  as  he  stated  in  his  letter  of  withdrawal,  and 
assuring  the  Board  that  he  would  endeavor  to  be  with  them  in  the 
future  should  the  regiment  be  again  called  into  active  service.  His 
resignation  was  accepted  to  take  effect  Febraary  9,  1S63. 

On  ^larch  4,  1S6.3,  Captain  Charles  S.  Smith  was  placed  in 
nomination  for  colonel.  At  his  o\vn  request  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Kneass's  name  was  not  considered.  Major  Joseph  X.  Piersol  was 
nominated  for  lieutenant-colonel,  ilajor  Piersol  subsequently  de- 
clined and  Captain  James  Starr,  Jr.,  was  nominated  in  his  stead. 
Captains  J.  Eoss  Clark  and  Jacob  Loudenslager  had  at  the  same 
time  been  placed  in  nomination  for  this  office,  and  both  had  de- 
clined. Captain  Frank  P.  Xicholson,  of  Company  H,  was  nomi- 
nated for  major.  There  were  no  other  nominations,  and  at  an 
election  held  by  the  brigade  insj^ector  on  ]\Iarch  27,  1S63,  Charles 
S.  Smith  was  elected  colonel.  James  Starr,  Jr.,  lieutenant-colonel, 
and  Frank  P.  Xicholson,  major. 

On  April  1,  1S63,  Colonel  Smith  published  his  General  Order 
Xo.  4,  as  follows :  "  Tlie  undersigiied  having  received  frcan 
the  Brigade  Inspector  of  the  Keserve  Brigade  a  certificate  that  on 
the  27th  day  of  IMarch  last  he  was  elected  Colonel  of  the  First 
Ivegiment  Infantry  (Gray  Eeserves)  Kesci-\-e  Brigade,  he  hereby 
assumes  the  command  of  tliis  regiment." 

As  Colonel  Smith's  other  commissions  have  all  been  produced, 
and  as  this  one  as  colonel  cannot  be  found,  nor  any  record  of  it 
discovered,  it  is  possible  tlie  brigade  inspector's  return  was  never 
forwarded,  or  overlooked  if  it  was.  This  would  seem  the  more 
conclusive  as  among  Colonel  Smith's  private  papers  is  found  the 
certificate  dated  March  30,  1803,  on  a  printed  fomi,  sig-ned  '' H. 
G.  Leisenring.  Brigade  Inspector,  Keserve  Brigade,  First  Division 
P.  :\r.."  inf.irniing  him  that  on  the  27th  day  of  :\rarch,  1S()3,  he 
had  been  duly  elected  colonel  of  tlie  First  Peg-iment  Infantry  "  of 
this  Brigade." 

A  severe  blow  fell  upon  the  llSth  Pennsylvania  early  in  its 
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career.  Its  loss  at  Sheplierdsto\ra,  Virginia,  September  20,  1S62, 
\vithin  a  month  of  its  departure  for  the  front,  was  unusually 
heavy.  Of  the  ofSeers  killed  in  that  action  three  were  from 
Company  D  of  the  First  Regiment:  Captain  Joseph  W.  Eicketts, 
Company  K,  118th  Pennsylvania,  Second  Lieutenant  J.  Mnra 
Moss,  of  the  same  company,  and  Second  Lieutenant  J.  Eudhall 
^^"llite,  of  Company  G.  Company  D  in  fitting  and  expressive  reso- 
lutions recogTiized  the  service  they  had  rendered  and  the  sacrifice 
they  liad  made  for  their  country,  and  suitable  military  escort  was 
supjdied  from  the  regiment  for  their  funerals.  Lieutenant  William 
M.  McKeen,  also  of  Company  D,  was  seriously  wounded  in  this 
same  action  as  first  lieutenant  of  Company  K,  llSth  Pennsylvania. 
Although  he  survived  tlie  war,  he  subsequently  died  from  the  effects 
of  this  wound,  while  still  in  his  early  manlio<3d. 

Brigadier-General  Francis  E.  Patterson  withdrew  from  the 
command  of  the  pLCserve  Brigade  to  accept  his  apointment  of 
brigadier-general,  United  States  Volunteers,  on  April  11,  1SG2. 
Col.  C.  M.  Eakin,  of  the  Third  Regiment,  succeeded  him  as  colonel 
commanding.  General  Patterson  from  his  ovra  special  fitness 
and  with  the  prestige  of  a  distinguished  military  ancestry,  gave 
promise  of  name  and  fame,  destined  never  to  be  fulfilled.  He 
died  in  command  of  his  brigade  in  camp  near  Alexandria,  Vir- 
ginia, on  November  22,  1SG2.  He  was  buried  from  his  home 
in  Philadelphia  on  the  26th.  The  troops  of  his  old  Reseiwe  Bri- 
gade, the  First,  Second,  and  Third  Regiments,  with  Col.  Alfred 
Day  in  command,  supplied  an  impressive  and  imposing  funeral 
escort. 

Major  Thoma-  Hawksworth.  of  the  6Sth  Pennsylvania,  died  at 
'his  home  in  Philadelphia,  on  January  7,  1S63,  of  wounds  received 
in  action  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  He  wns  a 
much  respected  citizen  and  gallant  soldier.  His  funeral  on  the 
eleventh  was  largely  attended  and  the  military  escort,  pursuant 
to  Special  Orders  Xo.  7  of  the  9th,  from  regimental  headquarters, 
following  Special  Orders  Xo.  14  from  brigade  headquarters,  was 
composed  of  Companies  A.  C,  G.  and  E,  imder  the  command  of 
Captain  Jacob  Loudenslager. 

INfajor  Robert  P.  Desilver,  paymaster  of  the  regiment  from  its 
earliest  organization,  absent  for  some  time  with  leave  on  account 
of  ill  health,  died  February  14,  1S63.  The  officers  of  the  regi- 
ment attended  his  funeral  in  a  bodv  and  the  Board  by  suitable 
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resolution  acknowledged  the  valuable  service  he  had  always  ren- 
dered. Alexander  P.  Colushcrr}-,  v.ho  had  been  announced  as 
acting  payma.-ter  during  ^lajor  Desilver's  absence,  continued  as 
such  until  the  appointment  of  Major  "William  II.  Kern,  on 
April  1,  1863. 

Col.  J.  Eichter  Jones,  of  the  Fifty-eighth  Eegiment  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers,  a  citizen  of  reputation,  a  soldier  of  distinction, 
vas  killed  in  action  while  in  command  of  his  regiment  on  May  23, 
1863,  at  Bachelors  Creek  Station,  near  JTewbem,  IST.  C.  His 
family  had  been  prominent  in  Pennsylvania  since  the  earliest  days 
of  the  province.  Killed  in  action  as  he  had  been,  well  sustaining 
the  renown  borne  by  his  eminent  sires,  his  remains  wore  accorded 
a  temporary  resting-place  in  Independence  Plall,  where  his  funeral 
obsequies  were  conducted  on  Wednesday,  June  3,  1S63.  Pursuant 
to  General  Orders  ISTo.  7,  regimental  headquarters,  June  1,  1S63, 
the  regiment  assembled  as  the  military  escort  on  the  west  side  of 
Washington  Square,  right  resting  on  Walnut  facing  west,  at  two 
and  a  half  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day  and  marched 
thence  with  the  remains  to  the  place  of  interment.  Colonel  Smith 
was  in  command,  and  Company  D,  Captain  J.  Eoss  Clark,  escorted 
the  colors  to  the  point  of  assembling  and  from  the  place  of  dis- 
missal. 

The  regimental  activities  had  been  impaired  and  the  ranks  de- 
pleted through  the  usual  depression  incident  to  a  campaign  in  the 
field.  oSTor  were  the  vacancies  in  the  field  officers  helpful  to  the 
situation.  The  regiment  certainly  needed  to  be  in  charge  of  an 
officer  with  the  full  rank  of  colonel.  Squad  and  company  drills 
were  continued  with  fewer  numbers  and  less  zeal  than  before. 
Except  as  a  funeral  escort,  the  regiment  had  not  been  together 
for  some  months,  for  either  parade  or  battalion  drill.  Colonel 
Smith's  first  General  Order  called  \tpoii  company  commanders  to 
zealously  look  after  the  welfare  of  their  companies  and  to  tak:- 
immediate  steps  to  fill  their  ranks  to  the  full  complement  of  one 
hundred  men.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Starr  was  directed  to  visit  the 
right  wing  companies,  and  Major  Xicholson  the  left,  at  least  semi- 
monthly, and  to  see  that  "  the  manual  of  arms  and  company  move- 
ments were  strictly  adhered  to  in  conformity  with  the  Infantry 
Tactics  of  Brig-Gen.  Silas  Casey,"  recently  published  by  the  War 
Department  for  "'  instruction  of  the  Infantry  in  the  armies  of 
the   United    States    whetlier    Eegulnrs.    Volanteers,    or    ]\rilitia." 
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These  tactics  as  moiitu-d  changed  the  rcgimcutal  formatiou  and 
prescribed  that  a  regiment  shall  he  coniposeil  of  ten  companie?-. 
'•  which  will  he  habitually  jtosted  from  right  to  left,  in  the  follo-n-- 
ing  order:  First,  sixth,  fourth,  ninth,  third,  eighth,  fifth,  tenth, 
seventh,  second,  according  to  the  rank  of  captains.*'  Colonel  Smith 
deemed  it  wise,  however,  for  a  time,  until  tlie  companies  had 
restored  themselves  to  a  more  substantial  basis,  that  the  old  method 
shouhl  prevail,  and  so  announced  in  this  order.  This  avoided  the 
shifting  of  position  '•'  according  to  the  rank  of  the  captains." 

This  order,  published  April  22,  1SC3,  was  followed  May  G, 
1863,  by  a  special  order  providing  for  a  regimental  skeleton  drill 
at  the  city  annory.  Broad  Street  below  Race,  on  the  succeeding 
Wednesday  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Besides  commissioned 
and  non-commissioned  officers,  who  were  ordered  to  bo  present,  as 
many  men  as  could  conveniently  were  requested  to  be  in  attend- 
ance. The  order  called  attention  to  certain  paragraphs  and  articles 
in  the  tactics  and  stated  that  the  movements  described  in  them 
would  be  included  in  the  instnictions. 

It  was  reported  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers  on 
February  3,  1S63,  by  Captain  iSTicholsou,  that  if  a  proper  appli- 
cation were  made,  the  city  authorities  would  turn  over  to  the  First 
Eegiment  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  City  Armory  at  Broad  and 
Race  Streets.  The  application  was  made  accordingly,  and  after 
negotiations  protracted  thronali  the  inten'ening  campaign  finally 
gi-anted  by  resolution  by  the  Committee  on  Defence  and  Protection 
on  Octolx;r  17,  1S63.  Regimental  headquarters,  which  had  before 
been  more  or  less  fugitive,  were  at  once  established  there,  and  the 
companies  were  directed  to  locate  there  as  soon  as  practicable. 
This  armor}-  had  been  a^cupied  by  the  Second  Regiment  of  Hiome 
Guards,  and  it  was  when  the  colonel  informed  the  Committee  of 
Defence  and  Protection  that  his  regiment  had  no  further  use  for 
it,  that  that  committee  agreed  to  allow  tliat  use  to  pass  to  the  First 
Regiment.  It  was  doubtless  Major  Xicholson's  ol>sei'vation  of  the 
coming  dissolution  of  this  Second  Regiment  that  kept  him  on  the 
alert  to  secure  for  his  own  regiment  the  privilege  that  had  for- 
merly belonged  to  the  Second,  when  that  regimont  should  disap- 
pear. Though  the  resolution  of  the  committee  read  for  "  the 
present,"  the  occupancy  continued  until  the  complorion  of  the  new 
armory,  twenty  years  later. 

Captain  George  W.  Briggs  had  resigne<l  from  the  captaincy  of 
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Coiiipauy  I,  Januarv  12,  1SG:J.  Tliercafter  the  company  was  for 
a  tiir.c  without  comini==ioned  offiners,  and  First  Lieutenant  George 
Y.  Dclleker,  of  Companr  A,  was  assiinied  to  its  command,  where 
he  remained  until  Captain  George  W.  Blake  was  elected  to  the 
ca]itainry. 

As  early  as  January  26,  ISGS,  the  Board  of  Oflicers  had  taken 
its  stand  for  a  hetteruient,  and  a]ipointed  a  commitree  "  to  take 
into  consideration  the  present  condition  of  the  regiment  and  report 
what  action  they  considered  necessary  to  improve  it."  Captains 
Charles  S.  Smith  and  Jacob  Boudenslager,  ^lajor  Charles  H. 
Graff,  lieutenant  Thomas  Sparks,  Jl.  Bundle  Smith,  and  Samuel 
"Welsh  were  named  as  the  committee.  On  February  3,  1863,  the 
committee  made  a  preliminaiy  report,  and  submitted  a  resolution, 
which  was  adopted,  directing  company  commanders  to  furnish  the 
committee  with  reports  of  the  names  of  their  commissioned  officers 
and  first  sergeants,  with  their  respective  dates  of  appointment; 
number  of  active  members;  average  attendance  on  drills ;  and  what 
number  could  t*  depended  on  in  an  emergency;  complete  inven- 
tories of  arms,  accoutrements,  clothing,  equipment,  etc.,  now  on 
hand  and  to  be  accounted  for;  and  also  what,  if  any,  was  the 
company  indebtedness. 

These  reports  were  furnished  full  in  information,  thorough  in 
detail;  consolidated  and  tabulated  by  the  most  methodical  and  in- 
dustrious of  regimental  adjutants,  they  supplied  the  data  from 
which  the  committee  drafted  its  report  made  to  the  Board  of  Offi- 
cers at  its  meeting  on  ^larch  4,  1S63,  and  which  was  in  part  as 
follows: 

That  from  the  inlormation  derived  from  the  coiiinuindants  of  companies, 
etc.,  they  find  that  the  Regiment  is  without  a  Colonel,  a  Lieut.-Colonel,  Major, 
Paymaster  and  t»eri.'c-ant  ilajor.  Two  companies  without  Captains,  four 
com;ianit-s  without  1st  Lieutenants.  Tlint  from  the  annexed  table  compiled 
from  the  reports  oi  Cominaudanta  of  companiei  tiuio  is  on  the  Active  Roll 
CIS  men;  average  attendance  at  drills,  299;  to  be  depended  upon  in  emer- 
^'cncy,  4S0;  ;MuskeU  UM;  overcoats  431:  Blankets,  Gum  blankets,  none 
except  those  belong iny  to  the  Companies;  Knapsacks  4S3:  Haversacks  739; 
Canteens  840:  Body  Belts  924;  Bayonet  Seabards  Sl)7;  Cap  pouches  910; 
Cro-s  Belts  942:  Cartrid^re  boxes  945.  Debts  due  by  Companies  $.')40.r,2. 
Expended  in  lSti2  ss, 1,41.1.").     Balance  in  hand  of  Acting  Paymaster  .5040.30. 

Physical  condiii..,ns  disponed  of,  this  re]v;irt  was  followed  by 
another  from  this  same  committee  dealing  solely  widi  money  mat- 
ters, together  witli  its  appeal  to  the  Citizen's  Bounty  Finul  Com- 
mittee.     The  peculiiu-  pri>minence  of  this  committee,  their  strenglh 
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and  inlluc-nce  in  die  couimiuuty,  render  not  only  wbat  thev  do  or 
say  of  special  importance,  bnt  also  -^vliat  they  may  do  or  say  as  well 
testifies  to  the  character,  manhood,  purpose,  and  patriotism  of  those 
for  whom  they  speak.  Eescued  from  the  oblivion  to  Avhich  throiigli 
all  these  years  this  and  other  of  these  invaluable  historic  assets 
have  been  iniprovidently  consigned,  it  is  vrell  that  an  opportunfty 
is  afforded  to  give  them  their  proper  reeogTiition.  The  report  here 
follows  with  the  appeal: 

To    THE    CiTIZE.NS'    BorXTV    Fl-XD    COMitlTIEE 

Gentlemen:  Understanding  that  there  is  still  at  your  disposal  a  large 
portion  of  the  fund-  committed  to  your  charge,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  to 
your  consideration  the  following  statements. 

The  Third  rtegiment  of  Infantry  (Gray  Reserves)  was  organized  in  May, 
ISGl,  for  the  special  def-nce  of  the  City.  It  consisted  of  ten  companies  with 
full  ranks  of  one  hundred  men  each.  It  was  formed  in  consequence  of  other 
military  organi'.ations  being  biken  into  the  field,  and  the  City  left  without 
protection;  principally  of  that  class  of  citizens  who  could  not  leave  their 
homes  except  for  a  limited  period. 

For  the  support  of  the  organization  not  one  dollar  has  been  received 
from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  or  the  Cit\'  of  Philadelphia.  The  arms  now 
used  by  the  Regiment  have  been  loaned  to  them  by  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  and  the  equipments  purchased  by  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety,  an 
organization  which  we  h.ave  a  right  to  claim  as  having  been  auxiliary  to, 
if  not  actually  a  part  of,  our  Regiment,  as  it  was  appointed  at  one  of  th» 
meetings   held   to   promote   the   organization   of   the  Regiment. 

All  other  matters  required  by  the  Regiment  have  been  furnished  by  the 
members  themselves,  over  Twenty-three  Thousand  Dollars  having  been  raised 
in  the  first  year  for  that  purpose. 

It  has  furnished  as  oiTiccrs  and  Privates  in  various  Regiments  now  in 
the  field  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  men.  and  it  still  numbers  on  its  roll 
of  active  members  over  seven  hundred  men. 

Notwithstanding  its  organization  was  for  the  special  defence  of  the  City, 
it  responded  to  a  call  of  the  Governor  in  ^lay,  lSt;2,  for  troops  to  quell  dis- 
turbances in  Schuylkill  County,  by  sending  on  three  hours'  notice  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  men,  within  twelve  hours  afterward  by  sending  two  hundred, 
and  holding  as  many  more  ir   reserve  at   their  Armories  in  the  City. 

In  September,  lSG-2,  they  again  responded  to  the  call  of  the  Governor 
for  troops  to  defend  the  State  from  invasion  by  starting  for  Harrisburg  with 
one  thousand  men  in  their  own  ranks  and  accompanied  by  Capt.  Starr's  Bat- 
tery of  four  mountain  howitzers  and  sixty  men.  who  had  attached  themselves 
to  our  Recriment.  Under  the  orders  of  the  Governor  the  Regiment  with  the 
Battery  procec-led  to  Boonsboro  in  Marviand  and  have  great  reason  to  be- 
lieve were  enabled  to  render  oiTicient  aid  to  the  General  Government  by  its- 
promptness. 

On  three  difTerent  occ;isions  besides  the=e  its  services  have  hen  tendered 
to  the  General  Government  in  times  of  sudden  emcrgcncv.  But  for  all  its 
services  not  one  dollar  has  ever  been  received  for  pay,  for  food  or  the  neces- 
sary  expenses    incident    to   leaving   home. 

The  Reiriment  now  feels  that  it  has  exhaiisted  its  own  resource-,  and  that 
while  its  members  are  still  willing  to  give  their  time  and  services  thev  cannot 
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provide  all  matters  necessary  to  render  it  efficient,  and  without  aid  from  some 
quarter,  it  must  soon  be  disbanded  or  will  dwindle  away. 

L'ndtr  these  circumstances  the  uudirsijincd,  a  committee  appointed  lor 
that  purpose,  make  this  application  to  your  Body  for  an  appropriation  to 
defray  the  following  expenses: 

For  rent  of  Armories  for  one  year §3,000.00 

"     renewing  equipment,  lost  and  injured,  in  campaign 

in   Maryland    1,000.00 

"     present   indebtedness    for   armories 1,500.00 

"     making  overcoats   (Cloth  being  on  hand) 1,500.00 

"     Blankets    and    Gum    blanket, 4,000.00 

"     Canteens,  Haversacks,  and  Knapsacks 4,000.00 

Making   a   total    of .515,000.00 

These  sums  have  been  arrived  at  after  careful  calculations,  and  if  the 
Regiment  is  to  remain  in  existence  and  maintain  its  efficiency  must  be 
obtained   this  year. 

Trusting  that  you  will  give  a  favorable  consideration  to  this  application

On  motion  the  report  was  received,  the  resolutions  adopted  and  the 
adjutant  instructed  to  have  the  resolutions  printed  and  a  copy  sent  to  the 
Commandant  of  each  company. 

The  times  were  not  proiaitiotis  to  press  for  favors.  The  coun- 
try- was  in  doubt  and  uncertainty.  The  people  were  wary,  disaster 
had  followed  disaster — Fredericksburg  in  the  winter,  Chancellors- 
ville  in  the  spring.  AInrfreesboro  was  but  a  drawn  fight  There 
were  no  results;  the  end  was  yet  afar.  Money  collected  for  one 
purpose  was  not  to  be  diverted  by  its  tnistee  to  another,  corelated 
as  it  might  be.  Should  the  original  purpose  be  revived,  the  diver- 
sion might  return  again  to  plague  it.  But  with  Gettysburg  and 
Vicksburg,  the  gloom  was  lifted,  the  sky  had  cleared,  tlie  depression 
was  over,  and  the  committee  proceeded  with  renewed  efforts  to  the 
successfid  end  it  ultimately  attained.  The  final  result  was  re- 
ported to  tlie  Board  of  Officers  at  its  session  of  Xovember  4,  1SG3. 
The  report  of  the  committee  as  then  made  is  a  fitting  sequence 
to  their  first  presentation  of  their  case  and  was  as  follows:

GcntUnieii:  In  January-  last  a  comniunieation  was  addressed  to  you  bj 
the  Subscribers  on  beliulf  of  llie  Regiment  of  Gray  Reserves  Ist  Regt.  Re- 
sen-e  Bri'/-ado,  in  whicli  the  organization  of  the  Regiment,  tlie  services  it  had 
performed  an.l  t!ie  expense  imurred  by  the  members  tliereof,  were  stated  and 
to  which  we  ask  you  to  refer. 

The  experience  of  tlie  two  ye-ars  past  and  the  present  state  of  tlie  coun- 
try shows  the  necessity  of  liaving  permanently  organized  Military  bodies 
ready  to  meet  all  emergencies  either  in  the  State  or  City. 

The  object  of  the  present  one  is  to  say,  that  again  the  Regiment  has 
responded  to  the  call  of  the  Executive  of  the  State  and  has  from  the  want 
of  proper  arrangements  of  tlie  Commissary  and  Quarter  blaster's  Department 
been  subjected  to  heavy  expenses  for  their  support  in  the  field.  Anxious  to 
maintain  the  Regiment  in  its  efficiency  in  case  of  anotlier  call  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  State  or  to  suppress  insurrection  at  home;  but  finding  it  can- 
not be  done  without  some  aid  in  defraying  the  Armory  expenses,  etc.,  we 
have  to  a-k  that  an  appropriation  be  made  from  the  unexpended  balance  in 
your  hands.  If  the  Committee  could  be  relieved  in  part  of  their  expenses 
by  an  appropriation  of  $250.00  for  ten  companies  of  Infantry  and  one 
Howitzer  Battery  for  four  years,  making  eleven  thousand  dollars,  tlie  balance 
of  expen-es  would  be  paid  by  the  members.  Such  appropriation  could  be 
made  to  the  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of  Armory  expenses,  for  should  the 
Rebellion  be  crushed  this  year,  it  will  be  at  least  four  years  befote  quiet  can 
be  restored  and  the  necessity  of  ililitary  organizations  be  abandoned.  .  .  . 

In  reply  your  Committee  received  from  the  Citizens  Bounty  Fund  Com- 
mittee a  copy  of  a  resolution  .  .  .  appropriating  $11,000.00  to  the  Regiment 
for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  application  and  to  be  receipted  for  by  the 
individuals  of  the  Committees  as  Trustees. 

Tlie  SU.OOO.OO  was  received  upon  your  Committee  individually  receipt- 
ing for  the  same  and  immediately  invested  in  United  States  5-20  Loan  which 
is  held  try  the  Trustees  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  appropriated. 

On  December  9,  1S74-,  the  trustees  haviug  ret^uested  to  be 
relieved  from  further  custody  and  responsibilitj,  the  Board  of 
Officers  by  resolution  returning  their  thanks  and  making  gxateful 
acknowledgraent  for  tlie  valuable  sen'ices  they  ha<l  rendered, 
appointed  in  their  place  and  stead  Col.  K.  Dale  Benson.  Lieut.-Col. 
J.  Boss  Clark.  Major  Charles  K.  Ide  and  Captains  James  ]\Iul- 
doon  and  Washington  H.  Gilpin  to  receive  and  hold  "  the  said 
fund  under  the  same  provisions  as  those  tiuit  M-ere  binding  on  the 
original  trustees."  Wliercupon  the  principal  of  $12,000  in  United 
States  5/20  bonds  of  1865  was  paid  over  and  transferred  to  the 
newly  appointed  trustees.  This  fund  was  never  diverted,  its  inter- 
est meanwliile  devoted  exclusively  to  "  annory  expenses."  as  a 
nucletis  and  invitation  for  subscriptions  to  the  far  gTeater  amount 
needed  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  end  in  view.  It  ultimately 
lost  its  identity,  and  found  its  last  al)idiiig-place  in  tlie  structure 
kno-\\-n  now  as  the  new  armory  building,  at  Broad  and  Callowhill 
Streets. 
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RETIRES 

Fredericksburg  ami  Chaiieellorsville  bad  emljoldciiod  tbe  enemy 
to  more  a^rgTessive  venturer.  Lee  began  to  withdraw  his  aniiy 
from  Hooker's  front  on  the  Rappahanncjck  early  in  Jniie  ( 1S6:1). 
He  concealed  his  withdrawal  for  a  time,  and  so  conducted  his 
movements,  with  the  mountains  to  hide  him  and  liis  cavalry  to 
cover  him,  that  it  was  some  days  before  his  design  of  invasion 
was  comiiletely  unmasked.  Milroy's  forces  "  brushed  away  "  in 
tlie  valley  and  the  severe  cavahy  combat  at  Brandy  Station  on  the 
ninth  of  June  had  awakened  the  army  to  a  better  realization  of 
the  heavy  conflict  that  awaited  it  and  bestirred  the  authorities  to 
early  notes  of  preparation.  The  people,  however,  were  loathe  to 
be  convinced  and  slow  to  act.  The  harvests  promised  a  plenty,  but 
the  "  laborers  were  few."  All  walks  of  life  had  seriously  felt  the 
heavy  drain  already  made  on  the  best  and  the  bravest.  There  was 
work  for  all,  toilers  scarce,  skilled  nien  rare.  There  had,  too, 
been  many  rude  alarms  of  hosts  advancing  across  the  boi-der — 
scares  of  the  night-time,  that  had  disappeared  with  the  dawn. 
At  the  most,  whatever  it  was  that  was  approaching,  it  would  never 
be  more  than  a  raid  ;  an  invasion  was  inconceivable.  On  the  even- 
ing of  June  l.T  Jenkins's  Confederate  cavalry  brigade  occupied 
Chambersbnrg.  On  the  moraing  of  the  seventeenth  a  leading  edi- 
torial in  one  of  Phihnlolpliia's  b,. -,:  icpufed  JMurmil-  closed  ns 
follows:  *■' "\Mule  the  er.emy  might  rejoice  in  this  ojiportunity  of 
occupying  Pennsylvania,  they  would  not  care  to  do  so.  witli  so 
powerfid  an  anny  [HcMjker's]   on  their  lines  of  communication.'' 

The  first  note  of  warning  that  indicated  that  the  Government 
was  alert  to  tlie  situation  was  a  "War  Department  order  of  June  P, 
1SG3,  which  established  in  Pennsylvania  two  military  de[iartments, 
one  with  lieailquarters  at  Pittsburgh,  to  be  kno^\'n  as  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  !^[onongallela  and  to  be  commanded  l.iy  ^raj.-Gen. 
Willi;im   Hi.    T.   Brooks,   fonnerlv  a   division   commander  in   tlie 
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Sixth  Arrnv  Corps,  and  tlie  other,  -^-ith  headquarters  at  Harris- 
burg,  to  be  commanded  by  ^Vlaj.-Gen.  Darius  X.  Couch,  hxtely  in 
CDimnand  of  the  Second  Annv  Corps,  and  to  be  known  as  the  De- 
partment of  the  Susquehanna.  The  creation  of  these  departments 
was  promptly  followed  by  orders  from  their  respective  con^maiui- 
ers  calling  upon  the  people  to  volunteer.  Governor  Curtiu  supple- 
mented these  orders  with  his  proclamation  of  the  twelfth  inviting 
attention  to  them  and  urging  the  importance  of  raising  a  sufficient 
force  to  defend  the  State.  The  United  States  stores  at  the  Car- 
lisle cavalry  barracks  had  previously  been  removed,  and  farmers  in 
the  threatened  neighborhoods  were  instructed  to  look  to  the  removal 
of  their  stock. 

The  President's  proclamation  of  the  fifteenth  definitely  settled 
tlie  imminence  of  the  situation,  and  because,  as  he  stated,  of 
"  the  armed  insurrectionary  combinations  now  existing  in  several 
States  threatening  to  make  inroads  into  the  States  of  Maryland, 
West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio  requiring  immediately 
an  additional  military  force  for  the  service  of  the  United  States,'' 
be  summoned  from  the  States  of  Maryland  and  West  Virginia 
each  10,000,  the  State  of  Ohio  30,000,  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
50,000 — in  all,  100,000  volunteers  to  be  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States  forthwith  to  serve  for  the  period  of  six  months 
imless  sooner  discharged. 

Governor  Curtin's  proclamation  of  the  same  date  followed — an 
earnest,  strenuous,  eloquent,  patriotic  appeal,  concluding  ^vith  the 
paragraph : 

I  now  therefore  call  upon  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  capable  of  buaring 
arms  to  enroll  themselves  in  militaiy  organization  and  to  encourage  all 
others  to  give  aid  and  assistance  to  the  efforts  which  will  be  put  forth  for 
the  protection  of  the  State  and  the  salvation  of  our  common  country. 

Then  followed,  of  even  date  with  the  proclamations.  General 
Order  Xo.  43,  Headquarters  Pennsylvania  Militia.  The  first 
paragraph  briefly  recited  the  proclamation  and  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  then  directed  that  "  all  organizations  or  companies  of 
men  responding  to  the  call  "  should  report  by  telegraph  the  place 
of  their  rendezvous  to  either  ^Major-General  Couch  at  Harrisburg 
or  ^Major-General  Brooks  at  Pittsburgh  for  transportation  to  either 
point  or  wherever  else  might  be  deemed  expedient.  And  the 
order  concluded  with  the  provision  that  "  troops  rendezvotised  at 
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Harrisburg  and  Pittsburgli  will  be  nuistered  into  the-  United  States 
service  at  those  points,  and  those  ordered  to  rendezvous  elsewhere 
\dll  be  inusteied  in  at  their  respective  rendezvous  by  mustering 
officers  detailed  for  that  duty." 

"  All  organizations,"  it  will  be  observed,  not  companies  only, 
were  summoned.  So,  siill  on  this  eventful  fifteenth  of  June,  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  OrVicers  was  hurriedly  called. 
There  was  a  full,  almost  an  entire  attendance.  Capt.  James  D. 
Keyser  appeared  as  the  successor  of  Col.  Charles  S..  Smith,  pro- 
moted, and  Captain  William  W.  Allen  as  the  successor  of 
Captain  Atwood  Smith,  resigned.  The  proclamations  and 
General  Order  IsTo.  43  were  read  and  appear  in  full  on  the 
minutes.  Colonel  Smith  then  annoimced  that  in  view  of  the 
pressing  needs  in  the  emergency,  the  order,  the  proclamations,  and 
the  call,  he  had  summoned  the  Board  to  take  such  action  in  the 
premises  as  in  tlieir  judgment  might  be  deemed  fit  and  proper. 
Thereupon,  after  a  general  interchange  of  views,  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  visit  Hnrrisburg  and  tender  the  services  of  the 
regiment  for  thirty  or  ninety  days,  "  under  the  State  Militia  Law 
if  ordered  by  the  Governor."  The  regiment  seemed  still  a  little 
tenacious  of  its  identification  in  name  and  number.  Captain  James 
D.  Keyser,  Quartermaster  A.  R.  Focriug,  B.  Bimdle  Smith,  vrith 
Lieut. -Col.  Isaac  Starr,  Jr.,  afterward  added,  were  named  as  the 
committee.  The  Board  then  adjourned,  to  meet  at  eight  o'clock 
on  the  following  moniing,  the  sixteenth. 

At  this  meeting  encouraging  reports  were  received  from  the 
companies,  and  the  adjutant  was  directed  to  advertise  for  recruits 
to  be  received  at  the  various  armories.  Their  location  was  given 
and  illuminated  headlines  gave  special  prominence  to  the  iDser- 
tions:  "Attention!  ]\[en  of  Philadelphia!  Philadelphia  is  in 
inmiinent  danger!  Becniits  are  wanted  to  defend  the  City  and 
State."  An  adjournment  followed  until  the  morning,  the  seven- 
teenth, at  ten  o'clock,  to  await  the  return  of  the  committee,  at  which 
hour  the  Board  re-convoned.  The  committee  reported  the  restilt 
of  their  mission.  Having  announced  to  the  adjutant-general  that 
they  were  authorized  to  tender  the  services  of  the  regiment  for 
thirty,  sixty,  or  ninety  days  as  of  the  militia  of  the  Commonwealth, 
he  informed  them  that  he  had  that  morning  Cthe  sixteenth)  "  tele- 
graphed to  all  the  railrr.ad-^  in  the  State  to  pass  at  State  expense  any

able-bodied  man  with  a  imi?ki;t  desirous  of  going  to  Ilarrisbiu'f;-; 
that  he  would  accept  a  single  man,  squads,  comiiauies,  or  regi- 
ments intact,  for  a  day,  a  week,  a  month,  or  any  time  that  they  were 
willing  to  come."'  The  re[iort  was  accepted,  the  conmiittee  con- 
tinued, and  it  was  resolved  that  the  regiment  should  proceed  to 
Ilarrisburg  that  night,  at  eleven  o'clock,  provided  transportation 
could  be  secured  for  that  hour. 

The  following  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Officers 
of  Octi>ber  7,  iMi.j.  ■iives  the  report  of  tlw  eonniiittee  verbatim: 

The  followini^'  report  was  made  by  the  Committee  to  visit  Harrisburg: 

Philadelphia,  October  6,  18C3. 
To  THE  Board  of  Officers  Fiest  Regiment  Ixfaxtry  Gray  Reserves  R.  B. 
Oentlenien: — Your  committet;  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held 
on  the  evening  of  the  loth  of  June  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
left  the  City  on  Tuesday  morning  the  10th  inst  at  S  o'clock  and  arrived  in 
Harrisburg  about  one  ( 1 )  o'clock  p.  it.  On  the  same  train  with  ua  were 
two  hundred  (2U0)  men  with  picks  and  shovels  from  the  Junction  Railroad, 
West  Philadelphia,  under  a  contractor  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany on  their  way  to  throw  up  entrenchments  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river  at  Bridgeport :  upon  arriving  at  the  depot  we  found  it  thronged  with 
people  anxious  to  get  away,  the  stores  were  closed,  goods  removed  and  the 
citizens  fleeing  in  all  directions  they  considered  safe,  everything  in  the  way 
of  a  horse  or  vehicle  being  in  use,  ladies  and  their  children  riding  in  carts 
on  their  bagg:ige.  The  farmers  are  coming  in  with  their  stock  and  movables 
and  reporting  tlie  Rebels  to  be  at  Carlisle.  We  went  at  once  to  the  Capitol 
Hill,  found  tlie  Executive  Chamber  stripped,  doors  and  windows  wide  open  and 
no  one  there,  went  to  the  other  Capitol  buildings,  found  them  removing  the 
State  Library,  the  Archives  having  been  removed,  went  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's ollice  and  found  it  dismantled,  were  told  lie  had  gone  home  and  that  the 
Governor  had  been  sent  for  on  account  of  sickness  in  his  family,  went  to 
General  Russell's  residence  on  the  river  bank,  and  while  there  heard  firing. 
We  stated  to  General  Russell  that  we  were  authorized  to  tender  the  services 
of  the  Regiment  as  a  Regiment  for  30,  00  or  90  days  as  :Militia  for  the  De- 
partment of  the  Susquehanna  to  the  Governor,  the  men  objecting  to  being 
mustered  into  the  U.  S.  service,  lie  informed  us  that  he  had  telegraphed  that 
morning  to  all  tlie  Railroads  in  the  State  to  pass  at  State  expense  any  able 
bcKlied  man  with  a  uui-ket  desirous  of  going  to  Harrisburg,  that  he  would 
accept  a  single  man.  >quads.  conipanie^  or  a  Regiment  intact  for  a  day, 
a  week,  a  month  or  any  time  they  were  willing  to  come:  we  mentioned  that 
our  Regiment  was  1100  men  and  a  Battery  of  F'ive  Howitzers  and  all  of 
our  officers,  including  surgeons,  and  that  we  feared  that  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral would  not  accept  the  surgeons,  he  replied  he  will  take  care  of  that  and 
will  take  you  as  you  are,  and  you  neod  not  be  mustered  in  and  beg  of  you 
to  come  as  scon  as  possible  as  thev  could  not  answer  for  the  safetv  of  the 
Capital.  We  n-i'Iied  th.it  we  uniild  tel.'graph  to  the  City  at  once,  "that  we 
were  accepted  on  our  own  t^rins,  be  prepared  to  come  at  once,  we  will  be 
with  you  to-night,  we  then  left  him  and  went  to  the  telegraph  office  at  the 
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Ca['itol  MiiJ  .-ent  llit  Lli~|Mttli,  lie  h,n  in-  wiitton  a  I'tlor  <>i  iiitroducti.>!i  to 
.Maj.T  :>tT'>,  the  supcTinloiitlciit  of  'I'llcgraiiliinjj  and  Trauspoitatioii,  \vuh 
ln^l^ueti(.'^l^  to  iorwaiil  our  dibi)attL.  When  we  reaciu'd  the  depot  we  found 
the  e-veiti-uient  very  iiuieh  increased  aad  Oeneral  Milroy's  trains  pa-ssiiig 
tliroiiL'li  the  City  on  their  retreat  lioni  Harpers  Fervy.  After  a  delay  of  two 
hours  after  the  regular  time  of  starting  a  train  of  15  cars  loaded  with  passcn- 
prs  and  their  ell'eets  left  for  Philadelphia,  where  we  arrived  near  midnight. 
We  U  once  left  notir-e  at  the  armory  of  eaeh  eonipany  that  tl'.c  regiment  was 
aeeepted  and  next  morning  early  reported  to  the  Col.  the  result  of  our  uiis- 

The  Regiment  expected  to  move  on  \\cduesday  evening  but  on  account 
of  the  delay  of  some  equipments  did  not  leave  till  Thursd.iy  morning,  on  the 
arrival  of  the  Kegiment  in  Harrisburg  ou  Friday  morning  the  19th  in^t  the 
Commitlee  waited  upon  the  Adjut^mt  General  to  report  the  arrival  of  the 
Kegiment  with  1100  men  and  a  battery  as  promised  and  asking  for  his  orders, 
he  told  us  he  regretted  to  say  we  must  be  mustered  into  the  U.  S.  service 
as  General  Couch  the  U.  S.  Commanding  officer  who  had  reached  there  the 
day  after  our  interview  with  him,  had  refused  to  receive  any  men  unless 
they  were  regularly  mustered  in,  we  told  him  this  was  not  in  compliance 
with  the  special  agreement  we  had  made  with  him  nor  the  assurance  that 
ha<l  been  made  to  the  men  in  conseijueiice  of  that  agvccniont;  he  said  1  am 
verj-  sorry  but  you  see  my  position,  General  Couch  is  supreme  and  I  can  do 
nothing. 

The  Committee  then  returned  to  the  Regiment  encamped  at  Camp 
Russell  and  reported  ail  the  facts  to  the  Board  01  Cinkors.  By  a  refer- 
ence to  General  Couch"s  order  it  will  be  seen  that  it  was  not  promulgated 
till  the  morning  of  the  17th,  when  the  Regiment  had  been  recruited  accord- 
ing to  the  agreement  with  General  Russell  and  was  under  marching  orders; 
after  remaining  in  camp  eight  days  Governor  Curtin  issued  his  Proclamation 
Ciilling  out  the  State  itilitia.  the  Regiment  was  at  once  tendered  to  him  and 
were  the  first  accepted  under  the  call,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted, 
etc.

Transporiatinn,  as  it  snl)scr|ueiitlj  r.ppc-arccl,  %Tas  not  available 
for  the  hour  first  proposed,  and  on  tlie  afternoon  of  the  seventeenth 
tlie  colonel  pnblisliod  his  Gcnei-al  Order  Xo.  9.  The  order  directed 
ihe  reL'iment  '"'  to  as.-eniiile  fully  C'lnipied  for  nctiAc  service  with 
tlir^e  days'  rations  on  Thur.rhiy  tlio  ISth  of  June  at  11  o'clock 
.\..M.  on  Seventh  Street  right  resting  on  Markt  Street  facing  cast." 
'.'iiiniiiandants  of  couip;uiie3  wore  instnicted  to  forward  certified 
r..lls,  with  an  order  on  the  Bounty  Fund  Committee  to  pay  to  Cap- 
i:iiu  AVilliani  TI.  Kern,  paymaster,  the  ten  dullavs  due  each  man  for 
liiiunty.  John  Iiuthcrford,  Jr.,  of  Company  G,  was  announced 
as  sergeant-major. 
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There  were  ''  over  twelve  hundred  men  and  officers  "  who  took 
up  the  line  of  march  that  morning  of  the  eighteenth  of  June,  at 
[Market  end  Seventh  Streets,  to  begin  an  eventful  campaign  replete 
with  incident,  adventure,  exposure.  The  route  was  down  Seventh 
to  Chestnut,  to  Twenty-second,  to  Market,  to  Thirty-second,  where 
at  the  West  I'hiladclpLia  depot  of  die  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  it 
entrained  for  its  destination.  The  regiment  reached  Harrisburg 
about  nine  in  the  evening,  after  the  usual  delays  incident  to  the 
movement  of  an  unscheduled  train.  All  night  in  the  cars,  for  the 
want  of  better  quarters,  the  welcome  daylight  brought  a  meagre 
breakfast  and  a  sliort  march  to  Camp  Russell,  a  camp  ground  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  city,  so  named  after  the  State's  efficient  adju- 
tant-general. Cotemporaneous  accounts  differ  as  to  the  location 
of  this  camp.  The  adjutant's  journal  designates  it  by  name,  but 
without  specific  location,  ajid  gives  the  source  whence  tlie  name 
-svas  derived.  The  story  of  a  line  officer  gives  another  and  more 
familiar  name  and  site  as  well  known  as  its  name.  The  incident  is 
thus  related:  "  With  Colonel  Smith  in  command  the  regiment  left 
for  Harrisburg,  and  on  arrival  was  hustled  into  Camp  Curtin  to 
be  disgusted  with  its  dirt  and  foul  smell:  and  were  afterward  en- 
camped near  tlie  canal  for  a  week."  An  intennediate  stop  may 
have  been  made  at  Camp  Curtin,  but  as  all  official  matter  is 
dated  from  Camp  Russell,  it  was  doubtless  the  location  where  the 
regiment  "  afterward  encamped  near  the  canal  for  a  week." 

The  regiment's  departure,  as  it  siibsequently  appeared,  had 
been  premature.  The  adjutant-general's  assurance  that  he  would 
accept  anything  from  a  man  v.-ith  a  musket  to  a  colonel  with  his 
regiment,  for  any  time  from  a  day  to  a  month,  had  been  improvi- 
dently  given.  Relying  upon  this  authoritative  declaration  the 
regiment  had  bidden  its  recruits  to  a  defence  of  the  city  and  State 
and  tendered  its  services  under  ''■  the  State  ^Militia  law  for  thirty 
or  ninety  days  if  ordered  by  the  Governor."  The  President's 
proclamation  called  for  volunteers  "  for  a  period  of  sis  months 
unless  sooner  discharged."  It  comprehended  no  such  tender.  There 
were  no  intermediate  conditions  made  possible:  there  was  then  no 
other  authority,  state  or  nation,  under  which  volunteei-s  could  be  re- 
ceived. The  situation  had  not  definitely  developed  until  after 
the  regiment  had  reached  its  Harrisburg  encampment.  Negotia- 
tions, parleyings,  propositions,  followed  for  several  days  between 
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the  Board  of  Officers  aud  the  Governor.  There  was  severe  speech, 
sliiirp  contention,  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Board,  threats  to  re- 
turn, bitter  mnueudoes,  before  the  question  was  finally  settled. 
1 1  aw  far  this  feelingof  unrest  had  found  a  lodgement  in  the  ranks  is 
illustrated,  if  not  in  a  contemporary  writing,  yet  in  a  contribution 
from  the  recollections  of  a  soldier  of  keen  observation  and  previous 
experience  in  the  field,  then  serving  as  a  private  in  Company  D. 
'■  There  were,'"'  he  says,  "  many  debates  among  the  men  at  Ilarris- 
biu-g  as  to  the  chances  of  our  being  surely  granted  discharge,  when 
tlie  emergency  should  be  over,  and  some  of  the  men  came  home." 

A  prominent  figure  in  tliese  negotiations  was  Sergt  R.  Eimdle 
Smith,  of  Company  A,  the  colonel's  nephew,  whom  tlie  governor 
had  invited  to  his  councils.  So  conspicuoits  was  his  prominence 
tliat  he  was  thanked  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Officers  "  for 
the  prompt  and  able  manner  with  which  he  had  managed  the  ma1>- 
ter  of  the  disposition  of  the  regiment  by  the  State  authorities." 

But  the  Gray  Reserves  was  not  alone  in  its  urgency  for  better 
and  more  definite  terms  of  service  and  enlistment.  It  prevailed 
throughout  the  entire  force  that  had  gathered  and  was  gathering 
at  tlie  Harrisburg  rendezvous.  So  formidably  did  the  situation 
present  itself,  that  Governor  Curtin  visited  Camp  Curtin  and 
made  an  appeal  to  the  soldiers  in  those  tones  of  eloquence  he  could 
so  readily  command.  "  He  was  very  sorry,"  so  he  said  in  part, 
as  the  papers  reported  it,  "  there  was  some  dissatisfaction  about 
tlie  call.  He  would  tell  the  troops  they  were  called  out  only  while 
the  emergency  lasted,  and  when  that  was  over  they  woitld  be 
returned  to  their  homes.  He  was  to  be  the  judge  when  that 
emergency  was  over."  "  Our  soil  has  been  invaded  and  we  must 
drive  the  invaders  from  it.  You  are  called  for  this  emergency  and 
no  longer.  If  I,  as  your  governor,  liave  kept  my  faith  Ijefore  with 
the  volunteers,  you  can  trust  my  promise  now." 

It  was  maintained  also  by  cotemporanoous  writers  that  the 
attitude  of  the  puldic  press  by  minimizing  the  situation  had 
continued  to  encourage  rather  than  supprc-s  the  feeling  of  discon- 
tent. On  the  2'ith  of  June  the  Xew  York  Herald  said:  ''"We 
have  no  iilca  that  General  Lee  meditates  an  advance  \ipon  either 
HaiTisburg  or  Baltimore."  .Vnd  publisliiiic-  the  extract  on  the. 
twenty-seventh  the  Pliiladelphia  Press  adds:  '"This  is  the  view 
wo  have  several  times  expressed  and  it  seems  to  be  not  unreason- 
able."    "  So  long,"  says  Bates's  "  History,"  "■  as  these  views  pre- 
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vailed  aud  were  spread  l)roadcast  by  leading  public  journals,  it 
was  natural,  recruiting  should  l>o  comparatively  sluggish." 

But  the  enemy's  accelerated  pace  quickened  the  disposal  of  the 
question.  The  Governor's  proclamation,  issued  on  the  morning 
of  June  -C,  leitlcd  it.  ''  The  enemy,"  so  it  reads,  ''is  advancing 
in  force  into  Pennsylvania.  He  has  a  strong  column  within 
twenty-three  miles  of  Ilarrisburg,  and  other  colimxns  are  moving 
by  Fulton  and  Adams  coimties,  and  it  can  no  longer  be  doubted 
that  a  formidable  invasion  of  our  State  is  in  actual  progress.'' 
As  "  the  calls  already  nuide  for  volunteer  militia  in  the  emergency 
have  not  been  met  as  fully  as  tlie  crisis  requires,"  so  states  the 
Governor,  he  therefore  issues  his  call  "  for  sixty  thousand  men 
to  come  fonvard  promptly  and  defend  the  State."  They  were  to 
be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State  for  a  period  of  ninety 
days,  '''  but  woidd  be  required  to  serve  only  so  much  of  the  period 
of  muster  as  the  safety  of  our  people  and  honor  of  our  State  may 
reqtiire." 

That  afternoon,  on  receipt  of  the  proclauaation,  tliere  was  the 
formal  tender  of  the  regiment  to  the  governor,  its  promj)t  accept- 
ance, and  immediate  nuister,  with  Lieutenant-Colonel  Starr  as  the 
mustering  officer,  of  the  Thirty-second  Eegiment  Pennsylvania 
Xinety  Days'  Militia. 

The  following  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Offi- 
cers gives  a  list  of  the  otliccrs  of  the  regiment:

The  Rf^'iment  was  received  and  Lieut.-Col.  Isaac  Starr,  Jr.,  was  ap- 
pointed and  sworn  in  as  mustering  officer,  the  Col.  and  Committee  returned 
to  Camp  lUissell  and  tlie  action  of  the  Col.  and  Commiitee  was  announced  to 
the  officers  and  men.  and  the  Re<riraent  was  then  mustered  into  service  by 
Companies  and  became  the  32nd  Regiment  Penna.  Xinety  Days  ililitia  with 
the   followin-   olTicers:

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gether  with  several  battalions  and  independent  companies.  They 
were  received  under  it  as  the  terms  of  the  proclamation  i>rovided, 
and  were  desigTiated  as  '"'  Pennsylvania  Xinety  Days'  Militia." 
To  the  previous  call  of  the  President  of  June  15,  eight  regiments 
of  infantry,  the  Twentieth,  the  Twenty-sixth  to  Thirty-first,  inclu- 
sive, and  the  Thirty-third,  together  with  a  number  of  independent 
companies,  responded.  These  organizations  mustered  into  the 
ser\-ice  of  the  United  States  were  known  as  "  Emergency  "  infan- 
try, Pennsylvania  volunteers.  The  infantry  regiments  in  the 
campaig-u  of  September,  1SG2,  were  numbered  from  the  First  to 
the  Twenty-fifth,  and  in  the  campaig-n  of  June  to  August,  1S63, 
from  the  Twenty-sixth  to  the  Sixtieth,  inclusive.  The  Twentietli 
retained  its  number  in  both  campaigns. 

The  otficers'  commissions,  however,  were  issued  imder  the 
President's  proclamation  of  June  15,  and  bore  no  distinction  he- 
tween  the  ninety  days'  militia  and  the  '"  emergency  "  infantry 
volunteers.  As  there  is  no  record  of  the  commission  anyT\"here  it 
is  fortunate  that  the  evidence  of  this  material  fact  is  supplied  by 
that  of  Colonel  Smith's,  carefidly  preserved  with  other  valuable 
papers  by  his  grandson,  ^[aj.  Charles  S.  Turnbull,  now  the  surgeon. 
First  Kegiment  Infantry,  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
commission  is  date<l  Ilarrisburg,  June  26, 1S63.  and  after  the  usual 
formalities  reads  as  follows :  "  Know  ye  that  Charles  S.  Smith 
of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  having  been  duly  elected  and  re- 
turned colonel  of  the  Thirty-second  Eegiment  Infantry  Pennsyl- 
vania Militia,  mustered  into  the  ser^-ice  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  defence  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  under  the  Proclamation 
of  the  President  of  date  Jime  15,  1S6S,  and  General  Orders  Xo. 
43,  I,  Andrew  G.  Curtin,  Governor  of  the  said  Commonwealth, 
do  Commission  him  to  rank  as  Coloxel,  from  the  day  of  the  date 
hereof.  .  .  .  This  Coir.\rissiox  to  continue  in  force  until  the 
same  shall  be  lawfully  determined  or  aimuUed." 

The  letters  n.  v.  m. — '"  appointed  and  waiting  nui-ter  " — after 
the  name  of  an  officer  of  volunteers  indicate  that  he  holds  a  com- 
mission from  the  Governor  of  his  State,  but  has  not  yet  been 
mustered  into  the  service  of  tht-  United  States,  and  that  pending 
that  inten-al  between  the  date  "f  bis  c-oniniission  and  the  date  of 
his  muster  he  ha~  Ix-en  acting  \virhi>nt  nuistor.  Although  not 
clotlied  with   full   authority,   he    was   yet   permitted   to   discharge 
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the  duties  incident  to  his  office;  his  subsequent  muster  to  be  a 
ratilication  and  confirmation,  should  his  authority  at  any  time  be 
ijULStioned.  So  these  seven  days  between  the  arrival  of  the 
regiment  at  Harrisburg  and  its  actual  muster  into  service,  this 
<i.  V.  m. — acting  witliout  mxister — interval  was  not  permitted  to 
[111-  ill  idleness.  It  was  well  utilized  to  practical  piirposes.  The 
new  recruits  were  made  to  imderstand  something  of  discipline,  and 
by  competent  non-commissioned  officers  were  insti-ucted  in  such 
nidimentary  preliminaries  as  the  opportunity  afforded.  Tliere 
was  the  usual  and  regular  routine  of  roll-calls,  g-uard  mounts, 
dress  parades,  inspection,  squad,  company,  and  regimental  drills, 
with  better  results  than  in  this  period  of  hesitancy  could  fairly  be 
expected. 

Xot  much  could  be  expected  from  a  commissariat  with  the 
troops  in  the  army  and  yet  not  of  the  army.  Some  companies 
fared  better  than  others.  With  an  alert  quartermaster  and  lib- 
era: contribution,  there  came  the  more  satisfactory  supply.  Grum- 
bling there  will  be,  whether  the  soldier  be  overfed  or  underfed. 
For  the  Government  ration,  not  always  at  hand,  never  in  quantity, 
sometimes  in  quality,  red  herring,  crackers,  cheese,  was  the  non- 
nutritious  substitiite.  It  was  needful  to  be  frugal  too;  crackers 
and  cheese,  inseparable  elsewhere,  were  parted  here.  '"  Those 
who  have  crackers  can't  have  cheese,"  was  the  ever-repeated  in- 
jimction  witli  every  issiie. 

The  old-fashioned  hardtack  was  the  stay  and  prop  of  the 
army.  When  all  else  was  scant,  there  was  generally  hardtack  in 
plenty.  '"  €Tackers,"  its  familiar  designation,  was  a  generic  tenn 
for  all  sorts  of  food-supply.  As  the  mule's  weird  bray  told  of  his 
hunger,  shjhe  -soldier's  "'  crackers  "  in  chorus  told  of  his.  In 
the  course  of  this  campaign  this  militia  contingent  came  in  touch 
\vith  the  brigaiJe  of  Gen.  Thomas  II.  Xcill,  of  the  second  division 
of  the  Sixth  Ai-my  Corps,  seasoned  soldiers.  There  were  in  this 
briga<lc  two  Philadelphia  rec-imrnts,  the  Twenty-third  and  Sixtv- 
first  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  General  Xeill,  himself  a  Phila- 
delphian,  had  been  the  colonel  of  one  of  them,  the  Twenty-third. 
IFe  was  a  West  Point  graduate,  of  exceptional  excellence  as  a 
='^'Llier.  superior  as  a  tactician,  courteous,  courageoiis,  always  at 
"a-.-,  though  exro^sivcly  furnial.  and  wirhal  about  the  liest-drf-^ed 
officer  of  the  army.      It  so  happened  that  about  this  time,  too,  a 
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shortage  fell  as  well  upon  these  bi-onzeJ  and  hardened  veterans, 
and  Xeill's  brigade  felt  the  pinch.  A  toilsome  march,  a  hot  day, 
travel-stained  and  weary,  liis  troops,  driven  along  finished  and 
thirsty,  had  suddenly  come  to  a  halt  and  fallen  ori"  to  each  side  of 
tlie  road  for  the  brief  rest  the  opportunity  afforded,  when  Xeill, 
with  his  rather  showy  stati',  dashed  up  through  the  column.  His 
magnetic  presence  soon  aroused  his  soldiers,  and,  as  if  there  was 
but  one  thought  in  every  mind,  there  burst  in  unison  from  every 
throat  a  spontaneous  chorus  of  '"  Crackers !  Crackers !  Crack- 
ers !  "  Xeill,  proudly  erect,  reined  himself  in,  whirled  suddenly 
to  the  right,  rode  well  in  toward  the  resting  column,  and  as  if  de- 
termined, if  not  to  let  his  soldiers  know  what  he  was,  certainly 
to  let  them  know  what  he  was  not,  vehemently  shouted,  "  I'm  no 
damned  eonimissarv  I  I  am  no  danmed  commissaiy !  "  and  then 
contentedly  rode  away. 

General  Xeill  had  a  charming  personality.  His  mannerisms, 
so  exclusively  his  own,  were  rather  attractive  than  peculiar.  His 
military  abilities,  conceded  during  the  war.  were  recognized  after 
it  by  his  selection  as  Commandant  of  Cadets  of  the  West  Point 
ifilitary  Academy.  His  brother.  Dr.  John  Xeill,  was  a  Philadel- 
phia physician  of  high  repute.  He  was  a  surgeon  of  United 
States  volunteers  during  the  Civil  ^Yav  and  was  brevetted  lieuten- 
ant-colonel for  faithful  and  meritorious  services. 

The  construction  of  fortifications  on  the  heights  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Susquehanna  to  cover  Harrisburg  and  its  important 
bridges  had  already  made  some  progress.  "  Some  of  the  patriotic 
citizens  of  that  city  volunteered  for  the  work;  others  were  paid. 
The  colored  population  were  not  behind  their  white  brethren  in 
gi%-ing  assistance."  Fort  Washing-ton,  said  to  be  the  only  fortifi- 
cation worthy  of  tlie  name  erected  in  a  northern  city  during  the 
Civil  War.  was  nearing  completion.  Work  on  these  entrench- 
ments, stn-nL'tliened  and  enlarged  to  protect  not  only  the  bridge  at 
Bridgeport  opposite,  but  as  well  rhe  other  at  ]\Iarysville  above  the 
city,  was  stimulated  by  the  near  approach  of  the  enemy.  His 
pickets  were  within  a  few  miles  of  the  city.  Jenkins's  cavalry 
brigade,  in  Chambersbnrg  on  the  fiftc-iith,  entered  Carlisle,  but 
eighteen  miles  away,  from  the  west  on  Saturday  morning  the  2Tth 
of  June  at  ten  o'clock.  Ewell's  infantiw  corps  followed  at  two. 
Thev  came  not  as  an  '"'  armv  with  bannei-^,"'  but  as  an  armv  with 
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wants.  Jenkins  wanted  ratious  for  fifteen  liunJred  men  to  be 
•lepo.-ited  in  the  marketduiuje  within  one  hour,  and  he  got  them. 
Ewell  wanted  more;  he  wanted  fifteen  luindred  barrels  of  flour, 
surgical  instruments,  medicines,  quinine,  chloroform.  Carlisle 
was  bankrupt  in  such  supplier,  and  he  did  not  get  them. 

The  oM  muskets  exehanged  for  others  of  a  more  modern  pat- 
tern, the  regiment  was  hastened  from  its  quarters  at  Camp  Eussell 
at  five  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Sunday  the  2Stli  over  the  old 
covered  foot-bridge  across  the  river  for  ^vork  on  the  fortifications; 
and  after  night  a  detail  was  sent  out  to  level  a  forest  that  inter- 
fered with  the  range  of  the  artillery  in  the  Fort.  Xeither  accus- 
tomed to  the  spade  nor  familiar  with  the  axe,  they  made  a  sony 
job  of  it.  The  way  the  timber  was  slashed  was  a  menace  to 
human  life.  Trees  fell  indiscriminately  in  the  darkness,  the 
axeman  and  the  bystander  alike  in  jeopardy.  A  letter  of  the  time 
thus  portrays  the  situation: 

"  On  the  evening  of  the  iSth  we  were  formed  and  marched  off  in  light 
marching  order  without  muskets  or  blankets,  and  to  our  disgust  the  whole 
regiment  was  started  to  digging  in  the  entrenchments,  our  company  (D) 
excepted.  Company  D  was  marched  about  two  miles  further  to  the  front  and 
acted  as  axemen,  or,  in  other  words,  we  were  ordered  to  chop  down  a  forest 
which  in  some  way  interfered  with  the  range  of  the  artillery.  It  was  rough 
duty  for  the  boys  of  Company  D,  but  they  worked  splendidly,  each  man 
helping  to  the  inmiinent  peril  of  his  life.  You  can  imagine  what  about  one 
hundrc-d  green  hands  were  worth  in  a  dense  forest  and  in  the  dark.  Trees 
were  falling  aroimd.  and  it  made  our  position  by  no  means  pleasant.  It  was  a 
rery  cold  night  too,  for  June:  no  overcoats,  but  a  quick  step  back  to  camp 
made  us  all  right,  where  we  arrived  at  four  a.  m.  The  joke  here  is  that  we 
had  only  been  mustered  in  twenty  minutes  when  orders  were  given  that  made 
us  the  wood-choppers." 

A  detail  under  command  of  Major  Xicbolson  was  detaclied  for 
what  was  supposed  to  be  a  reconnoissance.  The  incident  was  un- 
eventful. A  '•  noiseless  march  on  a  beautiful  moonlight  night  " 
and  a  return  to  camp  is  all  the  rccogitition  the  records  give  it. 
On  this  same  nidit.  Sunday,  June  i?^.  after  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  had  madr  its  bivouac  in  the  vicinity  of  ITyattstown. 
^Maryland,  the  order  was  published  that  relieved  Hooker  and 
assigned  ^Eeade  to  its  command. 

Carlisle  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy  until  the  "  dawn 
of  Wednesday  morning"  fJuly  1).  Carlisle  is  a  county  seat,  a 
college  tomi,  and  was  a  military  post.     The  county  town  of  Cum- 
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berlanJ  Coimty,  it  is  the  home  of  Dickiusou  College,  au  institution 
of  learning-  of  high  repute,  founded  in  17S3  and  named  in  honor 
of  John  Dickinson,  a  famous  patriot,  scholar,  soldier,  and  states- 
man of  the  devolution,  by  Avhoni  it  had  been  partially  endowed. 
The  United  States  military  barrack^,  within  the  borough  limits, 
half  a  mile  northeast  of  the  court-hou-c,  were  built  by  the  Hes- 
sian prisoners  of  war  captured  at  Trenton.  For  many  years  a 
garrisoned  post,  a  school  for  cavalry,  it  was  abandoned  at  the  close 
of  the  war  and  is  now  tlie  famous  Carlisle  Indian  School.  Gen. 
Fitzhugh  Lee  was  there  on  duty  as  a  tirst  lieutenant,  Second 
TJnited  Stat-es  Cavalry,  when  he  resig-ned  to  enter  the  Confederate 
service;  subsequently  to  appear  to  break  tlie  rest,  disturb  the 
peace,  and  rack  the  ueiwes  of  the  very  c-ood  people  who  had  once 
regarded  Inm  as  quite  a  social  gem.  General  Ewell,  too,  at  one 
time  in  command  of  the  post,  was  no  stranger  in  the  valley.  He 
made  his  headquarters  at  the  cavalry  barracks  while  his  corps  held 
the  town;  Rhodes's  division  encamped  around  and  about  him.,  and 
Dole's  brigade  occupied  the  college  campus. 

An  amusing  incident  is  related,  which,  though  directly  appli- 
cable to  Gettysburg,  may  not  inappropriately  be  repeated  here. 
A  prominent  newspaper  editor  of  that  borough,  obsen-ing  the  in- 
creasing anxieties  of  his  neighbors  as  the  near  approach  of  the 
two  great  armies  indicated  thelikeliiiood  of  a  coming  battle,  sought 
to  allay  their  fears  as  best  he  could.  He  gathered  a  few  of  his 
friends  about  him  and  offered  this  comforting  suggestion :  "  You 
know,"  said  he,  "  that  we  have  a  borough  ordinance  that  forbids 
the  discharge  of  firearms  in  the  public  streets,  and  I  am  confident 
that  General  ^leade  and  General  Lee,  both  law-abiding  men,  will 
never,  never  violate  that  ordinance." 

Despite  the  close  i)roximity  of  this  heavy  force,  apparently 
hesitating  as  to  whnt  -linuld  be  its  further  direction,  the  presence 
of  the  militia  liaJ  re-tun  d  confidence  to  Harrisburg  and  its  vicin- 
ity. Its  highly  nervous  state  had  been  quieted  and  the  general 
exodus  for  a  better  safety  had  been  cliecked.  What  knowledge 
the  militia  had  that  there  was  this  heavy  column  of  seasoned 
soldiers  at  Carli-le,  l)Ut  eighteen  iniks  a\\ay,  does  not  clearly 
appear.  As  soon,  how.-ver.  as  it  had  dirapjieared  or  Avas  thought 
to  have  di-appenred.  thoy  be^ran  to  occupy  tlie  town. 

Wliat  the  talk  or  g.'-jip  of  tlie  camp  was  we  are  not  permitted

to  know.  Even  the  "  cook  house,"  from  which  always  emanated 
the  earliest  intelligence  of  every  manueuvre,  however  secretly  it  was 
intended  to  be  conducted,  was  painfully  silent.  Xo  note  or  memo- 
randum appears  to  indicate  other  than  the  ordinary  routine  of 
camp  life  for  those  two  days  of  Monday  and  Tuesday,  June  29 
ami  oU,  50  evi-ntfnl  elsewhere.  Xeitlier  was  there  rumor  adoat  or 
facts  asserted  of  the  manoeuvres,  marching,  concentration,  neces- 
sarily incident  to  the  close  approach  of  the  nation's  greatest  condict. 
It  is  intimated,  however,  in  a  letter  of  the  time,  that  the  regiment 
held  a  ''  most  important  position  on  the  right  of  the  river  road," 
covering  the  flank,  where  otficers  and  men  were  kept  constantly  on 
the  alert. 

The  affair  on  Tuesday  the  30th,  in  the  vicinity  of  Sporting 
Hill,  beyond  Oyster's  Point,  indicates  that  there  was  need  to 
be  Avatchful.  Oyster's  Point,^  really  within  the  borough  limits  of 
Camp  Hill,  is  located  about  three  miles  west  of  the  old  site  of 
Fort  Washington,  at  the  intersection  of  what  was  known  as  the 
Mud  Eoad  to  Carlisle  with  the  Carlisle  turnpike,  and  Sporting 
Hill  on  the  turnpike  is  still  a  shi>rt  distance  beyond  the  inter- 
section. 

Gen.  John  Ewen,  of  the  Eourth  Brigade  of  the  Xew  York 
Xational  Guard,  with  two  of  his  regiments,  the  Twenty-second 
and  Thirty-seventh  Xew  York,  finding  no  trace  of  the  enemy,, 
whom  he  had  been  instructed  to  develop;  on  his  return  march  was 
overtaken  by  a  company  of  cavalry  that  had  been  driven  in  from 
its  picket  outpost  by  a  force  of  some  considerable  strength.  He 
promptly  put  his  regiments  about,  and  when  nearing  Sporting  Hill, 
with  his  movement  accelerated  by  a  volley  of  small  arms  from  a 
copse  of  timber,  deployed  his  Thirty-seventh  in  an  adjoining  wheat 
field  and  returned  the  fire.  Advancing  under  the  fire  of  a  battery 
which  had  been  planted  in  his  front,  and  from  a  single  gun  on  his 
flank,  materially  aided  by  a  section  of  Landis's  Philadelphia  bat- 
tery, which  had  joined  him  on  the  march,  he  efl^ected  tlie  enemy's 
dislodgement.  The  enemy's  force  was  cavalry,  and  no  pursuit 
was  attempted.  General  Ewen  on  his  march  to  Carlisle  the  fol- 
lo^nng  day  learned  from  the  fanners  that  the  enemy's  cavalrv  had 
passed  over  the  same  route  the  afternoon  before,  with  a  force  that 
they  had  estimated  at  about  .']',00,  with  a  number  of  tlieir  killed 
and  wounded  in  ambulances.      General  Ewen  reported  Ids  own  loss 
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as  "  a  few  officers  and  lucii  of  tlie  Tliirty-seveiitli  slightly 
wounded.'"  ^  Other  reports  gave  his  casualties  as  four  ^vounded. 
Xeither  had  the  t\.-o  2)revious  days  been  altogether  free  from 
touch  witli  the  enemy.  On  Sunday  the  2Sth  a  cavalry  force  witli 
a  section  of  artillery  had  driven  in  our  cavalry  picket:?  near 
Oyster's  Point,  hut  did  not  succeed  in  moving  tlie  infantiy  pickets, 
while  on  ^Monday  the  2i)fh  Lieutenant  Stanwood,  who  with  his 
detachment  of  regular  cavalry  had  driven  in  the  enemy's  pickets 
on  the  Carlisle  liuad,  was  obliged  to  return  under  a  tire  of  artilleiw 
which  was  opened  on  him. 

This  affair  is  given  its  significance  in  Bates's  "  History  of  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers,"  vol.  v.  p.  1227:  •"Kuipe,  who  had  now  been  superseded  in  the 
chief  command  by  General  'Baldy'  Smith,  but  who  was  still  intrusted  with 
active  operations,  continued  to  fall  back  until  he  reached  Oyster's  Point, 
where  he  again  made  a  stand,  and  on  the  night  of  the  2ath  the  enemy's  ad- 
vance having  approached  within  range  of  his  artillery,  he  opened  a  rapid  fire 
from  the  guns  of  Miller's  Battery  which  inflicted  some  loss  and  causdi  a 
precipitate  retreat.  This  was  the  farthest  advance  which  was  made  in  any 
considerable  force  towards  the  State  Capital.'' 

The  brigade  to  which  the  regiment  was  assigned  was  com- 
manded by  Gen.  William  Brisbane,  of  Wilkesbarre.  It  consisted 
of  the  Twenty-eighth,  Col.  James  Chamberlain,  the  Thirtieth, 
Col.  Wm.  M.  :Monies,  and  the  Thirty-third  Blue  Eeseiwes,  Col. 
William  W.  Saylor,  Emergency  Infantry,  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teers, and  the  Thirty-second  Gray  Reserves,  Col.  Charles  S. 
Smith,  Pennsylvania  Xinety  Days'  Militia.  The  division  com- 
manded by  Brig.-Gen.  William  Farrar  Smith,  United  States  Vol- 
unteers, consisted  of  two  other  brigades,  one  connnanded  by  Brig.- 
Gen.  John  Ewen,  of  the  Fourth  Brigr.de  Xew  York  Xational 
Guard,  composed  of  the  Thirty-seven di  and  Twenty-second  and 
Eleventh,  Xew  York  Xational  Guard,  and  the  other  composed  of 
the  Eighth,  Seventy-fust,  Fifty-sixth,  and  Twenty-third  Xew 
York  Xational  Guard,  commanded  by  Brig.-Gen.  Joseph  F.  Knipe, 
United  States  Volunteers,  Landis's  Philadelphia  Battery,  6  pieces. 
Captain  Henry  D.  Landis;  ^Miller's  Philadelphia  howitzer  battery, 
4  pieces.  Captain  E.  Spencer  Miller;  and  the  Independent  Ho^\-it- 
zer  Battery,  -t  pieces.  Captain  Benoni  Frishmuth,  of  the  Thirty- 
second,  were  all  attache<l  to  the  division. 
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General  Briibaiie  liaJ  been  the  lieutenant-colonel  of  the 
i'tirtv-nintli  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  a  regiment  with  'which 
our  own  119th  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  (Gray  Keserves)  had 
been  brigaded  throughout  its  entire  career  in  the  field. 
Though  apparently  without  sigiiificant  cotemporancous  coinci- 
dence, it  yet  bestirs  recollections  closely  akin  to  the  regi- . 
meut's  early  history  ■well  wortliy  of  pre-servation.  The  intimacies 
between  the  officers  and  men  of  these  two  organizations  were 
sincere  and  lasting.  They  were  ever  as  of  one  military  family. 
In  battle  their  confidence  was  mutual,  "  neither  had  any  fear  of  its 
flank  as  long  as  tlie  other  was  there '"' ;  and  when  the  great  struggle 
was  over,  the  confidence  still  remained,  the  friendships  never  were 
forgotten.  Originally  it  was  the  old  brigade  made  famous  by 
Hancock  at  Williaiu-sburg ;  the  Forty-ninth  had  been  with  it  from 
the  beginning;  the  119th  joined  it  after  Antietam.  It  was  after- 
ward better  known  as  Eussell's  Brigade,  the  Third  Brigade,  First 
Division,  Sixth  Army  Corps.  Composed  of  the  Sixth  Elaine,  Forty- 
ninth  Pennsylvania,  119th  Pennsylvania,  and  Fifth  Wisconsin, 
the  brigade  won  special  distinction  at  Kappahannock  station,  Xo- 
vember  7,  1863,  capturing  the  enemy's  works  by  a  bayonet  charge, 
with  a  large  ntimber  of  prisoners,  flags,  and  cannon.  Fox,  in  his 
"  Book  of  Regimental  Losses,"  an  accepted  authority,  says  of  this 
charge :  ''■  There  was  no  more  brilliant  action  in  the  war."  Colonel 
Ellmaker  commanded  the  brigade,  Lieut. -Col.  Gideon  Clark  tlie 
119th,  General  Russell  being  in  command  of  the  division.  It  was 
in  tliis  engagement  that  Second  Lieutenant  Edward  E.  Coxe,  of 
Company  D,  119th  Pennsylvania,  formerly  a  private  in  Company 
D,  First  Regiment  Infantry  Gray  Resen-es,  was  mortally 
wounded,  and  Captain  C.  !iL  Ilodg'son,  of  Company  B,  and  Second 
Lieutenant  Robert  Renney,  of  Company  E,  were  killed. 

As  they  had  had  before,  and  were  often  to  have  again,  but  this 
time  suffering  terrible  loss,  there  came,  at  Spottsylvania  Court 
Hou?p,  the  opportunity  to  probably  put  to  its  severest  test  their 
battle  confidence.  The  Forty-ninth  and  119th  Pennsylvania  were 
two  of  the  twelve  selected  regiments  which  on  the  afternoon  of 
ilay  10.  I'^G-i,  formed  the  assaulting  coliunn  under  the  gallant 
L'liton.  Both  regiments  were  punished  severely,  the  Forty-ninth  the 
heavier,  the  colonel,  Thos.  'M.  Ilulings,  and  the  lieutenant-colonel, 
•Tohn  B.  !Miles  belni:  killed,  as  was  also  Second  Lieutenant  Edward 
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rord,  Jr.,  of  Coiupany  I,  and  First  Lieutenant  J.  R.  Lawreus, 
of  Company  C,  of  the  llOtli;  and  two  days  afterward,  on  the 
twelfth  in  Hancock's  charge  at  the  ■''  Bloody  Angle,"  in  which  the 
entire  Third  Erigade  was  actively  engaged,  the  119th  lost  its 
major  commanding,  ^^fajor  Henry  P.  Truetitt,  and  the  command- 
ing otncer  who  succeeded  hiui.  Captain  Charles  P.  Warner,  both 
killed.  Early  in  this  campaign!  of  Grant's,  "  to  be  fought  out  on 
this  line  if  it  takes  all  summer,"  the. losses  of  these  two  regiments 
about  paralleled  each  other.  From  May  6  to  IMay  13,  1S64,  in- 
cluding the  Wilderness  and  Spottsylvania,  the  Forty-ninth  lost 
317  in  killed  and  woiuided  out  of  the  530  who  crossed  the  Rapidan. 
And  for  the  same  period,  including  the  same  battles,  the  loss  of 
the  119th  was  217  in  killed  ami  wounded  out  of  about  400 
effectives. 

Of  the  other  officers  of  the  119th  Pennsylvania  killed  in  action 
in  this  last  campaign  of  Grant's,  were  John  D.  iilercer,  adjutant, 
killed  at  Petei"sburg,  Virginia,  April  2,  1SG5 ;  First  Lieutenant 
George  G.  Lovett,  Company  G,  died  ^lay  10,  1S64,  of  wounds 
-received  in  the  Wilderness  !May  5,  1SG4;  Captain  George  C. 
Humes,  of  Company  B,  killed  at  Cold  Harbor,  Virginia,  June  3, 
1864.  This  Company  B  was  si.gnificantly  marked  for  fatalities 
among  its  officers :  three  of  its  captains  were  killed  outright — Cap- 
tains Hodgson  and  Humes,  already  mentioned,  and  Captain  Peter 
W.  Eodgers,  a  most  promising  and  thoroughly  efficient  officer,  who 
fell,  early  in  his  career,  at  Salem  Church,  Virginia,  May  3,  1S63. 

Though  apparently  digressing,  it  seems  not  inappropriate, 
where  opportunity  is  afforded,  to  interweave  facts  and  incidents 
in  the  story  of  tlie  parent  regiment  forcefully  suggested  by  others 
of  absorbing  intcrc-t  in  the  niilitan,-  life  of  the  regiment  it  had  so 
successfully  fathered. 

There  was  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Forty-ninth,  Sherwood  by 
n.anie,  a  captain,  famous  as  an  entertainer.  He  was  disposed  at 
times  to  be  a  bit  facetious.  On  one  occasion,  in  winter  quarters, 
when  tliere  were  few,  if  any,  facilities  for  such  an  entertainment, 
he  sent  out  quite  a  formal  invitation  for  a  "•  fish  dinner,"  with 
covers  for  twelve.  The  table  furniture  was  crude:  plates  tin; 
forks  ste<d.  three  prongs;  wooden  handles  ior  both  knives  and 
forks;  table  deal  b.^ards,  clnthless.  At  each  plate  there  was  a 
bottle  of  '■  Conimissarv,"  the  armv's  ceneric  for  whiskev  of  every 
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brand,  and  in  the  centre  a  lonely  mackerel  with  a  single  box  of 
sardines.  Shens-ood  sto<.-id  at  the  head,  his  guests  arranged  six 
on  each  side  opposite  each  other;  but  before  he  had  opportunity 
to  bid  them  be  seated,  there  came,  as  if  in  chon^s,  the  exclamation, 
'•'  Shenvood,  v%-hat  in  tie  name  of  thunder  are  you  going  to  do  with 
all  those  fish  ?  "     That  "svas  -nhere  Shei-wood  -was  facetious. 

General  Brisbane  had  been  directed  to  move  his  brigade  by  the 
^lud  Road  to  Carlisle  at  daylight  on  July  1.  July  nights  are 
short,  and  that  the  men  might  be  properly  fed  before  this  their  first 
■well-defined  march,  and  that  the  brigade  might  be  assembled,  as 
it  Tvas  that  morning  for  the  first  time,  shortly  after  midnight  the 
command  "  marched  to  the  Blue  Reserves'  Camp,  the  Thirty-third 
Regiment's,  and  waited  there  a  long  time  while  the  morning  mess 
was  cooked  and  eaten."  Logistics  had  had  but  scant  attention. 
Vexatious  delays  still  followed  from  insufficient  transportation 
facilities,  and  it  was  nine  o'clock  before  the  column  was  well 
in  motion  toward  its  destination.  "  The  day  was  Lot,  very  hot, 
even  in  tlie  early  morning."  Tlien  it  rained  at  intervals.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  ten  hours  covered  by  the  march  were  sunlight  and 
durir  g  the  other  one-third  there  was  either  a  hard  rain  or  the  air 
was  sultry,  steaming  with  the  moisture,  not  unusual  when  sum- 
mer showers  frequently  repeat  themselves.  The  temperature,  the 
weather,  the  early  morning  frittered  away  in  tedious  delay,  un- 
seasoned troops,  many  fell  by  the  wayside.  A  halt  at  noon  in  a 
wood  gathered  the  scattered  column,  fed  and  rested  the  men. 

"Wednesday,  July  1,  l''fi-3,  is  a  day  historic  in  the  battle  annals 
of  the  country,  renowned  for  fight,  famous  for  the  march.  Two 
corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Pntotnac  were  in  the  death-gi-ip  at  Gettys- 
burg; the  others  were  ha-tening  to  their  support.  The  Sixth,  the 
farthest  away — the  119th  was  with  it — covered  its  thirty-seven 
miles  in  seventeen  hours,  v.-ithout  an  organized  lialt — a  march 
with  scarce  a  modem  parallel. 

Gen,  TitzliuQ-li  Lee  with  hi^  brigade  of  Confeilernte  cavalrv, 
bis  corps  commander,  ^Laj.-Gen.  J.  E.  B.  Stuart,  with  him.  was 
moving  from  a  southeasterly  direction  on  the  roads  leading  from 
York  and  r>ilUliiir£r.  Stunrt  in  ]ii=  searcli  fnr  the  Anny  of  Xorth- 
ern  Vircrlnia  had  1x>fore  day  on  the  first  of  July  reached  Dover 
in  York  County.  al>ont  sixteen  miles  from  Cnrli-le.  TFavincr 
inarched    all    niulit,    he    had    tlien    halted    for    a    brief    rest  for 
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horses  and  men,  and  then,  pursnini;-  his  quest  still  further, 
started  on  for  Carlisle  shorth'  after  the  break  of  day.  General 
Lee,  so  it  is  stated  in  Erie's  '"History  of  Pennsylvania,"  fii-st 
made  his  appcarMur-e  about  seven  o'clock  where  the  Trindle 
Spring  Road,  vdih  iis  more  directly  eastwardly  trend,  makes  a 
junction  with  the  Dillshurg  Road.  These  roads  lay  to  the  south-  ■ 
ward  of  tlie  Cumberland  Valley  Railroad.  The  road,  its  course 
westerly,  by  which  liri-bane's  column  moved,  Avas  to  the  north- 
ward of  that  raihvay.  As  the  two  cohuuns  approached  the  town, 
they  were  consequently,  tliough  cnmini;-  in  at  diifereut  angles, 
but  little  over  a  mile  apart. 

As  the  regiment  was  aljout  to  pull  out  from  its  noon-day  halt, 
Colonel  Wiedersheim,  then  a  corporal  in  Company  F,  remembers 
to  have  overheard  a  staff  officer  give  directions  to  Colonel  Smith 
to  hasten  his  march,  that  the  purpose  was  to  reach  Carlisle  before 
the  enemy,  who  apparently  was  moving  in  the  same  direction. 
Captain  Kennedy,  Ids  captain,  caught  these  instnictions  too,  and 
impetuous  and  zealous  as  he  was,  earnestly  urged  that  he  be  per- 
mitted to  detach  himself  and  push  into  Carlisle  in  advance  of  the 
regiment.  Others.  tix>.  recall  the  fact  that  at  this  point  orders 
came  from  above  to  hurry  the  column  along.  An  order  given  to 
load,  awkwardly  executed  in  some  instances,  was  followed  by  a 
growl  here  and  a  complaint  there,  according  to  temperament,  that 
the  awkward  fellow  in  the  front  rank  was  placing  in  jeopardy  his 
better  skilled  companion  in  the  rear.  Sometimes  it  was  reversed, 
and  the  awkward  fellow  was  in  the  rear  and  the  skilled  men  in  the 
front  rank. .  The  in~rructions  to  increase  the  pace  were  so  faith- 
fully carried  out,  that  a  line  officer  records  ''  the  last  hour  on  the 
double  quick." 

General  Ewon  ^\-it!i  his  command,  his  distance  shortened  by  a 
start  ii-'.m  the  >ciiie  of  his  skirmish  of  the  day  before,  reached 
Carlisle  at  three  o"cl(X-k  in  the  afternoon,  and  occupied  a  position 
on  the  main  road  on  the  brow  of  a  hill  overlooking  a  valley  abotit  a 
mile  south  of  the  town.  General  Ewen  moved  by  the  turnpike. 
He  states  in  his  report :  "  Tlie  troop?  were  refreshed  at  the  small 
villages  along  tlie  manh  by  tlie  inliabilants,  who  were  kindly  at 
their  doors  with  offi-riii':!--  of  tbeir  food." 

The  reiriinent,  witli  lu'ttc-r-olosed  ranks,  completed  the  march, 
entered  the  ti>wn  ovt-r  the  Lotort.  a  branch  of  and  that  flows  north 
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into  the  Conagadwinet,  iiioved  out  the  main  street,  halted  at 
3Iarket  Square  in  front  of  the  cnirt-house,  formed  line  on  the 
north  side  facing  south,  and  stacked  arms.  A  section  of  Landis's 
Battery,  afterward  unlimbered  and  in  action,  front  to  the  east- 
ward, Avas  planted  in  the  street  opposite  the  left  of  the  regiment. 
C  Stuart  Patterson,  eminent  lawyer  and  financier,  now  quarter- 
master of  the  Veteran  Corps,  was  the  sergeant  in  command  of  tlie 
right  gun.  The  main  street  is  some  eighty  feet  in  width ;  Uirough  it, 
■with  its  double  track,  runs  the  Cumberland  Valley  liailroad. 
]\[arket  Square  is  a  wide  open  space  with  the  Presbyterian  church 
on  the  northwest,  the  Episcopalian  cluircK  on  the  northeast,  the 
court-hotise  on  the  southwest,  and  the  market-house  on  the  south- 
east corner.  The  railway  passenger  station  is  about  a  square  to 
the  westward,  the  Wellington  Hotel  a  square  to  the  eastward,  and 
the  county  jail  still  a  square  further  to  the  east,  all  on  the  north 
side  of  the  street 

The  command  reached  this  destination  between  six  and  seven 
o'clock.  On  a  bright  July  afternoon,  the  skies  had  cleared,  the 
showers  had  ceased,  there  was  still  quite  a  little  daylight  left. 
A  few  of  the  men,  prone  to  inquiry,  were  disposed  to  stroll.  A 
bunch  from  Company  D — Randall,  Sam  Wanamaker.and  Gojdwin 
- — went  off,  they  said,  to  get  their  bearings  and  gather  some  knowl- 
edge of  the  roads  besides  the  one  on  which  they  had  entered.  "UTiile 
they  were  thus  engaged,  they  were  passed  on  the  edge  of  the  town 
by  a  small  body  of  mounted  men,  so  dusty  and  begrimed  as  to 
makes  their  equipment  scarce  discernible.  Randall,  wlio  had  been 
in  service  and  had  seen  two  battles,  conjectured,  from  the  way 
they  rode  and  carried  their  anns,  that  they  were  rebels.  His 
companions,  however,  gave  no  credence  to  his  suggestion,  aud 
received  it  with  rather  a  boisterotis  guffaw.  Randall  was  right. 
There  were  abotit  twenty-five  of  them,  apparently  browsing  round 
for  whatever  might  seem  to  come,  legitimately  or  otherwi.-e,  within 
the  scope  of  tlie  game  of  war.  It  was  well  tliey  had  not  so  in- 
cluded the  three  strolling  militiamen,  who  were  back  to  tlieir  ranks 
again  in  time  not  only  for  the  better  things  that  first  awaited  them, 
but  for  ttie  worse  that  were  to  follo\\.  They  lost  neither  the  feast 
nor  the  fight :  got  but  little  of  the  one,  but  a  good  deal  of  the  other. 

The  citizens  glad  to  welcome  their  friends,  the  coming,  as  they 
had  been  to  speed  the  enemy,  their  parting  and  self-invited  guest, 
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bad  provided  for  tlieui  liberally  and  were  prepared  to  quench 
thirst  with  coffee  and  appease  appetite  with  nourishing  food,  ser^-ed 
from  well-appointed  tables  bountifully  spread  in  the  market-house. 
The  meal  had  searce  begun,  or,  in  fact,  as  one  account  gives  it: 
'•  Just  as  we  were  about  to  take  the  first  mouthful  there  arose 
a  cry — whicli  I  shnll  never  forget — '  the  rebeL  are  coming !  '  Cap- 
tain Clark  and  I  stayed  back  for  a  few  moments  presuming  it 
-ivas  a  scare  on  the  part  of  tlie  townspeople ;  but  seeing  our  artillery 
being  hurriid  up,  we  took  our  station  in  line,  and  had  hardlv 
given  the  order  to  take  arms  when  the  first  shell  burst  over  our 
heads."  Another  reads:  ''We  were  eating  this  ['the  bountiful 
meal  provided  for  us ']  when  we  heard  tlie  noise  and  commotion 
that  followed  the  discovery  of  the  rebel  cavalrymen  hy  some  of  the 
tow^l  people  or  some  of  our  men.  They  put  spurs  to  their  mounts 
and  quickly  got  away;  we  heard  a  shot  fired  and  were  told  to 
fall  in.  The  line  was  hurriedly  formed  by  our  stacks  and  we 
took  arms."  And  still  another  is  as  follows :  ''  What  a  relief  when 
we  reached  the  market  place  and  found  cofi'ee  in  waiting,  and  what 
a  disappointment  before  wo  could  drink  it  to  hear  the  cry,  '  The 
rebels  are  coming !  Fall  in !  fall  in !  '  How  startled  we  were, 
and  how  quickly  we  formed  line,  as  the  whiz  of  the  first  shell  sung 
in  the  air!  " 

It  was  still  daylight  wlieu  the  firing  began.  The  test  was 
severe,  the  ordeal  trying.  The  regiment  stood  it  manfully.  A 
captain  in  later  years  recalled  an  incident,  illustrative  of  the  cali- 
bre of  its  personnel,  of  a  young  fellow  of  the  name  of  Eobinson, 
who,  incensed  at  the  weakening  of  other  troops  in  the  vicinity, 
burst  forth  in  his  youthful  ardor  with :  "'  What  tlu,^  hell  did  you 
come  for,  if  it  wasn't  for  this  ?  " 

The  enemy  had  seven  gims.  His  battery  was  planted  near 
tlie  re'^idence  of  Carey  ^Vlil,  on  a  ri-iug  knoll,  tl;e  only  groiuid  Avith 
an  appreciable  elevation  in  that  vicinity.  This  *i-esidence  and 
grounds  are  on  the  south  side  of  and  to  tlie  eastward  of  a  slight 
curve,  in  the  railway,  near  where  the  Cumberland  Valley  enters 
tlie  town,  and  the  battery  was  therefore  about  half  a  mile  from  the 
left  of  the  regiment.  It  enfiladed  the  line  tliat  had  been  formed 
when  the  regiment  haltdl  on  the  main  or  railroad  street,  and  where 
it  still  was  when  the  shelling  beeran.  The  battery  had  the  range  i>f 
the  street  if  it  chose  to  rake  it.  or  it  could  sweep  the  town  with 
its  guns  at  a  proper  elevation. 
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Tlie  iii-bt  shell  pasicd  liijjii  ovL-rlu'acl.  Kandall,  the  soldier 
who  had  fell  of  war  before,  stood  ucxt  iu  the  raidvs  to  Colladay. 
It  was  sometliiug  new  for  Colladay,  and  he  turned  to  his  comrade 
with  the  better  knowledgi',  and  inquired,  '"  What  is  that?  "  Poor 
fellov.-I  lie  soon  knew  what  it  was  in  a  way  that  Randall  never  did. 
First  Lieutenant  Edmund  liandall,  a  prominent  lawyer,  a  member 
uf  the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States, 
had  won  distinction  in  Mulholland's  famous  fighting  regiment, 
die  116th  Pennsylvania,  at  Fredericksburg  and  Chancellorsville. 
He  had  resig-ned,  and  was  in  the  ranks  of  tlie  Thirty-second  Regi- 
ment for  the  emergency.  The  second  shell  struck  a  lamp-post  just 
opposite  Company  T).  Its  screech  before  and  its  resonant  roar 
afterwards,  deep  and  sullen  within  the  eontined  space  of  the  street, 
recall  Kipling-'s  lines: 

Wl.eii  .sh.aki.ig  your  bustles  like  lu.Jie,  so  fine. 
Tlie  guns  of  tlie  enemy  wheel  into  line; 
Aim  low  at   tlic  limbers,  and  don't   mind  the  shine; 
For  noise  never  startles  a  soldier. 

It  did,  hov.ever,  weaken  the  lines  of  some  of  the  troops  nearby, 
but  rather  strengthened  those  of  tlie  Thirty-second.  This  is  what 
an  eye-witness  says:  "The  Thirty-second  still  and  silent:  stolid, 
indifferent,  apparently  a  l)it  dumbfounded,  the  third  shell  burst 
just  overhead,  and  a  piece  of  it  stmck  Colladay  in  front  of  the 
thigh  near  the  groin.  Earle  was  next  to  him.  Captain  Clark, 
wJio  wa^  in  front  of  him  with  Stotesbury,  carried  him  to  the  pave- 
ment in  tho  rear.  Two  other  men  liad  their  clotliing  torn  by 
pieces  of  shell.  Colonel  Smith  tlien  moved  the  regiment  back 
from  tlie  railroad  tracks  to  the  hoii=e  line." 

"  I  never,"  so  reads  a  correspondence  of  the  time,  "  heard 
■-hell  burst  or  cannonading  before,  and  I  must  confess  it  was  fullv 
up  to  my  expectations  ...  if  not  more  so.  Although  we  had 
no  opportunity  to  return  the  fii-e,  the  regiment  never  flinched,  the 
battery  doing  nil  the  work."  Colladay  was  of  most  respected 
parentage,  with  a  prf-mising  future.  He  was  elected  to  inember- 
-hip  in  Company  D  on  September  S,  1S62,  was  present  through  the 
Antietam  campaign  of  1SG2,  faithful  to  his  obligations,  attentive  to 
his  duties,  prompt  to  respond  to  the  Gettysburg  call,  he  had  won 
tlie  esteem  of  his  comrades  and  the  confidence  of  his  officers.  He 
died  of  his  wounds,  as  Fletcher  of  his  company  recalls  it,  on  the 
day  the  regiment  passed  through  Carlisle  on  its  return  from  the 
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campaign,  SuiiJay,  July  2G,  at  the  private  reBidence  of  Mr.  Jacob 
Eheim-.  wliicli  had  bccii  gLiifrously  tc-Jidered  for  his  care  and  treat- 
ment. He  \vas  the  only  Union  soldier  killed  in  battle  on  northcni 
soil  50  far  iKirrh  a-  i-  (.'arlislt.  as  nu  battle  \va5  t-ver  fought 
during  the  Ci\il  War  oa-t  of  the  ,\[i;-i;5ippi,  any  farther  north. 
It  is  said  that  a  Confederate  soldier  mortally  wounded  at  Oyster's 
Point,  shoitlv  afterward  died  of  his  wounds  at  the  hotel  at  W'omels- 
dorf. 

Appropriate  resolutions  in  acknowledgTiient  and  comniemora- 
•tion  of  the  virtues,  worth,  manhood,  and  patriotism  of  Charles  W. 
Colladay  were  passed  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  company  immedi- 
ately upon  its  return  from  the  campaigii.  A  concluding  clause  in 
these  resolutions  is  well  woi-th  historic  preservation,  confinning, 
as  it  does,  the  deductions  so  effectively  drawn  by  the  Hon.  John 
Hay  in  his  memorial  address  before  the  two  Houses  of  Congi-ess 
on  the  "  Life  and  Character  of  William  ^IcKinley,"  where,  in  re- 
ferring to  the  patriotic  awakening  of  !IS61,  he  said  that  "  patriot- 
ism, which  had  been  a  mere  rhetorical  ex]'iressli>n,  lucame  a  ]ias- 
sionate  emotion  in  which  instinct,  logic,  and  feeling  were  fused." 
"  Finally,''  so  the  concluding  clause  reads,  "  in  our  brother's  death 
at  such  a  time  of  our  country's  trouble,  we  have  given  to  us  new 
cause  of  devotion  to  its  interests,  in  the  memory  of  such  a  life  so 
freely  given,  and  which  goes  into  the  great  sum  of  all  that  is  noble 
and  true  which  has  bc-en  sacrificed  in  order  that  our  nationality 
and  the  earthly  interests  of  man  might  be  maintained ;  and  in  the 
cutting  off  of  our  comrade  at  so  early  a  period  of  his  life  and  early 
season  of  his  xisefulness  we  are  impressed  by  the  imcertainty  that 
attends  all  earthly  thing-,  and  are  warned  to  be  also  ready." 

Another  disaster  quickly  followed  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 
The  enemy  seemed  to  know  where  his  shells  would  work  most  effec- 
tively. Sergeant  C.  Stuart  Patterson,  of  Landis's  Battery,  his  sec- 
tion engaged  just  opposite  Company  D.was  so  seriously  wounded  in 
the  right  hand  that  amputation  of  the  fingers  followed.  Patterson 
was  a  friend  of  Ur.  Darrach.  assistant  surgeon  of  the  Thirty-second, 
and  sought  to  secure  liis  services,  but  found  him  so  closely  in 
attendance  on  Colladay  that  he  was  compelled  to  look  elsewhere. 
He  fell  upon  a  sura-eon  whose  purpose  to  amputate  the  entire  hand 
was  only  frustrated  by  the  interference  of  Dr.  John  Xcill,  the 
surgeon  of  the  divi^ir.n,  who,  insisting  that  he  could  save  it.  ulti- 
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uiately  ilicl  so  by  the  aiiiputntion  of  tlie  lingers  only.  The  Episco- 
I>:il  church  at  the  northeast  corner  of  ilarket  Square  had  been 
iiui)roviseJ  as  a  hospitaL  It  was  so  constantly  under  nre  that  the 
surgeons  insisted  u})Ou  the  removal  of  the  patients.  Patterson, 
under  this  insistance,  had  just  been  taken  from  the  chancel  to 
tlie  front  of  the  church  wlien  a  shell  entered  the  roof  and  landed 
on  the  spot  where  he  had  been  lying. 

Years  afterward,  in  a  little  badinage  on  the  occasion  of  a 
casual  meeting  between  Patterson  and  Gen.  Pitzhugh  Lee,  Lee  told 
him  how  a  shell  from  his  battery  that  struck  close  to  the  bottom  of 
a  jianel  of  fence  had  nearly  disposed  of  both  "  Jeb  "  Stuart  and 
himself,  who  occupied  the  top  rail  of  the  adjoining  panel. 

Gen.  William  P.  Smith,  after  the  enemy  opened  at  Carlisle, 
and  before  any  reply  had  been  made,  had  personally  given  Patter- 
son some  instruction  as  to  direction  and  distance,  when  his  aSTo.  1 
gun  should  fire,  ilteeting  General  Smith  some  years  afterward 
and  referring  to  the  incident,  the  general  said  he  had  been  in 
many  tiwing  positions  on  tlie  battle-field,  but  this  was  one  of  un- 
usual tension.  He  spoke  of  the  heruism  of  the  Thirty-second 
Regiment,  and  referred  with  enthusiasm  to  the  handsome  behavior 
of  officers  and  men  through  all  of  its  trying  ordeal.  Patterson 
follows  the  general  with  the  like  impression  that  the  conduct  of 
the  regiment  made  upon  him,  and  adds  that  the  stolidity  and 
coolness  of  Captain  Clark  and  the  usefulness  to  which  he  put  him- 
self  wherever  his  presence  was  required,  left  a  recollection  tliat 
has  never  been  effaced. 

The  rumors  prevailing  tlirough  the  afternoon  of  a  large  cavalry 
force  in  the  vicinity  were  not  fully  confli-med  until  the  scouts  sent 
out  on  the  cross-roads  by  General  Smith  had  ascertained  their 
truthfulness  and  so  reported  to  him  at  General  Ewen's  headquar- 
ters, a  mile  and  a  half  to  the  south  of  tlie  to^\•n,  where  ho  had 
gone  "  about  sunset "  upon  his  arrival  at  Carlisle  "  soon  after,"  so 
reads  General  Ewen's  official  report,  "  reports  of  artillery  were 
heard  in  our  rear  and  the  flash  and  smoke  of  the  guns  were  visible 
nlonsr  the  hills  to  tlie  north.'"' 

The  troops  were  then  distributed  with  a  view  of  "  simply 
hf'hlins:  the  tovm."  General  Ewen's  retuni  was  inmiediately 
ordered.  Ilis  regiments  were  subdivided  into  detachments.  The 
Thirty-seventh  Xew  York,  with  one  field-piece,  guarded  the  cen- 
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tral  portion,  and  tlit-  Twenty -second  jSTew  York,  with  another,  the 
soutlicrly  portion,  "  skirmishers  being  also  thro\\TL  out.  Some 
of  the  citizens  too  did  good  service  on  the  skirmish  line  as  volun- 
teers." 

General  ijri.-baiie'.T  briuadc  \\a>  assigned  to  the  northerly  por- 
tion with  the  Thirty-second  on  the  right.  Company  D  was  deployed 
across  the  railroad  street  at  the  eastern  edge  of  the  town  "  where 
the  minie  balls  whistled  up  the  street  imtil  dawn,"  and  ''  some  of 
the  men  were  stationed  in  tlie  windows  of  the  houses  on  the  two 
(.-orners  of  the  street  tt'ith  the  road  in  front."  As  the  town  was 
simply  to  be  held,  and  a  collision  with  the  enemy  if  possible 
avoided,  the  tro<ips  were  pushed  out  to  the  eastward  as  far  as  the 
contingency  would  permit.  Company  C  moved  to  the  north  and 
east  of  its  position  on  the  railroad  street  to  a  house  and  bam  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Letort.  The  family  who  occupied  the  premises 
offered  such  attentions  as  the  exigency  penuitted  tmtil  the  order 
to  remove  the  women  and  children,  when  they  sought  a  refuge  in 
the  cellar.  The  outhxik  to  the  eastward  was  toward  the  barracks, 
and  included  quite  a  bit  of  open  country.  To  the  left  of  Com- 
pany C  and  across  a  road  that  passed  bet\veen  them  another  com- 
pany of  the  regiment  was  also  posted.  These  subdivisions  were  in 
detachments  of  two  companies  each,  and  in  the  close  vicinity  were 
Companies  A  and  F.  These  dispositions  at  the  double  quick  were 
made  under  fire,  and  throughout  their  execution  there  was,  when- 
ever it  was  needed,  the  conspicuous  presence  of  General  Brisbane 
and  Colonel  Suiitli.  Private  James  Hogaii,  of  Company  C,  after- 
ward a  lieutenant,  and  now  paymaster  of  the  Veteran  Corps, 
clearly  recalls  the  rather  showy  inoitnt  on  a  white  horse  of  General 
Brisbane,  who  happened  opposite  his  company,  giving  some  super- 
vision to  the  movement  as  it  left  the  railroad  street  for  its  newly 
assigned  position.  They  were  not  couimcuord  \intil  after  the 
enemy  had  opened  and  not  perfected  until  after  dark.  Just 
when  the  tiring  biguii  doe.s  nut  -eein  tu  be  detiuitely  fixed.  Sun- 
set, seven  o'cl'ck,  before  dark,  is  the  time  stated  from  various 
sources.  That  it  was  considerably  before  night  set  in,  in  that 
long  July  twilight,  is  r[uitc  apparent. 

The  shelling  enntinued  uiilil  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  shota 
had  been  tired  by  the  enemy.  It  ceased  about  one  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  "  with  tlnj  i  xception  of  three  guns  about  three,"  parting 
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sliots.  It  was  interniptod  by  three  disriiiet  suniuiuiis  tliruiiyli 
dags  of  truce — the  first  about  nine  o'clock — "  to  .surrender  the 
i.p\ra  and  send  out  the  woineii  and  children  " ;  to  -wliich  answer  was 
returned  tliat  the  "  women  and  children  would  be  notified  to  leave.'' 
Half  an  hour  later  another  message  followed  to  the  same  purpose, 
with  tlie  addition  that  '"  if  not  surrendered  the  town  would  be 
liurned."  Reply  was  made  that  one  answer  had  already  been 
given.  And  again,  about  twelve  o'clock,  came  the  third  summons, 
to  which  reply  was  given  that  tlie  message  had  been  twice  answered 
before.  The  character  of  the  enemy's  fire  seemed  to  be  measured 
by  .the  forcef  Illness  he  intended  to  give  to  his  several  demands  for 
sniTcnder:  vigorous  and  continuous  before  the  first  message  came; 
pernicious  and  defiant,  but  not  so  incessant,  after  the  reply; 
quick,  sharp,  and  decisive,  but  of  shoi'ter  duration,  after  the  sec- 
ond; and  slowly  subsiding  to  occasional  discharges  after  the  third. 

In  j'Urnnaice  of  his  purpose  to  ''  simply  hold  the  towTa,"  and 
because  he  deemed  the  enemy's  fire  to  be  inaccurate  and  he  wished 
to  save  his  arnmimition,  General  Smitli  ordered  our  ai-tillery  firing 
to  cease,  after  the  early  shots  from  Landis's  battery.  To  this 
conclusion  in  his  official  i-eport.  General  Ewen  adds  his  concur- 
rence :  "  Orders  had  been  given,"  he  there  says,  "  by  General  Smith 
not  to  fire  a  gim  unless  it  came  to  close  quarters,  which  in  my 
judgment  was  eminently  judicious  nndcr  the  circumstances." 

General  Knipe's  brigade  did  not  leave  the  Susquehanna  fortifi- 
cations until  b.alf-past  one  in  the  afternoon,  and  it  not  appearing 
that  his  movement  need  be  over-hastened,  bad  halted  for  the  night 
on  his  road  to  Carlisle,  at  a  place  known  .ts  Silver  Spring.  ■  Gen- 
eral Knijie,  home  from  the  fic-ld  wounded,  a  citizen  of  IlaiTis- 
burg,  wlio  knew  the  country  well,  had  been  temporarily  assigiied 
for  duty  witli  the  militia  during  this  campaiun.  He  had  a  famous 
reputation  a-  a  courageous,  succe^sful,  .nnd  in-istent  tighter,  and 
would  have  cuiirtcd  just  such  an  opportunity  as  jicrc  prescntCMl 
itself  for  a  ti>uch  with  tlie  enemy's  I'car  or  a  junction  with  the 
main  force,  as  the  situation  might  develop.  Captain  Dougherty, 
an  aide  on  General  Smitli's  staff,  was  despatched  to  conununicate 
with  him.  The  enemy  got  Dougherty,  and.  disposed  to  nse  him 
rather  than  keep  him,  reiiirned  him  to  his  chief  as  tlieir  second 
truce-bearer,  ''principally."'  ns  the  headquarter  itinerary  reads. 
''  to  give  the  impression  that  T.ee's  force  was  ^•cry  larcc  and  could 
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easily  destroy  the  town.''  That  it  did  init  do  so  is  qiiite  clear. 
"  Dougherty's  orderly  was  shot."  ilr.  Ward,  anotlier  ai'.le,  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  through  to  General  Knipe,  too  late,  however,  to 
be  of  innncdiate  service,  as  meanwhile  the  enemy  had  withdrawn. 
His  orderly  v.as  cajitured. 

The  enemy  commenced  to  move  his  heavy  wagon  train  on  .a 
country  road  that  came  into  the  turnpike  to  Mount  Holly  and 
Gettysburg  about  two  and  a  half  miles  beyond  Carlisle,  about  one 
o'clock,  and  his  troops  followed  toward  three.  Before  his  depart- 
ure he  hail  fired  a  board  yard  near  the  gas-works,  the  gas-works, 
several  private  dwellings,  and  the  United  States  cavalry  barracks, 
all  of  which  were  consumed.  General  Stuart  denies  responsibility 
for  firing  any  other  structure  than  the  barracks ;  although  he 
claims  that  as  sharpshooters  fired  on  his  men  from  private  hou-es, 
their  destruction  would  have  been  altogether  proper. 

Xapoleon  Bonaparte  on  one  occasion,  his  guns  planted  about 
the  city  of  Eheims,  preparatory  to  its  bombardment  without  oppor- 
tunity for  the  removal  of  non-combatants,  sought  no  justification 
for  his  action,  but  rather  delighted  in  the  fact  that,  as  he  said, 
"the  ladies  of  Eheims  were  about  to  enjoy  a  very  unpleasant 
quarter  of  an  hour."  Gen.  J.  E.  B.  Stuart  finds  his  justification 
at  Carlisle  from  its  refusal  of  his  demand  for  an  unconditional  sur- 
render; its  resistance  against  him  instead  of  the  peaceful  surrender 
it  had  accorded  Ewell,  and  otfers  this,  as  explanatory  of  his  failure 
to  fully  consummate  his  purpose  to  bombard  and  burn — that 
"  the  only  obstacle  to  the  enforcement  of  my  threat  was  the  scarcity 
of  artillery  ammunition." 

Six  or  eight  hours  of  a  bombardment,  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  shots,  twelve  soldiers  wounded,  no  citizen  injured,  no  building 
fired,  save  by  the  torch,  would  clearly  induce  the  casual  obsen'er, 
at  least,  to  incline  to  the  conviction  that  the  tlireat  was  ineffective, 
because  its  enforcement  was  ineffectual.

Patterson.  Piiiladelphia  Artillery,  Landis's  Battery,  ^Yalter  Scott, 
Philadelphia  Artillery.  Landis's  Battery;  Duftleld  Ashmead, Phila- 
delphia Artillery.  Landis's  Battery;  Charles  W.  Colladay  (mor- 
tally"). Company  D,  Thirty-?o<-oiid  "R'^ginient,  Pennsylvania  ]\[ilitia  ; 
W.  B.  WaltiT,  ('..inpnny  — ,  Tliirty--eeoiid  Begimont.  T'euii-yl- 
vania  ^filitia:  P.  nrnse  Garratt,  Company  G,  Twenty-eightli  Begi- 
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iiieiit,  PciuiyN  Ivauiii  Emoi;:;vney  Vulunteer  .Militia  ;  Koliert  Welds, 
St'cond  Blue  Ilescrves;  George  ilcXutt,  Bhie  Reserves;  William 
i'rcvost,  Liuutenaiit,  Tliirty-srveiitli  Xcw  York  Xational  Guard ;

The  Cunilierlaud  Valley,  so  frequently  in  the  occupancy,  first 
of  one  army,  then  of  the  other,  and  sometimes  of  both,  was  the 
scene  of  many  incidents  attendant  upon  the  war  drum,  interesting, 
entertaining,  instructive,  historic,  well  worth  a  place  in  story. 
A  number  centred  about  !Mount  Holly  Springs.  Mount  Holly  is 
six  miles  south  of  Carlisle,  on  the  road  to  Gettysburg.  At  the 
foot  of  a  gap  over  the  South  ^Mountain  range  that  bears  its  name, 
favored  with  a  water-supply  of  especial  value  in  the  manufacture 
of  paper,  with  Z^Iountain  Run,  Hunter's  Run,  the  Yellow  Breeches, 
all  neighborly  acquaintances,  it  maintains  as  its  sole  industry  the 
production  of  a  paper  widely  known  for  its  peculiar  excellence. 
It  was  sometimes  known  as  Papertown.  The  South  was  in  sore 
straits  for  good  writing-paper.  It  was  said  at  the  time  the  enemy 
passed  through  that  there  was  nowhere  in  the  South  an  establish- 
ment for  its  manufacture.  Business  had  been  brisk  at  the  Mount 
Holly  mill,  and  it  so  happened  when  General  Ewell's  column 
passed  it  on  its  march  that  there  was  on  hand  an  accumulated  prod- 
uct of  an  estimated  value  of  some  eight  thousand  dollars.  Ewell's 
quartermaster  took  it  all.  General  Ewell,  from  his  barrack  days, 
had  some  recollections  of  its  worth,  and,  his  war  conscience  satis- 
fied that  his  government  voucher  was  all-sufficient,  insisted  upon 
what  he  deemerl  a  proper  settlement  for  the  seizure.  The  worth- 
less pledges  his  quartennaster  left  are  still  produced  by  the  present 
proprietors  whenever  the  story  is  told. 

]\[ore  destruction  follows  the  withdrawal  of  an  enemy  from, 
than  damage  accompanies  his  advance  through,  the  couuti-y 
of  his  advei-sary.  So  it  happened  here.  The  paper  mill  was 
seriously  threatened.  Stragglers,  irresponsible  parties  with  the 
trains,  were  giving  the  proprietors  serious  concern.  Gen.  Fitz- 
lni<.di  Lee's  advent  was  most  opportune.  Well  known  in  the 
vicinitv,  a  constant  visitor  tliereabouts  when  an  officer  at  the  bar- 
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racks,  he  still  cherished  a  lingering  recollection  of  the  many  pleas- 
ant days  he  had  passed  \vith  the  good  people  of  the  neighborluxxi. 
Lee,  when  he  left  Carlisle  in  the  very  early  moming  of  July  2. 
bad  hastened  on  ahead  of  his  column,  and  with  his  staff  had 
halted  at  the  hotel  in  ]\Iouiit  Roily.  Each  had  stowed  himself 
away  so  that  it  was  ditficult  to  tell  the  one  from  the  other,  and 
all  were  enjoNnng  on  the  porch  a  much-needed  sleep.  The  mill 
proprietor  had  heard  that  Lee  was  there;  he  had  been  his  close 
friend  in  the  ante-bellum  days.  The  situation  had  become  acute, 
he  must  have  relief  or  his  mill  would  go.  After  several  failures 
iu  his  indiscriminate  search,  unmindful  of  how  be  disturbed  these 
sleeping  soldiers,  regardless  of  tlie  opprobrious  speech  that  followed 
when  he  happened  to  wate  the  Avroug  fellow,  he  finally  struck  Leo. 
Lee  rubbed  his  eyes,  waked  more  cheerfully  than  was  to  be  ex- 
pected, recognized  his  old  friend  with  n  "'■  Hello,  riinrleyl  How'- 
Em!"  and  prcKjeeded  when  the  situation  had  been  hurriedly 
explained,  to  interpose  with  his  authority  to  save  the  mill  and 
make  "  Charley  '"  happy. 

It  had  been  often  asserted,  nut  only  on  the  Union  side  but  by 
many  of  Lee's  own  people,  that  Lee's  move  in  the  vicinity  was 
more  to  get  among  those  whom  he  had  once  known  than  for  any 
real  purpose  of  war.  Even  as  late  as  Gen.  Joseph  Wheeler's  visit 
to  Philadelphia  to  participate  in  the  Peace  Jubilee  of  1S9S.  he 
said  to  Colonel  Wiedersheini  when  the  conversation  turned  upon 
a  point  that  led  up  ro  the  suggestion:  ''  Oh,  Lee  had  no  business 
there  [Carlisle]  anyhow;  ho  only  went  there  to  see  some  of  his 
old  girls."  This  \ie\v  must  altogether  disappear  with  the  facts 
supplied  by  the  otScial  report  of  Maj.-Gcn.  J.  ]'].  B.  Stuart  of  his 
Gettysburg  operations.  It  there  appears  that  Carlisle,  directly 
on  his  route  to  join  hi«  r-hiof,  had  necessarily  to  be  included  in 
his  line  of  march ;  with  iiim  w;is  but  the  one  brigade.  General  Fitz- 
hugh  Lee's,  the  otJiers  were  "  following  at  considerable  intervals."

And  ••■  C'liarley  "  abour  this  .fame  time  ran  into  another  nf  his 
olil  frienrlj.  a  four  years'  student  and  recent  graduate  of  Dickin- 
son, whom  he  liad  known  well  through  all  his  college  days.  The 
last  of  Jenkin':;  cavalry,  with  a  straggling  wagon  train,  had  dis- 
appeared just  a  day  or  two  before  Fitzhugh  Lee  had  come. 
Like  most  of  their  neighb<ir<  the  I\rnllin  family — for  "  Charley," 
always  so  familiarly  addressed  by  the  acquaintances  of  his  early 
manhood,  then  and  always  afterward  the  much  respected  and 
widely  influential  citizen  of  the  Valley,  himself  the  proprietor  of 
the  mill — had  under  the  advice  of  the  authorities  sent  the  best  of 
dieir  stock  to  the  other  side  of  the  river.  Forage,  provision,  and 
all  else  that  remained  had  already  been  freely  drawn  upon  by  the 
enemy.  The  quartermaster  of  one  of  these  straggling  trains  was 
insistent  to  know  from  Alullin  something  that  woithl  disclose  an 
opportunity  for  a  more  substantial  seizure  than  appeared  to  be 
available.  Mullin  was  equally  insistent  that  already  these  en- 
forced contributions  had  taken  aboirt  all  they  had.  when  the 
parley  was  interrupted  by  an  ill-kempt,  ragged-looking  fellow,  ad- 
<lressing  ^lullin  with,  "  Say,  is  your  name  Charley  ]\lullin  I  " 
ilullin  acknowledged  his  identity,  when  the  say  was  followed 
with:  "Well,  there  is  a  fellow  down  there  with  the  wagon  train 
wants  to  see  you."  Obedient  to  the  summons,  Mtdlin  repaired 
to  the  train  and  there,  through  the  rags  and  tatters  of  a  womotit 
Confederate  uniform  that  covered  his  body  and  the  dirt  and  dust 
and  unshaven  and  uncut  hair  and  beard  that  concealed  his  feat- 
ures, he  recogiiized  his  old  friend,  the  college  student  of  recent 
years.  "  ^My  heavens,  Joe,"  was  his  first  exclamation,  "'  whatever 
got  you  into  such  a  plight  as  this? "  Joe  belonged  in  ^[aryland. 
■•  Well,''  said  Joe,  "  when  the  war  broke  out,  I  didn't  think  it  was 
going  to  last  long,  not  more  than  sixty  or  ninety  days  at  most, 
and  I  was  out  for  adventure  as  much  as  anything  else,  except  my 
folks  were  this  way  inclined,  and  ^o  I  enlisted  as  a  private  in  a 
!^^al•yland  regiment.  I  soon  began  to  discover  that  the  way  was 
neither  soft  nor  easy,  got  tired  of  caiTying  a  musket,  sought  to 
throw  up  the  job,  finally  secured  a  detail  with  the  wagon  train, 
and  here  T  am — a  teamster."  "  Come  on  up  to  the  house,"  said 
Charley,  '"'see  the  girls  and  take  a  meal  with  us."  ''  Xol  no!  " 
was  Joe's  reply,  "  not  such  a  dirty,  raggixl,  vcnnin-beriddeu  fel- 
low as  I  atii :  the  contrast  is  tor.  great  between  what  T  was  once  and 
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what  I  look  like  no'iv,  to  pormit  the  obtrusion,  for  such  it  certaiuly 
would  be  if  I  forced  my  presence  ou  them  now.  Xo;  just  get  a 
little  bread  and  meat,  or  anythiug  else  that  will  satisfy  hunger, 
wrap  it  up,  leave  it  in  the  wood-shed,  and  I'll  come  and  get  it 
and  be  as  well  satisfied  as  if  I  had  enjoved  your  hospitality  at  one 
of  those  real  good  meals  which  I  know  I  always  used  to  get  when 
it  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  your  guest."  Joe  would  not  be 
persuaded,  so  Charley  got  the  provisions  together  as  Joe  had  sug- 
gested, put  them  in  the  wood-shed,  and  Joe  passed  on  with  his  train 
and  out  of  Charley's  memory  for  many,  many  years.  One  day 
some  fifteen  years  later  IMullin  was  in  attendance  at  Herkness's 
bazaar  in  Philadelphia  on  a  regular  sales  day  with  a  view  to 
purchase  a  horse.  He  sat  upon  the  platform  when  the  auctioneer 
was  crying  the  sale,  and  beside  him  sat  a  well-gi-oomed,  well- 
appointed  d(>ul de-breasted  coat,  silk-hat  fellow,  who  after  a  while 
addressed  him  with :  "  Charley,  you  don't  know  me.  do  you  ?  " 
Charley  conceded  that  his  friend  had  the  better  of  him.  And  well 
he  might,  for  the  differences  between  the  then  and  the  now  were 
too  great  to  leave  even  a  shadow  for  identification.  '■  Well."  said 
he,  "  I'm  Joe,  your  old  friend  of  college  days,  your  later  friend 
the  mul^driver  of  the  Confederacy."  A  few  exclamations  of 
astonishment  followed,  with  a  cordial,  generous  greeting,  when  Joe, 
in  response  to  Charley's  starch  for  infoi-mation  as  to  how  it  had 
all  come  about,  said:  "Well,  I  passed  safely  through  my  enlist- 
ment, saw  the  end  of  the  war,  returned  to  my  home,  completed' 
my  study  of  the  law.  practise<l  successfully  for  a  while,  and  am 
now  upon  the  bench,  where  I  hope  to  remain  and  I  hope,  too,  that 
you  and  I  may  often  meet  again." 

The  quartennastei-s  of  Lee's  forces,  in  their  search  for  sup- 
plies, came  more  frequently  in  touch  with  the  people  nf  the  valley 
than  others  of  the  otHcers  of  his  army.  The  nature  of  their 
queries,  tlieir  guarded  expressions,  indicated  a  disposition  to  con- 
ceal rather  than  be  free;  to  be  slow  of  speech,  rather  than  demon- 
strative over  tlieir  impressions  of  the  country.  This  movement 
into  the  Xorth  had  not  been  a  stimulant;  it  did  not  invigorate  the 
observing  man.  There  were  too  many  evidences  of  thrift  and 
prosperity,  tiwj  much  activity  in  the  field  of  labor,  ti"i  many  mvu 
fully  employed,  too  many  men  available  for  the  fiehl.  too  much 
wealth,  too  many  resources,  all  awaiting  the  requisition  and  de- 
mand of  the  Government,  if  needed  for  war. 
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The  chief  quartennaster  Avas  not  disposed  to  be  so  hesitaut. 
lie  was  at  times  quite  inclined  to  give  liberal  expression  of  his 
views  to  suine  of  the  leading  men  of  the  vulk-y.  He  eoneeded  that 
there  were  more  men  still  available,  greater  resources  still  obtain- 
able, better  evidences  of  thrift  and  prosperity,  wider  opportuni- 
ties for  trade  and  comiiieice  than  he  had  expected  to  find.  The 
South  was  facing  a  more  serious  problem  and  had  undertaken  a 
more  formidable  work  than  she  had  at  first  conjectured.  Such 
were  the  deductions  that  it  was  deemed  at  the  time  might  have 
been  fairly  drawn  from  the  general  trend  of  his  speech. 

A  -whole  day  at  Gettysburg  had  gone — Lee's  only  day  of 
triumph — and  Fitzhugh  Lee's  brigade  was  not  there,  and  still 
another  day  must  follow  before  he  could  make  the  rmarch  to  get 
there.  Unwittingly  the  Pennsylvania  and  Xew  York  militia  had 
held  bim  in  dalliance,  whore  he  had  accomplished  nothing,  and 
prevented  him,  in  the  gravest  battle  crisis  that  ever  confronted 
his  army,  from  hastening  to  where  he  might  have  accomplished 
much. 

On  the  morning  of  Thursday,  July  3,  the  detached  companies 
rejoined  their  regiments,  the  regiments  their  brigades,  and  the 
division  moved  out  to  the  grounds  about  the  burned  barracks, 
■where  it  encamped  awaiting  an  issue  of  rations  and  its  impedi- 
menta. General  Knipe  had  not  hurried  bis  march  when  his 
presence  was  no  longer  urgent,  and  his  brigade  did  not  arrive  until 
Friday  morning.  The  gTOunds  occupied  were  in  part  those  held 
by  the  enemy  the  night  before.  The  entire  regiment  was  with  the 
brigade  except  Companies  D  and  F,  Captains  Clark  and  Kennedy, 
detached  for  duty  in  Carlisle  with  the  provost  guard.  They  were 
not  relieved  until  two  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  when  they 
started  to  hurry  along  to  overtake  the  main  column,  which  had 
moved  in  the  early  morning.  The^e  few  days,  devoid  of  incident, 
were  devoted  to  preparation.  Many  weary  marches  were  yet  to 
follow  and  there  were  some  dangei's  still  to  face.  The  diaries  and 
journals  make  no  mention  of  the  noise  of  distant  strife.  Indeed, 
despite  the  fierce  rattle  of  small  arms  and  the  thunderous  roar  of 
the  cannon,  but  twenty-five  miles  away,  no  sounds  of  conflict 
reached  Carlisle  through  all  those  three  decisive  days  of  battle. 
Its  every  echo  of  portentous  significance  was  lost  as  the  sound- 
waves vanished  amid  intervening  hill  and  dale. 

The  author  of  "  In  Old  Bellaire  "  writes  as  follows  (p.  322)  : 
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In  Bellaire,  lucnty  iiiile<  away,,  thuiv  uas  no  suuiul  uf  rattliu-  luus- 
ketrj-,  nor  even  when,  a  lilllo  lattT,  tlio  i^reat  dogs  of  war  bi.';,'an  to  IjL-kh 
forth  smoke  ami  slu-ll  ami  *oli.l  shot,  dii!  aiiy  eolio  of  it  roaoli  IJollaive.  South 
Mountain  lay  betweon.  and  tlie  thunder  of  oannon  and  all  the  awful  roar 
of  a  mighty  battle  rolled  back  ami  fortli  anionji  its  spins  and  rid.i^es  until 
they  lost  them!^clvc=  an.l  died   away   in   its  wooded  glons. 

The  troops  were  still  -^vaiting  for  :t  full  ration  on  Friday  morn- 
ing. The  supply  train-  had  been  delayed  from  tlie  occupatiou  of 
the  road  hy  the  enemy  through  the  night  of  the  first  and  early 
morning  of  the  second.  Our  own  troops,  too,  had  coutributo'l 
something  to  the  detention ;  farther  to  tlie  eastward  stragglers. 
and  now  and  then  a  belated  moving  column,  blocked  the  way.  The 
citizens  meanwhile  had  manifested  every  disposition  to  aid,  but 
their  contributions  were  necessarily  limited  and  tneagre  compared 
with  what  was  requiicd.  By  night,  however,  the  railroad  was 
opened  to  Ilarrisburg  and  provisions  came  along  freely. 

Independence  Day  of  IS 63  was  everywhere  eventful.  Vicks- 
burg  had  fallen,  Gettysburg  was  won.  Even  \vhen  the  day  had 
gone,  no  news  had  come  of  the  one  event  and  biil  niongre  details 
of  the  other.  Rumor,  so  often  rife  with  ominous  tale  or  awake  to 
undue  elation,  had  not  yet  brought  the  story  of  the  stupendous 
import  of  the  combat  of  the  three  previous  days  when  at  sis  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  Saturdny,  July  -i,  the  entire  division  of  General 
Smith,  Generals  Kuipe's,  Ewen's,  and  Brisbane's  brigades  left  Car- 
lisle and  moved  by  what  seemed  to  be  better  known  then  to  tibosewli<. 
kept  th(>  official  itineraries  as  the  Paporto■«^^  Boad  to  Mount  Holly. 

It  was  a  good  turnpike,  a  straight  road,  and  easy  marchim;- 
for  the  six  miles  to  Mount  Holly.  There  the  column  was  o's'Gr- 
hauled  by  a  flag  of  truce,  with  its  escort  and  about  two  thousand 
]>risoners,  a  few  of  them  stragglers  who  had  been  picked  up  on  the 
roads  leading  into  rarli-l(\  and  the  rest, and  by  far  the  greater  nuni- 
l)cr,  those  who  hail  bicn  caprured  in  the  first  day's  fight  at  Gettys- 
burg and  paroled  on  the  battle-field.  A  detention  of  some  hours 
followed,  that  the  question  of  just  Avhat  to  do  with  them  might  b.- 
intelligently  disposed  of.  The  enemy  claimed  ri'cdit  fnr  the  cap- 
ture, and  to  the  four  thousand  prisoners  he  took  ^vith  him  across  the 
Potomac  he  added,  in  his  estimate  of  his  gains  l)y  the  fight,  the 
"  nearly  tvvo  thousand  that  had  lieen  previously  paroled."  ^      Thi* 
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aiitii--ipatecl  but  not  known  claim  aJJed  materially  to  the  delicacy 
..f  the  situation.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  claim  of  credit,  anti<'i- 
pated  as  well  as  real,  these  prisoners  might  have  been  fairly  treated 
by  tlie  authorities,  as  they  had  been  thought  by  the  men  as  escaped 
and  not  paroled.  Xeither  is  it  altogether  clear  why  the  enemy 
should  send  his  prisoners  aroimd  otir  right  through  his  advei-sary's 
country,  upon  which  he  had  but  a  precarious  hold,  a  distance  of 
twenty-five  miles,  instead  of  passing  then  directly  through,  his 
own  line  to  the  commanding  officer  in  his  immediate  front, 
unless  it  was  his  conception  that  it  udght  pennit  him  to  avail 
himself  of  opportunity  to  secure  information  not  othenvise 
olitainable. 

Just  how  delicate  the  question  was  and  how  necessary  it  was 
that  the  independent  commander  in  the  field  should  act  -u-ith 
caution  -will  be  better  comprehended  when  the  situation  is  re- 
called, iixcliange  of  prisoners  had  Ixen  suspended  in  December, 
1S62,  when  the  cartel  of  the  previous  July  had  l>een  interrupted 
through  the  Jefferson  Davis  proclamation  declaring  Benjamin  F. 
Butler  '■'  a  felon  deserving  of  capital  punishment '"  for  having 
executed  Mumford,  who  hauled  do\vu  the  American  flag  from  over 
the  United  States  Mint  in  Xew  Orleans,  dragged  it  tliroiigh  the 
streets,  and  tore  it  into  shreds,  and  ordering  that  no  commissioned 
officer  bo  released  on  parole  until  Eutler  had  been  punished  for 
''  his  crimes."  ^  The  enlistment  of  colored  troops  had  become  a 
specific  irritant,  and  that  question  tiX)  had  been  interji^cted.  "  All 
negi-o  slaves."  so  declared  the  Confederate  authorities,  "  cap- 
tured in  arms  and  their  white  officers  were  to  be  deli\ered  over  to 
the  respective  States  of  the  Confederacy  to  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ing to  their  laws."  It  was  unjust  discrimination — the  laws 
of  war  for  the  white  soldier,  the  civic  laws  of  States  for  the 
colored.  The  rigorou*  stattites  of  the  States  relnting  to  negro 
insurrectiiius  clearly  indicated  the  maimer  of  procedure  and  its 
results. 

General  Smith  was  prompt  with  hi?  demonstration  and  rea^iv 
with  his  solution.  If  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  enemy  to  spy  upon 
his  advei"sary,  to  look  to  his  communications,  to  calculate  his  force, 
to  measure  his  ordnance,  and  estimate  his  supplies,  then  it  was  his 
busine-s  to  stop  him.      He  was  moving  '•'  towards  Carlisle,"  so  he 
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•would  Lalt  liim  ^vllcre  Le  Avas  and  turn  him  back  to  where  he 
belonged.  As  to  the  parole,  was  it  to  be  measured  to  its  full 
value,  the  prisoner  to  be  held  exemj^t  from  duty  and  service  until 
regularly  exchanged,  or  was  he  to  be  considered  as  a  discharged 
prisinier  of  Avnr  and  returned  to  innnediate  duty  with  his  com- 
mand i  These  alternatives  were  for  his  government  to  dispose 
of,  not  for  him,  and  he  would  submit  them  for  determination  to  the 
proper  authorities.  He  put  the  proposition  concisely  and  clearly 
in  his  report  of  his  Gettysburg  operations,  "where"  [ilount 
Holly] ,  he  said  "  we  were  detained  for  two  hours  by  the  arrival 
of  two  thousand  prisoners  paroled  on  the  battle-field  and  sent  imder 
flag  of  truce  towards  Carlisle.  Wishing  to  prevent  the  enemy 
from  getting  information  of  our  strength,  I  was  forced  to  accept 
the  prisoners  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Government  and  turn 
the  rebel  escort  back."  ^ 

Coincident  almost  with  this  very  action  the  Confederate  Com- 
missioners declared  that  the  prisoners  captured  and  paroled  by 
Grant  at  Vicksburg  were  to  be  regarded  as  discharged,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  Confederate  Govenimeut  refused  to  recognize  the 
paroles  given  by  the  garrison  at  Port  Hudson  after  it  had  sur- 
rendered to  Banks  and  been  paroled. 

At  Mount  Holly  the  turnpike  still  bears  south  to  Gettysburg 
and  Baltimore,  and  there  the  road  from  Pine  Grove  and  beyond 
from  the  south  bearing  west  makes  its  junction.  There,  too,  both 
roads  stai-t  to  climb  the  moimtain.  The  Thirty-seventh  Xew  York 
was  left  here  to  look  after  that  junction  and  to  watch  the  approach 
from  the  southward.  The  remainder  of  the  division  moved  six 
and  a  half  miles  on  the  Pine  Grove  road  to  Laurel  Forge,  where 
the  other  two  regiments  of  General  Ewen's  brigade,  the  Twenty- 
second  and  Eleventh  Xew  York,  were  left  to  protect  the  jimction 
of  a  road  from  Bendersville,  connecting  tliere,  as  it  does,  with  the 
main  route  to  Gettysburg.  The  other  brigades,  Brisbane's  and 
Knipe's,  were  moved  on  to  Pine  Grove,  two  and  a  quarter  miles 
farther  in  advance,  reaching  that  point  about  six  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

The  journal  of  Company  C,  First  Sergeant  Ogden,  and  the 
correspondence  of  Second  Lieutenant  Harry  F.  West,  of  Company 
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L),  both  so  fixijueiitly  helpful  to  supijly  matLTial,  which  but  for 
thurn  would  ha\e  bc-en  wholly  unattainable,  graphically  kept  up  the 
touch  of  the  rcg-iment  with  the  moving  column  of  the  division 
tlirongh  the  route,  and,  indeed,  throughout  the  entire  compaig-n. 
Tlie  go-od  soldier  usually  pays  but  little  attention  to  aught  else 
but  his  company  and  regiment,  but  when  the  stoiy  comes  to  be 
written,  it  is  made  the  more  readable  and  instructive  when  inter- 
woven at  the  proper  junctures  with  that  of  the  brigade  and  division. 
From  the  '"  Journal "  of  July  4: 

Komained  in  camp  on  the  barracks  srounds  until  Saturday  morning,  July 
4tli.  starched  over  South  Mountain  to  Pine  Grove,  about  sixteen  miles 
through  a  deluging  rain,  never  lc~s  than  ankle  deep  in  mud  and  water  and 
frequently  up  to  our  middles  wading  through  the  Mountain  streams.  Camp 
on  the  mountain  side  at  Pine  Grove  Furnace  for  the  night,  wet,  hungry,  and 
miserable.  A  sorry-looking  party.  Our  quartermaster  not  being  able  to  fol- 
low with  the  teams,  the  men  sutToreJ  severely  from  hunger.  A  wretched 
night  passed. 

And  from  the  West  correspondence : 

Company  F  aiid  D  did  Provost  duty  for  two  or  three  days  and  then 
stiirted  very  hurriedly  on  Saturday  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.  to  join  the  regiment. 
The  rain  on  that  day  and  night  was  such  that  the  oldest  inhabitant  was  rele- 
gated to  a  back  scat.  The  rain  in  tliis  part  of  the  country  has  been  fall- 
ing in  a  way  never  heard  of  before.  Instead  of  marching,  we  waded  in  mud 
and  water  frequintly  up  to  our  kni-es.  At  nine  P.li:.  we  had  to  bivouac;  it 
was  too  dark  to  see  our  position.  Happy  were  those  who  had  gum  blankets, 
and  even  with  blankets  there  was  not  a  man  who  was  not  soaked  through 
and  through.  Off  again  next  morning  through  mud  and  slush  and  by  ten 
o'clock  we  joined  the  regiment.  They  had  just  rect-ived  orders  to  march. 
l!y  right  we  should  have  gone  with  them,  but  Capt.  Clark  begged  for  two 
hours  to  give  us  a  rest,  which  was  granted. 

This  duty  of  provost  gTiard  was  continued  throughout  the  route, 
and  the  two  companies  were  not  relieved  until  they  reached  their 
Pine  Grove  destination.  The  duty  involved  the  bringing  up  of 
stragglers,  and  hence  as  the  march  progressed  became  more  onerous 
and  fatiguing. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  this  rain  was  viewed  from  differ- 
ent standpoints. 

General  Smith  reports  it  or^icially  as  follows:  "Saturday  a 
furious  rain-st<>rm  set  in  which  raised  the  creeks,  carried  away 
bridges,  and  made  the  march  toilsome  in  the  extreme." 

It  covered  considerable  territory.  A  diary  of  an  ofncer  of  the 
nOili  from  the  battle-field  refers  brieflv  to  its  severity.      Saturday, 
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July  4,  lS<Jo.  ■■  cbaiigfd  position  and  formed  line  behind  a  stonu 
wall  oil  the  top  of  a  high  monntiiin  [Big  liound  Top]  ;  went,  oul 
to  the  front  occupied  by  Vermont  troops ;  rained  profusely  duriiuj 
the  entire  aftenioun  and  evening;  picket  firing  going  on  all  day." 

It  was  indcL-d  out'  ever-memorable  rain;  memorable  whether 
because  it  w;is  greater  than  other  great  rains,  or  whether  becau^u 
of  its  close  association  with  a  battle,  greater  than  otlier  gi-eat 
battles,  is  a  proposition  probably  better  left  to  conjecture  than 
solution.  If  there  be  anything  in  the  tradition  that  great  rain- 
usually  follow  great  battles,  Gettysbtirg  may  he  said  to  have 
preserved  it. 

Pine  Grove  is  well  up  the  mountain.  The  residence  of  tlie 
proprietor  was  a  mansion  of  tine  proportions,  and  tlic  Furnace  had 
a  reputation  for  tlie  quality  and  quantity  of  its  output.  It  is  a 
settlement  incident  only  to  the  industry  that  supports  it.  Some 
patronage  fell  to  the  store.  Its  stock  in  the  line  of  what  was  most 
needed  shoes,  was  exhausted,  save  one  pair  of  long-legged  brogans 
Xo.  10,  and  three  of  Xo.  8.  They  were  all  purchased  by  members 
of  Company  D.  Built  for  men  of  broader  girth  and  heavier  frame, 
if  the  feet  of  the  buyer,  so  said  one  of  them,  did  not  fill  the  boot, 
nevertheless  the  boot  ■'•'filled  a  long-felt  want"  for  shoeless  men, 
and  hence  the  ready  sale. 

The  regiment  marched  the  next  morning,  Sunday,  about  two 
miles  farther  up  the  mountain,  following  a  wood  road  through 
the  mountain  pass  that  led  from  Pine  Grove  to  Caslitowu,  which 
Brisbane's  brigade  had  been  ordered  to  hold.  Further  necessity 
for  its  occupancy  disappeared  during  the  afternoon,  and  the 
troop=  at  four  o'chx-k  returned  and  encamped  for  the  night  in  an 
open  field  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Furnace.  The  rest  of  the  division 
at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  had  moved  from  Pine  Grove  over 
the  mountain. 

The  road  from  Chambersbnrg  to  Gettysburg,  with  Fayettc- 
ville,  Caslito^-n,  Xewman's  Gap,  intervening,  a  distance  of 
some  twenty-five  miles,  had  served  the  enemy  well  while 
his  concentration  was  in  progress,  and  it  was  anticipated  that 
should  he  be  defeated  he  would  again  utilize  it  to  withdraw.  It 
lay  about  an  average  distance  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  miles 
to  the  south  and  west  of  General  Smith's  line  of  march,  and  it  was 
soon  developed  that,  with  his  trains  at  least,  he  was  following  the 


i-oute  it  was  exix-eted  he  would.  Ileuce  the  necessity  of  foUuwiug 
iijj  all  indications  and  keeping  a  watchful  eye  on  all  ruads  and 
.•russ-roads  leading  in  that  direction.  So  on  t.lii.s  Sunday  morning 
the  remaining  two  hrigades  of  the  division,  as  had  been  the  other 
with  like  inteiit.  were  disposed  of  as  follows:  Knipe  with  his 
coininand  was  oi'dered  to  hold  the  cross-roads  from  Mount  Holly 
to  Cashtown  and  Pine  Grove  to  Bendersville,  while  Ewen  crossed 
the  mountain  to  the  ^roimt  Holly  and  Ca>htowu  road,  holding 
tlie  pass  in  his  rear  and  being  within  a  mile  of  Knipe.  A  cavaliy 
-oout  under  Lieutenant  Stanwood  was  sent  up  Mountain  Creek 
X'alley  in  the  direction  of  the  j>as3  from  Chambei-sburg  to  Gcttys- 
hiirg.  He  uncovered  the  enemy's  retreat,  disclosed  the  movemont-s 
'•i  his  trains,  drove  in  his  pickets  for  a  couple  of  miles,  as  far  as 
the  force  he  had  would  justify.  Capbiin  Eoyd.  with  his  detachment 
from  the  First  Xew  York  Cavalry,  joined  General  Smith  at  Pine 
(irove  and  reported  having  followed  the  rear  guard  of  the  enemy 
to  Payetteville.  capturing  prisonei-s.  He  was  then  directed  to 
move  this  time  more  to  the  eastward,  toward  Cashtown.  He  again 
uncovered  the  enemy,  still  on  his  retreat  on  the  Chambersburg  road, 
and  returned  with  eight  of  his  wagons  and  a  small  batch  of  pris- 
oners. Meanwhile  a  scout  from  General  ]\reade  came  through  with 
information  that  the  enemy  had  been  defeated  and  was  retiring. 
Later  in  the  day  Captain  West,  a  volunteer  aid  and  an  assistant  in 
the  Coast  Survey,  returned,  having  successfully  opened  communi- 
cation with  General  Meade  on  Saturday  from  Mount  Holly. 
And  also  during  the  day  a  small  provision  train  came  up,  its  arrival 
most  opportune,  as  it  was  impossible  to  subsist  the  troops  from  tlic 
country. 

On  ^[onday.  July  6,  all  the  troops  of  the  division  were  moved, 
each  brigade  by  a  different  route,  to  Xewman's  Cut,  four  miles 
east  of  Cashtown.  where  they  were  concentrated  during  the  evening, 
too  late,  however,  for  what  was  intended — to  intercept  the  trains 
retiring  by  that  route.  The  march  of  the  regiment,  led  by  one  of 
the  mountaineers  of  the  vicinity  as  a  guide,  stiiick  off  through  a 
hridlc-path  up  the  mountain,  and  after  an  extremely  diflicult, 
r. .ugh,  and  mountainous  climl).  the  column  reached  the  summit 
:d)out  noon,  where  the  beauties  nf  the  valley  tluit  lay  berwi'eu  these 
Appalachian  ranges  compcnsnt.^d  in  a  measure  for  the  toil  and 
Travail  of  thf  morning.      Thi;  Soutli  !\rountain  ranev,  lomr  famed 
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topogTaphicallv,  has  since  the  battles,  marches,  and  bivouacs  of  tlie 
Civil  War  become  etiually  famous  historically.  It  was  dusk  when 
the  command  reached  the  Gettysburg  turnpike  and  encamped 
at  Xewman's  Tavem  for  the  night.  ''  Tavern,"'  as  the  "  diarists  " 
call  it.  "Cut,"  by  ^hich  name  it  seemed  to  be  kuo«-n  otheially, 
and_  yet  in  this  same  connection  it  is  often  styled  "  Pass."  The 
"  Xewman's,"  however,  sufficiently  identities  it  as  the  same  spjt, 
whether  cut,  pass,  or  taveru.  Company  C  was  on  picket  duty,  and 
through  the  night  many  of  our  escaped  prisoners,  captured  at 
Gettysburg,  who  had  managed  to  elude  the  vig-ilance  of  their 
guards  as  they  passed  over  the  mountains  in  the  darkness,  came 
through  its  lines. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  July  7,  while  General  Smith  was  pre- 
paring to  enter  the  Cumberland  Valley  and  follow  down  the  moun- 
tains toward  Boonsboro,  orders  came  from  General  Meade  to 
march  to  Gettysburg.  These  orders  were  shortly  afterward  coun- 
termanded, and  General  Smith  was  permitted  to  do  as  he  had  at 
first  proposed.  The  head  of  his  column  left  Xewman's  Cut  at 
eleven  o'clock  a.  ii.,  and  tlie  whole  force  arrived  at  Mount  Alto 
Furnace,  a  distance  of  some  fifteen  miles,  from  five  to  seven  in  the 
afternoon.  An  officer  was  despatched  to  Chambersburg  to  en- 
deavor to  procure  supplies.  His  mission  was  but  partially  suc- 
cessful. The  trains  had  failed  to  keep  up  with  the  column  and  but 
little  remained  to  meet  the  craving  demands  of  these  hungry 
marchers. 

Another  day  and  another  night  made  memorable  by  a  steady 
downpour.  "  This  v.-as  a  night  of  nights,"  reads  the  diarist'* 
story.  '■'  Tlie  rain  came  down  in  ton-cnts  harder  than  ever,  and  by 
three  p.  :ir.  our  camy>  was  so  wet  that  you  had  to  walk  through  a 
foot  of  water  to  find  an  inch  of  diy  ground.  The  whole  encamp- 
ment was  a  sheet  of  water.  One  big  fellow,  assistant  quarter- 
master of  the  retrimtnt,  was  lucky  enough  to  have  a  shelter  tent. 
About  4  A.  :m.  I  wa-  on  duty  as  officer  of  the  gtiard.  I  went  up 
near  his  quarters  and  found  him  looking  veiw  disconsolate,  and 
asked  him  why  bo  did  not  stay  under  his  tent.  Said  he,  '"'  I  have 
just  floated  out  aTid  do  not  think  the  current  will  let  me  go  in 
again."  Tlie  water  was  running  through  the  tent  at  a  mill-race 
pace." 

This  was   in   the  vallev ;   on  the  same  night,   the  scene  was 
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paralleled  on  the  mountain,  as  it  appears,  from  the  diary  of  the 
officer  of  the  110th  Pennsylvania  before  quoted  from,  in  the  con- 
clusion of  its  entry  of  Jidy  7,  1SG3:  "  Turned  to  the  left  up  the 
Catoctin  range,  which  mountains  were  crossed  by  a  circuitous 
by-path  after  dark  in  a  terrible  rain  storm."     [Italics  the  author's.] 

On  the  following  day,  Wednesday,  July  8,  tbe  troops  mai-ched 
all  day,  passed  through  Quincy,  and  arrived  at  Waynesboro  alxiut 
six  o'clock,  where  the  whole  force,  Brisbane's  brigade  on  the  right 
and  the  Xew  York  troops  on  the  left,  went  into  camp  in  line  of 
battle  a  mile  and  a  half  out  from  the  town  on  the  road  to  Hagers- 
town.  There  they  remained  all  day  over  the  ninth,  awaiting 
rations  and  instructions  from  General  !Meade. 

Here  General  Smith  formed  a  junction  with  the  infantry  bri- 
gade of  Gen.  Thomas  H.  Xeill  of  the  Sixth  Army  Corps.  Besides 
his  own  brigiide.  General  Xeill  had  with  him  a  brigade  of  cavalry 
commanded  by  Col.  John  B.  Mcintosh  and  eight  pieces  of  artillery. 
Awaiting  Lis  train  and  his  supplies.  General  Smith  sent  an  officer 
with  a  cavalry  escort  across  the  South  Mountain  to  the  west  to 
communicate  with  General  Meade. 

On  Friday  the  tentli,  orders  to  be  in  readiness  to  move,  orders 
countermanding  these,  other  orders  for  a  movement  and  their  re- 
call, followed  each  other  through  the  day,  resulting  in  no  move- 
ment at  all,  and  the  regiment's  still  remaining  in  its  Waynesboro 
encampment  until  the  following  morning. 

Meanwhile  renewed  activities  elsewhere  indicated  the  need  for 
these  various  changes.  After  tlie  publication  of  the  order  to  be  in 
readiness  to  move  General  Meade  had  directed  that  the  commands 
of  Generals  Smith  and  !Milroy  should  remain  in  the  vicinity  of 
Waynesboro,  occupy  the  enemy  to  the  best  advantage,  and  join 
either  the  Army  of  tlie  Potomac  or  General  Couch,  as  the  move- 
ments of  the  enemy  might  permit  or  require.  General  !^[eade  in 
this  same  despatch  indicated  that  on  the  evening  of  the  tenth  the 
right  wing  of  his  army  would  be  on  the  Baltimore  and  Hagerstown 
turnpike  between  the  Antietam  and  Beaver  Creek,  and  his  left  at 
Eakcrsville.  Bakersville  is  on  the  Potomac  below  Williamsport. 
His  line  would  then  face  west  to  bear  down  upon  the  enemy,  who 
was  covering  Williamsport.  wliere  he  intended  to  recrnss  the  river. 
Sinirli'-:  movements,  coutinnc'd  when  the  fncniy  was  nut  of  lijs  way, 
would  brino-  him  in  touch  with  !Meade's  ri^ht  wing.      "  An  exam- 
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illation  of  tln'  country  fi'i-ni  Franklin  Cliif,  Md.,  had  in- 
formed us  "  [G(.-iie2-al  Sniiili's  Hcadqnarlei-s]  "  that  a  force  of  the 
enemy  was  encamped  on  hiuh  ground  two  and  a  half  miles  from 
llagerstown  on  tlie  Waynesboro  road,  and  another  force  to  the 
^I'Uthward  of  ilarerstown  or-  the  road  t/)  Boonsboro.  I\"o  earth- 
\V';>rk3  coidd  !;"•  discovered  ti'H-  any  earthworks  ^^'en  on  the  ranu;i- 
towards  Williamsport.  Xo  movements  were  visible  on  the 
Williatnsport  ro.i«l."  ' 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this  oriler  to  occupy  the  enemy  to  the  be?C 
advantage,  and  with  this  genfr;il  knowledge  of  his  position,  General 
Smith  at  once  ordered  Colonel  2iIcIntosh  with  his  cavalry  brigade 
and  four  guns  to  feel  tlie  euemy  along  the  Antictam  below  Leiters- 
burg.  The  Antictam,  witli  its  source  above  Waynesboro,  flows 
southerly  and  emjities  into  tiie  Potomac  near  Sharpsburg.  Leiters- 
bnrg  is  on  the  Antietam  about  two  miles  from  the  State  line  and 
some  seven  tuiles  northccist  of  Hagerstowji.  Colonel  Mcintosh 
carried  out  hi-  instructions  in  a  most  skilful  manner,  driving  the 
enemy's  cavalry  jiiekcts  acio.-s  the  creek  upon  their  infantry  and 
cavalry  support-,  where,  confirming  the  result  of  the  examination 
of  the  country  from  Franklin  Mills,  it  was  discovered  that  the 
enemy  was  enciimped  in  snitie  force  along  the  Boonsboro  road  to  the 
south  of  HagLr-town.  Colonel  Mcintosh  was  supported  in  this 
movement  by  two  regiments  of  Pennsylvania  militia  under  Colonel 
Frick  and  the  Forty-third  New  York  Volunteers  from  General 
Weill's  brigade. 

This  delay  over  the  ninth,  be.sides  the  disclosure  it  revealitl 
of  the  enemy's  position,  was  othenvise  advantageous  to  the  troop- 
that  had  remained  in  camp.  It  had  seemed  apparently  impossi- 
ble, notwithstanding  tJie  ui-gency,  to  bring  along  the  supplies  "  with 
siifficient  celerity."  The  efforts,  too,  to  supply  the  troops  with 
rations  from  the  "  country  ]M..,-plo  met  with  but  little  success,  the 
reliels  having  cleaned  out  the  region."  This  intervening  day  of 
no  movement  permitted  the  trains  to  overtake  the  column. 

Saturday  the  eleventli  was  a  day  of  events.  The  regiment 
moved  at  sevtii  .."clock,  tJie  day  was  very  hot,  a  fifteen-mile  march 
followed,  inlerni]jteil  by  a  reconnoissance  and  divertdl  In-  a  raid. 
At  the  righth  mile  the  column  crossed  the  State  line  into  ]\rarylan'l. 
'■  A  reconii"i--;iii"o  in  f. .r,c."  it  ^■as  called,  a  forward  movement  in 
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line  of  battle  through  a  coriitield,  overhauhjcl  a  detaehiuent  of  rebel 
cavalry  on  a  foraging  expcilitioii.  Two  of  the  party  fell  into  the 
custody  of  Companies  K  and  G,  and  were  tm-ued  over  as  prisoners 
of  war. 

Then  it;  having  been  ropurteJ  to  Division  Headquarters  that  a 
Hiilicr  on  ^Marsh  ILun,  ^nthin  the  enemy's  lino  of  the  day  before, had 
been  ordered  by  the  rebels  to  run  his  mill  all  night  to  grind  wheat 
for  them,  General  Brisbane,  with  t^vo  regiments  of  his  brigade, 
the  Thirty-second  and  Twenty-eighth  Pennsylvania,  was  ordered,  if 
possible,  to  intercept  the  wagons  and  destroy  the  grain  if  he  could 
not  bring  it  off.  He  destroyed  twenty-fotir  barrels  of  flour  which 
liad  been  ground  for  the  rebels  and  all  the  grain  in  the  mill — one 
himdred  bushels.  From  the  two  prisoners  captured  at  the  mill 
it  was  learned  that  the  enemy  had  fallen  back  from  Hagerstown. 
In  this  affair  Brisbane  was  supported  by  the  Sixty-lirst  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers  of  General  jSTeill's  brigade.  That  night  the 
two  regiments  detached  with  General  Brisbane  retiuTied  to  the 
camp  in  the  vicinity  of  Waynesboro.  Excejit-tlie  tro':>ps  of  Bris- 
bane the  whole  Division  moved  to  Leitersburg,  whore  it  encamped 
for  tlie  night. 

Sunday  the  twelfth  was  a  quiet  day.  Religious  services  were 
held  in  the  camp  of  the  Thirty-third  Eegiment  Blue  Eeserves,  and 
as  the  diarist  remarked  :  ''  Our  eiScient  chaplain  will  go  rusty  again 
for  another  wec-k."  The  chaplain  of  the  Thirty-second  was  a  help- 
ful addition  to  the  staff'.  He  could  preach  when  opportunity  offered, 
was  always  re  ady  with  a  kindly  greeting ;  ever  willing  to  be  of  ser- 
vice, he  found  fivqiicnt  occasions  to  put  the  ministrations  of  his 
calling  to  a  gnoil  and  useful  i>mpose.  He  was  a  famotis  provider, 
and  what  '■'  his  country  "  sometimes  failed  to  supply,  he  would 
secure  in  far  more  generous  pleasure  from  ■"  th(^  countrv  "  aroimd 
about. 

He  had  the  full,  true,  sincere  and  trustful  convictions  of  a 
sound  orthodox  belief ;  wholly  different  from  another  chaplain  in  a 
nearby  Army  of  the  Potomac  regiment,  who,  though  proficient, 
efficient  in  every  other  way.  and  much  beloved  by  the  men,  be- 
lieved in  nothing  at  all,  and  was  the  veriest  skeptic.  This  after 
a  time  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  colonel,  himself  a  sound 
churchman.  He  summoned  the  chaplain,  who,  upon  inquiry, 
freely  conceded  his  non-believinir  delinquencies.  The  colonel, 
recofrnizini:  bow  good  he  had  been  to  the  men,  was  reluctant  to 
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jiart  witli  liiiiij  yet,  as  he  said,  iiKliflerent  as  they  might  be  to  any 
pre^iching  at  all,  they  necessarily  demanded  tliat  he  who  was 
required  to  preach  should  at  least  be  as  fairly  well  disciplined  in 
his  calling  as  they  were  required  to  be  in  theirs,  so  he  demanded 
hi?  resig'nation.  There  M-as  little  delay  in  its  acceptance.  A 
demojisiraiion  fur  some  time  in  preparation  awaited  his  departure. - 
The  dress  parade  of  the  evening  of  his  last  day  in  camp  was 
made  the  occasion  of  a  farewell  tribute;  the  colonel  in  a  few 
well-chosen  renmrks  wished  him  God-speed,  and  then  the  ten  first 
sergeants  marched  out  to  the  front  and  centre.  A  wooden  sword, 
specially  made  for  the  occasion,  twelve  feet  long  and  of  propor- 
tionate width,  with  the  words  in  big  red  letters,  ''  Thou  shalt  not 
kill,"  painted  ou  it,  borne  by  two  husky  fellows,  was  produced  and 
formally  presented  to  the  retiring  chaplain.  Lifted  into  the  head- 
quarter ambulance  by  the  two  burden-bearers,  the  chaplain  fol- 
lowed it.  He  was  driven  to  the  railway  station,  boarded  the  train, 
and  both  his  ex-reverence  and  the  sword  disappeared  forever  from 
everything  else  save  the  memory  of  those  familiar  with  the  inci- 
dent, who  no  doubt  will  still  recall  it. 

On  Monday  the  thirteentli,  at  eight  o'clock,  tlie  regiment,  as 
did  the  entire  brigade,  again  resumed  the  march,  this  time  to 
Ilagerstown,  =onie  twelve  miles  distant,  whence  the  enemy  had 
withdrawn  on  the  day  before.  It  reached  its  destination  about 
six.  Xow  in  close  touch  with  the  right  wing  of  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  and  the  cavalry  force  of  General  Kilpatrick,  the  brigade, 
with  the  cavalry,  proceeded  to  uncover  the  enemy,  who  still  main- 
tained ids  lines  not  far  distant.  The  Thirty-third  liegiment.  Blue 
Iveserves,  became  briskly  engaged  in  quite  an  active  skirmish, 
acquitted  itself  most  commendably  and  suffered  a  loss  of  nine  men 
wounded,  and  as  accounted  for  in  the  division  official  itinerary,  but 
not  returned  in  the  regimental  losses,  one  man  killed. 

On  the  fourteenth  the  regiment  was  ordered  into  line  of  battle 
in  the  early  m.orning,  where  it  remained  until  later  in  the  day, 
where,  upon  the  announcement  that  l.ee's  entire  army  had  re- 
cros.sed  tlie  Potomac  at  Williamsport,  it  returned  to  camp.  On  . 
this  night  a  raiii-,-r.inn  f)f  some  pretentions,  while  it  received  due 
recognition  in  tlie  diary  of  the  llOth's  officer,  in  the  phrase  "  rained 
terribly  during  the  night,"  seemed  to  have  escaped  the  observation 
of  those  who  wore  preserving  the  records  of  the  Thirty-second. 

The  Sixtv-iirit  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  was  through  with  its 
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duty  with  Eri.-baue,  and  that  same  night,  Saturday  the  eleventh, 
General  Xeill's  brigade  was  ordered  at  once  to  rejoin  the  Aiiny  of 
the  Potomac.  As  no  specific  instrtictious  had  been  given  General 
Smith  for  the  disposition  of  his  tro<Dps,  exclusive  of  Brisbane's 
brigade,  he  distributed  his  forces  to  the  eastward  and  southward, 
Cavetown,  Beuevola,  where  Beaver  Creek  crosses  the  turnpike, 
and  Boonsboro,  covering  a  radius  of  some  eight  to  twelve  miles, 
and  himself  reported  to  General  ]!J!eade  for  instructions,  at  the 
same  time  recommending  that,  in  view  of  the  pending  engagement 
then  believed  to  be  imminent,  his  forces  be  divided  among  the 
"  old  divisions "  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac — a  plan  which 
General  Meade  did  not  seem  to  favor.  Its  further  consideration 
was  avoided,  with  the  disappearance  of  the  likeliliood  of  battle, 
by  the  withdrawal  of  the  enemy  to  his  own  side  of  the  Potomac. 

On  Wednesday  the  fifteenth,  their  immediate  presence  in  the 
city  of  Xew  York  demanded  for  the  suppression  of  the  memo- 
rable draft  riots  of  the  summer  of  1863,  the  regiments  of  the  Xew 
York  State  Xatioual  Guard  were  hastened  with  all  despatch  to 
Frederick,  Maryland,  and  thence  to  their  destination. 

The  absence  of  so  many  of  his  troops  at  a  time  so  critical  is 
thus  commented  on  by  ilaj.-Gen.  Charles  W.  Sandford,  command- 
ing the  First  Division  Xew  York  State  Xational  Guard,  in.  his 
oilicial  report  of  December  30,  1S63 :  ^ 

During  the  absence  of  all  these  regiments-  of  my  Division  on  the  13th 
of  July  la^t  a  riot  of  the  most  sorious  character  occurred  (in  consequence 
of  the  commencement  of  the  United  States  draft)  which  for  three  or  four 
(lays  was  more  disgraceful  in  its  character  and  more  serious  in  its  conse- 
quence than  any  before  known  in  our  City  and  which  could  not  have  lasted 
twelve  hours  if  one  third  nf  our  rcjimentis  had  been  home  at  its  commence- 
ment. 

Upon  the  first  alarm  upon  the  requisition  of  his  honor  the  mayor  the 
whole  of  the  division  remaining  in  the  City  was  ordered  on  duty,  but  the 
absence  of  over  SOOO  men  at  the  scat  of  war  had  left  me  with  so  small  a 
force  that  my  means  were  entirely  inadequate  to  the  magnitude  of  the  occa- 
sion. 

With  the  departure  of  the  Xew  York  troops  and  the  concentra- 
tion of  the  Pennsvlvania  militia   at  Hacerstown  under  General 
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Urisbano,  who  liaJ  been  dtsigiiaied  as  its  luilitai}-  governor,  tlie 
connection  of  Brip-.-Gcn.  William  Farrar  Smith,  L'.  S.  V.,  with 
the  Emergency  Service  of  lbG3  practically  ceased.  Of  higli 
repute  in  Lis  chosen  profession  of  arms,  uol  only  for  hi> 
soldierly  courage  and  capacity,  but  for  his  scholarly  attainments 
and  ability,  his  fa\orable  comuieut  on  the  conduct  of  the  troop- 
under  him  during  that  sei-vice  is  of  especial  value.  In  his  otBcinl 
report  ^  there  is  this  significant  paragraph : 

Before  closing  J  iiui?t  call  to  the  rciuenibrauce  of  thf  general  comiiiand- 
ing  the  force  that  I  moved  without  a  quartermaster  or  commissary,  without 
supph'  trains,  some  regiments  even  without  having  haversacks,  and  with  nr> 
adequate  transportation  of  the  cooking  utensils  of  the  nu'U  and  must  pay 
the  proper  tribute  to  the  general  behavior  of  the  troops  during  long  marche- 
in  rainy  weather  and  witliout  suJTicient  food.  The  rugged  mountain  roads 
left  many  of  them  barefooted,  but  the  greater  portion  of  the  command  seemed 
animated  by  a  desire  to  do  all  that  was  required  in  the  service  of  theii 
country. 

Col.  Brisbane  deserves  special  mention  for  the  manner  in  which  he  man- 
aged and  led  his  command,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  him   to  notice. 


[The  records  at  JTarrisburg  do  nut  disclose  that  General  Brisbane — 
'■  Colonel,"  as  he  is  always  styled  by  General  Smith — held  either  rank  in 
the  militia  of  Pennsylvauia  during  the  ciiuipaign  of  IStiJ,  nor  does  he  appear 
to  have  had  any  other  rank  in  the  United  States  Army  after  his  honorable 
discharge  as  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  Forty-ninth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers 
in  October,  18(52.  It  is  fortunate  that  this  well-deserved  recognition  of  a 
meritorious  otiicer  help^  in  a  measure  to  rescue  his  record  from  its  othev- 
wiso  oHicial  oblivif>n.— Tin;  Al-thor.] 

As  the  narrtitive  of  this  \'alley  campaign  iicars  its  close  an 
interesting  happening  must  not  be  allowed  to  pass  umioticed. 
Chaml^rsburg  had  her  sore  trials.  Lee's  invasion  was  a  heav^■ 
str.iin.  His  order  to  avoid  the  appropriation  of  private  property 
did  not  meet  with  a  cordial  acquiescence.  His  officers  did  not  seem 
at  all  times  to  encourage  its  observance  nor  lend  their  best  efforts 
to  its  enforcement.  A  notable  incident  illustrative  of  these  con- 
ditions is  said  to  have  l>een  the  manner  in  which  the  provost  mar- 
shal of  Chamber?burg  had  sought  to  mtike  himself  as  inaccessible 
as  possible  to  tho.-c  in  search  of  protection  from  sobliers  disposed 
to  freely  he]j>  th(  inscdves.  Though  his  headquarter*  were  at  th>' 
court-house,  h-  !i:id  -tewed  himself  away  in  an  intori^jr  apartment, 
not  easilv  acc(--ibh'. 
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A  large  wholesale  grocery  ebUiblishmeut  had  falleu  umJer  the 
hau  of  the  soldiers'  spleen.  Its  failure  to  yield  to  persuasion  had 
been  met  by  violence  and  its  stock  of  goods  was  rapidly  disappear- 
ing. Ever}-  effort  of  the  proprietors  to  communicate  with,  this 
official  had  been  foiled,  when  a  bright  young  fellow  in  their  employ, 
with  a  better  knowledge  of  how  he  might  be  reached,  climbed  a 
water-spout  on  tlie  outside  of  the  court-house  wall,  gained  an 
entrance  through  a  window,  secured  an  interview  with  him,  made 
the  plight  of  his  employers  known,  when  a  g-uard  was  promptly 
dispatched  to  eject  the  intruders  and  stop  the  plunder.  But  the 
men  who  had  thus  been  foiled  of  their  opportunities  had  kept  a 
keen  eye  on  the  boy  who  had  acomplished  their  discomfiture,  with 
a  view  to  revenge  and  retribution,  and  it  was  not  far  away.  Soou 
tli'^  troops  began  to  withdraw,  one  by  one  the  guards  were  gradually 
relieved.  It  was  then  that  these  disappointed  soldiers  with  enough 
stragglers  gathered  to  assure  their  purpose,  seized  the  lad,  placed 
him  at  a  spigot  on  his  haunches  in  front  of  a  hogshead  of  molasses, 
and  diere  he  sat,  carefully  watched,  compelled  to  fill  the  canteen 
of  each  soldier  witli  the  slowly  running  viscous  fluid  until  his 
persecutors  saw  he  could  no  longer  endure  the  task,  when,  laying 
him  flat  on  his  back,  they  tied  his  trousers  at  the  ankles  and 
his  coat-sleeves  at  the  wrist,  placed  his  neck  under  the  spigot. 
turned  it  on  full  head  until  the  molasses  had  filled  his  clotliiug 
almost  to  bursting,  stord  him  on  his  feet,  and  sent  him  away,  con- 
tent in  their  conclusion  that  the  full  measure  of  their  vengeance 
had  been  satisfactorily  attained.  It  appeared  more  like  a  Yankee 
trick  than  southern  invention.  Unique  beyond  precedent,  the  vic- 
tim preserved  its  memories,  ratlier  for  a  humorous  reminiscence 
than  as  a  lingering  resentment.  He  does  say.  however,  that  he 
permitted  more  than  half  a  generation  to  pass  before  he  allowed 
molasses,  even  under  its  more  pursuasive  designation  of  syrup, 
to  pass  his  lips  again. 

There  were  little  flurries  looking  to  the  return  of  the  enemy 
rather  in  detaclnnents  for  a  raid  tlian  in  force  for  operation.  So 
General  Brisbane  had  been  instructed  to  watch  the  fords  at 
Williamsport  and  Falling  Waters.  But  he  never  attempted  an- 
other inv.asion;  tliis  was  his  last,  and,  as  was  said  subsequently, 
"  It  was  on  Pennsylvania's  soil  that  rebellion  reached  its  flood. 
aTul  as  it  slowlv  eblic-d  the  other  wav,  reared  a  marnthoTi  on  Bound 
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Top  and  made  great  Gettysburg  immortal  as  tiie  ages."  The  days 
for  ontpo?t,  picket,  and  line  of  battle  were  over,  camii.  march, 
drill,  guard  mount,  followed  for  a  few  more,  and  then  the  cam- 
paign of  this  siunmer  of  1S63  was  afterward  a  patriotic  memory. 

The  sixcoenth  of  July  was  fairly  eventful.  The  general  orders 
from  Governor  Curtin  declaring  that,  the  emergency  over,  the 
troops  would  be  returned  to  their  home  rendezvous  as  soon  as 
transportation  was  available,  was  published  at  the  evening  parade. 
General  Brisbane  after  its  publication  made  a  felicitous  speech, 
profuse  in  congratulations,  abundant  in  sentiment,  grateful  in 
acknowledgments.  General  Brisbane  was  an  excellent  othcer.  He 
knew  as  well  how  to  be  appreciative  of  service  as  he  did  how  to 
forcefully  exact  it. 

It  so  happened,  too,  that  for  the  day  the  camps  of  the  llSth 
and  119th  were  not  far  away,  at  least  as  the  soldier  had  come  to 
know  how  to  compute  distance.  In  otiier  words,  it  did  not  make 
much  difference  to  him,  how  far  away  the  object  or  the  purpose 
was,  if  he  had  to  or  wanted  to  reach  it.  Throughout  the  day  the 
men  of  the  Thirty-second  had  opportunity  to  extend  a  good  cheer 
and  a  hearty  hospitable  welcome  to  their  many  visitors.  It  was 
a  bright  spot  in  the  campaign.  Those  who  went  were  replete  with 
story  upon  tlieir  return  of  what  they  had  seen  and  where  they  had 
seen  it.  '\Miat  they  had  been  told,  and  how  generous  had  been 
their  treatment.  With  the  men  of  the  Thirty-second  rhe  visit 
seems  never  to  have  been  forgotten  and  its  survivors  still  recall 
the  incident,  whenever  it  is  pertinent  to  the  occasion. 

This  is  one  of  the  stories  of  the  day  that  still  finds  a  place  in 
memory. 

A  well-rernembered  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  119th, 
who  afterward  rose  to  prominent  rank  in  the  regiment,  one  of  the 
visiting  party,  had  dallied  a  little  too  long,  and  inopportunely 
fell  upon  and  into  the  custody  of  the  army  headquaiters  provost 
guard.  Everything  was  on  the  move,  the  guards  were  few  and  the 
prisoners  many ;  the  teamsters,  t(X»,  had  been  disposed  to  be  sport- 
ive, their  places  on  a  number  of  mules  without  drivers  were  sup- 
plied from  those  in  custody.  This  lot  fell  to  our  delinquent  non- 
commissioned otiicer.  Ecraembering  that  no  list  had  Iteeu  taken 
of  those  in  arrest,  he  set  himself  about  to  conjecture  how  soon  and 
how  he  couLl  avoid  his  predicament.      The  trains  had  started  on 
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the  turnpike  for  Baltimore;  the  pike  led  directly  there,  and  that 
was  -where  our  dallying  soldier  did  not  propose  to  go  if  he  could 
help  it.  The  army  could  have  but  one  destination,  the  nearest 
available  crossing  of  the  Potomac,  and  that  lay  oS  to  the  right  and 
not  all  the  way  do^vn  the  pike.  The  night  was  bright  moonlight, 
the  guards'  v^-atchfulness  relaxed,  escape  was  not  impossible.  The 
route  by  the  pike  clearly  indicated  to  the  trained  eye  that  a  heavy 
column  of  marching  men  had  recently  passed  over  it.  Pretty 
soon  this  heavy  trail  bore  off  on  a  road  that  turned  abruptly  to  the 
right  toward  the  Potomac ;  the  train  kept  straight  on.  Our  non- 
commissioned officer  caught  the  scent  keenly.  At  the  first  con- 
venient shado^.v  he  slipped  off  his  mule,  dodged  into  the  timber 
for  cover,  made  good  his  escape,  quickly  picked  up  the  trail,  aud 
by  daylight  was  in  the  camp  of  his  regiment  near  the  river,  his 
absence  over  his  time  not  yet  discovered.  Ii  was  too  good  a  story 
to  keep,  and  soon  became  a  tasty  morsel  of  reg-imeutal  gossip. 

A  single  day  had  scarcely  gone,  with  rainy  and  disagreeable 
weather,  to  be  sure,  when  there  goes  forth  in  the  diarist's  entry  of 
the  seventeenth  a  wail  of  the  monotony  of  camp  life,  relieved 
somewhat  by  the  arrival  of  boxes  and  packages  from  considerate 
friends  at  home.  On  other  days  tlie  end  was  not  yet,  but  now  the 
tension  was  off,  the  enemy  had  gone.  What  they  had  come  for,  the 
*'  emergency,"  was  over,  and  the  only  end  for  the  other  days  was 
"  awaiting  transportation." 

On  Saturday  the  twenty-eighth  the  weather  continued  warm — 
very  warm.  Captain  Loudenslager  and  his  Company  E,  and 
Captain  Allen  and  his  Company  C,  marched  into  Hagersto-^-n, 
reported  at  lieadquarters  at  six  o'clock  for  provost  duty,  when, 
their  orders  countermanded,  they  returned  to  camp. 

The  usual  Sunday  morning  inspection  was  the  feature  of  the 
morning  of  the  nineteenth,  followed  for  Company  C  by  its  attend- 
ance at  divine  service  in  the  Episcopal  church  in  Hagersto^\^l.  In 
the  evening  the  chaplain  of  the  regiment  conducted  a  sen-ice, 
largely  attended,  in  the  camp. 

On  Monday,  the  twentieth,  with  no  interruption  of  the  usual 
routine  of  camp  duty,  affairs  in  the  evening  took  on  soniethimj 
of  a  social  turn.  The  several  companies  of  the  regiment  supplied 
their  detachments,  a  serenading  party  was  made  up,  and  compli- 
mentary serenades  tendered  to  General  Brisbane  at  his  headquar- 
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ters,  and  ai  tlieir  ievtrai  rftiiJeiices  tu  a  number  of  tlic  specially 
pfunounced  Uni'jiii.-ts  uf  lluijerituwu.  The  usual  functional  cour- 
tesies and  liospitalitioti  incident  to  such  occasions  followed  and  the 
whole  party  i-eturncd  to  caiup  about  ten  o'clock,  beariug  the  fretly 
expressed  appreciation  of  those  for  wliom  the  little  remembrauoe 
had  been  arranged.  It.  was  iho  la,-t  night  in  the  vicinity,  and 
hence  so  selected. 

The  regiiiieat  left  its  Hagerstown  encampment  at  eight  o'clock 
on  the  nioniing  of  the  twenty-tirat,  and  after  a  tiresome  but  not 
a  tedious  march  reached  Greencastle  at  about  half-past  four  in  the 
afternoon,  where  it  encamped  on  the  same  spot  the  regiment  had 
occupied  in  the  previous  September.  The  well-remembered  spring 
of  tine  cool  water  was  still  there,  and  not  a  landmark  had  been 
disturbed. 

Without  any  detiuite  explanation  of  how  it  came  about,  it  is 
recorded  that  on  Wednesday  the  twenty-second,  Company-  A 
brought  into  camp  several  rebel  prisonei-s  whom  they  had  in  their 
charge,  a  [nu-tiou  of  whom  had  been  engaged  in  the  attack  on 
Carlisle  on  the  lirst  of  .Tuly. 

The  twentj'-third  and  twenty-fourth  were  two  uneventful  days 
attended  by  the  excessive  heat  then  seasonably  prevailing  and  the 
requisite  drills,  parades,  roll-calls,  and  guard  mounts. 

Marching  orders  previously  received,  reveille  was  sounded  at 
two  o'clock  iu  the  morning  of  Saturday  the  twenty-fifth,  the  regi- 
ment moved  at  five  and  arrived  at  Chambersburg  at  eleven,  where 
the  camp  was  established  to  the  accompaniment  of  a  rain  and  ^vind 
storm  of  some  violence. 

Sunday,  the  twenty-sixth,  was  a  quiet  day  in  camp,  and  in  the 
evening  the  regiment  entrained  for  Piiiladelphia.  It  reached  the 
city  at  noon  nn  Monday,  where  a  most  creditable  escort  awaited 
its  arrival.  A  parade  followed  through  some  of  the  principal 
streets.  At  its  conchision  there  was  a  general  hamlsluiking,  gi-eet- 
ing,  and  reception.  For  the  two  following  days  the  companies 
reported  for  a  daily  roll-call,  and  on  August  first  the  whole  regi- 
ment wa?  mustered  out  by  Lieut.-Col.  Isaac  Starr,  mustering 
officer. 

Inquirs-  is  much  retarded  and  a  serious  hi.-rnric  impairment 
necessarily  followed  flio  failure  to  discover  any  official  report  of 
this  campaign,  either  from  General  Tlrisbauc  or  any  of  tlie  four 
Pennsvlvania  colonels  who  comraandod  hi?  Twentv-eifjhth.  Tliir- 
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tieth,  Thirty-scroud  and  Thirty-third  regiments.  Xi>thing  is 
found  at  Ilarrisburg  or  in  the  Government  ''  War  Kc-cords  "  that 
would  indicate  that  any  such  reports  were  ever  made. 

The  regimental  archives  are  alike  scant.  Full  of  data,  detail, 
and  incident  attendant  upon  the  beginning  of  a  service,  the  most 
conspicuous  rendered  in  the  regiment's  early  history,  tliey  supply 
nothing  of  what  followed  its  close.  There  .was  no  order  of  con- 
gi-atulation  summarizing  events  or  conferring  distinction  nor  do  the 
minutes  of  the  subsequent  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Officers 
give  it  anv  special  mention.  Colonel  Smith's  General  Order  of 
August  4,  IS 63,  announcing  that  he  "  re-assumeS  the  command  of 
the  First  Regiment  Grey  Reserves,  Eeser\-es  Brigade,  organized 
and  officered  as  it  was  previous  (viz.,  June  25)  to  being  mustered 
into  the  sendee  of  the  State  as  the  Thirty-second  Regiment  P.  M.," 
is  published  to  the  command  and  the  incident  is  elnsoil. 

The  militia,  however,  did  not  fail  to  contribute  something  of 
itself,  and  in  cooperation  with  the  volunteer  forces  attached  to  its 
column,  to  the  chastisement  that  fell  upon  the  enemy  in  his  Penn- 
sylvania misadventure.  Besides,  it  won  encomiums  and  approba- 
tion from  national  and  State  authorities  alike. 

Maj.-Gen.  Darius  X.  Couch,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Susquehanna,  in  his  official  repoiis  ^  of  the  operations 
of  that  Department,  June  11-July  !•',  l^iio,  make.=  special  men- 
tion of  seme  of  the  substantial  result-  accomplished  by  his  troops. 

Col.  Pierce  of  the  lith  Penn.-..  Cav.  who  succeeded  Milroy:  killed, 
wounded  and  captured  a  rebtl  cavalry  company  at  MeConuellsburf,',  .  .  . 
Had  Col.  Pierce  fully  carried  out  my  in'^tvuctions  he  would  have  intlicte<l  very 
heavy  I053  on  the  rebel-.  lire;ikiiiy  up  their  trains. 

On  July  .">th  Captain  Jones,  Fir.-t  Xew  York  Cavalry,  attacked  Lee's 
wagon  train  near  Greencastle  and  brought  olT  G4o  prisoner?.  300  <,f  ^^l^onl  were 
wounded,  00  wagons  and  one  piece  of  artillei-y. 

Xunibi-r  of  prisoners  reported  lo41,  of  whom  50U  won'  taken  under  arms. 
400  wounded  and  the  remainder  stragglers  and  deserters.  This  does  not 
include  <'|uite  a  number  who  escaped  through  the  mountains  and  went  north. 
being  aiilrii  in  this  by  the  citizens. 

Of  the  regiments  supplied  liy  Pennsylvania,  General  Couch 
makes  this  approving  comment : 

Tlie  militia  of  Pennsylvania  raiseil  to  rosi-t  the  invasion  wa=  composed 
of  men  from  all  classes  and  professions  and  was  a  fine  body  of  men. 
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In  his  a<'kuo\vIeiIgTOeuts  for  the  aid  and  assistance  rendered 
him  bv  the  State  oiiicials  and  the  "  gi-eat  nuinl)er  of  gentlemen 
residing  witliiu  the  limits  of  the  Department,  all  working  for  the 
common  good,"'  he  makes  special  mention  of  a  prominent  Phila- 
delphia organization  of  nation-wide  repute  for  its  pati-iotic  war 
service  as  follows : 

Among  the  patriotic  associations  of  tlie  country,  the  Union  League  of 
Philadelphia  is  nut  surpassed  for  its  vigor  and  elUcient  labor.  It  alone 
placed  several  regiments  in  the  field. 

The  value  of  the  militia  force  to  the  campaign  of  1SG3  is 
thus  commented  on  by  Brig.-Gen.  A.  L.  Eussell,  Pennsylvania's 
elBcient  adjutant-general,  in  his  annual  report  of  1863  : 

Under  the  call  of  the  President,  Xew  York  sent  forward  six  thousand 
three  hundred  and  eighty-five  (G3So)  men,  and  Xew  Jersey  furnished  five 
hundred  and  two   (oOi)   men. 

Whilst  expressing  her  acknowledgments  to  her  sister  states  for  their 
timely  assistance,  it  should  not,  however,  be  forgotten  that  the  defence  of 
Pennsylvania,  at  this  point,  was  the  defence  also  of  Xew  York  and  Xew 
Jersey. 

The  invasion  of  Pennsylvania  and  ^Maryland  by  General  Lee  in  June 
last,  which  resulted  so  disastrously  to  the  rebel  army  in  the  memorable  days 
of  the  July  battle  of  Gettysburg,  contemplated  in  the  programme  of  the  rebel 
leaders  the  capture  and  sackage  of  the  State  capital,  the  destruction  of  the 
bridges  over  the  Susquehanna,  and  the  transfer  of  the  seat  of  war  to  Penn- 
sylvania. 

The  large  force  of  militia  called  out  by  the  proclamation  of  your  Ex- 
cellency of  the  SGlh  of  June  organized  under  the  command  of  Maj.-Genl. 
Couch  commanding  the  Department  of  the  Susquehaima  and  the  extensive 
fortifications  opposite  Harrisburg,  continued  under  the  directions  of  that 
officer,  no  one  can  doubt  had  the  effect  of  retarding  the  march  of  the  rebel 
army  ns  to  enable  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  to  arrive  in  time  to  avert  eo 
dreadful  a  calamity. 

Bates,  in  tlie  fifth  volume  of  his  "  History  of  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers,"  concludes  his  chapter  on  the  militia  in  the  campaign 
of  1S60  with  this  appreciative  recognition  of  the  value  of  their 
services : 

Further  servi."es  for  which  the  militia  had  been  called,  was  no  longer 
required,  and  during  the  months  of  August  and  S.'[itLmlier  the  majority  of 
the  men  were  mustered  out. 

With  a  few  exceptions  they  were  not  brouglit  to  mortal  conflict.  They 
neve^thcle^s  remlercd  most  important  service.  They  came  forward  at  a. 
moment  when  there  was  pressing  need.  Their  presence  gave  gre.it  moral 
support  to  the  Union  army,  and  had  that  army  been  defeated  at  Gettysburg, 
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they  would  have  taken  the  places  of  the  fallen,  and  would  have  fought  with 
a  valor  and  despiration  wurthy  of  veterans.  Called  suddenly  to  the  field 
fn.m  the  walks  of  private  life,  without  a  uionienfs  opportunity  for  drill  or 
discipline,  they  grasped  their  nmskets,  and  by  their  prompt  obedience  to 
every  order  showed  their  willincness^all  unprepared  as  they  were — to  face 
ail   enemy  before   whom   veterans    had   often   quailed. 

The  foregoiBg  paragi-aph  is  the  conclusion  of  a  series  of  liberal 
citations  from  Bates's  "  History  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteers," 
from  which  the  conclusions  are  drawn  on  the  pensionable  status  of 
tlie  Pennsylvania  militia  engaged  in  the  Antietam  and  Gettysburg 
campaig-ns  of  1862  and  1S63,  as  established  in  Senate  Document 
Xo.  378.  Olst  Congress,  2d  Session,  entitled: 

FEDERAL  AND   STATE   MILITARY   ORGAXIZATIOXS 


Mr.  McCuMCiM  presented  the  following 

HISTORY  OF  CEETAIX  FEDERAL  TROOPS  WHICH,  BY  REASON  OF  SHORT  OB  DISPUTED 
SIRVICF.,  UXVE  .XO  PENSIONABLE  STATUS,  AND  ST.VTE  illLITIAS  WHICH 
WERE  ACTI-S-ELY  ENGAGED  IN  THE  CIVIL  W.AP,  FOR  DIFFERENT  PERIODS  OF 
TliLE,  BUT  WHICH  WERE  NE\T;r.  MUSTERED  INTO  THE  SERVICE,  .VND  WHICH, 
THEREFORE,    HAVE   NO   PENSIONABLE    STATUS. 

The  facts  disclosed  in  these  citation^,  so  concise  in  structure 
and  convincing  in  deduction,  accepted  as  proofs  by  the  United 
States  authorities,  show  that  the  care  Pennsylvania  took  in  pi-e- 
serving  the  history  of  her  volunteers,  at  the  hands  of  her  able  his- 
torian, the  Hon.  Samuel  P.  Bates,  as  thus  adduced  in  these  later 
years,  is  a  tribute  to  the  watchfulness  and  forethought  of  the  men 
of  that  day  that  could  not  then  have  been  within  the  scope  of 
reasonable  anticipation.  The  citations  are  too  lengtliy  for  repro- 
duction here,  but  Bates's  ''  History,"  to  be  found  in  all  our 
public  libraries,  is  always  readily  accessible,  while  a  Senate  Public 
Document  is  not.  The  text,  deductions,  conclusions,  and  findings 
of  that  document,  so  far  as  it  treats  of  our  State  Militia,  of  much 
interest  and  some  value,  helpful  to  supplement  the  story  here  told, 
are  as  follows : 

PENXSY-LVANIA 

In  the  early  fall  of  lSfi2  and  acrain  in  the  early  summer  of  1S63  Penn- 
sylvania ors:\ni/ed  a  large  hcdy  of  militia  or  einer;jency  troops,  primarily 
for  the  defence  of  the  .State  and  iiicident.illy  and  ultiiiiately  for  the  support 
of  the  Union  armies  under  McClellnn  and  Meade  in  their  fierce  conflicts  with 
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Lee's  aimy  oi  iiui  thern  Virginia  in  tlie  c.impaigns  iiortli  of  the  Potomat 
Itiver,  made  famous  by  the  battles  of  South  Mountain  and  Antietam,.  llary 
land,  and  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

Twenty-six  rej^iincuts  of  Pennsylvania  emergency  militia  were  raised  in 
18G2,  numbered  from  tlie  lirst  to  the  twenty-fifth,  inclusive,  and  one  knowu 
a.s  the  "  Xational  Guard  Pegiment,''  and  also  a  number  of  independent  com 
panies    of    infantry,    cavalry,    and   artillery. 


These  militia  troops  were  organized  at  various  dates  between  September 
1  and  21,  ISiii.  and  v.erc  discharged  at  various  dates  between  September  15 
and  October  1.5,  IStii.  The  longest  period  of  service  for  any  of  them  wa^ 
one  month. 

In  June,  lStJ3.  a  considerable  body  of  Pennsylvania  State  troops  were  or 
gauized  to  meet  the  emergency  occasioned  by  the  threatened  invasion  of  that 
State  by  the  Confederate  army  under  General  Lee.  These  troops  were  not 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  but  were  called  out  by  Gov- 
ernor Curtin  for  the  defence  of  the  State  as  long  as  the  exigencies  of  th'- 
time  required.  They  are  generally  known  as  the  "  Emergency  militia  or  the 
ninety-day  militia  of  1SG3,"  and  consisted  of  twenty-eight  regiments  of  in- 
fantry, from  the  thirty-second  to  the  sixtieth,  inclusive  (except  the  thirty- 
third),  together  with  several  batteries  and  independent  companies.  They 
numbered  about  2o,000  men  and  were  temporarily  under  the  command  of 
United  States  otijcers  and  were  cooperating  with  United  States  forces.  They 
were  not  mustered  into  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  and  while 
so  commanded  they  were  taken  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State  and  kept  be 
yond  those  limits  for  a  comparatively  short  period. 


The  Pemisyhania  militia  regiments  of  ISlJo  were  organized  at  various 
dates  between  -June  25  and  July  13,  1803,  and  were  mustered  out  at  various 
dates  between  -August  1  and  September  9,  1SG3.  A  veiy  few  of  them  were 
in  service  for  about  sixty  days;  the  greater  number  served  but  little  more 
than  thirty  da\s. 

The  otiioers  and  men  of  the  Pennsylvania  Militia  are  given  a  pensionable 
status  under  the  general  law  at  the  Pension  Bureau  by  a  decision  of  the 
Assistant  Secretary-  of  the  Interior  rendered  iMarch  3.  1S02,  in  the  case  of 
llandolph  ^l.  Manley.  Company  I,  Forty-seventh  Pennsylvania  Volunteer 
.Militia,  and  reported  in  volume  .5  of  Pension  Decisions,  page  295.  Their 
very  brief  service  precludes  any  pensionable  status  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1S90,  but  if  any  of  them  had  served  ninety  days  a  pensionable  service 
under  that  law  by  virtue  of  the  above  decision  would  undoubtedly  be  recog- 
nized. 

The  basis  of  th^^  decision  which  gives  the  members  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Militia  a  pensionable  status  is  that  they  were  called  into  service  by  ihe 
President  rf  the  United  States  and  were,  theref.ire,  olliccis  and  enlisted  men 
of  militia  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  as  contem- 
plated by  the  first  paragraph  of  section  4lJ93,  Revised  Statutes,  which  con- 
fers a  pensionable  benefit  upon  any  ofllcer  of  the  army,  including  regulars, 
volunteers,  and  militia,  or  any  otUcer  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  or  nuy 
enlisted  man,  however  cmyiloyed,  in  the  military  or  nava!  service  of  the 
United   States,   or   in    its    Marine   Corps,   wlu'ther   regularlv   inu~tered   or   not. 
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diiabled  by  reason  of  any  wound  or  injury  receivi-d,  or  disease  contracted, 
^^hlle  in  the  servict-  or  the  United  States  and  in  the  lino  of  duty. 

A  distinctly  dilTerent  view,  h<.>%vp%-er,  regardinc:  the  military  status  of 
the  Pennsylvania  :Militia  is  taken  by  the  War  Department,  the  holding  there 
being  that  these  troops  should  not  be  considered  as  in  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States  in  the  sense  that  they  were  a  part  of  its  niilit«ry  estab- 
lUhment.  inasmuch  as  they  wore  raised  in  response  to  a  call,  not  of  the 
rresiuent  of  ihe  United  States,  but  of  the  governor  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  which  it  was  stated  that  "  they  will  be  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  State  for  the  period  of  ninety  days,  but  will  be  required  to  serve  only 
to  much  of  the  period  of  muster  as  the  safety  of  our  people  and  the  honor 
of  our  State  may  require."  An  ei^haustive  statement  regarding  this  luatter 
is  contained  in  a  letter  addressed  by  General  Ainsworth  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions,  dated  February  13,  ISOO,  which  is  printed  as  a  part  of  Senate 
Adverse  Report  Xo.  S99,  Fifty-sixth  Congress,  first  session.  That  letter  con- 
cludes with  the  statement  that  the  military  status  of  the  Pennsylvania 
ninety-day  state  militia  of  1S63  is  not  described  birany  words  used  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  section  4(393.  Revised  Statutes,  quoted  above,  but  that  it  is 
accurately  and  precisely  described  in  the  third  paragraph  of  that  section 
by  the  words  "Any  person  not  an  enlisted  soldier  in  the  army,  serving  for 
the  time  being  as  a  member  of  the  militia  of  any  State,  under  orders  of  an 
oiEcer  of  the  United  States,"  and  to  such  person  that  law  gave  only  a  limited 
pensionable  status,  namely,  a  status  for  wound  or  injury  received  in  battle 
with  the  rebels  or  Indians,  provided  the  claim  was  filed  and  completed  prior 
to  July  4,  1S74,  as  explained  in  the  first  pages  of  this  document. 

However  divergent  these  views  may  be  regarding  the  military  status  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Militia,  the  fact  remains  that,  whether  properly  or  im- 
properly, the  members  thereof  are  recognized  at  the  bureau  for  full  pension- 
able status  under  the  general  law.  It  is  proper  to  remark  that  the  adverse 
report  (S99)  above  mentioned  was  made  on  a  bill  (S.  394)  proposing  recog- 
nition by  the  Xatinnal  Government  of  the  military  status  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Militia  of  1S03.  thus  showing  that  Congress  adopted  the  view  of  the 
■\Var  Department  regarding  the  military  status  of  that  body  of  troops. 

The  regiment  resumed  its  routine,  thouirli  details  are  meagre, 
but  it  -tvas  apparently  with  much  of  its  former  zest.  This  was  evi- 
denced Ly  a  confirmation  in  the  militia  of  what>had  already  been 
demonstrated  for  the  volunteers,  the  readiness  of  our  pt-ople  to 
respond  -u-illingly  to  a  call  to  arms,  a  ■^•illingness  that  wns  neither 
deterred  by  the  casualties  of  war,  nor  impaired  by  the  frequent 
repetition  of  the  call.  In  Company  D,  -udiere  only  does  this  evi- 
dence seem  to  be  best  attainable,  twelve  new  members  were  added 
to  the  active  roll  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  campaign,  and  so 
on  from  time  to  time  during  the  following  six  months  other  names 
were  added,  all  men  of  reputation  and  worth,  until  the  new  recruits 
within  that  period  aggregated  thirty-eight. 
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There  is  but  little  pre?crveJ  of  record  of  the  drills,  parades, 
and  inspections  that  for  the  next  year  were  included  withiu  the 
scope  of  regimental  operations,  either  for  inbtruction  or  display. 
A  General  Order  of  October  21,  1SG3,  directed  that  the  regiment 
should  assemble  at  the  City  Armory,  Broad  and  Eace  Streets, 
on  Wednesday,  the  2^th  in.~i.,  at  eight  o'clock  p.ii.,  for  inspection 
armed  and  equipped  "  as  far  as  practicable."  Commandants  were 
"  enjoined  to  have  every  man  on  the  rolls  present"  Colonel 
Smith  was  in  command,  and  except  that  the  inspection  was  held, 
there  is  nothing  further  reported. 

In  obedience  to  a  general  order  of  December  22,  1S63,  the  regi- 
ment paraded  with  Colonel  Smith  in  command  at  nine  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  December  29,  as  an  escort  to  the  Twenty-ninth 
Pennsylvania  Veteran  Volunteers,  returning  home  for  the  thirty 
days'  furlough  incident  to  their  re-enlistment. 

General  Order  Xo.  6,  of  February  IS,  1SG4,  from  regimental 
headquarters  directed  the  regiment  to  assemble  for  parade  (in 
commemoration  of  the  birthday  of  Washington)  at  the  annory. 
Broad  Street  below  ruico,  on  Monday,  the  22d  inst.,  at  9.1.')  a.m.. 
in  full-dress  uniform  with  overcoats  (unless  countermanded)  and 
•white  gloves.  The  weather  seemed  to  have  permitted  it,  as  the 
regiment  paraded  without  overcoats.  Colonel  Smith  was  in  com- 
mand, the  route  =hort,  and  tlie  turnout  handsome,  so  the  record 
reads. 

The  celebration  of  tlie  third  anniversary  on  the  19th  of  April, 
1S64,  some  time  in  preparation,  was  made  a  feature  by  a  ''  Mili- 
tary and  Citizens'  Dress  Ball "  at  the  Academy  of  !J[tisic.  The 
price  of  admirsion  v.-as  fixed  at  two  dollars  and  the  net  proceeds- 
were  appropriated  in  aid  of  the  Central  Fair  of  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mission. This  function  proved  quite  a  sticcess  and  the  sum  of 
•$1779.31  was  paid  over  to  tlie  Commission.  The  gross  receipts 
were  $3202.70  and  the  expenses  $1423.39. 

Captain  Dendy  Shai^vootl,  of  Company  C,  ll^th  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers,  had  been  a  corporal  in  Company  C  of  the  Gray  Ee- 
serves.  ITe  died  of  disease  while  still  in  the  service,  on  Xovember 
21,  1SG3,  and  was  buried  with  military  honors  tmder  the  escort 
of  his  old  company.  Captain  William  W.  Allen  commamling,  at 
Laurel  Tlill  Cemetery  on  Xovember  24. 

Lieutenant  Edward  Everett  Coxe,  of  Company  D,  11 9th  Penn- 
sylvania  Volunteers,   died  of  wounds   received  in   action  at  the 
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IJattle  of  Rappahaunoek  Siatiou,  Virginia,  Xovcmber  T,  ISijo,  auJ 
Captain  William  C.  Mo.??,  of  Company  D,  119th  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers,  died  of  disease  while  still  in  the  service  in  the  early 
winter  of  IS 04.  Both  had  been  members  of  and  went  out  to  the 
field  from  Company  D  of  the  Gray  Iieser\e3.  The  company  in 
touching  and  appropriate  memorial  resolutions  paid  fitting  tribute 
to  their  worth,  their  virtues,  and  their  valor  as  soldiers  and  as  men. 

The  Board  of  Officers,  with  the  assistance  of  their  families, 
made  special  efforts  to  secure  the  remains  of  Major  Truefitt  and 
r'aptain  Warner,  killed  at  Spottsylvania  Court-house,  but  the 
battle-fields  of  that  campaign  not  altogether  free  from  raiding 
columns  of  the  enemy  until  after  Lee's  surrender,  their  efforts 
were  not  successful  until  after  tlie  close  of  the  war. 

As  indicated  by  a  resolution  of  Company  D,  on  June  3,  1864, 
the  last  vestige  of  the  gray  uniforms  disappeared.  The  resohttion 
instructed  the  quartermaster-sergeant  to  present  the  gray  coats, 
pants,  etc.,  in  possession  of  the  company  to  the  volunteer  and 
cooper  shop  refreshment  saloons.  About  tlie  same  time  the  surplus 
gray  cloth  remaining  in  the  quartermaster's  department  was  dis- 
posed of  at  public  sale. 

The  Board  of  Officers  resumed  its  sessions  September  2,  1S63. 
The  meetings  held  at  monthly  intervals,  Avith  others  by  adjourn- 
ment and  when  specially  called,  were  all  well  and  attentively 
attended,  until  the  unfriendly  legislation  of  1864  reduced  the 
organization  to  a  battalion  and  deprived  it  of  its  field  oflicers. 
Out  of  the  thirty-four  meetings  which  that  period  may  be  said  to 
include,  Colonel  Smith  was  in  attendance  at  all  of  them,  and 
Captain  Loudeuslager  scored  but  a  single  absence.  Captains 
Clark  and  Keyscr  rarely  missed,  with  Captains  Allen,  Keys, 
White,  and  Gardner  so  frequently  present  as  to  be  at  all  times 
in  close  touch  with  the  regular  proceeding-.  ^lajor  Xicholson, 
watchful  of  the  every  interest,  active  in  all  measures  for  better- 
ment and  progress,  was  a  constant  attendant.  Adjutant  George 
1\  Bethel,  still  the  faithful,  industrious,  and  zealous  officer  in  regu- 
lar attendance  up  to  that  time,  seems  to  have  withdrawn.  Coinci- 
dent in  date  with  the  passage  of  the  IMilitia  Act  of  May,  1S64,  i£ 
chosen  to  be  so  considered,  tliat  act  might  be  fairly  treated  as 
operating  as  an  honorable  discharge.  As  Bethel's  name  is  not 
again  found  in  the  records,  he  may  have  so  chosen.  He  was  stic- 
cc-eded   by  J.    Stewart  Bro\\'n,   who  except  with   brief  intervals 
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when  G.  T.  Irwin,  Geo.  A.  Smith,  A.  R.  Yoevins;  and  T.  AUman 
acted  temporarily,  served  as  acting  adjutant  and  secretary'  until  the 
Board  ceased  to  hold  its  sessions.  At  all  the  meetings  there  was  a 
full  representation  of  the  subaltern  officers,  Lieutenant  Frishniuth, 
as  he  is  stylevl  after  the  Gettysburg  campaign,  or  Lieut.  John  Story 
Jenks  ropi'csrnting  die  Cattery  until,  witli  its  refusal  to  organize 
as  infantry  in  February  of  1S64,  it  withdrew  from  the  regiment. 
iilajor  William  IL  Kem,  pa_\-ma3ter,  and  Lieutenant  A.  R.  Foer- 
ing,  quartermaster,  rarely  away,  never  lost  their  interest.  Lieut,- 
Col.  Isaac  Starr,  Jr.,  remained  active  imtil  his  resignation  was 
accepted  to  date  from  February  29,  1864.  Captain  Chas.  Fred- 
erick Iluptield,  from  the  beginning,  a  prominent  and  useful  officer, 
was  on  June  17,  ISOS,  honorably  discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate 
of  disability.  Captain  George  W.  Gardner,  who  had  been  the 
first  sergeant  of  Company  C,  succeeded  Captain  Geo.  "W.  Kern 
as  captain  of  Company  U,  and  Captain  J.  Parker  Alartin  suc- 
ceeded Captain  G.  West  Blake  as  captain  of  Company  I.  Captain 
Martin  brought  with  him  an  honorable  record  and  valuable  experi- 
ence: made  first  lieutenant  of  Company  F,  Eighty-eighth  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers,  September  12,  1861,  and  captain  October  9, 
1S62,  he  had  resigned  to  be  honorably  discharged  February  9, 
1863.    Captain  .lohn  ACeCri-ight  was  made  captain  of  Company  B. 

Supported  by  a  preamble  that  set  forth,  among  other  things, 
that  since  the  formation  of  the  regiment  it  has  been  a  practical 
school  of  instruction  in  the  duties  and  discipline  of  the  soldier, 
and  has  sent  to  sliare  the  deprivations  of  the  camp,  the  glory  and 
dangers  of  the  battle-field,  nearly  three  hundred  of  its  members 
as  comm.issioned  and  non-commissioned  officers,  some  of  whom 
in  their  devotion  to  the  sacred  cause  in  which  they  were  engaged 
of  upholding  the  glory  of  our  country's  flag  and  maintaining 
for  us  and  future  generations  the  blessings  of  the  Union  '"  have 
thus  sacrificed  their  lives— they  now,  alas,  fill  a  soldier's  grave  " — 
the  Board  of  Officers  at  its  meeting  of  December  2,  1863,  resolved 
"  That  as  a  tribute  of  respect  to  their  memory  a  suihtble  tablet 
be  procured  and  placed  in  this  armory  on  which  shall  be  inscribed 
the  name,  rank,  and  regiment  of  those  formerly  members  of 
this — who  have  been  killed  in  battle  or  who  have  died  from 
wounds  received  or  disea-o  Cintracted  wlun  in  the  service  u(  their 
country." 

The  committee  appointed  to  carry  into  elloct  the  purpose  of  this 
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resolution,  Captains  Clark,  Loudenslager,  Keys,  White,  Keyser, 
Allen,  and  Gardner,  and  Lieutenants  Dusonberry,  !Maris,  and  C.  S. 
Jones,  subsequently  reported  that  they  had  procured  the  tablet, 
and  by  direction  of  the  Board  it  was  turned  over  to  the  Committee 
on  Armory  to  be  properly  and  suital^ly  placed  in  the  armory 
building. 

No  name  in  the  history  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  for  several 
generations  through  a  worthy  ancestor  and  his  descendants  has 
been  more  highly  respected  nor  more  favorably  kno\\Ti  than  that 
of  John  Price  Wetherill.  A  letter  of  acknowledg-ment  from  the 
one  who  stood  for  the  generation  of  the  sixties,  upon  the  receipt 
of  resolutions  of  the  Board,  thanking  him  for  favors  done  and 
services  rendered,  is  illustrative  of  the  estimation  in  Avhich  the 
regiment  was  held  by  the  best  people  of  the  city.  The  letter  is  as 
follows : 

Philadelphia  March   2S,    18G4. 
Lieut.  Albert  R.  Foebi.vo, 

Qr.  M.   1st  Eegiment,  G.  E. 

My  dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  the  hciiidsome  engrosieJ  Resolution 
passed  at  a  stated  meeting  of  your  Board  of  Otlicers.  For  this  kind  remem- 
brance, of  the  very  little  share  done,  please  accept  my  thanks.  I  have  always 
felt  the  ne«d  in  our  city  of  one  good  efficient  regiment,  and  have  long  since 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  to  secure  that  result,  that  the  efforts  of  the  city 
authorities  ~houlJ  be  centred  in  the  1st  Regiment  Gray  Reserves.  To 
accomplish  this  my  endeavors,  either  private  or  public,  have  been  and  still 
will  be  most  cheerfully  given,  feeling  assured  that,  as  Xew  York  is  proud 
of  her  7th  Regiment,  so  will  we  in  Philadelphia  with  equal  confidence  greet 
your  Regiment  as  in  every  way  it^  equal. 

I  am  your  obt.  servant, 

John   P.  Wetherill. 

The  regiment  was  re-equipped  in  a  new  fatigue  tmiform — dark 
blue  cloth  coat,  light  IJue  kersey  trousers,  and  regulation  cap. 
The  Committee  on  Unifomis  were  authorized  to  make  the  neces- 
sary contracts  for  furnishing  five  hundred  uniforms  complete, 
and  "  to  draw  upon  the  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Paymaster 
for  the  payment  of  the  same — said  uniforms  not  to  cost  over  fifteen 
(815)  dollars  each  and  the  whole  amount  not  to  exceed  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  ($7500)  dollars."  The  cloth  and  kersey 
wns  purchased  from  the  firm  of  Bullock  and  Sons,  the  uniforms 
were  made  and  trimmed  by  Charles  Stokes  &  Co.,  and  the  caps 
bought  at  a  United  States  Govc-mmeut  ^nh:  Thf  total  c.ist  for 
the  five  hundred  and  two  complete,  material  and  manuftictuio,  was 
seven   tliousand   six   hundred    and   eiclit\--eiirht   ilollars   and    fiftv- 
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four  ceiius  ($7t;SS.54),  thirteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($13.50) 
per  uniform.  Tliey  were  assigiied,  forty-tive  to  each  company, 
free  of  charge.  "  All  uniforms  required  over  and  above  this 
number  to  be  paid  for  upon  delivery  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  ($1-1.50)  cents  each."  The  contract  was  com- 
pleted and  the  committee,  consisting  of  Major  Frank  P.  Nicholson,  • 
chairman,  and  Captains  Jacob  Loudenslager,  James  D.  Keyser, 
and  Lieutenant  J.  M.  Koss,  members,  discharged  at  the  session  of 
the  Board  held  March  16,  lSG-1. 

The  margin  between  this  re-equipment  and  the  legislative  dis- 
integration incident  to  tlie  opei-ation  of  the  Act  of  May  4,  18G4, 
was  ver>'  narrow.  That  act,  entitled  "'  an  act  for  the  discipline, 
organization,  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,"  in  its  101st  and  concluding  section  provided 
"  That  any  act  or  acts  inconsistent  with  tlie  provisions  of  this  act 
or  authorizing  any  organization  or  organizations  not  herein  pre- 
scribed are  hereby  repealed."  With  this  wholesale,  indiscrimi- 
nate, and  sweeping  muster  out  the  commissions  of  all  the  ofncers 
expired  by  limitation.  Though  it  was  conceded,  as  the  report  of 
tlie  committee  to  consider  the  question  shows,  that  "  by  an  act 
approved  :May  4,  18G4,  repealing  the  act  of  May  15,  1861,  the 
Eeserve  Brigade  was  virtually  disbanded,"  the  regiment  was 
loathe  to  yield  to  this  imperative  demand  or  at  once  seek  a  re 
habilitation  under  the  new  conditions  imposed.  There  was  hope 
of  helpful  supplomontnry  legi-lntion  l)ofore  the  scs-ion.  wliir-h  w;is 
likely  to  last  through  the  summer,  closed,  so  there  was  dalliance 
with  the  conclusion,  awaiting  adjournment  or  action. 

Meanwhile  the  enemy  was  again  across  the  Potomac.  General 
Jubal  Early  in  the  beginning  of  July  of  1864,  with  his  corps  of 
Confederate  infantrj-,  had  left  the  Petersburg  front,  where  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac  had  Lee  beleagurcd,  with  a  view  to  extensive 
operations  on  Baltimore  and  "Washington.  There  were  no  de- 
fenders for  Washington  except  hospital  convalescents  and  govem- 
nient  clerks,  and  Baltimore  was  scarcely  better  provided.  Despite 
the  hindrance  of  no  organization,  the  spirit  of  the  hour  was  again 
abroad,  and  over  his  signatiirc  as  Charles  S.  Smith,  late  Colonel 
First  Picgiment  Infantry  Reserve  Brieade,  Colonel  Smith  pul>- 
li«hed  on  July  11.  ImII,  a  call  requcstins:  the  late  commissioned 
othcers  of  the  First  Bec-imeiit  Peserve  Briffade  to  meet  at  the 
City   Armory,    Broad   and  Pace,   at   10   o'clock   on   the  followincr 
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morning,  ^Londay,  July  12,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  regi- 
ment for  inmiediate  service  in  the  present  emergency.  Simul- 
taneously •\vitli  this  call  there  also  appeared  one  from  Major  Xichol- 
son,  and  another  from  '■'  one  of  the  captains  of  the  old  organiza- 
tion." The  companies  made  prompt  response,  and  the  initiatory 
call  was  answered  at  the  meeting  for  B  by  Captain  McCreight, 
Lieutenants  Pollock  and  Greer;  C,  Lieutenants  Barrington  and 
Bro^-n ;  D,  Captain  West,  Lieutenants  Seeger  and  Prosser ;  P, 
Captain  Kennedy;  IT,  Captain  Gardner  and  Lieutenant  Klett;  I, 
Captain  Martin  and  Lieutenant  Maris ;  and  K,  Captain  Keys  and 
Lieutenant  Woelpper.  Further  action,  however,  was  suspended. 
The  Sixth  Corps,  hurriedly  despatched  by  water  transportation 
from  the  lines  at  Petersburg,  with  its  one  division  at  the  ^lonocacy 
and  the  other  two  at  Fort  Stevens,  so  discomfited  Early  that 
he  hastened  across  the  river  to  await  his  final  rout,  when  later  on 
he  was  wholly  overcome  by  Sheridan  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley. 

The  looked-for  supplementary  legislation  came,  but  it  was  not 
so  helpful  as  was  hoped  for.  This  wr.s  what  was  accomplished 
by  the  efforts  to  put  the  service  back,  or  a  part  of  it  at  least,  to 
what  it  was  before  it  had  been  so  summarily  disposed  of.  The 
third  section  of  tlie  further  supplement  to  the  Militia  Act  of 
]\Lay  4,  approved  Aug-ust  26,  ISG-i.  which  restored  the  special 
militarv-  organizations  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere 
to  all  their  original  vested  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities,  and 
again  validated  the  commissions  of  their  officers,  was  apparently 
rendered  M-hoUy  nugatory  by  its  proviso  "that  such  organizations 
shall  be  in  all  things  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  and  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement." 

This  invoh-ed  other  oldigations,  other  responsibilities  than  those 
comprehended  in  the  original  terms  of  tlie  enlistment,  and  the 
question  of  what  was  the  sratus  of  the  reiviment  under  these  new 
conditions,  what  to  do  and  how  to  do  it,  was  therefore  on  September 
7,  1S04-,  referred  for  report  and  recommendation  to  a  committee 
composed  of  Colonel  Smith.  ^Major  Xicholson.  Captains  Kennedy, 
Keys,  Gardner,  Clark,  White,  ;^^cCreii;ht  and  !NLartin,  and  Lieuten- 
ants Allinnn,  Delleker.  and  Puwoll.  wh..  on  Sr.i,rember  10,  I'^Ol — 
another  date  coincidental  with  the  llOth's  well-perfoiTned  services. 
when  Sheridan  sent  the  "  enemy  v.-hirling  through  Winchester  " — 
presented  an  exhaustive,  elaborate,  and  convincing  n^iiort.  Their 
conclusions  were  that  despite  the   reinstatement  it  was  for  the 
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active  members  to  say  whether  tliey  were  willing  to  accept  and 
a?sume  the  reiponsibilities  and  obligations  clearly  imposed  by  its 
proviso.  They  therefore  recommended  that,  accompanied  with 
the  necessary  information  for  the  better  understanding  of  the 
matter,  the  qutstiou  of  continuance  or  dissolution  be  subiiiittt.'J 
to  the  several  companies  of  the  regiment  for  the  separate  action  of 
each. 

The  Board  of  Officers  on  the  same  date  submitted  "  to  the  rank 
and  tile,  the  active  members,  as  they  now  composed  the  regiment, 
tlie  commissions  of  all  the  officers  having  expired,"  a  circular 
for  their  information,  instruction,  and  their  better  guidance  in 
•whatever  action  they  might  take  on  the  resolution  that  accom- 
panied it.  The  circular  was  to  the  effect  that  the  act  of  rein- 
statement included  in  its  acceptance  as  comprehended  in  its  pro- 
viso obedience  to  all  orders  of  the  commander-in-chief,  %vith  the 
surrender  of  all  claim  to  any  special  privilege  heretofore  enjoyed. 
The  term  of  service  was  fixed  at  five  years,  with  no  release  unless 
discharged  by  the  proper  officer;  the  three  years  already  served 
to  Ik?  counted  as  part  of  the  seven  years  which  exempted  friaa 
further  militia  duty.  Organized  companies  were  to  be  first  called 
into  active  service  in  case  of  invasion,  or  during  war,  for  such 
time  as  tlie  governor  might  determine,  after  them  the  enrolled 
militia.  This  enrolled  militia,  if  the  law  was  to  be  enforced, 
included  all  men,  not  members  of  active  companies,  between  the 
ages  of  tsventy-one  and  forty-five.  The  individual  citizen  between 
the  ages  ijamed  was  compelled  until  exempted  by  a  seven  years' 
service  to  parade  three  times  each  year  ^\'ith  a  company,  and  twice 
with  a  regiment  of  the  enrolled  militia.  And  this  was  the  resolu- 
tion that  went  to  the  companies: 

Resolved,  That  tlie  Commaiiding  OfTiccrs  of  Compnnios  be  requested  to 
call  meetinjrs  of  their  Companies  in  order  that  thc-y  may  take  sueh  action 
as  they  may  deem  proper  in  the  reorganization  of  the  Regiment  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Company  otficers;  or  to  notify  the  Board  of  OlTicers  that  they  desire 
to  dissolve  their  connection  with  the  Regiment. 

There  was  deliberate  and  considerate  action  by  the  several  com- 
panies and  a  formal  presentation  of  results  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Officer^  of  October  5,  1S6-1:.  Companies  A.,  C,  and  E 
resolved  to  hold  elections  for  commissioned  officers  as  of  the  Reserve 
Brigade,  and  to  subsequently  announce  whether  they  would  accept 
and  assume  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Act  of  !May  4,  1SG4. 
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Company  I  resolved  to  remain  in  the  service  imconditioually,  and 
jiroceeded  at  onee  to  the  nonunation  and  election  of  officers  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  iSG-i.  Company  B's  resolution  ^vas 
tliat  it  '•'  was  not  willing  to  accept  the  privilege  by  organizing  and 
electing  ofilcers  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  militia  law"; 
Company  D's.  "  that  tlie  repre-sentativcs  of  this  company  in  the 
Eoard  of  Officers  he  requested  to  notify  that  body  of  our  desire  to 
dissolve  our  connection  with  the  1st  Reg"t  G.  Iv." ;  Company  G's, 
■'  that  this  company  declines  to  accept  the  privilege  of  organizing 
under  the  new  militia  bill  and  electing  its  officers."  Company  H 
had  as  yet  taken  no  action.     Companies  F  and  K  made  no  report. 

At  the  next  meeting,  October  17,  1SG4,  changes  were  made  in 
reports  already  presented,  and  others  were  received  from  companies 
that  had  not  yet  been  heard  from.  Company  E  reported  that  it 
had  reconsidered  and  withdra^\Ti  its  conditional  action  and  resolved 
'■'  to  call  in  all  property  preparatory  to  winding  up  its  affairs." 
Company  C  reported  that  it  had  so  amended  its  former  conclusions 
as  to  now  filially  resolve  '"  That  the  representatives  of  this  com- 
pany at  the  Board  of  Officers  be  instructed  to  insist  upon  an 
immediate  winding  up  and  settling  of  the  civic  affairs  of  the  regi- 
ment so  far  as  this  company  is  concerned."  Captain  Kennedy 
reported  on  behalf  of  his  Company  F  that  at  its  October  monthly 
meeting  it  had  been  resolved  that  his  company  should  disband. 
Company  H  had  resolved  "  that  the  Board  of  Officers  be  notified 
of  our  desire  to  dissolve  our  connection  witli  the  regiment,"  and 
Captain  Keys  stated  for  Company  K  that  the  company  "  ha^l  held 
a  meeting  and  passed  a  resolution  which  was  conditional,  the  con- 
dition being  that  they  would  coincide  with  the  action  of  the  balance 
of  the  companies."  There  survived,  then,  but  the  two  comjjanies, 
I,  with  its  imconditional  acceptance,  and  A,  with  its  resolve  to  hold 
an  election  and  subsequently  announce  ■\^■hetLer  it  would  consider 
itself  as  under  the  system  as  newly  .devised.  Both  companies  did 
hold  elections.  A  informally  elected  James  D.  Keyser  as  cap- 
tain and  Amos  Tanning,  as  fir^t  lieutenant,  and  I,  also  infonnally, 
•J.  Parker  ^lartin  as  captain  and  J.  D.  Gwynn  as  first  lionrtnant. 

Thereupon  the  resolution  that  had  been  presented  at  a  previous 
meeting  and  action  postpo7u '1  until  the  companies  should  signify 
tlicir  purpo-e  "'  that  the  Euard  of  Officers  proceed  at  once  to  liqui- 
date all  elnim~  and  wind  up  its  civil  atrairs  in  obedience  to  the 
requirements  of  law,"  was  upon  a  yea  and  nay  vote  adopted.    Tlie 
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jeas  were  Cok-in.'!  Smith,  Captains  Clark,  Loudenslager,  Keys, 
^Vllite,  Allen.  Gardner,  !Martin,  Kennedy — -21;  and  the  Bays 
were  Major  Xioholson,  Captain  Keyser,  and  Lieutenant  Maris — 3. 
Absent,  Major  Kern,  Quartermaster  Foering,  Drs.  Atlee  and 
Drysdale,  Quartermaster  Sergeant  Watson,  Captain  McCreight, 
Lieutenants  Ide,  Dusenberry,  Polktck,  Reed,  Sparks,  and  Gaiii- 
gues — 12.  Xot  voting,  Commissary  Sergeant  Smith.  Yeas,  "21; 
nays,  3;  absent,  12;  not  voting,  1:  total  37. 

The  Board  of  its  own  motion  changed  its  designation  to  Board 
of  Trustees,  continued  its  sessions  usually  at  monthly  inten^als 
until  June  7,  1SC5,  when,  all  civic  matters,  liquidations  of  claims, 
disputes  and  custody  of  property  having  been  disposed  of,  the 
committee  charged  with  the  duty  imposed  by  the  resolution  of 
October  17,  ISG-i,  was  discharged.  The  regimental  property  not 
disposed  of  was  placed  in  the  custody  and  keeping  of  a  committee 
of  five — -Major  Xicholson,  Captains  Keys  and  Kennedy,  Lieuten- 
ant "Wray  and  Quartenuaster  Foering — when  the  Board  adjriurnoil 
without  dissolving  itself,  to  be  called  together  by  that  committee 
should  occasion  require  it. 

Without  some  acquaintance  with  the  sentiment  or  motive  or  a 
knowledge  of  the  prevailing  gossip  of  the  times,  rarely  historically 
transmitted  at  least  in  minor  affairs,  it  is  difficult  to  imderstand 
the  tenacity  with  which  the  organization  seemed  to  cling  to  its 
so-called  special  privileges. 

The  paramount  purpose  of  its  organization  and  the  only  special 
privilege  or  exemption  that  seemed  to  attach  to  the  Kesei-ve  Brigade 
was  that  as  an  additional  brigade  of  the  first  division  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania militia  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  it  was 
"  for  the  special  defence  of  said  city."  Save  with  that  limitation. 
it  must  otherwise  conform  to  all  the  rules,  regulations,  laws,  and 
.  requirements  prescribed  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the 
whole  body  of  the  State  militia.  And  yet  there  was  no  call,  no 
summons,  no  alann,  when  the  regiment  did  not  hasten  to  volunteer 
its  services  to  meet  the  emergency.  And  again  this  Reserve  Bri- 
gade was  btit  a  flimsy  structure  at  the  liest.  This  Act  of  !May  15, 
ISOl.  which  cre.ited  and  established  it.  pnivideil  in  its  eighth  sec- 
tion that  the  briiradier-general  should  hold  his  office  until  the 
first  of  July.  I'^O-l.  "'  unless  the  Brigade  is  P(-«-iner  disbanded  by  the 
[Major-General  of  the  First  Division."  If  the  major-general  had 
the  authoritv  to  disband  the  "Reserve  Bri^-ade  before  the  first  of

July,  1SG4,  why  not  after?  At  h-d^t  such  a  sunni.-fe  would  iiidi- 
CMtf  that  the  urunui/atiuii  wa?  ereat(  J  for  a  luirpose  and  lujt  fur  a 
pernianeney. 

CoL  Charles  Somers  Smith  had  a  conspicuous  militaiy  record 
bctrinning  with  his  earliest  tnaiili.-x^d.  In  1S19  he  eidisted  as  a  pri- 
vate in  tlie  Third  Company,  Washing^ton  Guards,  and  was  soon 
afterward  made  a  corporal;  then  on  August  3,  1821,  a  third  lieu- 
tenant; a  second  lieutenant  on  ^lay  29,  1S23,  and  captain  of  the 
First  Company,  Washington  Guards,  Juna  19,  1S24,  and  for  three 
years  was  adjutant  of  the  Second  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teers, 12Sth  of  die  line.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  service  he 
resigned,  and  on  September  5,  1827,  was  elected  first  lieutenant  of 
the  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays,  where,  after  receiving 
a  certificate  of  s<?ven  years'  active  service,  he  was,  April  23.  1828, 
made  an  honorary  member.  Responding  to  the  summons  for  the 
organization  of  the  First  Regiment  Infanti'y  Gray  Reserves,  April 
19,  ISGl,  he  was  commissioned  cajitaiu  Company  A,  April  2.5, 
ISCl.  He  held  this  commission  interrupted  by  his  inter^'cning 
one  of  captain  of  Company  A,  Seventh  Pennsylvania  Militia, 
September  12,  18G2,  until  he  succeeded  Lieutenant-Colonel  Knea-s 
as  colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  Infantry,  Gray  Reserves,  by  elec- 
tion, on  Friday,  March  27,  1863.  There  he  remained,  exclusive  of 
his  sen'ice  as  colonel  Thirty-second  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Xincty 
Days'  Militia,  June  2G-August  1,  1803.  until  October  i,  1865, 
when  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers  vinder  the  old 
regime  adjourned  for  want  of  a  quonua.  He  was  the  first  cou'.- 
mandant  of  the  Veteran  Corps,  and  declining  re-election  retired 
April  19,  1877.  II'-  died  Augu^t  21,  188-1:,  in  his  eighty-seven tli 
year,  his  vigor  but  little  impaired. 

Of  distinguished  lineage,  fine  culture,  high  character,  a  man  of 
thought  himself,  his  associates  were  men  of  force,  influence,  and 
p<:>sition.  The  full  strength  of  his  manliood  finds  its  best  expres- 
sion in  the  strong  men,  the  business  leaders  of  the  community,  who 
hail  chosen  him  to  be  the  captnin  of  the  company  which  he  so 
successfully  commanded.  His  long  life  of  usefulness,  the  mili- 
tary honors  he  won,  the  social  position  he  commanded,  his  c^ire, 
thoughtfulness,  foresight,  and  rectitude,  the  civic  trust  he  so  long 
held,  as  superintendent  of  the  GIrard  F.-tate.  umlisturbed  bv  carp, 
cant,  or  cavil,  will  e^er  mark  him  as  a  significant  figiire  of  his 
time.  .       .

That  the  hesitancy  of  the  First  Regiment  Gray  Reserves  to 
accept  the  provisions  of  the  Militia  Act  of  May  4,  lS6i,  had  not 
depended  solely  upon  the  mere  sacrifice  of  a  privilege  of  but  little 
avail,  but  rather  upon  the  more  substantial  reason  of  their  admitted 
inadequacy  and  inefficiency,  is  best  demonstrated  through  the  light 
thrown  upon  this  new,  improvident,  and  illy  constructed  system 
by  the  military  authorities  in  their  first  presentation  to  the  public 
of  the  result  of  their  observations. 

Brig.-Gen.  Lemuel  Todd,  a  former  major  of  the  First  FiCgi- 
ment  Pennsylvania  Reserves,  the  Thirtieth  of  the  line,  was  com- 
missioned as  State  Inspector-General  August  '2'J.  1SG4.  He  "  gave 
to  the  work  his  personal  attention  and  earnest  efforts  for  more  than 
a  year,  submitting  such  views  as  his  administration  of  that  branch 
of  the  sers'ice  had  suggested,"  which  the  adjutant-general  incor- 
porated in  hi^  report  for  the  year  1SG6.  The  following  extracts 
exemplify  the  puqiort  of  its  text: 

From  the  fact  of  the  utter  prostration  of  the  niilitiii  sr>t<;m  throughout 
the  Commonwealth,  it  will  be  a  most  ardnou=,  tedious,  and  expensive  under- 
taking to  eiTt'Ct  any  orjiaiiizaiion  under  that  Act  (May  4.  Isii4).  .  .  .  From 
a  careful  examination  of  the  subject  it  will  in  my  judrrment  require  the  ex- 
penditure of  one  hundred  tliousand  dollars  to  aecompli-h  an  orfranization  of 
the  (enrollv'di  militia  umler  that  act.  If  we  are  to  have  a  militia  system 
at  all,  it  should  be  an  uniform  one  and  well  sustained  by  liberal  provisions 
for  its  orrranization  and  support.  Tn  no  other  way  can  one  be  instituti'd 
and  sustained.  .  .  .  Our  laws  on  this  subject  are  multitudinous,  incon- 
gruous, and  inconsistent,  and  productive  only  of  trouble,  expense,  and  in- 
utility. Often  the  product  of  liaste  and  incompetency,  they  utterly  fail  to 
meet  our  wants  or  produce  results  acceptable  to  the  people  or  worthy  of 
their  support  and  admiration. 
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And  ill  tliis  same  report,  after  giving  iu  detiiil  tlie  names  of 
the  ofiicers  elected  to  the  thirteen  militia  companies  organized 
throughout  the  State  under  the  provision  of  the  1864  Act,  the 
adjutant-general  himself  said:  "These  company  organizations 
afford  a  fair  specimen  of  what  may  be  expected  to  be  accomplished 
under  the  present  militia  law  of  the  State.  Here  and  there  a 
company  of  volunteer  militia  may  be  organized,  but  it  is  hardly 
probable  that  in  many  counties  there  will  be  a  sufficient  number 
to  constitute  a  regimental  organization,  much  less  lihely  a  brigade." 

The  system  made  no  provision  for  the  support,  maintenance, 
or  equipment  of  the  volunteer  militia  except  by  the  imposition  of 
fines  ranging  from  two  dollars  against  the  delinquent  soldiers  to 
three  hundred  dollars  against  the  disobedient  otficer,  the  collection 
of  which  apparently  never  was  and  never  should  have  been  en- 
forced. The  Legislature  made  no  appropriation  for  the  support 
of  the  militia,  nor  did  the  Act  of  1804  require  that  it  should.  It 
was  expected  that  the  soldier  should  not  only  bear  the  burdens  of 
the  service,  but  its  expense  as  well.  But  deficient  as  was  the 
system  in  its  failure  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  service,  it  was  equally 
pernicious  in  its  initial  failure  to  organize  a  service  worthy  of 
an  expenditure  from  the  public  funds  for  its  maintenance.  Its 
company  units  were  well  conceived,  its  battalion  and  regimental 
combinations  properly  provided  for,  but  its  divisional  organization 
was  beyond  the  limit  of  military  tolerance. 

The  Act  of  May  4,  1S64,  provided,  as  did  its  predecessor,  for 
twenty  divisions  (two  others  were  subsequently  added)  topograph- 
ically described,  if  not  by  metes  and  bounds,  at  least  by  county 
designations,  and  to  each  there  was  allotted  a  major-general.  It 
made  no  difference  under  the  law  whether  there  were  few  soldiers 
or  many,  or  none  at  all,  the  title  held,  the  rank  prevailed,  and 
every  berth  was  filled.  It  t^ok  almost  as  many  years  in  time, 
patience,  and  pur^uasion  as  there  were  major-generals  in  numbers, 
to  work  them  off,  first  one  and  then  another,  to  the  single  and 
only  one  the  service  needs. 

But  the  statiite  was  workable.  The  best  way  to  be  rid  of  an 
obnoxious  law,  it  has  been  said,  is  to  enforce  it.  The  best  way 
to  improve  a  poor  law  is  to  extcute  it,  show  its  deficiencies,  and 
seek  its  amendment.  The  bone  and  sinew  of  the  service  is  the 
rank  and  file,  except  that  the  soldier  saw  the  principle  reversed, 
that  instead  of  getting  what  he  paid  for  he  got  nothing  for  what 
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he  yave,  he  had  but  little  personal  opiMjrtuiiity  to  gauge  the  defects 
of  the  statute.  T-ut  he  was  willing  for  the  sacritice,  and  not  only 
gave  his  services  without  eoinpeusation,  but  paid  for  the  privilege 
besides. 

The  larger  number  of  the  companies  of  the  regiment  had  never 
disbaudcd  U'jr  dispersed;  kept  together,  as  they  had  been,  by  drill 
associations,  social  clubs,  the  Delta  Association  of  D,  and  other 
methods,  they  had  in  a  measure  presei"ved  their  identity.  The  zeal 
for  the  service  ivas  still  paramount;  given  new  zest  by  the  return 
of  the  volunteers  from  the  held,  a  reorganization  only  awaited  the 
formalities  to  be  perfected. 

The  movement  took  its  initiative  when  Brevet  Brig.-Gen. 
Charles  P.  IleiTing,  with  his  scars,  his  honors,  and  his  distinctions 
so  bravely  won  in  war,  signified  his  willingiiess  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  brigade  inspector  of  the  Reserve  Brigade.  There  had  been 
no  incumbent  in  this  office  since  the  old  one  had  been  by  the  opera- 
tion of  the  new  law  so  summarily  disposed  of.  This  officer  was  the 
supervisor  of  all  elections  for  commissioned  officers;  without  his 
authority  no  election  could  be  lawfully  held;  through  him  and 
with  his  approval  all  returns  must  be  transmitted  to  Harrisburg 
before  a  commission  could  issue.  It  was  essential,  therefore,  that 
tliis  office  should  be  filled  bef(jre  any  movement  could  be  inaugair- 
ated  to  give  the  service  an  opportunity  to  restore  itself  to  its  for- 
mer prestige.  So  on  May  23,  1SG6,  Brevet  Bng.-Gen.  Charles  P. 
Herring  was  commissioned  as  the  brigade  inspector  of  the  Beserve 
Brigade. 

The  First  Regiment  took  early  advantage  of  the  opportitnity 
thus  afforded,  and  supplied  five  of  the  thirteen  companies  officially 
reported  as  organized  throughout  the  State  during  the  year  ISGG: 
Company  A,  Captain  James  D.  Keyser,  commissioned  June  15; 
Company  C,  Captain  "William  W.  Allen,  commissioned  June  21. 
Company  D,  Captain  J.  Boss  Clark,  commissioned  Atigust  31 ; 
Company  E,  Cajuain  Jacob  Loudonslager,  commissioned  June  19; 
Company  I,  Captain  J.  Parker  ;^[artin,  commissioned  June  19. 

The  lieutcnaiits  who  were  commissioned  as  of  the  same  date, 
with  their  respective  captains,  were  as  follows:

The  Board  of  Oiiiccrs  Leld  its  first  meetiDg  under  the  new 
regime  June  -2,  ISGG,  at  -which  there  were  in  attendance  all  the 
olKcers  -whose  conuuissions  had  already  been  received;  the  others 
joined  them  at  the  subsequent  meetings  when  theirs  came  to  hand. 
Captain  James  D.  Keyser,  as  the  ranking  othcer,  presided.  He  re- 
tained command  and  continued  to  preside  until  field  officers  were 
chosen.  Second  Lieutenant  Samuel  il.  Marsh  was  named  as  act- 
ing adjutant  and  secretary.  Friday  night  was  set  apart  for  the 
weekly  drill  night,  and  the  secretary-  -was  directed  to  give  it  such 
public  notice  by  advertisement  that  it  might  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  those  members  not  yet  acquainted  with  the  return  of 
the  regiment  to  the  service.  A  resolution  prevailed  to  parade  on 
the  coming  Tourth  of  July,  and  Brevet  Brig.-Gen.  Charles  M. 
Prevost,  honorably  discharged  from  the  volunteer  service  June  30, 
]S6G,  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Board  and  took  conunand 
of  the  battalion  on  that  occasion. 

This  period  of  reconstruction  was  not  altogether  devoid  of  inci- 
dent. The  "  Wig^Mni  Convention  "'  held  in  Philadelphia  August 
14-17,  1SG6,  so  called  from  the  design  of  the  building  at  Twentieth 
and  Girard  Avenue  coustinicted  for  its  special  use — there  was  no 
hall  in  the  city  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  it — was  a  repre- 
sentative assemblage  composed  of  delegates  from  all  the  States, 
ostensibly  the  supporters  of  the  "  my  policy  "  of  Andrew  Johnson 
in  his  design  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  late  seceded  States 
as  against  the  measures  proposed  or  to  be  proposed  by  tlie  Con- 
;;tcs3,  the  l>road  question  being  whether  the  issue  was  for  executive 
or  legislative  disposition.  Its  most  resonant  slogan  -was  the  im- 
mediate restoration  to  tlieir  seats  in  Congress  of  the  Senators  and 
members  from  the  eleven  seceded  States.     !Maj.-Gen.  John  A.  Dix, 
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of  !Xew  York,  was  uiaJe  temporaiy  cliainnan,  and  the  Hon.  James 
II.  i''oc>little,  a  senator  from  Wiicon-iii,  pennancut. 

The  reeollectiou  of  the  Convention  is  probably  better  recalled 
and  its  memories  revived  by  the  introduction  in  its  initiatory  pro- 
ceedings of  a  decidedly  dramatic  incident  evidently  intended  to 
be  Serious,  but  by  the  criticism  and  comment  which  follo\s'ed,  it 
■^vas  really  made  to  appear  ridiculous.  \Mien  the  delegates  were 
all  seated,  with  the  body  of  the  house  filled,  and  the  audience  all 
attention,  the  chairman,  in  deep,  deliberate,  well-modulated  tones, 
made  the  impressive  annotincement  that  "  Massachusetts  and  South 
Carolina  will  now  enter  the  wig^'am  arm  in  arm."  Whereupon, 
approaching  from  tlie  rear,  Gen.  Darius  X.  Couch,  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  Governor  Orr,  of  South  Carolina,  with  stately  step  and 
measured  tread,  arm  in  arm  as  provided,  moved  upi  the  main  aisle, 
and  took  their  seats  upon  the  platfoi-m,  the  vast  assembly  breaking 
into  deafening  shouts  and  tremendous  applause  as  the  incident 
which  had  opened  so  dramatically  now  closed  so  auspiciously. 

There  was  a  feverish  excitement  in  political  circles ;  the 
Geary-ChToer  campaigTi  for  governor,  a  bitter  contest,  was  in 
zealous  progress;  the  city  had  but  little  sympathy  with  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Convention  and  the  authorities  none.  Tumult  and 
outbreak  were  feared,  and  every  precaution  was  taken  to  circum- 
vent it.  In  the  end  it  was  said  that  the  mayor  had  made  such 
arrangements  for  the  preservation  of  good  order  that  no  outl.>reak 
was  possible,  and  as  the  proceedings  progressed  it  vv-as  confidently 
asserted  that  good  order  would  continue  unbroken  and  that  any 
infraction  of  it  would  l)e  by  the  delegates  themselves. 

But  all  av.T liable  troops  were  put  into  immediate  requisition 
and  Gen.  Peter  Lylc  was  placcil  in  command — Col.  Wm.  H. 
Yeaton's  Grays,  tin'  Xational  Guard,  the  Ivovstono  Battery,  First 
Kegimont  Gray  Bc^ervL-s,  Captain  .Tames  I).  Keyser  commanding. 
Col.  Wm.  B.  Thomas's  I'egimcnt  was  mustered  and  drew  pay  for  a 
few  days  at  two  dollars  per  man,  and  the  Independent  Scouts, 
Captain  Eobert  'M.  Evans,  from  outside  the  city,  were  brought  in 
and  quartered  in  Girard  College.  There  were  but  a  few  days 
of  flurry,  when,  with  confidence  restored,  and  the  good  order  that 
was  really  :iever  Lrokc-n  assured,  the  tnwps  were  relieved. 

Tlic  two  letters  following  are  from  ^Mayor  ]\rc^[ichael  to  Cap- 
tain Keyser:

You  are  hereby  ordered  to  report  your  command  to  Genl.  Peter  Lyle,  for 
duty  on  and  after  August  13,  1SG6,  in  aiding  to  maintain  the  public  peace  of 
Philadelp:;ia.

The  unanimous  tender  Ijy  the  Board  of  Officers  of  the  colonelcy 
■of  the  regiment  to  Brevet  Brig. -Gen.  Charles  il.  Prevost,  its 
acceptance,  followed  by  the  issuance  of  his  commission,  September 
IS,  1S66,  practically  completed  the  reorganization.  iXIajor 
AVilliam  McMichael  was  commissioned  as  major  Xoveniber  14, 
1S66. 

Col.  Wm.  Mc^Michael  was  appointed  captain  and  assistant 
adjutant-general  United  States  Volunteers  August  15,  ISCl;  pro- 
moted major,  August  10,  1S02 ;  brevetted  lieutenant-colonel  and 
<;olonel  for  faithful  and  meritorious  ser\'ices,  he  was  honorably 
mustered  out  [March  20.  ISCfi.  His  well-remembered  services  on 
the  staff  of  !^[aj.-Gl:-^.  Georae  H.  Thomas  brought  him  into  prom- 
inence and  won  him  distinction. 

Col.  Chas.  Eoss  Smith,  who  had  n;ade  a  famous  record  as  colo- 
nel anrl  lieuteiiaut-colouel  of  the  Sixth  Pennsylvania  Cavalry  and 
10 
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on  tlie  headquarters'  staff  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  was  ten- 
dered the  lieutenaiit-colnneley.  'J  here  was  a  ccjiivictioii  tliat  \\\< 
acceptance  was  assured,  but  to  the  disappointment  of  the  Board 
to  tlie  acknowledgment  of  the  tender,  there  came  in  response,  as 
reported  by  the  committee  who  presented  it,  a  letter  of  which  the 
following  is  its  significant  paragraph :  "  In  reply  to  which  I  regret 
that  circumstances  are  such  that  I  cannot  accept  the  more  than 
handsome  compliment  you  have  conferred  on  me."  The  positinn 
remained  vacant  until  December  of  the  next  year,  when  General 
Prevost.  having  been  made  the  major-general  of  the  First  Division, 
it  was  filled  by  the  advancement  of  Major  Mc^Iichael. 

In  his  General  Order,  Xo.  1,  of  October  15,  1S66,  General 
Prevost  announced  his  staff  appointments  as  follows:  James  W. 
Latta,  first  lieutenant  and  adjutant;  Major  John  'M.  Kollock, 
M.D.,  surgeon;  William  A.  Eolin,  first  lieutenant  and  quartermas- 
ter; and  Major  "William  H.  Kern,  paymaster.  All  were  so  com- 
missioned  on  the  same   day — October   26,   1S66. 

An  inetfectual  attempt  was  made  about  this  time  to  consoli- 
date the  two  organizations, — the  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington 
Grays  and  the  First  Eegiment  Infantry  Gi-ay  Eeserves,— follow- 
ing action  proposed  at  the  meetiog  of  the  Board  of  Officers  on 
September  12,  1SG6,  when  on  motion  of  Captain  Clark  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  meet  a  similar  committee  of  the  Washington 
Grays  to  report  to  tlie  Board  any  proposition  they  may  make 
"having  in  view  the  consolidation  of  the  two  organizations."' 
Captains  Clark  and  Allen  and  Lieutenant  Klauder  were  named 
as  the  committee,  and  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  on  Sep- 
tember 20,  ISfiG,  reponcd  the  result  of  their  negotiations. 

The  propositions  submitted  by  the  Washington  Grays  commit- 
tee :  that  the  Washington  Grays  should  always  have  the  right  of 
the  line,  be  known  as  the  First  Company;  retain  all  their  o^m 
funds,  regimental  expenses  to  be  borne  share  and  share  alike  by  the 
companies ;  the  Board  of  Officers  to  have  exclusive  direction  of  the 
affairs  of  the  regiment ;  and  that  the  name  of  the  regiment  shall 
be  changod  to  the  "  Washington  Gray  or  Washington  Gray  Re- 
serve Regiment,"  though  favorably  entertaineil  and  so  reported 
by  its  committee,  were  all  rejectcil  by  the  T^Mrd,  exei')>t  tlic 
one  conferring  exclusive  jurisdi^.'tion,  which  was  referred  back  to 
the  committee  for  a  better  understandincr.      Though  this  reference 
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offfred  opportunity  to  renew  negotiations,  nothing  further  came 
of  it,  and  die  incident  closed. 

The  wise  selection  for  tiie  colonelcy  imparted  a  new  enei-gy 
and  inaugairaled  an  increased  activity.  Battalion  drills  and  street 
parades  followed  each  other  -u-ith  greater  frequency.  The  anni- 
versar)-  of  the  birthday  01  "Washington,  I'ebruar\'  22,  1S67,  was 
remembered  -with  the  customary  street  demonstration  of  an  after- 
noon parade,  and  the  inaugural  ceremonies  of  Governor  John  W. 
Geary  at  IlaiTisburg  on  January  15,  18GT,  were  participated  in  by 
the  then  fully  equipped  companies.  A,  C,  D,  E,  and  I,  ■with  Col. 
Charles  !M.  Prevost  in  command,  as  a  part  of  the  military  contin- 
gent present  on  that  occasion.  The  si.xih  anniversary  nf  the  organ- 
ization of  the  regiment,  April  19,  ISGT,  was  modestly  remembered 
by  a  full-dress  drill  at  the  regimental  armory  at  eight  o'clock  in 
the  evening.  Other  feattu-es  of  more  pronounced  sig-niticance  had 
been  under  discussion  in  die  Board  of  Officers,  but  their  feasibility 
doubted,  they  were  not  attempted.  With  the  opening  of  the  spring 
came  the  outdoor  military  exercises,  and  the  Olympic  Baseball 
Grounds,  then  the  most  accessible  location,  were  put  into  frequent 
use  for  battalion  and  skeleton  battalion  drills.  The  non-commis- 
sioned staff  was  comf)lered  with  C.  Stuart  Patterson  as  sergeant- 
major  and  George  A.  Smith  as  quartermaster-sergeant. 

The  regiment  about  this  time  began  to  look  to  the  exercise  of 
its  influence  for  the  bettei-ment  of  the  improvident  legislation  then 
in  operation.  A  further  supplement  to  the  Act  approved  May  4, 
1S6-4,  with  that  in  view,  had  been  introduced  into  the  legislative 
session  of  1SG7,  anil  was  then  pending.  To  further  its  progress 
and  encourngo  a  support  for  the  measure,  the  Board  of  Officers 
extended  an  invitation  directing  the  quartermaster  to  provide  a 
suitable  entertainment,  to  all  the  officers  of  the  militia  organiza- 
tions of  the  city,  together  with  the  delegates  to  the  House  of 
Pepreseiitativcs  and  meuibere  of  the  Senate,  to  meet  at  the  city 
armory  on  the  evening  of  March  9,  1SC7,  "  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  merits  "  of  this  proposed  leirislatinn.  Tlie  elTort  was  not 
resultless,  though  the  legislation  it  produced  afterward  proved 
to  be. 

The  bill  thus  introduced  subsequently  became  a  law.  and  was 
known  a~  an  Act  approved  Ajiril  1,  1*^07.  entitled  a  funher  sup- 
plement to  the  Act  n]>iiroved  !May  4.  ISOl,  for  the  or2:aiiization. 
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disciplinr  and  regiilaticpii  of  the  militia  of  the  Commonwealth. 
The  feature  tliat  most  concerned  the  entire  first  division  of  the 
State  militia  was  the  first  section.  This  section  provided  that  all 
citizens  of  the  citj  of  Philadelphia  liable  to  military  duty,  not 
members  of  volunteer  organizations,  should  pay  into  the  treasury 
of  the  city  the  sum  of  two  dollars  annually,  to  be  collected  by  th<? 
Receiver  of  Taxes  and  distributed,  to  be  used  for  military  expenses, 
to  the  "  otTicers  of  the  militia  and  the  Reserve  Brigade "'  in  the  pr^j- 
portions  in  which  the  ''"'  numerical  strength  of  organization  repre- 
sented by  said  ofiicers  beai-s  to  the  whole  number  in  said  First 
Division."  It  worked  for  a  while ;  offensive  to  the  taxpayer,  un- 
productive to  the  beneficiary,  it  after  but  a  brief  existence  was 
repealed,  as  should  and  ought  to  be  all  legislation  that  seeks  to  sup- 
port the  military  by  any  other  than  a  direct  appropriation. 

During  the  years  while  the  tax  was  collected  at  the  two-dollar 
rate  there  was  received  by  the  regiment,  as  its  share,  of  October  1, 
186S,  $GC-i.45  ;  February  3,  1S69,  $214.83  ;  July  21,  1869,  $3129  ; 
and  'May  10,  1870,  $716.  And  after  its  repeal,  on  Februarv  7, 
1872,  on  [March  7,  1872,  an  additional  sum  of  $268.50,  collected 
.subsequent  to  the  reduction.  These  amounts  on.  their  receipt  were 
apportioned  among  tb.e  several  companies  in  accordance  with  their 
numerical  strength. 

Before  the  act  creating  this  tax  for  the  first  division  only 
was  repealed,  it  was,  April  7,  187^).  enlarged  to  include  the  entire 
State;  the  rate,  however,  was  fixed  at  but  fifty  cents,  and  appar- 
ently to  be  nearer  the  axiom,  "  that  taxes  shall  be  equal  and  uniform 
throughout  the  land,"  that  for  Pliiladelphia  wa-  reduced  to  one 
dollar,  instead  of  the  two,  as  originally  prescribed. 

The  tax  thus  modified  in  amount  and  enlarged  in  the  scope  of 
its  operations  was  undisturbed  during  the  legislative  session  of 
1871,  but  on  February  7,  1872,  the  section  of  the  Act  of  1867 
which  levied  the  militia  tax  specially  for  the  one  locality  was 
rcpenh-d.  Th.o  repealing  act  contained  but  a  single  paragraph. 
An  nili"U-  law,  it  wa^  determined  to  be  rid  of  it  without  the  reason 
why  but  with  all  f  .rmality.  Title  and  siibstance  were  alike  cmu- 
preheiwive.  The  title  was  an  act  "  to  repeal  the  a-«es^ment 
or  collection  of  the  militia  tax  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia."  Its 
text  in  its  one  and  only  section  was,  "'  that  all  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  authorizing  the  as.sessment  or  collection  of  a  militia  law  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 
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Though  the  militia  tax  may  not  have  been  favored  by  execu- 
tii'c  authority,  it  was  at  least  cuuuceuauced,  probably  in  the  absence 
of  the  direct  appropriatiun,  as  the  only  means  then  attainable,  for 
e\en  the  meagre  support  it  gave  the  service.  The  adjutant-general, 
iii  bis  annual  report  for  the  year  li-72,  makts  this  reference  to 
this  repealing  act. 

In  the  First  Military  Division  l'hil;ul(_-lpliia  there  is  today  no  milit;iry 
fund  wliatever,  exceptinLT  what  arises  from  the  contribution  of  tlie  officers 
and  men  them^elve?  and  of  piivate  citizens,  friends  of  oryauizations,  eveiy 
aet  of  tlie  Legislature  providing  for  the  creation  of  such  a  fund  in  that 
Division   having   been   repealed   at   its   last    session. 

It  was  the  keen  military  instincts  of  Governor  John  F.  Har- 
tranftwho  first  instilled  into  the  legislative  thought  such  a  pi\ipeL- 
estimate  of  the  direct  appropriation  as  to  secure  iu  the  first  session 
of  his  term  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  April  ITi, 
1ST3,  ^vhich  provided  for  the  payment  directly  from  the  public 
treasury  of  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  annually  to  every 
company  up  to  the  proper  standard  in  numbers,  drill,  and  dis- 
cipline. 

This  act  -was  followed  on  May  14,  187-i,  by  a  further  supple 
mental  act,  which  provided  for  the  payment  to  each  company 
annually  of  whatever  arm  of  the  service,  whose  standard  should 
be  as  prescribed  in  the  Act  of  1873,  of  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  armory  rent  if  located  or  quartered  outside  of  cities, 
boroughs,  or  townships  with  a  population  exceeding  fifteen  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  and  two  hundred  dollars  if  inside.  The  same 
act  authorized  and  empowered  the  commander-in-cliief  to  redistrict 
and  rearrange  the  military  divisions,  reducing  their  number  to  not 
more  than  ten.  He  was  to  so  rearrange  said  divisions  that  by 
lines  of  railway  or  of  contiguous  localities  the  troops  therein  might 
be  most  speedily  concentrated,  make  such  assignments  thereto  as 
might  be  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  service,  and  recom- 
mend for  an  honorable  discharge  such  general  and  staff  officers  as 
would  be  thereby  rendered  supernumerary. 

The  Act  approved  .June  12,  ISTS,  further  reduced  the  number 
of  major-generals  to  one,  and  tlie  brigadier-generals  to  five;  iti- 
crca-ed  the  annual  allowance  to  infantry  companies  to  $500,  and 
to  artillery  and  cavalry  companies  to  $1000;  and  provided  for 
the  per  diom  payment   for  one  day,  increased   afterward  to  five, 
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during  the  period  of  tlie  annual  eucampiuent  to  commissioned  oiE- 
cers,  a  sum  proportioned  to  the  paj  of  oiiicei-s  of  like  grade  in  the 
regular  army;  to  first  sergeants,  $3.00;  sergeants,  $2.00;  cor- 
porals, $1.75;  and  privates,  $1.D0. 

This  legislation  was  a  beginning,  an  earlv  development  of  au 
undeveloped  system,  a  germ  of  prophecy,  as  it  were,  of  the  militarj- 
evolution  tliat  has  now  so  narrowed  the  margin  bet\veeu  the  soldier 
of  the  permanent  establishment  and  the  soldier  of  the  ISTational 
Guard. 

In  the  elimination  of  the  independent,  separate  company,  and 
establishing  the  regimental  unit  as  the  basis  of  organization,  in 
her  assimilation  of  her  brigades  and  division  to  the  army  require- 
ments, and  in  her  early  invitation  to  the  regular  officer  to  super- 
vise the  annual  inspection  of  her  Xational  Guard,  it  may  fairly 
be  claimed  for  Pennsylvania  that  from  the  beginning  she  was  in 
the  lead  of  her  sister  States. 

The  regiment  paraded  under  the  command  of  Major  Mc- 
Michacl,  Colonel  Prevost  being  in  command  of  the  first  division, 
with  the  following  organizations  only  ordered  out:  The  First 
Troop  of  Philadelphia  City  Cavalry,  First  Eegiment  Infantry 
Gray  Ecfcrves,  and  the  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays,  in 
celebration  of  the  ninety-first  anniversary  of  American  independ- 
ence, July  4,  1S67.  In  the  order  announcing  the  parade,  other 
organizations  not  attached  to  the  di\ision  had  been  invited  to  join. 
Tlie  line  was  formed  on  Broad  Street,  right  resting  on  Chestnut, 
at  7.1.0  A.  M.,  and  the  column  was  directed  to  move  precisely 
at  7.30. 

The  event  of  conspicuous  reniendjrance  of  this  particular  period 
was  the  re:rinient's  visit  to  the  Antietam  battle-field  to  participate 
in  the  dedicatory  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the  laying  of  the 
corner-stone  of  the  IN'ational  Cemetery  on  thi'  fifth  anniversary 
of  the  battle.  Familiar  scenes  and  incidents  of  the  campaigns  of 
1S62  and  1^03  were  brought  vividly  to  mind  as  the  journey 
progressed.  The  expedition  was  undertaken  pursuant  to  the  invi- 
tation of  ]\[aj.-Gen.  James  R.  Xegley.  chaimian  of  the  ililitary 
Committee  of  Congress.  The  regiment,  JMajor  ^Ec^Michael  in  com- 
mand, in  full  mareliing  order,  knapsacks  and  shelter  tents  included, 
subsistence  provided  by  the  respective  companies,  moved  by  rail  at 
six  o'chx'k  on  tlie  evening  of  Scptendjcr  15,  1SC7,  to  TTagerstown, 
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!M;inlan<l,  ami  tlience  some  twelve  miles  by  waguu  transportaLiou 
tu  the  battle-gTOuud,  where  iu  the  vicinity  of  Iveedysville  it  went 
into  camp  upon  its  arrival  on  the  afterno(.in  of  tlie  sLxteeuth.  A 
tedious  day  folh.iwed  on  the  next  day,  September  17,  the  anni- 
versary day.  There  was  a  huge  gathering  of  people  from  all  direc- 
tions, with  trujps  from  variyns  localities.  The  regiment  in  the 
early  morning  ci'osse'l  the  Antietam  by  the  historic  Porter's  Bridge, 
participated  in  the  review  by  the  President  of  tlie  United  States, 
the  parade,  and  other  incidental  movements  requiring  its  presence. 
The  ceremonies  closed  during  the  afternoon,  and  the  return  jour- 
ney expeditiously  completed,  the  event  is  recalled  as  a  successful 
and  highly  creditable  undertaking,  increasing  prestige,  adding 
experience,  benefiting  knowledge.  Except  for  the  rail  transpor- 
tation, gratuitously  furnished,  the  expenses  were  all  borne  by  the 
men. 

This  September  of  1S67  seemed  to  be  full  of  military  activi- 
ties. On  the  twenty-fifth  ^laj.-Gen.  Phillip  H.  Sheridan  was  the 
guest  of  the  city.  In  compliance  with  the  request  and  in  response 
to  the  invitation  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Councils  who  had  the 
reception  ceremonies  in  charge,  the  entire  first  division  paraded, 
with  Colonel  Prevost  in  command  of  the  division  and  Major  Mc- 
IMichael  in  command  of  the  regiment.  The  line  was  formed  on 
Broad  Street,  right  resting  on  Chestnut,  facing  east,  and  moved 
promptly  at  five  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  hour  desigiiated.  On  this  occa- 
sion the  troops  participating  were  the  First  Troop  Philadelphia 
City  Cavalry,  the  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays,  First 
Regiment  Infantry  Gray  I'oierves,  Infantry  Corps  Xalional 
Guards.  Zouave  Battalion,  and  "Weccacoe  Legion. 

Upton's  was  the  last  system  of  tactics  known  and  designated 
and  officially  adopted  and  put  in  use  under  the  name  of  its  author. 
Scott's,  Co<jper's.  Ilardie's.  Casey's,  had  all  boon  previously  so 
adopted.  Drill  Pegiilations,  United  States  Ai-my  and  other 
similar  desigiiations  have  since  prevailed.  Upton's  was  the  first 
system  with  principle.  purpo=e,  and  demonstration  for  its  founda- 
tion. Otier  systems  had  been  ratlier  adaptations  than  solutions. 
Uj. ton's  began  with  the  unit  of  fottrs,  kept  it  ever  in  view  until  it 
had  evolved  the  higher  evolutions,  only  fully  demonstrable  in  the 
manoeuvres  of  the  fiehl.  It  was  the  first  in  the  series  of  evolu- 
tionary sequences  that  have  by  their  wonderful  development  ad- 
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vanced  the  art  of  war  to  iti  present  still  uusolved  liniitations. 
Every  "  problem  '"  now  subiuitted  must  yet  work  out  its  own  solu- 
tion, with  itb  invitation,  to  conception,  conjecture,  and  original 
thought. 

Upton  was  a  man  with  no  common  gift=.  A  close  student  and 
keen  observer,  he  never  left  unsolved  what  was  capable  of  demon- 
stration. He  'ivas  as  industrious  in  the  closet  as  he  was  coura- 
geous in  the  lield.  Confusion  never  disturbed  his  thoughts,  seclu- 
sion never  bettered  his  judgment.  He  could  work  the  solution 
of  a  problem  of  the  battle-field  in  battle  and  under  fire,  as  readily 
as  he  cotdd  solve  a  mathematical  demonstration  in  class-room  or 
closet.  A  graduate  of  the  United  States  ]\Iilitary  Academy  at 
West  Point,  of  the  class  of  ^VTay,  1861,  second  and  first  lieutenant. 
Fourth  and  Fifth  United  States  Artillery,  colonel  121st  Xew  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  brigadier-general  Uniteil  States  Volunteers, 
brevet  major-general  United  States  Army  and  United  States  Volun- 
teers, colonel  Fourth  United  States  Artillery,  Emory  Upton  was 
singularly  adapted  to  the  profession  of  arms.  In  his  untimely 
death  in  his  early  forties  the  service  lo^t  a  soldier  helpful  to 
maintain  its  traditions,  useful  to  propagate  its  purposes,  resource- 
ful to  preserve  its  scholarship. 

It  is  Tvell  that  something  should  be  known  not  only  of  the 
author  of  tliis  new  system,  but  that  the  record  of  its  first  publicatiojL 
and  announcement  to  the  regiment  marking  an  era,  as  it -does, 
should  also  be  preserved  and  given  publicity.  The  following  is  a 
copy  of  the  order  as  it  appears  in  the  regimental  Order  Book :

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Ou  Xovcmber  (3,  ISUT,  L'aptaiti  A.  II.  Rusewig  ap^jt-ared  at 
the  Board  meeting  as  captain  of  the  newly  reorganized  Company 
I'j,  remaining  witli  the  company  until  Mai'cli  31,  -when  lie  resigiied,^ 
and  on  April  22,  ISGS,  ^va3  succeeded  as  captain  by  Lis  tirst  lieu- 
tenant, C.  G.  Cadwallader.  Captain  Cadwallader,  promoted  from 
sergeant  to  first  lieutenant  in  Company  K  of  the  lOith  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers,  was  honorably  mustered  out  after  a  full  three 
years  in  that  regiment.  Captain  Eobert  P.  Deehert  was  made 
captain  Company  F,  on  Xovember  7,  1S67,  and  on  December  4 
was  in  attendance  at  his  first  Board  meeting.  He  resigned  in  the 
spring  of  1S6S.  General  Deehert  entered  the  volunteer  service 
as  sergeant-major  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Pennsylvania  Infantry 
July  1,  IS 61,  and  was  mustered  out  as  captain  and  brevet  lieu- 
tenant-colonel July  17,  1S65.  His  subsequent  service  in  the 
Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  was  as  colonel  of  the  Second 
Regiment  and  brigadier-general  of  the  First  Brigade.  Captain 
Alex.  Kerr,  Jr.,  an  honorably  discharged  soldier  from  the  Seventy- 
second  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  made  an  energetic  effort  to  resus- 
citate Company  G,  but  it  was  not  successful.  On  December  4, 
1867,  !Major  VTilliam  ilclMichael  was  placed  in  nomination  by  the 
Board,  and  on  December  7,  1S67,  elected  and  commissioned  as 
lieutenant-colonel.  Adjutant  James  W.  Latta,  previously  nomi- 
nated and  elected,  was  on  December  1-i,  1S67,  commissioned 
major  vice  !MciIichael  promoted. 

Appointed  by  the  Governor  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Brevet  Bvia\-Gen. 
Charles  M.  Prevost,  Colonel  First  Pegiment  Infantry  Gray  Ee- 
serves,  was  on  December  27,  1SG7,  commissioned  as  major-general 
of  the  first  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  militia,  the  first  of  the 
four  general  officers — three  major-generals  and  one  brigadier- 
general — that  have  come  from  the  promotion  of  colonels  of  the 
First  Eogiment.  On  December  31,  1S6S,  General  Prevost  by 
letter  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Oflicers  expressing  his  regi-ets  at 
the  severance  and  connection,  makes  formal  announcement  of  his 
appointment  and  the  vacancy  in  the  colonelcy  thereby  created. 
Before  the  headquarters  are  again  fully  re-established,  vacancies, 
appointment,  promotions,  follow  each  other  rapidly.  Lieut. -Col. 
William  ^Ic^Iichael  on  January  11,  1868,  is  made  colonel,  and  the 
vacancy  that  follows  in  the  lieutenant-colonelcy  is  filled  by  the 
promotion    of   IMajor   James    W.    Latta,   on    January    IS,    1S6S> 
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Brevet  ilujor  It.  Dale  ]Jeu-oii,  formerly  of  the  Coiumoiiwealth 
AriiLlery,  and  a  tirst  lieuieuant  in  the  11  ith  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teers August  11,  18G2,  honorably  luustoreJ  out  May  20,  1S65, 
brevetted  for  "  conspicuous  gallantry  at  Chancellorsvilk',  Vir- 
ginia," was  appointed'  adjutant  January  22,  1S6S,  and  on  Febru- 
ary 29,  ISOS,  elected  anil  connnissioned  major. 

"  On  Pebruary  11,  ISGT,  at  a  meeting  held  by  the  officers  and 
men  who  had  followed  the  tlag  of  the  llSth  Eegiment,  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers — better  kn^\vn  as  the  Corn  Exchange  Kegiment 
— in  the  War  of  the  Eebellion,  they  decided  that  they  would  form 
a  company  and  go  into  the  Xational  Guard  Service  of  Pennsyl- 
vania as  Company  H  of  the  First  Eegiment  of  Infantry-."  ^  Cap- 
tain John  E.  White,  who  had  been  captain  of  Company  G  of  the 
llSth,  was  made  captain,  and  Harry  T.  Peck  first  lieutenant, 
and  Wm.  P.  Gardner  second  lieutenant,  March  7,  1867.  Lieu- 
tenant Peck  had  been  the  first  lieutenant  of  Company  C,  llSth 
Pennsylvania,  and  Lieutenant  Gardner  first  lieutenant  and  quar- 
termaster. Captiiin  White  resigned  July  30,  ISCS,  Lieutenant 
Peek  October  3,  1367,  and  Lieutenant  Gardner  x\.pril  24,  1S67. 

Although  with  the  reorganization  of  the  regiment  the  prefer- 
ence was  largely  for  and  selections  generally  made  from  those 
whose  experience  and  distinction  in  war  service  had  won  them 
recognition.  Company  H  presents  a  conspicuous  instance  of  men 
of  prominence  who  had  served  it  among  its  early  captains.  Gen. 
Charles  P.  Herring,  who  after  the  retirement  of  Captain  White 
and  Cai'tain  Donaldson,  assumed  command,  sensed  the  company 
as  captain ;  Captain  Frank  A.  Donaldson  (captain  Company  H, 
February  21,  1869,  to  June  27,  1870),  sergeant-major  Seventy- 
first  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  May  26,  1S61 ;  second  lieutenant 
Seventy-first  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  May  11,  1862;  discharged 
for  promotion  Augiist  27,  1862  ;  captain  Company  IT.  ll>'th  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers,  August  If*,  1862;  honorably  discharged 
January  14-.  1864;  Captain  Sylvester  Bonnaffon,  Jr.  (captain 
Company  H,  .Tune  II.  1--71,  to  Septemlifr  14,  1S72)  ;  private 
Company  I,  99th  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  December  14,  1861; 
corjioral  A;>'.-il  1,  1862:  sr-rgeant  Alay  1,  1862;  secord  lieutenant 
Company  (i.  AiiL'n-t  1.  1^62;  fii-st  lieutenant  June  1^.  l^iU:  cap- 

"'Hi-torv  of  Conip;iny  II,  First  P^egiinent.  N.  G.  P.,"  published  as  a 
pamphlet  by  tho  Company,    I'.'OS.

of  Pennsylvania,  and  major-general  of  division,  Xational  Guard 
of  Pennsylvania ;  Captain  F.  Ainedee  Bregy  (captain  Company 
H,  March  li,  ISSO,  to  September  28,  ISSO),  second  lieutenant, 
Company  E,  215th  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  President  Judge 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  Xo.  1,  County  of  Philadelphia. 

There  were  company  drills  weekly  and  battalion  drills  at  short 
intervals.  The  right  and  left  wing  were  respectively  assigned  for 
supervision  and  instruction  to  the  lieutenant-colonel  and  major, 
aud  inspections  were  held  on  prescribed  occasions.  Except 
for  the  22d  of  February  and  Fourth  of  July  demonstrations  of 
1S6S,  for  several  years  these  events  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
observed  by  the  usual  military  display.  For  the  seventh  and 
ninth  year  ako  the  regimental  anniversary  seems  to  have  dis- 
appeared from  the  schedule  of  observances;  the  eighth  was  re- 
membered, and  again  on  April  19,  1871,  the  tenth  anniversary, 
was  revived  l)y  a  street  jiarade  specially  designed  for  its  com- 
memoration aud  so  announced  in  general  orders.  The  prescribed 
route  was  also  previously  published:  Arch  to  ISth,  to  Green,  to 
Broad,  to  Chestnut,  to  Front,  to  Market,  to  7th,  to  Walnut,  to 
12th,  to  Locust,  to  Broad,  to  ]\Iarket.  And  "  in  further  com- 
memoration of  the  tenth  anniversary  " — so  read  a  circular  that 
accompanied  the  order  for  the  parade — "  the  ofScers  of  the  com- 
mand will  assoiiible  at  a  banquet  at  the  Union  League  House  at 
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7  p.  ii.  on  the  19th  inst.,  and  it  is  reconinienJed  that  the  several 
companies  at  their  own  quarters  or  elsewhere  participate  iu  a  like 
celebration." 

On  Pebruarv  24,  15GS,  Edwin  Jv".  Benson  was  appointed 
sergeant-major,  vice  C.  Stuart  Patterson  honorably  discharged. 
Subsequently,  on  September  12,  1S71,  llajor  Edwin  X.  Benson 
was  announced  as  major  and  aide-de-camp  on  the  statf  of  Maj.- 
Gen.  Charles  M.  Prevost.  Fii-st  Lieutenant  William  D.  Hast- 
ing, of  Company  A,  detailed  as  acting  adjutant  upon  the  promo- 
tion of  Major  R.  Dale  Benson,  was  relieved,  in  a  complimentary 
order  thanking  him  for  his  efSciency,  by  the  appointment  of 
Brevet  Major  George  H.  Xorth  to  the  adjutantcy  on  September 
8,  1868.  Xorth  had  won  his  spurs  in  the  field.  Private  Com- 
monwealth Artillery,  April  2i,  1S61,  to  August  5,  1S61,  he  was 
made  first  lieutenant  and  quartermaster,  Foui'teenth  Pennsylvania 
Cavalry,  Xovember  3,  1862;  captain,  March  3,  1S65;  and  honor- 
ably discharged  July  17,  1865. 

Colonel  McMichael,  who  in  Xovenaber,  1S6S,  tendered 
his  resignation,  came  from  a  parentage  famous  in  the  field 
of  oratory.  Himself  a  gifted  man,  he  closely  touched  tlie 
splendid  speecii  of  his  distinguished  sire,  and  to  the  fame  that 
had  already  come  to  an  eminent  lineage  he  added  the  valorous 
record  of  a  soldier  in  war.  Lawyer,  soldier,  orator,  his  name 
will  ever  be  lustrous  in  tlie  historic  group  of  the  first  half-cen- 
tury of  the  regiment's  distinguished  dead.  Colonel  ]\[cMichael 
survived  his  resignation  many  years,  largely  devoted  to  the 
successful  practice  of  his  profession  in  the  city  of  oSTew  York. 
He  will  be  heard  from  again  as  the  story  pro.CTCSses.  Upon  the 
acceptance  of  Colonel  ^leiliehaers  resignation.  Col.  James  W. 
Latta  was  commissioned  as  his  successor,  December  2,  1868. 
The  promotion  of  Major  E.  Dale  Benson  to  the  lieutenant- 
colonelcy,  and  Captain  Jam^-s  D.  Keyser,  of  Company  A,  to 
the  majority  followed  \nthin  the  month.  His  successor,  Cap- 
tain George  F.  DeUeker,  was  chosen  about  the  same  time. 
Captain  William  W.  Allen,  of  Company  C,  and  Captain  J.  Parker 
Martin,  of  Company  I,  had  both  resigned,  and  were  succeeded- 
respectively  by  Captain  Alex.  C.  Fergusson  as  captain  of  Com- 
pany C,  and  Captain  David  Eni«t  as  captain  of  Company  L 

Colonel  Latta  published  his  first  general  order  on  December 
8,     assuming     command,     and     announced     the     reappointment 
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of  tho  staff:  George  11.  Xorth  as  first  lieutenant  and  adju- 
tant, William  A.  Kolin  as  first  lieutenant  and  quartermaster, 
George  A.  Smith  as  quartenuaster-sergeant,  and  Henry  L.  Elder 
as  commissary  sergeant.  William  S.  Stewart,  ^M.D.,  was  an- 
nounced as  surgeon  on  February  25,  1S69;  and  subsequently 
Jam.;^  A.  Buciian.nn.  ^,[.l>..  and  Vlon;-.,.  L.  LeaeU,  M.D.,  as 
assistant  surgeons,  and  Rev.  Wallace  Eadcliff  as  chaplain. 
Frank  V.  Eobinson,  of  Company  E,  appointed  sergeant-major, 
January  1,  1SG9,  on  March  16,  1809,  was  relieved  at  his  own 
request,  and  on  March  22,  1869,  Henry  H.  Groft",  also  of  Com- 
pany E,  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 

The  regimental  strength  about  this  time,  as  it  appears  from 
the  records,  was:  A  Company,  60  men;  B  Company,  30  men; 
C  Company,  45  men ;  D  Company,  02  men ;  E  Company,  66  men ; 
F  Company,  30  men;  H  Company,  2S  men;  I  Company,  45  men. 
Total,  366  men. 

ITuch  activity  prevailed  throughout  the  command;  schools  of 
instruction  at  regimental  headquarters  at  prescribed  intervals 
■K-ere  in  vogue  with  the  tisual  drills  and  inspection.  As  had  not 
been  usual  heretofore,  with  the  orders  announcing  battalion  drills, 
the  attention  of  company  commanders  was  directed  by  numbers 
and  headings  to  the  paragraphs  describing  the  movements  in- 
tended to  be  performed.  Parade  and  display  were  for  the  time 
in  a  measure  abandoned  for  the  more  substantial  requirements. 

A  visit  to  Washington  to  attend  the  inaugural  ceremonies  of 
General  Grant's  first  induction  into  the  Presidency,  on  the 
4th  of  March,  1S69,  which  had  been  for  some  time  in  active 
preparation,  was  on  February  3,  1S69,  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Ofilcers  reconsidered,  and  it  was  declared  to  be  inexpedient  to 
take  any  further  action  in  the  premises.  At  the  same  session  an 
invitation  to  attend  the  dedication  at  Harrisburg  on  May  26, 
1869,  of  a  monument  commemorative  of  the  soldiers  from  Penn- 
sylvania who  had  lost  their  lives  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  at  first 
received  with  some  favor,  was.  afti-r  clo-er  thought,  declined. 
All  other  enterprises  weakened  and  every  energy  seemed  now  to  be 
bent  upon  a  prospective  summer  encampment  at  Cape  3Iay,  Xew 
Jersey,  that  had  its  oflicial  conception  at  this  same  meeting. 

This  was  something  of  a  new  departure,  and  in  the  general 
order  announcing  the  encampment,  published  as  early  as  May 
5,  1869,  particular  attention  was  directed  to  its  purpose,  in  tho 
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hope  that  it  miglit  prove  an  incentive  to  follow  and  a  stimulant 
for  bettenncut.  ''A  seaside  encampment,"'  so  read  this  para- 
graph of  the  order,  "  having  never  before  been  undertaken  by 
any  of  the  troops  of  this  Division,  the  success  of  this  measure 
will  forever  establish  an  enduring-  reputation  for  the  conunand 
and  enure  largely  ro  the  benefit,  credit  and  permanent  establish- 
ment of  a  force  of  Pennsylvania  militia." 

The  time  selected  for  the  encampment  was  from  tlie  16th 
to  23d  of  July,  bodi  days  inclusive,  and  the  site  chosen  was  known 
as  Miller's  Farm,  situated  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  city  of 
Cape  May  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  road  leading  to  the  steam- 
boat landing.  The  ground  had  considerable  slope,  was  well 
drained,  and  was  about  an  eighth  of  a  mile  from  and  in  full  view 
of  the  ocean;  in  the  rear  was  quite  a  growth  of  timber,  on  the 
right  flank  a  copse  of  wood,  and  in  front  there  was  a  small 
pond  of  fresh  water.  The  name  given  the  encampment,  •■''  Camp 
Upton,"  was  in  honor  of  3Iaj.-Gen.  Emory  Upton.  General 
Upton,  besides  his  national  reputation  as  soldier  and  scholar,  had 
made  the  acquaintance  of  most  of  the  officers  in  a  visit  he  had 
paid  the  Board  a  short  time  before,  when  on  the  occasion  of  one 
of  its  monthly  sessions  he  had  happened  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  then  President  of  the  United  States, 
was  for  a  short  period  a  guest  at  Cape  Island  while  the  encamp- 
ment was  in  progi-ess.  That  the  camp  was  what  it  was  intended 
to  be,  a  camp  fi.r  military  iustriu-tion,  and  that  the  gaieties  and 
festivities  incident  to  a  seasiile  watering-place  in  the  height  of 
tlie  season  had  not  interfered  with  the  observance  of  the  hours 
and  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  and  service  prescribed  l)y 
the  camp  regndati'^ns,  is  best  attested  by  the  reference  made  to  this 
visit  in  the  general  order  of  congratulation  issued  by  the  com- 
manding officer  at  the  conclusioii  of  the  encampment.  The  order 
is  General  Order  Xo.  27  of  the  current  series  of  1569,  and  is 
dated  from  the  regimental  headquarters  at  the  City  Armory,  July 
24,  1S69,  and  the  reference  is  as  follows:  ''The  fact  that  upon 
seven  minutes'  notice  a  body  of  citizen  soldiery  was  twice  paraded 
with  full  ranks,  ami  in  full  dress  uniform  for  review  by  the 
President  of  the  United  State,-,  at  a  time  when  they  had  been  dis- 
missed, with  ncitlicr  drill  nor  r.dl-call  to  follow  for  at  least  three 
hours,  conclusivt  ly  establishes  the  fact  that  there  prevailed  a  readi-

ness  for  dutv  at  all  times  and  a  promptitude  of  action  that  would 
have  done  credit  to  troops  %vhose  business  and  support  it  is  to  serve 
as  such.''  The  same  order  concludes  as  follows :  "  The  com- 
manding officer  congratulates  the  command  upon  the  pre-eminent 
success  which  attended  the  entire  undertaking.  It  has  greatly 
enured,  as  was  designed,  to  the  periuancnt  establislnneut  and 
more  complete  appointment  of  the  volunteer  militia  forces  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  tended  largely  to  increase  the  etBciency, 
discipline,  and  numbers  of  our  own  organization." 

The  following  letter  from  General  Upton,  a  treasure  care- 
fully preserved  among  the  regimental  archives,  together  with  a 
series  of  resolutions  adopted  by  guests  of  tlie  hotels,  sujijurners 
and  others,  at  a  meeting  specially  called  to  pass  upon  the  event, 
furnishes  abundant  cotemporaueous  proof  that  the  encampment 
not  only  bettered  the  organization,  as  it  was  designed  it  should, 
but  supplied,  as  it  was  hoped  it  would,  a  tonic  for  the  whole 
system.

ily    dear   Colonel: 

I  regret  exct-edinglj-  that  ymir  letter  of  July  7th,  apprising  me  of  the 
proposed  encampment  of  your  regiment  at  Cape  ilay  and  your  purpose  to 
name  your  oarap  after  me,  did  not  reach  me  in  time  to  elicit  i  suitable 
response.  Although  aprcs  coup,  it  is  not  too  late  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  honor  you  conferred  upon  me,  and  now  thnt  \o\it  encampment  is  ter- 
minated I  heartily  congratulate  you  on  the  success  attending  your  etrorts. 

Commendations  of  the  appearance  and  discipline  of  the  Gray  Reserves, 
while  at  Cape  May,  have  reached  me  from  various  sources  and  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  in-pire  the  hope  that,  under  your  conmiand,  assisted  hy  your 
zealous  and  efl'icicnt  officers,  the  regime'it  will  place  itself  in  the  front  rank 
of  the  militia  of  the  United  States. 

Your  commencement  has  been  most  auspicious.  Your  regiment  has  been 
reviewed  by  his  Excellency,  the  President,  and  received  such  marks  of  his  dis- 
tingaiished  approbation  as  to  make  it  conspicuous  before  the  country.  This 
position  you  must  hold.  The  Gray  Reserves  constitute  the  First  Regiment 
of  Infantry  of  Pennsylvania.  Y"ou  and  your  officers  should  be  content  with 
nothing  less  than  making  it  the  first  in  drill  and  discipline  not  onlv  in  yo>ir 
State,  but,  if  possible,  in  the  country.  I  shall  ever  take  a  deep  interest  in 
your  regiment,  and  if  you  but  continue  to  display  the  high  soldierly  qualities 
which  distinguished  you  in  tho  field,  its  success  will  be  assured.

General  Owen,  in  presenting  the  resolutions  hereto  attached,  premised 
by  eulogizing  the  excellent  conduct  of  oiTicers  and  men  of  the  Gray  Reserve 
Regiment  and  of  the  inarked  success  of  the  Reception  Ball  given  at  this 
house,  as  well  as  the  great  pleasure  afforded  the  people  of  the  island  by  t)ie 
various   entertainments  given  by  Camp  Upton. 

'Whekeas,  We  have,  in  common  with  the  other  houses  on  Cape  Island, 
enjo.ved  for  the  week  ending  to-day,  a  series  of  entertainments  given  under 
the  auspices  or  in  behalf  of  the  Gray  Reserve  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Mili- 
tia, under  command  of  Col.  Jnnies  W.  Latta,  which  has  been  performing  a 
tour  of  duty  at  Camp  Upton:   therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  express  to  the  Field,  Line  and  Staff  Officers,  the  com- 
missioned and  non-commissioned  Officers  and  Privates,  Drum  Corps  and 
Band  of  the  Regiment,  our  sense  of  obligation  and  high  appreciation  of  the 
uniform  courtesy  and  soldierly  bearing  of  officers  and  men  of  the  command 
during  their   sojourn   at   Cape  May. 

Kesohed,  That  the  result  of  our  observation  of  the  rounds  of  camp  duty 
performed  by  this  command,  the  beneficial  effect  of  camp  discipline,  the 
opportunity  for  prolonged  squad,  company  and  battalion  drills,  leads  us  to 
recommend  the  citizen  soldier  "  camping  out ''  as  the  best  method  within  their 
reach  of  learning  the  art  of  war,  as  well  as  improving  their  physical  health. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  proceedings,  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary,  be  forwarded  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment.

A  medal  of  snggestire  de^agn  and  appropriate  inscription 
commemorative  of  the  event  was  cast  at  the  United  States  Mint 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  Governraex.it  officers.  Of 
the  twenty  cast,  one  was  allotted  to  each  of  tlie  companies,  A, 
B,  C\  D,  E,  n,  and  I,  to  be  shot  for  and  held  for  the  first  year 
by  the  best  marksman,  to  be  annually  contested  for  and  held  in 
the  same  manner  and  "  to  be  knov.m  as  the  Cape  ZMay  medal." 
One  struck  otT  in  si.lid  gold  was,  in  recognition  of  his  visit,  pre- 
sented to  Gen.  Uly.ssos,  S.  Grant.      The  medal  passed  into  the  care 
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and  custody  of  the  general  governrueat,  as  did  his  many  other 
relics  of  inestiniahle  value,  after  his  decease,  and  now  has  an 
honored  place  in  the  Xational  Museum  at  Washington. 

On  the  23d  of  July,  1S69,  Major  George  H.  Xorth  was  an- 
nounced as  brigade  inspector  and  Captain  George  A.  Smith  as 
brigade  quartermaster.  "The  scn'ices  of  these  officers"- — so 
reads  the  regimental  order  announcing  their  advancement — "  have 
been  valuable  and  ethcient,  and  the  colonel  commanding  parts 
■with  them  regretting  that  their  well-desen^ed  promotion  has  com- 
pelled the  severance  of  his  official  connections."  First  Lieu- 
tenant Charles  K.  Ide  was  appointed  adjutant  and  Caspar  H. 
Duhring,  of  Company  A,  quartemiaster-sergeant. 

The  stimulant  incident  to  the  encampment  was  made  mani- 
fest in  various  ways.  It  drew  increased  public  attention,  pro- 
duced substantial  recognition,  and  nerved  the  entire  command  to 
renewed  activities  for  recruitment  and  betterment,  "A  medal  of 
gold,  of  costly  and  handsome  design  "  was  presented  to  the  regi- 
ment by  the  prominent  and  long-established  jewelry  tirm  of  Bailey 
and  Company.  It  was  designated  in  orders  as  the  '"  Bailey  ]\Iedal ;" 
was  assigned  for  parade  occasions  to  be  worn  by  the  best  shot,  to 
be  determined  by  competitions  among  the  nine,  who  had  won  the 
first  prize  for  marksmanship  in  their  respective  companies,  and 
was  to  be  so  disposed  of  annually.-^  Other  disposition  was  after- 
wards made  of  ir.  As  was  oriainally  intended  by  the  donoi-s,  it 
was  to  be  allotted  each  year  to  the  member  of  the  regiment  who 
had  secured  for  his  company  the  largest  number  of  recruits. 
Lists  of  the  men  in  competition  for  it  were  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Officers,  and  from  these  lists  the  successful  competi- 
tor was  selected  and  the  "  recruiting  medal "  assigned  him  for 
the  year. 

A  new  dress  uniform  followed.  The  proposition  first  sub- 
mitted by  the  Board  of  Officers  to  the  several  companies  and 
adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  men  included  a  complete  out- 
fit. The  cost,  which  was  to  be  borne  by  the  men  themselves,  was 
$31.50  for  the  uniform,  with  $3.63  additional  for  epaulettes,  body 
and  breast  plates.  The  uniform  consisted  of  a  dark  blue  dre?s 
coat,  trimmed  and  stamped  with  white  cloth  and  gold  lace,  and

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ligkt  blue  trousers  with  white  cloth  stripe  trimmed  with  gold  laee. 
The  contract  for  the  manufacture  of  the  imiforms  was  made  with 
Evaus  li-  Leach,  GiiS  ^larket  Street,  and  for  the  epaulettes,  body 
and  breast  plates  with  llorstmann  Brothers  and  Company,  Fifth 
and  Cherry  Streets. 

The  Board  of  Oinccrs,  not  wholly  satisfied  with  the  stimulant 
from  the  eucampnieut,  prompted  largely  by  the  well-devised 
measures  submitted  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Benson,  directed  their 
energies  to  work  widiin  tlie  regiment  itself,  looking  for  an  en- 
couragement from  without  the  ranks,  a  firmer  public  confidence, 
that  might  induce  recruiting,  by  a  correction  of  abuses  and  evils 
prevalent  within  them.  Their  circular  letter,  signed  by  the  en- 
tire Board,  submitted  a  code  of  laws  far  adoption  by  the  com- 
panies, intended  to  increase  efticiency  and  promote  discipline. 
The  circular  specially  directed  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
■was  need  that  the  regiment  should  make  its  own  laws,  as  there 
was  but  little  to  be  expected  from  the  enforcement  only  of  those 
prescribed  by  tlie  State.  "As  the  laws  of  the  State,"  so  reads  a 
paragraph  of  the  circular,  "  do  but  little  to  aid  us  in  our  desires 
after  excellence,  it  becomes  us  ourselves  to  make  such  as  are- 
needed,  and  it  is  to  some  new  laws  to  help  us  or  our  object  that 
your  Board  urges  your  attention,  and  a  speedy  adoption."  These 
laws  to  "  which  they  pledge  their  hearty  cooperation  to  carry  into 
effect,"  were  adopted  by  all  the  companies.  The  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's report  for  the  year  1S70  had  not  then,  appeared.  In  it 
there  is  to  be  found  in  a  single  paragTaph  full  confirmation  of 
and  ample  justification  for  this  conclusion  of  the  Board.  The 
paragraph  reads  as  follows:  "It  is  hmuiliating  to  admit  that  our 
State  government  -ivcs  comparatively  little  em/uuragemcnt  to 
those  who  feel  it  their  duty  to  keep  alive  and  vigoi-ous  the  military 
spirit  of  the  people." 

As  a  further  incentive  to  increase  the  regimental  strength  and 
infuse  energy  and  spirit  into  tlie  rank  and  file,  ^lajor  Edwin  Zs. 
Benson,  so  frequently  helpful  with  his  personality,  his  influence, 
and  his  means,  liberally  opened  his  purse  and  provided  a  fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  suiu  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  each  com- 
pany that  should  within  a  given  perioil  of  three  months  by  re- 
cruitment and  muster  increase  its  ranks  with  ten  additional  men. 
And  a  further  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was  to  be 
paid  to  each  company  that  should  within  the  same  period,   in 
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exci-^3  ol  twenty-tive  recruit  and  muiter  the  largest  number  of 
ailditional  nieu,  and  to  the  company  next  belti'.v  the  largest  and 
beyond  the  prescribed  minimum  tlicre  was  to  be  paid  the  sum 
of  forty  dollars. 

Captain  J.  Ross  Cark,  of  Company  D,  the  last  of  the  original 
captains  to  retain  his  captaincy,  resigned  October  i'<j,  1S70.  All 
■\vei-e  earnest,  sincere  men,  notably  Captains  Smith  and  Prevost 
promoted,  and  Captains  Loudenslager  and  Clark,  who  sei-ved  the 
longest  terms.  Company  D  had  but  the  one  captain  for  the  first 
decade  of  its  existence;  but  Company  E,  with  Captain  James 
Muldoon,  who  on  the  resignation  of  Captain  Loudenslager, 
Pecember  5,  ISGS,  sticceeded  him,  and  remained  until  his  retire- 
ment, August  29,  1S99,  had  but  two  in  forty  years.  Captain 
Charles  3v.  Ide,  promoted  to  the  captaincy  of  Company  D  by  elec- 
tion on  Xovember  7,  IS  TO,  thereupon  resigned  his  adjutancy,  and 
Captain  Frank  A.  Donaldson,  who  had  served  as  captain  of  Com- 
pany H  from  February  24,  18G9,  to  June  27,  1870,  and  was  out 
of  the  service,  was  on  January  2,  1S71,  announced  as  first  lieu- 
tenant and  adjutant  vice  Ide  promoted,  First  Lieutenant  Sylves- 
ter Bonnaffon,  Jr.,  of  Company  II,  having  meanwhile  been  de- 
tailed as  acting  adjutant.  At  the  same  time  'William  P.  Atkin- 
son was  named  as  quartermaster-sergeant  vice  Caspar  H.  Duh- 
ring,  but  on  April  b,  1872,  William  P.  Atkinson  having  been 
honorably  discharged,  Caspar  H,  DuL.ring  was  reappointed. 
Captain  Frank  A.  Donaldson,  after  effective  and  honorable  ser- 
vice in  both  war  and  peace  almost  continuously  from  !May  2G, 
ISCl,  resigned  his  adjutancy  in  April,  1872,  and  on  April  10, 
1872,  Benjamin  P.  Wilson  wa,s  appointed  first  lieutenant  and 
adjutant  to  succeed  him. 

There  were  numerous  changes  in  the  line.  Captain  George 
F.  Delleker,  of  Company  A,  resigned  ]March  2S,  1872,  and  Cap- 
tain "Washington  H.  Gilpin  succeeded  him  on  Jttly  1,  1872.  Cap- 
tain C.  G.  Cadwalader,  of  Company  B,  resigned  February-  15, 
1871,  and  after  several  intennediate  changes — Captain  Louis 
Wilhelrni,  June  14,  1871,  to  Xovember  8,   1871,^  and  Captain 

'Willieluii  Louis — Born  in  Prufisia,  apptd.  from  Peiiiia.  Cadet  ^til. 
Acadcniv.  1  Julv  IST'i,  to  29th  December,  1S73— Snd  I.ieut.  1st  Infantry 
15th  Oaoli^r  1875— 1st  Lieut.  16th  March  ISSO— Rotrt.  Adjt.  16  March  1S80 
to  Aiuil  l:i.  ISSf,— Dic-d  i;ith  April.  ISSC— ( neitnuin's  i;c;;ister  and  His- 
torical Dicti.mary  V.  S.  Army,   17.S'J-1003.) 
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Eobert  :^L  Eobinion,  December,  1S71,  to  May  25,  1872— Cap- 
tain Thomas  J.  Dudu  was  commissioned  October  9,  1872,  to  re- 
main through  a  more  lengthy  service.  Captain  A.  C.  Fergaissoti  re- 
signed his  captaincy  of  C  June  29,  1S71,  to  be  succeeded  on  Octo- 
ber 7,  1871,  by  Ca^nain  C.  'M.  O'Callaghan.  Captain  Franic  C. 
Benson,  elected  captain  of  Company  F,  April  25,  1870,  resigned 
December  10,  1S70,  and  Captain  John  S.  Dovey  was  made  his 
successor  on  June  li,  1871.  Company  H,  of  the  Fourth  Regi- 
ment Infantry,  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  as  originally  or- 
ganized with  its  captain,  F.  W.  Kretschmar,  and  his  subalterns, 
was  ou  February  19,  1872,  transferred  to,  and  was  thereafter  to  I'e 
known  as  Company  G,  of  the  First  Kegiment  Infantry,  absorb- 
ing what  there  was  of  the  then  existing  company  in  that  regiment. 
Captain  David  Buist,  of  Company  I,  resigned  August  12,  1870, 
and  after  the  intiTinediate  succi-ssion  of  Captain  Louis  Gulhmer, 
October  9,  1871,  to  February  7,  1872,  was  ultimately  succeeded 
on  Xovember  4,  1S72,  for  a  more  secure  term,  by  Captain 
Eudolph  Klauder. 

The  22d  of  September,  1871,  was  the  day  set  apart  for  the 
dedication  of  tlie  bronze  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  in  Fairmount 
Park,  well  selected  as  the  ninth  anniversary  of  the  first  emanci- 
pation proclamation  that  the  great  emancipator  had  promised 
himself,  biding  his  own  time,  refusing  to  heed  the  improvident 
clamor  for  immediate  action,  shoidd  follow  the  next  victory  his 
armies  might  achieve.  Antietam  was  fought  on  the  17th  of 
September,  1862.  Lee's  Maryland  invasion  was  foiled,  and  the 
promise  he  had  made  to  himself  he  redeemed  to  the  bondman, 
with  his  proclamation  of  the  22d. 

The  civic  demonstration  drew  the  best  talent  to  the  rostram, 
leading  public  men  of  the  country  to  the  platform,  with  a  ^■ast 
concourse,  its  conines  beyond  the  reach  of  human  voice,  as  par- 
ticipants. 

The  military  display  was  alike  significant  that  the  soldier 
was  as  deeply  sensible  of  the  nation's  never-to-be-forgotten  obliu-a- 
tions  to  the  great  President  as  was  the  citizen.  The  entire  First 
Division  paraded,  with.  ]\rajor-General  Prevost  in  command; 
prompt  in  its  formation,  alert  in  its  movement,  its  full  ranks  and 
excellent  marching  drew  favorable  comment  from  the  many  spec- 
tators who  tlironircd  the  siilowalk=.  The  Keystone  Battery  fired 
a  national  salute  at  the  moment  of  the  unveiling.     The  connnent 
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from  the  Orderly  Sergeant's  Book  of  Company  C  is  a.=  follows: 
■■  The  entire  Division  parade'!  and  made  one  of  the  best  displays 
ever  made  since  its  organization.  The  whole  affair  was  a  decided 
sticcess.  An  immense  concourse  of  people  assembled  to  witness 
the  ceremonies." 

The  reception  and  escort  of  the  military  organization  from 
abroad,  of  acknowledged  celebrity,  the  \isitatioii  to  participate 
elsewhere  in  some  historic  event  of  sullieient  consequence  for 
annual  commemoration,  or  to  be  the  gtiests  of  militaiy  hosts  of 
recognized  prominence,  are  incidents  of  moment.  Continuously 
for  a  season  tlie  gossip  of  the  armories,  and  always  repeated  with 
zest  to  all  newcomers  to  the  ranks  for  a  long  time  afterward, 
these  events  attain  impres^iveness  with  distinctive  official  recog- 
nition. Congratulatory  orders  probably  more  clearly  indicate 
tlieir  import  than  do  the  views  of  those  participating.  From 
the  tenor  of  these  orders  that  followeil  the  incidents  that  are  to 
follow  here,  the  occasions  were  expected  to  accomplish  as  much 
for  the  tone  they  gave  the  service  as  they  were  to  be  of  direct  benefit 
and  advantage  to  the  active  participant. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  jSTational  Guard  of  the  State  of  Xew 
York,  of  nation-wide  repute  and  ^\'ith  prestige  and  renown  of 
well-nigh  a  century's  gTOwth,  had  been  announced  to  visit  Phila- 
delphia, and  tlie  First  Regiment  was  detailed  for  escort  and 
parade  duty  with  it,  by  a  special  order  from  Fii^t  Division  Head- 
quarters, on  Thursday,  July  14,  ISTO. 

This  event,  given  prominent  recognition  in  the  Seventh  Regi- 
ment's history,  has  its  place,  its  features  botli  civic  and  military, 
not  only  in  our  own  regimental  story,  but  in  the  annals  of  the  city 
as  well.  The  story,  with  its  civilities  and  courtesies,  its  atten- 
tions and  hospitalities,  its  weather  hindrances  that  brotight  about 
discomfort  and  disappointment,  is  quite  exhaustively  told  in  Col. 
Emmons  Clark's  "  Histoiy  of  the  Se\-enth  Regiment  of  Xew 
York"  fv.-.l.  ii.p.  l^^.efsrrj.): 

An  invit;  lion  h.iTing  been  received  from  the  stayer  and  many  distin- 
pui-.ht>d  citizens  of  Pliiladi'lpliia  to  visit  tliat  city  in  Jul}-,  the  Regiment, 
after  duo  consideration,  decided  to  accept  the  courtesies  tendered,  and  to 
extend  the  trip  as  far  as  Cape  May.  At  8  \.  M.  on  Thin-day,  July  14th. 
it  left  Xew  York  with  over  live  hundred  men.  Tlie  march  from  the  armory 
to  tlie  Jersey  City  ferry  was  a  very  fatijiuinx  one.  for  the  heat  was  already 
oppre--ive.  The  day  provrd  to  he  intensely  hr.t,  and  jrr.ive  apprehensions 
were    early    e\pre-sed    thai    the   unusual    teiii]ieiature   would    seriou-lv    inter-

fere  with  the  fuccess  and  ploasures  of  the  excursion.  Upon  it;  arrival  at 
Philadelphia  the  Regiment  proceeded  up  Walnut,  Third,  and  Chestnut 
Streets  to  Tenth  Street,  and  was  received  with  great  enthusiasm  hy  the 
crowds  01  people  that  thronged  the  sidewalks  and  tilled  the  windows  and 
house-tops  along  the  route.  But  the  sun  was  now  at  its  zonitli,  and  not 
a  breath  ot  air  was  stirring,  and  when  the  regiment  finally  reached  the 
Continental  Hotel  the  men  were  well-nigU  overcome  by  the  intense  heat  of 
the  day.  But  the  Continental  Hotel,  the  head.iuarters  of  the  Regiment, 
abounded  with  comforts,  and  after  an  hour's  rest  olUcers  and  men  were  in 
their  usiuil  gay  spirits. 

The  parade  and  review,  which  had  been  announced  to  take  place  at  3 
P.  M.,  were  postponed  until  four  o'clock,  on  account  of  the  extreme  heat. 
The  colonel  seriously  considered  the  propriety  of  countermanding  the  parade; 
but  the  fact  that  all  Philadelphia  was  in  the  streets  to  see  the  Regiment: 
that  the  military  escort  was  already  under  arms  and  awaiting  its  move- 
ments; and  that  the  reputation  of  the  Regiment  would  seriously  sufl'er  by 
so  remarkable  a  deviation  from  the  order  of  arrangements,  seemed  to  render 
a  parade  absolutelj-  necessary.  So,  at  4.30  p.  ii.,  the  Regiment  formed, 
and  with  the  thermometer  at  100°  Fahrenheit  in  the  shade,  and  escorted 
by  the  First  and  Fourth  Pennsylvania  Regiments,  commenced  its  march 
over  the  prescribed  route.  Having  passed  through  Spring  Garden,  Thir- 
teenth, Walnut,  and  Eighteenth  Streets,  as  far  as  Columbia  Avenue,  it 
turned  into  Broad  Street,  and,  returning  through  that  wide  and  handsome 
avenue,  it  passed  in  review,  at  the  corner  of  Jetferson  Street,  before  Major- 
General  Prevo7.t,  commanding  the  First  Division  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard.  The  reviewing  stand  was  occupied  by  ilayor  Fox,  General  l^obert 
Patterson,  and  many  of  the  most  distinguished  citizens  of  Philadelphia. 
Although  the  pavements  over  which  the  Regiment  had  passed  were  generally 
of  cobble-stone  and  utterly  execrable,  the  streets  at  the  point  selected  for 
the  review  were  in  admirable  condition,  and  arl'orded  the  Regiment  a  tine 
opportunity  to  display  its  ililitarj-  accomplishments  to  the  best  advantage 
to  the  immense  throng  that  occupied  the  sidewalks,  and  the  yards,  piazzas, 
and  windows  of  the  elegant  residences  in  that  vicinity.  Unfortunately,  how- 
ever, it  was  suiTering  severely  from  the  intense  heat,  and  the  burning  sun  had 
already  compelled  many  of  the  members  to  leave  the  ranks  from  utter  ex- 
haustion. But  a  large  majority  of  officers  and  men  exhibited  wonderful  pow- 
ers of  endurance,  and  steadfastly  maintained  their  places  during  the  return 
march  through  Broad  and  Clio^tnut  Streets  to  the  Continental  Ilotel.  Wlien 
the  Regiment  reached  its  comfortable  quarters,  after  this  long  and  terrible 
march,  there  were  few  that  did  not  require  rest,  and  many  were  wholly  ex- 
hausted. The  services  of  the  Surgeons,  Drs.  Barron  and  Morris,  were  con- 
stantly required  in  all  directions,  but  fortunately  no  one  was  seriously 
injured  by  the  fatigtie  and  exposure  of  the  day,  and  in  a  short  time  nearly 
all  were  convalescent. 

Aa  elegant  entertainment,  provided  by  the  hospitable  citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia, awaited  the  Regiment  at  the  Continental  Hotel  upon  its  return 
from  the  parade.  Only  a  small  part  of  its  olHcera  and  members,  however, 
were  in  a  condition  to  immediately  repair  to  the  dining  hall,  and  a  con- 
siderable delay  occurred  before  the  seats  were  filled.  A  most  unfortunate 
circumstance  connected  with  this  magniticont  entertainment  was  the  utter 
impos~il>ility  of  securing  any  considerable  attention  to  the  after-dinner 
speeches.  So  fatigued  and  exhausted  were  the  young  men  of  the  Seventh, 
that  they  were  in  no  mood  to  listen,  and  oratory  was  at  a  discount.     Even 
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TIlis  occasion  seemed  to  Lc  a  stimulant  and  initiative  for  the 
interchange  of  various  other  military  courtesies  and  visitations 
which  afterward  followed,  but  v.-ith  still  more  significant  fre- 
quency with  the  celebration  of  the  coming  centennial  events  of 
national  impoit  which  had  had  their  birth  and  beginning  in  the 
city  of  Philadelpliia. 

As  early  as  August  19,  1S72,  a  general  order  announced  that 
the  First  Reg-inient  would  visit  Xew  York  C'ity  on  Evacuation 
Day,  IN'ovember  25,  1S72,  and  directed  that  company  conmianders 
should  see  that  every  exertion  was  made  to  insure  the  success  of 
the  expedition,  and  on  September  24:  anotlu^r  general  order  fol- 
lowed, which  directed  that  "  in  order  to  increase  the  drill  and 
efficiency  of  the  command  preparatory  to  the  excursion  to  Xew 
York  City  company  commanders  will  drill  their  respective  com- 
panies at  lea-t  t^ice  in  each  week  during  tlie  mouths  of  October 
and  Xovember,  except  in  the  last  week  in  October,  when  wing 
drills  will  be  ordered." 

The  regiment,  with  Colonel  Latta  in  command,  left  the 
West  Philailelphia  depot  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad, 
Thirty-second  and  iilarket  Sti-eets,  on  the  morning  of  Novem- 
ber 25,  1S72,  at  7.15  o'clock,  by  special  train,  and,  arriving 
at  10.45,  proceeded  at  once  to  their  quarters  at  tlie  Grand 
Central  Hall,  Broadway  opposite  Bond  Street,  where,  first  pro- 
vided with  a  substantial  meal,  the  men  were  dismissed  vnth  orders 
to  reassemble  at  2.30  o'clock.  At  that  hour,  accom.panied  by 
their  escort,  the  Seventh  Eegiment  National  Guard  of  Xew  York, 
Col.  Emmons  Clark  commanding;',  and  as  well  as  their  host — ■ 
for  at  the  conclusion  of  the  parade  the  regiment  was  lavishly  en- 
tertained at  their  regimental  armory — they  moved  dovoi  Broad- 
way to  the  T'itv  ITall.  There,  after  passing  in  review  before 
^laj.-Gen.  Alexander  Slialer.  commanding  First  Division  Xa- 
tional  Guard  of  State  of  Xew  York.  and^rToii.  A.  Oakey  Hall, 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Xew  York,  the  pararle  was  dismissed. 
The  regiment  returned  to  Philadelphia  by  the  raidiiight 
train

Left  fob  Xew  Yobk. — Yesterday-  morning  the  1st  Kej;iment  N.  G.,  Col. 
James  \V.  L.ilta  conimunding,  left  for  New  York  with  about  4U0  men.  They 
were  accompanied  by  Beck's  Band.  They  will  be  the  guests  of  the  7th  Regi- 
ment, and  yesterday  participated  in  the  parade  in  lionor  of  Evacuation  Day. 
Their  headquarters  are  at  the  Grand  Central  Hotel. 

TLe  incidents,  detaib  and  results  of  this  e.xpedition,  in  this 
as  in  every  event  worthy  of  historic  pi-esen-ation,  find  their  best 
expression  through  contemporaneous  manuscript.  The  congrat- 
ulatory delivenuice  of  the  colonel  commanding  presents  the  inci- 
dent in  the  official  formality  of  a  general  order,  ^vhich  the  entry 
in  the  journal  of  First  Sergeant  D.  A.  IMacCarroll,  of  Company 
C,  supplements  with  a  story  eifectively  told.  The  colonel's  order 
was  as  follows : 

The  Colonel  commanding  congratulates  the  command  upon  the  great 
success  that  attended  the  excursion  to  New  Y'ork  on  the  25th  inst. 

Its  results  surpassed  and  exceeded  all  that  has  been  hitherto  done.  The 
press,  the  people,  and  the  soldiery  of  both  our  own  and  our  sister  City  unite 
in  universal  encomiums  on  the  drill,  discipline,  marching,  and  excellent  mili- 
tary and  gentlemanly  deportment  of  the  entire  Regiment.  The  ovation  on 
Broadway,  the  enthusiastic  reception  at  the  Stock  Exchange,  the  Revie\v 
at  the  City  Hall  park,  almost  faultless  in  its  execution,  have  added  new  and 
brighter  laurels  to  your  history,  and  will  ever  be  pleasiug  reminiscences  to 
all  the  participants. 

This  expedition  it  is  believed  has  done  much  to  improve  the  tone  of 
public  sentiment  toward  the  encouragement  of  the  National  Guard  service, 
and  to  you  it  should  be  but  a  further  incentive  to  strive  by  continued  appli- 
cation, and  strict  attention  and  obedience  to  all  orders  and  instructions,  to 
earn  a  municipal,  state,  and  national  reputation  that  shall  sbimp  this  regi- 
ment as  the  peer  of  all  its  fellows,  in  all  that  serves  to  make  the  true  Ameri- 
can  soldier. 

An  extract  from  the  Orderly  Sergeant's  book,  Companv  C, 
Gray  Reserves  (D.  A.  rHeCarrull.  first  sergeant),  dated '':\,r- 
vember  20,  1ST2,  describes  the  visit  to  Xew  York  as  follows: 

A  Comnauy  or.ler  of  November  20,  1S72,  read  as  follows:  "In  com- 
pliance with  G.  0.  No.  l.i  from  Regimental  Hdqrs.  the  Company  (Cl  will 
assemble  at  Armory  at  6:15  x.  ir.  on  Nov.  25th  inst.  to  proceed  with  the 
Regiment  to  New  Y'ork  City  to  participate  in  the  celebration  of  "  Evacua- 
tion Day  "  by  the  7th  Regt.  N.  Y.  N.  G." 

In  obedience  to  above  order  the  Company  assembled  at  specified  time, 
forming  with  the  R.giment  on  ilarket  Street  above  10th.  ilarching  to  depot 
of  Penna.  R.  R..  the  conjmand  entered  the  cars  and  moved  otF  at  7:20  o'clock 
— rc-aching  New  Y'ork  City  at  10:30  where  we  were  met  by  a  delegation  of 
officers  of  the  7th  and  marched  to  quarters  at  the  Grand  Central  Hotel, 
where  after  dismi--ing  and  fixing  up  generally,  we  had  breakfast  at  12:30 
P.   M.— at  2:30  the   lino  v.-as  again  formed.     When   the   7th   making  their  ap-

pcaraiice  forine'l  in  line  of  battle  facing  east,  coming  to  a  '''present  arms" 
wlien  tlie  L-t  niarclied  by  them,  and  then  tlie  7th  ou  the  right  the  inarch 
was  continued  down  Broadway  and  througli  many  of  the  principal  streets  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  City.  We  were  reviewed  by  Governor  Dix  of  New 
York,  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  General  Shaler,  commanding  National  Guard 
Division  of  New  York  City.  "  C "  Company  turned  out  particularly  well 
that  day,  beinjr  divided  into  two  companies,  and  forming  the  3rd  Division, 
and  in  marching  Division  front  through  City  Hall  Park  they  were  particu- 
larly applauded  for  the  "■  wheel  "  made  there,  and  specially  noticed  by  Gov- 
ernor Dix.  After  the  parade,  which  was  not  a  long  one  to  us.  we  marched 
to  the  Grand  Central  Hotel  where  leaving  our  "  arms  "  we  then  marched  to 
the  armory  of  the  7th  where  a  table,  ov  rather  tables,  were  spread  with  eat- 
ables and  drinkables,  the  latter  especially.  Returning  to  the  Hotel  at  7  P.  M., 
those  who  were  so  inclined,  dined,  accompanied  by  many  of  the  "  7th"  after 
which  permission  was  given  to  the  men  to  disperse  and  seek  their  own  amuse- 
ment until  11:15  P.  ir.,  and  although  many  temptations  were  thrown  in  the 
way,  all  were  on  hand,  in  good  condition,  at  the  appointed  tin\e.  The  line 
again  forming  the  line  of  march  was  taken  up  for  the  cars.  We  were  es- 
corted to  the  Ferry  by  many  of  the  "  7th,"  and  our  way  illuminated  by  the 
firing  of  Roman  candles,  blue  lights,  etc.  Leaving  in  the  12:3U  .v.  M.  train 
we  reached  Thiladelphia  about  6  A.  it.  on  the  2Gth,  all  being  well  pleased 
with  the  excursion  and  matters  and  things  generally. 

Col.  Eiumons  Clark,  in  his  "  Ilist.-.n-y  of  the  Seventh  Eegiment 
of  Xew  York"  fvol.  ii.  p.  210),  says: 

On  the  25lh  of  November  the  First  Regiment.  National  Guard  of  Penn- 
sylvania, visited  New  York,  and  the  otlicers  and  members  of  the  Seventh  Regi- 
ment gladly  embraced  the  opportunity  to  extend  proper  courte-ies  to  one 
of  the  leading  and  representative  military  organizations  of  Philadelphia. 
Ihe  regiment  was  welcomed  to  New  Y'ork  by  a  committee  of  the  officers  of 
the  Seventh,  and  proceeded  at  once  to  its  quarters  at  the  Grand  Central  Hotel. 
At  2  p.  M.  the  Seventh  Piegiment  paraded  and  escorted  its  military  guests 
down  Broadway  to  Beaver  Street,  and  up  Broad  and  Nassau  Streets  to  the 
City  Hail,  ^vhere  they  passed  in  review  before  the  .Mayor  of  the  city.  At  all 
points  on  the  route  the  First  Regiment  was  received  with  distinguished 
honors,  all  of  which  its  fine  military  appearance  merited.  After  the  comple- 
tion of  the  parade  the  First  Regiment  marched  to  the  Seventh  Regiment 
Armory,  where  its  ofEcers  and  members  were  hospitablv  entertained;  and 
during  the  afternoon  and  evening  the  members  of  the  Seventh  extendixl  to  their 
guests  various  individual  attentions.  Wlicn  the  Regiment  left  for  Phila- 
delphia, at  11  p.  M..  a  large  d. ■location  informally  escort.d  it  to  the  ferry, 
and  bade  its  officers  and  members  a  hearty  farewell. 

An  annual  pilirrimago  to  some  previonsly  selected  point  xvas 
and  still  is  qnite  the  vouiie  with  indtpenilent  military  oriianiza- 
tions  of  the  cliaracter  and  standing  of  the  Albany  Zouave  Cadets. 
There  was  soinething  of  a  common  bond  between  the  First  Regi- 
ment Infantry  Gray  Eeservcs  and  the  Albany  Cadets.  They 
were  of  nearly  cotemporaneous  birtli.  The  one.  foundid  .June 
7.   ISGO.   celebrated   its   fiftieth   anniversary  on   its  natal   dav   of 
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1910;  and  the  other,  fouudeJ  April  19,  ISCi,  ^vill  do  the  like 
in  1911.  So,  ciicour;iu-ed  by  an  invitation  from  Company  D  of 
the  First  Ecgiment  Infantry,  Captain  Charles  K.  Ide,  the  Cadets 
for  their  pilgrimage  for  the  year  1870  selected  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia. That  its  proficiency  might  be  in  nowise  impaired  by  the 
usual  suspension  incident  to  the  season,  and  as  a  note  of  prepara- 
tion, Company  D  continued  its  weekly  drills  through  the  summer. 
The  7th  and  Sth  of  September,  the  days  covered  by  the  visita- 
tion, were  crowded  with  courtesies,  were  abundant  in  parades, 
escorts,  reviews,  banquets,  and  speeches — the  Cadets  under  'the 
command  of  Captain  \Yilliam  T.  Hamilton,  and  Comj^any  D, 
under  Captain  Charles  K.  Ide.  They  were  of  sufficient  import 
as  a  regimental  event  not  only  to  demand  a  present  recog-nition, 
but  to  justify  their  pi-eservation  among  the  archives.  A  special 
order  of  congratulation  from  Heglmental  Headquarters  conso 
quently  follo^ved : 

The  recent  visit  [so  reads  the  order]  and  reception  of  the  Albany  Zouave 
Cadets,  on  the  Ttli  and  sili  iiist.,  marks  an  era  in  the  history  of  D  Company 
that  is  well  deserving  of  a  congratulatory  notice  from  these  Headquarters. 

Your  soldierly  bearing,  gentlemanly  deportment,  and  excellenci?  of  drill 
and  discipline  was,  by  all,  the  subject  of  favorable  comment.  Your  alike 
generous  and  judicious  entertainment  of  a  body  of  guests,  whose  behavior, 
bearing,  and  discipline,  both  as  soldiers  and  citizens,  made  them  well  worthy 
of  such  attentions,  will  carry  with  it,  both  to  them  and  you,  lasting  and 
pleasing  remembrances  of  tlie  occasion,  and  doubtless  establish  for  you  as 
an  organization,  and  through  you  as  its  representative,  for  our  whole  Na- 
tional Guard  force,  an  excellent  and  enviable  reputation  in  tlie  City  from 
whence  your  visitors   come. 

Tin-  vi,-it  bnd  intimacies  that  still  survive.  The  Cadets, 
anxious  to  show  tlieir  best  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  extended 
by  Company  D,  hastened  tlie  opportunity  to  extend  theirs.  It 
happened  two  years  later,  when  in  June,  1S72,  Company  D,  still 
under  C'aptain  Ide,  visited  Albany  as  the  guest  of  the  Albany 
Zouave  Cadets,  still  commanded  by  Captain  "\Vra.  T.  Hamilton. 
Upon  its  rettim  Company  D  made  a  brief  stop  in  the  city  of 
Xew  York,  and  was  tliere  escorted  from  the  steamboat  landing  to 
its  place  of  rendezvous  by  Company  B  (second  company)  and 
Company  F  (sixth  company)  of  the  Seventh  Eegiment  Xational 
Guard,  State  of  Xew  York.  This  incident  is  made  memorable 
by  the  acquaintance  then  first  formed,  that  later  gTew  to  an  in- 
timacy, between  Corporal  Daniel  Ap])lcton,  then  of  the  sixth 
company,  who  afterward  bcc-ame  the  coh^nel  of  the  Seventh  Itegi- 
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iiient,  iuid  Corporal  Theodore  E.  WieJer^heim,  of  Company  D, 
M'lio  subsequently  was  pnmioted  to  the  colonelcy  of  the  First 
Kegimeut. 

The  following  notice  is  from  the  "'  Ilistoiy  of  the  Seventh 
Ileg-iiiicnt  cf  Xew  York,  supra"  (v.il.  ii.  p.  203): 

On  the  lyth  of  June,  Company  D,  First  Regiment,  National  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania,  returning  to  Philadelphia  from  an  excursion  to  Albany,  ar- 
rived in  New  York.  A  Committee  of  the  Regiment  conducted  the  company 
at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning  from  the  Albany  steamer  to  the  armory,  and 
at  9  A.  M.  the  Second  and  Sixth  Companies,  Captain  Van  Xorden  command- 
ing, a?iombIed  and  escorted  the  Philadelphians  dowTi  Broadway  to  the  Jersey 
City  Ferry.  The  battalion  and  its  guests  attracted  favorable  notice  from 
the  people  and  the  press.  The  ofiicers  and  members  of  the  Seventh  Regiment 
not  on  parade  rallied  in  large  numbers,  and  at  the  armory,  and  in  Broad- 
way, and  at  the  Ferry,  were  enthusiastic  in  their  demonstrations  in  honor 
of  their   military   guests. 

Again  do  the  regimental  recorcls  best  supply  a  brief  summary 
of  the  conspicuous  incidents  of  this  occasion,  in.  the  congratulatory 
order  of  the  colonel  commanding,  who  had  opportunity  as  the 
guest  of  the  company  to  specially  note  them.  The  order  bears 
date  from  regimental  headquarters  June  18,  1S72,  and  was  as 
follows : 

The  Colonel  Commanding  congratuUues  D  Company  upon  its  recent 
well  planned  and  successful  excursion  to  the  City  of  Albany.  He  carefully 
observed  the  command  through  all  the  details  of  the  expedition.  Its  march- 
ing, strict  attention  to  duty,  gentlemanly  deportment  and  discipline,  were 
subjects  of  universal  commendation. 

The  ovations  and  kindnesses  that  attended  you  at  the  hands  of 
the  Albany  Zouave  Cadets  and  B  and  F  Companies  of  the  New  York  Tth 
Regiment,  should  be  long  and  gratefully  remembered  and  particularly  will 
the  far  famed  hospitalities  and  attentions  of  the  Albanian's  be  a  record  on 
the  pages  of  your  history  that  can  never  be  elTaced. 

Though  the  well-defined  purpo-e  of  the  congratulatory  order 
may  be  but  transitory,  it  often  happens  that  in  its  expressions  of 
appreciation  and  encouragement  opportunity  is  afforded  for  the 
presentation  of  historic  material  that  would  otherwise  be  entirely 
lost.  The  instances  already  disposed  of,  and  the  one  that  is  to 
follow,  appear  to  fairly  justify  this  conclusion.  A  most  im- 
portant incident  connected  with  the  eleventh  anni%-ersary  com- 
memorative parade  of  April  10,  1ST2,  could  never  have  been  re- 
called, and  a  bit  of  the  best  of  military  testimony  that  fully  sus- 
t^ains  tlio  high  standard  for  efficiency  always  claimed  for  the  regi- 
ment would  never  have  been  produced,  had  not  the  colonel  com- 
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manding  gone  a  little  outside  of  the  usual  course  and  issued  for 
tlio  occasion  a  cou^atulatory  order.  The  order,  General  Order 
Xo.  S  of  the  current  series,  is  dated  from  regimental  headquar- 
ters, April  20,  1ST2,  and  was  as  follows: 

The  Colcnol  cominaiuliiiir  coi.|.'i\-.tii]ates  the  coimnand  on  its  magnificent 
appearance,  liis'li  soIJierly  bearing,  excellent  dep(irtnient,  and  well  executed 
marching  and  inano-uvering  on  the  occasion  of  the  parade  in  comuieuioration 
of   the   Eleventh   Anniversary. 

It  was  hi;  good  fortune  to  meet  on  the  evening  of  that  day  Major-Gcn- 
eral  Geo.  G.  Meade.  U.  y.  A.,  the  General  commanding  the  ililitary  Division 
of  the  Atlantic,  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State,  the  General  commanding 
the  Brigade,  and  many  prominent  citizens  of  former  military  experience. 

Their  encomiums  passed  upon  the  display  warrant  the  belief  that  the 
impressions  thus  made  will,  if  uur  efforts  to  excel  be  continued,  insure  a 
distinguished  and  lasting  reputation. 

General  Meade  did  not  long  survive.  He  died  at  his  Phila- 
delphia residence,  and  was  buried  at  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery  Xo- 
vember  11,  IS 72.  The  regiment  was  a  part  of  his  imposing  mili- 
tary funeral.  The  escort  was  composed  of  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  from  neighboring  posts,  garrisons,  and  navy  yards;  the 
troops  of  the  First  Division,  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania; 
and  other  military  bodies  from  the  immediate  vicinity.  Maj.- 
Gen.  Charles  ]M.  Prevost  commanded  the  division,  and  the  com- 
manding oiiicers  of  the  brigades  at  that  time  were  Brig.-Gen.  John 
P.  Baulison,  of  the  first,  and  Brig.-Gen.  J.  William  Hofmann, 
of  tlie  second.  The  regiment  v»-as  attached  to  the  second  brigade. 
A  severe  epidemic  prevailing  among  the  horses  forbidding  a 
lengthy  route,  the  escort  was  dismissed  at  the  steamboat  landing 
at  Fairmount  Park,  and  the  remains,  guard  of  honor,  and  others 
transferrc'l  to  steamboat-,  proceeded  thence  by  the  river  to  the 
cemetery. 

The  journal  of  Fir-t  Sergeant  D.  A.  MaeCasTwll,  Company 
C,  again  supplies  descriptive  details  of  special  interest.  A  copy 
of  the  general  order  for  the  escort  precedes  the  entiy. 

The  Regiment  assembled  in  accordance  with  the  above,  formed  and 
moved  to  the  line  of  forniatinn  on  Locust  Street  west  of  Broad.  The  ser- 
vices were  held  in  "  St.  ilark's  ''  Church,  after  which  the  body  was  placed 
on  a  "Caisson"  belonging  to  the  Keystone  Uattery,  and  accompanied  by  a 
guard  of  "Kegulars."'  The  line  of  march  was  taken  out  Locust  Street  to 
ISth  St.,  l?th  St.  to  Green,  and  Green  to  the  Tarlc,  on  reaching  which 
point  the  divi-ion  was  drawn  up  iu  Rne  of  b.ittle.  left  in  front,  the  line 
extending   from    entrance   oi    Park   to   nearly    reachim.'   Girard   Avenue   Bridge 
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on  the  river  front.  Tho  rt'iiiains  were  placed  on  one  of  the  river  boats  deco- 
rated iiT  the  oeea.-iou  witli  Ihigs  and  iiioiirniii;^  emblems,  which  then  moved 
up  the  river  at  a  slow  rate  of  speed,  and  as  each  Regiment  and  organization 
was  passed  they  were  brou-ht  to  a  present,  the  bands  of  each  taking  up  tlio 
time  and  playing  a  dirge.  Along  the  streets  through  which  the  line  moved, 
the  houses  v.ere  heavily  draped  in  mourning,  the  sidewalks  lined  with  peo- 
ple and  in  places  it  was  dillicult  to  preserve  the  alignment  from  tlie  great 
pressure  of  the  crowd.  The  adjoining  hills  in  the  Park  were  one  mass  of 
people,  such  was  the  love,  respect  and  honor  shown  to  one  of  Philadelphia's 
greatest  sons  and  warriors,  the  Hero  of  Gettysburg  and  many  battles  of  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac.  The  remains  were  accompanied  to  Laurel  Hill  by 
the  family  and  his  personal  staff  only.  The  troops  returned  from  the  Park 
by  quick  time. 

Major  James  D.  Key.=er,  first  a  lieutenant,  then  a  captain, 
aftenvard  major  from  December  30,  1868,  with  a  long  previous 
military  training  in  the  Ai-tillery  Coqjs  of  Washing-ton  Grays, 
with  a  full  ten  years'  service  to  his  credit  as  a  commissioned  ofli- 
cer,  rcsig-ned  his  majority  April  28,  1871.  He  was  a  man  of 
unflagging  energy,  with  a  readiness  to  do  and  a  constancy  in  the 
doing  that  made  him  an  officer  of  especial  value  wherever  it  was 
his  lot  to  serve.  He  was  ever  watchful  in  the  care  of  his  men, 
zealous  to  maintain  their  repute,  and  ever  mindfid  to  preserve 
not  only  in  his  all-retentive  memory,  but  as  well  in  the  large 
accuznulation  of  newspaper  clippings  he  was  so  prone  to  gather, 
the  military  incident,  that  added  to  the  honors  of  the  soldier  or 
increased  the  pi-estige  of  the  service. 

Captain  .Jacob  Loudenslager,  of  equal  energy  and  like  con- 
stancy of  firm  purpose  and  resolute  will,  was  for  a  long  time  his 
cotemporary.  A  disting-uishing  feature  in  Captain  Loudenslager's 
military  career  was  the  warm  attachment  he  had  for  his  men  and 
the  ever-abiding  aiiection  they  bore  for  him.  He  repeatedly  de- 
clined promotions  that  ultimately  would  have  made  him  the 
colonel  of  the  regiment.  He  joined  the  Artillery  Corps  of  Wash- 
ing-ton Gravs  in  1S2S  at  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  resig-ned  his 
captaincv  December  .5,  1868,  having  thus  completed  his  full  forty 
years  of  continuous  military  service. 

^rajor  J.  Ross  Clark,  recalled  from  his  retirement  of  Octo- 
ber 20,  1870,  was  elected  to  succeed  !Major  Keyser  August  28, 
l«7i. 

The  regiment,  throudi  its  Board  of  Officers,  announced  its 
purpose  to  participate  in  both  the  iiiiiuiniral  ceremonies  of  the 
Governor  of  Pennsvlvnnia,  on   the  third   Tuesday    of    January, 
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1ST3,  aud  tliose  of  the  President  of  tlie  Uniied  States,  ou  the 
fourth  day  of  ^larcli,  1S73,  by  a  rcsohition  adopted  at  die  stated 
meeting,  June  7,  1^72.  The  former  was  consummated,  the  lat- 
ter was  not.  The  imjjortance  of  making  the  proposed  attendance 
at  the  Harrisburg  inaugural  a  success  was  strenuously  urged. 
The  movement  was  designed  largely  in  the  interest  of  legislative 
bettei-ment.  It  was  believed  that  a  large  and  effective  display  of 
the  militia  force  of  the  Commomvealth  might  help  the  measures 
then  pending.  If  the  force  appeared  so  well  with  its  O'wn  unaided 
efforts,  what  might  not  be  expected  from  it  with  a  secuie  and 
more  substantial  public  support  ?  The  minutes  of  the  Board  of 
Officers  sustain  this  conclusion.  At  the  January  stated  meeting, 
January  S,  1S73,  as  it  appears  from  the  minutes:  "  The  Colonel 
called  the  attention  of  tlie  Board  to  the  importance  of  making  the 
trip  to  Harrisburg  a  success.  It  depends  largely  on  the  effoi-ts 
of  this  command  tbat  the  proposed  legislation  for  the  militia  of 
the  State  may  be  passed,  and  he  asked  that  every  officer  -will  do 
his  utmost  to  impress  upon  the  men  the  importance  of  the  occa- 
sion." 

The  seasons  for  inauguration  ceremonies  seem  to  be  inauspi- 
ciously  chosen.  They  more  frequently  fall  upon  a  day  of  storm 
than  of  sunshine.  It  was  the  misfortune  of  tlie  participants 
in  the  outdoor  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the  first  inaugura- 
tion of  Governor  Hartranft  to  feel  the  weather  disappoint- 
ment keenly.  The  regiment,  with  Colonel  Latta  in  command, 
entrained  at  the  West  Philadelphia  depot  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Eailroad  at  8.30  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  ]yionday,  January 
20,  1S73.  Delayed  by  the  unavoidable  detentions  incident  to  a 
heavy  train  and  a  weather-encumbered  track,  it  did  not  reach 
its  destination  until  five  o'clock  on  the  following  morning.  Har- 
risburg was  a  storm-ridden,  overcrowded,  comfortless  town.  The 
snow  was  on  the  g-round  some  six  inches  in  deptli  and  it  was 
still  falling.  In  about  an  hour  it  turned  to  hail  and  rain,  and 
when  the  column  moved  in  regular  procession  at  ten-thirty,  the 
march  was  through  tlie  deep  and  heavy  slush  that  followed.  The 
route  completed,  the  ceremonies  over,  at  two  o'clock  the  men  were 
permitted  for  a  while  to  care  for  themselves.  At  seven  o'clock 
the  renriment  rc-entraincd.  and  after  less  than  the  usual  delays, 
then  so  frequently  a  subject  for  complaint  in  the  movem.ent  of 
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IroMp-s  by  rail,  reached  PliilaJclpliia  at  one  o'clock  ou  the  morn- 
ing of  Wednt'iuaj,  the  22(.l,  "  huartily  di:g-ustcJ/"  so  states  our 
lirst  sergeant  diarist,  "  but  ready  to  go  again."' 

The  discomforts  did  not  seem  tx>  divert  the  ptu-pose  of  the 
regiment  to  do  its  best  to  so  appear  in  the  public  eye  that  it  might 
secure  a  recognition  for  its  own  betterment  and  the  betterment  of 
its  fellows.  It  was,  too,  rumored  afterward — the  rumor  did  not 
seem  tc>  have  had  lodgement  at  the  time — that  whatever  regiment 
on  duty  on  that  occasion  the  consensus  of  opinion  should  pro- 
nounce to  be  the  best,  the  colonel  of  that  regiment  should  have 
the  adjutant-generalcy  of  the  State  under  the  then  incoming  ad- 
ministration. Though  no  verification  of  that  rumor  ever  came 
directly  from  the  governor,  it  seemed  to  have  had  some  confirma- 
tion in  the  merits  apparently  conceded  to  the  First  Infantry  in 
tlie  appointment  of  its  colonel  as  the  adjutant-general  of  Penn- 
sylvania a  few  months  aftenvard. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  Hay  7,  1S73, 
Colonel  Latta  made  formal  announcement  oi  hi>  appointment  as 
adjutant-general  of  Pennsylvania.  Resolutions  reported  from  a 
committee  "  to  draw  up  a  series  of  resolutions  expressive  of  the 
high  feeling  held  toward  Adjutant-General  Jas.  W.  Latta  and 
the  pride  they  felt  in  his  advancement "  followed  later,  and  on 
June  2,  1873,  the  date  of  his  commission,  General  Latta  was  d\ily 
qualified  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  hi?  office.  He  served 
through  the  two  administrations  of  Governor  Hartranft  and  the 
one  of  Governor  Hoyt — June,  1S73,  to  Jamiaiy,  1SS3 — and  -was 
subsequently,  upon  its  creation,  placed  upon  the  retired  list  of  the 
Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  ■ndth  the  rank  of  major-general.

llrs.  Henry  de  La  Pasture,  an  English,  woman,  a  novelist  of 
promising-  repute,  of  recent  appearance  in  the  literary  field,  so 
says  The  Outlook^  "  conimeiids  Americans  for  not  beins,-  afraid  to 
praise  a  man  or  call  him  gxeat  while  he  is  still  living,"  and  by 
implication  regrets  the  reserve  and  tradition  which  make  it  diffi- 
cult for  the  Englishman  unreservedly  to  commend  any  person  or 
anything  that  is  not  stamped  with  the  "'  hall-mark  of  time." 

Colonel  Benson's  administration  began  with  energy  and  with. 
a  purpose.  Permitted  to  select  his  own  iield  officers,  their  selec- 
tion with  his  was  confirmed  by  an  election  on  the  4th  of  June, 
1873,  and  as  of  that  date  Col.  E.  Dale  Benson  was  commissioned 
as  colonel,  Lieut.-Col.  John  Ross  Clark  as  lieutenant-colonel,  and 
!Major  Charles  K.  Ide  as  major.  On  the  same  day  tbe  staff  an- 
nouncement included  Josepli  B.  Godwin  as  adjutant,  Caspar  H. 
Duhring  as  quartermaster,  William  S.  Stewart  as  sui'geon,  and 
Alouzo  L.  Leacli  as  assistant  surgeon.  Rev.  Thomas  A.  Jaggar, 
D.D.,  was  subsequently  named  as  chaplain.  The  non-commis- 
sioned staff  was  made  up  of  IT.  Han-ison  Groff,  sergeant-major; 
Stephen  K.  Philbin,  quartermaster-sergeant,  and  ITcnrj'  L.  Elder, 
tommi?sar}--iergcant.  Wifli  tlie  creation  of  the  oi'ricers  of  pay- 
master and  commis?aiw  these  changes  subsequently  shortly  fol- 
lowed: Caspar  II.  Duhring  was  made  captain  and  commissary; 
William  A.  Rolin,  captain  and  pavma.iter:  Stephen  K.  Philbin, 
first  Hentenant  and  quartermcpter,  and  Albert  Haverstick,  quar- 
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termaster-seri;vaut.  The  captains  as  they  stood  at  the  beg-iruiing 
and  within  tht-  rir^t  six  months  of  Colonfl  JJensun's  induction 
were:  Captain  Washington  II.  Gilpin,  Conipimy  A;  Captain 
Thomas  J.  Dunn,  Company  B ;  Captain  "William  W.  Allen,  vho 
returned  tx>  his  old  place  after  the  resignation  of  Captain  O'Cal- 
lagliau,  Company  C ;  Captain  ^\"illiam  J.  13arr,  Company  1),  who 
succeeded  Captain  "William  A.  Seeger,  who  for  a  time  had  filled 
tlie  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Captain  Charles  K.  Ide 
a  short  while  before  his  elevation  to  the  majorty ;  Captain  James 
!Muldoon,  Company  E;  the  captaincy  of  Company  F  was  vacant; 
Capt-ain  F.  "W.  Kretschmar,  Company  G;  Captain.  Albert  H. 
A\'altei-s,  Company  II;  and  Captain  Rudolph  Klauder.  Company  I. 

"With  the  conviction  that  Colonel  Benson  was  from  Company 
D — he  was  not  of  the  regiment,  until  his  appointment  as  adjutant 
— criticism  was  freely  offered,  as  both  Li&utenant-Colonel  Clark 
and  ilajor  Ide  had  been  closely  identified  with  that  company, 
that  his  selection  of  his  two  field  ofiicers  savored  too  much  of  com- 
pany favoritism.  Without  suggestion  that  the  criticism  had  been 
too  inclusive,  it  was  graciously  accepted  in  the  confidence  that 
with  capacity  tested  the  choice  would  be  approved. 

Xo  field  officer,  in  fact,  was  ever  selected  as  an  expedient;  if 
the  choice  did  not  folli:iw  from  direct  promotion — and  it  was  but 
rarely  that  it  diil  not — service  in  war  or  military  experience  in 
peace  was  alone  the  test 

The  colonelcy,  too,  had  been  singularly  fi-ee  from  any  special 
company  domination.  There  has  been  a  reasonably  fair  distri- 
bution of  the  honor.  Colonel  Smith  was  from  A,  Colonel  Prevost 
from  C,  Colonels  Latta  and  Wiedcrsheim  from  D  (W^iedersheim 
had  had  previous  membership  in  F),  Colonel  Bowman  from  II, 
Colonels  Gc«d  and  Eidcll  fr.:uu  B.  The  others.  Colonels  EUmaker 
and  Ivncass,  were  chosen  in  the  beginning  each  from  their  well- 
established  military  records,  and  Colonels  ^Mc^lichael  and  Benson 
subsequently  for  their  seiTices  in  war.  Colonel  Bonnaffon,  of  the 
Twentieth  Emergency  liegiment,  was  from  II,  and  of  the  lieu- 
tenant-colonels and  majors,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Starr  was  of  the 
Battery  Company  L,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Clark  from  D.  Gilpin 
from  A,  IIutKnglou  from  F,  Williams  from  G;  ^lajors  Piersoll 
from  F,  Xichol^nn,  Kensil  (Clarence  T.)  and  Kcnsil  (Eugene  J.)

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from  II,  Kc-yscr  from  A,  IJe  from  I),  Allen  (William  S.)  from  B, 
Zane  from  G,  Hunt  and  Pierson  from  E,  and  Scattcrgood  from  C. 

Measures  to  encourage  discipline,  increase  efficiency,  strengthen 
numbers,  heretofore  inaugurated  at  Colonel  Benson's  own  in- 
stance while  he  was  lieutenant-colonel,  were  now  vigorously 
pressed.  Means  and  metliods  to  touch  the  great  public  pulse, 
"to  assure  the  moral  and  pecuniary  support  of  merchants,  business 
men,  and  citizens  generally  " ;  to  show  to  the  community  at  large 
by  "  a  spirit  of  determination  ajid  energetic  action  "  that  the 
regiment  was  in  earnest  in  its  efforts  and  eudea%-ors  to  improve, 
were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Officers  and  their  demonstration 
assigned  to  competent  committees  well  calculated  to  consummate 
their  intended  purpose.  Colonel  Benson's  career  opened  auspi- 
ciously and  chased  successfully.  His  was  a  varied  experience. 
There  were  display  and  pageant,  function  and  celebration,  show 
and  parade,  utility  and  purpose,  e.xposure  and  danger,  through- 
out his  term.  The  commemoration  of  its  centennial  anniversaries 
was  upon  the  nation  and  the  calendar  was  crowded  with  cele- 
bration after  celebration.  Then  each  year  there  were  industrial 
disturbances,  bloodshed  and  riot,  when  the  soldier  was  svmimoned 
to  restore  the  peace  and  preserve  order.  To  the  prestige  of  a 
war  service  ever  efficient,  at  times  brilliant,  notably  in  the  Peach 
Orchard  at  Gettysburg,  Colonel  Benson  added  the  splendid  repu- 
tation he  had  made  for  himself  and  his  regiment,  which  when  he 
retired  from  its  colonelcy  survived  him  in  an  unsought,  well- 
desen-ed  popularity  that  he  has  ever  since  retained.  Even  at  this 
distant  day  his  appearance  anywhere  before  or  with  his  old  com- 
mand when  the  proprieties  will  permit  it,  is  the  occasion  for  an 
enthusiastic  demonstration.  His  activities  in  the  Veteran  Corps 
still  keep  him  in  close  touch  with  the  regiment's  present  energies, 
and  make  him  a  moving  spirit  for  its  betterment. 

The  regular  summer  encampments,  now  prescribed  by  law, 
had  not  yet  come  about,  and  tlie  usual  imictivities  incident  to  the 
season  followed.  There  was,  however,  the  regiilar  spring  in- 
spection at  Fairmount  Park  on  the  9th  of  June,  of  1873,  and  the 
Fourth  of  July  was  made  the  occasion  for  the  ceremonies  attend- 
ant upon  the  dedication  of  the  grounds  set  apart  in  Faimiount 
Park  for  the  Centennial  Exposition  of  1*^70.  Tlie  regiment  par- 
ticipated, and  proceedc'l  by  rail  to  P>elmont  Station  on  the  Read- 
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iiig  Kaihvay,  :iii<l  thence  to  the  site  near  by.  The  weather  was 
nut  propitious.  It  was  excessively  hot,  and  tlie  hour  selected — 
two  o'clock — did  not  invite  a  large  attendance,  nor  had  a  real 
enthusiasm  for  the  occasion  yet  been  awakened.  The  display  was 
con>e<jUfntly  niea^-re,  coiitiui-d  lari;ely,  as  a  memorandum  ol  the 
time  reads,  to  the  '"  regulars  only." 

The  first  of  the  inspections  and  musters  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  1S73,  which  were  to  determine  the  fitness,  capacity, 
and  standing  of  the  various  organizations  of  the  Xational  Guard, 
was  made  at  tlie  regimental  armory  on  the  evening  of  the  27tli 
of  October  by  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State.  The  residt,  emi- 
nently satisfactory,  appeared  in  his  official  report  for  the  current 
year  (1873),  and  was  as  follows:  "  The  First. Eegiment,  Col.  R. 
Dale  Benson,  an  officer  of  high  repute,  in  numbers,  personnel,  and 
efficiency  ranks  in  the  Xational  Guard  service  of  Pennsylvania,  as 
shown  by  its  inspection,  as  most  excellent.  It  has  no  equal.  In 
detail  it  appears  to  be  well,  thoroughly,  and  efficiently  managed." 

The  vigorous  pursuit  of  instrueiion  in  drill,  company  and  regi- 
mental, with  occasional  outings  for  more  extended  manoeuvres, 
was  unexpectedly  interrupted  by  a  sudden  call  upon  the  Gov- 
ernor by  the  sheriff  of  Susquehanna  County  for  troops  to  sup- 
press a  riotous  disturbance,  incident  to  a  stoppage  of  travel  by 
mob  interference  on  the  Erie  Kailway  at  Susquehanna  Depot  tliat 
had  gotten  beyond  the  control  of  the  civil  authorities.  In  obedi- 
ence to  instructions  from  Han-isburg,  communicated  through  divi- 
sion headquarters,  tlie  regiment  specially  designated  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, assembled  at  the  Broad  and  Bace  Streets  armory,  equipped 
with  knapsack,  overcoat,  three  days'  rations,  and  ten  rounds  of 
ball  cartridges,  at  ten  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Sunday,  March 
29,  1S74,  preparatory  to  a  movement  to  the  point  of  disturbance. 
The  other  organizations  of  tlie  fii-st  division  were  all  in  readiness, 
but  their  services  were  not  required. 

Tlie  following  field  return  appeared  in  the  Philadelpliui  Sun- 
doii  Mercury  of  April  1.5,  157-1 :

The  regiment,  some  350  strong,  with  Colonel  Eenion  in  com- 
mand, had  rendezvoused  fully  an  hour  before  the  time  fixed,  and 
after  a  delay  from  higher  up  incident  to  transportation  provided 
for  the  one  way  requiring  to  be  changed  to  another,  left  the  armory 
about  five  o'clock,  and  some  two  hours  later  entrained  at  the 
Xorth  I'eim  Depot  for  its  Susquehanna  Dep<;>t  destination,  which 
it  reached  about  noon  on  the  following  day.  With  the  rising  alti- 
tudes of  the  intervening  mountain  ranges  there  came  a  decided 
fall  in  temperature,  and  br  morning  snow  had  fallen  to  an  appre- 
ciable depth.  The  nearer  tlie  approach  to  the  scene  of  disturb- 
ance, the  more  demoralized  became  the  railway  service,  and  at 
Nineveh  Junction,  on  the  Jeifei-son  branch  of  the  Erie  the  regi- 
ment was  detrained  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  great  viaduct,  and 
the  last  four  miles  of  the  journey  were  made  on  foot.  General 
Edwin  S.  Osborne  with  a  portion  of  his  division,  troops  from  the 
Luzerne  region,  had  already  arrived,  and  to  him  Colonel  Benson 
reported  in  accordance  "ndth  his  instructions. 

Susquehanna  Depot,  in  the  northeastern  comer  of  the  State, 
some  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from  Philadelphia,  is  a 
divisional  point  on  the  Erie  system.  Extensive  railway  repair 
shops  there  located  supplied  an  industry  upon  which  its  S,000 
inhabitants  were  almost  solely  dependent.  The  situation  was 
peculiar,  the  cause  seemed  to  be  without  a  precedent,  and  no  in- 
cident just  its  parallel  is  familiar  of  such  a  subsequent  happeninfr. 
It  was  a  strike  not  for  a  raise  or  rate  of  wnees,  but  for  the  pav  of 
■wages  already  earned.  The  embarra;sment,s  of  tlie  Erie  at  the  time 
seemed  to  have  left  it  so  financially  helpless  that  it  had  permitted 
the  neglected  p;iy-rolls  of  the-e  striking  sliopmcii  to  accumulate  an 
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iiL'in-egate  imix^id  wage  of  .$]nu,OUO.  It  was  a  conJitiou  that 
cM.iikl  iii.t  but  help  arouse  a  .-sympathy  for  the  wiLge-eariier  as 
well  as  bestir  a  bitterness  against  the  delinquent  corporation.  The 
situati'-'U  was  brieHy  summed  up  in  an  answer  of  Governor  llart- 
rani't"?  to  a  complaint  of  the  chief  burgess  of  the  town  that  there 
Wiir  no  need  for  tri^>ps,  that  there  ^\as  no  disturbance  beyond  civic 
Control,  and  that  the  sheriff  had  been  assured  by  the  strikers  that 
tliey  would  assist  in  making  arrests  and  preserving  order.  The 
auxwer  was  as  follows: 

As  an  individual  1  nia^-  sympathize  with  your  people  in  their  mistor- 
tune  iu  not  receiving  prompt  paynjent  of  their  due?,  but  as  Chief  Executive 
of  this  state  I  canuot  allow  creditor?,  however  meritorious  their  claims  may 
be,  to  forcibly  seize  the  property  of  their  debtors  and  hold  it  without  due 
process  of  law,  much  less  can  I  allow  them  to  take  and  hold  illegal  posses- 
sion of  a  great  highway  and  punish  the  innocent  public,  either  as  passengers 
or  transporters,  for  the  default  of  a  corporation  with  which  they  have  no 
concern.  \Mienever  the  law3  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  provide  that  the 
employees  of  a  railroad  company  may  suspend  all  traffic  upon  it  until  their 
wages  are  paid,  I  shall  acipaesce,  but  I  cannot  do  so  while  the  law  refuses 
to  contemplate  any  such   renudy. 

My  duty  is  not  to  make  laws  or  to  criticise  them,  but  to  execute  them, 
and  that  duty  I  must  discharge  witliout  fear  or  favor.  General  Osborne 
is  the  otlicer  in  command.  I  have  implicit  confidence  in  his  impartiality, 
firmness  and  discretion.  I  have  ordered  him  to  confer  with  the  sherifl  of 
your  county,  who  is  its  proper  peace  oliicer.  If  the  laws  are  not  set  at 
defiance  the  sherifl'  «ill  so  inform  General  Osborae.  If  they  are  set  at 
defiance  General  Osborne  has  been  ordered  to  enforce  obedience  to  them.  If 
unfortunate  consequences  follow,  the  responsibility  must  rest  with  those 
who  endeavor  to  redress  their  -ivrongs  by  violence,  in  contempt  of  the  laws 
of  their  country  and  of  the  officers  who-e  sworn  duty  it  is  to  take  care  that 
tjey  are  faithfully  executed. 

The  regiment  was  quartered  in  the  machine  shop  of  the  Erie 
Railway,  where  it  remained  until  relieved.  The  regiilar  and 
daily  routine  of  gan-ison  duty  was  immediately  ordered,  gtiards 
mounted  and  posted,  police  details  made,  dress  parades  had,  and 
roll-calls,  as  the  regulations  required.  .\.ll  reports  made  of  these 
roll-calls  included  every  man  present  for  duty  or  properly  ac- 
counted for.  The  strictest  discipline  was  at  all  times  enforced 
and  cheerfully  accepted.  There  was  a  demonstrative  but  rather 
pacific  parade  of  some  1500  of  the  striking  shopmen  on  the  day 
following  the  arrival  of  the  regiment.  Contrary  to  the  usually 
expected  conditions,  there  was  little  manifestation  of  ill-feeling, 
and  within  twentv-four  hours  the  situation  was  under  control,  and 
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tlie  long  lines  of  stalled  and  Inudcied  cars,  freight  and  passenger, 
began  to  move;  negotiations  had  worked  to  a  satisfactorv  cunclii- 
sion  and  the  strike  was  over. 

A  memorandum  constructed  in  the  easy  way  of  the  Company 
C  journalist  concludes  as  follows: 

NoLuith-tanding  the  tour  of  duly  was  short,  there  were  inanj'  hardships 
that  to  men  unused  to  such  life  were  hard  to  bear,  but  all  was  taken  with- 
out a  murmur.  It  was  amusing  to  see  all  hands  turn  in  for  the  nijht; 
every  man  wanted  to  be  the  ''inaide  man,"  for  the  thermometer  ranged  from 
10  to  IS  degrees  above  zero,  and  for  sleeping  on  a  hard  plank  floor  wiihout 
blankets  and  no  tire  it  was  rather  cold.  However,  we  all  enjoj-ed  the  trip 
and  look  forward  for  another  chance  to  show  our  patriotism. 

The  regiment  was  relieved  from  duty  on  Wednesday,  April 
1,  made  the  return  journey  on  "Wednesday  night,  and  reached 
Philadelphia  on  Tliursday  moniing,  April  '2d.  Ample  provision 
had  been  made  for  its  entertainment,  notably  by  the  staft"  of  the 
first  division,  and  a  comfortable  breakfast  served  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  depot  greeted  officers  and  men  on  their  arrival.  The  com- 
mand then  proceeded  over  the  following  route:  Fourth  "to  Chest- 
nut, to  Third,  to  Walnut,  to  Foui'th,  to  Chestnut,  to  Broad,  and 
thence  to  the  armory  at  Broad  and  Eace  Streets,  where,  its  ser- 
vices being  no  longer  required  for  the  duty  for  which  it  had  been 
summoned,  it  ^^■as  formally  dismissed.  At  Third  and  Chestnut 
Streets  the  column  was  reviewed  by  General  Prevost,  and  in 
front  of  the  State  House  by  Governor  Ilartranft. 

The  ofScial  recognition  by  Maj.-Gen.  Edwin  S.  Osborne  of 
the  scr\-ices  rendered  by  the  regiment,  to  be  found  in  the  report 
of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State  for  the  year  1S74,  is  deserv- 
ing of  rescue  from  the  obscurity  of  the  public  document  where  a 
busy  posterity  would  never  lather  to  look  for  it: 

At  ten  minutes  past  twelve  o'clock  P.  M.  on  Monday  [said  General  Os- 
borne in  his  report]  the  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  commanded  by  Col.  R. 
Bale  Benson,  reported  to  me  for  duty.  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that 
I  found  Colonel  Benson  to  be  a  gentleman  and  a  soldier.  He  commands  an 
excellent  body  of  men  and  is  assisted  by  a  corps  of  efficient  officers.  He  and 
his  command  renderrd  valuable  service,  for  which  I  extend  to  them  my 
thanks  and  commendation. 

And  then  Colonel  Benson's  congratidatory  order,  so  aptly 
framed,  is  well  worthy  of  historic  preservation,  that  a  military 
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progeny  of  such  high  repute  as  is  now  the  First  Kegiiucnt  may 
know  of  the  wurUi  of  its  ancestors :

The  Colonel  Commanding,  with  a  pardonable  feeling  of  pride,  desires  to 
congratulate  the  command  upon  its  prompt  response  to  the  orders  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,   to  proceed  to  Susquehanna  Depot,  in  this  State. 

The  numerical  strength  of  the  several  Companies — the  cheerful  sub- 
mission to  strict  military  discipline  under  trying  circumstances — the  alacrity 
with  which  every  demand  made  upon  this  Regiment  was  met,  have  called 
forth  the  admiration  of  superior  Head-quarters,  and  that  of  your  fellow- 
citizens. 

The  Colonel  Commanding  is  not  unaware  of  the  valuable  cooperation  of 
his  brother  otHcers  of  the  Field,  the  support  of  the  Line,  the  faithful  and 
intelligent  performance  of  duty  by  tlie  ileginiental  staff  in  their  several 
departments — but  where  all  vied  in  the  strict  rendering  of  that  which  was 
but  their  duty,  special  commendation  is  unnecessary. 

By  your  promptness  this  command  was  ready  to  move,  fully  equipped, 
one  hour  before  that  which  had  been  designated.  By  your  military  bearing 
and  discipline  you  demonstrated  the  efficiency  of  your  troops.  By  your  pres- 
ence at  the  designated  point,  in  connection  with  other  troops,  you  have  main- 
tained the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  without  shedding  blood,  leaving  you 
a  record  of  which  you  may  be  justly  proud.

This  disturbance,  the  first  of  the  several  that  were  to  follow, 
each  'ucreasing  in  intensity,  seemed  to  awaken  the  community 
to  a  better  thought  for  its  military.  The  "'  gi'eat  awakening  "  of 
the  'eO's  had  fulfilled  its  -mission  so  faithfully  that  the  need  for 
the  soldier  other  than  for  the  pageant  had  not  yet  reached  a  dem- 
onstration. The  prevailing  apathy  was  discouraging.  The  sol- 
dier needs  the  public  countenance  as  well  as  the  public  confi- 
dence. He  gives  his  services  freely  and  expects  at  least  appre- 
ciation, nor  must  it  be  tardy  and  await  a  manifestation  only, 
when  a  peril  impends.  Newspaper  comment  viewed  the  situation 
rigorously  and  with  some  severity. 

From  one,  the  clipping  of  which  has  been  preserved,  but  not 
the  name,  the  following  editorial  extract  follows: 

Our  citizen  ?oldiery  seem  to  have  been  the  target  for  all  manner  of 
abuse  and  unkind  remarks  from  the  very  people  who  would  most  benefit  by 
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their  action  in  any  extreniily  requirinj;  tlieir  aid,  and  j-et,  notwithstanding; 
all  this,  these  men  liavc  proved  tlienistlvei  true  soldiers  in  the  hoar  of  triul. 

On  Sunday  niorninir  last,  the  First  Kejriuient,  X.  ('•.  of  Penii-yK.ima, 
Col.  R.  Hale  Lcnson  commanding,  was  ordered  to  report  for  duty  at  Sus- 
quehanna Depot,  a  town  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  miles  from  this  city.  .  .  . 

Th«y  returned  on  Thursday  morning,  tired  and  fagged  out,  and  for  all 
their  self-sacrifice  on  that  occasion,  wliat  was  the  reuaid?  Thej'  marched 
through  our  printijial  streets,  a  remarkably  tine  body  of  men,  presenting  an 
appearance  that  should  have  brought  a  hearty  "  hurrah  "  to  the  lips  of  every 
spectator,  which,  if  not  elicited  by  admiration,  was  certainly  due  from  grati- 
tude. But  no  such  compliment  was  vouchsafed  them,  and  they  reached  their 
armory,  at  length,  uuthanked  and  unnoticed,  save  for  a  moment,  by  men, 
women,  and  children,  who  indirectly  owe  them  just  as  much  as  the  citizens 
of  Susquehanna  Repot,  and  by  a  few  members  of  tl\rir  organization,  who 
improvised  for  them  a  lunch.  .  .  . 

For  what  success  has  been  attained  in  the  formation  of  a  local  militia, 
small  thanks  are  due  to  our  citizens;  but  to  the  oflioers  and  men  of  the  First 
Division,  X.  G.  of  Pennsylvania,  we  offer  our  most  hearty  congratulations 
upon  the  highly  creditable  results  attained. 

And  from  anotlicr,  the  Siuidai/  Tvanscrlijt,  April  5,  IST-i. 
editorial  matter  appeared  as  follows: 

The  Mitjtia. — The  prompt  response  of  the  Gray  I^-serves  to  the  call  nf 
the  Governor,  and  the  equally  earnest  ami  immediate  muster  of  the  remainder 
of  the  Division,  to  await  orders  to  march,  should  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon 
the  fut\ire  of  the  inilitia  in  Philadelphia.  .  .  . 

If  the  rebellion,  which  found  Philadelphia  and  Pennsylvania  compara- 
tively helpless,  while  the  east  could  push  forward  troops  by  the  thousands,  did 
not  teach  our  people  anything,  let  them  gather  wisdom  from  the  events  of 
the  week  just  clo-ed.  Fortunately,  no  blood  was  shed;  but  why?  Simply 
because  the  overwhelming  force  which  this  city  was  able  to  supply  at  a 
moment's  notice  overawed  all  opposition,  and  saved  the  State  and  its  citizens- 
from  the  disgrace  of  a   fratricidal  struggle  within  our  borders.

From   the  Public  Ledger: 

The  First  Regiment  (Gray  Reserves),  Colonel  Ben-nn.  which  returned 
yesterday  from  Susquehanna  Depot,  is  entitled  to  great  crtJit.  It  has  done 
the  State  good  service  during  its  brief  absence.  Its  prompt  response  to  the 
call  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  through  its  Division  Commander,  shows  that 
the  First  Division  of  our  State  militia  is  a  body  that  can  be  depended  upon 
for  immediate  and  thrc-atening  emergencies.  The  call  reached  the  Colonel  of 
the  Regiment  at  midnight;  he  and  his  Lieutenant-Colonel.  Major  and  Adju- 
tant acted  at  once,  and  in  the  dead  of  night  notified  the  company  oilicers 
personally,  who  in  their  turn  notifieil  their  subonlinate-  personalh',  and  these 
last  personally  called  out  the  men.     In  the  morning  the  Regiment  was  ready,. 
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I'liUy  equipped  for  the  march  and  ready  for  action,  several  hours  before  they 
;;ot  tile  Uovernor"?  order  to  march.  Tliey  arrived  at  tlie  scene  of  di^order  at 
a  critical  time,  their  presence  liad  an  immediate  good  effect,  and  Iiow  im- 
portant it  was  tliat  that  Kegimcnt  did  arrive,  equipped  as  it  was.  at  the 
time  when  it  did,  it  would  perhaps  not  be  wise  to  tell.  While  on  duty  at 
^usijuehanna  its  conduct  was  all  that  the  deportment  of  a  well-trained  regi- 
ment of  citizen  soldiers  sliould  be.  There  was  not  a  breach  of  discipline,  not 
a  cause  for  complaint.  Its  mere  presence  saved  what  might  have  been  a 
ih'~tructive,  if  not  a  sanguinary,  riot.  It  dischargeil  its  duty  in  a  soldier- 
like manner;  and  returning  home,  with  orders  to  report  to  General  Prevost, 
that  was  done  in  a  soldier-like  manner,  too — and  then  the  men  returned  to 
their  homes,  and  their  business.  The  whole  event  was  creditable  to  the 
Regiment,  the  Division  and  the  State,  and  deserves  this  acknowledgment  and 
something  more. 

From  the  Xorth  American: 

The  Militi.*.  Campaign. — The  First  Regiment  returned  yesterday  from 
the  duty  upon  which  it  had  been  engaged  during  the  week.  Without  unneces- 
sary fuss  or  display  the  troops  were  marched  to  their  armory,  a  forma!  review 
having  first  been  made  by  General  Pievost,  and  were  there  dismissed  to  re- 
sume their  ordinary  avocations.  To  oIKcers  and  men  every  award  of  credit 
is  to  be  made  for  the  soldierly  and  practical  manner  in  which  their  duty 
had  been  discharged.  The  mi-n  ha\e  shown  that  with  threatened  danger  in 
front  of  them  they  were  prompt  to  rally  to  the  roll-call;  and  the  officers  have 
been  rewarded  for  the  care  and  discipline  they  have  insisted  upon.  The  time, 
it  seems  to  us,  is  opportune  to  again  urge  upon  the  young  men  of  the  city 
and  upon  their  employers  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  encouraging  as  perfect 
a  militia  organization  as  is  practicable.  Without  some  such  reliable  organi- 
zation as  this  First  Regiment  the  troubles  at  Susquehanna  Depot  would  have 
unque-tionably  assumed  a  more  serious  aspect;  for  the  previous  arrivals  of 
troops  had  been  in  small  detachments  of  irregular  commands  not  calculated 
to  impress  the  rioters  with  a  sulliciently  clear  sense  of  the  fact  that  they  were 
to  he  opposed  by  arras.  Any  similar  trouble  occurring  in  Philadelphia,  .a 
thing  possible,  while  not  at  the  moment  probable,  would  develop  itself  upon 
so  much  larger  a  scale  that  the  local  troops  now  available  might  prove  in- 
adequate. As  a  measure  of  wise  precaution,  then,  apart  from  other  and  im- 
portant reasons,  a  proper  increase  of  our  militia  should  be  encouraged. 

The  incicloiit  Jiil  not  clo-i-  without  an  illustration  of  the  rij:- 
orou?  discipliue  that  at  that  time  followed  the  delinquent.  A 
general  order  from  re^rimental  headquarters  published  the  names 
of  nine  men,  '"  the  only  members  "  of  tlie  command  who  failed  to 
respond  to  the  call  that  summoned  the  regiment  to  its  riot  duty  at 
Susquehanna  or  "  place  upon  record  satisfactory  reasons  acc^ount- 
ing  for  their  inability  to  do  so."  They  were  consequently  ad- 
judged "  unworthy  of  being  borne  upon  die  rolls  of  this  command 
and  of  membership  in  the  National  Guard  of  this  Commonwealth," 
and  were  therefore  "  discharged  as  prescribed  by  laws  govcrn- 
iuir  the  Xational  (iunnl  (.f  the  State  of  Pennsvlvania." 
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The  records  that  survhe  for  the  year  1S74  supply  no  evidence 
of  coinruemorative  parades  in  recogDitiou  either  of  the  22d  of 
Pebruary,  the  4th  of  J  uly,  or  the  regimental  amiiversarj-.  Wash- 
iugtou's  Birthday  fell  ui>'ju  a  Sunday,  and  at  the  invitation  of  its 
rector,  I\ev.  Thomas  A.  Jagger,  the  chaplain,  the  regiment  at- 
tended divine  service  at  the  Church  of  ihe  Jioly  Trinity,  iiis 
very  etl'cctive  sermon  on  that  occasion  was  afterward  printed  by 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Oificers.  A  general  order  directed  the 
resumption  of  the  regular  drills  after  the  summer  suspension,  and 
also  named  Monday  afternoon,  September  7,  at  half-past  two 
o'clock,  for  a  parade  and  battalion  drill  in  fatignre  imifonn,  the 
field  and  staff  dismounted,  at  llidley  Park,  tlie  regiment  to  pro- 
ceed thither  by  rail. 

On  the  afternoon  of  October  5  there  was  a  parade,  review  and 
inspection  of  the  second  brigade  of  the  division  by  Governor  Hart- 
ranft.  The  Evening  Bulletin  of  the  day  following  makes  this 
comment  on  the  presence  and  appearance  of  the  First  Regiment 
on  that  occasion:  "The  First  Eegiment,  which  has  no  superior 
in  the  country  in  the  proficiency  of  drill  or  the  fine  morale  of  the 
command,  made  a  display  which  delighted  the  spectators  and 
which  added  fresh  laurels  to  the  corps,  which  has  already  won  such 
high  distinction  in  holiday  parade  and  in  the  sterner  duties  of 
actual  service." 

On  Xovember  17,  1S74,  there  was  a  parade  of  the  entire  first 
division  in  commemoration  of  the  centenary  of  the  First  Troop, 
Philadelphia  City  Cavalr}-.  From  various  sources  the  officers 
were  highly  complimented  for  the  fine  appearance  the  command 
made  on  that  occasion.  The  soldiery  seemed  to  have  bestirred  the 
community  to  better  attentions.  The  Board  of  Officers,  moved  to 
action  by  the  aid  and  support  of  the  civil  authorities  that  had 
contributed  so  largely  "  to  the  effect  of  the  parade,"  by  resolution 
tendered  their  thanks  to  '"'  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  to  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  police  force  for  their  efficient  cooperation  in  keep- 
ing the  streets  free  from  olistnictions,  thereby  enabling  iis  to  han- 
dle the  command  satisfactorily  to  itself  and  the  public." 

The  following  is  from  a  newspaper  clipping  of  the  day: 

THE  CEXTENM.a.  OF  THE   FIRST   TROOP   PHILA.   CITY. 

FlP.ST  Infantry,  Col.  i;.  l):ile  Benson. — The  Reserves  i)araJcd  seven  com- 
panies and  were  aceompanicil  by  their  excellent  hand  of  40  pieces  and  drum 
corps  of  20  pieces.     Tlie  regiment  mustered   a  total  of  about   350  men  and 
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paraded  ia  winter  uniform — overcoats  and  knapsacks.  Tlie  command  pie- 
suiitod  a  splendid  appt-urunee  and  wun;  Irequeutly  applauiiL-d.  The  maichnig 
was  {,'uod  and  uuduubledly  the  Jr'irst  was  one  of  tlie  main  features  of  tlie 
display. 

And  among  the  rank  and  file  there  prevailed  a  generous  di.s- 
pusiliou  to  encourage  the  progressive  tendency  then  so  evidently 
manifest.  Private  John  II.  HcJJonald,  of  Company  C,  ■was  the 
"originator  and  principal  donor'"'  in  presenting  to  the  rtgiuient 
tlirough  his  captain,  William  W.  Allen,  for  and  on  behalf  of  Com- 
jiany  C,  a  handsome  "  silver  cup  "  and  ''  purse  of  money,"  the 
cup  to  be  competed  for  at  tai-get  practice  under  such  stipulations 
as  might  subsequently  be  imposed.  The  cup  v.'as  described  in 
the  report  of  the  committee  of  tlie  Eoard  of  OlScers  to  whom  the 
subject  of  proper  rules  for  its  annual  disposition  had  been  re- 
ferred as  one  of  which  a  photogTaph  "  could  give  but  an  imper- 
fect idea  of  its  beatity  and  value."  The  Board  in  their  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  gift  stated  that  ''  tlie  action  of  Company  C  in  pro- 
curing and  pres.'uting  such  a  prize  at  a  cost  of  so  much  time  and 
money  was  eminently  generous  and  praiseworthy,"  and  deter- 
mined that  the  formal  presentation  should  be  made  at  the  first 
opporttmity  when  it  might  be  brought  prominently  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  public.  The  ceremony  took  place  before  a  large  as- 
semblag'e  at  a  '"  Kegimental  Promenade  Concert  "  at  the  Academy 
of  Music  on  the  Oth  of  January,  1S75. 

An  industrial  disturbance  of  some  magnitude  was  again  upon 
the  State ;  this  time  in  the  coal  regions.  The  civil  authorities  of 
Luzerne  County,  the  seat  of  the  trouble,  had  exhausted  their  pow- 
ers, lost  control  of  the  situation,  and  the  military  were  once  more 
summoned  to  restore  order  and  preserve  the  peace.  The  dis- 
turbance centered  aljout  the  thriving  borough  of  Ilazleton;  huge 
crowds  of  the  striking  miners  thronged  the  thoroughfares:  several 
thousand,  in  by  no  means  an  orderly  procession,  with  a  mmiber 
of  American  Hags  borne  at  the  right  of  the  column,  marched 
do'mi  tlie  main  street,  shouting,  jeering,  and  threatening.  A 
Catholic  priest  heroically  ste])ped  in  front  of  this  unruly 
mass,  and  in  loud  and  manly  tones  demanded  that  the  crowd  dis- 
l)crse,  that  no  body  of  men  v.-ith  threats  in  their  speech  and  riut 
on  their  faces  should  bear  aloft  the  .Vmerican  flag.  The  flag 
stood  for  authority  and  law  and  shottld  not  be  used  to  coun- 
tenaiK/e    riot    and    di -order.       The    crowd,    cowed    bv    his    ctlec- 
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tive  speech,  and  awed  by  Lis  priestly  pre.-euce,  s^ullenly  dis- 
persed. The  adjmant-general  of  the  State — the  story  of  his 
heroic  behavior  had  previously  reached  Harrisburg — when  on  the 
ground  a  few  days  later  personally  called  at  his  residence  and 
thanked  him  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  v.-as  but 
the  beginning;  the  crowds  soon  gathered  again,  open  violence  fol- 
lowed, the  sheriff  was  powerless. 

How  it  happened  that  it  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  First  Regiment 
to  be  again  in  active  service,  to  suppress  a  disturbance  originating 
in  and  wholly  couiined  to  the  limits  of  another  military  division, 
and  with  no  other  troops  on  duty  except  the  tnx)p5  of  that  divi- 
sion, is  best  ascertained  by  quoting  from  the  report  of  Maj.-Gen. 
Edwin  S.  Osborne,  commanding  the  Xinth  Division  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  in  extracts  made  to  follow  each  other  in  an  orderly 
sequence  that  more  fully,  satisfactorily,  and  authoritatively  define 
the  situation,  than  any  brief  resiiine  of  the  facts  could  be  made  to 
do.  Major-General  Osborne's  report,  addressed  to  the  adjutant- 
general  of  the  State,  is  to  be  found  in  its  proper  place  in  the  pub- 
lic documents  for  the  year  1S75. 

The  report  opens  after  the  necessary  preliminary  phrases  with 
the  dispatch  from  Governor  Hartranft  that  inaugurated  the  move- 
ment quoted  in  full.  The  dispatch  was  as  follows:  "  Sheriff 
Kirkcndall  telegraphs  me  that  the  disorders  continue  in  his  county 
[Luzerne]  and  at  points  so  distant  from  each  other  that  he  is 
unable  to  maintain  the  peace  by  means  of  the  posse  comitatus. 
You  will  therefore.'  furnish  Sheriff'  Ivirkendall  sueli  troops  as  you 
may  dec-m  necessary  to  enable  him  to  preseiwe  order,  protect  life 
and  property,  and  enforce  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth." 

It  will  be  obsen'ed  that  these  instructions  permitted  General 
Osbonie  to  select  troops  otuside  of  his  own  divi-lon  if  he  deemed  it 
necessary  to  increase  his  force.  Other  than  his  own  command,  he 
evidently  considered  the  addition  of  the  First  Eegiment  an  all- 
sufficient  increase,  and  in  an  explanatory  paragraph  gives  not  only 
the  reason  for  his  choice,  but  gives  also  reason  why  he  explains  an 
act  that  he  did  nut  need  to  explain  neither  to  the  public  nor  to  his 
superior^.     This  i^  the  paragraph  : 

As  jou  [the  adjutant-general]  remember.  T  mnde  ,in  earne-t  request  tli.it 
in  cafc  troops  should  be  ordered  to  duty  and  it  became  my  lot  to  take  com- 
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]iiaiid.  I  should  bo  allowed  to  select  tlie  troops  so  ordered  out.  The  Governor 
frrauliug  my  prayer,  1  named  to-ctlier  with  luy  own  tr.ji.ps  the  FirsL  Ue^Mraent 
Infantry,  Col.  K."  Dale  Benson  toumianding.  I  make  mention  of  this  fact  here 
because  of  sonic  reports  I  have  heard  and  seen  in  newspapers  censuring  the 
Governor  and  yourself  for  not  sending  other  troops  to  me.  Suffice  it  to  say 
1  never  undertook  a  public  duty  with  the  reluctance  I  did  on  thi-  occasion, 
and  leelin;,'  tliMt  to  do  what  was  re.juired  of  me  and  prevent  blood.-.hc-d  could 
only  be  done  through  efficient  olln;ers  and  thoroughly  disciplined  men,  and 
having  had  an  opportunity  on  a  former  occasion  to  try  Colonel  Benson  and 
his  command,  I  felt  in  my  hands  it  would  be  more  serviceable  than  any  other 
regiment  in  the  State.  .  .  . 

This  division  \vas  at  once  put  under  marching  orders  for  Hazleton  and 
you  [the  adjutant-general]  were  called  upon  to  furnish  the  First  Regiment  of 
Infantry.  .  .  . 

Later  in  the  evening  [April  7]  the  First  Regiment  Infantry,  Colonel 
Benson  commanding,  reported.  .  .  . 

It  is  but  just  for  me  to  say  that  I  found  the  First  Regiment  to  be  all 
I  had  anticipated.  It  is  in  my  judgment,  all  things  considered,  the  most 
perfect  volunteer  military  organization  in  tl)e  country.  Indeed,  there  are 
regiments  in  the  regular  service  less  efficient  and  not  so  reliable. 

The  order  for  this  movement  to  assemble  at  once  at  the 
armory,  Broad  and  Eace  Streets,  promulgated  at  12  o'clock  noon 
on  April  7,  1S75,  promptly  executed,  the  regiment  entrained  at 
the  Xorth  Penn  depot,  Third  and  Berks  Streets,  at  five  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  fully  armed  and  equipped,  with  Colonel  Benson 
in  command,  reaching  its  Hazleton  destination  at  midnight.  De- 
trained immediately  on  arrival,  the  march  was  through  streets, 
with  sullen  and  turbulent  crowds,  hurling  threats,  slurs  and 
imprecation^,  lining  the  sidewalks,  to  Ilazle  ILall,  where  the  com- 
mand was  qtiartered  for  the  rest  of  tie  night. 

The  entire  region  was  disturbed,  and  the  day  following  five 
companies  were  detached  under  Lieut. -Col.  J.  Ross  Clark,  and 
assigiied  for  the  protection  of  collieries  in  the  imine<liate  vicinity; 
two  (Company  A,  Captain  Washington  IT.  Gilpin,  and  Company 
I,  Captain  Budolph  Klaudm-)  to  JeJdo  and  Drifton;  one  (Com- 
pany D,  Captain  William  J.  Ban-)  to  Eckley;  one  (Company  B, 
Captain  Thomas  J.  Dunn)  to  Highland;  and  another  (Company 
H,  Captain  Albert  H.  Walters)  to  Oakdale.  Colonel  Clark's 
headquarters  were  establislicd  at  Jeddo.  The  four  companies  (C, 
First  Lieut.  Da\-id  A.  MacCarroll ;  E,  Captain  James  ^luldoon ; 
F,  Captain  F.  E.  Huffington;  and  G,  Captain  C.  LI.  Kretsch- 
mar),  all  under  the  immediate  command  of  Major  Charles  K. 
Tde.  were  n^tained  at  Hazleton. 
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The  story  of  the  four  companies  held  at  Kazleton — their  stay 
■was  uninterrupted — is  so  uell  told  by  the  diarist  of  Company 
C,  in  his  jourual,  it  is  better  tliat  it  appear  as  a  piece  of  history 
as  he  tells  it  rather  than  that  its  integrity  should  be  disturbed 
by  an  abstract: 

After  [so  it  reads]  drilling  on  tlie  streets  and  showing  the  populace  what 
stuff  and  discipline  there  was  with  us,  we  established  that  respect  that  armed 
troops  generally  carry  with  them. 

Although  time  sometimes  hung  a  little  heavy  on  our  hands,  it  was  not 
the  case  often,  for  in  a  day  after  we  got  settled  "  Regulations  "  were  pub- 
lished and  strictly  adhered  to,  thereby  giving  us  something  to  look  forward 
to  almost  every  hour,  lor  instance — 

'•  Guard  ilount."  9  A.  M.  and  9  P.  .M. 
"  Company  Drill,"   10  A.  M. 
"Battalion  Drill,"  3:30  p.  M.,  and 
"Dress  Parade,"  5:30  P.  M. 

The  evenings  were  mostly  spent  in  a  jolly  way,  as  at  the  end  of  the  Hall 
in  which  we  were  quartered  a  stage  was  erected,  and  almost  every  evening 
some  amusement  was  enacted,  and  Mess.  T.  W.  Watson,  J.  J.  Keenan  and  C.  F. 
Kuhn  were  the  men  of  C  Company  taking  a  prominent  part. 

The  10th  of  April,  IST.").  being  the  annivei*ary  of  the  Regiment,  and  as 
it  was  also  a  prominent  event  in  the  annals  of  the  country,  we  concluded  to 
celebrate  as  well  as  possible  with  the  means  at  our  command,  thinking  that 
it  would  be  a  U'lig  time,  perhaps,  wlieji  we  would  be  in  the  same  position  again. 
So  a  program  was  gotten  up,  the  people  of  the  town  invited  to  attend  and 
a  pleasant  affair  was  the  consequence.  To  be  in  readiness  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, twenty  feet  of  the  room  was  kept  clear  around  the  walls  where  the 
arras  were  stacked,  iiack  of  which  the  men  formed  ready  at  a  minute's  warn- 
ing to  spring  '■'  to  arms."  On  one  occasion  just  after  "  tattoo  "  when  we  were 
getting  our  "  beds  "  in  order  to  turn  in,  and  some  had  already  done  so,  we 
were  startled  by  the  sounding  of  the  "  long  roll,"  and  we  all  thought  the  time 
had  come  for  some  action,  and  eveiy  man  got  himself  down  to  work.  In  less 
time,  almost,  than  it  takes  to  write  it,  the  four  companies,  of  more  than 
150  men,  were  formed  and  the  Battalion  in  readim-ss  in  less  than  "  iVj 
minutes."  The  Colonel  then  told  us  it  was  necessary  for  hira  to  know  in 
how  short  a  time  the  Battalion  could  be  in  readiness,  ,ind  that  ho  was  fully 
satisfied  with  the  result. 

The  detached  companies  were  practically  on  outix)st  duty, 
and  so  continued  to  the  end.  Their  duties  were  onennis,  mani- 
fold and  deuumded  an  especial  vigilance.  All  the  costly  property 
interests  of  the  colliery — breaker,  cars,  tracks,  pumps,  engines, 
shafts,  and  Avhat  not — were  in  their  special  care  an<l  keeping. 
D\mamite  was  not  then  in  vogiie,  but  other  secret  methods  of  de- 
struction were  known,  and  the  incendiary's  torch  was  boldly, 
openly  and  defiantly  threatened.  Guards  aiul  patrols  ^vere  con- 
sequently required  to  be  ever  active  and  always  on  the  alert.

The  couduct  and  wirriage  of  uiHcers  and  rncu  Lad  bad  a  ten- 
deiiev  to  weaken  deuionstratirm  and  soften  speech.  Indeed,  tlieir 
stddierly  bearing  bad  created  an  impression  tliat  tbe  troops  were 
of  tlie  regular  army.  A  bit  of  innocent  deception  bad  helped  to 
strengthen  it.  While  Company  D  on  its  arrival  at  Eckley  was 
baited  awaiting  distribution  of  its  details,  a  sturdy  miner  from 
tbe  crowd  in  a  general  sort  of  a  way  threw  out  the  inquiry,  '"Are 
you  fellows  regulars?"  Sergeant  Chas.  IL  Coxe,  catching  the 
opportunity  and  ready  with  response — his  red  chevron  on  his 
sleeve  indicated  bis  services  in  war — volunteered  the  reply,  "  Cer- 
tainly."' But  the  miner,  apparently  not  altogether  satisfied  with 
this  categorical  answer,  pressed  his  inquiry  further:  "And  where 
were  you  last  stationed  i  "  said  he.  Coxe  was  still  tbe  more  ready, 
and  in  his  reply  gave  it  that  flavor  of  dignity  and  importance 
which  distance  lends  to  service:  "At  Fort  Vancouver  Barracks, 
Washington  Territory,"  came  the  quick  response. 

There  were  some  not  yet  regulars,  and  who  never  hoped  or 
desired  to  be,  but  earnestly  aspired  to  do  their  best.  Tbe  relation 
of  this  incident  to  one  long  since  retired,  afterward  a  commis- 
sioned ofiicer,  then  a  young  recruit  for  tbe  first  time  on  active 
field  duty,  vividly  recalled  a  happening  that  fell  to  bis  lot  on 
this  same  occasion.  The  officer  of  tbe  guard  played  on  bim 
tbe  well-worn  ruse  of  requesting  bis  piece  for  tbe  moment  while 
be  was  on  bis  post,  for  an  innocent  and  very  proper  purpose, 
and  then  after  he  bad  given  it  up  returned  it,  severely  rebuk- 
ing tbe  indiscretion.  This  officer  visited  the  post  of  this  then 
young  recruit  about  an  hour  after  midnight;  tbe  challenge,  the 
hair,  tbe  advance,  all  in  the  precise  formula  of  the  regidations, 
wore  given  with  a  confidence  and  assurance  clearly  indicating 
tbe  sentr^-'s  intimate  acquaintance  witb  bis  highly  responsible 
dntie=.  Completely  unmanned,  however,  by  the  profuse  compli- 
ments this  exhibition  of  pn-fioioncy  elicited.  ti.>  the  officer  s  re- 
quest that  be  pass  over  bis  gun  that  be  might  see  whether  it  was 
loaded  be  incontinently  yielded,  and  the  relator  has  never  for- 
gotten bow  tbe  officer's  profu-ive  speech  of  commendation  changed 
to  stem  reproof.  And  be  still  remembers  bow  intense  wa^  the 
"  Don't  let  it  occur  again  I  "  with  which  the  incident  closed. 

Timoney's,  over  tbe  "  ^Mountain,"  was  a  place  where  the 
vile-t  of  liquors  were  sold.  It  wiis  a  disreputable  hostelry.  s..me- 
tbing  of  a  menace  to  disoiplino.  and  to  frofiucnt  it  was  forbidden.

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As  priiliibitiou  dues  not  iilwavs  proliiljir,  so  tlie  eil'uit  to  eiifVirce  it 
on  this  occasion  was  not  conclusive.  Breaking  away  for  a  visit 
to  this  forbidden  groimd,  the  soldier — it  was  always  the  giX)d 
fellow — subsequently  apprehended  was  punished  with  a  double 
tour  of  guard  duty.  This  lot  had  more  than  once  fallen  upon 
one  of  the  best  of  nu'u.  He  was  a  man  of  somewhat  a  conspieu- 
oiis  figure,  fat,  chubby,  and  cheery,  and  once  seen  was  always  re- 
membered. His  beat  happened  to  be  in  full  view  of  a  shaniy 
occupied  by  an  Irishman  with  a  close-observing  keen-witted  wife. 
The  frequency  with  which  she  had  seen  this  soldier  upon  his  beat 
rather  induced  her  to  believe  that  he  was  bearing  more  than  his 
share  of  the  burden.  The  soldier,  who  overheai-d  the  refrain  of 
her  speech,  in  which  she  proclaimed  this  conviction,  said  he  could 
bear  his  punishment  witli  a  better  gi-ace  than  he  could  what  tlie 
woman  said  about  him,  despite  its  sympathetic  strain.  This  was 
the  refrain:  "It's  a  great  shame,"  said  the  woman,  "  bedad,  to 
keep  that  little  fat  man  walking  up  and  down  all  day  long  while 
the  other  men  do  nothing  at  all,  at  all !  " 

A  defiant,  heavily  leaded,  display  type  poster  appeared  about 
this  time  throughout  the  region,  conspicuously  posted,  notably  in 
bar-rooms,  announcing  that  there  was  a  big  giiuit,  a  veritable 
Goliath  among  tlie  Philistines,  ready  to  settle  the  question  of 
prowess  between  these  minions  of  the  law  and  the  insurgent  dis- 
ciples of  disorder;  not  indeed  in  the  old  way  of  tlie  ancients,  but 
in  the  more  modern  methods  prescribed  by  the  Queensberry  rule. 
The  poster  speaks  for  itself.

I,  Dominick  ;^[c^;l_vIlll,  liereby  challen;ie  any  member  of  the  Fir-it  Regi- 
ment. P.  S.  y.  G..  now  stationed  here,  to  fii;'ht  me  a  fair  stand-up  fight,  in 
a  twenty-four-foot-ring,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  London  prize  rincr.

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The  weather  was  iiuseasoiiahle;  there  was  no  spring  in  it  yet. 
The  nights  were  dark,  gloomy,  <ind  forbidding.  The  sound  of  the 
a[ipr'j:\ehing  relief,  the  coming  of  the  patrol,  the  visit  of  the  Grand 
IJcuuds,  were  cheery  breaks  in  the  midnight  solitude  of  tlie  sen- 
try's lonely  vigil.  Occasional  shots  rang  out  through  the  night, 
V.  liicli  brought  the  guards  to  arms,  and  on  one  occasion  a  heavier 
firing  prompted  a  hurried  march  in  the  direction  from  whence  it 
came.  All,  however,  proved  inventions  of  the  disaffected  to  dis- 
turb and  annoy.  Xo  hostile  intent  behind  them  was  anywhere 
developed.  Colonel  Benson  was  assiduous  in  his  visitations  to 
his  outlying  companies.  He  kept  in  close  touch  with  his  entire 
command  at  all  times.  "  Turn  out  the  gTiard,  the  colonel  com- 
manding," notwithstanding  the  necessary  hurry  and  scurry  for 
belts,  boxes  and  accoutrement^,  had  always  a  prompt  and  cheer- 
ful rer^ponse.  The  whole  command  was  usually  in  line  as  quickly 
as  the  guard. 

The  follo^nng  extract  from  the  official  report  of  Colonel  Ben- 
son supplies  an  interesting  and  comprehensive  statement  of  how 
well  and  faithfully  the  responsibilities  incident  to  the  situation 
were  met  by  these  companies  at  the  outpost : 

I  constantly  visited  all  the  posts  under  my  command,  and  although  the 
patrol,  outpost,  and  guard  duty  was  a  severe  test  upon  the  di-cipline  of  the 
Regiment,  owing  to  the  intense  cold  and  inclement  weather,  to  the  credit 
of  the  ofiicers  and  men  it  can  be  stated  they  never  relaxed  in  their  duty  or 
vigilance,  and  any  hardship  or  extra  duty  was  borne  v,-lihout  a  murmur. 

As  the  situation  warranted,  and  tiie  peace  of  the  section  under  my  com- 
mand, through  the  force  of  military  authority,  began  to  be  restored,  I  or- 
dered the  duties  at  t!ie  several  posts  !i.i;htened,  with  the  authority  of  the 
Major-General  commanding,  and  finally,  toward  the  close  of  our  tour  of  duty, 
mere  sentinel  duty  was  observed,  the  presence  of  the  military  seeming  suITi- 
cient  to  maintain  the  peace. 

And  the  follov.-ing  extracts  from  the  official  report  of  Lieu- 
tenai!t-Colonel  Clark,  in  direct  command  of  the  outposts,  "  of 
tlie  operations  of  the  Second  Battalion,  composed  of  Companies 
A,  B,  D,  11,  and  I,"  are  more  specific: 

In  obedience  to  instructions  contained  in  Circular  dated  April  S,  1S75, 
the  command  proceedLj  by  rail  to  JcJdo,  arriving  th;re  at  11:30  A.  M. 
I  at  once  detailed  P  &  H  Cos.,  and  sent  them  to  Eckley,  under  command  of 
Capt.  Walters,  and  B  Co.,  Capt.  Dunn,  commanding,  to  Highland,  reserving 
A  i-  I  Cos.  at  Jeddo, 

Finding  later  on  in  the  day  that  Oakdale  Colliery  was  in  a  disturbed 
condition,  I  withdrew  H  Co.  from  Eckley,  and  with  a  detachment  of  ten  men 
13 
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from   A  Co.,   orJored   tliem   to   tliat    place is   my   infoi-uiation    in   regard 

to  the  tlitn  eondiiion  of  ali'airs  in  the  district  Iiad  to  he  gained  alter  arrival 
there,  and  as  it  was  limited  entirely  to  one  source,  viz.:  the  operators  or 
superintendents  of  coliieries,  it  was  based  upon  opinions  whicli  were  perhaps 
not  free  Iroiii  tlie  bias  which  per=onal  intercut  or  undue  e.\citenieut  is  likely 
to  produce.  ITiis  I  discovered  later — but  from  some  =uch  information  I  was 
induced  to  believe  that  the  force  at  Eckley  -was  sulFicient  for  the  purposes 
intended,  and  as  my  reserve  at  Jeddo  was  a.-?  small  as  I  thought  my  instruc- 
tions would  permit,  I  telegiaphed  for  au  additional  company  to  be  sent 
there.  .  .  .  Instructions  to  commandants  of  po=ts  were  issued,  directing  them 
to  preserve  the  peace  and  protect  property,  usinir  discretion  and  good  judgment 
in  the  means  which  were  carefully  and  faithfully  carried  out  by  each. 
Patrols  were  sent  out,  streets  and  roads  cleared  of  men,  guards  mounted  at 
breakers,  engine  houses,  and  quarters,  and  a  strict  military  surveillance  had 
of  all  the  section.  During  tlie  first  night  a  few  shots  were  lired  at  parties 
prowling  about  suspected  places,  who  would  not  answer  challenge,  and  this 
vigilance  and  determination  at  first,  was  of  ultimate  benefit,  since  all  dis- 
turbers of  the  peace  were  made  aware  that  the  movement  was  in  earnest,  and 
their  lives  in  certain  danger. 

There  were  no  changes  made  in  the  relative  positions  of  tlie  troops  dur- 
ing my  stay  in  the  district,  and  as  the  influence  of  these  representatives  of 
the  State's  authority  becauie  mure  marked,  the  duties  of  tlu;  nu-n  were  re- 
lajxed,  until  at  last  their  presence  merely  was  all  that  was  needed  to  insure 
quietness  and  order. 

The  detached  companies  had  not  the  opportunities  for  demon- 
stration such  as  had  those  quartered  in  the  borough,  yet  they  did 
not  permit  the  19th  of  April  to  pass,  this  fourteenth  anniversary 
day,  to  go  by,  ^^■ithout  some  suitable  recognition.  A  parade  was  out 
of  the  question,  a  formal  dinner  impossible,  so  with  an  improvised 
menu,  a  deal  table,  clothless,  the  furniture  as  primitive  as  was 
the  table,  with  the  talks  of  present  experiences,  rather  than  of 
reminiscent  selection,  the  alfair  was  long  remembered  as  a  bright 
episode  in  the  ITazleton  campaign  of  IS 75. 

The  wcatlier  was  surcharged  with  April  vagaries  tliroxtghout 
the  entire  period  of  this  tour  of  duty.  Slush,  snow,  and  mud 
hindered  and  hampered  but  did  not  stop  drills,  guard  mounts. 
parades,  and  inspection.  Snow  fell  during  some  part  of  the  day 
or  night  on  seventeen  out  of  the  twenty-one  days  covered  by  the 
service. 

On  the  26th  of  April,  under  tlie  direct  superintendence  of 
Colonel  Benson,  the  posts  at  Eckley  and  JedJo  wore  relieved  by 
detachments  from  the  Ninth  liegiment  under  tlie  command  of 
Captain  Pierce  of  that  regiment.  [Military  occupancy  of  the 
others  was  aliandoned,  and  at  two  o'clock  on  that  dav  the  com- 
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panics  returned  to  tLeir  Hazletuii  rendezvous  and  the  entire  regi- 
ment was  agaiu  assembled  at  Ilazle  Hall.  On  the  twenty-seventli, 
relieved  by  a  special  order  from  General  Osborne,  the  regiment 
cnti-ained  at  nin.'  o'cloek,  and  by  special  train  over  the  Xorth 
Penn  and  Lehigh  Valley  reached  the  Berks  Street  depot  at  two. 
From  there,  after  a  reception  by  a  special  committee  improvised 
from  honorary  and  active  members,  a  street  parade,  a  review  by 
the  -Mayor  and  C'uuncil-,  an  enthusiastic  demonstration  as  the 
column  passed  tho  Union  Leagiie,  a  brief  but  felicitous  address 
from  Colonel  Ecnson  at  the  regimental  armory,  the  companies 
proceeded  to  their  respective  armories  and  were  then  discharged 
from  further  service.  General  Osborne's  order  relieving  the  regi- 
ment concludes  with  the  following  paragTaph; 

The  Major-General  desires  to  exjjress  his  thanks  and  congratulations  to 
Col.  E.  Pale  Benson^  and  through  hiiu  to  the  otficers  and  men  of  his  com- 
mand, for  the  promptness  and  alacrity  \vith  which  they  have  performed  the 
duties  assigned  to  them  while  serving  in  this  Division,  and  to  express  the 
hope  that  tlie  peace-luviiijr  and  law-abiding  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  m;iy 
duly  appreciate  the  sacrifice  they  have  made,  for  the  honor  and  good  name 
of  the   State. 

The  regiment  was  growing  in  public  favor,  the  appreciative 
spectator  was  in  constant  evidence,  whether  the  occasion  was  of 
full-dress  or  fatigue.  This  was  conspicuously  manifested  on  the 
evening  of  June  1-i,  1S75,  when  tlie  command  was  summoned  in 
general  orders  in  fatigiie  uniform  for  instruction  in  the  "  School 
of  the  Battalion  "  at  the  Rink  Building,  2005  Chestnut  Street. 
It  was  in  no  way  out  of  the  ordinary,  designed  solely  for  instr\ic- 
tion  and  not  for  display,  yet  tlie  building,  with  galleries  well 
adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  a  large  audience,  was  crowded 
beyond  its  capacity  by  an  intelligent  and  observing  gathering, 
many  of  whom  were  ladies.  The  manoeuvres,  the  men  stimulated 
by  the  presence  of  so  goodly  a  company,  were  executed  with  a  care, 
precision,  and  snap  that  elicited  much  applause. 

But  the  more  substantial  proof  of  a  ripening  growth  of  popu- 
lar appreciation  was  supplied  when  the  merchants  and  business 
men  of  the  city  selected  the  First  Eegiment  at  their  invitation 
and  at  tlieir  exjx-nsc  as  one  of  tlie  organizations  to  represent  the- 
militarv-  of  Philadelphia  at  the  centenary  of  the  Battle  of  Bunker 
Hill,   to  be   celebrated   with   ceremonies   commensurate  with    its 
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historic  importance  in  the  city  of  Boston  on  June  IT,  1ST5.  The 
invitation — or  the  request  rather,  for  such  it  really  was — willingly 
accepted,  the  regiment  set  about  in  the  brief  interval  permitted 
for  preparatory  etfort  to  stitt'en  up  for,  in  a  measure,  their  compet- 
itive meeting  v.-ith  military  organizations  from  other  States  of 
high  repute  for  proficiency,  who  were  likewise  to  participate. 

Through  the  etilciency  and  experience  of  Major  Charles  K. 
Ide  in  railway  mianagement  a  well-adapted  prearranged  schedule 
was  faithfully  carried  out.  There  was  neither  inten-irnion  nor 
interval  in  any  of  its  details.  The  regiment  left  Philadelphia  at 
12.30  p.  M.  on  Wednesday,  June  16,  and  arrived  at  Boston  by 
the  Stonington  route  at  six  o'clock  on  tlie  morning  of  the  seven- 
teenth, and,  returning  by  tlie  same  route,  left  Boston  at  five 
o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  the  eighteenth  and  completed  its  return 
a  little  after  noon  on  the  nineteenth.  "WTiilc  in  Boston  the  com- 
mand, quartered  at  Continental  Hall,  was  the  guest  of  the  First 
Eegiment,  ^lassachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  Col.  Henrj-  W.  "Wil- 
son commanding. 

There  is  a  wide-spread  prevalent  inquiry  for  original  war- 
time manuscripts.  Magazines  and  periodicals  willing  to  make 
liberal  compensations  are  in  constant  search  for  correspondence  and 
diaries  of  that  epoch-making  period  of  such  signal  and  lasting 
importance  in  our  country's  history.  Told  in  familiar  phrase, 
the  story  of  first  impression  has  a  flavor  of  reliability.  Authen- 
ticity is  often  disturbed  by  a  change  of  garb,  the  truth  is  not  in- 
frequently marred  by  too  florid  speech.  Fortunate  as  this  text 
has  been  in  the  goodly  supply  of  such  material  from  which  it  has 
already  been  permittCvl  to  draw,  a  further  contribution  still  awaits 
it.  The  oft-rcfcrred-to  journal  of  Company  C,  passing  from  the 
hands  of  First  Sergeant  David  A.  ^lacCaiToU  upon  his  promo- 
tion, as  it  dill,  to  th-i^e  of  First  Sergont  W.  S.  Poulterer,  and 
continued  by  him  after  his  advancement,  up  to  and  including  the 
Centennial  year,  contains  tlie  following  readable,  thorough,  and 
first-iinprcssion  story  of  the  regiment's  participation  in  the 
Bunker  Hill  centenary: 

"We  came!  We  saw!  Wo  conquered!  "  wore  the  words  of  the  great- 
est general  of  ancient  times,  and  well  may  tliov  lie  applied  to  one  who, 
although  not  a  u''ner:il,   is — Colonel   It.   Dale   Bon-nn.     Kmbarkina;  via   Penn- 
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sylvani.i  Kaihoad  at  1  P.  M.  we  reached  New  York  about  1:30  ^.  si.,  where 
ue  boarded  ll>e  Xarragatiaclt,  one  of  the  fauious  fc^tonington  line  of  steamers 
on  Lon-  Inland  Sound.  If  we  had  i.toviou-<iy  r04Ue,tLTl  the  -  CKtU  of  tlie 
Weather  ''  to  have  a  plea.sant  night  reserved  for  us  for  the  trip  "  down  the 
."^oiind,"'  we  could  not  have  had  ono  more  pleasant  and  suitable — a  perfectly 
cloudless  night,  with  a  bright  full  moon.  Glorious!!  A  guard  was  estab- 
lished on  the  boat  under  coniniaml  of  Lieutenant  Poulterer.  Arrived  at  Ston- 
inu'ton  about  1:30  a.m.,  whore  we  took  the  cars  for  Boston  via  Providence, 
reax;hing  Boston  at  6  a.  m.  and  marched  direct  to  "  Continental  Hall,"  it 
being  the  quarters  of  the  regiment  during  its  stay.  At  7:30  A.  M.  breakfast 
was  served,  the  service  of  a  caterer  having  been  secured  to  "  feed  "  us  while 
there.  As  orders  had  been  published  that  the  column  of  troops  would  form 
at  9  A.  ii.,  we  were  again  in  line  and  on  parade  at  that  time,  but  as  the 
Massachusetts  State  Troops  were  to  be  inspected  that  day,  we  were  held 
in  line  until  11:30  A.  ii.,  wlien  the  column  moved — and  what  a  column  it  was! 
There  were  troops  from  all  over  the  country — North,  South,  East,  and  West, 
all  represented.  Our  position  in  line  was  that  immediately  in  rear  of  the 
Seventh  Now  York,  and  many  and  hearty  were  the  compliments  paid  us  all 
along  the  route,  such  as  "they  must  be  regulars,"  "the  best  yet,"  and  "that 
beats  the  Seventh,"  etc.,  etc.  Tlie  city  was  magnificently  draped  with  bunt- 
ing and  flags.  The  command  paraded  as  ten  (10)  companies,  the  tenth  com- 
pany being  composed  of  details  from  C  and  E  and  officered  by  Lieutenants 
Crane  (E)  and  Poulterer  (C).  After  parading  all  over  Boston,  we  marched 
ever  into  "  Charlestowu,"  and  then  up  ■'  Bunker  Hill,"  where  tlie  columns 
of  parade  were  dismissed.  A  short  rest  was  here  made,  when  the  line  of 
march  was  again  taken  up,  for  quarters,  being  escorted  there  by  the  "  First 
Massachusetts,"  reaching  Continental  Hall  about  6:30  P.  M.  pretty  well 
tired.  However,  supper,  or  rather  dinner,  refreshed  us  soniewh.it  and  the 
members  scattered  around  town  to  see  the  si^'hts;  but  as  a  general  thing  we 
were  all  glad  to  "  turn  in  "  at  an  early  hour. 

The  morning  of  the  eighteenth  opened  rainy,  which  continued  most  all 
day  and  made  sight-seeing  rather  unpleasant.  At  5  o'clock  P.  M.  we  again 
formed  line;  this  time,  under  escort  of  First  ^Massachusetts  National  Guard, 
we  marched  to  the  depot,  homeward  bound.  We  arrived  at  Stonington  about 
midnight,  where  we  again  boarded  the  tt arragansett ,  but  the  ride  on  the 
Sound  was  not  so  pleasant  as  on  the  niglit  of  the  sixteenth.  The  weather 
w-as  foggy  and  the  water  rough,  and  before  morning  many  of  the  men  had 
been  "  feeding  the  fishes."  Arrived  in  New  Y'ork  about  8  A.  jr.  IMarched 
direct  to  the  ferry  and  proceeded  to  Jersey  City,  where  we  breakfasted  at 
Taylor's  Hotel,  entered  the  cars  of  Pennsylvania  Railroad  about  11  A.  M., 
nrrivir.L-  nt  We-t  Philadrlrhii  depot  about  1  P.  jr.  Marchinc^  down  Cliestnut 
to  Third  and  tendering  a  "marching  salute"  to  the  "Commercial  Exchange." 
who  were  instrumental  in  raising  the  funds  to  defray  the  expense  of  "the 
trip.  Reaching  the  armory  about  4  o'clock  P.  ii.  well  satisfied  that  we  had 
represented  Philadelphia,  and  at  least  maintained  our  previous  reputation 
and  gained  new  laurels.  Thus  ended  the  great  trip  to  "Bunker  Hill."  the 
beginning  of  "  Centennials,"  for  they  followed  thick  and  fast  afterward. 
Tliere  we  met,  beside  the  Seventh  New  Y'ork,  the  renowned  Fifth  Maryland. 
"  Norfolk  Artillery,"  the  "  Charleston  Light  Infantry."'  "  Old  Guard  of  New 
York,"  and  the  "First  Light  Infantry"  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  all  of  which 
are   crack   organizations   of   tlicir    respective   cities.

iPS  HISTORY  OF  TllK  FIJIST  RKGIMKXT.  X.  G.  P.  1S75 

The  regimental  badge  as  now  worn,  upon  its  presentation,  as 
manufactured  bv  the  firm  of  liobbins,  Clark  &  Biddle,  through 
tlie  report  of  a  committee  to  whom  the  matter  had  been  referred, 
was  formally  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers 
November  11,  1875.  The  motto,  yet  to  be  determined,  v;as  left 
with  another  committee — Colonel  Benson,  Captain  Allen,  and 
Lieutenant  Poulterer — who  were  instructed  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board.  At  that  meeting,  December  9,  1S75,  the 
reports  of  committec-s  not  having  been  yet  reached  in  the  regular 
order  of  business,  or  by  agreement  and  understanding  with  the 
committee,  on  motion  of  ]\[ajor  Ide,  by  a  vote  of  12  ayes  to  3  noes, 
'■  the  word  "  Paratus,'  signifying  '  ready,'  was  adopted  as  the 
motto  of  tlie  regiment."  A  circular  from  regimental  headquar- 
ters of  December  13,  1S75,  announced  its  adoption,  prescribed  the 
cost,  how  and  where  it  was  to  be  purchased,  fixed  a  six-months' 
requirement  of  "  creditable  service  "  before  the  soldier  should  be 
entitled  to  wear  it,  and  announced  also  its  adoption  by  the  Veteran 
Corps  with  the  addition  of  the  letter  "  V  "'  across  its  face.  Xow 
in  its  thirty-sixth  year  chaste,  ornate,  si;ggestive,  comprehensive, 
recognized  as  a  treasure,  reverenced  as  is  the  standard,  there  is  no 
likelihood  that  its  design  vnU  ever  be  disturbed. 

A  number  of  interesting  incidents  followed  before  the  Centen- 
nial events  overshadowed  all  else.  A  disappointing  Fourth  of 
July  parade  and  review  on  ^Nfonday,  the  5th,  at  Belmont,  Faii'- 
mount  Park,  ^vith  ranks  thinned  by  the  heat  (thermometer  said  to 
be  about  112^).  pr-mised  to  be  over  by  nine  o"cl'M-k,  l.nit  jin.- 
longed  until  noon,  was  one.  Another  was  a  full-dress  uniform 
parade  for  inspection  by  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State  on  Oc- 
tober IS.  And  still  another,  for  review  by  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  on  Xovember  25 — a  day  regularly  observed,  principally 
in  IN'ew  York,  as  the  anniversary  of  the  evacuation  of  that  city 
by  the  British  tri>?ps  after  their  several  years  of  iX'cupancy  during 
the  Eevolutionary  War.  Here  on  this  occasion  it  fell  upon  a 
Thanksgiving  Day,  and  though  neither  event  may  have  had  aught 
to  do  with  the  selection  of  the  day  for  the  review,  it  so  happened 
to  be  well  adapted  for  the  display,  and  as  it  was  a  holiday.  rt> 
sulted  in  a  parade  of  imusual  strength.

Fir^T  RfXiME-ST. — Colonel  II.  Dale  Benson.  This  command  pnradod  as 
ten  companif-3,  in  full  \\-inter  uniform,  accompanied  by  the  reg-imental  band 
and  drum  corps  of  70  pieces.  The  regiment  had  iu  line  a  total  of  about 
4J0,  and  the  marching,  etc.,  of  the  command  was  most  flattering.  As  this 
splendidly  equipped  and  disciplined  organization  swept  by  the  reviewing  offi- 
C'-T,  its  personnel  never  appeared  to  b<.'tter  advantage.  The  overcoats  and 
knapsacks  gave  the  several  companies  a  solid  and  decidedly  martial  appear- 
ance.

The  marching  of  the  First  Regiment  on  Broad  Street  was  perfect. 

And  again  on  a  hurried  call  two  days  afterward,  Saturday, 
Xovember  27,  the  regiment,  with  the  entire  First  Division  of  the 
Xational  Guard,  detachments  from  the  regular  army  and  marine 
corps,  and  the  Fifth  Maryland  regiment,  participated  in  the 
obsequies,  making  up  the  funeral  escort,  as  the  remains  of  the 
Hon.  Henry  W.  ^Yil5on,  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
passed  through  the  city  on  their  way  to  the  place  of  interment  in 
Massachusetts.  And  as  a  conclusion  of  these  pre-Centennial  inci- 
dents there  was  the  participation  in  the  ceremonies  attending  the 
second  inaugiiral  of  Governor  John  F.  Hartranft,  at  Harrishurg, 
January  17,  1S76,  with  its  usual  attendant  of  inclement  weather. 
Nevertheless  it  seems  that  it  did  not  sup]"iress  the  prevalent  .-pirit 
of  temperaments  apparently  >uited  to  all  conditions.  A  note  of 
the  conclusion  of  the  journey  reads  thus : 
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At  four  o'clock  the  n-sombly  beat  and  the  column  moved  dcpotwards, 
and  homo  once  agiiin  our  aim.  Here,  lio\vf>vtr.  a  delay  occurred,  and  the  start 
■was  not  made  until  six  o'clock.  As  the  men  were  pretty  well  tired,  the  ride 
home  was  a  comparatively  quiet  one  until  about  midnight,  when,  the  rest- 
less spirits  being  a  little  refreshed,  all  weie  compelled  to  "  wake  up "  or 
suffer  the  penalty  of  "burnt  cork." 

On  this  occasion  Company  Iv,  org:;nize(l  in  De^-ember  of 
1S75,  witli  Cai'tain  (.'.  I.  W'ickersliani  in  connuand,  made  its  first 
appearance  -with  the  regiment  and  was  accorded  the  honor  of  an 
escort  to  its  position  in  line,  with  Companies  B  and  E  specially 
designated  for  the  duty. 

Early  in  the  year  (1S75),  confronted  by  the  problem  as  to 
how  to  best  finance  the  schemes  conjectured  for  tlie  proper  cele- 
bration of  the  nation's  approaching  centenary,  in  which  the  mili- 
tary must  necessarily  prominently  figure,  the  Board  of  Officers 
appointed  a  committee,  with  a  view  to  its  solution.  The  com- 
mittee reported,  re<jommending  meanwhile  retrenchment  and 
economy  in  expenditures,  the  avoidance  of  all  entertainments, 
excursions,  displays,  necessarily  attended  with  expense,  that  might 
be  reasonably  dispensed  with,  and  the  creation  in  each  company 
of  a  fund,  to  be  kno^vTi  as  a  "  Company  Centennial  Fund,"  in 
amounts  proportioned  $1,000  to  each  company,  making  an  aggre- 
gate of  $10,000,  that  amoimt  being  estimated  as  a  minimum  of 
the  necessarily  attendant  Centennial  expenses.  The  fund  to  be 
kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  general  current  expense  account, 
its  principal  to  be  applied  to  Centennial  expenditures  only. 

This  was  followed  by  a  circular  from  Colonel  Benson,  ad- 
dressed to  the  officers  and  men,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  corps,  as  one  of  the  representative  organizations  of  the  Xa- 
tional  Guard  of  the  State  and  of  American  soldiery,  would  be 
placed  in  review  before  military  critics  of  this  and  other  nations. 
In  its  duty  to  maintain,  and  to  excel,  if  possible,  its  recognized 
reputation,  he  urged  constant  attention  to  weekly  drills,  watch- 
fulness as  to  the  cleanliness  and  completeness  of  anus,  tmifonn 
and  equipment,  and  a  clieerful  submission  to  that  military  disci- 
pline so  essential  to  assure  that  measure  of  excellence  every  sol- 
dier should  seek  to  attain.  There  was  a  manitV-^r  need  for  an 
increase  in  the  streii:;-th  of  the  rank  and  file.  Tie  uri;v.!  if^  recruit- 
ment, to  the  extent  at  least  of  twenty-five  nev.-  nir-mlicrs  to  each 
company,  with  the  caution  that  the  recruit  should  be  from  a  class 
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that  would  not  impair  the  staiidarJ  for  efficiency  or  disturb  the 
character  of  the  per.-onnel  which  had  heretofore  Ix^^-n  so  successfully 
maintained.  lie  specially  designated  the  particular  events  in 
viev.-  in  the  coming  celebration  likely  to  call  for  a  larger  surren- 
der of  the  time  of  the  soldier  than  had  prerimi^ly  been  demanded, 
ai;d  plainly  demonstrated  tbat,  as  they  were  all  more  or  less  of 
a  holiday  character  to  be  observed  by  the  whole  people,  the  sol- 
dier would  not  be  called  upon  to  surrender  any  more  of  his  time 
than  would  anv  public-spirited  private  citizen  be  expected  to  give 
of  his. 

There  were  numerous  changes,  notably  in  the  command  of 
the  division  and  brigades.  Maj.-Gen.  Charles  M.  Prevost  re- 
signed April  19,  1ST5,  and  !Maj.-Gen.  John  P.  Bantson  was,  on 
Augiist  30,  1675,  appointed  to  succeed  him,  Brig.-Gen.  Louis 
Wagner,  as  the  ranking  brigadier,  having  held  command  in  the 
interval  until  his  resignation.  August  2.5.  1875.  General  Bank- 
son  died  December  27,  1876,  and  Maj.-Gen.  Eobert  il.  Brinton, 
promoted  from  his  brigadier-gcneraloy,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
him.  General  Brinton  retained  conimand  until  May  2i,  1S7S, 
when  he  resigned. 

Brig.-Gen.  Henry  P.  Muirheid  was  appointed  to  tlie  First  Bri- 
gade, to  which  the  First  Eegiment  was  attached,  Xovember  5, 
1S75.  He  died  April  2S,  1876,  and  was  succeeded,  imtil  his  pro 
motion,  by  Brig.-Gen.  Eobert  ^[.  Bi-inton.  The  appointment  of 
Brig.-Gen.  E.  Wallace  Alattliews  fi-llowed,  June  1,  1S77.  of  spe- 
cial interest  to  the  First  Eegiment,  as  he  named  for  his  major 
and  assistant  adjutant-general  William  W.  Allen,  so  long  faith- 
ful, efficient,  energetic,  from  the  very  beginning  in  the  ranks, 
April  19,  1561,  to  the  end  in  the  captaincy  of  its  ever-continuous, 
well-appointed,  and  highly  reputed  Company  C,  until  ho  resigned, 
Xovcmber  IS,  1S76,  making  tifteen  years  and  six  months,  with 
interniptions,  scarce  apprecialile,  -of  service  in  the  line.  ^Mnjor 
Allen  retained  his  staif  position  xmtil  he  resigned  with  his  chief, 
December  20,  1S77. 

The  following  entiw,  made  coincident  with  the  resignation  of 
Captain  Allen,  is  taken  from  the  journal  of  Company  C : 

C.^ptain  William  \V.  .A.llen  haviiiu:  teiulored  liis  reji-nntion  on  November 
ISlh,    1S7G,   the   folln^ving   is   a   copy   of   the   approval    as    forwarded   by   the 
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Colonel  Coinmauiling  to  "  Ili-adiiuarter.-i  of  the  National  Guaid"  and  which 
fully  expressed  the  .cntimoiits  entertained  hy  the  members  of  the  ("C") 
Coiiiiviiiy. 

Kespectfully   forwarded.

Captain  Allen's  faithful  and  honorable  record  as  a  soldier,  his  dignified 
bearinf;,  wisdom  in  council,  high  standing  as  a  citizen,  tend  to  make  his  loss 
felt   in   this   Regiment. 

The  National  Guard  service  can  ill  afford  to  lose  ofl'icprs  who  bring 
honor  to  the  Commomvealth  through  the  comniiisions  she  confers.

Tlie  Company  naturally  feels  the  loss  of  an  officer  and  a  gentleman  of 
the  cliaracter  and  standing  of  Captain  Allen,  together  with  his  long  associa- 
tion and  strong  friendship  among  its  members.  His  loss,  however,  is  only- 
reparable,  because  the  next  in  command,  l.-t  Lieut.  D.  A.  !MacCarroll,  is  thor- 
oughly capable  to  assume  the  responsibility,  and  who  has  the  entire  support 
of  the  members  of  the  Company. 

The  retirement  of  Captain  Allen  naturally  makes  "  C "  Company  the 
junior  company  of  the  Regiment,  and  under  the  circumstances  of  the  pro- 
vision of  the  "Tactics"  the  "Colors"  that  for  more  than  thirteen  (13)  years 
have  been  carried  by  "C"  (they  having  been  placed  with  us  while  in  active 
service,  in  camp  near  Hagerstown,  .June  20,  1SG3)  revert  to  "L;  "  Company, 
Captain  T.  J.  Dunn  commanding. 

The  brif^ade  coinmnnders  of  the  Second  Brigade  were  Brig.- 
Gen.  Eitssell  Thayer,  Xovember  8,  1S75,  to  May  27,  1S77;  and 
Brip-.-Gen.  Edw.  I).  C.  Loud,  June  15,  1S77,  to  May  24.  1S7S. 

An  interesting  incident  is  associated  with  the  appointment  of 
General  Thayer.  Governor  Hartranft,  during  liis  first  term  as 
governor,  visited  the  West  Point  Academy  as  a  guest  of  Gen. 
Emory  Upton,  then  Coimnandant  of  Cadets.  Thayer  ^vas  at  tlie 
time  a  fir.-;t  classman  and  a  cadet  captain.  Hartranft  happened 
to  have  him  in  view  on  one  occasion  as  he  marched  the  battalion 
from  tlie  para(ir-gri>uud  t<:>  the  mess-hall,  lie  i;avt-  his  eiimmamls 
■with  such  a  vim,  zest  and  action  that  the  Governor  was  prompted 
to  inquire  who  he  was  and  whence  he  came.  Wien  told  he  was 
Cadet  Captain  iLiissell  Thayer,  of  Philadelphia,  a  son  of  the 
eminent  jurist,  the  Hon.  ]\r.  Pusscll  Thayer,  he  ventured  the  pre- 
diction that  if,  after  his  crraduation,  Thaver  should  be  of  a  notion 
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to  resiini  from  the  anny  and  locate  iu  his  native  city,  he  would 
bo  umde  a  brigadier-general  of  the  National  Guard  if  he  was 
still  in  ofHce  as  Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  Within  a  couple  of 
years  Thayer  resigned,  returned  to  Philadelphia,  and  Hartranft 
was  enabled  to  fultil  his  own  prediction,  which  lie  did. 

T/iere  were  many  changes  in  the  staff  and  line  in  the  regi- 
ment. Stephen  K.  I^liilbin  resigned  as  tirst  lieutenant  and  quarter- 
master, and  on  August  14,  jSTo,  Albert  Haverstick  was  appointed 
to  succeed  him.  L.  K.  Tappey,  Jr.,  was  appointed  quartermaster 
vice  Haverstick,  promuted.  Caspar  II.  Duhiing  resigned  as  com- 
missary July  19,  1ST6,  and  on  August  1,  1S76,  Henry  L.  Elder 
was  named  as  his  successor.  Captain  Thos.  E.  Ilutnngton  was  made 
captain  of  Company  F,  May  31,  1875.  Captain  Theo.  E.  Wie- 
dersheini  was  elected  captain  of  Company  I),  February  7,  1876, 
to  succeed  Captain  William  J.  Barr,  who  had  resigned  August  28, 
1875.  Captain  Isidor  Cromlein  was  elected  captain  of  Com- 
pany K  on  ;May  ■2-2.  ls7(!,  vice  Captain  C.  I.  Wickersham.  re- 
signed, March.  13,  1870.  Captain  David  A.  MacCan-oll  was 
elected  captain  of  Company  C,  December  30,  1S76,  vice  Captain 
William  W.  Allen,  resigned. 

The  heavy  pressure  on  time  and  means  incident  to  the  many 
demands  of  the  Centennial  was  to  be  no  deterrent  to  a  proper 
recngnitinn  of  the  rrgiment"?  tifteentli  anniversary,  as  was  ijemoii- 
strated  by  the  publication  of  a  general  order  from  regimental 
headquarters  announcing  a  full-dress  parade  and  review  by 
!Maj.-Gen.  John  P.  Bankson,  the  division  commander,  and  tlie 
Hfln.  Willam  S.  Stokley,  "Mayor  of  the  city,  at  fi.-ur  o'clock,  in  the 
aftenmon  07i  Wednesday,  the  19th  of  April,  1S7G,  as  commemora- 
tive of  the  occasion. 

The  first  duty  allotted  the  regiment  was  a  preliminary,  inci- 
dent to  the  opening  ceremonii-s  of  the  t-xhibitiuu,  when  ]\Lajor  Idc 
with  a  battalion  was  assigned  as  an  escort  to  conduct  tlie  Governor 
of  ^lassachusetts,  his  stalf,  and  escort,  the  Independent  Corps  of 
Cadets,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Edmonds  commanding,  on  their  ar- 
rival in  the  city  at  noon  on  the  9th  of  May,  to  their  quarters  at 
the  Continental  Hotel.  The  duty  satisfactorily  performed,  tlie 
details  were  dismissed,  to  report  to  their  several  companies  for  the 
more  onerous  requirements  of  the  following  day. 

The    centennial    anniversary    of    Aniencan    independence,    a 
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national  event  akin  in  imj^ortance  as  a  commemoi-iition  as  the  event 
itself  was  as  a  ci'eation,  was  at  tlu  same  time  au  experience,  a  dis- 
appointment, a  success.  As  an  experience,  the  initiative  of  its 
own  projectors.  A  diBappointment,  not  alone  in  the  financial 
failure  it  proved  itself  to  be,  but  as  well  in  the  losses  that  fol- 
lowed the  many  individual  ventures  which  its  presence  prompted. 
A  furtiier  disappointment,  too,  when  later  on  its  experience  proved 
but  a  profitless  referendum  to  other  enterprises  of  a  like  charac- 
ter, which,  otherwise  of  advantage,  mostly  closed  with  a  money 
deficit.  A  success,  which  all  creators,  exhibitors,  participants, 
the  nation  at  large,  might  view  with  eminent  satisfaction,  as  the 
first  significant  opportimity  to  exploit  the  wonderful  development, 
the  character,  the  strength,  the  manhood,  of  the  great  American 
race. 

Its  opening  ceremonies  brought  together  a  vast  gathering — 
distinctive,  representative,  observant,  an  emperor,  princess,  poten- 
tates, rulers,  dijilomats,  ministers,  statesmen,  scholars,  men  of 
science,  business,  the  professions,  commerce,  finance,  from  all 
quarters,  all  zones,  across  continent  and  over  sea.  The  day, 
though  m'arred  by  a  sultry,  oppressive  humidity  and  burdensome 
heat,  was  a  gi-eat  success,  gxeater  than  attended  the  exhibition 
for  many  weeks  afterward,  seriously  impaired  as  the  attendance 
was  by  the  unbroken  continuance  of  a  lengthy  season  of  unusually 
high  temperature.  Indeed,  it  was  not  until  the  early  days  of 
the  fall  the  greater  and  always  increasing  crowds  removed  all 
anxiety  and  restored  to  a  substantial  daily  average  the  roll  of 
visitors,  before  so  seriously  depleted. 

The  military  demonstration  was  in  chari;;e  of  Maj.-Gen.  John 
P.  Eankson,  commanding  tlie  First  Division  of  the  Xational 
Guard.  The  regiment,  after  its  formation  at  Broad  and  Cherry 
Streets  at  an  early  morning  hour,  promptly  joining  the  division, 
the  column  from  Broad  Street  moved  out  Walnut,  where  at 
Twenty-second,  the  residence  of  3Ir.  George  W.  Childs,  it  was 
reviewed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
and  thence  continued  the  march  via  Twenty-second,  Market  Street, 
Lancaster  and  Elm  Avenues,  to  the  site  selected  for  the  ceremonies 
on  tlie  grounds  of  tlic  Exposition.  There  at  noon  diplomats,  mili- 
tary and  other  diLinitaries  of  hi;  h  rank,  rulers,  and  statesmen, 
notably  the  Emperor  and  Empress  of  Brazil,  pa-sod  thmngli   the 
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I -AG  lines  of  troops  drawn  up  to  receive  theiu,  to  their  places  ou 
iho  jilatforni.  The  exercises  were  not  concluded  until  toward 
live  o'clock,  when  the  wearied  soldiers  were  dismissed  and  the 
commands  separately  sought  the  readiest  route  to  their  quarters. 
The  demonstration  in  all  its  features,  civic  as  well  as  military, 
\\as  a  pronounced  success;  the  masses  in  attendance,  restive  even  to 
outbreak  at  times,  under  tlie  pressure  of  the  crush,  nevertheless 
repeatedly  testint-d  their  appreciation  by  demonstrative  applause. 
The  regiment,  in  strength,  personnel,  deportment,  and  discipline, 
met  every  demand  of  so  significant  an  occasion. 

The  follo\ving  notice  is  from  the  Sunday  Rcpiihlic  of  Mav  li, 
1ST6: 

FmsT  Regimf-.vt. — This  organization,  under  command  of  Col.  R.  Dale 
Benson,  made  a  remarkably  fine  display  on  Wednesday.  Their  marching  and 
battalion  movements  were  up  to  the  usual  high  standing,  while  their  turn- 
out was  numerically  stronger  than  that  of  any  other  organization  hi  line.

The  military  event  of  national  moment  vras  the  parade  of  the 
Centennial  Fourth  of  July.  Long  in  preparation,  its  details  had 
been  well  thought  out  and  their  execution  thoroughly  provided 
for.  The  event  as  it  happened  was  convincing  testimony  of  a  pur- 
pose well  matured.  The  intolerable  heat,  that  had  so  zealously 
maintained  its  nseendency  since  the  opening  ceremonies,  was  the 
only  bar  to  the  otherwise  almost  perfect  day.  Troops  were  in  at- 
ti^ndnnce  from  niany  Statr?  from  Xew  England  to  T(-xa=.  So 
decidedly  was  tlie  event  thought  to  be  of  imperishable  historic 
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value  and  its  participants  entitled  to  a  record  ivell  worth  preserv- 
ing that  the  general  order  from  regimental  headquarters  announc- 
ing it  provided  among  other  things  that :  ''  As  this  parade  and 
review  -will  be  one  of  great  import  in  the  history  of  this  Corps, 
and  in  order  that  the  record  of  the  same  may  be  accurately  pre- 
served among  the  archives  of  the  organization,  commandants  of 
companies  and  the  bandmaster  are  hereby  ordered  to  forward  to 
these  headquarters  on  or  before  July  10,  1S76,  muster  rolls  in 
duplicate  of  the  active  and  honorary  members  of  their  commands 
that  participated  in  the  review.  Blanks  especially  prepared  for 
the  purpose,  with  the  necessary  instructions  printed  on  tliem,  will 
be  issued  from  these  headquarters.  These  rolls  must  be  prepared 
with  accuracy  and  neatness;  one  copy  after  examination  will  be 
returned  to  tJie  company  commanders  for  presentation  among 
the  company  reti-ords,  and  one  copy,  with  the  roll  of  the  field  and 
staff  and  that  of  the  '  Veteran  Corps,'  will  be  carefully  preserved 
in  the  adjutant's  office  as  part  of  the  history  of  the  regiment." 

There  were  a  number  of  preliminaries  yet  to  be  disposed  of 
before  even.ihing  was  in  readiness  for  the  all-important  day. 
The  annual  inspection  and  muster  by  the  adjutant-general  of  the 
State  had  been  in  progress  throughout  the  division  during  the 
week,  and  Friday  afternoon,  the  23d  of  June,  was  set  apart  for 
the  First  Eegiment.  A  newspaper  item  states:  "  The  condition 
of  the  arms,  etc.,  of  every  company  in  line  was  faultless.  Cap- 
tains ]!iruldoon,  Wiedersheim  and  Dunn  carried  off  the  palm  in 
point  of  numbers  and  perfection  of  drill,  and  the  few  movements 
incident  to  the  dress  parade  which  followed  the  inspection  were 
exceedingly  well  executed  and  universally  applauded  by  the 
large  crowd  of  visitors  in  front  of  the  Union  League."  This  pub- 
lic estimate  of  worthiness  was  fully  confinned  by  the  highly  credit- 
able official  announcement  made  of  tlie  inspection  as  it  appeared 
in  the  annual  rejwrt  of  the  adjutant-goheral  for  the  year  1S76 
as  follows :  '"'Always  recorded  as  Pennsylvania's  best,  and  as  such 
its  unequalled  standard  being  still  maintained,  furtlier  comment 
seems  tmnecessary,  save  to  refer  to  it  as  an  example,  which  right 
in  their  own  midst  it  would  scn-e  her  Philadeliihia  associates  well 
to  emulate.  The  attendance,  though  fair,  sliould  be  improved. 
In  an  aggregate  of  565,  the  average  absent  was  12,  or  2I14  per 
cent." 
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Oilier  duties  prelimiiiary,  inciJeiital,  aud  subicqueiit  to  the 
jirincij-al  event  -were  assi^-ued  the  regiment.  A  battalion  of  150 
men,  under  command  of  Lieut.-Col.  J.  Eos3  Clark,  ^vas  detailed 
to  escort  a  battalion  of  the  T\venty-?econd  Eegiment,  Xational 
Guard  of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.- 
Col.  John  r.  Camp,  ]\londay,  July  3,  from  the  point  of  arrival 
to  the  quarters  set  apart  for  them  during  their  stay  over  the 
parade.  A  battalion  of  the  First  Virginia  Regiment  of  Voluu- 
teers,  Major  Albert  Ordway  commanding,  were  escorted  by  a  bat- 
talion of  the  regiment  under  command  of  Captain  A.  II.  Walters 
from  the  regimental  armoiy  to  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington,  and 
Baltimore  depot  on  the  Sdi  of  July,  the  day  of  their  departure 
after  their  participation  in  the  cei-emonies  of  the  Fourth.  The 
Albany  Zouave  Cadets,  Company  A,  Tenth  Regiment,  JTational 
Guard,  State  of  Xew  York,  Captain  John  H.  Reynolds,  were  in 
special  charge  of  Company  D.  Together  they  attended  divine 
service  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  on  Sunday,  July  2. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Thomas  A. 
Jaggars,  a  former  chaplain  of  the  regiment,  then  the  Episcopal 
Bishop  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  An  excursion  on  the  Delaware  and 
a  promenade  concert  at  Harrison  Fark  followed  on  ilonday,  the 
Cadet  Corps  participating  in  the  jiarade  of  Tuesday,  the  Fourth. 
Fitting  acknowledgments  of  these  courtesies  were  made  by  these 
organizations  after  tliey  had  returned  to  their  homes,  and  the 
newspapers  of  their  localities  were  profuse  in  recogiiition  of  the 
many  attentions  of  w-hich  they  had  been  the  recipients.  Phila- 
delphia, through  her  military  at  least,  had  presen-ed  and  enlarged 
her  hitherto  well-earned  reputation  for  hospitality. 

The  Twenty-second  Regiment,  Xational  Guard,  State  of  Xew 
York,  made  special  acknowledgments  of  the  courtesies  shown  and 
e?C(.irt  furnished  by  the  First  Regiment,  and  said  among  other 
things,  in  relating  tlreir  experiences  for  tlie  Xew  York  newspapers, 
as  follows :  '•  On  the  arrival  of  the  battalion  at  the  foot  of  3Iarket 
Street  in  Philadelphia  it  was  received  with  military  honors  by  the 
First  Pennsylvania  Xational  Guard,  and  by  that  regiment  escorted 
to  its  armory,  where  a  verv  acceptable  collation  was  spread.  The 
hospitality  was  as  ttnlM^unded  as  tlio  supplies  wove  in  profusion, 
and  tlie  '  two-two's  '  left  the  armory  of  the  First  with  a  high  opin- 
ion of  all  three." 
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xViid  the  New  York  Seventli,  in  its  General  Order  Xo.  IG, 
Par.  IV,  a  copy  of  which  was  furnished  Colonel  Benson,  expressed 
its  appreciation  and  acknowledgment  of  its  Philadelphia  recep- 
tion by  the  First  Pegiment  as  follows :  "  IV. — The  commandant 
desires  to  express  to  the  members  of  this  Regiment  his  high  ap- 
preciation of  their  soldierly  and  gentlemanly  deportment  during 
the  recent  encampment  at  Philadelphia."  .  .  .  "This  Pegiment 
and  its  officers  are  indebted  and  gjateful  acknowledgment  is  hereby 
made."  ..."  To  Colonel  Benson,  First  Regiment,  iSTational 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  for  tlie  tender  of  his  fine  command  as  an 
escort  to  this  Regiment  to  the  Union  League  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  courtesies  of  the  League  House."  ^ 

Also  concerning  the  Seventh  Xew  York,  the  following  circular 
was  published  from  Xational  Guard  Headquarters:

The  sad  and  sudden  death  of  General  iXarshall  Lefferts  commanding 
Veteran  National  Guard  of  7th  New  York  Regiment  en  route  to  join  in  the 
Grand  Centennial  Military  Pageant  casts  an  unfortunate  gloom  over  the 
New  York  troops  who  are  to-day  the  representatives  of  their  Commonwealth 
in  the  nation's  celebration  of  our  liberty's  birthday. 

In  view  of  th?  long  services  and  distinguished  record  of  this  gallant 
officer  it  is  but  a  fitting  recognition  of  his  soldier  comrades  tliat  their  appre- 
ciation thereof  be  thus  announced  in  this  publication. 

The  Commander-in-CIiief  directs  that  the  circular  be  read  to-day  to  all 
regiments,  battalions,  and  independent  companies  joining  in  the  procession.

The  Albany  press  devoted  columns  to  a  detailed  storv'  of  the 
participation  of  that  city's  highly  respected  military  organization, 
••'  Tlie  favorites  of  Albany,"  the  Zouave  Cadets,  in  the  Inde 
pendence  centenary.  Their  homecoming  was  referred  to  in  The 
Argus  as  their  return  "  from  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love,  where 
your  [their]  presence  graced  the  only  national  celebration  of  the 
centenary  of  American  independence."  And  its  account  con- 
cluded with  this  commendatory  acknowledgment  of  appreciation 
and  remembrance:  "We  cannot  conclude  without  stating  that  the

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lueinbers  of  this  cominaud  are  iiiianimous  in  their  expressions  of 
pr;;ise  for  the  hospitable  inanncr  in  which  thev  were  entertained 
by  Company  D,  first  Regiment,  National  Guard  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  to  Philadelphians  generally  they  feel  under  great  obli- 
pition."  And  tlie  Albany  Press  in  a  similar  vein  concluded  what 
it  had  to  say  of  the  '•'  Cadets  CampaigTi  of  Pleasure,"  as  its  head- 
lines styled  it:  ''  It  will  be  seen  [it  said]  that  they  were  constantly 
occupied,  and  they  feel  that  they  ciumot  extol  too  highly  the  hos- 
pitable kindness,  the  counesy,  and  the  untiring  attentions  ex- 
tended to  them  by  Captain  Wiedersheim,  the  otticers  and  mem- 
bers of  Company  D."  .  .  .  '"  Philadelphia  bricks  are  not  hotter 
under  a  warm  sun  than  are  Philadelphia  hearts." 

The  "  First  Virginia  Regiment  of  Voluu.teers,"  in  a  neatly 
engrossed  and  hamlsomely  framed  set  of  resolutions  dated  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  July  1!»,  1S7<),  among  other  laudatory  expressions 
of  appreciation,  '"  Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  Companies 
A,  B,  and  C,  of  the  First  Virginia  Regiment  of  Volunteers,  do 
hereliy  express  to  you,  our  fellow-soldiers  of  the  First  Pennsyl- 
vania, our  sincere  appreciation  of  that  unparalleled  courtesy,  wai-m 
hospitality,  and,  far  more  enduring  still  to  our  memory,  that  true 
brotherly  affection  with  which  you  honored  us  during  our  short 
but  delightful  S'ljourn  among  you.'"  And  the  resolutions  con- 
clude: '■  Strangers  we  came  among  you,  but  strangers  we  did  not 
depaj't;  as  cheerfully  as  we  surrendered  to  you  on  the  night  of  our 
departure,  alike  as  cheerfully  woidd  we  have  remained  forever 
captives  in  such  welcome  bonds."  The  guests  had  been  enter- 
tained at  the  regimental  armory  by  a  banquet  of  fairly  pretentious 
proportions,  accompanied  by  that  ever-important  presence,  speech, 
song,  and  story,  so  universally  in  attendance  on  all  such  occasions. 
The  resolutions,  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  reduced  in 
size,  were  ])h'"itopTaphed  on  ciirdbnards  and  cpifs  suj'pliod  the 
several  companies  of  the  regiment. 

The  ^[ilitary  Academy  at  West  Point  had  an  imbending  rule, 
rarely  relaxed:  \Vlicn  a  cadet  entered  the  Academy,  he  was  there 
to  stay,  save  for  his  two  months'  mid-tenn  furhnigh.  Ulysses  S. 
Grant  was  the  tirst  West  Point  graduate  who  had  ever  attained 
the  honors  of  the  White  House.  The  corps  was  in  attendance  at 
Wa~hing1on  on  the  occasion  of  his  second  inauaumtion  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  United   States,  on  March  4,   1ST3.     Popular  senti- 
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niCDt,  tbe  nation's  prule  in  its  two  academies,  military  and  naval, 
Las  induced  the  authorities  to  be  less  exacting  in  a  steadfast  en- 
forcement of  their  hitherto  inllexible  rule.  A  conspicuous  in- 
stance of  this  yielding  was  when,  in  response  to  the  patriotic  sen- 
timent everj^vhere  awakened  by  the  commemorative  ceremonies 
attendant  on  the  national  centenary,  the  Cadet  Corps,  under  com- 
mand of -its  commandant,  Gen.  Thomas  H.  Xeill,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Sixth  United  States  Cavalry,  on  June  27,  1876,  trans- 
ferred its  encampment  for  a  week  from  the  grounds  of  the  military 
academy  at  West  Point  to  the  grounds  of  the  Centennial  Exhibi- 
tion at  Philadelphia.  On  the  right  of  the  infantry  column,  eight 
subdivisions  of  twelve  files  each,  with  its  celebrated  band  and  drum 
corps,  it  was  everywhere  recognized^and  appreciative  applause 
so  testified — as  a  distinctive  feature  of  the  parade  and  review  of 
the  Foiirth  of  July. 

The  troops  were  astir  as  early  as  five  o'clock.  The  regiment, 
which  had  formed  on  Broad  Street,  right  resting  north  of  Ai-ch 
facing  east,  moved  at  6.55  o'clock  to  its  place  with  the  First  Bri- 
gade, which  had  been  directed  to  form  on  Locust  Street,  right 
resting  ou  Broad  Street,  facing  north.  The  privilege  had  been 
extended  the  visiting  ti'oops,  if  they  so  desired,  to  parade  with  the 
special  home  command  that  had  tliem  in  charge.  The  head  of  the 
column,  which  had  rested  at  Broad  and  Chestnut,  delayed  some- 
what by  unavoidable  hindrances,  took  up  its  line  of  march  do^^-a 
Chestnut  to  Fourth,  to  Pine,  to  Broad.  Hoving  into  Broad,  the 
First  Division  troops  formed  on  each  side  of  the  street,  and,  Uie 
visiting  soldiers  passing  through,  the  parade  was  dismissed.  A 
grand  arch  covered  Broad  Street  from  Walnut  to  Chestnut,  and 
another,  constructed  by  John  Wanamaker  &  Co.,  covered  Chestnut 
Street  between  Jimiper  and  Tliirtcenth.  At  Independence  ILall 
the  column  was  reviewed  by  Gen.  William  T.  Slicmian,  command- 
ing the  Army  of  the  United  States.  Besides  his  staff  there  were 
with  him  Prince  Oscar  of  Xonvay  and  Sweden,  Hon.  J.  Donald 
Cameron,  Secretary  of  War,  Govenior  Conner,  of  Maine,  Gov- 
ernor Lippitt,  of  Bhode  Island,  General  Hawley.  President  of  the 
Centennial  Commission,  foreigni  legations,  and  otliers  of  promi- 
nence and  position,  military  and  civic,  of  our  own  and  distant 
lands.

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It  is  fortunate  that  an  event  of  snc-h  national  import,  after 
nil  these  years  of  rest  and  obscurity  in  tlie  neglected,  forgotten, 
and  not  readily  attainable  files  of  a  public  newsjiaper,  has  now  an 
opportunity  for  readier  reference  and  more  secure  preservation. 
Adjutant  Joseph  B.  Godwin  comes  to  the  rescue,  and  frora  his 
well-selected  clippings  in  his  all-important  scrapbook  pennits  a 
republication  of  the  story,  in  the  text  of  tliis  volume,  as  follows:

The  Pakade  axd  Review  ox  Tuesday 

The  military  demonstration  in  commemoration  of  the  one  hundredth 
nnniversary  of  American  independence  on  Tuesday  last  was  by  far  the  largest 
and  handsomest  display  of  the  mililia  forces  of  the  United  States  that  has 
ever  taken  place  in  this  country.  Although  the  number  in  line  was  not  up 
to  what  had  been  expected,  the  best  corps,  Xortli  and  South,  were  represented. 
In  the  multitude  of  corps  there  was  not  a  single  bad  company  to  destroy  the 
harmony  of  the  march.  The  day  was  favorable,  and  the  arrangements,  under 
the  direction  of  Governor  Hartranft,  Adjutant-General  Latta,  and  Jlajor- 
Geiieral  John  P.  Bankson,  were  perfect  in  every  detail.  The  latter  othcer  had 
charge  of  the  formation  of  the  line,  and  his  e.\perience  as  inspector-general  in 
the  army  durin','  the  war  came  well  into  play.  The  line  was  formed  on  Broad 
Street,  the  right  resting  on  Chestnut,   iu  the  following  order:

First  Regiiie.nt. — This  coniniand  has  pas5e<l  through  another  memorable 
era  in  its  history.  From  yesterday  a  week  ago  until  Friday  night  last  the 
Regiment  has  l>een  on  the  qui  rive,  parading,  entertaining,  etc.  The  dis- 
play of  the  First  on  the  Fourth  was  most  commendable;  in  fact,  one  of  the 
best  ever  made  by  the  command.  Company  D  has  been  especially  busy  look- 
ing after  the  A.  Z.  C,  and  it  is  uiinecessaiy  to  say  that  the  hosts  did  their 
duty  in  a  most  safisfactory  and  acceptable  manner. 

xVn  after-hajipening  of  moment,  confirmatorv,  a,s  it  is,  from 
the  highest  of  military  sources  of  favorable  comment  often  here- 
tofore made  bv  those  of  leaser  authority,  rating  the  militia  as  well 
lip  to  the  regiilar  army  standard,  must  not  be  overlooked.  Such 
favorable  comment  has  "not  infrequently  been  made  of  the  stand- 
ing of  the  First  Keg-iment.  General  Osborne,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, in  one  of  his  official  reports,  referred  to  the  regiment  as  a 
perfect  military  organization  and  added  that  there  were  "  regi- 
ments in  the  regular  service  less  efficient  and  not  so  reliable." 
This  opinion  wa.5  viewed  by  some  as  rather  overstated.  ISTow 
comes  a  confinnation,  indirc<?t,  of  course,  but  inclusive,  in  a  meas- 
ure, of  the  entire  sei-vice.  The  opinion  is  embodied  in  a  letter 
from  Gen.  Wm.  T.  Sherman  to  ]\Iaj.-Gen.  John  P.  Bankson. 
The  letter  speaks  for  itself :

1st  Div.  Pa.  Vols. 
Mlt  Dear  General:  One  of  the  morning  papers  stoies  that  at  the  time 
your  horse  fell  ye-terday  morning.  I  made  the  ungracious  remark  that  you 
were  of  the  •'Volunteers,"  not  "  licgulars."  I  cannot  imagine  how  any  per- 
son near  me  could  have  reported  such  a  thing;  for,  on  tlie  contrary,  I  said 
your  horse  fell  by  rea-son  of  the  slippery  pavement,  expressed  sympathy,  and 
openly  applauded  as  you  mounted  your  horse  and  rode  on  at  the  head  of 
your  Division.  The  street  pavement  was  so  slippery  that  three  horses  fell 
in  front  of  the  reviewin.c  stand,  and  one  of  the  oliicer-j  of  artillery  was  so  dis- 
abled that  he  could  not  mount  his  horse  again. 
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The  remark  concerning  volunteers  and  retrulars  was  in  a  totally  different 
connection.  Prince  Oscar  frequently  inquired  of  me  the  names  of  the  rej;i- 
irients  and  companies  as  they  passed  us.  I  was  unable,  always,  to  answ-er 
his  inquiry  and  explained  tliat  all  the  troops  that  were  passing  us,  the 
United  States  Corps  of  Cadets  alone  excepted,  were  volunteer-,  and  that  their 
presence  was  purely  voluntary.  Their  uniforms  were  so  various  that  I  could 
not  distinguish  them  eKC-yt  ar,  their  titles  were  enrolled  on  their  flags.  Even,- 
olticer  and  gentleman  on  the  reviewing  stand  was  outspuken  in  Ills  praise 
of  the  troops.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  in  dress  equipment,  get-up. 
and  march  they  equalled  the  corps  of  United  States  Cadets  that  we  hold  as 
models. 

I  regret  extremely  that  some  careless  correspondent  .'hould  have  u-ed  my 
name  in  this  connection,  for  I  bear  willing  witness  that  no  olTicer  was  thrown 
from  his  horse  during  the  review.  Your  horse  fell  with  you,  and  I  congratu- 
late you  that  you  escaped  without  a  broken  leg  or  crushed  foot.  With  great

It  was  a  pretty  busy  season,  these  Fourth  of  July  Centenrdal 
days,  yet  there  was  still  left  opportunity  for  anecdote  and  renii- 
nisctuce.  There  was  an  incident  told  of  the  old  war  times,  by  a 
young  fellow,  a  waiter  in  a  French  restaurant  in  Xew  York  or 
Philadelphia,  told  of  himself  and  on  himself,  and  repeated  bv 
one  who  had  it  at  first  hand.  He  had  fled  from  his  native  France 
in  the  early  summer  of  1S63  to  avoid  a  threatened  conscription — 
fled  from  a  country  at  peace  with  all  the  world  to  another,  if  in- 
deed at  peace  with  all  the  world,  most  decidedly  at  war  with 
itself.  He  landed  in  Xew  York  friendless  and  alone,  with  no 
other  speech  than  his  native  tongue,  a  callow  youth  ready  for 
any  of  the  many  pitfalls  set  by  the  wicked  for  the  unwary. 
Liired  by  the  substitute  broker,  purchased,  persuaded,  or  enticed, 
through  the  villainous  traffic  of  the  time,  that  placed  the  inno- 
cent victim  on  the  shambles  and  sold  him  to  the  highest  bidder, 
or  c.ijnled  by  the  recruiting  sergeant,  who  may  have  had  ac- 
quaintance with  hi-  speech,  the  emigrant  of  yesterday  was  the 
soldier  of  to-day,  the  man  who  had  shrunk  from  the  colors  in 
his  native  land,  then  at  peace,  was  nov,-  on  the  color  line  of  a 
country  then  at  war.  His  lot  was  cast  with  the  regulars;  with 
a  heavy  detachment  of  recruits,  he  was  sent  to  the  army  in  the 
TVc.-t.  then  fairly  launched  upon  the  campaig-n  that  culminated 
with  br-loaguored  rhattan.u.ga.  He  had  left  the  sunny  vales  of  his 
native  France,  swathed   as  they  were  in  a  peaceful,  prosperous 
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plenty,  for  tlie  battle-scarre-J  hills  and  blood-stained  fields  of  fate- 
ful Chickamauga.  Within  three  months,  instead  of  the  French 
ooTiscript  on  garrison  duty,  lie  was  the  American  soldier  in  battle. 
In  avoiding  his  Scylla  he  had  certainly  confronted  the  dangers 
of  his  Charybdis.  It  was  certainly  for  him,  in  the  beginning  at 
least,  a  pitiful  cuntemphttion,  bnt  he  had  won  a  reputation  with 
his  fellows,  had  the  confidence  of  officers,  served  his  time,  and 
was  honorably  discharged,  and  though  he  might  not,  as  said  a 

soldier  in  a  later  war,  be  willing  "  to  invest  another  d u  nickel 

in  the  enterprise,"  no  wealth  could  purchase  his  experience. 

Another  significant  military  feature  of  the  Centennial  was  the 
encampment  of  the  Xational  Guard  of  tlie  State  in  Fairmount 
Park.  The  encampment,  known  as  Camp  Anthony  "Wa\-ne,  in- 
cluded the  entire  force,  exclusive  of  the  First  Division,  and,  one 
regiment  from  ani.->ther,  numbered  some  seven  thousand  men,  and 
covered  a  period  from  August  3  to  l-i.  The  regiment,  though  not 
participating  in  the  encampment,  took  part  with  the  division  in 
the  memorable  parade  of  the  whole  force  on  Thursday,  August 
10.  The  First  Division  acted  as  escort  to  the  visiting  troops  and 
had  the  right  of  tlie  line.  The  route  of  the  procession  was  do^vn 
Broad  from  Columbia  Avenue  to  Chestnut  Street,  thence  to  Third, 
to  Market,  to  the  eastern  front  of  the  Public  Buildings,  where 
the  escort  halted,  saluting  the  remainder  of  the  column  as  it  passed 
their  front,  and  proceeded  thence  by  the  nearest  practicable  rail- 
way route  to  the  encampment. 

The  regiment,  under  command  of  Col.  E.  Dale  Benson,  ac- 
companied by  Beck's  ropiniental  band  of  forty  pieces  and  a  fine 
drum  corps,  paradi  <!  37.")  nu-n,  officered  as  follows:  Lieut.-Col. 
J.  Boss  Clark,  I^rajor  Charles  K  Ide,  Adjutant  Joseph  B.  God- 
win, and  the  regimental  staff;  Companies  A,  Captain  Wa-hington 
IT.  Gilpin ;  E,  Captain  Thomas  J.  Dimn ;  C,  Captain  William 
W.  Allen;  D,  Captain  Theo.  E.  Wiedersheim;  E,  Captain  James 
IMuldMn:  F.  Captain  T.  E.  Hufnn;:!..!! :  G,  Captain  C.  K. 
Kretschmar ;  II,  Captain  Allx!rt  H.  "Walters ;  I,  Captain  Faidolph 
Ivlauder;  K,  Captain  Isidor  Cronelein. 

Of  this  parade  the  ruhlic  Ledger,  in  its  leader  of  August  11, 
1S76,  spoke  editorially,  in  part,  as  follows: 
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Visitors  to  PliiladL-lphi;i  from  foreign  cuuntries  wlio  were  on  the  street 
yesterday  iifternoon  had  an  opportunity  to  ob-orve  one  ela?=  of  American 
products  tliut  are  not  on  display  at  the  Centennial  International  Exliibition. 
They  had  a  cliance  to  sec  a  tine  body  of  that  citizen  soldiery  out  of  which 
those  gigantic  American  armies  grew  which,  but  a  few  years  ago,  were  fight- 
ing Ihriiuyli  a  atupendous  an.i  fiercely  contested  war  for  four  years.  ...  In 
the  column  wiiich  marched  along  Chestnut,  Market  and  Broad  Streets,  yes- 
terday, there  were  about  scveu  thousand  five  hundred  men.  .  .  . 

Perhaps  our  observing  visitors  noticed  the  personnel  of  the  troops  com- 
posing the  column.  If  they  did,  they  saw  its  varied  character.  The  men 
are  from  the  agricultural  country,  and  from  the  raining  and  manufacturing 
districts — from  the  cities  and  counties  bordering  on  tide-water,  and  from 
the  mountains  and  valleys  of  interior  Pennsylvania.  They  are  farmers  and 
mechanic^,  miners  and  factory  men,  merchants  and  professional  men,  clerks 
and  shopkeepers,  the  men  who  occupy  the  places  of  industrial  and  useful  civic 
life — who  koep  the  wheels  of  civilized  society  in  motion.  There  were  sun- 
bronzed  and  athletic  men,  whose  vocations  keep  them  in  the  open  air,  from 
both  city  and  country — and  there  were  equally  lithe  and  active  men,  whose 
trades  and  occupations  keep  them  indoors,  and  these  also  were  from  both 
country  and  city.  But  they  were  all,  or  nearly  all,  hale  and  hardy  men,  as 
our  >isitor5  could  see,  wortliy  representatives  of  their  State,  and,  if  need  be, 
champions  for  their  country.  .  .  . 

That  body  of  about  seven  thousand  five  hundred  men  is  the-  nucleus  of  a 
powerful  army.  .  .  .  They  are  the  reserve  for  the  civic  force  in  seasons  of 
commotion  and  turbulence,  which  we  experience  occasionally,  as  other  com- 
munities. .  .  .  The  squads,  and  companies,  and  regiments,  and  brigades,  and 
skeleton  divisions,  of  which  it  is  composed,  are  just  so  many  battalions  of 
soldier-teacliers,  ready  to  ori,'anize  and  train  and  command  the  larger  force. 

The  parade  was  a  fine  disp'ay  of  our  citizen  soldiery,  and  oQicers  and 
men  are  entitled  to  warm  acknowledgment.  They  keep  up  their  organizations 
under  a  pood  deal  of  di-couragemcnt,  and  a  higher  degTee  of  credit  is  due  to 
them  on  that  account. 

On  October  12,  1S7G,  the  regiment  participated  with  the  other 
military  organizations  of  the  division  in  tlie  ceremonies  attend- 
ing the  unveiling  of  the  monument  erected  to  the  memory  of 
Christopher  Columbus  on  the  grounds  of  the  International  Exhi- 
bition ill  Fainuoimt  Park,  commemoratitig,  a>  the  ceremonies  did. 
not  alone  the  dedication  of  the  monument,  but  as  ^vell  the  anni- 
versary day  of  the  discovery  of  the  continent. 

The  life  of  the  .soldier,  like  the  life  of  tlie  citizen,  when  re- 
viewed in  the  future  is  largely  a  life  of  repetitions.  Xeither  can 
either  be  said  to  be  a  changeless  life.  A  life  of  daily  activities 
is  by  no  means  a  life  of  monotony,  its  pa==ing  incidents,  of  lively 
interest  to  the  particijiants  as  they  hap])en.  cense  to  be  of  moment 
when  they  lose  their  place  as  se<pience.s  in   their  inimodiate  sur- 
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nniiKlings,  or  two  ali-'irlu"!  by  otlieis  of  (.■([ual  or  gr.:ater  iiupor- 
taiicL'  later  on.  E-~ciuially  lnoal,  to:-,  thty  .-ean-oly  over  more  tliaii 
survive  their  time  or  reach  heyoud  tiieir  own  environinent. 

Until  the  next  summer,  the  eventful  summer  of  1ST7.  v/as  \vell 
along,  the  regiment  continued  to  repeat  itself,  by  its  unremitting 
attention  to  it.?  well-devised  methods  for  drill,  discipline,  display, 
and  instnietii'U.  It?  commemorative  anniversary  celebrations, 
heretofore  so  well  preserved  in  annual  sequences,  was  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  sixteenth  anniversary,  April  19,  1S77,  intemipted  by  a 
Sturm  that  fcireed  a  postj)onement.  In  countermanding  his  or- 
der, Colonel  Benson  announced  "  that  he  anticipated  an  occasion 
in  the  near  future  when  the  regiment  would  have  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  that  the  increasing  years  in  its  histon,-  had  but 
served  to  increase  its  efficiency."  The  anticipation  was  soon 
realized.  On  Saturday,  May  12,  1S77,  besides  a  parade  of  the 
regiment,  there  was  a  formal  review  by  Governor  Hartranft  and 
staff,  Haj.-Gen.  Eobert  M.  Brinton,  commanding  the  First  Di- 
vision, the  officers  from  a  Eussian  man-of-war,  then  in  the  harbor, 
and  the  Hon.  William  S.  Stokley,  mayor  of  the  city.  Though 
a  postponed  anniversary  parade  for  the  organization  of  the  regi- 
ment, it  was  in  fact  a  real  anniversary  occasion,  for  on  this  same 
day  in  1864,  its  earliest  offspring,  the  119th  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers,  Gray  Eeserves,  fought  long  and  lost  heavily.  The 
battle  of  Spottsylvania  Coiirthouse,  where  Major  Truefitt  and  Cap- 
tain Warner  and  many  others  were  killed,  was  fought  on  IMay  12, 
1SG4.  Five  hundred  disappointed  men,  it  was  estimated,  were 
ready  to  respond  to  the  order  for  April  19,  five  hundred  and  eleven 
well-satisfied  men,  by  actual  count,  did  respond  to  the  order  for 
the  parade  of  IMay  12. 

There  was  nothing  premonitory  that  disclosed  the  likelihood 
of  an  industrial  disturbance.  Rather  was  the  season  one  of  un- 
usual quiet:  tliere  was  a  general  belief  that  there  was  satisfac- 
tion everywhere,  no  friction,  no  public  Titterance,  no  irritation, 
indicated  otherwise.  Contrasted  with  the  few  years,  including 
and  previous  to  1S7.5,  for  the  past  two  years  Pennsylvania  had 
been  in  the  apparent  enjoyment  of  an  all-pervading  peace,  not  a 
truce  only,  as  it  afterward  proved  to  Iw.  So  satisfied  was  the 
governor  that  he  could  safely  be  away,  that  he  had  left  the  State 
c;ipital  for  the  Pacific  coast,  contemplating  an  extended  absence. 
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IndeeiJ,  wliat  <\hl  liapprn  liml  it-^  initiative  in  an  industry  toncli- 
ing  every  interest,  iuvolving  tlie  economics  of  the  whole  people — 
au  industry  which,  when  its  wheels  cease  to  revolve,  all  otlier 
industries  first  waver,  then  hesitate,  linger  for  the  moment,  and 
finally  stop  altogether.  The  railways  of  the  country  had  hereto- 
fore been  exceptionally  free  from  serious  disturbance.  And  yet, 
in  spite  of  prospects  so  fair  and  an  industrial  atmosphere  so  clear, 
without  suggestion,  warning  or  admonition  from  superiors  Colonel 
Benson,  with  perception,  quickened  possibly  because  outbreaks 
usually  come  when  least  expected,  or  perhaps  the  better  to  observe 
the  injunction  the  organization  had  adopted  for  its  cardinal  creed, 
to  be  always  ready,  in  his  General  Order  Xo.  11,  of  June  1,  1S77. 
in  which,  congTatulating  the  c.imniand  on  the  stimulus  recently 
given  to  recruiting  while  he  suspended  through  the  summer  all 
drills  and  military  exercises  until  further  orders,  he  specifically 
provided  that  ''  commandants  of  companies  will  be  held  to  the 
strictest  accountability  that  this  regiment  may  be  assembled  for 
any  duty  at  any  time  upon  short  notice.  To  accomplish  the 
speedy  promulgation  of  an  order  to  assemble  this  command,  the 
roll  of  non-commissioned  officers  will  be  apportioned  to  the  com- 
missioned officers,  and  the  roll  of  privates  to  the  non-commissioned 
officers  in  the  several  companies.  Company  commanders  are 
charged  with  the  immediate  execution  of  this  order."  What  on 
the  surface  appeared  imlikely  to  provoke  more  tlian  a  demonstra- 
tion— "  double-headers,"  fewer  crews  and  heavier  trains — on  the 
western  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  had,  ere  mid- 
summer had  gone,  plunged  the  country  into  an  "  industrial  dis- 
turbance "  of  nation-wide  proportions  more  stupendous  than  it  had 
ever  before  been  called  upon  to  confront,  and  Colonel  Benson's 
prevision,  so  far  as  his  own  responsil)ilitie~  wei-e  mncerned,  liad 
thus  early  borne  substantial  fruit. 

The  literature — book,  pamphlet,  magazine,  periodical — that 
has  told  of  the  natii->u-wide  industrial  disturbances  of  1S77,  better 
known  and  recalled  as  the  railroad  riots  of  1ST7,  would  fill  vol- 
umes; but  little,  if  any,  of  it,  however,  has  come  from  the  rank 
and  file.  There  is  here  opportunity  rarely  presented  for  a  regi- 
mental history  to  utilize  the  story,  never  before  published,  of  Ed- 
ward S.  S,ayre=,  then  a  corporal,  afterward  a  first  lieutenant  of 
Company  D,  First  TJeaiment  Infantry,  Xational  Guard  of  Penn- 
svlvanin,  entitled,  "With  tlie  Active  Command  in   1S77;  bv  a 
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Xon-Com.  \vlio  was  there."  The  story  opens  vrirh  a  copy  of  the 
origiiu'il  summciis  that  cormnniiJed  Sayres  to  report,  illustrative 
of  how  effectively  the  forethought  of  the  colonel,  as  developed  in 
his  General  Order  Xo.  11,  was  made  practical  in  the  actual  hap- 
pening. With  this  story  from  the  ranks,  supplemented,  as  it  is 
to  Lc,  by  the  ofncial  report  of  Colonel  Benson,  the  narrative  will 
bo  so  complete  as  to  need  neitlier  authentication  from  other 
sources  nor  enlargement  at  other  hands.  The  magazine  article, 
a  further  supploinent,  from  an  authorship  of  the  best  authority 
adding  the  future's  confirmation  to  a  cotemporaneous  authenticity, 
assure-  it    honored  perpetuity. 

From  "With  the  Active  Command  in  JS7r.     By  a  Non-Coni.  Who  Was  There." 
Edward  S.   liayres:

J.  E.  H. 

TiiC'jo  were  the  words  written  on  a  piece  of  bathroom-paper — improvised 
for  the  occasion  as  note-paper — tiiat  sounded  the  alarm  for  the  members  of 
"D"  Company,  in  the  great  railroad  riots  of  1877,  which  have  passed  down 
to  history  as  the  jrreatest  riots  the  Republic  has  ever  seen. 

Little  did  the  writer  dream  on  the  evening  of  a  warm  July  day,  the 
twentieth  of  that  month  in  the  year  1S77,  as  he  walked  calmly  down  Spruce 
Street  to  the  armory  on  Lardner  Street,  which  was  a  favorite  rende.ivous  in 
those  days,  that  he  would  not  see  his  home  again  for  three  weeks  or  more 
and  be  subjected  in  that  time  to  the  real  feeling  of  hearing  the  whiz!  whiz! 
whiz!  of  bullets  and  see  perhaps  the  stern  reality  of  a  Xational  Guardsman's 
life. 

"  I  wish  the  ofucers  and  men  of  thi<!  command  to  understand  that  when 
we  leave  this  armory  we  leave  it  under  the  strictest  military  discipline."  were 
the  words  of  Colonel  B.^nson.  whon  he  gave  his  first  command.  "Right  for- 
ward! Fours  riglit!  March!"  Going  out  over  Market  Street  Bridge,  we 
took  a  train  at  32d  and  Market  Streets  about  2  o'clock  on  the  morning  of 
the  21st.  Our  first  thought  when  we  left  the  Company's  armory  was  that 
we  would  never  go  farther  than  the  regimental  armory;  our  next  belief  was 
that  we  would  go  to  Wc-st  Philadelphia  and  be  held  in  readiness.  Before  we 
could  h.nrdly  realize  it.  hnwevor.  Me  were  eating  some  sandwiches  and  cofTee 
at  Altoona,  and  at  1:30  of  -July  2l3t  we  were  in  the  Union  Depot  at  Pitts- 
burg, where  we  .-t^rckt-d  arms  and  had  some  more  collee  and  sandwiches.  I 
recollect  well  passin:;  the  stock-yards  same  miles  out  of  Pittsburg.  Although 
no  real  rioting  was  attempted,  the  brows  of  the  lookers-on  were  clouded  and 
did  not  betoken   a   kind   welcome  for  us  in  Pittsburg. 

We  moved  out  of  the  Union  Station  in  columns  of  fours  and  walked 
down  a  long  line  of  tr:icks  uj'on  which  the  sun  was  beating  unmorciluUy; 
an  1  accompanied  on  either  side  by  a  motley  crowd.  On  various  tracks  were 
standing  rows  and  rows  of  freight  cars,  and  walking  on  top  of  a  line  of  these, 
I  recollect  well  seeing  the  tall  form  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Cnssatt,  at  that  time,  I 
think,  vice-president  or  general  manager  of  the  road.     He  had  a  tall   white 
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hat  on  and  seemed  perfectly  oblivious  to  the  fact,  which  seemed  apparent  to 
me,  that  he  uas  a  deliyhtl'ul  target  lor  a  eobble-=tone;  I  suppooe  lie  was 
interested  in  the  thought  of  getting  his  trains  moved,  irrespective  of  personal 
discomfiture. 

Arriving  at  2Sth  Street  we  were  met  by  an  iramensq  mob.  On  one  side  of 
U3  were  several  rows  of  cars  and  back  of  them  the  round-house;  and  on 
the  other  w;is  an  inuuen-e  bluli';  at  the  base  of  the  blutf  was  some  artillery 
pieces  and  artillerymen,  but  the  citizens  seemed  to  have  as  much  to  do  wLth 
the  pieces  as  the  artillerymen,  as  they  seemed  to  move  in  and  out  amongst 
them  at  will.  Below  the  artillerj-  were  troops  seemingly  intermingled  with 
the  crowd.  Our  front  rank  faced  the  blulI  and  the  rear  rank  faced  the  cars 
and  round-house.  Firing  and  stone-throwing  were  constantly  heard  on  the 
right.  I  never  knew  and  I  don't  know  that  any  one  else  in  our  immediate 
vicinity  ever  knew  what  started  the  firing,  excepting  I  knew  it  started  on 
our  extreme  right  by  other  troops  than  the  First  Regiment.  We  had  already 
been  given  the  order  to  load,  and  in  some  way  firing  by  files  seemed  to  com- 
mence in  our  right  wing.  The  WTiter  withheld  his  fire  because  he  had  heard 
no  order  to  fire,  and  belure  he  had  time  to  think  much  one  way  or  the  other 
about  it,  the  order  to  cease  firing  was  heard,  and  ho  then  called  to  the  men  the 
order  as  heard — the  men  promptly  obeyed.  The  mob  in  the  meantime  had 
scattered  or  thrown  themselves  on  the  ground  flat  and  sliots  went  over  them. 

I  recollect  well  one  member  who  had  been  in  the  doctor's  hands  before 
he  left  the  city  becoming  nearly  frantic  with  the  heat  and  excitement,  and 
being  ordered  by  my  superior  otficer  to  take  away  his  gun  for  fear  he  would 
damage  himself  or  others. 

After  the  firing  and  the  smoke  had  cleared  away,  several  persons  could 
be  seen  lying  on  the  side  of  the  bluff,  being  either  killed  or  wounded  by  the 
firing.  There  was  quiet  for  some  time  and  then  parties  came  and  removed 
the  bodies.  At  times  there  seemed  a  desire  in  the  mob  to  take  vengeance 
on  us  for  the  shooting,  but  the  men  making  the  motion  of  "ready"  soon 
quieted  them.  Tlie  lieat  was  intense,  and  before  sundown  we  were  moved 
into  an  adjacent  round-house,  the  approaches  to  which  were  strongly  guarded, 
the  main  approach  by  the  gatling  gun.  "D"  Company  was  a.ssigncd  to 
duty  on  one  side  of  the  round-house  facing  the  mob,  and  where  they  eventually 
brought  up  a  cannon  to  discharge  at  us,  but  which  was  never  fired  owing  to 
the  fire  of  our  men  from  the  round-house  windows.  I  recollect  being  detailed 
Corporal  of  the  Guard,  and  desiring  to  show  my  men  that  there  was  no  dan- 
ger passing  the  windows  without  stooping;  but  having  at  one  time  a  whole 
volley  of  small  shot  and  bullets  break  out  the  upper  sash,  it  is  unnecessary 
to  state  that  tiie  writer  stooped  and  was  glad  he  did.  The  Guard  at  that 
window  at  the  time  was  a  man  from  another  regiment,  and  immediately  after 
the  firing  I  inquired  for  him  and  only  heard  a  confused  murmur  from  the 
ash-pit  where  the  engine  stands.  I  thought  he  had  been  liit.  but  was  reas- 
sured by  his  voice  saying  that  he  had  fallen  into  this  at  the  time  of  the 
bombardment  and  had  dropped  ^ome  of  his  cartridges.  I  found  on  inquiry, 
however,  he  had  plenty  left,  but  it  required  great  arjumcnt  and  some  little 
militan.-  di-oipline  to  get  him  out  of  that  ash-pit  and  at  tho  window  again. 
The  night  was  a  perfect  bedlam;  the  rioters  got  po-scssion  of  all  the  locomo- 
tives, and  putting  tlie  steam  on  made  the  most  unearthly  whistles  all  nidit 
long — one  moment  low  and  the  next  shrieking.  By  getting  on  to  a  window 
of  the  round-house  facing  the  bUitT  we  could  see  the  niol)  carrying  away  im- 
mense  nias-os   of   mercliandise — furniture,    etc..    which    they    had   obtained    bv 
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lireaking  iiilo  tlie  freight  trains, — barrels  of  llour,  provisions,  furnilure, 
[.iaiu);-,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.  ili-pi-aled  attacks  were  made  on  tlie  rounJ-lnuiso  dur- 
ing the  niglit,  but  amounted  to  nntliing.  lu  the  m.'antimo.  during  the  niglit, 
various  lines  of  freiglit  cars  had  been  set  on  tire,  illuminating  the  lieaveus 
lor  miles  around;  at  alx)ul  daybreak  it  was  found  that  the  mob  had  lived  a 
building  adjacent  to  the  round-house  stored  with  wood — this  fire,  after  several 
futile  attempts  to  extinguish  it  with  liose,  cominiuiicatcd  with  the  round- 
house, and  500n  the  troops  were  formed  in  columns  of  fours  ready  to  inarch 
out.  I  was  sent  by  the  oiHcer  of  the  guard  to  take  a  last  look  where  our 
guard  had  been  stationed  to  see  that  no  one  was  left  bcliind.  It  was  a  terri- 
ble sight — fire  on  almost  all  sides,  except  one,  and  lighted  fagots  falling 
around  in  all  directions.  We  marched  out  iu  good  order  and  on  Peiin  Avenue 
the  streets  were  lined  with  infuriated  men,  women  and  children — in  some 
cases  merely  looking  at  us  and  in  others  reviling  us  with  violent  language. 
Marching  on  the  right  of  a  four,  the  writer  had  good  opportunity  to  see 
what  was  going  on,  and  recollected  well  a  man  from  one  of  the  other  regi- 
ments getting  a  fit  of  some  kind  and  his  friends  having  great  etlorts  to 
control  him,  which  was  probaldy  induced  by  heat,  fatigue  and  hunger  and 
excitement  combined.  I  recollect  passing  a  church  on  this  Sunday  morning 
further  down  Penu  Avenue,  whore  the  worshippers  were  going  into  early 
church  quietly,  and  children  were  all  in  their  nice  Sunday  clothes — il  seemed 
almost  a  mockery,  for  in  a  few  moments  after  passing  this  church  I  heard 
shots  and  shooting  from  the  left  and  we  were  soon  run  into  and  almost  tram- 
pled down  by  soldiers  of  other  commands. 

I  recollect  one  big  fellow  wlio  nearly  trampled  all  over  the  writer,  and 
when  I  asked  him  with  considerable  warmth,  and  some  adjectives  interlarded, 
"what  he  was  running  from?''  he  said,  "Don't  you  see  them?"  and  fired, 
nearly  blowing  oti  the  ^v^iter'3  ear,  but  never  hitting  anybody  else,  except 
the  man  in  the  moon,  as  in  that  direction  his  piece  was  pointed. 

I  recollect  seeing  two  men  of  tlie  Sixth  Regiment  fall  almost  simul- 
taneously, and  seeing  poor  Captain  Dorsey  Ash,  of  the  Battery,  lying  on  his 
gun  carriage  witli  blood  all  over  one  side  of  his  face;  I  thought  he  liad  been 
shot  in  the  head,  but  no  doubt  he  had  placed  his  hand  to  his  leg  where  the 
shot  had  entered,  and  from  which  he  died,  poor  fellow,  a  few  days  after- 
ward. 

I  recollect  halting  at  the  U.  S.  .V.rsenal  and  not  getting  in.  And  I  recol- 
lect soon  after  the  firing,  seeing  Colonel  Benson,  our  Commandant,  coming 
through  our  ranks.  Our  Regiment  had  stood  still  when  the  rush  commenced, 
and  I  recollect  well  how  cool  Colonel  Benson  looked,  and  how  Slemmer,  drum- 
mer of  "  D  "  Company,  beat  the  long  roll,  and  how  quickly  our  men  found 
their  positions.  I  think,  after  that.  Captain  Wiedcrsheim  took  command  of 
the  left  wing  and  protected  the  gatling  gun,  which  was  said  to  have  been 
fired  at  a  horse-car  which  passed  us  and  from  vhich  wo  were  shot  at.  A 
long,  all-day  march  then  ensued.  I  recollect  stopping  at  farm-houses  for  milk, 
and  resting  at  a  stream  where  we  bathed  our  feet  and  arose  weak  and  dizzy 
from  long  marching  and  want  of  food.  Reaching  Allegheny  County  poorhouse, 
where  the  inmates  yelled  at  us  from  the  windows,  and  where  we  went  into 
encampment  on  the  side  of  a  hill  and  slept  all  night  on  the  ground,  eating 
a  few  ginger  cakes,  which  had  to  sullloo  for  breakfast,  dinner  and  supper. 

Xext  mornins  we  took  cars  to  Blairsville.  where  we  encamped  in  the 
fields  for  two  weeks  without  tents,  and  afterward  returned  to  Pitt-burg  hills, 
where  we  encaniped  for  a  week  or  more.     I  recollect    trving  to  make  a   tent 
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on  tlie  I'ittsbui^'  li.ilh,  out  of  a  siiiall  piece  of  giuu;  Comrades  H.  O.  Uastings 
and  R.  Wilson  .MoCreudy  being  my  messmates,  and  how  they  s-aid  1  kiiew 
nothing  about  teut-s,  and  how  awful  hot  it  was  under  that  tent  in  midday. 
It  had  no  sides,  and  one  night  it  rained  frightfully  liard  and  we  three  slept 
very  close  together,  but  McCready  thought  he  was  a  civil  engineer,  and  he 
said  the  great  thing  in  a  tent  is  to  have  a  gutter  on  the  outside  to  carry 
the  water  away — so  he  sat  down  and  made  this  gutter,  and  then  we  all  calmly 
went  to  sleep  with  the  idea  that  CimI  Knginoer  .\Klready  had  settled  tlie 
ditliculty.  I  was  awakened  in  the  middle  of  the  niglit  by  a  sense  of  pro- 
fanity in  the  air  and  found  it  was  :McCready.  Asking  him  what  was  the  mat- 
ter, he  replied:  "The  damned  gutter  had  filled  up  and  the  water  had  been 
running  down  his  back."  I  recollect  getting  up  about  4  o'clock  as  the  storm 
cleared  away,  and  changing  my  flannels  to  some  dry  ones,  I  luckily  had  in  my 
knapsack,  and  my  overcoat  was  so  wet  that  it  weighed  about  a  hundred  pounds. 
Moving  from  Pittsburg  to  home,  I  recollect  the  boys  all  singing  "  Home, 
Sweet  Home,"  until  we  got  to  Harrisburg  and  were  switched  off  to  Scranton, 
when  they  changed  their  tunes,  and  regretted  their  fate.  On  the  way  from 
Harrisburg  to  Scranton  we  were  turned  out  of  the  cars,  as  an  advance  guard 
to  patrol  the  tracks  in  front  of  the  troop  trains.  U'e  found  some  cars  on  the 
track  to  wreck  our  train  and  captured  some  men  wlio  were  all  going  fish- 
ing (?)  with  guns  iu  their  hands.  It  was  a  tiresome  night's  march  and  the 
writer  recollects  a  sense  of  relief  when  we  were  ordered  into  the  cars  again 
sharing  with  Corporal  Giller  a  last  drop  of  the  "  water  "  I  had  in  my  canteen. 
At  Scranton  we  were  quartered  in  the  Valley  Hotel,  and  I  recollect  we 
all  slept  on  the  floor  and  Big  Dick  Diamond  coming  in  one  evening  late,  put 
his  foot  on  Comrade  Burroughs  face.  I  recollect,  also,  "D"  Company  get- 
ting a  real  good  supper,  hot  cakes,  etc.,  one  night  in  the  private  dining-room 
of  the  hotel,  and  the  other  companies  wondering  how  we   did  it. 

Quartermaster  Sergeant  Hogan  was  a  good  quartermaster — and  I  recol- 
lect being  appointed  assistant  quartermaster-sergeant  and  going  over  to  see 
a  pretty  girl  who  boiled  our  cofl'ee  for  us,  and  wlio  asked  Hogan  what  I  did 
when  I  was  home,  and  Hogan  saying  "  I  was  an  instructor  of  Judges  " — re- 
ferring to  my  legal  occupation,  and  the  girl  saying,  ".well,  he  does  not  look 
like  one  anyhow,"  and  I  don't  believe  I  did— but  I  think  Comrade  Hogan  had 
really  been  saying  something  to  my  detriment^he  was  an  old  bird,  as  I  told 
you  before. 

I  recollect  also  going  up  to  the  Wyoming  House  with  Captain  Hastings, 
who  was  then  a  corporal,  like  myself,  for  breakfa-t,  and  after  getting  a 
good  one,  standing  chatting  in  the  hall  of  the  hotel  with  some  of  our  friends 
in  the  First  Troop,  who  were  Headquarter's  Guard — and  suddenly  seeing  the 
red  sash  of  the  oliicer  of  the  day — Captain  Wiedersheim — and  that  ollicer  him- 
self emerge  from  a  side  door  and  ask  Hastings  and  myself  what  we  were 
doing  away  from  quarters.  And  I  saj-ing  I  was  assistant  quartermaster- 
sergeant  and  out  foraging,  and  Hastings  saying  he  was  helping  me;  with 
which  wc  were  admonished  to  get  back  to  quarters  as  quick  as  we  could — 
which  I  did,  shortly  after,  and  which  Hastings  did  not,  and  I  recollect  well  his 
coming  in  an  hotir  after  with  a  lot  of  other  captives  in  the  hands  of  the 
Guard,  and  being  guyed  unmercifully  by  us  all. 

And  then  our  homecoming — and  being  received  by  the  veterans  of  the 
Grand  Army  Po.-t  at  31st  and  Chestnut  Streets,  and  being  met  by  the  regi- 
mental band,  and  a  good  luncheon,  and  a  street  parade — all  these  things, 
comrade^,    are    mcmnric-^    of    the    pa-t. '

1st  Crigiide,  1st  Division,  X.  G.  P. 
Sir:  In  eoraplianee  with  the  verbal  instructions  of  the  Brigadier-General 
commanding  Brigade,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  verbal  instruetions 
were  given  the  1st  Regiment  Infantry  to  be  placed  under  arms,  the  evening 
of  July  20th.  Being  absent  from  the  city,  the  communciation  of  the  acting 
Assistant  Adj. -General  of  Division,  advising  that  the  troops  of  this  Division 
were  ordered  to  be  held  in  readiness  to  proceed  to  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  did  not 
reach  me  until  10:27  P.  it.  that  date.  I  immediately  repaired  to  the  armory 
of  my  command,  and  found  that  Lieut.-Col.  Clark  and  the  officers  of  the  regi- 
mental start"  had,  with  commendable  promptness,  placed  the  command  in 
marching  order.  By  verbal  orders  of  the  Brigadier-General  commanding  Bri- 
gade, the  regiment  marched  from  its  armory  at  about  12:45  a.m..  fully 
equipped,  numbering  2iiS  total,  with  1500  rounds  ammunition,  and  proceeded  to 
depot  of  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R.,  32d  and  Market  Streets;  embarked  in  train 
there  in  waiting,  leaving  depot  about  2  o'clock  A.  M.,  July  21st.  By  order  of 
Major-General  commanding,  about  one-half  my  ammunition  was  distributed 
to  other  commands.  At  Harrisburg  ammunition  was  distributed  to  my  regi- 
ment, allowing  an  average  of  about  20  rounds  per  man.  At  Altoona  sand- 
wiches of  bread  and  ham,  also  coffee,  were  issued  to  my  regiment.  Arrived 
at  Pittsburg  about  1:30  P.  M.,  July  2l3t,  when  the  same  rations  were  issued. 
Stacked  arms  in  Union  Depot  until  about  3  o'clock  P.  it. ;  when  ordered  under 
arms,  proceeded  upon  right  of  Brigade,  in  column  of  fours,  along  the  line 
of  Penna.  R.  R.  tracks.  The  column  was  constantly  halted,  owing,  I  am  in- 
formed, to  ditticulty  in  moving  battery  of  Gatling  guns.  While  on  march,  a 
party  of  thirty  or  forty  citizens  moved  directly  in  my  front,  preventing  me 
from  observing  what  should  take  place;  I  ordered  them  to  disperse;  a  citizen, 
much  agitated,  since  ascertained  to  be  Sherilf  Fife,  Allegheny  County,  ap- 
proached me,  stating  the  body  of  citizens  referred  to  was  a  sheriff's  posse, 
the  troops  were  to  support  them  in  making  arrests,  and  inquiring  '"  would  my 
men  do  their  duty."  I  informed  him  I  had  received  no  such  orders,  my  front 
must  be  cleared,  and  it  was  not  his  business  to  inquire  whether  my  command 
would  perform  its  duty,  and  he  was  referred  to  General  Matthews,  command- 
ing Brigade.  The  order  to  clear  my  front  was  obeyed,  and  General  Matthews 
afterward,  coming  to  the  right,  stated  that  the  sheriff';  posse  were  ordered 
to  march  in  front  of  the  troops,  and  they  were  allowed  to  do  so.  Proceeding 
along  the  line  of  the  railroad,  amid  the  jeers  and  insults  of  the  mob,  that  cov- 
ered the  roofs  of  the  cars  standing  upon  the  tracks  on  both  flanks,  the  column 
was  halted  at  2Sth  Street  cro5-~ing,  in  the  midst  of  an  immense  crowd.  My 
command,  being  still  in  column  of  fours,  was.  when  halted,  entirely  sur- 
rounded by  the  mob.  those  composing  it  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  and 
breast  to  breast  with  my  troops.  The  sheritT's  posse  being  upon  my  right, 
I  was  unable  to  observe  what  took  place  in  my  immediate  front.  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  order  of  General  comniandincr  Brigade  to  clear  the  railroad  tracks 
the  length  of  my  battalion.  I  informed  Uie  mob  on  my  left  flank  of  the  order, 
that  I  proposed  to  execute  it.  .nnd  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  violence, 
placed   my  battalion   in    line  of   battle,   fa^ins   railroad   shops,   gave  the   order 
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"forward,"  the  battalion  at  "carry  anus";  the  mob  moved  slowly  and 
sullenly,  addresrinj,'  vile  opitliets  to  the  ollicers;  having  ck-ared  the  trark.~ 
to  line  of  cars,  battalion  was  halted  and  order  was  given  to  post  a  double 
line  of  sentinels,  two  from  each  company,  to  hold  the  line,  before  moving 
to  the  rear  to  clear  tlie  other  tracks,  when  1  received  the  order  of  Brigadier- 
General  commanding,  through  a  staff  officer,  directing  "  my  front  rank  to  stand 
where  it  was,  and  witji  rear  rank  to  clear  the  other  track,"  to  which  order 
I  replied  that  "  I  must  protest;  is  it  not  a  mistake?  "  Stall'  officer  replied, 
"  Those  are  General  Jlattjiews's  instructions."  I  replied,  •'  They  will  then 
have  to  be  executed."  It  seemed  in  my  judgment  extremely  hazardous  to  ex- 
pose a  single  line  to  tlie  crowd  bearing  against  it  in  such  compact  masses. 
and  having  but  one  officer  to  a  company,  except  in  two  instances,  it  left  my 
rear  rank  without  oilicers  to  command  it,  and  to  remove  the  crowd  from  the 
other  tracks,  e.xposed  it  in  the  same  manner  as  front  rank,  and  more  so,  all 
the  files  not  being  tilled,  to  be  broken  by  the  pressure  of  the  mob.  if  not  bv- 
attack.  The  order  was  executed;  the  crowd  not  being  as  heavy  on  that  Hank, 
now  my  rear,  gave  way,  and  the  tracks  were  cleared  and  held  open  by  my 
command  until  relieved;  the  distance  between  my  tw-o  ranks  was  about  1.3 
or  IS  paces.  Through  my  ranks  I  observed  other  troops  were  brought  for- 
ward and  placed  upon  my  right,  covering  the  space  between  my  ranks.  A  few 
momenta  afterward  I  saw  some  of  the  men  in  those  commands  open  fire;  re- 
ceiving no  order,  I  gave  the  order  to  my  battalion  "  to  load,"  as  a  matter  of 
military  precaution,  and  awaited  the  order  to  "  fire,"  which  was  not  com- 
municated to  me,  and  wiiich  I  did  not  consider  I  was  authorized  to  give, 
superior  officers  being  present.  Pistol-shots  were  frequent  from  the  mob,  and 
stones  were  thrown  in  large  quantities  at  the  troops,  two  men  in  my  right 
company  were  shot,  one  disabled  by  a  blow  in  the  head  from  a  stone,  and 
some  of  the  muskets  of  the  men  were  grasped  by  the  mob,  before  my  battalion 
fired;  then  file  firing  commenced  in  my  right  company,  and  I  immediately 
gave  the  order  to  "  cease  firing."  The  yelling  of  the  mob  and  the  musketry 
firing  prevented  my  order  from  being  heard  through  the  entire  command  at 
once,  but,  as  soon  as  heard,  it  was  obeyed.  The  firing,  confined  almost  en- 
tirely to  the  right  wing,  had  dispersed  the  crowd.  As  to  the  firing  of  my 
command  without  an  order  from  the  commandant  of  battalion,  whether  the 
situation  of  the  troops  justified  it,  or  self-defence  on  the  part  of  the  men 
required  it,  or  whether  the  order  to  fire  should  have  been  given,  probably  is 
not  my  province  to  decide  or  express  an  opinion  officially. 

My  battalion  was  then,  by  order  of  the  Brigadier-Genera!  commanding 
Brigade,  moved  to  the  right  to  more  fully  cover  2Sth  Street,  where  the  mob 
■was  still  in  large  numbers;  and,  upon  the  mob  refusing  to  keep  back  to  a  line 
indicated,  I  brought  my  three  right  companies  to  a  "  ready,"  when  they  scat- 
tered. By  order,  a  company  was  thrown  across  the  entrance  to  the  grounds 
of  West  Penn  Hospital  to  protect  tlie  rear,  and  my  battalion  remained  in  tlie 
position  last  indicated,  until  uljout  7  o'clock  p.  il.,  several  men  fainting  and 
others  made  sick  by  the  extreme  heat  and  want  of  water. 

The  battalion,  about  that  hour,  was  relieved,  and  with  the  Brigade  pro- 
ceeded to  the  "  round-house,"  farthest  from  2Sth  Street,  formed  line  and 
stacked  arms;  guanls  were  detailed  and  posted,  and  tlie  entrances  covered 
by  my  battalion,  as  directed.  Lieut. -Col.  Clark,  of  this  regiment,  was  detailed 
as  brigade  officer  of  the  day. 

During  the  night  I  was  ordered  to  send  a  company  to  the  window  of  the 
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round-house,  fuciii;;  Liberty  Street,  to  support  the  two  coiiipunies  of  the  3d 
j;ei,'imeut,  as  the  mob  had  phiced  a  piece  ot  artillery  iu  po>ition.  Couipany  D, 
C'»pt;iiu  Wiedei-iiieiiii,  was  detailed  for  that  duty,  perforaiing  the  same  iu  an 
admirable  manner,  and  remaining  on  duty  until  the  troops  left  the  building. 
Later  in  the  morning,  being  ordered  to  relieve  the  detachment  of  3d  Regi- 
ment, I  ordered  Companies  F,  Captain  HutlLngton,  and  K,  Captain  Cromeiien, 
to  relieve  that  command,  which  \sag  promptly  done,  tiiey  remaining  on  duty 
until  the  brigade  moved  out  of  the  building.  Considerable  exchange  of  shots 
took  place  between  the  troops  and  the  mob  during  the  night,  but  the  mob 
was  unable  to  fire  the  piece  ot  artillery,  or  remove  it,  owing  to  the  skilful 
and  effective  manner  in  which  the  men  on  duty  kept  it  covered,  and  a  num- 
ber of  the  mob  lo.^t  their  lives  in  attempting  to  gain  the  piece.  Rille-firing, 
from  the  cover  of  a  board  yard  opposite  the  round-house,  which  was  accurate 
and  constant,  was  trying  to  the  men,  but  was  ineffective,  as  they  were  in- 
structed to  keep  themselves  covered,  and  my  command  lost  no  men  in  that 
building.  During  the  night,  hearing  volleys  of  musketry,  my  command  wa3 
placed  under  arms,  as  a  precautionary  measure,  and  perfect  discipline  was 
maintained. 

About  8  o'clock  a.  ir.,  July  22d,  the  order  was  received  to  move,  and  the 
regiment  proceeded  on  the  right  of  the  Division,  through  the  carpenter  shop 
to  Liberty  Street,  by  direction  of  the  Brigadier-General  commanding  bri- 
gade; before  leaving  building.  I  detailed  twelve  men  and  one  sergeant  from 
Diy  right  (E)  Company,  as  skirmisliers,  and  upon  reaching  the  street,  ordered 
Lieutenant  Filley,  E  Company,  to  assume  command  of  same.  Column  marched, 
without  opposition,  on  the  right,  out  Pcnn  Avenue,  and,  wdieu  near  Arsenal 
Building,  firing  that  had  been  heard  in  the  rear,  increased  rapidly,  and,  being 
dismounted,  before  I  was  aware  of  it,  most  of  the  other  corps  of  the  divi- 
sion came  rushing  through  my  column,  firing  indiscriminately,  knocking  some 
of  my  men  down,  and  for  a  moment  disorganizing  my  regiment,  though  there 
was  ample  space  on  both  flanks,  still  being  in  column  of  fours.  Lieut. -Col. 
Clark  and  myself  endeavored  to  drive  them  from  our  ranks,  threatening  to 
run  them  through  with  our  swords.  The  right  company  and  skirmish  line, 
hearing  my  order  to  halt,  quickly  did  so,  a  drummer,  beating  the  long  roll, 
greatly  assisted;  the  battalion  was  halted,  formed  to  the  left,  to  allow  the 
other  troops  iu  full  retreat  to  pass,  wlien  tlie  iLajor-Gcneral  commanding  the 
division,  in  person  ordered  me  to  take  my  battalion  to  tlie  rear  of  the  divi- 
sion, stating  it  was  a  military  neces^^ity.  I  requested  permission  to  march 
my  battalion  as  my  judgment  dictated,  which  was  granted.  I  then  formc-d 
my  right  wing  in  column  of  fours  on  one  sidewalk,  and  left  wing  on  the 
other,  leaving  the  Catling  batten,-  in  centre  of  avenue,  between  the  two 
wings,  and  followed  the  division;  riiy  object  being,  by  that  formation  the  men 
could  see  wdiat  was  occurring  in  the  rear  and  I  should  be  enabled  to  enfilade 
the  streets  or  buildings  on  either  side:  my  battalion  was  not  attacked  after 
taking  the  rear.  One  officer  and  several  men  were  missing,  but  have  since 
reported,  and  will  be  ordered  before  a  Board  of  Inquiry,  except  in  case?  where 
exhaustion  or  sickness  had  been  fully  established.  Cro'sing  the  Sharpsburg 
bridge,  the  command  proceeded  to  grounds  of  the  Allegheny  Count}-  Poor- 
house,  about  ton  miles,  over  which  entire  distance  my  command  assisted  in 
haulin;:  the  Gattinj  guns,  owing  to  which  fact  the  details  constantly  being 
compelhxl  to  relieve  each  other,  and  the  necessity  that  the  nven  should"  obtain 
food    that   they    could    purr'hase    or    obtain    from    the    houses    en    route,    the 
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inarch  being  an  exoeuJingly  trying  one  and  fatiguing,  regular  halts  were  not 
made  and  the  colunai  was  not  kept  closed  up. 

r»eached  Allegheny  County  i'oorhouse  late  in  the  afternoon;  toward 
night  eotiee  and  bread  were  issued,  the  first  ration  since  1:3U  P.  St.  on  the 
day  previous;  eneamped  for  night;  took  cars  at  L'laremont  station  early  fol- 
lowing morning,  proceeded  to  lilairsville  Junction,  and  were  joined  there  by 
detachments  of  TJT  oUicers  and  men.  Encamped  there,  performing  regular 
camp  duty  until  July  liTth;  embarked  on  cars  that  evening  and  proceeded  to 
Pittsburg;  encamped  on  grounds  of  West  Penn  Hospital,  remaining  until 
August  1st.  Broke  camp  at  uutlnight,  and  proceeded  to  entrance  to  grounds 
of  West  Penn  Hospital,  and  awaited  transportation  until  daylight;  pro- 
ceeded to  Harri-burg  and  returned  to  Sunbury,  there  taking  the  Lackawanna 
and  Bloom=burg  R.  11.,  proceeded  to  Soranton;  during  the  night  I  was  or- 
dered to  detail  two  companies  to  form  an  advance  and  marcli  in  front  of 
train;  Company  E,  Captain  -Muldoon,  and  Company  D,  Captain  Wiedersheim, 
were  detailed  for  that  duty,  and  they  marched  about  eight  miles,  between 
Nanticoke  and  Plymouth,  in  that  position,  taking  live  or  sis  prisoners. 

Upon  arriving  near  Scranton,  I  was  ordered  to  disembark  my  battalion 
and  advance  into  the  town,  which  was  done  without  interference.  The  regi- 
ment was  quartered  in  the  Valley  Hotel,  a  vacant  building;  guards  were 
posted,  all  the  duties  of  a  post  carried  out,  including  battalion  and  company 
drills,  dress  parades  and  guard  mount.  The  regiment  took  train  at  10  o'clock 
p.  M.,  August  4th ;  reached  Philadelphia  about  8  o'clock  A.  ll.,  August  5th, 
and  after  a  short  march  was  relieved  from  duty,  and  proceeding  to  its  armory, 
was  dismissed. 

Throughout  the  tour  of  duty  the  details  from  my  command  were  very 
heavy,  and  the  men  much  taxed;  the  rations,  a  large  portion  of  the  time, 
inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  men,  they  frequently  being  compelled  to  pur- 
chase actual  necessary  rations;  limited  mean?  of  preparing  these  rations 
were  received,  but  no  tents,  yet  their  duty  was  faithfully  and  uncomplainingly 
performed,  with  great  credit  to  themselves  comparatively. 

There  was  but  little  sickness  in  my  command.  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  both  ollicers  and  men  are  deserving  of  the  highest  commendation 
for  the  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  tour  of  duty,  and  for  the 
manner  in  wiiieh  every  duty  assigned  them  was  performed,  often  under  trying 
circumstances. 

The  casualties  in  this  battalion  all  occurred  at  2Sth  Street,  Pittsburg, 
July  21st,  were  four:  One  man  shot  in  calf  of  leg,  one  in  head,  and  two 
wounded  by  stones,  all  of  E  Company. 

Privat'e  E.  'AI.  Baker,  E  Company,  shot  in  head  and  wounded  with  stone, 
remained  on  duty  the  entire  time,  and  the  ball  was  extracted  upon  return  to 
Philadelphia,  and  he  is  deserving  of  special  mention  for  gallantry.  Four 
hundred  and  fifty-four  oiHcers  and  men  of  this  regiment  were  actually  on 
duty,  not  including  those  who  failed  to  reach  the  regiment  by  loss  of  trans- 
portation, and  wlio  started  from  Philadelphia  and  failed  to  join  from  various 
causes.

Railroad  Riots  of  i877  ■•; 

By  3  o'clock  on  Saturday  altenioon,  July  21st,  G50  Philadelphia  soldiers 
under  the  Command  of  Brinton,  a  Civil  War  veteran,  arrived  at  the 
Union  Station.  They  were  a  brave  body  of  uitn;  many  had  s^en  service 
in  the  Civil  Wav  and  Jomo  of  the  companies  were  composed  of  the  elite  of 
the  city.  But  they  had  liltlc  ri-dish  for  the  li.iilit  before  them,  for  they  were 
hungry.  Owing  to  bad  management,  they  had  been  on  short  rations,  although 
their  journey  lay  within  the  prosperous  and  fertile  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
Leaving  Philadelphia  at  about  two  in  the  morning,  they  had  once  had  cotlee 
and  sandwiches  on  the  way  and  the  same  again  on  their  arrival  at  the  Union 
Station,  but  nothing  else.  .  .  . 

.  .  .  About  dusk  Brinton  withdrew  his  troops  for  rest  and  food  to 
the  lower  round-house  at  Twenty-si.xth  Street,  supposing  that  the  upper  round- 
house at  Twenty-eighth  Street  would  be  occupied  by  the  Pittsburgh  ililitia. 
But  this  was  not  to  be.  ...  So  the  affair  simmered  down  to  a  contest 
between  the  mob  and  the  Philadelphia  soldiers.  "  The  exasperation  of  the 
oloodshed  of  the  afternoon  was  increased  by  the  report,  which  may  have 
been  true,  that  some  of  the  killed  were  innocent  spectators:  for  the  neighbor- 
ing hill  had  been  covered  with  people  and  the  firing  had  been  high.  A  report 
that  women  and  children  were  among  the  killed  aggravated  the  wrath  of  the 
people  and  when  the  mob  reassembled  at  Twenty-eighth  Street  crossing  on 
the  tracks  in  the  railroad  yard,  they  were  bent  on  revenge,  took  the  offensive, 
and  laid  siege  to  the  Philadelphia  troops  in  the  round-house.  These  were 
without  food.  Provisions  were  sent  to  them  from  the  Union  Station,  a  mile 
away,  in  express  wagons,  which,  being  unguarded,  were  intercepted  by  the 
rioters.  Possessed  of  fire-arms  from  having  broken  into  a  number  of  gun- 
shops,  the  rioters  with  some  attempt  at  military  order,  marched  to  the 
round-house  and  poured  volley  after  volley  into  the  windows,  eliciting  no 
response  from  the  Philadelplii.a  soldiers  who  were  under  orders  not  to  fire 
uiless  absolutely  necessary  for  self-protection.  But  after  a  proper  warning 
they  did  fire  at  men  attempting  to  use  a  field  piece  captured  from  a  Pitts- 
burgh Battery  and  killed  perhaps  two  or  three.  Failing  to  overpower  their 
enemy  by  assault  the  rioters  tried  fire.  They  applied  the  torch  to  the  upper 
round-house  and  neighboring  buildings.  Breaking  in  the  heads  of  barrels 
of  oil,  taken  from  the  detained  freight,  they  saturated  ears  of  coke  with  it, 
ignited  them  and  pushed  the  cars  toward  the  lower  round-house  in  the 
attempt  to  roast  out  the  beleaguered  soldiers,  who  by  means  of  the  fire 
apparatus  managed  for  a  while  to  stay  the  fire.  It  was  a  terrible  ordeal  they 
were  passins  through:  "Tired,  hungry,  and  worn  out.  surrounded  by  a  mob 
of  infuriated  men,  yelling  like  demons,  fire  on  nearly  all  sides  of  them, 
suffocated  and  blinded  bv"  smoke,  with  no  chance  to  rest  and  with  little 
knowledge  of  what  efforts  were  bein;;  made  for  their  relief,  with  orders  not 
to  fire  on  the  mob  unless  in  necessary  self-defence,  the  wonder  is  that  they 
were  not  totally  demoralize<l,  but  the  evidence  of  all  the  officers  is  that  the 
men  behaved  like  veterans."  f Quotation  from  report  of  Pennsylvania  Legis- 
lature appointed   to  investigate  railroad  riots  of   1ST7.) 

At  last  the  lower  round-house  took  fire,  and  the  Philadelphia  troops 
were  forced  to  abandon  it  and  retreat.  Unable  as  they  were  to  cope  with  the 
mob.  their  only  thought  was  self-preservation.     At  about  8  o'clock  on  Sunday 
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morning  tiiey  marched  out  in  good  order.  Tlieir  progress  was  not  opposed,  but 
after  p^issing  they  were  tired  upon  from  streetcornci.s_.  alleyways,  v.imlows,  and 
hou!.etops.  Shots  were  fired  from  a  eity  street-car  and  from  the  iidijvvalk  in 
front  of  a  police  station,  where  a  number  of  police  were  standing.  The 
troops  turned  and  used,  with  some  ell'ect,  their  rifles  and  a  Gatling  gun, 
which  they  had  brought  with  them  in  their  retreat.  Finally  they  reached 
the  United  States  arsenal  and  a.-U(;d  for  shelter  anil  protc-ction,  which  the 
commandant,  fearing  t!:at  he  could  not  defend  the  place  against  an  attack 
of  the  mob,  refused.  Leaving  their  wounded,  the  Philadelphia  troops,  no 
longer  hindered  by  the  mob,  marched  on,  crossed  the  Allegheny  River  to 
Sharpsburg  and  encamped  near  the  w'ork-house,  where  they  were  given  bread 
and  cotfce,  the  first  food  since  the  snacks  of  the  previous  afternoon.  ...  On 
Sunday  the  22d,  the  rioting  with  arson  and  pillage  went  on,  and  in  the  after- 
noon the  Union  Station  and  Railroad  Hotel  and  an  elevator  nearby  were 
burned.  Then  as  the  mob  was  satiated  and  too  drunk  to  be  longer  dangerous, 
the  riot  died  out:  it  was  not  checked.  The  following  incident  illustrates  the 
general  alarm  of  that  day.  The  State  authorities  driven  from  the  Union 
Depot  Hotel  took  refuge  in  the  ilonongahela  House,  the  leading  hotel  in 
Pittsburgh,  where  they  wrote  their  names  in  the  usual  manner  on  the  hotel 
register:  but  these  were  scratched  out  by  the  hotel  people  and  fictitious  names 
put  in  tiieir  place.  On  ^Monday  tlirough  the  action  of  the  authorities,  sup- 
ported by  armed  bands  of  law-abiding  citizens  and  some  faithful  companies 
of    the    Pittsburgh   Militia,    order    was    restored.     .     .     . 

Moral  support  should  have  been  forthcoming  for  these  brave  militiamen 
who  had  been  precipitately  ordered  forward  to  attempt  an  impossible  task, 
but  tlie  Pittsburgh  public  generally  regarded  their  act  as  murderous. 

In  the  gTaphic  accotint  of  the  operations  of  the  First  Divi- 
sion from  its  departure  to  its  nrrival  at  Blairsville  Intcrstction, 
given  by  Major  Silas  W.  Pettit,  Judge  Advocate,  in  his  semi- 
official comnuuiieation  to  ^Major  A.  I).  Fell,  acting  assistant 
adjutant-general,  there  is  an  incident  so  concisely  and  compre- 
hensively told  (confirming  and  emphasizing,  as  it  does,  Colonel 
Benson's  report  of  the  same  incident)  of  one  of  the  many  assaults 
made  on  the  rounddiouse,  that  it  is  of  value  as  a  typical  illustra- 
tion of  the  desperation,  daring,  and  violence  of  the  mob  every- 
where manifested  so  long  as  the  rioters  were  able  to  maintain 
their  sway: 

llie  individual  courage  [said  Major  Pettit]  of  some  of  the  rioters  was 
remarkable,  and  there  were  many  e.xhibitions  of  reckless  daring  that  we  could 
not  refrain  from  admiring.  On  one  side  of  the  round-house,  where  there 
was  but  little  damper  of  an  assault,  no  order  to  fire  was  given,  and  the 
mob,  after  pelting  it  with  stones  and  pistol-shots,  probably  thinking  from 
our  silence  that  we  were  not  guarding  the  point,  deliberately  hauled  up  one 
of  their  cannon  and  trained  it  to  make  a  breach  in  the  walls  of  the  otTice 
building,  covering  the  movement  by  surrounding  it  with  a  large  crowd. 

Our  watch  was  too  strict,  however,  to  allow  such  a  movement  to  escape 
us.     When  they  were  about  ready  to  fire   it   olT,  we  drove   them   awav  bv   a 
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volley' of  musketry   (wUicli  they  probably  mistook  for  a  Gulling  gun  and  gave 

right),  but  after  tliat,  and  while  several  of  their  number  lay  deud  around 
tlie  piece,  no  less  than  five  men  deliberately  advanced  from  behind  a  pile  of 
boards  to  fire  it  oil,  and  in  utter  disregard  of  three  distinct  warnings,  per- 
sisted in  their  atlenipts  until  slioL  down.  Indeed,  so  determined  we're  they 
to  fire  the  cannon  into  us,  that  having  asked  permission  to  take  olf  their 
dead  which  lay  around  it,  they  endeavored  to  again  to  pull  the  lanyard,  and 
would  have  succeeded  but  for  the  rapidity  and  accuracy  of  our  fire. 

I 
The  regiment,  it  ivill  be  recalled,  liad  the  advance  in  the  deli- 
cate majiceuvre  of  the  \vithdra\val  from  the  round-house,  and 
later  on,  at  a  critical  moment  on  the  march,  relieved  the  troops 
on  the  left,  already  heavily  punished  and  still  sorely  pressed. 
Both  those  incidents  received  conspicuous  mention  in  the  official 
report  of  ]y;aj.-Gen.  Robert  M.  Brinton,  commanding  the  First 
Division,  in  the  adjutant-general's  report  of  1ST7  (pp.  S7,  89)  : 

I  observe"-!  [said  General  Brinton]  the  following  formation  marching 
out  of  the  rouuJ-house:  First  Brigade,  Brig.-Gen.  Matthews  commanding, 
with  the  First  Regiment,  Col.  B..  Dale  Benson,  commanding,  in  advance.  Col. 
Benson  had  a  skirmish  line  in  front,  and  the  coolness  and  steadiness  of  this 
regiment  as  they  marched  out  was  the  admiration  even  of  our  enemies.  I 
never  saw  them  on  parade,  even  in  their  own  city,  preserve  better  formation. 
.  .  .  The  remainder  of  the  division  came  out  in  the  most  perfect  order.  Gen. 
Loud's  Brigade  following  the  Gatling  gun  wth  the  Sixth  Regiment  in  the 
rear.  .  .  . 

Notwithstanding  the  coolness  and  courage  displayed  by  Col.  !^^axweU  of 
the  Sixth  Regiment,  the  heavy  losses,  his  regiment  in  the  rear  of  the  column, 
was  telling  on  liis  discipline,  and  1  concluded  to  change  the  formation  and 
place  the  First  Brigade  in  the  rear. 

The  First  Regiment  wa.s  selected  as  the  rear  guard;  the  manner  of  its 
formation,  was  so  excellent  that  it  fully  justiiied  the  implicit  confidence  I 
placed  in  the  regiment,  and  the  clear  judgment  and  cool  courage  of  Col. 
Benson. 

I  desire'  to  say  that  after  years  of  experience  with  regular  and  volun- 
teer troops,  I  never  saw  a  regiment  composed  of  better  material  or  with  more 
perfect  discipline. 

A  note-ivorthy  incident,  in  touch  with  the  command,  as  the 
majority  concerned  in  it,  'were  of  the  detachments  on  their  way 
to  join  the  reg-iment,  and  important  because,  aside  from  its 
heroics,  it  'was  of  such  material  moment  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Eailroad  as  to  call  for  specific  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  deserves  to  be  historically  recorded. 

The  crimiilote  stoppage  of  railway  traffic  thrciudiout  the  emin- 
try  had  caii-'ht  a  large  bo<ly  of  Xatioual  Guardsmen  at  AltcHuia 
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on  tlieir  way  to  join  their  coniuiands  at  Pittsburgh.  Colonel 
Peter  Lyle,  of  the  Second  Regimeut,  Xatioual  Guard  of  Penn- 
sylvania, the  ranking  officer  present,  gathered  them  togetlier  and 
assumed  command.  The  round-house  and  railroad  shops  seized 
by  an  organized  body  of  disaffected  men  were  held  against  all  in 
authority  and  all  etl'oi-ts  to  recover  possession  were  forcibly  re- 
sisted. The  engineers,  too,  had  refused  to  man  their  engines, 
but  uo  trains  arriving  and  none  departing,  it  was  deemed  advis- 
able to  await  further  developments  before  taking  a  more  deter- 
mined stand  to  force  out  the  intruders. 

A  week  went  by,  when,  on  the  2Ttli  of  July,  there  an-ived  a 
troop  train  from  Philadelphia,  tlie  rear  car  occupied  by  Gov- 
ernor Hartranft  and  his  staff.  The  train  passed  through  with 
its  same  locomotive,  and  when  a  few  miles  west  of  Altoona,  in 
its  attempt  to  climb  the  mountain,  it  was  stalled  for  want  of 
sufficient  motive  power.  Xo  extra  engines  were  available  at 
Altoona,  except  those  in  possession  of  the  force  that  held  the 
round-house.  The  military  now  to<:ik  hold  of  the  situation,  and 
Colonel  Lyle  made  a  call  for  volunteers  to  force  an  engine  from 
the  custody  of  the  round-house  insurgents,  and  to  man  it  to  help 
the  stalled  train  up  the  mountain  and  send  it  on  to  its  destina- 
tion. There  were  soldiei-s  who  knew  how  to  do  it,  and  Sergeant 
J.  Campbell  Gilmore,  of  Company  K,  First  Eegiment,  Xational 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  not  only  volunteered  to  take  -command 
of  the  detail,  but  to  operate  the  engine.  OtJiers  promptly  joined 
him :  Corporal  J.  Rex  Allen,  D ;  Privates  J.  Ornc  Godwin,  K ; 
J.  :^[artin  Yardloy,  D ;  Thomas  C.  Rose,  E ;  A.  B.  Crawford,  B ; 
F.  S.  Altemus,  E.  all  of  the  First  Regiment;  Privates  Harry  D. 
Ziegler,  Eugene  Z.  Kicnzle,  and  G.  Ashton  Hand,  of  the  Artillery 
Corps  of  TVashington  Grays;  and  Private  John  Harper,  Com- 
pany B,  of  the  Eleventh  Regimrnt. 

Private  G.  Ashton  Hand,  an  experienced  machinist,  wa*  .-i- 
lected  as  the  engineer  and  Private  Harper  as  fireman.  Gilmore 
marched  his  detail  to  the  n^und-house.  It  was  a  noon  hmu-,  but 
few  were  there,  and  an  engine  already  fired,  to  move  a  United 
States  mail  car,  was  seizc-d  after  but  slight  resistance.  How- 
ever, when  the  full  purpose  of  tlic  soldiers  dawnicd  upon  the  olv 
structionists,  whi=tles  were  blown  and  liells  sounded,  and  that 
tliev  mlii-ht  carrv  out  tho'w  oft-rciioat'xl  throat  tliat  no  soldier  wlio 
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entered  the  rounJ-liouse  should  get  out  alive,  should  ho  attempt 
to  move  an  engine,  tliey  hastened  back  much  excited  and  in  great 
numbers.  Awed  bv  the  detcnniued  stand  taken  by  the  giiards- 
inen,  the  threat  vanished  and  tlie  locomotive  ■was  started  on  its 
movement  out  of  the  building.  The  first  obstiiiction  met  was  a 
switch  set  to  throw  the  engine  off  the  track.  Sergeant  Gilmore 
with  Private  Godwin  jumped  from  the  engine,  unlocked  the 
switch,  and  amid  shouts,  jeers,  and  threats  the  engine  was  again 
put  in  motion  toward  the  main  track.  As  it  proceeded  the  mob, 
still  more  determined  and  threatening,  made  a  movement  for  its 
seizure,  but  Gilinore's  "  Load  at  will,"  and  "'  Ready,"  caused  it 
first  to  hesitate,  then  to  halt,  and  finally  to  disperse.  The  engine 
was  attached,  the  air-brake  coupling  made  secure,  and  the  train 
with  this  help  proceeded  on  its  way  to  Pittsburgh,  escaping  the 
ditching  that  awaited  others  that  followed. 

Encouraged  by  this  movement,  other  attempts  followed  with 
like  success,  organized  opposition  gradually  disappeared,  and  with 
the  general  restoration  of  good  order  the  company  was  in  full 
possession  of  all  ita  property.  This  initiative  of  Sergeant  Gil- 
more  and  his  men  the  railway  officials  deemed  of  such  material 
moment  toward  a  speedier  solution  of  tlie  situation  that  the 
Board  of  Directors,  in  recognition  of  the  heroic  and  valuable  ser- 
vices of  the  eleven  men  of  the  detail,  made  ackuowledg-ment  of 
their  appreciation  and  directed-  the  presentation  to  each  of  a 
medal  in  bronze  of  special  design  and  inscription. 

The  communciation,  addressed  to  Sergeant  Gilmore,  and  also 
sent  separately  to  each  of  the  soldiers,  read,  and  the  medal,  each 
with  the  individual  name  inscribed,  was  as  follows:

The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Company  having  been 
called  by  the  PreiiJ-int  to  the  special  circumstances  attending  the  movement 
of  the  troop  train  that  carried  Governor  Hartranft  and  party,  in  July  last, 
when  organized  bodies  of  men  were  preventing  the  public  from  using  the 
Company's  railway,  and  were  endeavoring  at  various  points  on  the  line,  to 
hinder  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Commonwealth  in  their  efforts  to  re- 
store order,  and  to  the  fact  that,  through  the  voUmteer  service  of  yourself 
and  companions,  this  train  was  t;iken  safely  and  promptly  from  Altoona  to 
Pittsburgh,   the   P.oard   directe.1   the   President   to   communicate   to  you   an   ex- 
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presiion  of  their  apjireciation  of  the  services  rendeieJ  by  yuu,  on  that  occa- 
sion, and  to  request  your  acceptance  of  the  accompanying  n\edal,  which  they 
have  caused  to  be  prepared  to  commemorate  the  same.

"  Presented  by  the  Penn;ylvania  Railroad  Company  to  Sergeant  J.  Camp- 
bell Gilmore,  Co.  K,  Ut  Regiment,  X.  G.  P.,  as  a  mark  of  their  appreciation 
of  his  bravery  and  fidelity  in  the  movement  of  Governor  Hartranft's  train 
from  Altoona  to  Pittsburg.  July  27th,  1S77."  On  the  obverse  was  an  en- 
graving 01  locomotive  Xo.  505. 

^Yith  Colonel  Benson's  congi-atulatorj  order  the  connection 
of  the  regiment  with  this  trying  and  eventful  campaign  was 
severed.  The  National  Guard  service  had  faced  a  situation  of 
unusual  complications,  that  involved  it  in  not  a  little  criticism, 
much  comment,  and  some  reflection.  In  the  end  it  lost  none  of 
its  prestige  and  resumed  after  the  blows  it  had  given  and  the 
blows  it  had  received  its  instruction,  drill,  and  exercises,  strength- 
ened rather  than  weakened  by  the  teaching  and  experience  of  its 
few  weeks  of  activity. 

Throughout  all  these  tm-bulent  scenes,  the  regiment  had  not 
only  escaped  all  calumny,  but  had  won  as  well  special  com- 
mendation from  its  superior  officers,  as  it  had  appreciably 
increased  its  hitherto  well-recognized  proficiency.  That  this  in- 
creased proficiency  was  in  large  measure  due  to  the  efficiency  of 
its  commanding  officer  was  a  proposition  that  had  boeu  thoroughly 
demonstrated  and  was  fully  conceddl.  If  naught  else  had  demon- 
strated it.  his  official  report  would  have  done  so  conclusively. 
Colonel  Benson's  ofiicial  report  is  a  model — accurate,  clear,  ex- 
haustive, deliberate  when  precision  is  necessary,  lu'icf  when  mat- 
ters of  lesser  moment  require  disposition.  He  saves  his  regiment 
from  the  nish  of  excited  men.  unui:rved  by  fatigue,  and  fam- 
ished with  hunger,  by  a  rally  to  the  colors  tliat  promptly  brings 
order  out  of  confusion ;  continuing  his  march  thereafter  free  from 
further  molestation  of  mob,  popidace,  or  the  hungry,  unnerved 
soldier,  by  the  execution  of  a  well-cc>noeived  manccuvre  that  of 
itself  forbade  assault  and  prevented  intrusion.  This  decisive 
action  at  a  moment  so  critical  clearly  demonstrated  how  the  well- 
trained  soldier  fully   comprehends   and  readily  responds  to  the 
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keen  perceptions  of  the  officer  equal  to  the  emergency.  The  sig- 
niticant  paragraphs  in  Colonel  Benson's  congratulatory  orJer, 
Goiicral  Order  Xo.  14,  August  10,  1377,  are  as  follows: 

Soldiers  of  the  Fnisx  Ixfa-nte-.y — Congratulatory  orders  from  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  the  General  Commanding  Division  and  Brigade:  Your 
a)ai.iity  in  reipoiuUiig  to  the  first  order,  when  your  numerical  strength  was 
more  than  one-half  that  of  the  entire  division,  the  proud  consciousness  of 
the  faithful  discharge  of  a  public  duty,  under  trying'  circumstances,  amid 
hardships  and  privations,  without  a  murmur,  or  the  relaxing  of  your  disci- 
pline, the  recognition  of  that  service  by  your  fellow-citizens  through  the 
press,  and  other  demonstrations,  combine  to  assure  the  Conimonwealtli  that 
tiie  motto  of  your  corps  was  not  meaninglessly  adopted,  but  that  the  ■■'  First 
Infantry "  is  "  ready "  to  stand  between  the  unprotected  citizen,  law  and 
order,  and  mob  violence,  destruction,  pillage  and  disorder.  You  never  fal- 
tered, your  duty  was  well  done. 

The  Colonel  Commanding  desires  to  make  acknowledgment  of  the  ser- 
vices of  First  Lieutenant  A.  Haverstick,  of  the  Regimental  Staff,  who  in  the 
absence  of  the  Field  Ollicers,  and  the  illness  of  the  Adjutant,  personally  pro- 
mulgated the  order  to  place  the  Regiment  under  Arms,  and  also  of  the  valued 
Services  of  Lieut. -Col.  J.  Pvoss  Clark,  in  placing  the  Regiment  in  marching 
order,  and  to  A;st.  Surg.  Charles  F.  Turnbull,  for  the  faithful  and  untiring 
service  throughout  the  tour  of  duty,  especially  on  the  march  of  July  iJd. 

The  Companies  were  commanded  in  tliis  campaign,  respect- 
ively: A,  Captain  AYashington  H.  Gilpin;  B,  Captain  Thomas  J. 
Dunn;  C,  Captain  David  A.  MacCarroll;  D,  Captain  Theodore  E. 
Wiedftrsheim ;  E,  Captain  James  ]\Iuldoon ;  F,  Captain  T.  E. 
HufSngton;  G,  Captain  C.  H.  Kretscbmar;  H,  the  captaincy 
vacant,  LieutL-naiit  11.  If.  Sehultz  was  in  command:  I,  First  Lieu- 
tenant George  K.  Snyder,  Jr. ;  and  K,  Captain  Isidore  Crome- 
lein. 

This  campaign,  memoralile  for  its  mag-nitude.  loss  of  life, 
destruction  of  property,  wide  tcope,  the  many  interests  involved, 
practically  closed  about  mid-Aug-ust.  Danger  of  future  outbreak, 
however,  was  not  altogetlicr  removed;  friction  and  irritation 
were  still  abroad  in  disalfeotcd  localities.  The  railways  had  re- 
sumed their  schedules,  but  the  mining  industries,  usually  the  first 
involved  when  disturbances  threaten  and  the  last  to  yield  when 
the  end  approaches,  needed  still  to  be  cared  for  by  the  forces  of 
law  and  order.  The  regidar  troops — some  had  been  summoned 
from  the  distant  and  remote  frontier — were  retained  for  a  time. 
and  the  Twentieth  Regiment  of  Pennsylvania  Xational  Guard, 
spociallv  organized  for  the  enicrironcv,  with   Cob   Svlve>tcr  Bon- 
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iiiiti'un,  Jr.,  as  ir<  commaiuler,  was  on  duty  for  another  uiouili. 
The  product  of  rhi.'  eneriiics  aial  intluouce  of  the  Veteran  Corps, 
organized  under  its  patronage,  tlie  story  to  be  told  of  it  \ery 
properly  belongs  to  what  is  intended  to  be  said  of  the  Corps 
itself. 

An  incident  that  happened  in  one  of  the  camps  of  tlie  tro-jps 
of  the  regular  army,  that  an  officer  then  quite  young  is  now  quite 
willing  to  repeat  of  himself,  has  about  it  that  tiavor  of  presen-a- 
tive  humor  tliat  entitles  it  to  other  appropriation  than  the  mere 
gossip  of  the  hour. 

The  proverbial  humor  of  tlie  Irishman  never  loses  its  oppor- 
tunity. His  native  wit  is  ever  ready  when  needed  to  relieve 
him  from  dilemma  or  to  be  used  on  others  when  his  keen  per- 
ceptions detect  a  ready  susceptibility.  He  cares  little  for  tlie 
consequences,  and,  good  soldier  as  he  is,  he  would  rather  take  his 
chances  with  discipline  than  lose  the  opportimity  his  racial  in- 
stincts forbid  him  to  miss.  One  such,  long  in  the  sen-ice,  with 
a  thorough  acquaintance  witli  its  every  detail,  was  on  duty  with 
his  detachment  encamped  on  the  outskirts  of  one  of  our  larger 
cities.  With  the  same  detacliment  was  a  young  second  lieutenant, 
just  out  of  tlie  Academy.  The  Irishman  was  on  post,  big, 
strapping  fellow  that  he  was,  patrolling  his  beat  in  all  the  fine 
proportions  of  his  well-developed  manhood.  The  lieutenant, 
abroad  on  some  duty  connected  with  the  camp,  several  times  ap- 
prcniched  his  post  close  enough  for  the  salute,  and  each  time  the 
Irishman  gave  no  sign  of  recognition.  He  had  caught  the  notion 
that  the  lieutenant,  a  bit  self-important,  had  taken  him  for  a 
novice,  and  was  disposed  to  assume  something  of  a  manner  that 
would  tend  to  encourage  rather  than  allay  his  sup^xised  convic- 
tions. "  My  man,"  said  the  lieutenant,  getting  still  closer  tx>  his 
beat,  "'haven't  you  made  a  mistake?"  "Sure  and  I  did,  sir, 
when  I  joined  this  army."  "  Xo,  no!  haven't  yoti  made  a  mis- 
take in  not  recognizing  a  commissioned  officer  with  tlie  salute 
proper  for  his  rank  when  he  approaches  your  post  ?  Do  you  know 
the  insignia  on  the  shoulder-strap  that  indicates  the  rank  of  the 
officer?  If  you  do  not,  I  will  give  them  to  you."  "  Sure  and 
I  do."  "  Well,  then,  suppose  you  give  them  to  me."  "  Well," 
continued  the  Irishman,  "  there's  a  major-general,  he  has  two  sil- 
ver star=:.  one  at  each  end  of  tlie  strap ;  ami  the  brigadier,  he  has 
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one  silver  star  in  the  middle.  The  colonel  be  Las  a  silver  eagle, 
die  lieutenant-colonel  has  a  silver  leaf  at  each  end  and  the  major 
lias  a  gold  one,  the  captain  has  two  bars  and  the  first  lieutenant 
one,  and  the  second  lieutenant — well,  well !  he  wears  a  brigadier- 
general's  shouJder-straps  without  the  star.'' 

A  general  order  in  early  JSepternber  directed  the  resumption 
on  September  17  of  '"'  the  regular  routine  of  duty  throughout  the 
command/''  and  also  announced  that  on  that  date  tiie  colonel 
commanding  would  inspect  the  right  wing,  and  on  the  2l3t  the 
left  wing.  A  battalion  imder  the  command  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Clnrk  was  detailed  as  an  escort  to  the  Twentieth  Kegi- 
ment  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  Col.  Sylvester  Bonnaffon, 
Jr.,  commanding,  on  Thursday,  the  20th  of  September,  on  its  re- 
turn from  emergency  duty  in  the  Wyoming  coal  fields,  and  on 
September  2i  there  was  the  annual  muster  and  inspection  by  the 
adjutant-general  of  the  State  in  east  Fairmount  Park. 

Captain  Albert  H.  Walters,  who  to  the  prestige  he  had  brought 
from  the  field  as  an  ofiicer  of  the  llSth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers, 
had  added  the  faithful  and  well-perfonned  service  he  had  ren- 
dered the  First  Regiment,  resigned  his  commission  as  captain  of 
Company  H  on  Jime  25,  1S77.  The  vacancy  thereby  created 
continued  until  June  12,  1S7S,  when  it  was  filled  by  the  election 
of  Captain  Wendell  P.  Bowman.  Captain  Isidor  Cromelien  re- 
signed the  captaincy  of  Company  K  April  16,  1S7S,  and  Octo- 
ber 14,  1S7S,  Captain  Horace  See  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 

On  Xovember  5,  1877,  tlie  colonel  commanding,  in  general 
orders,  officially  annoimccd  the  death  on  the  4th  instant  of  Cap- 
t;iin  Rudolph  Klauder,  of  Company  I,  after  a  lingering  illness. 
Orginally  entering  the  service  in  1865,  in  the  ranks  of  that 
company,  he  had  risen  by  merit  through  selection  as  a  non- 
commissioned officer  and  by  election  as  a  commissioned  officer 
until  by  a  unanimous  vote  he  was  chosen  for  the  captaincy  on 
Xovember  4,  1872.  His  death  was  coincident  ^\-ith  the  expira- 
tion of  his  commission,  after  he  had  efficiently  and  worthily 
discharged  the  dtities  of  his  office  for  the  full  five  years  of  its 
allotted  term.  The  colors  of  the  regiment  were  ordered  draped 
and  the  badge  of  mourning  was  directed  to  be  worn  for  the  period 
of  thirty  days.  His  first  lieutenant,  George  Iv.  Snyder,  -Jr.,  was 
elected  to  sttccoed  him,  Jamiarv  12,  1573. 
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An  unlooked-for  bappeuiug  coufronted  the  regiment,  a  griev- 
ous disappointment  was  awaiting  disclosure.  Of  the  nine  years 
of  Colonel  Bruson's  service,  beginning  as  adjutant,  passing 
through,  the  grades  of  major  and  lieutenant-colonel,  four  and  a 
half  years  had  been  given  to  tlie  colonelcy.  Xo  thought  had  been 
entertained  that  the  end  was  aught  else  but  the  mere  legal  formal- 
ity for  a  new  beginning,  nor  was  there  concejjtion  that  before 
the  time  for  its  occurrence  had  come  the  regiment,  instead  of  fac- 
ing this  mere  formality,  was  to  confront  a  stern  reality.  In- 
deed, it  had  rather  been  assumed  that  this  renewal  of  his  com- 
mission was  to  go  on  indefinitely  until  he  willed  it  otherwise. 

Colonel  Benson  never  framed  a  judgment  except  after  close 
scrutiny,  searching  investigation,  and  thoughtful  deliberation. 
His  judgments  were  the  conscionable  conclusions  of  a  mind  that 
never  wavered  after  it  had  struck  the  balance  on  the  side  of  right. 
^\^lat  he  said  of  these  conclusions  he  said  better  for  himself  than 
others  can  say  for  him,  so  feelingly  does  his  parting  address  sura 
up  his  convictions. 

To  THE  Officers  and  jrEMBER<  of  the  First  REoniENX  Ixfantrt,  Xation.vl 

GCAKD    OF   PeN.NSTLVA>-IA: 

I  am  this  day  ofSoially  advised  of  the  acceptance  of  my  resignation  as 
Colonel  of  the  First  llcijinient  Infantry,  and  of  my  honorable  discharge  from 
the  National  Guard  of  this  State. 

Called  to  the  command  of  this  Regiment  by  your  unanimous  voice,  June 
4,  1S73,  with  positive  convictions  of  the  importance  and  necessity  in  this 
State  of  a  -n-ell-disciplined  National  Guard,  it  has  ever  been  my  aim,  with 
your  cooperation,  to  maintain  it  at  a  standard  that  would  retiect  credit  upon 
your  city  and  State,  prove  worthy  of  the  support  of  your  fellow-citizens,  and 
cause  it  to  be  a  roliance  behind  the  civil  power  of  the  State,  tor  the  suprem- 
acy of  the  law,  and  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  order. 

This  has  caused  a  sacrilice  of  time  that  could  be  ill  afforded,  but  wliich 
has  b<>en  fully  compensated  for  by  the  devotion,  confidence,  and  respect  ever 
extended  to  me,  and  the  cordial  and  hearty  support  invariably  received.  Your 
corps,  today,  is  tlie  only  Kefriment  in  the  Stare  service  fully  equipped  in 
every  detail  for  active  duty;  for  which  your  thanks  are  duo  to  appreciative 
and  law-upholdin?  fellow-citizens,  who  have  thus  recognized  the  services  you 
have  endeavored  to  render  the  Commonwealth. 

Your  corps  has  stood  in  critical  comparison,  as  to  its  military  bearing, 
drill,  discipline,  and  equipment,  with  the  first  volunteer  organizations  of 
this  country — in  the  city  of  Boston  in  1S75,  and  in  your  own  city  in  1S76 — 
and  it  did  not  suffer  by  such  comparison. 

The  services  of  your  corps,  .honorable  in  the  past,  have  been  doniandcd 
in  every  emergency  in  this  State,  since  I  have  had  tlie  honor  to  be  as>r>piated 
with    the    organization.     It    challenges    a    pnralUl    for    the    promptness    and 
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iiiiMi'Tical  stieiifrth  with  which  it  has  responJed  to  every  call;  and  as  to  ita 
t:ticic-ncy,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has  perforniel  every  duly,  those  I 
IciVL-  10  the  jiuljnner.t  of  the  authoritiLS  of  the  State  and  your  fellow-citizens. 
lis  gallantry  and  discipline  have  been  tested  under  fire,  and  its  standard  has 
been  upheld  when  those  of  other  corps  were  lowered. 

In  the  recent  emergency  in  this  State,  through  its  Active  Corps,  its 
'•  Veteran  Corps,"  and  the  "  iOth  Keginieut  Infantry,"  raised  by  its  "  Veteran 
Corp-;,"  it  actually  had  on  duty,  or  oJered  to  the  authorities,  nearly  fifteen 
hundred  men. 

.  lu  relinquishing  the  honor  of  commanding  the  "  best  Kegiment  in  the 
State,"  as  it  is  designated  in  the  OtKcial  Report  of  the  Adjutant-General, 
which  I  do  from  a  high  sense  of  duty,  largely  influenced  by  the  extraordinaiy 
circumstances  existing  in  the  X'ational  Guard,  which  history  and  future  in- 
vestigation will  develop ;  I  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the  valuable  aid  and 
cordial  support  of  the  ■'  Field,"  '■  StatT,"  and  "  Line,"  and  the  faithful 
cooperation  of  the  "  Rank  and  File,"  and  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment 
for  the  same. 

Trusting  your  corps  is  destined  to  greater  honors,  1  beg  to  say  that  it 
has  been  a  struggle  to  sever  these  ofHcial  ties,  but  more  difficult  still,  after 
nine  years'  association,  to  say  to  mv  comrades  of  the  First  Infantry — Fare- 
tcell.

With  his  keen  sense  of  good  order,  decorum,  and  business ;  his 
cool  courage  in  emergency;  his  wisdom  in  purpose  and  skill  in 
performance;  his  constancy  in  friendship;  his  acute  military  in- 
stincts ;  his  -(^-ide  intiuence  with  the  men  of  finance  and  the  re- 
spect lie  commanded  from  the  public  at  large;  his  unremitting 
attention  to  his  every  'luty, — his  confidence  in  his  men  and  their 
confidence  in  him  made  his  loss  not  irreparalile,  as  no  less  ever 
is,  but  one  indeed  of  much  concern. 

Ijy  operation  of  law  the  commission  of  the  regimental  staff 
expired  with  that  of  tlieir  chief.  Adjutant  Joseph  B.  Godwin, 
specially  adapted  for  his  office  in  make-up,  habit,  and  method, 
was  a  faithful,  painstaking,  and  zealous  executive.  Assistant 
Surgeon  Charles  T.  Turnbull,  who  subsetpently  returned  with  the 
full  rank  of  surgeon,  besides  the  generous  encomiums  that  carne 
to  him  othersvise  had  received  special  mention  for  meritorious 
conduct  at  Pittsburgh,  and  Captain  William  A.  IioHn,  motlio.lical 
earnest,  and  resourceful,  had  been  a  business  executive  in  the 
pn^-master's    and    quartermaster's    department    from    very    early 
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times.  Liuuteuant-Coluue]  Clark  and  Alajor  Ide  tendered  their 
resignations  respeeuvelvj  and  as  their  couiiiiissions  bear  date 
coinciden!:  v.itJi  the  cjh.'iiors,  June  4,  l.^V-'J,  so,  too,  does  the  ac- 
ceptance of  their  resignations  vitli  his  retirement,  December  4, 
1S77. 

Lieut.-C'L  J.  Eo5s  Clark  came  fr>.>m  the  Artillery  Corps  of 
Washington  Grays  with  that  group  of  men  vho  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  die  fiructiire  that  has  now  growii  to  its  fifty  years'  of 
military  usefulness.  He  began  with  it  as  a  first  lieutenant  for 
a  single  night  only;  the  next  day  he  was  a  captain,  tlieu  a  major, 
retiring  as  a  lieutenant-colonel  as  he  neared  the  completion,  of 
his  eighteen  years  of  faithful  service.  Of  that  group,  all  force- 
ful and  worthy  of  exceptional  value  as  military  men,  notable  for 
their  standing  and  character,  many  had  passed  away,  all  had 
long  before  retired.  Colonel  Clark  alone  remained. 

Aside  from  his  constant  attention  to  his  every  duty,  his  record 
is  supplemented  by  his  conspicuous  presence  in  every  campaign 
in  war  or  peace,  battle,  skirmish,  riot,  outbreak— Antietam,  Car- 
lisle, Gettysburg,  Susquehanna  Depot,  Ilazleton,  Round-House, 
Pittsburgh,  Seranton — that  called  his  regiment  to  the  field,  during 
his  well-nigh  two  decades  of  sendee. 

Colonel  Clark  had  many  significant  characteristics  that  made 
for  faithfulness.  He  had  a  conscionable  conviction  of  an  ever- 
continuing  responsibility,  not  permitted  to  slumber  and  await 
the  recurrence  of  each  requirement  that  demanded  its  exercise, 
but  a  responsibility  that  was  never  forgotten  and  was  always 
awake.  He  did,  not  need  to  be  sevei-e — he  never  was;  his  sol- 
diers preferred  to  anticipate  what  was  to  be  done  rather  than 
to  be  told  to  do  it.  As  thoroughly  a  tactician  as  he  was  thorough 
in  all  things,  gifted  with  a  distinctive  adaptability  to  impart 
instruction,  he  v/as  a  tactical  officer  of  rare  acquirements.  He 
had  a  true  sense  of  camaraderie;  he  sought  the  compauiunship 
of  others  and  others  sought  his.  The  record  he  made  for  him- 
self, the  record  he  made  for  his  company  wliile  a  captain,  and  the 
record  he  helped  to  make  for  the  regiment  while  a  field  officer, 
desen-es  to  be  indelibly  impressed  iipon  the  archives  of  both. 

Major  Charles  K.  Ide,  disciplined  and  schooled  in  a  highly 
responsible  position  in  a  leading  railway  corporation  of  the  coun- 
try-, brought  whh  him  to  his  soldiers'  life  a  training  that  fitted 
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him  for  a  bettor  miderstanding  of  Low  to  discipline  others  and 
how  to  be  disciplined  himself.  lie  was  a  cous^jicuous  figure 
in  the  military  circles  of  the  day.  A  company  otiicer  of  value, 
a  field  officer  of  merit,  quick  in  perception,  ready  in  execution, 
of  a  distinctive  personality,  he  left  an  imprint  upon  the  history 
of  the  regiment  that  preserves  his  memory  beyond  his  genera- 
tion. 

By  virtue  of  his  seniority  and  in  compliance  with  orders 
from  brigade  headquarters,  in  his  General  Order  Xo.  1,  of 
December  S,  1S77,  Captain  James  Muldoon  announced  that  he 
assimaed  command  of  the  regiment.  lie  named  as  of  the  regimen- 
tal staff  First  Lieutenant  F.  Du  Pont  Marston,  of  Company  T), 
as  acting  adjutant,  and  Second  Lieutenant  James  A.  Filley,  of 
Company  E,  as  acting  quartennaster. 

There  was  neither  alteration  nor  interruption  in  the  regular 
routine;  and  drills,  company  and  battalion,  and  all  other  military 
exercises  were  continued  at  tlie  usual  intervals  as  heretofore. 
There  were  a  nimiber  of  incidents  of  local  prominence. 

On  February  22.  ISTS,  the  regiment  was  paraded  in  honor  of 
the  day  and  to  participate  in  the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the 
transfer  of  colors  of  the  Twentieth  Eegiment  (Emergency), 
Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  to  the  future  care  and  custody 
of  the  Veteran  Corps. 

On  !March  S  the  officers  and  men  who  were  on  duty  during 
the  active  operations  of  July  and  August  were  mustered  for  pay 
at  the  armory,  Broad  and  Pace  Sti'eets,  and  on  Sunday,  March 
10,  the  regiment  attended  divine  sei-vice  at  the  Church  of  llie 
Holy  Trinity,  the  Pev.  W.  iST.  llcVickar  officiating. 

The  seventeenth  anniversary  had  its  proper  recognition.  On 
April  19  the  regimental  line  was  formed  at  2.30  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  Broad  Street,  right  resting  on  Arch  Street  facing 
east,  witli  Captain  James  ilnldoon  in  command,  and  the  iisual 
anniversary  parade,  with  the  customary  evening  remembrances, 
followed. 

On  April  30  First  Lieutenant  F.  Du  Pont  ]\rarston,  granted 
a  leave  of  absence  for  six  months,  was  relieved  from  duty  as  act- 
ing adjutant.  First  Lieutenant  William  B.  Smith,  of  Company 
A,  was  named  in  his  stead. 

The  centennial  anniversarv,  on  June  19,  1S7S,  of  the  with- 
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drawal  of  Wnshiuyloii's  army  from  its  Valley  Forge  eucainp- 
ment,  had  a  nat^^JU-\^i(le  signiiicauce.  The  regiment,  with  Cap- 
tain James  Muldoon  iu  command,  leaving  tlie  annory  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morniDg  was  on  tlie  ground  at  Valley  Forge  at  the 
prescribed  hour  to  participate  in,  as  it  did,  the  all-day  cere- 
monies incident  to  that  occasion. 

On  JuJy  4,  1S7S,  the  Veteran  Corps,  accompanied  by  the 
officers  of  tlie  regiment,  participated  at  Wilkes-Barre  in  the  cere 
monies  attendant  upon  the  centennial  amiiversary  of  the  '"'  Mas- 
sacre of  Wyoming,"  and  on  their  return  on  the  fifth  the  regiment 
was  paraded  as  an  e?cort,  with  tJiis  unique  feature — that,  the  com- 
missioned officers  being  of  the  column  that  was  to  be  escorted,  it 
was  directed  that  c-ach  company  should  be  in  command  of  the 
ranking  non-comissioned  officer. 

In  the  '•  History  of  the  First  Regiment  Infantry,  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,"  by  Edwin  ]SI.  Benson,  R.  Dale  Benson, 
and  Theo.  E.  TViedersheim,  Committee  of  Veteran  Corps  (18S0), 
the  administration  of  Captain  Muldoou  is  thus  creditably  spoken 
of: 

From  December,  1S77,  until  Septf>mber,  1S73,  the  First  Regiment  was 
without  field  oilicers,  but  was  ably  commanded  by  Captain  James  Muldoon, 
of  E  Company,  whose  thorough  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  a  soldier  enabled 
him  to  maintain  the  regiment  up  to  the  standard  in  drill  and  discipline.  The 
following  resolution,  offered  by  Col.  K.  Dale  Benson  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  Veteran  Corps.  October.   1S7S,  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Iicsolvcd,  That  in  the  service  rendered  the  First  Ecgiment  Infantry  by 
Comrade  James  Muldoon  during  the  year  that  he  wag  called  to  its  temporary 
command,  amidst  the  embarrassment  incident  to  the  year,  in  the  National 
Guard  seri-ice  of  the  State,  this  corps  recognizes  the  soldierly  ability  and 
qualificitions  exhibited  by  Comrade  Muldoon,  and  desires  to  place  upon  record 
its  rf-cognition  of  that  service  to  the  active  command,  and  congratulates  hira 
upon  the  successful  issue  of  his  temporary  administration.

However  strong  n:av  be  its  camponent  parts,  however  sturdy 
its  leadersliip,  organization  witliout  the  leader  weakens  with  time. 
A  vice-president  succeeds  a  president  and  becomes  the  president; 
a  captain  follows  a  colonel,  but  remains  the  "  captain  command- 
ing "  still.  Its  integidty  thus  impaired,  organization  ceases  to  be 
of  cohesive  force,  fails  in  definite  purpose,  and  ultimately  dis- 
solves. Weakened  within  itself,  its  influence  abroad  is  dimin- 
ished. ZSTo  subordinate,  however  strong  his  personality,  can 
make  himself  felt,  as  can  the  officer  clothed  with  the  rank  which 
the  authority  he  exercises  entitles  him  to  hold.  If  favors  are 
to  be  sought,  selections  to  be  made,  or  precedence  to  be  claimed, 
or  should  hostile  criticism  assail  rights  fairly  wou  in  competitive 
contests,  the  captain's  powers  to  interpose  in  his  own  behalf  are 
seriously  impaired  when  those  of  higher  authority  are  his  competi- 
tors or  adversaries.  XuIIa  vestigia  retrorsum  (take  no  step  back- 
ward)— a  phrase  eminently  well  applied — was  once  the  motto  of 
a  regiment  of  our  State  troops.  If  there  is  to  be  no  step  backward, 
there  must  be  some  steps  forward.  Xothing  can  stand  still  and 
maintain  itself.  Xo  step  forward  is  in  itself  a  step  baclcward. 
The  colonel  only  is  the  man  wholly  qualified  to  take  tliis  step, 
direct  a  forward  movement,  define  its  purpose,  see  to  its  fulfil- 
ment. The  organization  that  fails  to  save  itself,  to  strengthen 
itself  by  naming  the  man  of  its  choice,  must  face  the  inevitable; 
it  comes  to  all  men  and  all  tliim-s;  when  progression  stops,  when 
expansion  cea-es,  shrinkage  begins,  extinction  follows. 
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These  condition?,  not  at  all  new,  well  nnderstood,  recognized 
everj'whcrc,  had  uut  c-caped  the  conjidi-ratiou  of  the  line  ul'ilcer.s 
on  whom  rested  the  responsibility  and  in  \\-hom  alone  was  the 
power  to  permit  their  continuance  or  cause  their  removal.  The 
administration  of  Captain  Muldoon  had  proved  satisfactory;  he 
had  repeatedly  declined  advancement.  Two  conditions — one  a- 
necessity  and  the  other  a  tradition — confronted  the  situation. 
Both  needed  to  be  well  consiilered.  Then  it  would  be  better  if 
in  the  end  all  minds  could  be  made  to  meet.  It  was  all-essen- 
tial that  strength  be  given  to  component  part-,  the  better  to  assure 
the  security  of  the  whole.  The  company  units  must  be  main- 
tained in  all  their  efficiency,  and  no  officer  be  separated  from  his 
coromand  while  his  presence  was  essential  for  its  preservation.  To 
this  extent  all  minds  had  met ;  no  thought  was  given  to  promotion ; 
every  energy  was  bent  to  the  single  end  of  unswerving  company 
allegiance.  Then,  too,  there  was  the  tradition  that  no  field  offi- 
cer had  ever  been  selected  for  expediency  only.  The  war  supply 
was  well-nigh  exhausted,  and  as  for  experience  and  capacity,  it 
was  as  available  from  within  as  it  was  froiu  ^vithout.  There 
was  also  the  lingering  hope  that  Colonel  Benson  might  be  per- 
suaded to  return.  This,  however,  had  but  a  brief  sojom-n.  In 
the  end  all  minds  met  again  and  the  choice  was  made  from  among 
those  whose  province  it  was  to  do  the  clioosing. 

As  if  it  Avere  by  spontaneous  concurrence,  the  choice  for  the 
colonelcy  fell  upon  Captain  Theodore  E.  Wiedersheim,  of  Com- 
pany D,  and  for  the  lieutenant-colonelcy  upon  Captain  Washing- 
ton H.  Gilpin,  nf  Company  A;  duly  nominated  and  e'ected,  thry 
were  respectively  commissioned  colonel  and  lieutenant-colonel  on 
September  2G,  ISTS.  The  majority  was  permitted  to  remain 
vacant  for  a  tiTne.  "With  the  brief  announcement  in  General 
Orders  Xo.  15,  of  October  1,  1S7S,-"  By  virtue  of  election  by  tlie 
line  officers  as  prescribed  by  law,  the  undersigned  hereby  assumes 
command  of  the  First  Regiment  Infantry,  X.  G.  of  Pa.,"  Colonel 
Wiedersbeim  took  upon  himself  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Of  this  election  General  Snowden,  in  his  official  report  for 
tlie  year  of  tlie  operations  of  his  bridgade,  says:  "  Shortly  after 
I  assumed  command  tlie  officers  of  the  First  Regiment  Infantry 
elected  to  the  positions  of  colonel  and  lieutenant-colonel,  respect- 
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irelv.  Thev.  E.  Wiedci-ilieiiu  ;nid  W;i~!iiiiiiiMU  II.  Gilpin,  geiitle- 
niiu  who  arc  qualified  by  experieuce  ai.d  a  knowledge  of  their 
duty  and  have  my  entire  eoulidence." 

The  staff  appointments  were  as  follows:  Adjutant,  Wra.  S. 
Poidterer;  quartermaster,  L.  C.  Tappey,  Jr.;  conimissai-y, 
Henry  L.  Ehlcr;  paymaster,  Wm.  H.  Taber;  surgeon,  Alonzo  L. 
Leach;  assistant  sm-geons,  J.  Wilkes  O'Xeill  and  William  W. 
Van  Valzah;  sergeant-major,  II.  Harrison  GrofF;  quartennaster- 
sergeant,  Henry  Averj-,  Jr. ;  commissary-sergeant,  James  A. 
Wallace ;  hospital  steward,  Charles  Onram ;  drimi  major,  William 
D.  Baker.  The  Eev.  Eobert  A.  Edwards  was  afterward  named 
as  chaplain. 

The  vacancy  in  Company  A  was  speedily  filled  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Captain  William  E.  Smith  on  October  18,  1S7S,  but  in 
Company  D,  Captain  Joseph  II.  Burroughs  was  not  elected  mitil 
ATarch  31,  1879.  Meanwhile,  through  most  of  the  intei-^-al,  the 
command  devolved  on  First  Lieutenant  F.  Du  Pont  ]\Iarston. 
When  Captain  Burroughs  was  in  March,  1S50,  made  major  and 
judge-advocate  of  the  First  Brigade,  First  Lieutenant  Edward  S. 
Sayres  having  resigTied,  the  command  of  the  company  devolved 
upon  Second  Lieut.  Harry  0.  Hastings,  who  on  Jxvne  21,  ISSO, 
was  elected  to  the  captaincy. 

A  circular  from  tlie  Adjutant-General's  office  of  September 
24:,  1S7S,  prescribed  the  tirst  '■'  state  uniform  "  adopted  for  the 
Xational  Guard,  and  in  compliance  with  the  tenns  of  that  cir- 
cular the  regiment  proceeded  to  equip  itself  to  meet  its  require- 
ment. The  unifonn  was  of  the  fatigue  pattern,  the  coat  for  offi- 
cers a  plain  sack,  of  dark  blue  cluth,  and  for  the  men  a  blouse 
of  dark  blue  tlannel,  singl(>breastcd,  falling  collar.  Except  in 
material,  dir-y  differed  from  each  other  only  in  the  insigniia  and 
chevrons  of  otHccrs  a:id  non-CL>mmissioned  officers.  The  trousers 
were  of  light  blue  kersey  with  dark  blue  stripe  for  officers  and 
none  for  the  men.  The  cap  and  accoutrements  were  the  same  as 
had  been  theretofore  in  u~e.  The  state  pro\ided  the  material — - 
it  liad  previnu-ly  pa<,-cd  a  rignrous  Gwv,-rnniiiit  inspi-ctina  ar  the 
Schuylkill  Ar^-enal — on  reqni-irion,  sixty  uiiifumis  to  a  company, 
and  charged  its  cost  pi-oportionatcly  against  the  allowance  of  each 
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company  for  the  then  present  year.  The  trimmings  were  to  be 
supplied  and  cost  of  manufacture  was  to  he  paid  for  by  the  com- 
panies themselves. 

The  regiment  made  its  first  appearace  in  the  state  uniform 
at  the  annual  n.ustor  and  inspection  Ly  the  Adjutant-General  at 
East  Fairmount  Park  on  ISI'ovember  7,  and  again  at  the  review 
of  the  First  Brigade  by  John  F.  Hartrauft,  governor  and  com- 
mander-in-chief, on  Xovember  28.  Brigadier-Genei-al  George  E. 
Snowden,  who  had  been  appointed  a  brigadier-general  Augaist 
2S,  1S7S,  was  in  command  of  tlie  brigade,  and  Colonel  ^Yiede^- 
sheim  of  the  regiment. 

Of  tliis  inspection  of  Xovember  7  the  following  report  ap- 
pears in  the  annual  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  for  the  year 
1S7S: 

Colonel  and  st;itT  well  seltcifj,  soUlierly  in  appearance,  well  disciplined 
and  attentive,  and,  with  their  knowledge  of  their  duties,  well  calculated  to 
maintain  the  previous  superior  standing  of  the  Kegiment.  The  entire  com- 
mand was  equipped  in  the  new  fatigue  uniform,  together  with  knapsack, 
haversack,  and  canteen.  The  condition  of  the  arms  was  excellent.  The 
ability  of  its  oilicers  and  fine  personnel  enabled  it  to  present  a  fine  appear- 
ance at  all  times.  With  its  great  advantage  in  tliis  respect  it  should  be 
placed  in  a  position  to  defy  competition.  The  regiment  is  complete  in  all 
equipment  and  thorough  in  all   detail  and  appointments. 

^Yith  the  inauguration  of  Colonel  Wiedersheim's  administra- 
tion a  vigorous  course  of  instruction,  so  essential  at  all  times  to 
the  maintenance  of  a  military  efficiency,  was  auspiciously  begun 
and  diligently  pursued.  All  details  were  critically  observed. 
Circulars  explanator^•  and  instructive  were  issued  at  intervals 
to  settle  diiTei-ences  in  interpretation  and  bring  to  a  readier  com- 
prehension sections  and  paragraphs  of  tactics  and  regulations 
that  were  the  more  continuously  in  use.  Instructions  in  the 
school  of  the  battalion — two  of  three  ci)m]ianies  each  and  one 
of  four,  under  Colonels  ^Yiedersheim  and  Gilpin  and  Captain 
Muldoon,  respectively — were  a  regailar  routine.  General  Snow- 
den  introduced  something  of  an  innovation  in  providing  for  a 
monthly  series  of  battalion  drills,  each  to  be  followed  by  the 
ceremony  of  a  guard  mount,  which  he  supervised  himself.  The 
spring  in-pectir.ns  bv  the  brigatle  inspector,  usually  at  the  Tliuk 
Building,  were  still  a  feature.  There  were  frequent  changes  in 
the  regimental  f-nnation  a=  the  rank  of  the  captains  varied.     Com- 
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pariy  E,  with  Captain  ^iliildoon,  however,  never  lost  its  place 
on  tiiC  i'ii-:lit,  and  once  for  a  time  the  colors  went  back  to  Company 
C,  Cajitain  AlacCarroU,  until  Captain  HufRng-ton's  rank  took 
them  oti'  again  to  Company  F.  But  about  this  time  so  often  was 
the  shifting  that  after  a  little  the  colors  came  back  to  C,  and  Cap- 
tain liuiiington,  as  the  second  ranking  captain,  had  the  left. 

The  military  pageant,  which,  despite  the  usually  unpropitious 
weather,  is  the  universal  attendant  on  all  inaug-urations,  was 
once  more  in  evidence  when  Governor  Ilem-y  M.  Iloyt,  the  first 
of  the  four-year  governors  under  tlie  Constitution  of  1874,  was 
inaug-urated,  January  21,  1S79,  and  the  regiment,  under  the 
command  of  Colonel  Wiedersheim,  was  again  a  participant.  Its 
full  winter  equipment — overcoat,  knapsack,  blanket — was  sup- 
plemented with  one  day's  cooked  rations,  which  wisely  provided 
against  the  no  food  or  poor  food  always  the  result  when  the  over- 
crowded town  had  been  depended  upon  for  supplies.  The  mili- 
tary eye,  with  the  closer  observation  it  gave  the  new  commander, 
conceded  his  every  capacity  to  certainly  maintain  if  not  increase 
the  prestige  the  regiment  had  earned  of  yore. 

A  newspaper  comment  in  tlie  special  correspondence  of  the 
Philadelphia  Times  reads  as  follows:  "The  military,  consider- 
ing the  state  of  the  streets  and  the  fatigued  condition  of  the 
troops,  did  admirably,  and  gave  evidence  that  the  reorganization 
of  the  State  Militia  was  bearing  good  fruit.  The  battalion  of 
State  Fencibles  of  Philadelphia  bore  off  the  palm  in  every  re- 
spect, while  the  Pii-st  Eogiment  gave  proof  of  better  discipline 
than  any  of  the  regimental  commands,  tlie  Duquesne  Grays 
(Eighteenth  Regiment),  of  Pittsburg,  however,  presenting  a  sol- 
dierly appearance." 

Pursuant  to  an  order  from  Brigade  Headquarters  on  Febru- 
ary 6,  1ST9,  the  regiment  panicipated  in  the  ceremonies  incident 
to  the  funeral  of  !Maj.-Gen.  George  Cadwalader,  of  eminent 
family  lineage,  and  for  rank,  reputation,  and  sei^ice  in  war  and 
experience  in  peace  among  the  distingiiished  of  Philadelphia's 
eoldiery. 

The  militarv'  observances  of  Washington's  Birthday  had 
lately — winter  weather  and  outdoor  military  displays  never  be- 
ing in  the  be=t  accord — fallen  into  disuse.  In  IS 79,  February 
22   fell   upon   a   Saturday,  and,   that  there  might  be   something 
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recorded  su^icrtive  of  its  corninemoratioii,  the  coloucl  ordered 
that  ou  Sunday,  tlie  23d,  the  rcgimeDt,  in  full-dress  uuifona, 
parade  to  attend  divine  service  at  the  Chun'h  of  St.  Matthias. 
The  regiment  -was  paraded  accordingly,  and  the  IJev.  Robert  A. 
Edwards,  the  newly-appointe<i  chaplain,  preached  his  first  ser- 
mon to  the  conmiand. 

The  approaching  eighteentli  anniversary  was  heralded  by  the 
opening  paragTaph  of  Circular  Xo.  3,  Regimental  Headquarters, 
of  :^[arch  S,  ISTO,  as  follows: 

In  accordance  Tvith  a  time-honored  custom,  the  regiment  will  be  paraded 
in  full-dress  uniform  on  April  19,  in  celebration  of  the  eighteenth  anniversary 
of  the  organization  of  the  command,  and,  ^Yith  the  Veteran  Corps,  it  is 
intended  to  make  a  grand  demonstration  on  that  day.  It  is  hoped  that  every 
officer  and  man  will  consider  it  his  duty  to  lend  every  effort  to  make  the  occa- 
sion one  worthy  of  the  organization,  and  it  is  expected  that  eacli  company 
will  parade  with  full  ranks. 

Accompanied  by  the  Veteran  Corps,  the  regiment  made  its 
usual  anniversary  parade  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  April 
19,  1ST9.  That  the  preliminary  circular  hail  not  been  ineti'eetive. 
was  made  manifest  by  the  very  pronounced  commendations  made 
by  the  three  distinguished  officials,  all  of  high  military  repute, 
before  whom  the  regiment  passed  in  review — Henry  'IL  Hoyt, 
Govei-nor  and  Commander-in-Chief;  ^raj.-Gen.  John  F.  Hart- 
ranft,  commanding  the  Division  of  the  National  Guard,  and  Brig.- 
Gen.  George  E.  Snowden,  commanding  the  First  Brigade. 

On  Monday,  July  21,  1S79,  a  well-remembered  anniversary 
day— the  Battle  of  Bull  Run  and  the  Pittsburgh  riots — in  rlie 
military  life  of  the  deceased  officer,  the  oifieers  of  the  regiment, 
in  fidl-drcss  uniform,  with  side  arms,  attended  the  funeral  of 
Gen.  I'erer  Lyle,  formerly  of  the  yineieenth  and  Xinetieth  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers,  and  late  commander  of  the  Sc-cond  Regiment, 
Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  conclu.ling  paragraph  of  the  order  that  summoned  the 
officers  was  as  follows: 

The  brilliant  record  of  General  Lyle  during  the  late  war  and  his  valuable 
service  in  the  National  Guard  of  the  SUate  are  all  well  known  to  every  mem- 
ber of  the  regiment,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  the  officers  will  be  present. 

On  [Monday,  September  20.  the  roiiment  was  paraded  in 
state  uniform,  with  knapsacks,  haversack-  and  canteen^,  for  the 
annual  muster  and  inspection  by  the  Adjutant-General,  "  in  ac- 
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cordaiico  witli  the  military  code  of  the  state."  Of  this  muster 
aiul  iiis]jcetiou  General  Oi'dor  Xo.  -26,  llegimental  Jleadquarters. 
Septeiidx-r  30,  ISTO,  directed  to  be  pj-iuted  for  general  distribu- 
tion, spoke  as  follows: 

The  Colonel  coiiniiMiniir.g  takes  the  earliest  opportunity  of  complimenting 
the  ofli'.ers  and  men  of  the  command  for  their  salisfactorj-  inspection  and  the 
handsome  appearance  made  on  the  2'Jth  inst.,  upon  tlie  occasion  of  the  An- 
nual Inspection  and  Muster  at  Fairmouiit  Park.  His  Excellencr  Governor 
Hoyt.  Major-General  Hartranft,  Adjuta7it-General  Latta,  and  Brigadier-General 
Snowden  passed  the  higlie^t  encomiums  upon  the  drill,  marching,  and  disci- 
pline of  the  regiment.  The  standard  of  excellence  can  only  be  maintained 
by  constant  work  and  the  closest  attention  to  all  the  details,  and  especially 
recruiting  the  companies  to  the  full  number  required  by  law,  which  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  if  we  expect  always  to  occupy  our  present  honorable  position. 

On  Xovember  lo,  1S79,  the  line  otHcers  concluded  wisely 
■n-hen  they  selected  Captain  Wendell  P.  Bowman,  of  Company 
H,  to  fill  the  vacant  majority  that  sent  him  on  his  course  of  well- 
deserved  advancement. 

The  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays,  first  org'anized 
into  a  battalion,  with  Col.  Sylvester  Bonnaffon,  Jr.,  as  its  major, 
and  subsequently  disbanded  as  a  battalion,  was  disposed  of  by 
the  transfer  of  two  of  its  companies,  A  and  D  (the  original 
corps),  to  the  Third  Eeg-iment  Infautiy.  The  subsequent  con- 
solidation of  these  two  companies  followed,  and  as  consolidated 
they  were  on  December  11,  1S79,  transferred  from  the  Third 
Eegiment  to  the  Tirst  Eegiment  Infantiy,  to  be  thereafter  laio\Mi 
as  Company  G  of  that  regiment.  The  day  for  the  independent 
military'  company  had  passed,  and  ancestor  and  progeny  were 
thus  hapjiily  uuiroil.  The  transfer  included  Captain  Eugene  Z. 
Eicnzlf.  with  hi>  rank  from  October  26,  1S78,  and  Second  Lieu- 
tenant Gusiaiiis  K.  !iIorehead.  At  the  same  time.  Company  G, 
of  the  Eirst  Eegiment,  as  it  had  previously  existed,  was  trans- 
ferred to  and  consolidated  with  Company  B  of  the  same  regi- 
ment. Captain  C.  H.  Ivretschmar,  of  Company  G,  an  officer 
of  merit  and  distinction,  had  retired  with  the  expiration  of  his 
commission,  and  Captain  Alfred  Plcasonton,  elected  to  succeed 
him,  had  resig-ned  October  16,  1S79. 

Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  when  he  retired  fmni  the  presidency 
and  made  his  historic  journey  arfiund  the  "world,  took  his  depart- 
ure from  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  After  an  extended  absence, 
erected   and  honored   on  his  ret^irn  everywhere  throughout   this 
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couiitrv  as  lie  had  been  aliroail.  lie  was  uiai.le  ^specially  welcome  iu 
tlii^,  tlie  city  that  liaJ  been  peruiitted  to  bid  liim  on  Lis  departure 
his  last  farcNvell.  Among  the  many  of  the  memorable  and  im- 
pressive incidents  of  this  home-coming,  as  it  were,  was  the  military 
parade,  and  of  this  feature,  on  Tuesday,  December  16,  ISTO,  tlie 
n-giment  played  ~o  c.-nspicuous  a  part  that  Colonel  'Wiedershfim 
tcMjk  CKXiasiou,  in  a  stibsequent  general  order,  to  afterward  say : 

The  Colonel  commanding  congratulates  the  comiriand  upon  the  display 
made  on  the  IGih  in<t.,  participating  in  the  reception  to  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant. 

The  number  of  men  in  the  regimental  line  was  greater  on  this  occa- 
sion than  the  command  has  paraded  for  a  period  of  nearly  sixteen  years, 
and  the  appearance  and  soldierly  bearing  never  better. 

WTjile  all  are  entitled  to  creditable  mention,  special  notice  is  due  to  those 
companies  that  paraded  a  number  of  men  far  in  excess  of  the  general  aver- 
age, thus  adding  material  strength  to  the  command.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
spirit  of  friendly  competition  among  the  several  companies  will  be  con- 
tinued. 

The  United  States  Ordnance  Corps  from  Frankford  appeared 
with  the  United  States  Artillery  Band  from  Fort  Hamilton; 
United  States  Marines  from  the  Philadelphia  Xavy  Yard;  First, 
Second  and  Third  Brigades,  Xational  Guards  of  Pennsylvania ; 
Second  Brigade,  National  Guards  of  State  of  iSTew  Jersey,  all 
under  command  of  31a j. -Gen.  John  P.  Hartranft,  made  up  the 
military  escort  The  regiment,  its  full  field  and  staff,  "  620 
men,  band  of  tliirty-one  pieces,  and  drum  corps  of  thirty,"  is  thus 
reported  in  the  Times  as  it  passed  in  review: 

The  First  Regiment  marched  admirably,  its  band  playing,  and  the 
music,  when  it  had  gone  past,  tapering  ofl'  in  a  roll  by  the  drum  corps. 
Even  the  colored  v/ater  carriers  had  a  sense  of  the  great  importance  of  the 
occasion,  and  stepped  out  with  conspicuous  dignity. 

"  Kifle  practice  in  this  state  properly  dates  from  1878,  when 
the  Scranton  City  Guards,  now  jiart  ^if  the  Tliirteenth  Regiment, 
equipped  and  started  practice  on  their  own  responsibility." 
Slowly  finding  its  v.-ay  to  a  better  recognition,  it  ultimately  took 
on  a  stimulating  impetus.  From  time  to  time  the  zest  and 
energy  the  First  Regiment  developed  was  rewarded  not  only  with 
the  satisfaction  it  took  to  itself  for  its  own  successes,  btit  with 
the  high  encomiums  it  sectired  from  all  sources.  In  many  of 
its  competitive  contests  and  in  making  its  own  record  it  came  out 
Avith  scores  above  all  its  competitors  and  beyond  all  its  fellows. 
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The  small  bcgiunings  as  they  first  appeared  in  the  Adjutaut- 
Geiieral's  Eeport  of  1S79,  grew  each  year  in  the  skill  which  ihe 
practice  evolved  and  the  large  numbers  it  included  in  the  several 
stages  of  qualiiicatiun.  The  following  are  the  few  who  appear 
in  tliat  report,  the  first  of  the  First  Regiment's  "■  qualified  marks- 
:iitr..'"  They  deserve  mention  as  illustrative  of  how  few  there 
were  to  start  with,  as  contrasted  with  the  many  tliere  are  to-day:

The  better  organization  of  the  National  Guard  progi-essively 
accomplished  with  the  gradual  reduction  in  the  number  of  mili- 
tary divisions,  finally  completed,  was  assured  early  in  1ST9,  when 
all  others  disbanded,  the  one  division  formation  was  announced, 
and  Ex-Govemor  John  F.  Hartranft,  who  had  striven  so  long 
to  this  end  and  been  most  instrumental  toward  its  attainment, 
was  on  ilarch  12  of  that  year  commissioned  as  the  one  major- 
general  and  assigned  to  the  one  division  as  its  commander.  Of 
the  five  brigades  that  made  up  the  division,  Brig.-Gen.  George  K. 
Snowden,  Philadelphia,  was  assigned  to  the  First;  Brig.-Gen. 
Frank  Keeder,  Easton,  the  Second;  Brig.-Gen.  Joshua  K.  Sig- 
fried,  Pottsville.  the  Third;  Brig.-Gen.  James  A.  Beaver,  Belle- 
fonte,  the  Fourth,  and  Brig.-Gen.  Henry  S.  Huidekoper,  Mead- 
ville,  the  Fifth. 

There  had  been  changes  in  the  company  commanders  and  in 
the  staff,  and  others  followed. 

Captain  William  B.  Smith,  of  Company  A,  afterwards  colonel 
of  the  Third  Eegiment  Infantry,  iN'ational  Guard  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  after  tliat  mayor  of  the  city,  who  liad  resigTied  Xo- 
vember  13,  1ST9,  was  succeeded  February  27,  ISSO,  by  Captain 
Charles  A.  Eose.  Captain  David  A.  MacCan-oll.  of  long  ser- 
vice, painstaking  and  eSicient,  resigned  his  captaincy  of  Company 
C  December  2,  1S79.  Lieutenant  William  S.  Poulterer,  when  he 
was  made  adjutant,  was  reluctantly  surrendered  by  his  com- 
pany, and  at  this,  the  first  opportunity,  was  brought  back  again 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  February  8,  ISSO.  The  vacant  adjutancy 
was  filled  March  11,  ISSO,  by  the  promotion  of  Sergeant-^lajr.r

H.  Harrison  Grufl';  Lis  place  Avas  su|ipliecl  by  the  advanceinent 
of  Quartermaster-Sergeant  Henry  Avery,  Jr.,  to  be  sergeant- 
major,  with  J.  Uallett  Koberts  named  as  quarteriuaster-sergeant, 
.  vice  Avery,  promoted.  Private  Trank  Davis,  of  Company  A, 
was  annonnced  as  commissary-sergeant,  vice  James  A.  Wallace, 
honorably  discharged.  Captain  F.  Amedee  Bregy  succeeded 
Captain  Bowman  as  caj^tain  of  Company  II,  and  he  in  turn, 
after  his  resigiiation,  September  2S,  ISSO,  with  a  vacancy  of 
some  months  intervening,  was  succeeded  February  0,  ISSl,  by 
Captain  Samuel  B.  Collins.

Washington's  Birthday  in  the  year  ISSO  was  a  Sunday  hap- 
pening, and  as  a  commemorative  opportunity  for  attending 
divine  worship,  the  regiment  was  paraded  witli  band  and  tieLl 
music,  marching  from  the  armory  to  jSTintcenth  and  Wallace 
Streets,  where  the  rector,  Eev.  Eobert  A.  Edwards,  chaplain,  ofii- 
ciated  at  an  afternoon  service. 

Early  in  3[arch  specific  preliminary  announcement  was  made 
of  the  celebration  of  the  coming  ninetecntli  anniversary,  conclud- 
ing with  the  injunction  "'  That  the  parade  on  this  special  day  is 
always  strictly  and  solely  one  of  our  regiment  and  the  Veteran 
Corps,  attracting  much  attention  from  military  men  and  the  sen- 
eral  j^ublic,  and,  as  much  is  expected  from  us,  let  the  turnout  be 
a  great  success  in  every  particular."  The  regiment  started  from 
the  amiory  a  few  minutes  after  four  o'clock  and  marched  dovra 
Broad  to  Chestnut,  to  Sixth,  to  "W^alnut,  to  Eighteenth,  to  Chest- 
nut, to  Broad,  to  the  front  of  the  Union  League  House,  where  the 
column  was  reviewed  by  Major-General  Hartrauft,  General  Snow- 
den,  General  B';.bert  Patterson,  and  His  Honor.  ]\ravor  William 
S.  Siokley.  Crowds  gathered  along  the  sidewidks,  and  at  some 
points  the  streets  were  almost  impassable.  The  throng  was 
gi-eatcst  in  front  of  the  League.  Colonel  Wiedersheim,  Lieu- 
tennnt-Colonel  Gilpin,  and  Adjutant  Groff,  with,  the  entire  staff, 
were  present.  The  companies  v.  ere  commanded  as  follows :  A,

Campbell  Gilmore.  The  Veteran  Corps,  under  command  of 
Gent-ral  Latui,  aecompaniol  the  regiment. 

Colonel  ^Yiedersheim,  in  his  circular  of  the  nest  day,  took 
occasion  to  include  delinquencies  with  his  commendations.  He 
gives  "  all  possible  credit  to  those  officers  and  men  ^vho  by  their 
presence  and  attention  endeavored  to  make  the  demonstration  a 
success,"  but  directs  attention  to  certain  points,  which  he  says 
'■'  must  be  carefully  observed  in  the  future."  He  had  kept  the 
column  under  close  observation,  critically  noting  defects  to  be 
corrected  and  deficiencies  to  be  supplied,  commenting  with  some 
severity  on  the  -±0  per  cent,  who  were  al'scnt  from  business,  sick- 
ness, or  other  reasons  '•'  as  a  poor  exhibit."  '"  It  is  believed," 
however  (so  reads  the  final  paragraph),  '"'that  all  that  is  neces- 
sary is  to  call  attention  to  the  above,  and  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  command  will  unite  in  having  the  instructions  followed  in 
every  particular." 

On  March  16,  ISSO,  in  view  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Officers  providing  for  a  visit  to  I^^ew  York  on  ]\Iemorial  Day 
(May  30)  passed  in  response  to  a  request  from  a  number  of  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  regiment  and  in  acceptance  of  an  invitation 
extended  by  the  Twenty-second  Begiment  iSTational  Guard  State 
of  Xew  York,  '•'  there  was  issued  a  precautionary  circular  pre- 
scribing certain  details  for  the  more  rigorous  enforcement  of  all 
present  requirements  for  drill,  discipline,  and  instruction.  This, 
it  v.as  urged,  ^\■as  a  prelinnnary  essential  to  so  maintain  the  ac- 
knowledged military  proficiency  of  the  command,  that  it  may 
not  be  outclassed  by  comparison  with  the  troops  with  which  it 
Vv'ould  likelv  C'lme  in  contact — "  especially  tlio-e  organizations 
which  have  a  national  reputation." 

This  preliminary  caution  had  its  full  fruition  when,  on  the 
evening  of  Saturday.  July  20,  at  eight  o'clock,  the  regiment,  un- 
der the  command  of  Colonel  Wiedersheim,  in  most  creditable 
strength,  cqui]i|ied  f^r  the  march  wirh  fulhdre=s  uniform,  whire 
duck  trousers  packed  in  knapsack,  left  the  armory  for  the  West 
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PliilaJi.l|ilua  deput,  proefeJing  tlicueo  by  train  to  Xew  York, 
where,  upon  its  arrival,  it  was  quartered  aud  subsisted  on  one 
of  tlie  capacious  Albany  Hudson  Kiver  steamers  (the  Breiv), 
docked  for  the  purpose  and  chartered  for  the  occasion.  On  the 
30th,  in  charge  of  their  hospitable  host,  the  Twenty-second  Eegi- 
ment,  National  Guard,  State  of  Xew  York,  with  Lieut. -C'oL  John 
T.  Camp  in  conunand,  besides  an  entertainment  for  the  whole 
body  at  their  regimental  armory,  the  individual  members  of  the 
several  companies  were  shown  most  generous  and  courteous  atten- 
tion. 

The  following  extract  gives  an  account  of  the  steamboat-hotel 
experience  of  the  regiment : 

A    STEAMBOAT 

The  New  York  Sun  of  this  morning  [May  31,  ISSOJ  says:  It  is  seldom 
that  the  large  bteamboau  of  the  Albany  line  have  all  their  gas  jets  ablaze, 
even  in  the  height  of  Saratoga  travel  in  summer.  Last  evening  the  Drew 
was  brilliantly  lighted  in  the  cabin,  on  the  main  deck,  and  in  the  saloons, 
though  she  was  lying  quietly  at  her  wharf  with  no  steam  up.  She  makes 
no  Sunday  night  trip,  and  her  owners  had  temporarily  converted  her  into 
a  hotel.  Pvomeuading  and  smoking  on  the  main  deck  and  lounging  in  the 
saloons  were  about  GOO  members  of  the  First  Eegiment  of  the  Pennsylvania 
National  Guard  and  many  of  their  New  York  friends,  particularly  of  the 
Twenty-second  Regiment,  at  whose  invitation  the  First  Regiment  had  come 
from  Philadelphia  to  participate  in  to-day's  parade.  They  had  intended 
to  leave  Philadelphia  on  Sunday  and  stay  at  the  Grand  Central  Hotel,  but 
a  society  of  Sabbatarians  in  Philadelphia  protested  against  their  march- 
ing through  the  streets  of  that  city  on  Sunday,  and  other  Sabbatarians  in 
New  Y'ork  in.-isted  that  the  police  here  should  prevent  them  from  violating 
the  Sunday  law  by  marching  through  the  streets.  Their  next  misfortune 
was  that  the  manager  of  the  Grand  Central  Hotel  found  it  impossible  to 
accommodate  ;ill  of  them  in  addition  to  its  other  guests.  Col.  Theodore  K. 
Wiedersheim  therefore  changed  the  entire  programme.  The  Drew  was  char- 
tered for  twtnty-fuur  hours,  and  the  regiment  marched  from  its  armory  on 
Saturday  night  and  took  a  midnight  train.  They  were  met  in  the  Jersey 
City  Depot  at  4  o'clock  yesterday  morning  by  a  committee  of  the  Twenty- 
second  Regiment.  They  breakfasted  at  the  Hotel  Hudson  at  5  o'clock.  At 
9  they  crossed  the  Desbro^5es  street  ferry,  whence  they  went  at  once  on 
board  the  Dreic  at  the  neighboring  Albany  line  pier.  The  men  were  de- 
lighted with  their  quarters.  Colonel  Wiedorslioim  made  the  bridal  chamber 
the  regimental  headquarters. 

Last  evening  the  regimental  band  gave  a  fine  sacred  concert.  The  well- 
behaved  Philadelphians  glistened  in  bright  uniforms.  Tliey  wear  a  French 
cutaway  blue  coat,  double-breasted  and  trimmed  with  red,  gold,  and  white. 
Their  trousers  are  of  li.L'ht  blue,  with  a  white  stripe  and  red  piping.  Tlie 
veteran  corps  of  the  regiment  came  with  them,  but  secured  quarters  at  the 
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St.  Nicholas  Hotel.  Anionj,'  the  vctprarii  were  Col.  Geoifce  H.  North,  in 
coimiKind,  Col.  Ha-sin-er  and  Majors  Wray  and  Field.  I.ieut.-Col.  John  T. 
Caiii;i,  who  ia  now  in  coiiimaud  ot  the  Twcnty-aecond  Keyinient,  and  many 
others  oi  its  officers  were  present  on  the  Drev:   last  evening. 

]^^enlo^ial  Day,  the  thirtieth,  falling  upon  Sunday,  the  next 
day,  Monday,  was  set  apart  for  its  obiervance.  In  Xew  York 
it  is  made  a  distinctive  military  feature.  The  entire  First  Di- 
vision of  the  Xatioual  Guard  parades  as  an  escort  to  the  posts  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  EepvTblic.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  the 
parade  the  posts  distribute  themselves  to  the  various  cemeteries 
for  decoration,  oration,  and  memorial  services.  The  regiment 
acquitted  itself  with  that  military  propriety  the  cautionary  circu- 
lar had  enjoined.  Leading  some,  abreast  with  others,  not  behind 
any,  it  had  its  full  distribution  of  the  honors  and  commenda- 
tions incident  to  the  occasion. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  special  correspondent  of  the 
Philadelphia  Inquirer,  dated  Xew  York,  May  31,  are  details  of 
historic  value: 

The  Twenty-second  Regiment  was  followed  by  the  band  of  the  First 
Regiment  Xatioual  Guard  of  Penn.sylvania,  31  men,  with  red  coats  and  white 
trousers,  under  the  leadership  of  .J.  G.  Stevenson  Beck,  and  a  drum  corps 
of  4fi,  \V.  T.  Baker,  drum-major.  The  First  Regiment  had  505  men  in 
the  ranks,  and  they  had  on  their  dress  uniform  of  dark  blue  coats  faced 
with  white,  white  trousers,  knapsacks  and  blankets.  Tlie  regiment  was  offi- 
cered as   follows:

Although  there  were  several  well-drilled  rogiraeuts  in  the  parade,  the 
First  rennsylvania  was  excelled  by  none.  Their  splendid  marching,  and  the 
unbroken  front  they  presented  as  they  marched  down  Fifth  Avenue,  were 
noticed  by  every  one. 

Their  reception  all  along  the  route  was  a  perfect  ovation,  the  regiment 
being  welcomed  by  continued  applatise  and  waving  of  handkerchiefs  by  the 
fair  sex.  The  First  Regiment  was  followed  b}-  the  F"ifth  Sew  York  Regi- 
ment, 300  men,  under  Col.  Chas.  Spencer.  The  Tweltth  had  3-iO  men,  Colonel 
S.  V.  R.  Cruger  in  command.  Xext  came  Battery  B,  four  pieces,  Captain 
Augustus   HoeUie.  .  .  . 

The  First  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  escorted  by  the  Tiventy-second  Xew 
York,  returned  twenty  minutes  before  three  o'clock  to  the  armory  of  the 
latter.  Fourteenth  Street,  near  Sixth  Avenue,  which  ^va-  beautifully  deco- 
rated with  flags  and  evergTeen=.  Here'  a  right  royal  welcome  awaited  the 
First,  and  they  partook  of  a  fine  collation  which  had  been  provided  for  them. 
At  five  o'clock  the  otlicers  of  the  First  Regiment  were  entertained  by  the 
officers  of  the  Twenty-second  at  PLnard's,  on  Fifteenth  Street,  near  Fifth 
Avenue,  where  a  sumptuous  banquet  was  spread.  .  .  . 

The  First  Regiment,  at  eight  o'clock  this  evening,  started  from  the 
armory  on  Fourteenth  Street,  escorted  by  the  Twenty-second  Regiment  and 
a  detachment  of  the  Seventh  and  Seventy-first.  They  marched  out  Fif- 
teenth Street  to  Fifth  Avenue,  up  the  Avenue  to  Twenty-third  Street,  and 
along  Twenty-third  Street  to  the  Xorth  River.  All  along  the  route  there 
was  one  continued  display  of  fireworks.  At  9:20  p.  ^r.  the  regiment  took  a 
special  train  for  Philadelphia. 

A  patrjotic  demonstratioii,  not  desigTied  as  a  military  cele- 
bration, but  in  commemoration  of  the  day,  and  for  which  the 
presence  of  the  soldier  was  sought  to  give  zest  to  the  occasion, 
was  projected  for  the  permanent  e.\-liil)itioii  InuMini:-  on  the  Cvn- 
tcnnial  grounds  for  iMonday,  July  5 — the  fifth  sto<od  for  Sunday, 
the  fourth.  In  response  to  the  request  for  its  presence  the  regi- 
ment left  the  armory  at  nine  in  the  morning,  took  the  train  at 
9:30  on  the  Reading  for  West  Park  station,  where,  having  satis- 
factorily fulhlled  its  full  measure  of  patriotic  duty,  it  returned 
in  the  late  aftenioon. 

The  most  conspicuous  military  event  of  the  year  1S>!0  was 
the  appearance  for  the  first  time  of  the  military  encampment, 
as  authorized  by  law  and  directed  from  ITarri=lnirg.  For  the 
first  time,  too.  was  the  United  States  army  nflicer  in  attendance 
hj  invitation    and   reipiest.      His  then   hut   su]i(M'vi-ory   and   sug- 
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ge.~tive  authority  is  now  hy  concurri-iit  provision  of  the  States 
ami  recent  congrrcssioual  Icyi.-httiou  wi-cly  euhirged  to  guiJance, 
coiitrul,  and  direction.  He  then  appeared  at  the  request  of  the 
governor  to  his  superior; ;  lie  now  reports  by  orders  from  the 
War  Department.  The  First,  Second,  and  Third  Brigiides  were 
encamped  at  Fairnioiint  Park  in  Philadelphia  from  August  C 
to  12,  their  camp  known  as  Camp  George  G.  ^leade,  with  Brig.- 
Gcn.  G.  A.  De  Eussey,  U.  S.  A.,  as  the  inspecting  officer,  and 
the  Fourili  an^I  Fifth  Brigades  the  week  following,  at  Thomson's 
Station  on  the  Pittsburg,  Virginia,  and  Charleston  Eailroad, 
their  camp  known  as  Camp  "Alexander  Hays,"'  with  IMajor 
Horatio  G.  Gibson,  U.  S.  A.,  Third  United  States  Artillery,  as 
the  inspecting  officer.  ilaj.-Gen.  John  F.  Hartranft  was  in  com- 
mand of  each  encampment. 

The  journals  of  the  day  foreshadowed  the  event  with  encour- 
aging comment  and  a  generous  recognition  of  the  soldier  of  the 
State  as  an  indispensable  puMic  servant.  In  its  issue  of  August 
3,  ISSO,  the  Philadelphia  PulUc  Ledger  spoke  thus: 

The  National  Guard  is  called  upon  this  week  for  pleasanter  service  than 
they  wore  required  to  do  in  the  summer-time  of  three  years  ago,  and  al- 
though they  may  feel  when  they  go  to  the  Park  that  they  are  playing  sol- 
dier, they  should  do  their  full  duty  with  as  much  earnestness  and  desire 
to  excel  as  though  in  actual  service.  Camp  life  is  a  part  of  their  soldierly 
training,  without  which  they  will  be  unprepared  for  real  service.  Xot 
only  the  Philadelphia  soldiery  but  two  brigades  of  the  troops  from  near-by 
towns  of  the  State  will  he  quartered  in  the  Park  for  a  week,  and  there 
will  doubtless  be  plenty  of  mu-ic  and  pageantry  and  novelty  for  all  who 
choose  to  vi-it  the  camp. 

Th*e  camp  was  located  in  the  West  Park  beyond  and  between 
i;eh.i..i,T  ^[:,n-.i..n  and  Cl.ain.-unix,  with  the  Fir.t  Brigade  in 
the  vicinity  of  [Mount  Prospect.  The  General  Order  of  July 
2S.  l^'i^f),  Xo,  2-i  of  the  current  scries,  directed  that  in  com- 
pliance v/ith  orders  from  division  and  brigade  headquarters  the 
regiment  would  assemble  at  the  ai-mory  at  9  o'clock  a.  it.  on  Fri- 
day, August  6,  ISSO,  fully  equipped,  to  proceed  thence  by  rail 
to  West  Fairmount  Park,  where  it  wotdd  remain  in  camp  until 
and  incluiling  the  twelfth.  Specitic  iletails  wore  prescribed  f.a-  a 
comph'te  equipment  and  it  "'  was  expected  that  the  men  of  the 
command  will  [would]  make  every  crTort  to  participate  in  large 
number-  and  In?  ready  at  all  times  to  perfonn  fairhfuUy  the  vari- 
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Oils  duties  required  of  them."  Captain  E.  Z.  Kienzle,  Com- 
pany G,  Lieutenant  F.  1'.  Koous,  Couijjauy  F,  ami  {^)uartermaster 
L.  C.  Tappev,  Jr.,  with  a  detail  of  live  men  from  each  com- 
pany, were  instructed  to  report  at  regimental  headquarters  on 
Wednesday,  August  4,  thence  to  proceed  to  the  camping-gTound 
as  a  fatigue  party  to  erect  tents  and  prepare  the  camp  for  occu- 
pancy. The  tield  and  staff  were  to  report  dismounted,  but 
horses  and  equipment  were  to  be  on  tiie  camp-ground  ready  for 
use  when  required.

The  routine  of  camp  duty  as  generally  prescribed  and  at  the 
hours  usually  lised  was  announced,  save  that  the  hour  of  nine 
was  named  for  tattoo  and  ten  for  taps.  For  Friday,  August  6, 
Captain  Kose,  A,  was  detailed  as  officer  of  the  day  and  Second 
Lieutenant  Conrad,  C,  as  officer  of  the  guard;  for  Saturday, 
August  7,  Captain  Poulterer,  C,  and  Second  Lieutenant  J.  F. 
Smith,  of  A;  for  Sunday,  August  S,  Captain  Snyder,  of  I,  and 
Second  Lieutenant  A.  L.  Beck,  F;  for  ATonday,  August  9,  Cap- 
tain Bregy,  H.  and  First  Lieutenant  W.  H.  Dole,  E;  for  Tues- 
day, August  10,  Captain  Hastings,  D,  and  First  Lieutenant  F. 
P.  Koons,  F;  for  Wednesday,  August  11,  Captain  Kienzle,  G, 
and  Second  Lieutenant  John  L.  Smith,  H;  for  Thursday,  August

The  aggTCgate  daily  detail  for  guard  duty,  two  sergeants,  three 
corporals,  and  twenty  privates,  was  apportioned  among  the  several 
companies  according  to  their  strength. 

Breakfast  call  was  sounded  at  an  earlier  hour,  company 
streets  well  policed,  company  quarters  put  in  order,  arms  and 
accoutrements  thorouglily  clcanscil,  and  the  regiment  paraded 
in  State  uniform,  knapsack  with  blanket  rolled,  haversacks,  and 
canteens  at  T.-jI)  o'cLx-k  on  the  morninu-  of  Monday,  Auiiiist  9, 
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ftivparatory  to  the  animal  inu~lcr  and  iiispeetioa  by  the  adjutajil- 
ironeral.  The  insneetii-.n  ]x\i;it;iiinu-  at  that  liour,  closely  fol- 
lowed by  Major-General  llarnaiiii  and  Brigadier-General  Snow- 
den,  their  respective  staffs,  and  the  statt"  of  the  Governor,  was 
contiuiied  throughont  the  major  portion  of  the  day.  From  nu- 
<itlicial  sources  it  was  reported  iliat  the  conA|)ame3  were  com- 
manded by  and  appeared  in  aggi-egate  strength  as  follows:  A, 
Captain  Chas.

Company  commanders  were  urged  "  to  send  Avord  to  their 
absentees  and  use  every  exertion  available  to  have  every  man 
possible  report  "  on  tlie  occasion  of  tlie  review  by  His  Excellency, 
Goverucr  Henry  ^l.  Hoyt,  on  Wednesday,  August  11. 

This  review,  as  well  as  tlic  camp  generally,  had  been,  the  sub- 
ject of  considerable  free  Bcspaper  comment,  commendatory  and 
reflective,  not  a  little  of  which  deserves  presen'ation  among  the 
annals.  An  article  in  the  Philadelphia  Tiytics^  entitled  "  Camp 
Meade  Reviewed.''  opens  its  subdivision  on  '"'  Officer's'  Salutes  " 
with  the  plrrase.  "  There  is  nothing  more  graceful  than  an  offi- 
cer's sahite  with  the  hand,  if  ii  is  done  properly,"  and  after  a 
brief  reference  to  many  exliibitions  of  awkwardness  that  came 
under  his  notice,  the  writer  continues  with  this  allusion  to  the 
sahite  with  the  =word  : 

We  liavf  iifM-i  Ill-fur.^  seen  the  >alute  with  the  sword  to  the  reviewing 
■officer  so  well  done  by  so  many  ollioers  as  it  was  at  tlie  review  on  Wednes- 
day. It  is  not  only  the  sword-arm  th.Tt  is  to  be  looked  after,  but  so  much 
depends  upon  the  curiage  of  the  bod},  the  pose  of  the  head,  the  direction 
•of  the  eyes;  the  ceremony  is  so  easily  marred  by  beiii','  performed  a  moment 
ti'O  soon  or  a  inonient  loo  late,  and  it  is  so  thorouirlily  spoiled  by  the  slight- 
est nervousness  or  uncertainty  on  the  part  of  the  ofUcer,  that  to  see  it  done 
jiroperly  is  a  treat.  Without  making  any  invidious  comparisons,  we  can 
say  that  the  salute  of  Colonel  Wicdersheim.  of  the  First  Regiment,  was 
well  up  to  every  requisite.  At  that  moment  he  looked  what  he  is — an  ideal 
soldier.  In  the  matter  of  salutes  Colonel  Wiedersheim  may  be  taken  as  a 
model  for  the  Xaiional  Gu.ard,  .and  indeed  j-oung  officers  would  do  well  to 
follow  his  soldierly  example  in  other  respects.  And  th.is  reminds  us  that 
'o  good  an  adjutant  of  so  good  a  regiment  as  the  Fir~t  should  not  permit 
17 
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his  sergcaiit-iiiujor,  iu  canip  and  on  duty,  to  address  liim  as  "Harry,"  no 
uiatter  %,liai  their  social  relatiuiis  are  nor  how  gi_>od  iriends  they  luay  be  in 
private  life. 

And  this  "Review"  concludes  as  follows: 

WHAT    THE    CAMP    PROVED. 

To  sum  up;  lu  spite  oi  some  tilings  to  be  regretted,  the  encampment 
in  its  results  was  an  unequivocal  success.  The  review  on  Wednesday  was 
as  handsoDio  a  ceremony  of  the  kind  as  was  ever  seen  any\vhere.  It  could 
not  have  been  done  at  the  beginning  of  the  camp.  It  was  only  after  a  week 
of  hard  work  that  the  troops  were  able  to  make  such  a  display.  The  neces- 
sity of  the  camp  and  its  benefits  have  been  demonstrated  beyond  question, 
and  we  hope  that  when  the  Legislature  meets  next  winter  there  w-ill  be  no 
ditliculty  in  passing  a  bill  to  provide  for  such  an  encampment  each  year, 
though  it  would  be  better  if  it  could  last  two  weeks  instead  of  one. 

This  cunimcnt  of  the  journals,  sustained  as  it  is  by  official 
judgment,  may  be  well  supplemented  by  the  following  extracts 
from  the  report  of  B\'t.  Brig.-Gen.  Gustavus  A.  De  Russey, 
U.  S.  A.,  the  regular  officer  assigned  by  the  War  Department  to 
supervise  the  inspection: 

More  care  slvould  be  taken  to  enforce  the  attendance  of  the  men  during 
the  few  days  the  camp  continues.  It  is  but  once  a  year  that  opportunities 
for  serving  by  regiment,  drilling  in  bodies,  offer.  These  should  be  improved 
by  every  soldier  who  desires  to  become  conversant  'with  the  routine  duties 
of  camp  life,  and  expert  in  the  use  cf  his  arms.  .  .  . 

The  marching  of  the  troops  to  and  from  the  parade  grounds  to  the  dress 
parade  of  the  First  Brigade  on  Sunday,  the  Sth  of  August,  and  in  review 
before  the  Commander-in-Chief  on  Wednesday,  was  very  good.  The  review 
itself  was  a  perfect  success.     All  arms  were  represented  and  all  did  well. 

And  in  his  letter  of  transmittal  enclosing  this  report  to  Gov- 
ernor Iloyt,  the  adjutant-general  of  the  army,  Brig.-Gen.  R.  C. 
Drum,  said: 

I  have  re.td  with  sincere  pleasure  this  minute  report,  so  highly  credit- 
able to  Penr.-ylv.ir.ia  troops,  and  beg  you  to  accept  my  congratulations. 
Deeply  interested  in  the  militia  of  the  States.  I  may  be  pardoned  a  little 
pride  when  tlie  National  Guard  of  my  native  State  is  in  question. 

So  far  a.s  the  First  Regiment  was  concerned,  its  commandant 
did  not  hesitate  to  recount  its  failures  and  summon  it  to  answer 
for  its  delinquencies.  The  regiment  had  fallen  under  the  same 
adverse  public  criticism  for  non-attendance  as  had  all  the  Phila- 
delphia troops,  as  clonrly  evidenced  in  the  following  additional 
extract  from   "  Camp  !N[cade  Reviewed  " : 
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Xlie  oilietrs  of  the  First  Regriment  were  in  camp  almo^t  to  a  man,  but 
tliu  m..-n  111  thu  iiiiantry  orj.'aiiizations  were  sadly  delicient.  it  duus  not  seem 
to  answer  the  point  that  the  men  could  not  get  away  from  tlieir  work.  We 
do  not  ;>ee  v,  liy  they  could  not  have  got  away  as  well  as  the  men  who  work 
in  the  mines  and  mills  of  the  coal  and  iron  regions  at  a  dollar  a  day,  if 
they  had  tried  as  hard.  The  truth  is,  many  men  were  not  in  camp  who 
would  have  been  there  if  it  had  been  farther  away  from  home. 

This  critieibin  Colunel  Wiedersheim  brings  home  more 
speeitieally  to  his  own  commaud  in  his  circular  of  August  16th, 
in  which  he  not  only  commends  the  deserving  but  censures  the 
negligent : 

CiRCLLAE 

The  Colonel  commanding  desires  to  express  bis  thanks  to  those  officers 
and  men  who  by  their  presence  and  attention  to  duty  while  in  Camp,  at 
Fairmount  Park,  enabled  him  in  a  manner  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the 
General  commanding,  but  he  also  regrets  that  so  many  members  of  the 
command  were  unable  to  present  themselves,  while  others  showed  so  little 
interest  and  regard  for  the  Regiment  as  to  absent  themselves  altogether. 
The  esprit-de-corps  which  has  been  heretofore  foremost  in  this  Regiment 
appears  upon  this  occasion  to  have  been  entirely  forgotten.  A  tour  of  camp 
duty  without  suuicient  men  remaining  in  camp  to  have  company  or  battalion 
drills  renders  the  object  of  the  encampment  entirely  lost. 

The  strength  of  the  command  on  the  Division  Review  was  a  farce; 
being  able  to  parade  only  as  six  companies,  the  smallest  number  for  many 
years;  this  is  particularly  to  be  commented  upon  when  so  many  members  of 
the  command  found  time  and  inclination  to  icitness  the  Review  in  citizen's 
attire  or  senti-untform,  while  a  little  effort  and  a  small  sacrifice  on  their 
part  would  have  swelled  our  ranks  to  what  they  should  have  been. 

In  the  event  of  an  encampment  next  year  it  is  hoped  that  the  First 
Regiment  may  be  able  to  reflect  upon  itself  that  credit  which  it  certainly 
failed  to  do  upon  the  one  just  ended. 

The  time  had  come  when  this  absenteeism  had  both  a  pre- 
servative and  reflective  effect.  It  did  not  stop  uith  the  archives 
of  the  regiment,  but  passed  on  higher  up,  to  the  annual  reports 
of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State,  where  its  non-existence  pre- 
served a  prestige  previouslv  earned  and  as  well  reflected  a  well- 
deserved  credit  upon  tliose  who  had  earned  it.  In  1ST9  the  new 
system  was  adopted  for  measuring  with  a  maximum  of  H'O  the 
value  of  merits  and  deficiencies  by  a  numerical  standard.  In- 
cluded in  this  rating  there  was  introduced  a  value  for  percentage 
present  which,  if  large  when  added  to  the  other  figures,  materially 
increased  the  general  average,  and  if  small  measurably  im- 
paired it. 

In  1570,  with  an  aggregate  of  578  and  a  pcrcent.age  present 
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uf  S2A>,  the  regiiUL'iit  jcvuruJ  ;i  general  average  of  'JO.  In  ISSU, 
at  Cnmj)  George  G.  J\[cade,  witli  an  aggregate  of  OJi^i,  jn-esenl 
for  duty  4CG,  absent  l.^^i,  its  pereeiuage  present  fell  otf  to  71.7, 
and  its  general  average  \va3  reduced  to  04.3. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  not  only  as  illustrative  of  how  sen- 
sitive tlic  general  average  is  to  the  percentage  present,  but  how. 
too,  the  First  liegiment,  though  its  ranks  were  filled  for  the  in- 
spection far  beyond  it;  daily  attendance,  was  compelled  to  hi 
other  regiments  from  neighboring  counties,  ■svho  kept  theirs  filled 
continuously  through  the  entire  encampment,  surpass  it  in  the 
general  result. 

In  the  Eighth  IJegiment,  \vith  an  aggregate  of  549,  present 
for  duty  474,  absent  75,  percentage  present  86.3,  its  geiieral  aver- 
age was  95.2.  In  the  Fourth  Regiment,  with  an  aggregate  of 
344,  present  for  duty  309,  absent  35,  percentage  present  S6.9,  it> 
general  average  was  95.  In  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  with  an 
aggregate  of  52C,  present  for  duty  424,  absent  102,  percentage 
present  SO.C,  its  general  a%-erage  was  95.1.  In  the  Twelfth 
Regiment,  ^vith  an  aggregate  of  501,  present  for  duty  4G5,  absent 
36,  percentage  present  92. S,  its  general  average  was  94.2. 

On  August  30,  ISSO,  the  colonel  issued  his  General  Order 
Xo.  34,  current  series,  for  the  resumption  on  September  3  of 
the  customary  routine  of  duty  suspended  during  the  summer,  in 
which  he  again  demanded  that  to  retain  the  best  possible  condi- 
tions and  a  closer  attention  to  minor  ilctails  "  it  will  be  nece-sary 
to  insist  upon  a  full  attendance  at  all  company  and  battalion 
drills,  as  the  large  ].ercentage  of  ab<euteeism  as  hrretofure  will 
not  be  allowed,  unless  commandants  can  give  good  and  satisfac- 
tory reir=ons  for  the  cause  of  such  absence  from  duty  on  the  part 
of  their  men.''  "'A  Avlndcsome  spirit  of  enthu?ia-iu  "  was  urged 
to  recruit  the  ci>uipanie>  to  the  maximum  rcMjuired  by  law. 
Special  attention  was  directed  to  bo  given  to  the  loading  and  fir- 
ing, skinnidi  drill,  and  instruction  of  sentinels.  A  thorough  in- 
spection was  directed  to  be  made  by  company  comtnandcrs  of 
arms,  clothing,  accoutrements,  etc..  and  with  the  united  efforts  of 
officers  and  men  it  was  hoped  that  the  First  Regiment  at  the  end  of 
the  coming  year  would  bo  in  every  way  up  to  and  beyond  the 
standard  it  had  heretofore  maintaineii. 

The  new   armory  project.   sha])ing   itself   from   time   to   time 
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lliruii-li  iiumy  years,  was  sjiecilcd  toward  its  (•uliiiiiialiou  liy  die 
siiceesjful  miteoiiie  (if  a  "  rcginieiital  fair,"  whieli  after  inaiiy 
weeks  of  in-cparatioii  was  finally  opciictl  on  3lonclay,  Deeeuibor 
(J,  ISSO,  at  Industrial  Jlail,  Broad  Street  above  Vine,  i)y  an  ad- 
dress of  dedication  by  Govcinior  Henry  M.  Iloyt.  Governor 
lloyt,  among-  otlier  things,  said:  "You  cannot  take  chivalry  out 
of  history,  and  yoti  cannot  take  these  soldier  boys  out  of  chivalry." 
.  .  .  "The  sword  is  the  power  of  the  law  to  enforce  the  law  ac- 
cording to  the  spirit  of  the  law.  You  are  entitled  to  the  support 
of  the  State  and  the  sympathy  of  this  community,  and  it  is  my 
wish  and  hope  that  you  may  reap  the  full  fruition  of  your  hoiies. 
Xow  I  turn  over  this  occasion  to  the  abundant  patronage  that  you 
ilescrvo  and  will  receive."  His  Honor,  Mayor  "William  S. 
Stokley,  followed,  and  a  large  gathering  of  goodly  women  and 
leading  nirn  of  business  and  the  professions  lent  their  encourag- 
ing presence  and  helpful  aid,  giving  to  tliesf  opening  exercises  that 
assurance  of  support  that  savored  of  the  best  results. 

The  regiment  was  in  attendance  in  full-dress  uniform. 
Drills  were  suspended  for  the  week,  that  all  individual  attention 
might  be  given  to  the  enteiin-lse,  and  gintrd  details  were  sup- 
plied daily  from  the  respective  companies.  The  fair  was  a  great 
success,  and  after  deducting  expenses  yielded  the  handsome  bal- 
ance of  $;]1,T00.  The  following  '■'circular"  gives  a  detai]c<l 
statement  of  the  receipts :

Tuesday,  February  22.  ISSl,  was  Wa-liingtou's  IJinhday.  and 
on  the  nearest  Sundav.    Fcbruarv  20,  ,n  eniniiu'niorativc  n-lieioiis 
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sei*vice  was  held  at  the  Church  of  St.  ilatthias,  \\'ith  the  regimen- 
tal chaplain,  llev.  Eobert  A.  Edwards,  occupying  the  pulpit. 
The  regiment  attended  iu  full-dress  uniform,  accompanied  by  the 
band  witliout  instruments  and  the  drum  corps  without  drums. 

A  military  manoeuvre  never  before  attempted  was  to  assem- 
ble in  Washingx^Dn  overnight  an  entire  division  of  the  National 
Guard,  the  companies  and  regiments  gathered  from  thcii-  several 
rendezvous  at  distances  varying  from  a  hundred  to  four  hundred 
miles.  This  was  accomplished  when  the  Pennsylvania  Division 
of  the  iSTational  Guard,  under  !Maj.-Gen.  John  F.  Hartrar.ft,  re- 
ported itseK  in  line  on  the  ground  of  its  formation  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  capital  ready  to  break  into  column  and  march  over  the 
route  prescribed  for  the  procession  at  the  inaugural  ceremonies 
of  Gen.  James  A.  Garfield  as  President  of  the  United  States  on 
March  4,  ISSl. 

A  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Officers  and  a  preliminary  order 
had  prepared  the  command  for  this  event,  and  on  March  3  the 
regiment,  fully  equipped  in  winter  uniform,  with  three  days' 
cooked  rations,  was  moved  by  rail  over  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad 
to  the  city  of  Washington,  where  upon  ita  arrival  its  headquar- 
ters were  established  at  the  Washington  ^Market  Building,  corner 
of  Seventh  Street  and  Pennsylvania  Avenue.  It  was  in  line,  the 
colonel  in  command,  with  the  bi'igade  on  the  ground  designated 
for  its  formation,  on  the  morning  of  the  4th,  and  moved  witli 
the  column  over  the  prescribed  route ;  on  the  same  night  return- 
ing, after  many  harassing  delays,  to  Philadelphia.  The  night 
of  the  third  presented  most  inauspicious  weather  indications, 
but  the  clouds  broke,  the  light  snowfall  disappeared  before  a  gen- 
erous sunlight,  and  the  day  stands  significant  as  one  of  the  few 
gooa  days  that  !March  can  boa=?t  of  supplying  for  a  Wa-hing-ton 
inauguration  pageant. 

It  was  a  day  of  all  days  for  Pennsylvania  and  her  soldiers, 
and  what  credit  and  commendation  comes  to  the  regiment  must 
come  reflected  through  a  body,  of  which  she  is  by  no  nuans  an 
inconspicuous  unit,  that  gained  for  themselves  and  their  State  a 
high  and  enduring  renown. 

General  Snowden,  in  his  annual  report  of  tlie  operations  of 
his  brigade,  referring  to  its  presence  at  Washington  on  inaugura- 
tion day,  said :  "  The  order  and  attention   to  duty  of  the  com- 
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ninnJ  were  comnieiidable  and  the  delay  of  seven  lioui's  in  tbo 
stieet-.  at  night  wailing  for  trains  they  bore  with  great  chet-iiul- 
ues3.'" 

The  Philadelphia  Times,  in  a  lengthy  article  entitled,  '•  The 
Procession  and  Peview,"  said  uiidiT  its  subdivisiuu: 

PENNSTLVAMA  ARIIV. 

The  Second  Diviiioii  comprised  ei;;htc-cn  regiments  of  the  Xational  Guard 
of  Pennsylvania,  composed  of  young  and  well-made  men,  and  commanded  by 
officers  of  experience  in  the  Civil  War.  It  was  really  in  a  strictly  military 
sense  a  division,  numbering  about  seven  thousand  men,  armed  with  the 
Springfield  breech-loo  ding  muskets,  clad  in  the  uniform  of  the  United  States 
Army,  equipped  with  knapsacks,  blankets,  haversacks  and  canteens  of  uni- 
form pattern  and  provided  with  three  days'  rations.  In  short,  it  was  a  body 
of  soldiers  ready  for  real  service  in  any  direction.  It  took  three-quarters 
of  an  hour  to  pass  the  reviewing  stand,  and  the  monotony  of  its  appear- 
ance, there  being  no  variety  save  in  the  color  of  the  blankets  and  the  num- 
bers on  the  flags  and  knapsacks,  was  a  disappointment  to  the  ladies  and 
those  who  were  locking  for  a  bright  spectacle;  but  to  a  military  eye  it  had 
that  very  quality  in  which  militia  are  usually  deficient — viz.,  an  air  of 
reality.  It  was  not  so  much  of  a  show,  but  it  was  very  much  like  business. 
The  railroad  riots  of  1S77  made  a  strong  impression  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
this  division  is  the  outcome  of  it.  The  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania 
has  been  entirely  reorganized,  or  more  properly  organized,  since  that  diite, 
and  has  had  its  uniform?  only  a  year.  They  were  obtained  from  the  United 
States  on  paj-ment  by  the  State  of  the  cost  price.  Curiously  enough,  it  is 
reported  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  which .  suffered  so  heavily  in  1S77, 
transpiirts  the  whole  division  here  and  back  without  expens.^.  The  corpora- 
tion appears  to  have  had  its  eyes  opened  as  to  the  value  of  a  really  etTi- 
cient  force  in  an  emerprency  which  may  occur  again  at  any  moment,  and  it 
cultivates  a  good  understanding  with  the  protectors  of  order. 

And  concludes  with  this: 

sor.rTiox  of  thk  jriLaTiA  problem. 

If  the  present  organization  of  the  Xational  Guard  in  Pennsylvania  can 
be  kept  up  for  a  few  years  longer  and  constantly  increase  its  eificiency  in 
points  of  detail,  as  it  nitiirally  will  if  the  organization  is  undisturbed,  it 
bids  fair  to  at  last  solve  tlie  militia  problem  in  a  satisfactory  maunor — 
i.e.,  to  provide  a  body  of  soldiery  really  efficient  in  case  of  emergency,  either 
for  State  or  Xational  purposes,  and  yet  not  wholly  to  abstract  its  memliers 
from  the  prcKluctive  energies  of  peaceful  occupations.  Prom  a  population 
of  about  four  and  a  quarter  millions,  Pcnn.sylvania  sent  here  to-day  seven 
thousand  well-equipped  and  organized  soldiers,  or  about  one  in  six  hundred 
of  the  population.  Could  the  great  States  of  X'ew  York.  Ohio.  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Virginia,  and  Kentucky,  with  their  population  of  fifteen  to  sixteen 
millions,  have  an  equally  well-organizod  force  in  proportion  to  their  numbers 
we  should  then  have  in  reality  a  Xational  Guard  as  well  as  a  State  guard 
in  each  State,  greater  in  size  than  our  regular  army.     Is  it  not  worth  while 
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for  the  larger  ami  more  thickly  drilled  States  to  soberly  roii~iik'r  wliother 
siicli  ;i  foroe  oriMiii/.ed  on  a  uiuform  basis  would  not  more  than  repay  it- 
cost  *; 

And  the  iV'Iiiiwiuj;-  from  the  general  CLiiumaiidiiig  tlie  army, 
from  the  hidiest  source,  coiichisivo  ami  exhaustive,  is  of  pm- 
nounced  vahie:

General:  1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  consolidated 
report  of  the  Divi>ion  of  the  National  Guard  which  bore  so  conspicuous  a 
part  under  your  command  in  tlie  inauguration  cerenionie3  of  ilarch  4  in 
tliis,  the  city  of  Washington,  and  to  compliment  you  both  on  the  organiza- 
tion and  strength  of  that  division  and  the  perfect  order  they  displayed 
throughout. 

That  the  Mate  of  Pennsylvania  could  put  into  Washington  a  full  divi- 
sion of  five  well-organized  and  well-commanded  brigades,  aggregating  "j-^Otj 
well-armed,  Avell-clothed,  and  well-instructed  otlicers  and  men,  in  a  single  day 
without  accident  or  confusion  was  to  me  a  matter  of  surprise  and  of  in- 
finite satisfaction. 

I  congratulate  your  .State  and  you,  the  commanding  general,  for  the 
skill  which  produced  this  result  and  I  beg  to  add  my  oun  professional  ad- 
miration of  the  bearing  and  soldierly  behavior  of  your  entire  command  on 
inauguration  day.  /  icatched  them-  closely  as  they  i/assed  me  in  review  o,t 
ila-ssacltusetts  Avnue  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  a  finer  Tjody 
of  men  icas  never  seen  by  me.     [Italics  the  author's.] 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  such  a  body  of 
men,  subject  to  the  call  of  your  Governor  and  under  your  orders,  will  add 
largely  to  a  sense  of  security  for  life  and  property  in  the  great  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania.

And  General  Ilartranft  voiced  the  consensus  of  military  opin- 
ion ■udieu  in  his  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  his  division 
for  the  year  1>S1,  referring  to  its  p'nrticipation  in  the  inaugural 
ceremonies  at  Washington,  he  said:  "The  encomiums  paid  to 
our  troops  hy  tlie  most  di.-tingiiished  military  critics  are  a  proper 
subject  for  pride  ami  congratulation  fnr  all    Pcimsylvauians.'' 

The  observance  of  the  twentieth  anniver>ary  followed  tlie 
iisual  course,  and  in  its  cummcmoration  the  rcginient  was  paraded 
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ill  fulli.hT.-i  uiiifonii,  lii.Kl  iiiid  st;iif  uinuuted,  baud  ;ind  drum 
cuqis,  ou  TuLsday,  A|u-il  ]'J,  IbSl,  at  ivuv  o'chx'k  iu  tliu  aflm-- 
noon. 

To  the  tpriug  iuspectiuus,  always  =0  rigorously  oouductod  \>y 
the  brigade  iuspector,  tisually  held  at  the  liink  iluildiug,  there 
were  added,  as  General  Snowdeu  had  first  preseribed,  others  l)y 
battalions  for  spceial  instruction  in  gnard  mount  and  skinnish 
drill. 

Iu  niid-.June  a  eautionary  regimental  cireular  \va3  issued 
to  the  etlcet  that,  as  it  had  been  determined  that  the  brigade  ■u'Ditld 
go  into  camp  during  July  or  August,  officers  and  men  sliotild 
recognize  the  impovfanec  of  making  their  arrangements  to  report 
for  duty  at  that  time.  '"  The  men,"  so  read  the  circtilar,  "  will 
receive  pay  for  live  days,  and  the  adjutant-general  will  base  his 
report  upon  tlie  strength,  appearance,  and  discipline  of  the  differ- 
ent commands  during  the  cncanipment,  and,  as  there  is  a  proba- 
bility of  reducing  the  minihcr  of  men  in  the  Guard,  companies 
not  meeting  the  requirements  of  the-  law  will  be  disbanded.'' 

The  State  encampment  this  year  (ISSl)  was  by  brigades. 
The  camp  of  the  First  Brigade,  from  Saturday  to  Saturday,  July 
oO  to  Aug-ust  G,  was  located  at  Mill  Creek  Fanii,  near  Potts- 
town,  ^Montgomery  County.  In  honor  and  memory  of  IMaj.-Gen. 
Jesse  L.  IJeno,  an  officer  of  the  regular  army,  a  di'^tinguished 
soldier  of  Pennsylvania,  it  was  named  "  Camp  Keno."' 

The  regiment,  preceded  on  tlie  2Sth  by  its  fatigue  detail 
under  Lieutenant  II.  C.  lioberts,  of  Company  D,  left  the  armory 
at  eight  o'clock  on  the  moniing  of  July  30,  and  by  WMn — the 
journey  is  a  short  one — was  in  camp.  The  routine  of  camp 
duties — roll-calls,  drills,  jMiliee  duty — varied  but  little  in  hours 
or  requirements  from  the  usual  practice.  The  afternoons  were 
rescn'cd  for  brigade  niana-nvrcs,  cereinonie-,  and  reviews,  and 
tattoo  and  taps  were  carried  a  little  farther  into  the  night.  The 
heavy  duties  imposed  were  rigorously  exacted,  witli  Init  little  leis- 
ure, and  but  few  coinplaint^.  Though  at  a  season  to  expect  a 
liberal  alL'fme;it,  the  heat  was  intense  and  protracted.'  "Wliat- 
ever  could  bo  done  without  materially  di-turbing  the  schedules 
was  iIiMwn  into  the  early  ninniing,  and  when  it  came  the  regi- 
ment's turn  to  be  in~pcrtcd.  it  was  .-uiiinmnod  for  a  very  early 
liour.      The  ranks  bore  up  well  under  tin   strain,  and  but  I'l-w  were 
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overcome.  With  an  agp'cgate  of  5S-i,  443  present,  141  absent,  a 
percentage  present  of  7">.'J,  the  regiment  made  a  general  average 
of  91.2.  The  Thirteenth  Kegiment  led  all  in  the  State  with  a 
general  average  of  9G.4.  Out  of  an  aggregate  of  505,  there  were 
but  4S  absentees,  and  the  percentage  present  average  was  90.5. 

On  Wednesday,  the  sixth,  Colonel  Wiedersheim,  as  the  senior  ■ 
colonel,  was  placed  in  command  of  the  brigade  to  conduct  a  prac- 
tice review  preparatory  to  the  formal  review  which  was  held  bv 
the  governor  as  commander-in-chief  and  Maj.-Gen.  Hartranft, 
the  division  commander,  on  the  follo^ving  day. 

For  Saturday,  July  30,  Captain  Huffington,  of  F,  was  de- 
tailed as  ofEcer  of  the  day,  and  Lieutenant  Deacon,  of  A,  as 
officer  of  the  guard;  for  Sunday,  July  31,  Captain  Good,  of  B,  and 
Lieutenant  Kensil,  of  H,  Lieutenant  Thomas,  of  D,  relieving 
him  after  10  o'clock;  for  Monday,  August  1,  Captain  Collins,  of 
II,  and  Lieutenant  Beck,  of  F;  for  Tuesday,  August  2,  Captain 
Kose,  of  A,  and  Lieutenant  Filley,  of  E ;  for  Wednesday,  Augaist 
3,  Captain  Gilmore,  of  K,  and  Lieutenant  Ivensil,  of  H ;  for 
Thursday,  August  4,  Captain  Kienzle,  of  G,  and  the  Guard  re- 
ported to  the  adjutant;  for  Friday,  August  5,  Captain  Hastings, 
of  T>,  and  Lieutenant  Ewing,  of  B. 

The  camp  was  broken  on  Saturday  morning,  the  sixth;  tents 
were  dropped  all  at  the  same  time,  as  signalled  from  regimental 
headquarters,  and  packed  in  accordance  \\"ith  instructions  pre- 
viously given  the  men.  The  command  was  promptly  marched  to 
the  station,  and  thence  proceeded  by  rail  to  its  city  destination. 

In  his  report  on  the  operations  of  his  brigade  for  the  year  18S1, 
General  Snowden  sums  up  his  references  to  Camp  Keno  as  fol- 
lows :  ■'■'  Of  the  beneficial  results  of  this  encampment  too  much  can 
scarcely  be  said.  The  improvement  shoivn  at  the  close  in  drill, 
discipline,  including  military  courtesy,  morale,  and  efficiency, 
was  very  marked  and  proves  beyond  all  question  the  propriety  of 
establishing  the  yearly  scries  of  encampments." 

On  September  21.  1?^<51,  a  General  Order  Xo.  20,  of  the  cur- 
rent serio=,  was  issued  directing  the  regiment  to  assemble  at  the 
regimental  armory,  Broad  and  Bace  Streets,  at  seven  o'clock 
p.  M.  on  Thursday.  September  22.  ISSl,  in  state  uniform,  fully 
equipped,   and   provided   with   one   day's   cooked    ration=,    to   pro- 
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ooeJ  to  W'asliiiigtou  "  to  participate  in  the  funeral  ceremonies  of 
our  late  President,  General  James  A.  Garfield."  To  tins  order, 
why  issued  and  how  suspended.  General  Suowdeu  makes  this 
reference  in  his  annual  report:  "  The  services  of  the  brigade  had 
been  tendered  and  accepted,  transportation  procured,  and  full  at- 
tendance of  troops  secured,  but  at  the  la-t  moment  it  was  decided 
that  the  ceremonies  were  of  a  character  too  modest  to  allow  such 
a  large  display,  and  much  to  the  disappointment  of  the  soldiers 
the  orders  were  recalled." 

But  regimental  General  Order  Xo.  32  announced  that  "  Mon- 
day, September  26,  ISSl,  having  been  set  apart  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  day 
of  humiliation  and  mounring  as  a  tribute  of  sorrowful  submission 
to  the  will  of  Almighty  God,  and  of  reverence  and  love  for  the 
memory  and  character  of  our  late  Chief  Magistrate,  James  A. 
Garfield,  this  command  will  attend  divine  service  in  ftill-dress 
uniform,  with  arms,  at  the  Church  of  St.  ^Matthias,  Eev.  R.  A. 
Edwards,  chaplain,  officiating." 

In  obedience  thereto  the  regimental  line  was  formed  on  Broad 
Street  north  of  Cheny  Street  at  3  o'clock,  and  at  3.20  the 
column,  moving  left  in  front,  rnai-ched  directly  to  the  church, 
Nineteenth  and  Wallace  Streets,  arms  were  stacked  on  the  outside, 
placed  under  proper  giuird,  retaken  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ser- 
vices, and  the  regiment  returned  to  the  armory.  The  colors  were 
properly  draped  and  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  worn  upon  the 
sword  belt  and  left  arm. 

The  Yorktown  Centennial,  October  19,  1S81,  of  significant 
import  in  the  series  of  centenaries,  had  its  patrio'^ic  incentive, 
that  summoned  to  its  coinmornoration  representative  n:en  of  civic, 
military,  and  naval  affairs  from  at  home  and  abroad.  The 
President  of  the  Ignited  States,  foreign  diplomats,  governors  of 
States,  notably  of  the  original  thirteen,  congi-essraen,  legislators, 
jurists,  soldiers  of  the  army,  the  militia  of  the  States,  sailu-s, 
marines,  ships  of  our  o^\■n  navy,  officers  who  commanded  and 
sailors  who  manned  a  squadron  from  the  French  navy,  and  a 
vast  concourse  of  the  people  generally. 

Yorktown  had  no  better  accommodations  for  '"'  strangers  and 
travellers  "  than   it  had  when  Cornwallis,  under  prc=sure  of  his 
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allied  advL-i>aii.--,  lia.l  lia?ttjiKM.l  his  departure  on  this  same  day 
ju<t.  one  Iniiidred  years  before.-  It  had,  however,  a  fine  water 
front  and  splendid  harbor,  and  all  who  conid  ha. I  coino  afloat  and 
remained  aboard.  For  others  and  those  who  preferred,  the  general 
government  hail  en-eted  (piite  a  eanvas  city. 

The  ^'ational  Guard  .>f  I'ennsylvania  was  re[)resented  by  de-' 
taehinents  from  the  several  regiments  of  the  State,  organized  into 
a  threobattalion,  twelve-company  regiment  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Presley  X.  Guthrie,  of  the  Eighteenth  Hegiment.  ^lajor 
John  W.  Evan,  of  the  battalion  of  State  Fenciblos,  was  assigned 
to  the  cominan<l  of  the  tirst  battalion,  and  to  that  battalion  was 
also  assigned  the  quota  supplied  by  the  First  Tlegiment:  Company 
F,  Captain  Thomas  E.  llutlington,  with  u  officers,  5  sergeants.  S 
coiporals,  oo  privates — a  total  enlisted  of  4t)  and  an  aggTcgate 
of  40. 

This  well-selected  regiment,  ordered  to  rendezvous  at  Phila- 
deljihia.  was  embarked  there  on  board  the  steamer  Galaten,  char- 
tered -pi'i-ially  for  the  occasion  as  a  transport.  Fa^-ored  with  goijil 
weather  antl  a  fairly  smooth  sea,  without  accident  or  detention. 
the  vessel  reached  its  Yorktown  destination  in  due  course.  There 
the  troops  debarked,  going  into  camp  under  the  canvas  already 
provided  for  their  accommodation.  Participating  in  the  variou- 
military  events  incident  to  the  anniversary,  the  men  pcrmitteil 
reasonable  liberty,  they  and  their  officers  satistied  with  themselves 
and  their  performance's,  leaving  behind  them  the  record  of  a  duty 
well  done,  the  regiment  after  three  days  broke  its  camp  for  rc- 
einbarkation  on  the  same  transport.  Again  favored  with  a  clear 
sky,  but  the  sea  a  bit  rougher,  after  a  voyage  devoid  of  incidenr. 
the  vessel  made  her  Philadelphia  mooring-s,  where  furnmlly  dis- 
missed, with  the  connncndation  of  the  connnandant,  the  com- 
panies returned  to  their  several  rendezvous. 

Of  this  expeilition  General  Tlartranft  spoke  officially  thu= : 
"While  the  rrip  wa-  attended  by  some  personal  di>comforr  To  the 
troops,  I  am  h.Tp[iy  to  say  that  the  reputation  of  the  Guard  for 
good  conduct  and   efficiency  was  well  maintained." 

In  the  abolishing  by  law  (the  Act  of  1S>>1)  of  the  two  offices 
of  pa}-master  and  commissarj-,  the  regimental  -tatT  was  seriously 
impaired.     Two  officers  whose  services  had  been  of  especial  value 
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vcre  dfprivfil  of  tlicir  wniiui^iiun-.  (Japtain  William  II.  Taber, 
••  who/"  as  the  oi'lUt  of  July  11,  ls,s]^  amiuuuciiig  his  retirement, 
;!atrJ,  ••  ahvav.-  faithful,  had  been  of  so  uiueh  service  to  the  regi- 
ment," had  at  the  request  of  the  eolonel  comuiaudiug  consented 
to  remain  as  a  volunteer  staff  ottteer,  "  and  will  be  obeyed  and  re- 
-jiected  accordingly."'  And  of  the  \vitlidraual  of  the  commissary, 
the  same  order  spoke  as  follows:  "In  the  retirement  of  Captain 
ilenry  L.  Elder  the  regiment  loses  one  of  its  oldest  and  most 
respected  members.  His  faithful  sei-v'ice  of  twenty  years  and  bis 
<levotiou  to  the  interests  of  the  corps  have  justly  merited  the  con- 
ridence  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  command." 

Advancement  and  retirement  bad  followed  and  were  to  fol- 
low in  the  line.  Captain  Horace  See,  of  Company  K,  who  had  re- 
signed April  3,  1S80,  was  succeeded,  February  28,  ISSl,  by  Ca])- 
tain  J.  Campbell  Gilmore,  who  meanwhile  had  l>een  in  command 
iis  first  lieutenant.  Captain  George  K.  Snyder,  Jr.,  of  Companv 
I,  had  resigned  June  20,  ISSl,  and  the  vacancy  was  not  filled, 
the  company  meanwhile  remaining  in  command  of  First  Lieu- 
tenant F.  W.  Weightman  until  February  13,  1SS2,  when  Caj)tain 
Frederick  P.  Koons  was  elected  to  the  captaincy.  Captain  Wm. 
S.  Poulterer,  of  Company  C,  resigiied  October  4,  ISSl.  The 
■election  of  Captain  Pearson  Serrill  Conrad  as  his  successor  fol- 
lowed, November  22,  ISSl.  Captain  Poulterer  had  contributed 
of  his  personal  worth  and  soldierly  efficiency  to  the  upkeep  of 
the  regiment,  wherever  it  had  been  his  lot  to  serve.  Besides  he  was 
•of  that  group — Ganlner,  Allen,  O'Callaghan,  Ferguson.  MacCar- 
roll,  Ogden,  and  others,  "diarists,"  as  it  were,  of  Company  C 
— who  preserved  the  records  of  its  old  regime  as  invaluable  chron- 
icles for  to-day  of  the  doings  of  the  many  yesterdays. 

The  more  than  ten  years'  time-honored  custom  of  holding  a 
•commemorative  religious  service  at  the  church  where  the  regi- 
mental chaplain  was  the  rector  or  the  minister  was  again  remem- 
bered when,  as  postponed  from  February  10  on  account  of  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather,  on  February  2G,  1S52,  the  regiment 
and  Veteran  Corps  were  in  joint  attendance  at  the  Church  of 
St.  Matthias.  'J'he  Pev,  Polwrt  A.  Edwards,  the  regimental 
-c-baplain  and  rector  of  the  parl-h,  with  his  assistant.  Rev.  W.  ^M. 
Harrison,  conduetiMl  the  services,  ami  the  rector  preached  the  ser- 
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mon.  lie  selected  a  text,  suggestive  of  the  occasion,  from  Luke 
1:  15:  "ile  shall  be  great  iu  the  sight  of  die  Lord."' 

The  armory  scheme  had  its  begiuuing  in  the  very  early  times, 
wheD,  as  has  been  seen,  in  1SG2  a  charter  was  procured  and  a 
company  organized  authorized  to  pui'chase  a  desirable  site  and 
erect  a  building  suitable  for  the  pui-poses  of  an  armory,  to  be 
used  and  occupied  by  the  First  Ivegimeut  Infantry,  Gray  Re- 
serves. The  nation,  so  engrossed  in  tlie  stupendous  struggle  for 
its  own  existence,  had  but  little  time  for  aught  else,  and  the 
scheme,  despite  the  manly  efforts  to  sustain  it,  ultimately  failed, 
and  the  charter  became  inoperative  for  want  of  use. 

The  matter  does  not  appear  to  have  been  again  seriously  con- 
sidered until  when,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers  on 
June  3,  1S74,  on  motion  of  Maj.  .Charles  K.  Ide,  a  conmiittee 
was  appointed  "to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  procur- 
ing an  armory  suitable  for  the  regiment."  The  motion  pre- 
vailed, and  Major  Ide  and  Captains  Eolin  (quartermaster)  and 
Klauder  were  named  as  the  committee.  There  were  some  nego 
tiations  and  numerous  propositions  from  owners  to  and  by  tlie 
committee  to  owners  concerning  properties  likely  to  suit  One 
assumed  something  of  a  tangible  shape.  Mr.  Addison  Hutton  as 
architect  prepared  and  submitted  plans  for  a  building  that  it 
was  proposed  should  be  erected  on  an  ideal  site,  the  then  vacant 
lot  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Broad  and  Locust  Streets.  Messrs. 
Alexander  Whilden  iS:  Sons,  the  owners,  had  apparently  received 
the  proposition  with  some  favor,  suggested  consultation  with  an 
architect,  seemed  disposed  to  go  further,  but  the  project  never 
passed  beyond  the  preliminary  interviews  and  die  preparation 
of  the  plans.  Then  ^Vlr.  John  Bice,  the  contractor  and  builder, 
submitted  a  plan  for  the  alteration  of  the  Adams  Express  build- 
ing. Sixteenth  and  ^Market  Streets,  into  an  annory,  but  a  closer 
investigation  proved  the  scheme  impracticable.  Another  propo- 
sition from  the  same  source  to  erect  a  temporary  structure  in  "West 
Philadelphia  was  dismissed  "  because  of  the  location  being  so 
unsuitable." 

On  February  3,  1S7.5,  the  committee  seem  to  have  submitted. 
as  the  records  disclose  nothing  further,  what  was,  in  fact,  a  final 
report     It  was  full  and  in  detail  of  their  "  exertions  and  inquiries 
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iu  eiiileavoring  to  secnire  accouimoJations  for  die  coramaud  " ;  ac- 
kuow  ledtjcd  "  the  activities  displayed  by  Captain  Alien  aud  Lieu- 
tenant ,\iacCarroll,  of  Company  C  " ;  '"  urging  like  laudable  in- 
terest on  each  of  the  otticers  and  men."  There  was  no  action  on 
tliis  report.  Xone  appeared  to  be  necessary,  as  it  was  rather  of 
progress  than  of  conclusions,  and  the  subject  was  for  the  time 
dismissed. 

The  substantial  revival  came  when,  iu  the  absence  of  any  pre- 
vious definite  action,  the  subject  meanwhile  under  continuous  dis- 
cussion, a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Officers  was  called  for 
October  23,  1S7S,  where,  again  fully  and  freely  discussed,  the 
stibject  of  the  erection  of  an  armory  was  refeiTed  to  a  committee 
of  thirteen  representatives  of  the  Board,  the  Trust  Funds,  and 
the  Veteran  Corps,  '"'  to  report  such  suggestions  as  they  deemed 
proper  in  the  matter."  Besides  the  Kegiment's  Annory  Fund, 
with  its  accumulations,  there  was  quite  a  handsome  sum  returned 
by  the  State  to  the  subscribers,  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  a  fund 
raised  for  the  equipment  of  the  Twentieth  Begiment  <luring  the 
1S7T  industrial  disturbances;  advanced  for  that  purpose  and  not 
needed,  it  was  afterward  returned.  This  sum.  upon  its  return  the 
subscribers  had  unanimously  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  First 
Regiment  Armory  Fund.  It  amounted  to  $11,902.15 ;  the  regi- 
mental trust  fimd  had  been  accredited  by  accumulations  to 
$14,559.13.     The  two  together  aggregated  the  sura  of  $26,461.25. 

The  project  thus  energized  by  this  strong  basic  foundation, 
stimulated  by  the  early  subscriptions  which  followed  the  issu- 
ance of  the  circular  of  the  General  Committee — $5,000  each  from 
Maj.  Edwin  X.  Benson  and  the  Pennsylvania  Kailroad;  $1,000 
each  from  Messrs.  Drexel  &  Co.,  Mr.  George  W.  Childs,  Phila- 
delphia Xational  Bank,  Philadelphia  Saving  Bank,  and  Philadel- 
phia Contributionship;  $500  each  from  Mr.  "Wm.  'M.  Singerly, 
First  Xational  Bank,  !^[utual  Assurance  Company,  Philadelphia, 
Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Kailroad  Company,  Fidelity  Insurance 
and  Trust  Company,  and  PennsylvaJiia  Company  for  Insurances 
on  Lives  and  Granting  Annuitirs,  -wm^  materially  strengthened  by 
the  forceful  character  of  the  committee,  witb  CoL  Theodore  E. 
Wieder-hcim  as  it?  chairman,  which  had  been  wisely  selected  in 
obedience  to   the  directions  providing  for   its   appointment.      Its 
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other  iiioml>ers  wciv  Lii'Utenant-C'olouel  Gilpin.  .Major  ]Jo\v- 
iiniii,  Captains  ^LuiuiM.n.  ISnyder.  Poulterer,  Eurrouiihs,  Kiciizlo, 
Elder,  aud  Taber,  Lieutenants  Tapper,  Dole,  and  Conrad, 
and  of  tJie  Veteran  Corps,  Colonel  EUmaker,  ^lajors  Kern 
and  Allen,  Lieiitonants  Charles  J.  Field  and  Henry  S.  Field. 
They  Avere  men  of  wide  acquaintance  and  strong  influence,  well 
known  and  miich  respected.  They  were  just  such  loen  as  the 
ehainnan  himself  stood  typical  of,  business  man  and  soldier  as  he 
was,  and  aptly  alluded  to  by  Col.  Wm.  ]\IcMichael  in  his  address  a* 
the  orator  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone:  "It  was,"  he  said, 
"  just  and  fitting  that  on  that  day,  so  gratifying  to  all  its  friends, 
there  should  ride  at  the  head  of  the  First  Kegiment  a  prominent 
voung  business  man  of  Philadelphia,  who  enlisted  in  its  ranks 
originally  as  a  private  soldier,  aud  through  continuous  and  effi- 
■cient  service  won  those  eagles  which  he  now  wear-,  illustrating 
the  wise  belief  of  these  times,  that  genuine  leadership  comes  from 
the  ranks,  and  promoted  by  merit,  rests  its  strength  upon  the  free 
assent  of  popular  approval." 

Public  sentiment  was  awakened  and  the  movement  popular- 
ized by  the  generous  and  hearty  endorsement  of  the  imited  press 
of  the  city.  The  editorial  page  was  always  open  with  words 
of  encouraging  comment  and  the  news  columns  with  items  of  help- 
ful support.  Every  measure  that  would  be  furtliered  by  pub- 
licity was  given  the  widest  circulation;  all  others  that  indicated 
material  progress  were  speedily  noticed.  Fairs,  functions,  bene- 
fits, displays,  whatever  was  intended  to  be  productive  of  a  finan- 
cial result,  were  given  prominent  ]daec.  The  organization  fmm 
its  earliest  time-  Mas  traced  through  all  its  perils  and  exposures, 
its  dangers  ami  vici--itudes,  its  ventures  and  successes.  Con- 
tribution of  it-elf  as  a  unit  and  of  the  officers  and  men  it  had 
supplied  from  its  rank-  to  the  country,  wdien  it  neede'l  soldiers 
for  battle,  and  to  the  State  when  it  roquiretl  them  to  maintain 
order  and  ^npjiress  violence,  were  all  made  tlio  subject  of  special 
mention.  The  men  of  tliat  time  were  ever  profuse  in  their  grate- 
ful acknowledgment  of  this  needful  ai<l.  so  freely  ami  graciously 
supplied. 

A  charter  was  prucurod  uiuler  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
A-sembly.  approved   April  29.  1ST4.  through   the.  Court  of  Com- 
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luoii  Plt-as  Xo.  ]  of  the  County  of  PliilaLlelpliia_,  Uciob^r  i'J, 
ISSl,  of  an  '■organization  and  association  named  and  knowni  as 
the  First  Ecginient  Infantry  of  Pennsylvania. '-"  And  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  corporation  was  the  more  sj>ecifically  formed 
were  '"'  for  the  education,  training,  and  discipline  of  its  members 
lis  soldiers  for  lawful  purposes  and  service  and  for  the  erection, 
owning,  and  maintenance  of  an  armory  for  the  use  and  accommo- 
dation of  its  members  and  for  the  benefit  and  j.urposes  of  the  coi-- 
poratiou." 

This  '"association,"  not  to  be  a  stock  company,  having  no 
shares  of  stock,  bears  some  of  the  characteristics  of  llie  "holding 
company  '"  of  to-day.  Its  membership  was  limited  by  its  by-laws 
to  the  officers  of  the  regiment,  while  they  held  their  commissions; 
to  the  officers  of  the  Veteran  Corps  while  they  were  in  office,  and 
the  past  colonels  of  both  organizations.  It  took  title  to  the  prop- 
erty, made  contracts  and  engagements  concerning  it,  managed  its 
rentals  and  revenues,  and  assumed,  adopted,  and  approved  all 
that  had  Ik-cu  done  t.f  and  concerning  the  new  armory  by  tlie  gen- 
eral committee.  Col.  Theodore  E.  ^Yiedersheim  was  elected  presi- 
dent, Col.  P.  C.  Ellmaker  secretary,  and  Henry  S.  Field  treasurer. 
The  fifteen  directors  chosen  for  the  first  year  were:  Theodore  E. 
Wiedersheim,  Washington  H.  Gilpin,  Wendell  P.  Bowman,  James 
!Muldoon,  Thomas  E.  Huffijigton,  Eugene  Z.  Kicnzle,  J.  Lewis 
G<«id,  Charles  A.  Pose,  Harry  O.  Hastings.  Samuel  B.  Collins, 
-T.  Campbell  Gilmoro,  Pearson  S.  Conrad,  F.  William  Weight- 
man,  George  II.  Xoith.  ami  William  W.  Allen. 

Mr.  Henry  S.  Field  and  ^Maj.  William  II.  Kern  each  declin- 
ing to  serve  as  treasurer,  Colimcl  Wiedersheim.  at  the  nnani- 
mons  demand  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  agreed  to  assume  the 
onerous  and  responsible  duties  of  that  office,  and  to  at  the  same 
time  continue  as  the  presiding  officer. 

Of  the  two  im]X>rtant  transactions  the  result-;  of  which  passed 
from  the  general  committee  to  the  eoqwration,  one  was  the  trans- 
fer by  a  profterly  executed  deed  of  conveyance  of  the  lot  at  the 
southeast  ('orner  of  Broad  and  Callowhill  Streets.  140  by  220 
feet,  which  the  committee  had  purchased  from  ^Ir.  John  Wana- 
maker  for  the  sum  of  $80,000;  and  the  other  was  the  acceptance 
and  ai)proval  of  the  architect's  (.Mr.  Jojui  H.  WIndrim)  jilan  for 
IS 
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an  annory  buildini;-,  wliich  Lad  not  only  parsed  the  scrutiny  and 
observation  of  tiie  general  coninjiitce,  but  also  tlie  more  critical 
military  judgmt-iit  of  the  regimental  Board  of  Odicers. 

The  following  Building  Committee  was  named  by  the  Chair 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  iJirectors:  George  11.  ZSurth, 
P.  C.  Ellraaker,  Washington  II.  Gilpin,  William  II.  Kern,  James 
IMuldoou,  William  B.  Smith,  and  William  W.  Allen. 

The  contract  for  the  excavation,  foundation,  and  cellar  walls, 
stonework,  etc.,  fell  to  Mr.  Hugh  Copeland  as  the  lowest  bidder, 
and  for  the  interior,  superstructure,  and  the  far  more  preten- 
tious portions  of  the  building  to  ilr.  George  Watsom 

The  State  Legislature  had  never  been  disposed  to  make  ap- 
propriations for  the  building  of  regimental  or  company  armories, 
though  strenuous  persuasive  efforts  and  strong  executive  recom- 
mendations had  been  repeatedly  urged  in  that  direction.  The 
First  Eegiment's  aiiuory  was  built  by  individual  effort  and  paid 
for  wholly  through  private  sources.  Whatever  other  regimental 
armory  buildings  there  were  that  had  been  erected  in  Philadel- 
phia, they  were  upon  no  such  pretentious  design,  and  but  one 
other  had  been  constructed  so  solely  on  a  military  basis.  There 
were  other  buildings  elsewhere,  their  plans,  some  of  tliem,  be- 
fore tlie  committee  to  guide  their  judgment,  in  selecting  one  of 
their  own — some  that  surpassed,  a  few  that  equalled  it,  con- 
structed with  the  public  funds ;  but  it  is  doubtful  whether,  built 
wholly  by  the  individual,  there  was  at  that  time  any  building 
in  the  country  that  met  it  in  all  its  true  military'  proportions. 
It  was  ornate,  useful,  centrally  located,  and  at  the  same  time 
sufficiently  capacious  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  its  time. 

The  Building  Committee  was  ever  watchful  to  see  that  what 
was  done  was  clone  properly,  careful  to  note  that  what  was  con- 
tracted for  was  within  the  mean?  at  hand  to  pay  for  it,  alort  to  soe. 
too,  that  the  lowest  bidder  was  the  l>est  man  and  keen  to  keep 
him  up  to  his  bargain.  ^Mien  bids  disclosed  that  designs  had  been 
conjectured  beyond  resources,  a  necessary  pruning  brought  them 
back  within  their  proper  limits.  After  the  work  began  disap- 
pointments wore  few;  there  was  no  complaint,  any  failure  of  the 
contractor,  but  little  indifference  on  the  part  of  subordinates,  occa- 
sionally a  real  di.~t\irbance  with  the  nuiterial  men,  but  no  serious 
bi'each  was  at  auv  time  tln-catcnoil. 
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Coli'iicl  Ellinaker  and  Captain  ]\JuUluon,  eraployed  a^  solicit- 
ors, a;~i~;<:-il  niaterifilly  r.t  times  by  Colonel  Wiederslieina  and 
others,  had  given  such  satisfaction  thai  on  the  termination  of 
their  first  six  months  of  employment  it  was  "Eesolvcd,  That  the 
steadiness  and  persistency  with  which  the  soliciting  of  subscrip- 
tions and  tlie  faitliful  attLiition  to  tho  variotis  and  often  unpleas- 
ant duties  connected  v.-ith  the  erection  of  the  armory  have  been 
perfonncd  by  Col.  P.  C.  Ellmaker  and  Captain  James  ILuldoon 
merit  tlie  recog-nition  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
it  is  liereby  ordered  that  their  services  be  continued  for  the 
space  of  six  months  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the 
Board."  And  as  the  work  approached  completion  the  Building 
Committee,  "  in  view  c-f  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Cap- 
tain James  Muldoon  in  the  past,  as  a  member  of  the  Building 
Committee,  assigned  him  to  the  position  of  superintendent  of  the 
■work,  and  requested  the  Board  of  Directors  to  confirm  their  ap- 
pointment and  continue  his  services  as  such  superintendent  until 
the  completion  of  the  contract  with  llr.  \Yatson." 

That  Colonel  "Wiedersheim  in  his  highly  responsible  posi- 
tions of  colonel  commanding,  president,  and  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  necessarily  an  ever-moving  spirit  in  tlie  en- 
terprise, earned  for  himself  a  repittation  for  financial  ability  and 
business  capacity  is  best  attested  from  the  fact  that  from  then  on 
in  all  public  affairs  of  moment,  ceremonial,  functional,  com- 
memorative remotely  or  directly  in  touch  with  the  military,  he 
was  always  summoned  as  their  executive  head  to  the  control  and 
custody  of  the  finances  enllectfd  for  their  support. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  discover  an  enterprise  that  did  so  much 
and  spent  so  little,  that  paid  for  everything  it  had  agreed  to 
promptly  when  it  was  duo,  with  the  single  outstanding  obligation 
of  a  .$40,000  mortgage  only,  as  to  in  the  end  have  its  figures  of 
$200,000  on  each  side  so  nearly  meet  as  to  leave  but  the  small 
balance  of  but  $279.02.  and  tluit  balance  to  the  credit  and  not 
to  tlie  debit  of  the  general  fund,  as  did  tliis  enterpri-e.  the  con- 
struction of  an  armory  building  for  the  First  Eegimcnt  Infantry, 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania.  Its  receipts  from  all  sources 
amounted  to  §200,320.10,  and  its  disbursement  for  all  purposes 
to  $200,0-11.17,  leavinc  the  balance  in  favor  of  receipts  of  $279.02.

ISSi',  as  fnUuus:  "The  scheme  for 
the  erection  of  :iiniories  is  still  luec'tiiig  wilh  cncotiragemeut. 
The  Third  Iiogiment  is  fully  completeil  and  paid  for.  The  corner- 
stone of  the  First  was  laid'on  the  lOtli  of  April.  The  ^valls  are 
up  to  the  first  stnvv  and  il  is  eonfideutl.v  cxiH-etcd  that  it  will  he 
occn])ied  within  another  year  fri>ui  the  o>niiii^-  spriiiu'.  Tn  a  ccui- 
spieiioiis  and  (■•■ntral  lo.-aiity  in  th.-  .-ify  of  IMiihidelphia,  for  wliar 
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il  i^  intrn.k-<K  it  will  be  a  Iniikliiig  tli;U  luH  never  lieen  eiiualle.l 
in  tlic  State  ami  but  rarely  elsewhere." 

Ami  tbeu  Gen.  Presley  X.  Guthrie,  whi^  had  sueceeilcil  (^iemral 
l,atia  as  Adjutaut-Geiieral.  in  his  report  of  ISSO,  dated  rebruary 
14,  l*:'^^,  said:  ""  The  Fir?t  Kegimeut  will  occupy  their  new  armory 
February  22.  The  armory  is  nio=t  perfect  in  its  details  and  the 
regiment  is  to  be  complimented  for  their  energy  in  overcoming 
the  many  details  accompanying  a  work  of  this  kind." 

And  in  his  report  for  the  same  year,  1SS3,  General  Suowdeu 
said :  ■■  The  beautiful  and  commodious  new  anuory  of  the  First 
Infantry  is  nearly  completed,  into  -which  that  regiment  proposes 
soon  to  move." 

The  work  of  construction  went  on  as  expeditiously  as  its  busi- 
ness had  been  managed  judiciously.  The  corner-stone  laid  A^tril 
19,  1SS2,  the  building  Avas  tiuishcd,  dedicated  and  opened  for 
occupancy  February  22,  1SS4-. 

The  ceremonies  incident  to  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  made 
memorable  the  regiment's  twenty-tirst  anniversary.  The  com- 
memorative demonstration  of  the  19th  of  April,  1SS2,  was  notable 
among  the  year's  occurrences.  It  was  an  event  prominent  in 
military  affairs  and  conspicuous  as  a  civic  remembrance.  Heniy 
!M.  Iloyt.  Governor  of  the  State,  as  presiding  officer  directed  the 
ceremonies.  The  Eight  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted ^[asons  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  with  Samuel  P. 
Dick  as  the  Eight  "Worshipful  Grand  ^Master,  laid  the  corner-stone. 
The  'J'wenty-second  Eegiment  Xational  Guard  of  the  State  of 
Xew  York,  Col.  Josiah  Porter  commanding,  of  national  repute, 
its  Veteran  Corps,  Col.  G.  W.  Laird  commanding,  both  in  special 
attendance  to  honor  their  host  and  the  (icea^ion.  were  present  a- 
the  guests  of  the  First  Eegiment.  The  Mayor  of  the  city,  Ilon. 
Samuel  G.  King,  was  an  active  participant.  The  First  Brigade. 
Brig.-Gen.  Geo.  E.  Snowden  commanding,  Avith  the  following  or- 
ganizations, their  commandants  having  promptly  accepted  tlie  in- 
vitation to  parade  in  honor  of  the  occasion:  Second  Eegiment, 
Col.  Eol>ert  Porter  Dechert;  Third  Eegiment,  Col.  Sylvester 
Bcnnaflion,  Jr.:  Battalion  State  Fencibles,  ^lajor  John  W.  Eyan ; 
Gray  Invincible?,  Captain  John  T.  Kennard;  Fir?t  Troop  Phila- 
delphia City  Cavahy,  Captain  F.  Buvd  Grubb. 

The   weather   was    not    pmpitious.      There    was   but    a    single 
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harasiitig  feature,  ami  tliis  the  weather  supiilieJ.  The  paraile 
was  made  over  the  thort  route  as  published  through  a  heavy  rain- 
storm, and  the  column  was  reviewed  in  front  of  the  Union  League 
House  by  Governor  Henry  M.  Hoyt,  commander-in-chief,  Maj.- 
Gen.  Juh'i  F.  Ilartrauft,  commnnding  the  division,  of  the  Xa- 
tional  Guard  of  Pemisylvania,  Maj.-Gen.  John  li.  Brooke,  U. 
S.  A.,  and  Hon.  Samuel  G.  King,  mayor  of  Philadelphia.  Gen- 
eral Snowden  commanded  the  column,  made  up  of  the  troops  of 
his  brigade,  the  Twenty-second  Xew  York,  the  First  Eegiment, 
parading  with  its  guest,  and  the  Veteran  Corps  of  each.  The 
First  Kegiment's  field  return  on  this  occasion  showed  an  aggre- 
gate of  654  in  line  in  full-dress  uniform,  the  largest  turnout  it 
had  made  since  the  reorganization  in  1S66  under  the  Act  of 
ISC-i.  The  aegregate  of  each  company  was  as  follows:  A,  57; 
:B,  71:  C,  5.5  ^D,  53;  E,  58;  F,  61;  G,  60;  H,  60;  I,  55;  K, 
60;  field  and  staff,  li;  bands,  50.  The  Veteran  Corps  num- 
bered 82.  Upon  arriving  at  Broad  and  Callowhill  Streets,  the 
Twenty-second  Xew  York  and  the  First  Regiment  were  massed 
on  the  lot  and  the  rest  of  the  column  moved  on  and  was  dismissed. 

There  was  then  the  scholarly  opening  address  of  Governor 
Henry  Martyu  Hoyt,  the  impressive  [Masonic  ceremonies  of  the 
laying  of  the  corner-stone,  and  the  masterly  oration  of  Col. 
William  McMichael.  A  gem  as  a  literary  production,  an  elo- 
quent historic  compendium  to  be  remembered  and  presei-ved,  it 
was  given  a  place  in  the  pamphlet  which  published  the  proceed- 
ings, and  must  have  one  here.' 

The  services  concluded  with  the  benediction  pronounced  by 
the  chaplain,  the  Bev.  Bobert  A.  Edwards,  when  both  commands 
were  marched  to  their  rpiarters  and  dismissed.  The  officers  of 
the  First  entertained  the  officers  of  the  Twenty-second,  and,  let- 
ter for  letter,  the  companies  of  the  home  regiment  paid  proper 
care  and  attention  to  those  of  the  visiting  command.  A  compli- 
mentary dinner  was  iriven  at  St.  George's  Hall  by  the  First's 
Veteran  Corps  to  the  Veteran  Corp>  of  the  Twenty-second.  A 
military  and  citizens'  i-eception  under  the  auspices  of  the  First 
Eegimcnt  followed  at  the  Academy  of  Music  in  the  evening — a 
representative  gathering,  a  social  event  of  brilliancy,  the  sea- 
son's pronounced   success,  hoTiored   by  the  attendance  of  officers

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of  c!i.-tinctiou  in  both  the  army  and  navy,  and  graced  by  the  best 
vi  i<vi>i'lo  from  our  owu  aud  vilu^r  citiei.  Gilinore's  Dand,  with 
tlie  choicest  of  that  great  artist's  >eiectious,  funii.-lied  the  music. 

A  writer  in  a  periodical  j)tibli:-hed  yearly  by  the  Thirteenth 
^lassaclmsetts  Eegimeut,  says  in  that  for  1910:  "The  houi-s 
passed  in  camp  are,  I  think,  the  most  pleasant  in  the  soldier's 
memory,  and  the  scenes  of  which  perhaps,  except  the  battles, 
are  the  oftenest  referred  to." 

The  annual  encampments  v.'ere  effectively  instilling  the  sol- 
dierly instincts  aud  the  incidents  of  the  one,  repeated  through  the 
year,  passed  on  to  the  next,  and  still  on  to  the  following,  all  iiitor- 
niingled  and  canvassed  for  contrast  and  comparison,  improvement 
and  example. 

The  cook-house,  in  times  of  campaign  and  battle  universal 
disseminator  of  worthless  forecasts,  in  their  absence,  had  lost 
much  of  its  former  prestige.  Yet  '•  cook-house  talk "  found 
opportunity  in  other  and  concurrent  lines  of  the  soldiers'  trade 
that  in  a  way  still  preserved  some  of  its  traditions. 

The  cook  of  the  olden  time  was  an  all-around  sort  of  a  genius. 
At  one  headtptarters,  when  inquiry  was  made,  he  winced  on  his 
v's.  "  "Well,  George,  what  are  you  going  to  have  for  dinner  to- 
day?" prone  to  the  one  dish,  his  reply  usually  was,  "Weal  and 
wegetables." 

And  on  another  occasion,  at  ]\Iine  Run  in  the  late  November 
of  1S63,  the  lines  were  established  during  the  night,  under  cover, 
as  it  was  thought,  with  expectation  and  preparation  for  an  assault 
in  the  morning.  Over  the  swale  and  upon  an  opposite  hilltop  was 
tlie  enemy,  heavily  entrenched.  Our  lines  -were  but  imperfectly- 
co\cred,  and  witli  the  davra  he  opened  heavily  with  his  big  gttus. 
A  ccM3k  from  one  of  the  Xew  Englan3  regiments,  a  little  protected 
by  a  rise  in  the  around,  intently-  engaged  in  the  preparation  of 
a  breakfast  for  his  brigade  headquarters,  oblivious  to  the  shell- 
ing, keen  of  perception,  discovered  a  group  of  English  officers, 
here  for  close  oliservation  of  one  of  our  campaigns,  rapidly  seek- 
ing cover.  "With  that  long-drawn  speech,  a  part  of  his  very  self, 
forgetful  of  proprieties,  he  let  out  quite  effectively :  "  Is  that  the 
way  yoti  English  fellows  dime  to  see  a  fight?  As  soon  as  you 
get  a  right  good  chance,  you  fiu-got  the  fight  and  hxik  after  your- 
selves." 
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The  euoamiuueiit  at  Lcwistuwii,  Pcuusylvania,  Camp  Juliu 
Fulton  lic^niold-.  Atij:-u--t  o  t.>  li',  ISSi',  had  an  air  of  the  real 
aljout  it  ill  its  construction,  location,  layout,  and  mauagenicnt, 
in  the  spirit,  gait,  carriage,  and  snap  of  the  men  that  preserve] 
a  remembrance  that  they  were  in  closer  touch  with  tlie  soldier  of 
the  field  than  they  had  been  on  other  like  occasions. 

These  first  impressions  -were  fully  su5tainc<l  by  the  result  of 
the  inspections.  The  First  Eegiment,  with  a  percentage  present 
of  87.19  out  of  an  aggregate  of  COL!,  a  total  present  of  529,  aii 
absent  list  of  but  74,  attained  a  general  average  of  96.1.  The 
Eightli  Regiment  made  the  best  record  in  the  State,  Avith  au  aggTC- 
gate  of  5S5,  a  total  present  of  561,  absent  24,  its  percentage  pres- 
ent was  95.9,  and  its  general  average  9S.3.  But  there  was  no 
regiment  of  the  entire  division  Avitli  a  general  average  below  90. 

The  regiment  left  the  amiory,  Colonel  ^\'iedersheim  in  com- 
mand, fully  equipped,  groomed,  and  appointed  for  the  field,  at 
eight  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  tlic  fourth  of  Aug"-;t.  1SS2,  for  the 
performance  of  ?.  seven  days'  tour  of  camp  duty  at  Camp  Jolin 
Fulton  Eeynolds,  located  on  the  Juniata,  near  Lewistown,  pro- 
ceded  two  days  before  by  its  camping  party  under  command  of 
Captain  James  iMuldoon,  of  Company  E.  The  annual  encamp- 
ment prescril>ed  by  law  was  this  year  composed  of  the  tlire*-- 
brigades,  the  entire  division,  with  Maj.-Gen.  John  F.  Hartranfi 
in  command.  In  a  most  healthful  region,  located  on  gently  slop- 
ing hillsides,  the  gTOunds  were  well  drained,  the  water  supply 
for  all  purposes  was  plentiful,  and,  the  weather  proving  mo=t 
favorable,  the  camp  was  long  remenilx:red  as  one  that  made  for 
much  improvement  and  greater  usefulness. 

In  his  report  as  division  commander  for  the  year,  General 
Hartranft  gives  the  number  in  the  division  present  on  the  fifth 
of  August  as  72SO  and  absent  S13,  aggregate  S093 ;  and  on  the 
11th,  the  day  liefore  the  closing,  as  7167  and  absent  1004,  aggre- 
gate S171.  The  ix?rcentage  present  was  94.3.  Of  tlie  number 
of  absentees,  138  w-ere  sick  and  the  remaining  860  were  absent  on 
account  of  illness  or  other  substantial  reasons.  And  of  the  cam]' 
itself  and  its  results,  the  general  said :  "  I  was  jileased  to  observe 
a  very  general  improvement  in  the  condition  and  discipline  of 
the  troops,  and  am  sure  the  lcs-<in=  of  the  encampment  will  show 
good  results  in  the  future."

C.  and  Lieuroiuuit  William  Ewiiig,  of  Company  B;  Sunday, 
Axigust  C,  Captain  J.  Campbell  Gilmore,  Coiupany  K,  and  Lieu- 
tenant George-  E.  Deacon,  Company  A;  Monday,  August  7,  Cap- 
tain Samuel  E.  Collin?,  Company  II,  and  Lieutenant  G.  W. 
Thomas,  Comjiany  D;  Tuesday,  Augaist  S,  Captain  II.  0.  Hast- 
ings, Company  IJ.  and  Lieutenant  E.  S.  Barnes,  Company  K; 
Wednesday,  Augu-t  9,  Captain  Charles  A.  Bose,  Company  A,  and 
Lieutenant  C.  T.  Keusil,  Company  II;  Thursday,  August  10, 
Captain  E.  P.  Koons,  Company  I,  and  Lieutenant  James  A. 
Filley, -Compiuiy  E;  Fri<lay,  August  11,  Captain  T.  E.  Iluffing- 
ton.  Company  E,  and  T.  C.  Sherborne,  Company  C;  Saturday, 
August  12,  Captain  E.  Z.  Kienzle,  Company  G,  and  Lieutenant 
Louis  K.  Opdyke,  Company  B,  were  each  respectively  detailed  for 
officers  of  the  day  and  officers  of  the  guard. 

Lieut.-Col.  Washington  II.  Gilpin  was  detailed  for  brigade 
field  officer  of  the  day  for  August  10,  and  Major  Wendell  P.  Bow- 
man for  August  0.  "" 

Religious  ser^-ices  in  front  of  regimental  headquarters,  on 
Simday,  conducted  by  the  chaplain,  largely  attended;  the  nmiual 
inspection  on  Monday  by  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State;  com- 
pany, skirmish,  battalion  drill,  brigade  manteuvres,  the  division 
review  by  t!ic  governor  and  commander-in-chief  on  Friday 
turned  off  in  a  manner  to  ilicit  special  commendation,  the  break- 
ing of  the  camp  on  Satur<lay,  the  12th,  and  the  same  day  the 
regiment's  return  t.>  Philadelphia,  and  Camp  John  Fulton  Roy 
nolds  was  a  memory. 

In  the  regimental  general  order  that  followed  the  close  of 
the  encampment  the  following  paragraph  appears: 

I.  The  colonel  commandin;:,'  Je-ires  to  express  his  thanks  to  those  oflicei-s 
and  men  who  by  faithful  attention  to  duty  at  Camp  John  Fulton  Reynolds 
enabled  the  rcfriment  to  occupy  a  hi'.'ii  position  in  the  Division  of  the  State. 

Captain  P.  II.  Hall.  Tejith  United  States  Infantry,  a  keen 
observer,  was  the  inspecting  otHcer  assigned  by  tlie  War  Depart- 
ment. In  his  thorough,  exhaustive,  and  detailed  report  he  draws 
this  conclusion : 
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Viewing  the  entire  divi^imi  of  tlie  Xational  Guard,  or  even  considering 
the  brigades,  the  force  appears  to  be  fairly  instructed  and  disciplined.  Tiie 
school  of  the  soldier,  altliougli  nou"  more  than  ever  before  of  the  higb.esl 
importance,  as  so  much  depends  on  tlie  individual  soldier  when  bodies  of 
troops  fight  in  dispersed  order,  seems  to  be  very  generally  neglected. 

The  regiment  during-  the  year  had  been  making  some  progi-ess 
with  thie  rifle.  The  score  of  the  two  regiments  competing  for  the 
division  prize  was  the  Thirteenth,  210;  and  the  Sixteenth,  202. 
Next  followed  the  First  Regiment,  leading  the  rest  of  the  State 
with  a  score  of  197.  The  number  of  marksmen  had  increased  to 
51,  with  Geo.  W.  Coidston,  of  Company  C,  so  long  a  master  at 
the  target,  making  tlie  highest  score — -iS.  Their  names  were 
published  in  Regimental  General  Orders  No.  2,  of  January  16, 
1SS3,  announcing  that  "  honorable  mention  is  made  of  'the  fol- 
lowing officers  and  men  of  the  command,  who,  having  qualified 
at  the  Stockton  Eifle  Eange  during  the  past  year,  are  herebv 
awarded  the  marksman  badge,  to  be  worn  on  all  occasions  when 
on  duty."  Of  the  officers,  there  were:  Adjutant  H.  Harrison 
Grotf ;  Captains  J.  Lewis  Good,  P.  S.  Conrad,  J.  Campbell  Gil- 
more,  H.  O.  Hastings;  Lieutenants  Geo.  E.  Deacon,  H.  De  C. 
Brolasky,  N.  A.  Williams,  A.  L.  Williams,  H.  C.  Roberts, 
William  Ewing,  and  Louis  K.  Opdyke. 

On  October  IS,  1SS2,  J.  Wilkes  O'Neill  was  promoted  to  be 
the  surgeon  to  fill  the  vacancy  that  followed  the  resignation  of 
Alonzo  L.  Leach,  Charles  H.  Willitts  advanced  to  be  senior  assist- 
ant surgeon,  and  William  W.  Van  Valzah,  having  also  resigned, 
H.  Augustus  Wilson  was  made  the  junior  assistant  surgeon. 
Henry  Avery,  Jr.,  honorably  discharged  as  sergeant-major,  Frank 
Davis  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  September  25,  1SS2. 
William  D.  Eeunage  was  made  commissary-sergeant  October  2, 
1882.  vice  Davis,  advanced.  On  October  20,  Alexander  Y. 
Davidson  was  announced  as  quartermaster-sergeant,  vice  Rob- 
erts, honorably  discharged. 

The  centenary  day  had  been  efFcctive  in  the  creation  and 
execution  of  schemes  for  the  commemoration  and  celebration  of 
centennial  events  highly  creditable  to  the  country.  Others  were 
to  follow,  ^reanwhile  a  Id-cenrenary  was  upon  ns.  Philadel- 
phia wa=  to  honor  the  founder  and  commemorate  the  founding 
and  settlement  of  the  province    of    Pennsylvania    two    hundred 
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vt:ir~  after  that  OetohLT  of  10^2  wiicii  the  good  sl.ip  Welcome 
had  br'ji'.u'ht  Williaui  Peim  across  the  stormy  sea?  aud  lauded 
him  safely  in  the  city  of  his  creation  ou  the  shores  of  the  Dela- 
ware. The  occasion  was  one  of  novel  features,  costly  displays, 
pauoants,  parades,  festivities,  great  gatherings,  and  much  oratory. 
The  niilitaiy  demonstration  ou  the  day  set  apart  as  "  military 
day,"'  Friday,  October  27,  is  tlie  incident  of  the  celebration  tliat 
is  of  special  concern  here. 

In  his  general  order  of  August  IT,  1SS2,  Colonel  "Wiedersheini 
had  included  this  announcement:  "'  The  Command  ■n-ill  at  once 
place  itself  in  condition  for  the  fall  campaign,  and  it  must  carry 
oU  tlie  laurels  on  tlie  occasion  of  the  parade  of  the  division  in 
this  city  on  October  27,  in  celebration  of  the  B.i-Centennial  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania."  And  from  what  was  said  by  the  Hon. 
James  Rankin  Young,  a  journalist  of  high  repute,  the  then  well- 
known  "  S.  M."  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Philadelphia 
Evening  Star,  of  the  First  Regiment  in  its  proportionate  share 
of  an  entire  page  of  tliat  paper  devoted  to  the  parade,  the  regi- 
ment profited  by  the  admonition  av.d  certainly  made  good  the 
injunction  of  its  commanding  officer.  The  following  is  an  extract 
from  Mr.  Young's  story  in  the  issue  of  that  paper  of  Satm-day, 
October  2S: 

The  Philadelphia  Brigade  appeared  to  the  best  ad\ant;ige,  all  the  com- 
mands being  out  witli  full  ranks  and  in  first-class  condition.  But  this  came 
from  the  fact,  probably,  that  they  had  no  railroad  travelling  to  do.  It  is 
not  doing  injustice  to  the  others  to  say  that  Colonel  Wiedersheini's  regiment, 
the  First,  carried  off  the  honors  of  the  day.  There  was  a  swing  and  a  dash 
about  the  men  of  the  First,  in  their  marching,  which  seemed  to  indicate  that 
they  knew  they  had  the  best  of  the  thing,  aiid  they  intended  to  hold  on  to  it. 
There  was  a  style  that  was  captivating  in  the  whole  command,  from  the 
handsome  and  soldierly  Colonel,  the  stalT  and  line  oiUcers,  the  splendid 
band,  fife  and  drum  and  bugle  corps,  down  and  along  the  line  to  the  rear, 
where  v%-ore  the  nun-coi;imiss;ioned  statT  and  the  bearers  of  the  water  buckets. 
I  suppose  the  regiment  turned  out  the  greatest  number  of  men  of  any  com- 
mand in  the  line.  Colonel  Wiedershein  evidently  takes  great  interest  in 
his  command,  else  it  could  not  have  made  the  splendid  appearance  it  did 
to-day.  The  musical  department  was  a  great  feature,  and  I  have  seen  noth- 
ing like  it  outside  of  Xew  York  City. 

The  newspaper  cnnnt  of  the  '''  militiamen  veterans  [Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic]  and  cadets  in  line"  was  17,520.  Of 
the  National  Guard  besides  the  Pennsylvania  division,  there  was 
the   Xew    Jersey   brigade,    composed   of   the    Third,    Sixfli,    aud 
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SL-VL-iith  liif;imry,  i;;iftrry  A  of  Elizak-th ;  tlie  Dchnvaiv  uiilitia  : 
till.-  L-oIort.'cl  (k'tacliiUL-Mt.-;  iruiu  Waihingtuu  and  JJaltimore ;  tin 
Capital  City  (iuanl-,  the  Wasliing-ton  Cadet  Cm-p:^,  the  Ijaltimore 
Ilifies,  and  "the  :\ruiauiiental  Citf  Guards. 

The  cohiinn,  nnder  the  command  oi"  lEaj.-Geii.  John  F.  Hart- 
ranft,  moved  promptly  at  eleven  o"eloi-k,  and  General  Snowdeu"; 
Fii"st  Brigade,  which  had  been  directed  to  form  ou  Fitzwater 
Street,  west  of  Broad,  swmig  into  the  columai,  as  soon  as  the  rear 
of  the  Second  Brigade,  which  it  had  been  iustnacted  to  follow,  had 
passed  the  point  of  junction.  ''  The  proficiency,"  says  one  re- 
port, "  shown  by  the  Xational  Guard  in  its  movements  and  evo- 
lutions was  far  superior  to  the  great  parade  of  July  -i,  1S76." 
The  improvement  since  the  consolidation  of  the  ten  into  the  one 
division  had  made  itself  as  manifest  to  the  observer  outside  the 
ranks  as  an  intrinsic  betterment  had  long  been  known  to  the  work- 
ers within  tlioni.  The  route  completed,  the  review  held, — the 
troops  made  an  imposing  appearance, — the  afternoon  was  well 
along  bftore  the  procc-sion  was  over  and  the  parade  dismissed. 

The  editorial  comment  that  followed  was  to  the  Xational 
Guardsmen  a  most  encouraging  remembi'ance  of  the  ceremonies 
attendant  on  this  Pennsylvania  bi-centenary  celebration.  The 
following  Is  illustrative  of  its  general  tenor: 

The  MiLrriA  at  the  Bi-Cextexmal:  The  parade  of  the  organized  mili- 
tia of  the  St.ite  yesterday  was  one  of  the  most  impressive  features  of  the 
week  and  made  a'  bright 'finish  to  the  outdo.ir  festivities  of  the  Bi-Centen- 
nial.  .  .  . 

Thus  tlie  troops  tliat  paraded  yesterday  may  traee  their  niilitai-y  ance?- 
try  not  quite  to  tlie  days  of  Pcnn,  yet  to  a  period  equally  heroic  and  down 
through  a  most  illustrious  line.  .  .  . 

The  men  whom  Ilartranft  may  be  proud  to  lead  are  the  legitimate 
descendants  of  tho.-e  who  followed  Armstrong  and  Bouquet  and  Wayne  and 
Sullivan,  who  helped  to  establish  the  freedom  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
time  and  aguin  defended  it  from  armed  foes  witho>it  its  borders  and  with- 
in. ..  . 

It  was  a  distinctly  military  organization  throughout,  compact,  well- 
disciplinod,  well-drilled,  and  well-equipped,  in  a  uniform  meant  for  service  and 
not  for  show,  and  marching  with  that  firm  step  that  belongs  to  men  who  are 
confident  of  themselves  ami  of  one  another.  It  was  the  first  time  that  the 
whole  military  ostablishmiut  of  the  State— the  division  of  three  brigades  and 
fifteen  regiments,  with  independent  battalions,  artillery  and  cavalry,  a 
marching  army  of  nearly  seven  thoiLsand  men — had  Ix-en  brought  together  for 
a  parade  like  this,  and  a  better  opportunity  ciuld  not  have  been  had  to  show 
how  complete  is  the  organization  for  the  public  defense  in  Pennsylvania 
to-dav.  .  .   . 
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Tlii.-  li^'hU  .lie  out,  tlie  Hags  arc  fuvleil,  tliu  crowds  aie  scattered.  Lint 
tlie  iiii'iiiorv  of  this  wt-<k  will  linger  long  in  the  licart  of  every  true  son  of 
rtnti^ylvania,  making  liiiii  niori-  than  ever  proud  of  the  great  Conuuonwoaltli 

The  Xew  York  Tweiity-iccoud  was  not  tardy  iu  substautial 
afkiiowk-ilgiiieut  and  g-enorous  recognition  of  hospitalities  and 
foiirtcsici  tendered  on  the  ooeasiou  of  their  visit  on  the  lOtli 
of  April  to  participate  in  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the  laying 
of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  armory.  A  committee  of  some 
thirty  ofKcers  and  men  of  the  Twenty-second,  with  Col.  Josiah 
Porter  as  its  chairman,  on  its  arrival  in  Pliiladelphia  on  the 
evening- of  the  5th  of  January,  ISS.j,  was  met  at  the  Colonnade 
Hotel  by  a  committee  of  like  uumlx^rs  from  the  First  Regiment 
and  escorted  to  the  Ilink  Building,  Twenty-third  and  Chestnut 
Streets.  There  the  First  IJegiment  at  eight  o'clock  in  full-dress 
uniform,  GOO  strong,  Colonel  Wiedersheim  in  command,  received 
Colonel  Porter  and  his  committee.  Then  in  an  appropriate 
speech  Colonel  Porter,  in  front  of  the  regiuicnt.  on  hehalf  of  the 
Twenty-second,  ''  in  cordial  recognition,"'  as  he  said,  "  of  the 
kindness,  courtesy,  and  attention  extended  to  them  by  the  First 
Kegiment  during  their  visit  last  spring  presented  this  set  of  na- 
tional. State,  and  regimental  colors,  two  right  and  left  guidons 
and  four  markers  gnidDU-."  '"It  conunemoratcil  a  notable 
event  in  his  regiment's  history  and  he  had  esteemed  it  a  great 
compliment  to  have  been  selected  to  participate  in  the  ceremonies 
of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  armory  when  so  many  other 
regiments  wotdd  have  ghully  responded  to  the  call.''  Colonel 
Wiedersheim  f>>lb>\ve'!.  accepting  with  generous  thanks  this  mani- 
festation of  the  fiH-ling  nn  the  ])art  of  the  Twenty-second,  say- 
ing in  conclusion:  "■  Xi'W  and  hereafter  we  must  ever  regard  this 
souvenir  of  y<iur  vi-it  a-  a  tie  of  unalterable  frieiulship.''  .\ 
review  of  the  Fir,-t  follnwetl.  the  regiment  presenting  a  fine  ap- 
]K\aran(.-c.  exectiting  all  moviuieuf.-  with  great  precision.  A  ban- 
quet at  the  Union  League  to  the  ennunittee  of  tiie  Twenty-second 
bv  the  otfieers  of  tlie  First  eunclndcd  the  verv  ]ileasurable  inci- 
dent. 

What  return  dops  the  gmirdsman  render  the  State  for  those 
opporttmities  of  brief  inten-als  for  festivities,  for  the  precious 
sentiment  of  association   and   companionship,   the   service  engou- 
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ders,  worthily  clicriihed  aud  evt-r  ruiuembered,  for  the  eucour- 
aging  aiiiuueut  lie  i.-  permitted  to  enjoy  from  an  appi'eciative 
public,  and  for  the  satiifaetion  he  buastfidly  measures  out  to 
himself  when  he  draws  his  conclusion  that  he  has  done  the  State 
some  sei-vice'^  The  trivial  sum  ho  has  received  for  pay  at  the 
encampments  he  has  not  considered  iu  tlie  reckoning.  This  was, 
all  he  got  from  the  service;  he  spent  much  more  for  the  service. 

The  year  18  S3,  tj^pical  of  other  years,  is  a  good  year  to  sub- 
mit for  the  guardsman,  what  for  that  year  were  his  renderings 
to  the  State,  and  let  others  if  they  choose  estimate  their  value. 
There  were  no  conspicuous  happening-s :  the  annual  encampment, 
the  anniversitry  celebration,  the  divine  sen'ice  in  recogTiition  of 
Febiiiary  22 — the  rest  was  routine. 

Company  drills  were  held  every  week  in  the  year  except  for 
two  months  in  the  siunmei",  and  se\'en  days  out  of  those  were 
devoted  to  the  encanii:)iuent.  A  fine  was  imposed  for  non-attend- 
ance. Special  drills  were  frequent  and  often  there  were  com- 
pany functions.  There  was  a  stated  meeting  of  the  company  and 
of  the  Eoard  of  Otiicers  monthly:  at  the  one  everybody  was  re- 
quired to  be  present;  at  the  other,  officers  only.  The  inten'als 
of  leisure  were  frequently  interi-uj^ted  with  a  sumuaons  for  a 
school  of  instruction,  board  of  examination,  special  sessions  for 
one  pm-pose  or  another,  civic  or  milita^)^  The  captain,  at  all 
times  subject  to  call,  frequently  delayed  his  own  affairs  until  his 
military  duties  had  first  been  disposed  of.  Besides  he  was  under 
bonds  to  look  safely  to  the  care  and  watch  closely  to  the  custody 
of  the  public  property  in  his  keeping.  Proportionately  a  like 
responsibility  rested  upon  subaltern  and  rank  and  file  as  well. 
Then  books,  accounts,  documents,  papers,  were  to  be  constantly 
kept  and  muster  rolls,  returns,  reports  repeatedly  niaile. 

This  was  the  schedule  of  events  for  the  year  specifically  an- 
nounced from  regimental  headqiu'\rters.  The  set-up  drill  (par. 
16,  Upton's)  preparatory  to  a  coming  inspection,  and  induced 
doubtless  by  Captain  Hall's  official  reference  to  the  lack  of  indi- 
vidual iiistructir.n,  was  particularly  enjoined.  Battalions,  two 
of  three  and  a  tliiri]  of  fi'air  companies,  each  respectively  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Wiedersheim,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Gil- 
pin, and  Major  Bowman, Were  to  be  drilled  at  the  regimental 
armorv  on  the  eveniners  of  Februarv  0,   12,  and  28.     In    com-

pliiuice  with  iustnictions  from  brigade  lieadquarlers,  regiirieutal 
frdt-rs  lixed  the  evenings  of  Aioaduy,  !Marcli  10,  for  Companies 
1),  F,  1,  and  K.;  Tuesday,  March  '21,  Companies  A,  E,  and  G; 
Wednesday,  March  2S,  Companies  B,  C,  and  II ;  fur  inspection 
by  Major  A.  L.  Wetherill,  brigade  inspector,  when  company  com- 
luandauts  would  "'  be  required  to  exercise  their  companies  in 
battalion  and  company  drill,  setting  up,  guard  mounting,  in- 
cluding relieving  and  posting  sentinels.''  A  company  property 
inspection  was  published,  six  companies  ]\[arch  27,  and  four  com- 
panies April  2,  by  Col.  P.  Lacey  Goddard,  inspector-general  of 
die  State.  Regimental  inspections,  one  of  four  and  two  of  three 
companies,  by  Colonel  "Wiedersheim,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Gilpin, 
and  Major  Bowman,  were  fixed  for  the  evenings  of  April  10,  11, 
and  10.  The  regular  spring  inspection  made  by  Major  A.  L. 
Wetherill,  brigade  inspector,  ^s-as  held  at  the  Eink  Building 
[Monday  evening.  May  7.  A  street  parade  in  full-dress  iiniform, 
with  a  dress  parade  in  front  of  the  Union  League,  was  announced 
for  Saturday  evening,  June  9 ;  a  regimental  inspection  by  bat- 
talions, by  the  three  field  officers,  on  October  13,  15,  and  17; 
and  battalion  drills,  also  under  command  of  each  of  the  three 
field  officers,  respectively  on  Xovember  17  and  10  and  Ilecem- 
ber  5. 

The  more  significant  feature  in  the  celebration  of  the  twenty- 
first  anniversary  in  no  way  impaired  the  zest  for  the  commemora- 
tion of  the  twenty-second.  Besides  the  usual  street  parade,  the 
command  was  present  at  the  Forepaiigh  show,  where  a  benefit  was 
given  by  its  proprietor  aud  the  entire  gross  receipts  appropriated 
in  aid  of  the  armory  fund.  There  were  about  five  hundred  men 
in  line,  not  including  tlie  members  of  the  Veteran  Cor])?,  v.dio 
turned  out  to  the  extent  of  nearly  one  hundred.  The  anniial 
banquet  of  the  Veteran  Corps  followed  in  the  evening  at  the 
Union  League.  The  affair  was  in  charge  of  Comrade  Jacob  E. 
Ifyneman.  The  gathering  was  made  the  occasion  for  the  pres- 
entation to  the  Corps  by  Lieutenant  John  A.  Wiedersheim  of 
a  handsome  pair  of  silk  guidons. 

Col.  George  H.  Xorth  presided  at  the  dinner,  and  in  his  open- 
ing remarks  called  attention  to  tlie  fact  that  the  oldest  colonel 
of  the  First  Bcgimcnt,  Charles  S.  Smith,  aged  eighty-six  years, 
who  carried  a  musket  in  1S14,  and  Col.  Peter  C.  Ellmaker,  the 
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tir~t  colonel  of  the  First  lici;iiueiit  Gray  Kejerves,  were  preieut, 
;l^  were  also  two  of  their  successors,  General  Latta  and  Colonel 
AVicik-rsheiin.  IMajor-Clenei-al  Ilaitranft  \va~  the  chief  guest  of 
the  evening,  and  in  replying  to  tlie  toast,  "■  Tlie  Xational  Guard 
of  Pennsylvania, ■■  said  in  substance  that  he  had  always  held  a 
liigh  opinii'^n  vi  the  First  Keginient  and  that  his  an.bition  during 
the  past  ten  years  ha<l  been  to  bring  up  the  standard  of  the  entire 
Guard  to  such  as  that  occupied  by  the  i'ir-t.  lie  referred  h> 
the  apathy  of  the  public  concerning  the  Xational  Guard  until 
they  were  convinced  of  its  elficiency,  and  said  that  the  reputa- 
tion given  abroad  to  the  militia  was  probably  greater  tlian  it  was 
entitled  to,  because  the  organization  was  not  perfect.  There  was 
much  to  be  learned  and  much  hard  work  for  the  militiamen. 

To-day  the  variety  in  the  "  problem  "  makes  every  mancEU\Te 
a  new  creation;  the  same  system  of  discipline,  drill,  and  instruc- 
tion, long  in  vogue  in  the  past,  and  still  operative,  the  orders  for 
the  encampments  but  repeated  themselves.  From  Saturday  to 
Saturday,  Augnist  11  to  IS,  Avas  designated  as  the  time,  Camj) 
^fcCall  as  the  name,  I'hoeuixville  as  the  location  for  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  First  Brigade — this  was  the  alternate  year  for  brigades 
— for  the  year  1SS3.  The  town,  well  kno^\^^  as  a  centre  of  thriving 
industries,  is  on  the  Schuylkill  twenty-seven  miles  from  Philadel- 
phia, and  the  camp  site  was  about  a  mile  beyond,  to  the  north  and 
west.  The  camp,  it  Avas  supposed,  was  named  in  honor  of  Erig.- 
Gen.  George  A.  !McCall.  an  eminent  citizen  of  Chester  County,  a 
graduate  of  the  West  Point  ^Militai-y  Acsademy,  a  soldier  of  dis- 
tinction in  the  Florida  ami  ^Mexican  wars,  the  well-remembered 
commander  of  the  celebrated  Pennsylvania  Peser\e  Division  of  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac.  Put  this  Avas  not  the  fact ;  it  was  called 
for  Col.  David  ^IcCall.  '•  a  hero,"  so  saiil  a  nev,--paper  report, 
"whose  hi-tiiry  i-  kn.>\\n  to  those  Avho  gave  the  title  to  the  en- 
campment, but  \Nhich  the  rest  of  mankind,  e-pceially  those  of  the 
younger  generation,  will  never  ascertain." 

The  regiment,  with  Colonel  Wipdersheini  in  e''>niinand.  fully 
equipped,  assembled  at  the  annoi-A-  at  seven  o'clock  on  the  nioni- 
ing  of  the  11th,  and  was  moved  promptly  by  rail  to  its  camp 
destination.  Company  commanders,  so  it  was  provided.  Avere  to 
be  held  responsible  for  the  attendance  and  continued  presence  of 
their  men:   if  employers   refused   their  employees   ]iermis~ion   to 
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jviii  till'  rank?,  the  facts  were  to  lie  rcpoittJ ;  no  leave?  of  ali- 
-fiK-c  or  f\irluiiglis  were  to  be-  granted  until  after  the  20th,  and 
;Lcn  only  upon  surgeon's  certiticate,  or  irresistible  domestic  or 
I'usiness  reasons.  Hours  of  service  and  duty,  drills,  parades, 
L'luird  mounts,  %vere  announced  in  general  orders. 

Comjiany  books,  inspection  rolls,  and  property  retuiiis,  it 
'.vas  enjoined,  should  be  in  complete  order  and  ready  to  be  deliv- 
>red  to  the  inspecting  officer  on  Monday,  August  13,  at  seven 
•/clock  A.  M.^  when  the  regiment  was  to  be  inspected  by  Brig.- 
Gen.  Presley  X.  Guthrie,  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State.  As 
the  result  of  tliis  inspection,  out  of  an  aggregate  of  5S6,  present 
.'>22,  absent  64,  the  regiment  attained  a  percentage  present  of  S9. 
iind  a  regimental  rating  of  "  superior,"  numerical  values  ha\-ing 
l^ecn  abandoned  and  the  use  of  words  resumed. 

And  to  the  encampment  generally  General  Guthrie,  in  his 
annual  report  for  1SS3,  makes  this  allusion:  "The  National 
•Guard  went  into  camp  for  seven  days,  commencing  August  11, 
First  Brigade  at  Phoenixville.  The  First  Brigade  is  most  per- 
fect in  its  organization ;  General  Snowden  having  tlie  brigade 
-almost  entirely  in  Philadelphia  has  been  able  to  personally  know 
its  deficiencies  and  correct  the  same." 

Anticipating  the  arrival  of  Governor  Pattison  on  the  same 
day,  the  regiment  reached  tlie  camp,  Colonel  Wiodersheim  had 
published  his  order  of  August  11,  directing  the  command  to 
assemble  at  o.30  p.  jr.  for  the  ceremony  of  dress  parade  in  front 
■of  brigade  headquarters,  the  parade  to  be  witnessed  by  Governor 
Pattison  and  General  Ilartranft.  The  following  report,  inchuhd 
in  his  other  matters  from  the  camp,  was  made  of  the  event  by  a 
Philadelphia  Press  corrcsj/ondcnt: 

The  commander-in-chief  had  not  bepn  in  camp  ten  minutr^  hot'ore  tl\c 
First  Keg-inicnt  of  Philndolphia  m.isie.l  upon  tlii>  pUitcau  in  f\ont  of  liis 
lieadquartcrs.  ITie  Goverimr.  prcvinuslr  advised  of  the  colonel's  annonnc- 
ment  of  the  mornincr.  had  named  the  hour,  and  the  ceremony  was  proceeded 
with.  The  regiment  rau>tere<i  nearly  400  men  and  they  made  a  beautiful 
'howing.  their  white  trousers  and  blue  uniform  contrasting  handsomely  with 
the  greensward  of  the  lield.  After  the  parade  the  oiTicers  were  personally  pre- 
sented  to  the   Governor. 

On  tlio  conclusion  of  the  Stmday  morning  inspection.  August 
12,  the  regiment,  at  the  invitation  of  its  rector.  Rev.  Dr.  Stock- 
1!> 
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tOD,  tendered  tliroui;li  the  regimental  chaplain,  Eev.  Robert  A. 
Edwards,  attended  divine  service  at  St.  Peter's  Cliureh  in  Phu- 
nixTille.  A  camp  ier\ice,  conducted  Ly  Eev.  Dr.  Henry  C. 
McCook,  chaplain  of  tlie  Second,  was  largely  attended  by  both 
otficers  and  men,  ^vith  Governor  Pattison,  Generals  Hartranft. 
Guthrie,  and  Snowden,  as  attentive  listeners.  The  preacher's 
text  %va5  from  Eomaus,  eighth  chapter,  thirty-seventh  verse:  ''■  In 
all  these  things  \ve  are  more  than  ci-mquerors  through  Him  that 
hath  loved  us,"  and  his  theme  was  of  the  moral  victory  over  wrong 
convictions. 

The  afternoon  drew  an  immense  crowd  from  the  neighbor- 
hood to  witness  the  brigade  dress  parade,  A  hit  of  the  gossip 
of  the  occasion  for  what  it  is  worth,  is  thus  transmitted  to  pos- 
terity in  a  special  despatch  to  the  Press  of  the  day's  doings : 

"  I  -tv-ant  to  see  the  general,"  said  a  brown-eyed  little  beauty  to  one 
of  the  pickets  on  duty  near  the  outskirts  of  the  camp.  '■  Which  one?"  asked 
the  sentry,  halting  and  coining  to  a  carry  arms.  '•  Why,  the  handsome  one."' 
■was  the  reply;  "it's  no  barm,  to  look  at  him,  is  it?  I've  forgotten  his 
name,  but  he's  awfully  nice."  "  Don't  know  who  you  mean,"  replied  the 
soldier,  with  a  smile.  ''All  of  'em  are  pretty  good  lookers.  Go  down  there 
to  the  Fencibles'  camp  and  see  Major  i'.yan.  Won't  cost  you  anything  to 
look  at  liim."  And  tlie  picket  came  to  a  right  shoulder,  wheeled,  and  re- 
sumed his  tramp. 

And  here  is  another,  from  the  same  correspondent,  the  one 
for  amusement,  tlie  other  in  earnest: 

An  example  of  soldier-like  behavior  was  shown  in  the  City  Troop,  when 
one  of  the  members  came  1000  miles  to  obey  Captain  Grubb's  order  to  go 
into  camp.  The  trooper  had  gone  to  Dakota,  and  wrote  home  for  a  leave 
of  absence.  This  was  refused  and  he  was  ordered  back.  He  came  by  the 
first  train. 

The  reg-iment,  through  with  its  inspection  at  four  o'clock 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  13th,  joined  the  brigade  for  the  annual 
review  by  tlie  Governor,  and  the  ceremony  impressively  disposed 
of,  ho  left  with  his  statf  for  the  encampment  of  the  Second  Brigade 
at  Williamsport,  The  review  was  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
creditable  to  the  troops  among  the  many  others  that  had  been 
specially  commended.  The  step  was  regular  and  the  alignment 
and  distances  generally  good.  The  few  errors  that  drew  attention 
were  aii  occasional  awlcward  salute,  now  and  thr-n  a  failure  to  tuni 
the  head  and  eyes  at  the  proper  time. 
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■J'liuriJ;iy  was  a  dies  noii.  A  rain-stonii  from  the  norlheast 
£ot  ill  an  hour  before  reveillu  ami  continued  tLrougliout  the  day. 
Mud  was  everywhere,  dry  feet  nowhere;  tlie  rainfall  was  in- 
CL-;rant;  except  guard  mount,  all  military  exercises  -were  sus- 
pi-ndud,  and  the  time  was  devoted  to  such  preijaration  for  break- 
ing camp  as  the  moisture  penuilied.  A  clear  day  followed,  then 
another,  sunshine  hastened  what  the  rain  had  delayed,  and  by 
ni.'un  on  the  ISth  everything  in  readiness,  the  camp  was  broken 
with  due  formality,  and  by  the  middle  afternoon,  the  seven  days' 
tour  of  duty  over,  the  troops  satisfied  that  it  had  ended  by  no 
means  to  their  disadvajitage,  were  once  more  back  to  their  quar- 
ters. 

A  rifle  competition  between  the  teams  of  the  First  and  Sixth 
Eegiments  was  not  specially  commendatory  to  either,  but  tho 
Sixth  had  the  better  of  it.  With  live  shots  each  and  a  possihle 
individual  score  of  50,  the  total  of  the  team  of  the  Sixth  was  287 
at  one  lumdred  yards,  and  at  two  himdred  221,  while  the  First's 
total  was  at  one  hundred  27.")  and  at  two  hundred  217.

On  September  27,  1S8G,  Col.  Theodore  E.  Wiedersheim  and 
Lieut. -Col.  Washington  H.  Gilpin  were  re-elected  to  their  re- 
spective offices  for  the  further  term  of  five  years.  Colonel  Wie- 
dersheim,  the  eighth  colonel  of  the  regiment,  was  the  first  t-o  have 
completed  his  full  five  years'  temi  and  the  first  to  be  re-elected. 
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111  liis  auiiual  rcjiyri  for  the  year  l>Sv  General  SiiowJen  makr- 
allusion  to  this  re-election  as  follows:  "It  is  g-ratifyiiig  to  men- 
tion the  rt^eleetion  of  those  zealous  and  capable  otiieers,  Colonels 
Wiedcrsheim  and  Gilpin." 

On  ]\[avch  .3.  1>^-'],  Sergeant  iiiltou  W.  Oriue.  of  Conij^any 
K,  jiad  been  made  sergeant-major,  vice  i^rank  Davis,  honorably 
discharged;  and  on  3[arch  2C,  IS^o,  Sergeant  T.  H.  Gallagher, 
of  Company  B,  had  been  appointed  quartermaster-sergeant,  vice 
Alexander  Y.  Davidson,  honorably  discharged.  L.  C.  Tappey. 
Jr..  had  resigned  as  first  lieutenant  and  quartermaster.  General 
Order  Xo.  2S,  September  27,  ISsS,  announcing  the  re-election 
reappointed  the  staff  with  intervening  substitutions  that  have 
already  been  noticed.  Henry  O.  Roberts  -was  named  as  first  lieu- 
tenant and  quai-termaster,  Captain  William  II.  Taber  was  to 
continue  as  vohmteer  paymaster,  as  was  Sergeant  Thomas  II. 
Heath,  whose  records  for  accuracy  and  penmanship  have  rarely 
been  equalled,  as  regimental  clerks.  The  reannouncement  also 
included  Charles  Ouram  as  hospital  steward  and  WilUara  T.  Baker 
as  drum  major — two  faithful,  long-continuing,  and  painstaking 
men,  ever  as  prompt  to  execute  as  they  were  efficient  to  perform. 

The  two  assistant  surgeons  resigned  within  a  few  month-, 
and  on  Xovember  2t3,  ISSo,  Francis  ^Cuhlonberg  was  appointdl 
assistant  surgeon  in  place  of  II.  Augiistus  Wilson,  and  on  Janu- 
ary 25,  1SS4-,  Alexis  Dupont  Smith  in  place  of  Charles  H.  Wil- 
litts.  Captain  Eugene  Z.  Kienzle.  Company  G,  resigned  !Mav 
12,  1SS4,  and  First  Lieutenant  Albert  L,  AVilliams  was  elected 
to  succeed  him,  June  IT,  1SS4.  On  April  10,  ISSl,  Milton  W. 
Omio  was  elected  second  lieutenant  of  Company  C,  and  Gran- 
ville il.  Post,  of  F  Company,  was  appointed  sergeant-major,  and 
on  the  same  day  William  D.  Beuiiago,  Jr.,  having  resigned,  Eil- 
ward  L.  Barter,  of  Coiupany  II.  vas  named  as  commissary-ser- 
geant. 

On  January  24.  1>S-1-,  G..neral  Onler  Xo.  H.  m  its  tlr^r 
paragraph  announced  that  '•'  through  the  exertions  of  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  command,  the  Veteran  Corps,  and  the  lilx^rality 
of  tlie  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  this  regiment  has  succeeded  in 
erecting  an  armory,  which  it  is  hoped  will  bo  a  creilit  to  the 
organization,  and  formal  po;so-=ioTi  of  the  bnililiua'  will  be  taken 
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.-n  I-Vhruarv  22."  Tlic  reiriiucnt  \\;is  ordeivJ  tu  ai^ciiiblu  in  fuU- 
iln-s  iiuifonii  ai  S.15  o'clock  in  the  cvcuint;'  oi  that  day  at  the 
1.1.1  City  AiTuory,  Broad  and  llai/u  .Streots.  ]iroparat(_iry  tu  ir- 
inuvt-nient  out  of  that  armory  and  into  the  now  one.  at  Broad 
an.l  Callowhill  Streets. 

Tlie  ryponiiig-  eereniouies  were  de.~i.e'nated  in  the  enrrent  re- 
[".rts  of  the  event  as  oue  of  the  most  elaborate  social  affairs  of 
the  season.  '"'  Fn.ni  half-past  seven  luitil  nearly  nine  oVd.ick  a 
<-. instant  streaBi  of  iruests  poured  into  the  beautifnl  building  and 
in  an  exceedingly  short  time  filled  every  available  seat  or  passed 
from  room  to  rCHun.  admiring  the  elecanee  and  beauty  of  almost 
ever^-thing  -n-ithin."'  At  nine  o'clock  the  regiment,  under  the 
command  of  Colonel  Wieder.^heim.  with  the  Veteran  Corps  at 
its  head,  left  the  Brt'ad  and  Race  Streets  Armors"  and  nuirched 
into  the  drill-rc>oni  tloor  of  the  new  quartei-s,  gTcetcd  by  the 
apj.ihnise  of  the  vast  gathering  there  assembled.  The  regiment 
massed  in  cohinm  by  divisions  in  front  of  the  platfomi  tem- 
porarily erected  fur  the  occasion.  The  ceremonies  were  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  chaplain,  Kev.  Robert  A.  Edwards.  Col. 
George  H.  Xortb.  chainnan  of  the  Building  Committee,  followed, 
and  after  detailing  exhaustively  the  measures,  means,  and  labors 
then  so  successfully  ended  formally  handed  over  the  keys  of  the 
armory  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  concluding  a~ 
follows :  •■  3Ien  .;>f  the  regiment,  for  nearly  twenty-three  years 
yoti  have  been  homeless.  To-night  the  ladies,  the  citizens,  tlie 
otticers  of  the  anny  and  uuvy,  and  Xatioual  Gnard  tmite  to  ■wel- 
come you  to  a  homo  beautiful  aiul  commodious.  Take  it  and 
^iiard  it  carefully,  and  may  yon  have  within  it  peace,  happiness, 
contentment,  and  prosperity."  Colonel  Wiederslieim  fittingly 
replied  on  Ix-half  of  the  regiment:  "The  mere  acceptance,"  he 
said,  •■  Wiis  easily  done;  tlie  r. -pun>il)ility  came  in  holding  the 
trust  sacredly  for  the  purpo-cs  to  which  it  was  dedicated."  He 
recognized  liow  well  Colonel  Xorth  and  his  co-workers  had  filled 
their  trust.  '"  inijirc^sed  as  he  was  with  the  value  of  the  inherit- 
ance that  lia.l  come  frr.m  hon.>red  names  borne  upon  the  rolls  of 
the  ri-gimint."  II.'  urged  the  members  to  guard  well  their  trn^t 
as  a  pr<">f  '.f  their  appreciate >n  of  what  the  e-ood  people  of  the 
(it\-  ha.l  .l.-ine  f.jr  tiiem. 
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llotli  addrc'iifs  were  frequently  interrupted  by  applau:=e.  The 
exercises  over,  the  companies  were  marched  to  tiieir  cuuipany 
quarters  to  disp'-e  of  their  accoutrements,  ^\iience  they  returned 
to  the  main  drill  room  to  extend  the  courtesies,  hospitalities,  and 
attentions  incident  to  such  an  occasion. 

Among  those  present  of  especial  prominence,  civic  and  mili- 
tary, were:  Governor  Robert  Emory  Pattison  and  xldjutant-Gcu- 
cral  Presley  X.  Guthrie,  with  the  departmental  staff  oriicers 
and  aids;  Maj.-Grn.  .John  F.  Ilartranft,  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Division,  and  !Maj.-Geu.  William  J.  Sewcll,  of  the  Xew  -Jersey 
Division  of  the  !Xatioiial  Guard;  Brig. -Gens.  James  A.  Bearer 
and  George  R.  Snowden;  Col.  Robert  P.  Dccbert,  of  the  Second 
Regiment;  Major  John  W.  Ryan,  of  the  State  Pencibles  Bat- 
talion; Captain  E.  Burd  Gnibb,  of  the  City  Troop;  Col.  William 
Ludlow,  U.  S.  Engineers;  Commander  Higginson,  U.  S.  Xavy, 
and  other  officers  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Ossipeej  and.  as  representing  the 
iSTew  York  Twenty-second,  Captains  Milderbergor  and  Priest, 
Eieutenant  Doty  and  Surgeon  Duncan ;  [Messrs.  Wliarton  Barker, 
George  I.  ^McKelway,  William  C.  Allison,  Francis  Wells,  ^[aji;ir 
Edwin  X.  Benson.  ITon.  William  B.  Smith,  mayor-elect,  a  for- 
mer highly  appreciated  captain  of  Company  A,  was  conspicuous 
as  a  recipient  of  mnch  eongratulatinn. 

Colonel  Wiedersheim's  General  Order  Xo.  5,  of  February 
2.5,  ISSi,  congTatulatory  of  the  pr^^^cnt,  content  with  the  pa-t. 
expectant  of  the  future,  is  a  well-constructed  valedictory  of  the 
occasion : 


I.  The  Colonel  commanding  congratulates  the  officers  and  men  of  tiie 
Ccinniand  upon  tlie  s\icct^35ful  occupation  of  the  new  armory,  on  the  even- 
ing of  tlio  2'2d  in-t.  The  appearance  and  numbers  of  the  Regiment — the 
cordial  support  of  otir  Veteran  Corps — the  encomiums  of  tho  Commander-in- 
Chief,  the  presence  of  so  many  distinguished  Army  and  Xa\-y  Ollieers — 
the  interest  manifested  hy  the  entire  Xational  Guard  of  tlio  State,  as  evinoed 
by  the  large  numt>er  of  oiKcers  who  honored  the  occasion,  and  the  tiatter- 
ing  remarlcs  of  sO  many  of  the  City's  representative  business  men,  all  com- 
bined to  make  every  member  feel  proud  of  his  connection  with  the  First 
Regiment. 

II.  The  Command  should  now  increase  in  numbers,  selecting  only  the 
best  njaterial,  discipline  rigidly  maintained,  prompt  and  full  attendance 
at  Company  drills  ami  .a  ready  and  chcfrful  obedience  to  all  the  require- 
ments of  a  Xational  Guard-man — thus  '-howincr  to  tho-o  who  have  taken  such 
an  interest  in  the  organization  that  it  will  nluays  merit  their  confidence  and 
support. 
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TLie  t\vent}-t!iii'd  anniversary  was  modestly  disposed  of  by 
a  cuuiineiuorau\"e  street  parade  iu  full-dress  uuifonn  at  four 
o'eL'ck  on  the  afternoon  of  April  10,  and  as  the  annual  church 
service  had  lost  its  place  on  the  calendar,  other  events  intervening, 
Sunday,  April  G,  -was  designated  instead  of  the  usual  day  in  Feb- 
ruary, and  the  regiment  and  "^'eteran  Corps  in  atteTidanco,  the 
chaplain,  the  Eev.  Eobert  A.  Edwards,  officiated  at  divine  wor- 
ship in  his  owu  Church  of  St.  Matthias  on  the  afternoon  of  that 
day. 

General  Hartranft  had  formally  recommended,  and  the  Ilar- 
risburg  authorities  had  long  had  in  contemplation,  the  selection 
of  Gettysburg  for  the  division  encampment.  Its  rich  historic 
remembrances,  its  natiu-al  attractions,  its  advantageous  sites  had 
helped,  the  then  •wholly  inadeqitate  rail  facilities  for  the  speedy 
concentration  of  troops  had  hindered  the  execution  of  the  project. 

The  project  as  eventually  consummated,  as  announced  in  gen- 
eral ordei-s  from  division  headquarters,  fixed  the  location  for  the 
annual  encampment  for  1SS4  as  at  Gettyslmrg,  and  named  the 
time  from  Saturday  to  Saturday,  Augiist  2  to  9.  It  nuide  for 
the  Guard  much  repute.  The  most  conspicuous  event  out  of  the 
usual  course  was  a  visit  to  tjio  camp  and  review  of  the  division 
by  Lieut.-Gen.  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  comnumding  the  Army  of 
the  United  States.  A  headline  to  an  article  in  a  leading  journal 
that  fully  and  in  detail  described  the  encampment  and  summarized 
its  events  reail :  "  A  military  spectacle  not  seen  since  the  war." 
Adjutant-General  Guthrie,  in  his  report  for  the  year,  said  of  it: 
'■'  It  was  apparent  to  all  who  witnessed  the  inspection  that  the 
enlisted  men  have  advanced  gTeatly  in  drill,  discipline,  and  effi- 
ciency." And  General  Hartranft,  in  his  report  as  division  com- 
mander, concluded  his  specific  reference  to  it  as  follows :  '"  Our 
expectations  have  K^en  realized  in  the  steady  improvement  of  the 
Guard  since  it  has  been  sent  into  annual  eucampmeut.  It 
could  readily  be  seen  from  year  to  year:  its  manoeuvres  and 
ceremonies  impressed  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan,  command- 
ing the  United  States  Army,  with  such  efi'ect  that  he  has  made 
very  kind  mention  of  the  command  in  his  annual  report  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States." 

General  Sheridan  and  Secretary  of  War  Lincoln  wore  de- 
lighted ^vith  the  camp,  and  General  Sheridan  permitted  the  fol- 
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lowing  to  g'-i  out  as  Lis  view  of  tlie  conditions  aud  the  situation 
as  he  stilted  ii  to  "  S.  M.,"  llio  Wiisliiii^'t<>u  correspondent  of  tlit- 
Philadelphia  Ecening  Star:  "  That  scattered  as  our  regular  army 
is  over  so  much  territory,  he  sometimes  imagines  he  conmiandf 
nothing  except  on  paper.  But  the  camp  here  shows  him  that  if 
necessity  required  it  he  could  have  an  army  eijual  in  numbers  tc 
the  largest  in  Europe  in  a  veiy  brief  time.  lie  said  further  that 
his  visit  here  liad  convinced  him  that  Pennsylvania  comes  nearer 
probably  than  any  other  State  in  tlie  Union  in  appreciating  whar 
a  national  g\iard  should  be.  It  ought  to  be  the  duty  of  every 
other  St-;^te,  he  thought,  to  enmlate  her  example." 

The  First  Pegiment  left  its  annory  on  the  moiiung  of  Satur- 
day, the  second  of  August,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Wie- 
dersheim,  with  a  ftdl  cx>mplement  of  ofticers  and  men,  and  reached 
its  camping-gTound  before  nightfall.  There  was  little  variance 
in  the  usual  rigorous  routine  of  drill,  discipline,  and  instruc- 
tion. The  men  were  held  more  closely  to  the  camp  lines  than 
heretofore,  and  no  absences  were  permitted  after  three  o'cl'>ck 
in  the  afternoon,  Uiat  the  ranks  might  be  full  for  all  ceremonies 
of  parades  and  reviews,  aud  especially  so  that  there  might  be  ihj 
mistakes  or  misimderstnnding  of  a  full  comi^rehension  of  the 
orders  then  usually  pronudgatetl  for  the  next  day's  duties.  The 
usual  church  sei^ice,  conducted  by  the  chaplain,  Pe\'.  Pobei-t  A. 
Edwards,  was  held  on  Sunday  morninc:,  the  3d  inst.,  at  ten 
o'clock. 

The  regiment  was  paraded  on  its  color  line  in  heavy  march- 
ing order  for  tlie  annual  muster  and  inspection  by  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Guthrie  at  S  o'clock  on  ^[onday  morning,  August  k  Out 
of  an  aggi'cgate  of  602,  .50.5  present,  and  61  absent,  the  com- 
mand attained  a  percentage  present  of  SO.O.  and  a  regimental 
rating  of  "  very  good." 

There  was  the  usual  review  by  the  goxernor  and  commnnder- 
in-chief  on  Eriday,  August  8,  and  the  special  review  by  Lieuten- 
ant-General  Sheridan  on  Wednesday,  Augi;st  G.  A  division  ritle 
range  was  established  under  the  immediate  charge  of  Lieut.-Col. 
E.  O.  Shakespeare,  division  inspector  of  riflo  practice.  Among 
others  of  the  details  from  time  to  time  ordered  to  report  to  the 
range  were  Captain  P.  S.  Cunrad.  Com|>:iny  C;  Lieutenant  Ch.n-. 
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lliiTl.iiway,  Jr..  Cumpiiiiy  F:  Scrg.-ciut  Geo.  W.  Culstou,  r<mi- 
panv  1";  CoiiKiral  Gi-ijrge  11.  Walt<Jii,  Cumpaiiy  1';  Corp<.,ral  -T. 
G.  Stanley,  Coiapajiy  G;  Corporal  W.  AbLvott,  Company  I);  and 
Private  J.  J.  !^[o^m^joy,  Company  F.  Markers  not  meml>ers  of 
iho  team,  as  it  was  its  turn  were  supplied  from  tlie  reg-iment. 

The  caijip  v.as  broken  on  SaturJay,  tLe  9tli,  auiid  all  the 
ilampuess  and  discomfort  ineidout  to  the  proverbial  Gettysburi: 
rain-storm,  without  which  no  encampment  in  tliat  vicinity 
seemed  ever  to  b<?  complete.  The  First  Eegiment  was  the  last 
of  the  troops  of  the  First  Brigade  to  leave,  '"  and  marched  into 
the  cars  which  remained  and  wjiich  it  fille<l  to  the  last  seat." 
Colonel  Wiedersheim  was  the  last  to  board  the  train,  and  this 
squib  is  told  of  liini  by  a  ne^^"S]5aper  corre^jxindcnt  as  his  partiiic!: 
words : 

"  We  arrived  in  the  rain  and  we  aie  leaving  under  ;i  cloud,"  he  hiiiglied, 
as  he  b^iaided  the  plutfurm  of  the  oiTp^ers'  car? 

"  But  the  First  isn't  under  any  figurative  cloud."'  was  observed. 

"No;  I  am  proud  to  say  that  not  a  word  of  fault  can  be  found  with  tliL- 
Kir,t;  and  I  believ,  th.u  the  otlier  coIphlIs  of  the  First  liriyade  can  say  the 
same  of  their  regiments.  The  men  have  all  behaved  splendidly  in  camp,,  and 
in  uiy  command  I  have  had  scarcely  a  single  case  of  disciplinary  punishment, 
the  worst  offences  having  been  absence  in  town  without  leave,  and  we  h^ive 
had  scarcely  enough  culprits  to  keep  the  camp  streets  clean.'" 

Company  D  on  its  return,  witli  Captain  Hastings  in  command, 
detached  itself  by  permission  for  the  test  of  an  endurance  march. 
General  Snowden  in  his  annual  report  gives  tlie  expedition  tliis 
commendatory  notice,  making  special  mention  of  the  repellent 
weather,  tliat  ratlicr  favored  the  abandonment  tlian  the  execution 
of  the  project: 

The  soldierly  .-pirit  [he  said]  of  thi^  command  [First  Brigade]  is  well 
illu>trate<l  by  tlie  calmness  and  indilTerenee  with  whiih  thcv  endured  li.e 
.etorm  of  theTth  of  August  on  the  occasion  of  the  review  by  the  Commander- 
in  Chief  and  in  tli-  rcsprrtive  marches  of  the  First  Troop  Philadelphia  City 
Cavalry  and  Company  D,  First  Inipntry.  .  .  .  Captain  Hastings  by  por- 
missiou  left  Getty-burg  by  way  of  Mount  Holly  Springs  on  Saturday  even- 
ing at  5  o'clock  in  the  midst  of  a  severe  rain-.storni,  halting  at  nine  o"clock 
at  Centre  Mills,  ten  miles  out;  he  reached  Carlisle,  a  distance  of  2S  miles, 
on  Sunday  at  half-past  one,  with  his  command  in  fair  order.  The  manli. 
however,  was  not  conducted  with  as  much  compactness  and  attention  to  tlie 
wants  of  the  men  as  could  be  wisho.l.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  such  spirited 
example  of  the  perforuiaiu-e  of  d\itv  under  adverse  and  trying  eircumstani'cs ; 
thev   reflect  mucli   cretlit   on   all   c.iiii'criieil. 
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The  folluwiug  is  from  a  uewspaper  account: 

The  Company  consisted  of  C.iptain  Ilany  O.  IIa=tiiig3,  First  Lieutenant 
H.  J.  Crump,  iiecond  Lieutenant  Thomas  A.  Edwards,  Sergeants  Eugene  A. 
Linnard,  Harry  Binder,  L.  F.  t'niiley  and  L<ju-is  C.  Oratz;  Corporals  J.  V. 
Ellison,  A.  W".  Deane,  Eoland  L.  Goodman,  William  Shimer,  and  W.  W. 
Abbott,  and  Privates  C.  H.  Allen,  George  Adams,  Ormond  Rambo,  Frederick 
English,  S.  S.  Shaleross,  W.  H.  Kothermel,  \V.  Barger.  Andrew  Cattell,  Charles 
Dittrieh,  W.  C.  Holbrook  and  George  Xewtou  and  Fit'er  Esquirrell,  a  volun- 
teer from  the  drum  corps,  and  the  officers,  servant  and  quartermaster.  Tlie 
rest  of  the  company,  much  against  their  desire,  remained  to  arrange  the 
camp  stores  and  came  by  rail.  The  company  and  its  officers  have  been 
warmly  praised  by  the  brigade  commanders  for  what  they  accomplished.  Xo 
one  fagged  out,  and  beyond  being  footsore  iu  consequence  of  improper  foot- 
gear, they  all  returned  in  excellent  condition.  The  time  from  the  camp  to 
Carlisle  was  the  same  as  made  by  the  City  Troop,  though  the  latter  rode 
horseback. 

S.  M.,  in  Lis  interesting  correspondence  from  Gettysbiu-g  of 
August  8,  ISS-t,  to  which  the  Philadelphia  Evening  Star  of  the 
next  day  gives  several  coliunus,  writes  just  as  if  some  one  had 
met  him  on  the  street,  knowing  of  his  visit,  and  asked  him  what 
ho  thought  of  the  Guard's  Gettysburg  encampment,  in  a  sort  of 
diction  winning  at  all  times,  but  especially  attractive  when  read 
in  after-times,  as  it  tells  the  story  as  if  it  were  at  the  very  time 
itself.  This  is  what  he  says  of  the  First  Eegiment  and  the  coun- 
try around  about: 

We  reserved  for  the  last  our  visit  to  Colonel  Wiedersheim"3  nobby  First 
Eegiment.  Hi're  we  found  a  camp  that  ought  to  Ije  a  model,  but  we  were 
told  it  co~t  the  regiment  a  good  deal  of  extra  money  to  secure  the  improve- 
ments they  have  over  the  camps  of  the  other  regiments.  Colonel  Wieder- 
sheim  has  a  fine  body  of  men  and  he  never  misses  a  point  to  show  them  off 
and  thus  secure  for  them  the  enoomiums  their  appearance  is  bound  to  bring. 

Colonel  Wiedershcira's  reception  of  General  Sheridan  and  the  Secretaiy 
of  War,  when  those  gentlemen  were  making  a  tour  through  the  camp  of 
each  command,  wa.s  a  point  that  caught  Sheridan's  eye  immediately.  Wie- 
dersheim  did  tlio  ihing  in  true  military  fashion  by  having  each  man  in  the 
regiment  stationf-d  in  front  of  his  quarters,  and  as  the  visiting  party  passed 
salute  them  in  silence.  The  otiier  commanders  allowed  their  men  to  form  in 
groups  and  to  cheer  as  they  suited.  That  was  all  wrong,  as  it  is  not  good 
militar}-  ethics  to  accompany  a  salute  with  noise  or  boisterousness  of  any 
kind. 

Then  in  the  review  Wiedcrsheim  saw  his  opportunity  to  give  the  First 
a  send-off  before  the  ten  thousand  people  who  were  present  by  wheeling  his 
command  after  havincr  passed  the  reviewing  point  into  battalion  front  and 
sending  them  'lown  the  .slope  en  -the  double  quick,  and  then  suddenly,  when 
a  fourtSi  f>&y  down,  Olfr' field,  wheeling  them  in  another  direction  by  column 
rpf  f0UPis?afld  runuirig  them  on  the  double  quick  for  at  least  a  half  a   mile 
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Jo  tlioir  quarters.  It  was  a  pretty  movement,  and  the  novelty  instantly  at- 
ii.Hti'J  tlio  attention  of  evfrybody  present.  As  a  natural  consequence,  the 
quc-iion  on  evLiy  one's  tongue  \va*,   "  What  regiment  is  that?  "... 

The  country  is  rich  and  beautiful  the  entire  distance,  and  with  proper 
railway  facilities  it  would  be  a  great  pleasure  to  make  the  trip.  The  town 
of  Gettysburg  hr.s  the  same  sleepy  and  sluggish  look  that  all  country  towns 
ha-.e.  The  people  have  comfortable  houses  and  look  contented,  as  if  they 
enjoyed  life;  that  is,  the  life  a  country  town  atl'ords  one.  The  camp  is 
located  a  mile  and  a  half  south  of  the  town.  It  stretches  for  a  mile  or  more 
along  the  west  side  of  the  Kmmittsburg  road.  Across  this  road  a  few  yards 
back  was  the  battle  line  of  the  Union  troops  who  received  the  celebrated 
charge  of  eighteen  thousand  Confederates  under  the  command  of  Pickett. 
The  road  is  on  a  slight  ridge  and  the  tents  of  the  camp  are  on  a  gradual 
slope.  Beyond  the  tents  is  the  field  used  for  the  drill  and  parades.  It  ex- 
tends back  for  about  half  a  mile  to  another  ridge,  which  was  the  Confederate 
line  of  battle. 

The  service  in  after  years  learned  a  bitter  lesson  for  its  fail- 
ure properly  to  enforce  wise  regulations  for  a  l^etter  sanitation  in 
camp  and  field.  The  endorsement  of  a  high  authority  for  the 
First  Kegimeut's  careful  foresight  in  this  behalf  appears  through 
its  staff  coiTCspondent  in  the  columns  of  the  Philadelphia  Press 
of  August  9..  ISS-i: 

Colonel  Black,  of  the  regular  army,  who  was  commandant  at  West  Point 
just  before  Upton  was,  inspected  the  kitchens  and  sinks  of  the  First  Pvegi- 
ment  yesterday  and  was  agreeabh'  surprised  at  the  excellent  order.  To  Dr. 
Jluhlenberg  is  largely  due — as  executive  officer — the  splendid  sanitary  ar- 
rangements so  heartily  approved  by  Colonel  Black. 

By  a  special  order  of  August  6,  1SS4,  issued  from  regimen- 
tal headquarters  in  camp  at  Gettysburg,  Company  H,  Captain 
Samuel  B.  Collins  commanding,  with  one  day's  cooked  rations,  was 
detailed  to  report  for  special  duty  to  Lieut.-Col.  Alex.  Krumbhaar, 
assistant  adjutant-general,  at  7.30  o'clock  on  the  morning  of 
Thursday,  August  7.  And  the  order  concluded  ^vith  this  in- 
junction, that  "  this  company  has  been  selected  •with  the  belief 
tliat  its  tour  of  duty  will  reflect  gi-eat  credit  upon  the  company 
and  regiment."  Though  there  seems  to  be  no  directly  connected 
sequence  between  this  and  what  followed,  Company  H',  organized 
for  a  better  perpetuation  in  the  First  Regiment  of  the  heroic 
and  patriotic  memories  of  the  llSth  Regiment  (Corn  Exchange) 
Peimsylvania  Volunteers,  was  back  to  Gettysburg  again  within  a 
few  weeks  in  compliance  with  Special  Order  Xo.  6.5,  Headquar- 
ters First  Briiradc  Xatioiial  Guard  of  Pennsvlvania  of  August 
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■21,  18S4,  which  read  as  iV.llow-:  ••Captain  Samuel  T,.  Collin-. 
Compan}'  II,  i'ii-?t  lleg-iuu-nt  iXatioual  Guai-J  of  Pciuiivlvaiiia. 
is  hereby  granteil  perinissioii  to  parade  his  command  for  tlie  pur- 
pose of  accompanying  the  llStli  liegiment  P.  V.  Association  as 
a  militarv  escort  to  Getr_v^l■nlvi2■  upon  the  (X-casion  of  the  tniveil- 
ing  of  a  luouumerit  to  their  dead  npou  tliat  field,  Sopti'ml>cr  6, 
1SS4." 

In  the  absence  of  Colonel  Wiedersheim,  temporarily  in  com- 
mand of  tlie  brigade,  the  following  General  Order  Xo.  32,  of 
August  22,  18S1,  announcing  the  decease  of  Col.  Charles  S. 
Smith,  was  published  by  Lieut. -Col.  "Washington  IT.  Giljjiu : 

The  Lieutenant-Colonel  coinnianJiii.;;  ainiuiuin'-  witli  rejrrrt  tlir  Jealli 
of  Col.  Charles  S.  Smith,  whioli  occurrrcl  on  the  iiith  iii>t. 

Colonel  .Smith  entered  the  military  service  <il'  Ih.'  Slate  in  ISl'J  and  later 
became  a  member  of  the  Artillery  Corps  of  Wa-hinLrrmv  Gray--.  In  April. 
ISOl,  one  of  the  foumlers  of  the  Kegiment,  lie  was  made  captain  of  Company 
A,  First  Ee^'iment  Gray  Reserves.  He  was  promoted  to  the  colonchv  of  the 
regiment  in  1603,  and  servetl  in  the  eampaijrn  in  the  Cumberland  Valley  in 
the  sunuuer  of  that  year.  On  the  formation  of  the  Veteran  Corps  uf  the 
P.eginient  he  was  made  its  colonel,  and  retired  from  that  position  in  conse- 
quence of  his  advanced  years.  His  record  a.s  a  citizen  and  guardsman  is 
worthy  of  emulHtinn;  liis  death  makes  the  first  ga}!  in  the  ex-colonels  of  our 
regiment. 

The  national  cidors  will  be  displayed  from  the  regimental  armory  at 
half  staff  until  the  day  of  the  funeral.  "Xhe  regimental  cdors  will  be  draped 
and  the  olTicers  wear  crape  fur  the  period  of  sixty  days  in  rc-pect  to  his 
memory. 

The  commissions  of  ^lajor  Bowman  and  Captain  ]Muldoi>n 
e.\pired  during  the  year  ISSi,  and  Brigadier-General  SnoAvdeu 
in  his  annual  report  maJces  this  pleasing  allusion  to  their  re- 
election: '•'The  disposition  to  retain  exiK-'riene-ed  and  cajjal'le  ofti- 
eers  is  well  illu:^trated  iu  the  re-election  n,'-neetively  .  .  .  of 
Major  Bowman  and  Captain  ^Muhkxm,  rlie  \i-terans  of  two  -war-. 
These  gentlemen  have  served  long  and  faithfully  and  their  unani- 
mous i-e-election  is  a  deserving  recognition  ^f  their  zeal  and 
capacity." 

On"  October  oii,  1S:>-1:,  Company  G.  C;i|.tain  All>crt  L.  Wil- 
liams, accompanic'l  by  the  Old  Guard  Ariillery  Corps  of  Wa-h- 
ington  Grays,  Captain  Jacob  I.oudensla-er,  C'linmamh'r,  paraded 
as  the  funeral  escort  to  the  remains  of  ]3ivvt.  Brig.-Gen.  George 
Ahwander  ILunilton  Blake,  United  States  Armv,  who  died  on 
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(X't.'bi-r  I'T  at  his  "Wnshinuti'n  residi'iice  an.l  was  biirioi!  from  thi>. 

A  irailition  was  abruad  that  General  TAake  had  secured  hi- 
tirst  appointment  in  tlie  Jleg'uLar  Army  from  the  strong  impression 
rlie  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays  had  made  upon  Presi- 
dent Jacksc'n  for  drill  and  discipline  on  a  visit  to  the  ^\'hite  House, 
as  the  corps  passed  through  Washington  on  its  way  to  another 
kx-ality,  tlie  President  at  tliat  time  otTering  a  lieutenancy  in  the 
army  to  the  first  sergeant  and  he  declining,  it  was  said  Blake  was 
named  in  his  stead. 

The  tradition  doubtless  had  its  origin  and  no  doubt  some  ctTect 
on  Blake's  subsequent  appointment  from  a  hapjjening  when  the 
corps  visiteil  the  White  House  on  the  21st  of  February,  1832,  on 
the  oceasifiu  of  its  pilgTimage  to  tlic  tomb  of  W'ashington  iu  com- 
memoration of  the  centenary  of  his  birth,-'  and  gTaphically  told 
of  by  Col.  William  Houston  Patterson  iu  his  raantiscript  history 
of  the  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays,  vol.  I,  pages  19S 
and  lO'.i.  The  work  i-  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Historical  So- 
ciety of  Pennsylvania.  '"  From  the  mass,"  so  reads  the  history, 
■■  of  cumulative  traditioit  surrounding  this  !Mt.  Vernon  excursion, 
we  ctill  the  following  concerning  the  visit  of  the  corjDS  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  Gen.  Andrew  Jackson.  As  the  Presi- 
dent approached  the  right  of  the  line  Johnson's  Band  crashed 
forth  "  Hail  to  the  Chief."  The  President,  discovering  he  had 
not  the  right  step,  promptly  changeil  and,  passing  along  the  line, 
looked  every  man  in  the  eye.  In  coming  to  a  Present  arm.^,  the 
bayonet  of  one  of  the  muskets  struck  a  large  and  costly  cut-glass 
chandelier;  Jackson's  eye  instinctively  fell  upon  the  hapless 
liandler  of  the  musket,  not  in  reproof,  but  in  military  curiosity 
to  discover  the  effect  of  the  accident  ttpon  the  man's  steadiness; 
Init  finding  him  apparently  unconcerned  and  motionless  as  a 
statue,  a  gratified  smile  passed  over  his  face,  and  he  afterwards 
expressed  his  admiratioit  of  this  evidence  of  the  high,  discipline 
of  the  C0I-J1S  and  protterel  to  the  hero  of  thi«  occasion  (Benjamin 
K.  Fox)  a  commission  as  first  lieutenant  in  the  United  States 
Armv.  Fox  was  compelled  to  decline  the  appointment"  Blake 
joined  the  corps  in  IS-'ll.      Attentive,  hiking  for  promotion,  which 

'See  Appendix  for  itinciary. 
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was  not  far  away,  he  was  doubtless  a  participant  in  this  excur- 
sion. Though  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that,  his  pre-ence  was  in  any 
way  recalled  when  a  few  years  later  he  sought  his  appointment, 
yet  there  is  scarce  a  doubt  that  the  incident  and  occasion  were  well 
rememhered. 

General  Llake,  appoinied  by  President  Jacksou,  June  11, 
1S36,  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Second  Dragoons,  served  with  dis- 
tinction through  three  wars,  the  Seminole  War,  the  Mexican  War, 
and  the  War  of  the  Eebellion.  He  was  made  a  captain  December 
3,  1S39;  brevet  major  Augaist  17,  1S47,  for  gallant  and  meri- 
torious conduct  in  the  affair  of  San  Aug-ustine,  Mexico;  major 
First  Dragoons,  July  25,  1S50;  lieiitenant-colonel  'May  31, 
1861;  colonel  First  Cavalry,  February  15.  1S62;  brevet  brigadier- 
general,  ilarcli  13,  1SG5,  for  gallant  and  eiBcient  service  during 
the  Gettysburg  Campaign,  and  retired  after  forty  years  of  service, 
December  15,  ISTO. 

General  Blake  had  always  retained  his  connection  with  the 
Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays,  and  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease was  an  honorary  member  of  the  corps  and  of  the  Old  Guard. 

A  fair  and  bazaar,  eminently  successful,  but  not  so  resultful 
as  its  predecessor,  attractive  in  its  every  feature,  interjected  with 
its  many  novelties,  was  held  at  the  new  armory  building  for  the 
two  weeks  follo-n-ing  Saturday,  >Tovember  15,  ISSi.  Society  lent 
it  an  energy,  the  best  of  society's  best  women  were  in  active 
management,  leading  men  and  women  gave  it  their  presence,  and 
there  was  everyv\-here  universal  encouragement  and  support. 

Another  jam  of  people  [a.s  one  report  rend]  attended  the  First  Regiment 
Armory  Fair  last  r.ight.  Hundreds  of  tickets  were  sold  at  the  door  and  the 
crowd  besieged  the  entrances  during  the  evening  until  it  seemed  that  the 
great  hall  could  hold  no  mcie  pe<iple.  Already  visions  of  colossal  wealth  fill 
the  eyes  of  the  militiamen,  and  the  most  satisfactory  e\'idcnce  is  a-ssured 
to  them  that  the  deht  hanging  over  them  on  account  of  their  handsome  build- 
ing vriU  be  cleared  off. 

But  with  a  later  report  these  assurances  vanished: 

It  was  a  success,  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  it  did  not  catch  on  to  the 
expectations  of  it?  projector-.  The  great  public  were  there  in  suffocating 
crowds,  beauty  blazed  in  the  glow  of  electric  light.-,  benches  and  corners  were 
found  for  soft  dalliance,  and  the  music  of  the  band  gave  step  to  the  promen- 
ade. And  that  is  just  what  they  did.  They  dallied  and  they  walked.  They 
did  not  spend.  The  dude  shivered  when  he  was  stuck  with  a  pin-cushion, 
and  the  response  of  the  solid  man  was,  "  Give  me  a  chance  on  the  gun." 
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Tlie  opening  was  ■vvitlioiit  furnial  ceremony.  The  regiincnt 
wui  assembled  at  4.:J0  o'clock  on  the  afternoun  of  the  tifteentli, 
luarcheJ  into  the  drill-room  and  tlie  companies  dismissed  to  their 
respective  booths.  All  drills  and  military  exercises  were  sus- 
pended for  the  two  weeks  and  the  ofUcers  and  men  were  enjoined 
aud  ur<;-ed  to  lend  every  etfort  and  spare  no  exertions  toward  help- 
ing the  enterprise  to  a  successful  outcome.  There  was  a  Woman's 
Supervisory  Committee.  They  adopted  a  code  of  rules  and  regu- 
lations, which  was  approved  by  the  general  committee  for  the 
government  of  the  fair.  This  code  officers  and  men  were  required 
to  faithfully  obser\-e  and  strictly  comply  with. 

Though  otherwise  a  pronounced  success,  the  venture  did  not 
yield  the  substantial  results  secured  by  its  predecessor.  It  was 
by  no  means,  however,  a  financial  failure.  With  all  its  obliga- 
tions met,  the  quite  respectable  sum  of  $12,167.45  was  the  profit 
and  lo^s  balance  in  its  favor. 

With  a  view  to  such  a  critical  observation  that  defects  might 
be  noted,  delinquencies  developed,  and  errors  pointed  out,  the 
colonel  commanding  announced  an  inspection  by  himself  for  Jan- 
uary 2S,  1S85.  On  February  3,  that  his  labor  might  prove 
effective,  he  published  a  circiUar  in  which  with  a  determination 
to  uncover  everything  that  needed  to  be  corrected,  he  specially 
noted  and  severely  rebidced  the  delinquencies  his  inspection  of 
2Sth  ult  had  disclosed.  ^Yhile  the  manual  showed  improvement 
and  the  uniforms  vrere  in  good  condition,  many  of  the  trousers 
needed  overhauling,  chevrons  required  readjustment,  and  though 
figures,  letters,  and  keystone  of  the  men  were  mostly  in  good 
order,  yet  quite  a  number  of  the  belts  needed  to  be  blackened  and 
polished  and  brasses  cleaned.  With  better  attention  given  to 
the  inside  of  the  piece  the  arms  would  be  much  improved.  "Spit- 
ting on  the  floor  cannot  be  tolerated ;  it  must  not  occur  again." 
The  condition  of  the  belts  and  shoiilder-straps  of  officers  needed 
to  be  bettered.  The  small  number  present  was  discouraging. 
An  examination  nf  the  rolls  showed  that  the  same  men  who  had 
been  absent  at  tlie  inspectii'n  had  been  previously  absent  at  the 
battalion  drills.  "  Xo  use  to  the  command,  they  shotild  be  dis- 
charged." Several  of  the  companies  had  but  half  their  total 
cnli-ted  "  present,"  while  two  bad  40  and  43  "  absent,"  re- 
=pc<'tively;  nor  were  all  of  their  officers  there.     Radical  faults 
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evideutly  exist  in  tlie.-e  oryaiiizaticais.  Tliev  mu?t  be  di.scuv- 
creJ  and  removed  t-n-  the  organizations  t^ike  the  consfquenee. 

Xor  "vvas  this  arraignment  for  delinqueucies  eoiitined  solely 
to  occasions  specially  instituted  to  ferret  them  out.  Later  on 
in  this  same  year,  1SS5,  sometliing  of  the  same  tenor  followed. 
Xcglect  of  proper  obs<.'rvance3  to  asriire  the  be>t  of  sanitation 
in  the  camp  of  that  year  found  in  a  general  order  an  incisive  in- 
sistence for  the  adojjtion  of  corrective  measures  fur  a  more  thor- 
otigh  and  eti'ective  policing.  And  also  in  the  same  order 
there  appeared  this  uncanny  paragraph:  ■"  The  inspection  of  this 
morning  showed  many  of  the  pieces  in  a  horrible  condition  and 
many  others  only  fair,  which  would  not  pass  the  inspecting  otii- 
cer.     The  men  must  keep  at  them  until  thorotighly  cleaned." 

It  so  happened  that  in  the  year  1SS5  the  usual  character  of 
its  observance  and  the  day  itself  were  in  full  ae<*ord,  and  on  Sun- 
day, February  22,  1SS5,  the  regimetit  in  full-dress  uniform,  with- 
out arms,  and  the  music  without  insti-uments,  was  paraded  for 
attendance  on  ilivine  service  on  the  afternoon  of  tliat  day  at  the 
Church  of  St.  3Iatthias,  conducted  by  its  rector,  the  regimental 
chaplain,   Eev.   Uol^ert   A.   Edwards. 

A  cautionary  circular  from  regimental  headquarters  of  Jan- 
uary 3,  1SS5,  sounded  a  note  of  preparation  for  participation  in 
the  ceremonies  incident  to  tlie  coming  inauguration  of  the  Hon. 
Grover  Cleveland  as  President  of  the  United  States,  as  follows: 

The  adjutant-general  having  decided  that  the  division  of  the  Xational 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania  shall  participate  in  the  inaugural  ceremonies  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  on  the  4th  of  March  ne\t,  it  becomes  necessary  for  this 
command  to  put  itself  in  shape  to  make  an  appearance  there  that  will  sus- 
t.nin  its  well-earned  reputation  and  meet  the  expectations  of  its  many  friend- 
in  that  city  and  others  wlio  will  be  present  on  that  occasion  and  who  have 
a  very  high  opinion  of  it  and  are  anxioitsly  awaiting  our  arrival.  We  will 
be  placed  in  competition  with  the  various  well-disciplined  and  drilled  or- 
ganizations of  our  own  State  and  the  crack  commands  of  other  States,  notably 
the  New  York  Seventh,  which  has  promised  to  parade  over  700  men.  and 
we  must  therefore  get  to  work  at  once  to  recruit,  drill,  and  equip  and 
make  every  effort  to  present  ten  companies  of  twenty-four  files  front. 

The  regiment  in  full  winter  unif  a-m.  band  ami  drum  cm-p-, 
field  and  staff  mounted,  jirovidcd  with  three  days'  cxikerl  rations, 
left  the  Broad  nw\  Wasliington  Street  depr.t  at  eight  o'clock  on 
the  evening  of  ^londay,  ^larcli  2,  for  the  inauguration.  Head- 
quarters in  Wa^hingion  wore  established  in  the  building  known 
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.(^  die  Douglass  ]\r;ui<i(>ii  on  I  Strt'.-t  kHwct'ii  Six-oud  and  TliirJ, 
wluTf  the  cominaiid  was  quarten'd.  The  reyiiiii'Ut  was  formed 
f.i;-  it-s  direct,  participation  in  tJio  cort-niouies  on  the  nionilng  of 
tlio  4th  at  nine  o'clock  on  I  Street,  right  resting  on  Second 
Street,  The  day  was  well  gone  Wforo  tlie  conclusion  of  tlie 
iilTair,  ami  that  night  tlie  r«;-inieiit  r<'tuni(xl  to  Philadelphia. 
(;  littering  imifonns,  vast  crowds,  discomfort,  delays,  much 
cntliusiasm,  were  tlie  incidents,  as  usual,  attendant  on  the 
ucca-ion. 

Tiie  First  Brigade  paraded  an  aggregate  of  2093.  In  his 
aniuial  rcjxirt  for  the  year  to  Adjutant-General  Guthrie,  ilajor- 
(icneral  Hartranft  brioily  summarized  the  event  and  the  success 
that  came  of  Penn.sylvania's  participation  in  it  as  follows:  "You 
alro  participated  with  the  division  at  the  inaugitral  ceremonies 
of  President  Cle\eland  and  know  how  the  Pennsylvania  troops 
were  received  by  that  vast  audience  on  account  of  tlieir  soldierly 
hearing  and  solidity  in  movement.  Every  Pennsylvanian  present 
was  proud  to  call  thcni  his  fellow-citizens." 

General  Order  Xo.  IS.  of  April  lij,  ISS."),  made  announce- 
ment as  follows: 

Tlie  Colonel  coiiiiiiuuJin^  aimuuiites  with  much  regret  the  death  of 
<  harles  K.  Ide,  formerly  .Major  of  this  Command,  wliieh  occurred  at  noon 
<.n   the   loth   inst. 

Major  Ide  wa-s  one  of  the  founders  of  our  organization,  servin?  at  dif- 
ferent times  as  First  Sergeant,  Lieutenant,  and  Capt;iin  of  Company  I),  as 
uell  as  .\djutant  and  Major  of  tlie  Itegiiiient.  He  liUed  every  position  with 
rare  ability  and  was  faithful  in  all  the  relations  of  life  to  his  friends  and 
to  his   comnanions   in  arms. 

The  funeral  will  take  place  on  Saturday,  ISth  inst.,  and  as  a  mark 
•  •f  respect  to  his  mcmon-  the  order  for  the  anniversary  parade  of  the  Com- 
iiKiiid  for  that  day  is  hereby  countermanded:  a  subsequent  date  for  the  cc!e- 
liration  will  be  hereafter  niinounced.  Tlie  national  colors  will  be  displayed 
<'ii  the  armory  at  half  stall  on  the  day  of  tlie  funeral. 

As  jiostponed,  the  twenty-fi.>urth  anniversary  commemorative 
)Kirade  t<x^)k  place  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  June  G,  1SS5,  con- 
cluding ^\'ith  the  ceremony  of  a  dress  parade  in  fnmt  of  the  Union 
League. 

The  sjiring  insivction,  so  far  at  least  as  the  First  Eeginient 
was  concerned,  had  Ux-n  disap]iMint.lng:  there  was  still  an  urgent 
■  all  for  "  better  turn-outs."'  In  order  tliat  tin-  men  might  make 
arramjements  for  their  sunnner  holid.ivs   and   for  a  coneral  ini- 
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provcment,  tlie  time  for  the  annual  cncanipinciit,  July  2o  to 
August  1,  1SS5,  vas  announced  as  early  as  April  20.  The  en- 
campments Tvere  to  be  by  brigades.  That  of  tlie  First  Brigade 
to  be  known  as  Camp  Alublenberg,  was  to  be  located  near  Elwyn 
station,  beyond  3Iedia,  on  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Delaware 
County  Fair  grounds. 

The  annual  encampment,  July  25  to  August  1,  18S5,  followed 
a  lengthy  season  of  unprecedented  drought.  Xo  rain  had  fallen 
in  the  vicinity  of  tlie  Camp  Muhlenberg  location  for  upward  of 
sixty  days.  The  proximity  of  the  camp  to  Philadelphia  had  on  the 
opening,  Sunday,  the  26th,  brought  thousands  to  the  gTOunds,  and 
tlie  threatening  clouds  of  the  early  afternoon,  the  precursors  of  a 
deluging  rain,  had  kept  thousands  more  away.  The  religious  ex- 
ercises of  the  morning  in  all  the  regiments,  and  in  which  in  those 
of  the  First  Chaplain  Edwards  bad  preached  a  sermon  inveigh- 
ing against  profanity,  urging  a  sounder  morality,  as  typified  in 
the  life  and  now  forcefully  suggested  in  the  death  of  General 
Ulysses  S.  Grant,  had  been  concluded  without  interruption  from 
the  approaching  disturbance.  With  the  military  features  for  the 
later  afternoon,  notably  the  Brigade  Dress  Parade,  the  brigade 
commander  was  not  so  fortunate.  They  had  scarce  been  con- 
cluded ere  the  stonn  broke,  and  the  troops  reached  their  quarters 
a  wet,  bedraggled,  sorrydooking  set  of  soldiers.  There  was  not  a 
soldier  in  the  camp,  however,  who  did  not  welcome  with  an  appre- 
ciative greeting  the  rain  that  broke  the  drought  and  the  storm  that 
tempered  the  heat. 

There  were  no  weather  interruptions  during  the  rest  of  the 
week,  and  all  specific  derails  and  requirements,  the  better  per- 
foraiance  of  which  had  been  so  urgently  pressed  in  circulars, 
orders,  and  instiitetions,  were  vigorously  prosecuted.  Aside  from 
the  close  pursuit  of  all  the  immediate  calls  of  company  and  regi- 
ment, there  was  the  usual  review  of  the  brigade  by  the  goveraor 
and  commander-in-chief  on  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  the  31st, 
and  the  annual  muster  and  inspection  of  the  regiment  by  Adju- 
tant-General Guthrie  at  the  very  early  hour  of  five  and  a  half 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  same  day.  As  the  restilt  of  this 
inspection,  out  of  an  aggregate  of  5SG.  the  regiment  with  •"22 
present  and  01  absent  secured  a  percentage  of  '^O.O  and  a  rigi- 
mcntal  rating  of  '"  superior." 
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Till-  rilli,'  iiraetice  for  tLe  year  increasOil  tlie  num1>er  of  quali- 
fied inark-iiKii  23 — from  71  iu  1SS4  to  94  iu  1SS5.  Among 
ihose  wlio  Icl  were  George  W.  C'oulston,  F,  with  a  score  of  49; 
C.  E.  Walton,  Y,  48;  Lieutenant  C.  Ilatliawaj,  F,  47;  C.  W. 
lioot  and  L.  Ilyan,  45  each;  W.  "W.  Abbott,  D,  45;  and  Captain 
J.  Campbell  Gilniore,  K,  42. 

A  signitlcant  feature  of  the  1SS5  annual  encampment,  which 
was  broken  with  the  usual  foiinalities  at  the  idme  prescribed, 
Saturday,  August  1,  was  the  famous  endorsement  of  the  inspect- 
ing officer.  Col.  William  J.  Yolkraar,  an  assistant  adjutant- 
general  of  the  United  States  Army,  of  the  general  efficiency  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Xational  Guard  and  its  worthiness  of  emulation  by 
other  States  seeking  to  advance  their  military  proficiency.  The 
following  are  extracts  from  hi?  very  exhau^t^ve  report  of  the  re- 
sult of  liis   official  observations   on   that   occasion : 

The  Xational  GuayJ  of  Penn^vlvania  so  justlv  enjoys  a  reputation  for 
solid  worth  that  its  system  of  organization  and  supply  may  be  profitably 
studied  by  every  Commonwealth  desiring  to  provide  itself  with  a  proper 
military   safeguard   against   domestic   danger.  ... 

In  marksmanship  and  in  drill,  in  the  administrative  departments  and 
in  those  of  supply,  the  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  excels  as  a  unit, 
but  in  details  of  prescribed  courtesies  to  superiors  when  on  duty,  and  in 
individual  personal  appearance,  there  is  too  much  laxity.  .  .  . 

What  most  forcibly  impressed  me  was  the  desire  of  everybody  to  learn 
and  improve.  The  aim  of  all  seemed  to  be  to  approach  as  nearly  as  possible 
to  the  methods  of  the  regular  army  and  with  this  aspiration  the  Xational 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania  cannot  fail  to  become  constantly  more  and  more  a 
cre<lit  to  itself  and  to  its  earnest  officers,  whose  untiring  etTorts  show  how 
much  they  held  the  interests  of  their  commands  at  heart. 


The  death  r,f  Genera]  Grant  was  announced  to  the  regiment 
on  July  23,  1?S5,  in  the  following  regimental  General  Order  Xo. 
30: 

I.  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  U.  S.  A.,  retired,  and  ex-Pre^idont  of  the 
United  States,  died  at  Mt.  McGregor,  New  York,  at  8: OS  this  morning.  It 
is  unnec-essary  to  refer  to  the  services  of  the  distinguished  dead — his  life, 
patriotism,  unswerving  fidelity  to  his  country  in  the  time  of  need,  his  won- 
derful ability  as  a  military  leader,  his  integrity  as  a  statesman,  are  but 
part  of  the  country's  history. 

II.  Tlie  colors  of  the  regiment  will  be  draped  and  the  officers  wear  the 
usual  emblem  of  mourning  for  thirty  days  and  the  national  colors  at  the 
regimental  armory  be  placed  at  half  'staff  until  after  the  day  of  the  funeral 
as  a  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory. 
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The  funeral  (_>l>je(iuli's  were,  annouiu-pj  to  take  place  in  the 
eity  of  Xew  York  on  Saturday,  August  S,  the  remains  to  rest  in 
the  Kiverside  Park  maiisolcurn,  and  General  Order  Xo.  3S,  of 
August  -i,  ISSiJ,  from  regimental  headquarters,  directed  that  to 
participate  in  the  fimcral  oercmony  of  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant 
the  regiment  wouM  assemhle  at  the  armoi-y  on  Friday,  August 
7,  at  11  o'clock  p.  ji.^  equipped  in  State  unifonu,  white  garrote 
cidlars,  canteens,  white  trouseis  in  knapsacks,  with  blankets  rolled, 
to  proceed  thence  by  rail  to  the  city  of  Xew  York,  and,  while 
there  to  be  quartered  in  the  annor\-  of  the  Twenty-second  Regi- 
nient  Xational  Guard  Stat^^  of  Xew  York. 

On  Friday  evening  tlie  armory  of  the  regiment  at  Eroad  and 
Callowhill  Streets  presented  an  animated  apix'arance.  Tycaving 
the  armory  at  the  hour  prescribed,  the  regiment,  followed  by  a 
large  crowd  of  spectators,  marched  down  Broad  Street  to  the 
Pennsylvania  depot,  where  a  train  in  waiting,  consisting  of  six- 
teen cars,  was  promptly  boarded  and  started  on  its  journey  to  its 
Jersey  City  destination,  which  it  reached  at  J-.oO  on  Saturday 
morning. 

The  citizi-n>  of  riiiladclplilu  -lioucd  tlieir  aiipnviatioii  of  tlie  tliariulrr 
and  standing  of  tlie  First  Regiment  as  an  exponent  of  the  city's  military  by 
making  generou-"  contriliutions  to  tlie  fund  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
attendance  on  the  funeral  obsequies  of  the  nation's  distinguished  soldier, 
and  the  members  of  the  regiment  responded  by  turning  out  in  full  strength, 
nearly  GOO  iiiou.  the  strt-ngtli  of  the  companies  being  as  follows:  Company 
A,  oS  men:  Company  T!.  (i-t  men:  Company  C,  nO  men;  Company  D,  4G  men;

The  following  story,  told  contemporaneotisly  tlirotigli  the  iiews- 
paiiers,  better  preserves  the  recollection  of  the  regiment's  partici- 
pation in  this  conspicuou.s  event  in  the  nation's  history  than  if  it 
were   now   presented   in   aiiotbcr   form : 

The  First  Regiment  during  their  Xew  York  trip  wore  the  legular  State 
uniform  and  carried  knapsacks,  blankets,  and  canteens.  The  field  and  stafT 
olHcers  were  mounted,  horses  being  in  readiness  for  them  at  the  armory 
of  the  Twenty-second  Xew  York  Regiment.  Xo  military  organization  in  the 
Grant  funeral  ]iarade  marched  with  more  soldierly  precision  or  met  with 
more  general  commendation  than   the  First  Pennsylvania  Regiment. 

When  the  First  Regiment  left  the  armory  of  the  Xew  York  Twenty- 
second  Regiment  to  take  their  assigned  position  in  the  line  of  the  grand 
parade,  they  attracted  considerable  public  attention.  It  was  not  caused  by 
the  gaudiness  or  otherwi>e  attractive  appearance  of  their  uniform,  for  they 
wore  only  the  regular  United  States  army  garb,  and  the  only  dilTerence  be- 
tween them  and  tlu-  "  regulars  "  was  their  white  pants^  which  were  put  on, 
a.s  stated,  at  the  armory  of  the  Twenty-second  Xew  York  Regiment.  What 
attracted  so  mucli  attention  and  was  the  cause  of  so  much  favorable  com- 
mendation was  the  almost  perfect  marching  of  the  First  Regiment  and  the 
particularly  neat  and  clean  appearance  of  the  men. 

The  regiment  was  the  cynosure  of  all  eye"!,  and  the  frequent  clapping 
of  hands  by  the  nuiltitude  that  thronged  the  sidewalks  as  they  passed  by 
was  the  spontaneous  testimonial  awarded  them  for  their  military  pro- 
ficiency, and  it  mu-t  be  borne  in  mind  that  as  far  as  dress  was  concerned 
they  would  have  l>een  pa.s.-.ed  by  unnoticed.  It  was  the  true  soldierly  de- 
portment of  the  men  themselves  that  created  such  enthusiasm  as  the  regiment 
marched  over  the  route,  and  it  may  bo  truthfully  said  that  the  thousands 
of  Phllad.lphians  who  view,  d  the  procession  felt  a  .sensation  of  pride  and 
sati-faction  that  the  Quaker  City  was  so  well  represented  in  the  military  line.

B\it  what  most  of  all  eiinres  to  the  presen-ation  of  a  niilitarv 
reputation  is  otiicial  recc'gnition,  which  General  Shaler  certainly 
supplies  in  his  highly  compliuientary  letter  to  Colonel  Wieder- 
sheim :

Colonel:  I  regret  excee<lingly  that  in  the  multiplicity  of  duties  on  Sat- 
urday last  1  had  not  the  opportunity  to  meet  you  and  express  my  g-ratitica- 
tion  at  your  visit  to  X'ew  Yorlc  with  your  tine  regiment.  Every\vhere  the 
praises  of  your  command,  for  excellent  appearance  made  and  almost  perfect 
marching-,  were  to  be  heard. 

I  would  thank  you  to  say  to  your  officers  and  men  that  all  X'ew  York 
was  pleased  to  have  them  visit  this  city  and  join  in  doing  honor  to  the 
memory  of  the  great  patriot  soldier  and  ex-President.  Pennsylvania  has 
reason  to  be  proud  nf  her  First  Regiment  for  its  soldierly  bearing  and  ex- 
cellent discipline,  and  I  feel  personally  honored  in  having  so  fine  a  regiment 
under  my  command  for  even  a  short  time.

The  colonel  commanding  takes  occasion  to  congratulate  the  command 
upon  its  satisfactory  and  handsome  appearance  in  the  parade  of  the  escort 
column  in  the  obsequies  of  the  illustrious  General  U.  S.  Grant  in  Xew  York 
City  on  the  Sth  inst. 

Y'our  soldierly  bearing,  discipline,  and  marching  have  received  the  most 
flattering  commendations  while  the  daily  press  of  our  own  city  gives  us  all 
possible  credit;  the  papers  of  Xew  York  City  also  accord  us  the  honors  with 
the  X'ew  York  Seventh  and  Twenty-second  Regiments,  which  of  itself  is  most 
complimentary. 

Our  thanks  are  due  and  extended  to  those  generous  and  patriotic  friends 
— citizens  of  Philadelphia — by  whose  liberal  contributions  we  were  enabled 
to  represent  this  city  as  well  as  the  Xational  Guard  of  the  State. 

The  outdoor  military  demonstrations  for  the  year  1SS.5  con- 
cluded with  a  parade  of  the  First  Brigade  on  Thanksgiriug  Day, 
Xoveraber  26,  of  which  General  Snowden  in  his  annual  report 
speaks  as  follows:  "Thanksgiving  Day,  Xovember  2G.  t!ie  bri- 
gade was   paraded,    weather  unpleasant,   pavements    in    slippery 
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oouiiition,  but  ou  the  wliole  the  parade  may  be  regarded  as  suc- 
ceifful." 

Through  rciignations,  expirations  of  ter;ii,  proinotiuiis,  the 
regimental  roster  ia  captaincies  and  field  officers  had  been  sub- 
jeeted  to  numerous  changes. 

Lieut. -Col.  Washington  11.  Gilpin,  after  a  long  and  faithful 
service  in  the  ranks,  in  the  line,  and  in  the  field,  had  resigTied, 
July  20,  1SS5,  and  on  October  19,  ISS.",,  Major  Wendell  P. 
Bowman  was  elected  to  succeed  him.  Captain  Tliomas  E. 
Iluffington's   election  to   the   majority  followed,    Xoreml_>er     li, 

1555,  and  the  vacancy  thereby  created  in  his  company,  F,  was 
filled  by  the  election  of  First  Lieutenant  George  Filer,  Jr.,  to  the 
captaincy,  November  30,  1SS5.  The  commission  of  Captain 
Charles  A.  Eose,  of  Company  A,  expired  by  limitation  February 
27,  1SS7,  and  on  the  same  day  Captain  Howell  DeC.  Brolasky 
was  elected  his  successor.  Captain  Pearson  S.  Conrad,  Company 
C,  resigned  May  11,  18S.5,  and  on  June  4,  1SS5,  the  vacant  cap- 
tiiincy  was  filled  by  the  election  of  First  Lieutenant  Milton  W. 
Orme.  On  Xovember  IS,  1SS5,  First  Lieutenant  Clarence  T. 
Kensil  was  elected  captain  of  Company  II,  vice  Captain  Samuel 
B.  Collins  resigned.  The  commission  of  Captain  J.  Campbell 
Gilmore,  Company  K,  expired  by  lapse  of  time  February  2S, 
ISSO — he  is  to  reappear  in  the  Xationrd  Guard  service  in  a 
higher  rank,  with  a  wider  influence  and  enlarged  responsibilities 
— and  First  Lieutenant  Robert  P.  Eringhurst  was,  on  July   6, 

1556,  elected  to  succeed  him.  On  April  T,  1SS7,  Dr.  Edward 
!Martin  was  appointed  assistant  surgeon,  vice  Dr.  Francis  ^luh- 
lenberg  resigned  [March  4,  1S8T. 

The  usual  permission  from  brigade  headquarters  followed  the 
application  to  parade  the  regiment,  and  in  accordance  therewith 
in  full-dress  winter  unifortn,  v;ithr>ut  arms  or  music,  the  regiment 
attended  divine  service  oit  Sunday,  February  21,  18^6,  at  the 
Church  of  St.  [Matthias,  tlie  rector,  Chaplain  Robert  A.  Edwards, 
officiating. 

There  was  also  the  u-ual  cnmmcmorative  recognition  of  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary.  April  19,  1SS6,  by  a  street  parade  of 
the  regiment  in  full-drc-s  uniform  accompanied  by  the  Veteran 
Corps,  with  Colonel  Wiedershcim  in  command  of  the  column,  on 
the  afternoon  of  that  dav.

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The  annual  iState  eneauipiuents  for  tlie  year  ISSG,  July  10 
to  July  17.  were  l>y  regiuieiits.  That  of  the  First  lieg:iuieut. 
known  as  Camp  ^^'intiel^l  Seott  llaucook,  in  liouor  of  that  dis- 
tinguished soldier,  a  Penusylvauian  who  had  died  during  tlie 
year,  M-as  located  near  Devon,  on  the  main  line  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad,  seventeen  miles  out  from  Philadelphia  on  private, 
grounds,  "'  generously  granted,"'  said  Colonel  "VViedersheim,  as 
commander  of  the  camp,  "'  by  their  patriotic  and  public-spirited 
owner  for  the  use  of  tlie  regiment  free  of  charge."  Company 
commanders.  as  a  fitting  recognition  of  the  favor,  were  enjoined 
to  especial  caurion  by  the  adoption  of  such  measures  for  their  care 
that  when  restoretl  to  their  ov.-uer  they  woidd  be  in  tJie  same  gixxl 
order  and  condition  as  when  they  came  into  the  regiment's 
keeping. 

And  it  is  altogether  likely  that  they  were,  for  in  the  annual 
report  of  his  brigade  for  the  year  1SS6  General  Snowden  said: 
"  The  camp  of  the  First  Eegiment  was  a  model  of  cleanliness  and 
neatness."  His  report  concludes  as  follows:  ''In  their  reports, 
herewith  forwarded,  colonels  commanding  approvingly  speak  of 
the  superior  advantages  attained  by  the  trial  of  the  regimental 
encampment  over  those  of  the  brigade  or  division  system  of  en- 
campments." .  .  .  "As  an  encampment,"  concludes  General 
Snowden,  '"  it  was  worth  trial,  especially  in  view  of  diminished 
expenses,  but  as  a  permanent  feature  of  the  ser^-ice  it  has  not 
shown  sufficient  erccellence  to  warrant  its  adoption." 

This  was  the  last  year  of  Adjutant-General  Guthrie's  four- 
year  term,  and  he  sums  up  the  conclusion  of  his  ser\ice  as  follows : 
"  The  morale  and  espiit  dc  corps  of  the  Guard  is  of  the  highest. 
its  commissioned  officers  of  intelligence  and  ability,  and  the  State 
has  every  reason  to  be  proiul  of  its  Xational  Guard.'' 

At  tlie  annual  muster  and  inspection  on  Saturday,  the  17th, 
the  last  day  of  the  encampment,  with  an  aggregate  of  55S,  40!' 
present,  89  absent,  the  percentage  present  was  SI. 4.  There  is 
no  regimental  rating  reported,  either  in  figures  or  in  word-. 
Those  of  the  companies,  luulcr  the  several  heads  of  ''  military 
bearing,"  "  discipline,"  "  school  of  the  soldier,"  etc.,  with  rating- 
in  words,  '"  superior.''  '"  very  goO(.l,''  etc.,  alone  are  supplied.

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Wiedertbeim  iu  cuiumainl,  iiuiubered  about  4;j0  officers  and  men, 
aud  tbe  Veteran  Corps,  Colonel  William  W.  Allen  commanding, 
about  SO.  Opposite  the  Union  League  building  the  column  was 
reviewed  by  Mayur  £d\viu  li.  Fitler,  Pre.-ident  Edwin  X.  Benson, 
of  the  Union  League,  Governor  Ormsby,  of  Vermont,  and  statl, 
who  made  a  brief  stop  in  Philadelphia  on  their  way  to  Gettys-. 
burg,  aud  others  of  military  and  civic  prominence.  In  the  even- 
ing the  Veteraji  Corps,  Colonel  Allen  presiding,  held  its  annual 
reunion  aud  banquet  in  the  annex  of  the  Union  League.  The 
several  companies  of  the  regiment  observed  the  occasion  by  like 
gatherings  and  festivities  in  tlieir  quarters  aud  elsewhere. 

On  May  2.5,  1SS7,  a  regimental  order  was  published  announc- 
ing that  on  IMay  31  the  Chicago  Zouaves,  Company  E,  Eourth 
llegiment  Infantry  Xational  Guard  of  Illinois,  would  visit  Phila- 
delphia after  the  national  encampment  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
be  the  guests  of  the  First  Pegiment.  A  detachment  of  five  men 
from  each  company,  with  the  requisite  complement  of  commis- 
sioned and  uon-commissionc'l  officers,  nnder  the  command  of  Cap- 
tain James  Muldoon,  was  detailed  as  an  escort  and  directed  to 
proceed  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  station  and  receive 
the  command  on  its  an-ival. 

This  company.  Captain  Ford  commanding,  better  remembered 
as  the  Ellsworth  Zouaves,  had  in  a  competitive  drill  at  Washing- 
ton won  the  first  prize,  and  on  this,  their  return  trip  to  Chicago, 
were  bearing  with  them  the  treasured  trophy — the  "  clean  sweep  " 
trophy,  as  they  jocularly  styled  it.  The  Union  League  in  their 
honor  displayed  its  flags.  Mayor  Fitler  reviewed  the  column  at 
Fifth  and  Chestnut  Streets,  the  sidewalks  were  crowded,  and  an 
enthusiastic  greeting  followed  through  the  entire  route.  A 
sumptuous  entertainment  at  the  armory  was  followed  by  an  exhi- 
bition drill  ^-ith  the  introduction  of  many  apparent  complications 
from  which  the  Zouaves  speedily  untangled  themselves.  "  The 
scaling  of  the  ten-foot  fence  brought  the  exhibition  to  a  cbi-e 
with  the  heartiest  applause  for  this  feat  of  physical  strength  and 
endurance." 

After  a  protracted  hearing:  in  the  forum  of  his  own  conscience 
whether  the  overwhelming  pressure  of  his  private  interests  should 
command  or  his  desires  and  inclinations  persuade.  Colonel  Wie- 
dersheim  on  !Mav  27.  I'^'^T,  reluctantly  tendered  his  resisrnation. 
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In  resisting  the  iirirency  ]iut  upon  him  for  its  recall,  he  con- 
fronted a  more  formiilable  obstacle,  disappointing  the  dearest 
friends  of  his  manhood,  than  any  he  had  encountered  when  in  the 
forum  of  his  conscience  persuasion  had  almost  overcome  com- 
mand. 

The  following  is  Culonel  Wicdersbeini's  farewell  letter  to  the 
regiment : 

Philadelphia,   Juxe   14,   1SS7. 

To  THti  Officees  a>"d  Men  of  the  First  Eeguie.xt  I.vfamf.y,  X.  G.  Pa.: 

Comrades:  In  severing  my  connection  with  the  Command,  I  do  so  with 
much  regret,  for  the  ties  and  association;  formed  during  a  period  of  twenty- 
five  years  cannot  be  broken  without  a  feeling  of  sadness;  although  I  will  not 
be  actively  with  the  regiment.  I  shall  always  take  the  d'-epest  interest  in  it* 
welfare  and  never  lose  my  affection  for  the  individual  members  of  the 
organization. 

With  your  aid,  support  and  co-operation  we  have  not  retrograded  during 
the  past  eight  years,  but  it  has  b«en  one  of  the  most  prosperous  periods  in 
its  history,  we  have  accomplished  much,  and  the  First  Kegiment  has  merited 
the  confidence  of  the  military  authorities  and  received  the  support  and  en- 
couragement of  all  hiw-aliiding  citizens,  and  enjoys  the  enviable  reputation 
of  being  an  organization,  "'  always  to  be  depended  upon." 

I  have  ever  appreciated  the  honor  of  being  your  commanding  ofiicer, 
and  for  the  evidences  so  often  manifested  of  your  regard  and  kind  feelings 
I  must  always  be  truly  grateful. 

Continue  in  the  good  work  and  the  Command  will  maintain  its  high 
position  and  go  on  in  its  career  of  usefulness  as  a  conservator  of  the  public 
peace,  so  that  you  will  feel  a  pride  in  being  connected  with  the  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and  especially  .^o  that  you  are  members  of  the  First 
Regiment.

A  newspaper  oninient,  with  hcii'lline.  '"'  The  First  Regiment 
to  Lose  Its  Capable  Colonel,"  closed  as  follows : 

Colonel  Wiedershcim's  administration  has  marked  the  most  prosperous 
period  in  the  history  of  the  regiment.  Through  his  untiring  efforts  the  com- 
mand has  attained  a  military,  social,  and  financial  standing  which  reflects 
the  greatest  credit  upon  the  colonel's  management,  and  the  general  regret 
manifested  at  his  determination  to  withdraw  is  a  fitting  token  of  the  appre- 
ciation of  his  services. 

The  officers  of  the  regiment  parted  with  their  retiring  colonel 
at  a  Itanquet  g-iven  in  his  honor  at  the  Hotel  Bellevue.  All  the 
surviving  ex-colonels,  Ellmaker,  Kneass,  Prevost,  MclMichael, 
Latta,  and  Benson,   with   Lieiitennnt-Colonel   Bowman   and    the 
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ticld,  staff,  and  line  aliiioit  entin-,  were  in  attendance.  All  the 
.'^pcexL-hcs  were  in  hearty  unison,  reyretrf  at  the  parting,  recognition 
of  the  untiring  energy,  intelligent  -zeal,  and  earnest  purpose  of 
Colonel  Wiedersheim,  and  the  success  that  had  at  all  times  fol- 
lowed Lis  management,  pride  in  the  past,  hopefulness  for  the 
future.  Among  tlie  many  excellent  addresses.  Colonel  Ellmaker's, 
who  knew  so  much  of  the  pa-^t  and  had  followed  cl')sely  the  pres- 
ent, happily  has  been  in  part  sufficiently  well  prcser\cd  to  justify 
insertion   here.  . 

So  long  [he  s-aidj  as  I  li\e  I  will  stand  by  the  First  to  the  end.  I 
oii^'ht  to  be  familiar  with  the  toast  ["  The  Gray  Reserves"]  to  which  I  am 
to  respond  because  I  was  the  first  man  to  organize  the  meeting  that  ri'- 
sulted  in  the  organization  of  the  Gray  Reserves.  This  regiment  was  a  mag- 
nilifcnt  organization.  In  one  year's  time,  although  raw  recruits,  they  could 
jierform  any  movement  belter  than  any  regiment  that  exists  in  the  Com- 
monwealth except  the  First,  This  perfection  was  brought  about  by  the 
united  elTorts  of  both  olliccrs  and  men.  At  the  time  of  the  trouble  in  the 
coal  regions,  with  but  a  few  hours'  notice  the  men  were  ready  to  march 
to  Schuylkill  Haven.  In  18U2  and  1SG3,  when  Pennsylvania  was  about  to 
be  invaded,  it  manlied  with  full  ranks  to  the  defence  of  the  country,  Xu 
one  regrets  more  than  I  do  the  necessity  that  compels  Colonel  Wiedersheim 
to  withdraw,  I  know  of  no  man  who  has  worked  as  hard  from  the  time 
he  took  command  as  he  has.  It  won't  do  for  you  to  mourn  his  loss  with- 
out looking  to  the  future.  You  have  in  Colonel  Bowman  a  man  who  has 
been  tried  and  not  luund  wanting.  With  the  ("xperience  he  has  had  I  think 
you  have  nothing  to  fear.     All  I  ask  is  tliat  you  st.-ind  by  him  to  a  man. 

Tlie  reg-ular  .Tune  session  of  the  Boanl  of  Officers  had  gi>ne 
by  before  the  State  Headquarters  had  taken  formal  action  on  the 
resig'nation,  but  at  that  of  July  2,  1SS7,  the  following  preaml>lc 
and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

W'nEKE.<.s  through  the  imperative  demands  of  civil  life,  Colonel  Theo- 
dore K.  Wiedersheim,  after  nearly  twenty-five  years  of  continuoas  service 
as  a  soldier  and  oliicer  in  the  Volunteers  and  X'ational  Guard  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, has  resigned  as  Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment;  and 

WiiERE.vs.  we,  the  oilicers  of  said  regiment,  at  this  our  first  boaril  meet- 
ing assembled  since  his  retirement,  desire  to  place  on  record  our  high  regard 
and  great  respect  for  him  as  our  faithful  comrade  and  gallant  commander. 

Therefore  be  it  licsohcd,  That  we  point  to  the  rcciDrd  of  Colonel  Theo- 
dore K.  Wiedersheim  with  pride  and  admiration;  and  when  we  recall  his 
entry  into  the  service  of  his  State  and  country  as  a  volunteer  soldier  while 
a  mere  boy,  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  during  the  darkest  and  most 
perilous  period  of  the  late  Civil  War,  and  that  he  has  been  in  faithi\il,  con- 
tinuous service  in  hi?  regiment  thereafter  to  the  time  of  his  resignation. 
always  prompt  in  obeying  every  order  and  answering  every  ciill  of  his  Com- 
numwealth,  participating  in  every   campaign   and   tour  of  duty  in   which   this 
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ir-iiiimt  >ii\i.il  during  thor*-  long  years, — working  his  w:iy  from  the  ranks 
lo  the  ci>loin!ty, — we  cannot  refer  to  him  otlicrwise  than  as  one  of  our 
riv'"i''"l'^  'i'"^'-  ilislinguished  ^ons,  and  a  typical  soldier  ot  the  National 
•  .u.ird  of  Pennsylvania. 

h'tsolviJ,  That  his  distingui-.hed  suceess  as  a  soldier  and  Guardsman  ii 
due  to  the  courage  and  lidelity  which  characterized  him  in  the  diM'hnrge  of 
rvt-ry  duty,  being  ever  vigilant  for  the  welfare  of  his  conmiand,  and  the 
lii.nm-  and' the  ilignity  of  the  service. 

Kisvlifil,  'iTiat  in  his  long  term  of  over  eight  years  of  faithful  st?rvicf; 
a-<  Colonel,  our  regiment  not  only  maintained  its  high  reputation  for  organi- 
/.ilion.  drill,  and  discipline,  but  undertook  and  successfully  carrie<l  through 
the  eri-ction  and  completion  of  the  hrst  regimental  armory  in  our  Common- 
wKalth.  That  in  this  great  work  he  wls  ever  foremost  in  unceasing  activity 
and  industry,  never  surrendering  his  zeal  and  commission  until  all  was  fin- 
ished   and    crowned    with    niarveJlous    success. 

Resolved,  That  in  his  retirement  from  .service  the  National  Guard  suffer 
the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  useful  and  distinguished  otlicers,  and  our  regi- 
ment a  devoted,  successful   and   beloved  conmiander. 

Hesolial,  That  we  deeply  regret  his  loss,  but  shall  always  claim  him 
■'  as  one  of  our  own,''  a  bt>y  of  the  First  Regiment,  grown  to  perfect  military 
iii.inho<xl. 

May  God   speed   him   in   the  pathways  of  civil   life,   and  tliere   crown   him 

Resolved.  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  record  these  resolutions  and 
transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  Colonel  Wiedersheim. 

Colonel  Wit'derjlieiiu  was  in  every  sense  a  product  of  the  First 
Ikcgiuieut.  Witli  it  front  the  coniinencenienti  of  his  and  almost 
I'roiii  the  beginning  of  its  career,  he  knew  no  other  instructor,  and 
the  knowle<lge  lie  thus  acquired  he  imparted  to  no  other  pupil, 
'i'liat  from  that  knowledge  so  imparted  tliere  has  followed  a 
t'riiitago  rich  and  productive  lias  been  at  all  times  conceded.  In 
tiic  ranks  in  a  crucial  test  tuidcr  the  tire  of  the  enemy  at  Car- 
lisle, of  the  line  at  a  critical  moment,  when  mob  violence  for  the 
time  had  the  law  at  bay  iit  the  rotmd-house  at  Pitt.-burgh.  his  mau- 
lii^id  developed  with  the  emergency  and  an  all-abiding  crmfidence 
-h;ir{xmed  hi-  eiierg-ies,  strengthened  his  fjrtitiide,  quickened  his 
judgment. 

He  never  sutight  [ircfcrment ;  preferment  soiiiiht  him.  ^\^len 
liis  company  neede^l  a  captain,  tipon  him  the  choice  fell,  witliont 
''aucus,  canvass,  or  convention.  When  the  regiment  was  in  search 
"f  a  erdoiirl.  a  like  S[M")Utaneity  mtirked  him  for  the  place.  The 
necessary  intervention  of  a  perfuncton.-  el«>tion  in  no  way  dis- 
turbed what  was  indeed  akin  to  a  natural  selection. 

Tvetirement  did  not  weaken  hi.s  interest,  nor  inijiair  his  ener- 
c'lf'.      Summoned  to  the  executive  ehari:-e  of  the  celebrariun  of  tlu^ 
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Centennial  AnuivcTiary  of  tlie  adoption  of  tiie  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  then  fast  approaching,  tlie  superintendence  and 
management  of  its  great  civic  and  military  demonstrations  fell 
largely  to  his  keeping.  His  ever-continuing  zeal  for  and  adapta- 
bility to  the  application  of  the  principles  and  purposes  of  its  or- 
ganization has  so  broadened  the  scope  of  influence  of  the  Veteran 
Corps  as  to  enable  it  not  only  to  strengthen  its  own  substantial 
standing,  but  to  render  a  more  material  support  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  regiment. 

The  First  Eegiment.  organized  originally  largely  from  the 
men  of  business,  finance,  and  the  professions,  has  always  so  main- 
tained itself  as  to  be  within  the  zone  of  tliat  all-essential  influence 
from  which  it  originally  sprung.  Besides  the  reputation  it  has 
secured  of  its  own  energies,  the  men  who  were  with  it  and  of  it, 
in  their  ever-enlarging  sphere — all,  indeed,  who  have  had  touch 
with  it— have  always  lent  it  their  countenance,  encouragement, 
and  support  In  winning  a  recognition  for  this  prestige,  in  re- 
taining this  influence,  enlarging  its  scope  so  that  it  include  the 
now  men,  whom  the  new  methods  of  business  have  made  of  so 
much  importance  in  the  new  business  world,  none  have  had  more 
to  do,  both  themselves  a  part  of  and  much  respected  and  honored 
in  this  new  commimity  of  business,  than  two  of  the  former  colonels 
of  the  regiment — Col.  Theodore  E.  Wiedersheim  and  his  imme- 
diate predecessor.  Col.  K.  Dale  Benson.

The  military  art  bad  undergone  material  change — radical, 
tliorough,  revolutionary.  Increased  accuracy,  rapid  tire,  spread 
of  the  zone  of  execution,  had  largely  disposed  of  the  line,  the 
column,  the  mass  for  field  exercises  only.  For  troops  in  action 
tliere  had  been  substituted  the  movements  of  the  "'  extender:!  order  " 
and  other  kindred  new  necessities.  Problem,  demonstration, 
solution,  mancEuvres,  tactics,  strategy,  marksmanship,  evolutions, 
the  practice  march,  the  endurance  test,  stood  for  the  passing  of 
the  old  and  the  coming  of  the  new.  Step,  cadence,  soldiery  bear- 
ing, drill  with  the  squad,  company,  battalion,  discipline,  obedience, 
a  few  days  of  target  practice,  and  the  man  in  the  ranks  began  to 
think  himself  the  soldier.  The  basis  of  the  thorough  had  had  its 
beginning;  time  alone  must  do  the  rest.  These  essentials  are  now, 
indeed,  but  the  shadows;  the  substance  is  yet  to  come.  "\Miat 
before  required  but  practice  only  to  retain,  now  demands  study 
to  acquire,  and  still  more  study  to  keep. 

"While  other  sciences  have  been  punctured,  disturbed,  if  not 
in  a  measure  disrupted,  their  identity  is  still  preserved.  Like 
the  others,  the  military  art,  though  disturbed  and  punctured,  has 
never  been  diverted  out  of  its  identification.  While  much  of  it 
may  have  found  its  way  to  the  scrap-heap,  its  basic  principles, 
its  blessed  niemorics.  its  ancient  glories,  its  mighty  achievements, 
yet  remain;  it  is  still  the  science  of  war.  What  the  soldier 
learned  of  the  old,  instead  of  a  hindrance  was  of  vast  avail  in  hi^ 
acquisition  of  the  new.  Ilis  knowledge  of  the  past  was  no  incum- 
brance.    Helpful  as  an   aid  to  a  better  acquaintance  with    the 
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2>it'sent,  it  is  a  means  still  of  ser\-ieo  {or  what  the  future  may 
(Jemind. 

Through  ill!  the  thirty-tliree  years  of  Colonel  Bowiuaii's  active 
service  in  the  Xatioual  Guard,  two  as  cap>tain,  six  as  major,  two 
as  lieutenant-colonel,  twenty  as  colonel,  three  as  a  general  otlicer, 
tliis  evolutionary  f>roce5s,  in  all  its  orderly  seijuences,  was  in  grad- 
iial  progress,  until  in  fore  his  retirement  it  had  reached  its  present 
I>crfected  eiduiination. 

First  Lieutenant  and  C^uartermaster  If.  C.  Roberts  resigned 
June  2S,  1SS7.  Chaplain  rtobert  A.  Edwards,  consistent  in  the 
discharge  of  every  duty  incumbent  on  his  sacred  office,  resigned 
LNIay  27,  1SS7,  and  First  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  11.  Harrison 
Groff,  faithful  and  efficient  through  his  many  years  of  military 
usefulness,  surrendered  his  commission  by  resignation  and  was 
honorably  discharged  Juno  14,  1SS7.  Lieutenant  Gustavus  K. 
^[orehead  was  announced  by  Lieutenant-(  'olonel  Bowman  to  fill 
the  place  as  acting  ailjutant. 

On  Monday,  July  4,  1SS7,  the  Fi^;^t  brigade  was  paraded  in 
tbe  early  moniing  in  celebration  of  the  otu^  hundred  and  eleventh 
anniversary  of  American  independence.  The  First  Eegiment, 
with  Lieutenant-Colonel  BowTnan  in  command,  appeared  in 
State  blouse,  wliite  helmets,  and  white  trousers. 

At  an  election  held  at  the  regimental  aruir.vy  on  the  even- 
ing of  Friday.  July  1.'.,  1887,^  at  8.30  o'clock,  with  Col.  John 
W.  Schall,  of  the  Sixth  "Regiment,  presiding,  Col.  Wendell  P. 
Bowman,  by  the  imanimous  vote  of  the  line  officers,  was  elected 
to  the  colonelcy  of  the  First  Ilegiment.  He  accepted  the  office 
in  the  following  modest  announcement:  "  In  assuming  conmiand 
of  this  regiment  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  tlie  line  officers  at  the 
election  held  this  evening  the  Colonel  Conunanding  fully  appre- 
ciates the  high  h<iuor  conferred  iipon  and  the  confidence  reposed 
in  him." 

■■sion.  as  it  appears  from  the  '"Register  of  the 
lal  leport  of  tlie  adjutant-;ienoral,  bears  date 
itioii.  it  was  disclosed  that  the  endorsement 
1  certified  that  the  election  had  been  held  .Tuly 

the  adjutant  proneril  to  the  secretary  of  the 
|iie>te<l   "tliat  a   eiiHnni-.>ion   is-ue   to  date   from 

in    both    ofliees    )iave    now    been    made    to    read 
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The  saiiic  order  relieved  Lieutenant  Moreliead  from  duty  as 
dieting  adjutant  and  returned  him  to  his  company,  and  the  para- 
i,'rnph  that  so  directed  concluded  as  follows :  '"  The  Colonel  Com- 
manding recognizes  the  efficient  and  soldierly  manner  in  which 
Lieutenant  Morehead  discharged  his  duty." 

Announcement  was  at  the  same  time  made  of  the  staff  appoint- 
ments as  follows:  Adjutant,  Pearson  S.  Conrad;  Quartermaster, 
Frederick  P.  Xoons ;  Inspector  of  Kifle  Practice,  George  W. 
Coulston;  Surgeon,  J.  Wilks  O'Xeill;  Assistant  Surgeons,  Alexis 
JJupont  Smith  and  Edward  Martin;  Quartermaster-Sergeant, 
Tliomas  H.  Gallagher;  Commissary-Sergeant,  George  L.  Walker, 
Jr.;  Hospital  Steward,  Charles  Ouram;  Drum-Major,  William  T. 
Baker,  and  Bandmaster,  S.  IL  Kendle.  Subsequently,  on  August 
4,  1S.S7,  George  M.  Post,  having  been  honorably  discharged  as 
sergeant-major,  Samuel  IsT.  Ware,  Jr.,  of  Company  F,  was  named 
as  acting  sergeant-major  in  his  stead,  and  in  place  of  Thomas  H. 
Gallagher,  also  honorably  discharged,  Frank  Bingham,  of  Com- 
pany A,  was  appointed  quartermaster-sergeant. 

Two  of  these  appointees,  other  than  those  reappointed,  Adju- 
tant Conrad  and  Quartermaster  Koons,  had  already  made  hand- 
some records  with  the  regiment;  Adjutant  Conrad  as  captain  of 
Company  C  and  in  other  responsible  capacities,  and  Quartermas- 
ter Koons,  a  war  soldier  in  the  119th,  as  captain  of  Company  I, 
where  his  commission  had  expired  by  limitation. 

On  Tuesd.iy,  July  26,  1887,  Major  Thomas  E.  Huffington 
was  elected  lieutenant-colonel,  to  fill  the  vacancy  due  to  Colonel 
lto\\-man's  advancement.  Lieutenant-Colonel  0.  C.  Bosbyshell, 
.if  the  Second  Pegimcnt,  conducted  the  election,  and  on  August 
11,  1887,  at  Camp  Winfield  Scott  Hancock,  Mount  Gretna,  Cap- 
fain  J.  Lewis  Good,  of  Company  B,  was  elected  major,  vice 
Huffington  promoted.  Major  Ealph  F.  Cullinan,  Quartermaster 
First  Brigade,  presided  at  the  election. 

The  captains  wen-  as  follow-:  Captain  Howoll  C.  Broln-ky. 
( 'ompany  A;  Captain  William  Ewing,  Company  B,  elected  Au- 
ini-t  31,  1887,  as  ^fajor  Good's  successor;  Captain  Milton  C. 
Onne.  Company  C:  Captain  Harry  O.  Hastings,  Company  D: 
Captain  James  Muldoon,  Com])any  E;  Captain  George  Eiler,  Jr., 
Company  F;  Captain  Albert  L.  William-.  Company  G;  Captain 
riarence    T.    Ken-il,    Company  H;   Captain   J.  Dallas  Roberts, 
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elected  September  12,  l5s7,  viee  Koons,  coiniuissioned  expired; 
and  Captaiu  liobert  li.  Eringhurst,  Company  K. 

Lieutenant  Cuul-ton  inaugurated  his  appointment  as  inspector 
of  ritle  practice  bv  the  publication,  -n-ith  the  endorsement  of  the 
colonel  commanding,  of  a  series  of  specific  directions,  consonant 
with  others  of  a  similar  tenor  that  had  been  prescribed  by  his  pre- 
decessor for  practice  on  the  rifle  range,  for  the  season  which  had 
opened  in  May  and  was  to  terminate  in  November.  Practice  was 
expected  from  every  otiicer  and  enlisted  man,  exclusive  of  musi- 
cians, and  no  commutation  for  ammunition  or  rifle  range  would 
be  allowed  any  company  that  did  not  practise  upon  the  range  at 
least  twenty-five  men.  Classifications,  with  the  minimum  scores 
required  in  each,  together  with  three  competitive  prizes  and  their 
conditions,  were  announced.  The  fourth  class  as  it  was  defined 
was  a  "  consolation  prize  "  in  itself.  It  "  shall,"'  so  it  was  stated, 
"  consist  of  all  who  do  not  appear  upon  the  range  to  practise." 
The  qitalified  "  marksman  "  of  1SS6  was  permitted  to  shoot  for  a 
bar  of  1SS7  without  practice  in  tlie  lower  classes.  To  win  the 
right  to  wear  the  badge  of  "  marksmanship,"  those  classifying  in 
the  first  class  were  required,  shooting  at  200  and  500  yards,  to 
make  a  combined  score  at  the  two  distances  equal  to  t:wenty-five 
points  or  over. 

A  subsequent  order  in  Augitst  of  the  same  year  from  the  in- 
spector of  rifle  practice,  in  which  he  announces  dates  for  the  prize 
competition,  contains  this  suggestive  paragraph.  Plis  prophetic 
deliverance  has  had  something  of  a  realization : 

We  have  ofEcers  and  men  who  are  capable  and  in  every  Tvav  qualified  to 
become  some  of  the  best  marksmen  in  the  country;  now  that  the  regiment 
is  armed  with  the  new  and  improved  45  cal.  rilles  tliere  is  no  reason  why 
we  should  cot  have  tlie  largest  number  of  marksmen  as  well  as  the  strongest 
rifle  team   in  the  State. 

The  encampment  for  the  year  ISST  was  a  division  encamp- 
ment; its  location.  !Mount  Gretna,  a  site  well  adapted  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  frequently  in  use.  On  the  railroad  that  connects  Corn- 
wall Station  on  the  Pennsylvania  with  Lebanon  on  the  Lebanon 
Valley,  its  facilities  for  moving  troops  and  transporting  their  im- 
pedimenta, not  always  at  command  in  other  localities,  probalily 
has  had  mtich  to  do  \\-ith  its  frequent  selection.  The  time  fixed 
was  from  Saturdav,  Aucrust  6,  to  Saturday,  August  13,  and  the 
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name  announced  was  Camp  Winfield  Scott  Hancock,  doubtless  for 
die  same  reason  tliat  the  same  designation  was  given  to  tlie  camp 
of  tLe  First  Uegiment  the  year  previous — that  it  was  the  first 
distinctively  military  event  of  State-wide  import  that  occurred 
nearest  to  the  time  of  the  decease  of  that  distinguished  soldier. 

The  regiment  was  moved  to  the  grounds  by  the  Philadelphia 
and  Heading  Kailroad.  The  pi-escribed  routine,  as  laid  down  by 
Colonel  Bowman  in  general  orders,  was  without  material  change 
from  the  vogue  prevalent  heretofore.  With  reveille  at  five  min- 
utes of  six  and  taps  at  ten,  there  was  but  little  opportunity  for 
aught  else  through  the  day  but  duty.  The  soldier  was  not  per- 
mitted to  leave  the  camp  except  upon  a  pass  properly  counter- 
signed, and  then  he  must  appear  with  his  coat  always  buttoned, 
liis  waist-belt  on,  and  without  arms.  Keligious  exercises  were 
held  on  Sunday,  August  7,  at  11  o'clock.  Days  were  specially 
named  for  rifle  practice;  9.30  a.  ji.  for  battalion  drill,  2  to  -i  p.  m. 
for  company  and  skirmish  drills,  and  6.30  p.  m.  for  dress  parade, 
with  guard  mount  in  the  morning,  were  the  hours  set  apart  for 
facli  day's  performance  in  these  particular  exercises  and  move- 
ments. The  battalion  was  formed  on  the  regimental  parade 
ground  at  9  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  August  11  "  for  battalion 
movements  designated  by  the  adjutant-general  as  the  inspection 
of  troops  upon  tlie  field.'' 

On  Tuesday,  August  9,  at  S.15  in  the  morning,  there  was  the 
annual  muster  and  inspection  by  the  adjutant-general.  Adjutant- 
General  Presley  X.  Guthrie  had  retired  with  Governor  Pattison 
and  Adjutant-General  Daniel  II.  Hastings,  promoted  from  the 
colonelcy  of  the  Fifth  Pegiment  as  Colonel  Guthrie  had  been  from 
the  Eighteenth,  had  succeeded  him. 

As  a  result  of  this  inspection,  with  an  aggregate  of  533.  431 
present,  and  102  absent,  the  percentage  present  was  81.3.  The 
ratings  were  noted  as  superior,  very  good,  etc.,  in  the  companies, 
but  no  general  average  is  reported  for  the  regiment.  The  rifle 
practice  for  the  year  totalled  ITS ;  47  as  sharpshooters  and  131  as 
'•  marksman." 

The  distinctive  feature  of  this  encampment  was  the  thorough 
and  exhaustive  official  report  of  Col.  Elwell  Stephen  Otis,  of 
the  Twentieth  United  States  Infantry,  the  officer  detailed  by  the 
War  Department  to  inspect  the  trixjps  of  the  Xational  Guard  of 
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Peiinsylviiiiia  at  liifir  annual  (.•iicampniunt  f,,r  the  year  l^,sT  at 
Alouut  Gretna.  Ih-  ikA  unly  .Irew  cunclusiuns  anJ  gave  tlieni,  but 
he  found  faets  and  .-,;ated  ilioni.  Culonel  Otis  was  au  officer  of 
temperanieut,  rc<eareli,  aeeuraes,  and  thoroughness  that  specially 
fitted  hiui  fur  this  particuUir  kind  of  duty.  So  much  was  the 
report  appreciate.!  that  althougii  published  in  full  iu  the  adjutaut- 
gcueral's  report  of  1SS7,  it  was  nuide  the  subject  of  a  general  or- 
der, General  Order  Xo.  1,  of  the  current  series  of  ISSS,  reprinted 
and  published  in  full  agaiu  iu  ISSS,  "  for  the  iufomatiou  aud 
beneht  of  the  Guard."  Space  forbids  its  introduction  as  a  wliulo, 
but  such  extracts  follow  as  will  tend  to  give  its  general  tone,  and 
from  which  its  purport  may  be  fairly  deduced. 

The  diViMun  ie\ii'ws,  especially  tlie  one  tendered  to  LieuteiuuiteiL-neial 
Shendna  on  the  la-,1  day  of  the  eucanipnient,  were  admirably  condiicted. 
The  division  was  formed  in  line  of  masses,  the  limited  extent  of  avaihible 
ground  not  admitting  of  any  other  formation,  with  artillery  and  cavalry 
on  the  left.  The  troops  were  correctly  and  effectively  presented,  and  re- 
mained in  projwr  po-ition  while  the  reviewing  officer  passed  around  the  lines. 
They  passed  in  review,  infantry  in  column  of  companies,  artillery  aud 
cavalry  in  colunm  of  platoons.  The  topography  of  the  field  was  sucii  that 
the  column,  marching  steadily  and  with  distances  properly  maintained,  could 
be  .seen  a  long  distance  to  the  left  as  it  approached  the  post  of  the  review- 
ing odicer.  As  it  passed,  distances  were  carefullv  preserved,  alignments 
accurately  maintained,  and  ranks  well  closed.  The"  brigade  bands.  folloAved 
by  the  consolidated  brigade  field  music,  played  in  perfect  time,  wheeled  out 
of  the  colunm  with  ease,  and  took  right  positions, 'ceasing  to  play,  aud  fol- 
lowing brigades  as  prescribed.  Field  music  and  color-bearers  did  not  forget 
to  pay  directed  honors,  and  officers  of  the  line  and  staff  were  in  their  proper 
places.  A  close  observer  of  the  entire  ceremony,  I  did  not  discover  anv 
marked  errors,  either  of  omission  or  counnission,  and  throughout  it  was  more 
accurately  conducted  than  any  review  of  a  large  bodv  of  troops  that  1  have 
ever  attended. 

iiesides,  it   [tlic  Guard]   is  composed   largely  of  homogeneous  elements 

of  men  who  enter  tlie  ranks  and  gi\e  time  and  money  to  perfect  themselves 
as  soldiers  and  protectors  of  organized  society,  from' a  sense  of  the  obli.'a- 
tions  which  they  owe  as  citizens  to  the  State.  It  is  this  spirit  of  willfng 
submission  to  its  own  created  authority  for  the  public  good  which  animates 
and  sustains  it.  'Hie  discipline  whieli  exists  is,  therefore,  to  a  great  extent, 
self-impo-ed,  not  forced.  It  is  internal  in  the  body  itself,  and  the  law 
fosters  it  by  giving  to  that  body  the  power  to  punish  its  refractory  mem- 
bers. .  Its  intelligence,  its  practical  knowledge  of  military  matters,  its"  equip- 
ment, and  its  determination  to  perform  the  duties  wliieh  may  be  required 
of  it,  are  the  tests  by  which  its  efficiency  nuist  be  judged.  Its  intelliirencc 
is  of  a  high  order:  its  organization  i-;"  elTective:  its  practical  knowlcd-c. 
considering  its  opportunities,  very  marked,  and  its  equipment  is  adequate 
and   adapted   to   the  service,   except    in    the   matter   of   arms,   a   defect   which 
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tiial  sulioriliiiation  ami  the  zeal  with  uiiiih  it  pur-UPS  iiistriiLtinn.  An 
iiidicatinii  ijf  that  zeal  is  scon  in  the  large  altiiidance  at  camp;  nincty-tuiir 
per  eenliim  of  its  entire  oijuippei!  forre  was  present,  and  from  une  hri^raile 
of  more  than  3,000  men,  there  were  but  three  per  centum  of  al)sentees.  Of 
those  present,  ninety-nine  per  eentnm  were  elTective  for  duty. 

Ill  tl.e  coucliuliiig  jiarayrapli  i.>l'  a  ciroular  issued  suLseqiieut 
to  the  encampment,  Colonel  Bowman  makes  this  eougTatulatory 
allusion  to  the  occasion :  "'  The  honors  won  by  tlie  regiment  at  the 
last  encampment  appeal  to  the  prido  of  every  member,  aud  the 
praise  received  from  General  Sheridan  and  our  own  major-general 
commanding  should  mako  every  soldier  renew  his  fealty  to  the 
service  and  spur  him  on  to  gTcater  efficiency." 

The  event  of  the  year,  national  in  its  import,  was  tlie  celebra- 
tion of  tlie  centennial  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  by  the  Constitutional  Convention  at 
Philadelphia,  September  17,  17ST.  The  celebration  had  been 
months  in  preparation.  Colonel  Theo.  E.  Wiedershoim,  as  secre- 
tary of  the  committee,  had  largely  to  do  with  its  executive  deti^ils. 
Lieut.-Gen.  Philip  II.  Sheridan,  U.  S.  A.,  was  in  command  of 
the  military,  with  Gen.  James  W.  Latta  as  his  chief  of  staff. 

The  17th  of  September,  1S87,  fell  upon  Saturday.  Friday, 
the  IGth  (the  ceremonies  had  covered  the  week)  was  set  apart 
as  ^Military  Day.  The  pageant  was  a  memorable  one.  The  sol- 
diers, sailors,  cadets,  and  war  veterans  in  line  nuntbcred  2i,793. 
They  represented  the  army  and  navy,  militia  from  sixteen  States, 
cadets  from  neighboring  colleges,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic, and  Sons  of  Veterans.  The  column  started  from  South 
Broad  Street  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  y\.,  passed  in  review  before  the 
President  of  the  T'nited  States,  Gruver  Cleveland,  at  Broad  and 
Walnut,  and  again  before  Lieutenant-Goneral  Sheridan  on  Xorth 
Broad  Street,  and  if-  head  reacheil  the  ii.dnt  of  di-nii-^-al  at  1.4<"t 
p.  M.  The  time  of  the  parailo  passing  a  given  point  was  two  hours 
aiul  forty  minutes,  aud  the  distances  traversed  averagcil  about  nine 
and  one-half  miles,  including  the  march  from  ami  to  rlie  place  of 
rendezvous  to  the  })]ace  of  f((nnati'>n.  The  stn-nnih  nf  the  Penn- 
svlvania  division  was  t;.4.-k  The  Fir~t  B.-inient.  C..1.  \\,u- 
dell  P.  liownum.

and  Edward  [Martiu,  Inspector  of  liiflc  Practice  George  W.  Coiils- 
ton,  ten  companies,  20  otiieers,  and  4S7  men,  totalled  513.  The 
Twentr-seeond  Xew  York,  Col.  John  F.  Camp  commanding-,  was 
its  guest,  and  in  the  afternoon  after  the  dismissal  of  the 
parade  its  otBcers  and  men  were  entertained  at  the  regimental 
armory,  and  in  the  evening  its  officers  only  at  the  Union  Leagiw. 
The  regiment  also  had  charge  of  and  acted  as  escort  to  the  Win- 
chester Light  Infantry,  Company  F,  Second  Virginia  Infantry. 
Captain  John  F.  Xulton  commanding.

As  indicated  by  the  following  cautionary  order,  the  colonel 
commanding  had  lent  his  energies  to  the  occasion  to  bring  his 
command  to  its  best  efficiencv : 
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Military  critics  from  all  parts  of  the  country  have  been  specially  se- 
lected to  criticise  the  troops  as  they  march  in  review,  as  to  tlie  salutes, 
ali^rnments,  etc.;  therefore,  the  colonel  commanding  cautions  the  olhcers  to 
be  very  careful  in  preserving  at  all  times  the  proper  distance  and  alignments, 
and  every  officer  must  salute  wlien  six  yards  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States  at  the  same  time  looking  toward  him,  and  face  to  the  front 
and  resume  the  carry,  when  six  yards  beyond  him.  Do  not  salute  the  entire 
reviewing  stand,  but  simply  the  President.  Many  of  the  officers  salute  too 
quick,  or  at  too  great  a  distance — remember  it  is  only  eighteen  feet  from  the 
renewing  officer.  Many  of  the  ollicers,  also  in  marcliing  in  column,  march 
too  far  in  advance  of  their  subdivisions;  the  proper  distance  is  two  yards 
in  front.  This  must  also  be  carefully  observed  at  all  times,  and  special 
criticism  will  be  made  as  to  this  point.  The  guides  are  responsible  for  the 
distance,  and  must  at  all  times  be  vigilant,  and  neither  gain  or  lose  ground. 

That  his  efforts  ^vere  fruitful  of  results  is  quite  apparent  from 
his  coii£jratulatorv  order  of  September  29,  which  forcefullv  speaks 
for  itself: 

The  colonel  commanding  congratulates  the  officers  and  men  of  this  com- 
mand upon  their  soldierly  appearance  and  large  turnout  on  Military  Day, 
10th  inst.,  in  the  celebration  of  the  adoption  of  our  Federal  Constitutiou. 
The  occasion,  it  is  true,  was  one  to  inspire  every  soldier  with  patriotism  and 
entliusiasm,  having  that  distinguished  soldier,  Lieut. -Gen.  P.  H.  Sheridan 
in  command  of  all  tlie  troops,  and  being  reviewe*!  both  by  him  and  the 
President  of  the  I'nited  States,  but  your  strength  upon  that  day  was  made 
stronger  and  more  manifest  by  tlie  united  energy  and  determination  of  the 
rank  and  file  to  succeed.  He  hopes,  henceforth,  to  see  the  same  energy  and 
generous  rivalry  prevail  among  all  the  companies  and  upon  every  occasion. 
Remember  the  record  and  honor  of  the  regiment  are  in  your  hands;  to  pre- 
serve and  maintain  them  you  must  be  ever  active,  always  vigilant,  always 
ready.  Let  your  watchword  be  unceasing  activity,  prompt  attention  to  all 
duty,  and  never   less   than   twenty-four  solid  componv   front. 

On  Tuesday,  October  IS,  18S7,  the  regiment  was  paraded  in 
the  afternoon  to  participate  in  the  ceremonies  incident  to  dedica- 
tion of  the  equestrian  statue  in  Fairmount  Park  erected  to  com- 
memorate the  eminent  military  services  of  the  commander  last 
in  appointment  and  longest  in  place  of  tlie  Army  of  the  Potomac 
and  its  Gettysburg  hero,  ^Maj.-Gen.  George  Gordon  Meade.  Of 
the  five  commanders  of  that  army,  during  its  four  years  of  exist- 
ence— McDowell.  ;McClellan.  Puniside,  Hooker,  and  ]\reade — 
two,  McClellau  and  ^Meade.  were  Philadelphians.  This  was  the 
comment  of  a  morning  newspaper: 

The  tribute  of  tlie  loyal  city  of  Philadelphia  to  the  memory  of  Maj.-Gcn. 
George  Gordon  ileade  was  paid  yesterday  with  an  enthusiasm  that  sliowed 
how  lastingly  on  the  popular  mind  was  the  reputation  of  the  man  who, 
among  hia   many  other  heroic  d'>eds.  was   the  acknowledged   hero  of  Gettvs-

Maj.-Gen.  Johu  Gibbou  JelivereJ  the  oration.  He  wa.s  thi- 
division  conimaudor  of  the  division  of  the  Secoad  Army  Corp^ 
that  held  the  stone  wall  at  Gettysburg  and  had  been  brought ^froiu 
his  far-off  station  on  the  Pacific  Coast  specially  for  the  occasion. 

A  plirase  of  the  orator's  apt,  peculiar,  and  adroitly  illustrativi- 
of  its  purpose,  seldom  seen  in  print,  rarely  repeated,  is  still  re- 
membered. General  Gibbon  was  dwelling  for  tlic  moment  u[>on 
the  absolute  necessity  of  an  army  commander  concealing  his  every 
campaign  thought  while  his  campaign  was  in  progi-ess,  when  lift- 
ing his  militaiy  cap  that  lay  Ix^side  him,  he  said:  "If  I  had 
thought  that  my  cap  luul  aught  of  acquaintance  with  what  wa- 
going  on  beneath  it  I  would  take  it  off  and  cast  it  from  me." 

On  November  5,  1S87,  Gen.  Chas.  M.  Prevost,  the  fourth 
colonel  of  and  the  first  major-general  to  be  appointed  from  thr- 
First  Eegiment,  after  a  lingering  illness  died  at  his  home,  22. "■ 
South  Forty-second  Street,  Philadelphia.  His  funeral  was  largely 
attended,  and  among  those  who  were  present  of  his  former  assi>- 
ciates  in  his  old  First  Eegiment  Avere  Colonels  Ellmaker,  Latta. 
Wiedersheim,  Geo.  H.  Xorth,  William  W.  Allen,  and  General 
Charles  P.  HeiTing.  Tlie  colors  which  General  Prevost  himself 
bore  when  he  held  his  regiment,  tlie  llSth  Pennsylvania,  so  stead- 
fastly under  its  severe  punishment  at  the  battle  of  Shepherdstown 
were  placed  upon  the  coffin. 

He  was  rememliered  by  resolutions,  memorial^,  and  tributr< 
in  the  various  organizations,  civic  and  military,  in  whicii  he  held 
membership,  but  the  one  that  most  significantl.y  treats  of  his  mili- 
tary life  is  that  of  tlie  ^^'nnsylvania  Commandery  of  tlie  ^[ilitary 
Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  tlie  United  States,  of  which  he  had 
been  a  member  from  its  earlio.-t  times,  and  whii-ji  wa^  in  part  :i- 
follows : 

At  the  lireakin-  nut  of  tlie  Civil  War  General  ricvn-t  took  an  active- 
part  in  the  formation  of  the  (!vay  Reserves.  He  was  afterward  appninti.l 
assistant  adjutant-;.'enoral  on  the  staff  of  Bri^.-Gen.  F.  K.  Patterson  and 
served   in  all  the  battles  of  the  peninsula.   .   .   . 

After  the  retreat  to  Harrison's  Landing.'.  General  Prevo-t  was  prostrated 
with    malarial    fever,     t'poii    his    recovery,    in    Aujiist.    ]Si;2.    he    was    seleet.-d 
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til  (Oininand  the  UStli  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  \\liich  was  being  recruited 
tiv  tlif  Corn  Kxclianfre  (now  Coinniorciul  Kxclian^je  of  Philadelphia).  This 
«'i<;   coTisidered    a   di-r  in;,aiished    mark    of   approbation   and   eontidence.  .  .   . 

t^ome  time  after  the  cloee  of  the  war  he  was  elected  colonel  of  ihi? 
Kir>t  Ke^'iment  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and  was  subsequently  ap- 
pointed  to  the  command  of  the  First   Division,  with   the   rank  of  major-gen- 


He  was  a  courteous  Christian  '^'entleman  and  thorough  soldier.  Hi-^ 
p.itiiotism.  so  conspicuously  exhibit!  d  during  the  war,  continued  warm  and 
feiv.nt  until   the  clo-^e   of  his   life. 

Captaia  Howell  C.  Brolasky,  eaiitaiii  of  Company  A,  die<l 
Ueeember  17,  1SS7,  still  a  young  man  of  but  twenty-nine.  The 
commissioned  officers  of  the  re^ment,  Avho  attended  his  funeral  in 
full  uniform  in  a  body,  were  directed  to  wear  the  usual  badge 
of  mourning  for  sixty  days,  and  a  regimental  general  order  made 
announcement  as  follows: 

r.y  his  death  this  regiment  lias  .-.u^taiiied  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  elll- 
cient  officers,  and  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  a  faithful  and  brave 
soldier.  His  military  record,  from  the  time  he  entered  the  ranks  in  his  teens, 
throughout  all  the  grades  of  a  noncommissioned  officer  to  the  command  of 
his  company,  is  one  to  which  his  surviving  comrades  can  point  with  honor 
and  pride,  distingtii-hinl  throughout  for  fidelity  to  duty,  constant  activity, 
and  fearless  courage. 

First  Lieutenant  Kirk  W.  ]\Iagill,  who  had  joined  the  com- 
pany January  1,  ISTti,  passed  through  the  tMO  grades  of  a  non- 
commissioned otHcer  and  both  lieutenancies,  was  on  Jantiary  IS, 
1SS8,  chosen  as  the  successor  of  Captain  Brolasky. 

On  April  30,  1S8S,  Captain  Eobert  E.  Cringhurst  resigned 
his  captaincy  of  Com])any  K,  and  First  Lieutenant  Alexander  -T. 
Diamond,  who,  enlisted  as  a  private  September  6,  1880,  having 
advanced  through  the  inten-eniug  grades,  was  oil  June  4,  ISSS, 
elected  his  successor.  Captain  J.  Dallett  Roberts,  wlio  had  seen 
service  in  tJie  regiment  in  different  eap.acities  from  June  5,  1ST.', 
on  December  15,  ISSS,  resigned  the  captaincy  of  Company  T,  and 
on  Jtine  12,  1SS9,  First  Lieutenant  Thomas  R  P.  Todd,  who  had 
been  with  the  regiment  since  Xovember  3,  ISS-""!,  was  elei'tod  to 
succeed  him. 

On  February  IT,  ISSS.  Ecv.  Isaac  L.  Xicln'ls..u.  D.D.,  rector 
of  the  parish  of  St.  ]\[ark's.  was  appointed  reg-imental  chaplain. 
On  the  same  day  Hon.  Eoies  Penrose,  afterward  riiited  .Stati-* 
SennTiir  from  Pennsylvania,  wa^  named  as  pa\auaster.

In  JaiiiKiry,  ISSS,  new  rules  for  the  ai)pointraent  of  non-com- 
missioned o'ricers  were  announced,  and  all  others  inconsistent 
therewith  were  revoked. 

Commandants  of  companies  when  a  vacancy  existed  were  to 
recommend  upon  the  proper  blank  a  man  competent  for  the  place, 
who  would,  thereupon  be  directed  to  report  to  the  regimental  mili- 
tary board,  and  only  those  so  recommended  would  be  permitted  to 
be  examined.  A  failure  to  report,  if  there  was  no  excuse  there- 
for previously  submitted  in  writing,  would  dismiss  the  applica- 
tion without  further  consideration.  Xone  were  to  wear  the  chev- 
rons of  their  rank  until  the  report  of  the  examining  board  had 
been  approved  and  the  name  of  the  appointee  announced  from  regi- 
mental headquarters.  Eeductions  to  the  ranks  could  only  be  made 
for  sufficient  cause  and  through  the  application  of  the  company 
commander. 

Instruction  in  the  school  of  the  battalion  was  rigorously  pur- 
sued, the  right  wing  assigiied  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Huthngton 
and  the  left  to  ]Major  Good,  with  the  regiment  paraded  at  inter- 
vals in  full-dress  uniform,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Bow- 
man, for  dress  parade,  review,  and  other  military  ceremonies. 

Col.  Xapoleon  B.  Kneass,  the  second  colonel  to  command 
the  regiment,  died  at  his  residence,  1812  ^orth  Eighteenth  Street, 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  Friday,  :jrarch  16,  ISSS.  His  last 
remembered  presence  at  any  display  or  function  was  in  the  IMay 
previous,  when,  with  the  others  of  the  then  surviving  colonels,  he 
was  in  attendance  at  a  farewell  banquet  given  by  the  officers  of 
the  regiment  to  Colonel  TTicdersheim  on  the  occasion  of  liis  resig- 
nation. Colonel  Wiedersheiin  still  recalls  the  trend  of  his  very 
interesting  and  instructive  address. 

Colonel  Kneass  had  been  a  cadet  at  the  "West  Point  I\Iilitary 
Academy.  Admitted  July  1,  1S33,  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
and  two  months,  he  resigned  August  31,  1S35,  having,  especially 
in  his  second  year,  attained  quite  a  creditable  standing.  On  the 
roll  of  '•'  Cadets  in  the  order  of  merit  in  their  respective  classes  as 
determined  by  the  general  examination  in  June,  183.5,"  Xapoleon 
B.  Ivneass,  then  a  third  cla==man,  stands  42  in  a  class  of  73  ;  and 
on  the  '■'  di'ill  of  the  Cadets  Arranged  according  to  merit  in  con- 
duct "  Xapnleon  E.  Kneass  stands  with  but  54  demerits  in  the 
entire  vear,  00  in  a  total  of  240. 
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Of  Colonel  Kneass's  classmates,  many  of  them  Ijeeame  famous, 
some  g-iants  in  ^var.  On  the  Union  side,  ^Maj.-G-en.  Jo>eph 
Hooker  commanded  the  Army  of  the  Potomac;  LMaj.-Geu.  John 
Sedgwick  commanded  the  Sixth  Army  Corps,  and  Brig.-Gen. 
Edward  D.  Townsend  was  adjutant-general  of  tlio  Army  of  the 
United  States.  On  the  Confederate  side  Gen.  Jubal  A.  Early 
and  Gen.  Braxton  Bragg  both  commanded  armies.  Gen.  .John  C. 
Pemberton  surrendered  Vicksbiu-g  to  Grant,  and  Gen.  Edward 
Johnson,  with  his  entire  division  was  captured  in  General  Han- 
cock's irresistible  assault  on  the  Angle  at  Spottsylvania  ]\Iay  12, 
1S64. 

In  observance  of  the  twenty-seventh  anniversary  the  regiment 
was  paraded  in  full-dress  unifonn  accompanied  by  the  Veteran 
Corps  on  April  19,  ISSS.  The  regimental  line  was  formed  at  3.30 
o'clock  and  the  column  moved  at  i  with  band  and  field  music,  field 
and  staff  naounted.  Entertainments  and  banquets  incident  to  the 
occasion  followed  through  the  evening. 

The  spring  inspections  through  early  ^lay  were  niade  at  the 
regimental  armory,  first  the  right  wing,  on  May  1,  and  then  the 
left  vri-ng,  on  Hay  -i,  by  ^lajor  A.  Lawrence  'Wetberell,  the  brigade 
inspector.  The  companies  appeared  in  State  uniform  in  light 
marching  order,  and  were  exercised  in  the  school  of  the  company, 
battalion,  skirmish  drill,  and  giiard  moimting.  And  on  Monday, 
May  7,  at  S  o'clock  p.  :m.,  the  whole  regiment  was  assembled  at  the 
regimental  armory  in  heavy  marching  order  for  the  concluding 
requirements  of  the  inspection. 

Colonel  Bo\raian  summed  up  the  result  of  these  several 
mancpuvres  in  the  first  paragi'aph  of  his  Circular  Xo.  2,  of  May 
22,  18S8,  as  follows: 

The  colonel  commandinfr  congratulates  the  regiment  npon  it3  iraprored 
appearance  in  the  dres>  uniform,  thn  great  activity  displayed  on  the  part 
of  oiricera  and  men  in  turning  out  increased  strength  on  the  occasion  of  the 
parade  celebrating  the  twenty-seventh  anniversary  of  the  organization  of 
the  command  and  at  tlie  annual  spring  inspection,  there  being  absent  on 
the  latter  occasion  but  sixty-nine  men  on  the  active  roll;  vs-ith  the  same 
spirit  and  activity  continued  we  need  have  no  fear  for  the  past  history  and 
record  of  our  organization. 

With  field  and  staff  mounted,  band  and  drum  corps,  men 
wearinir  helmets,  dress  coats,  white  trousers,  white  waist-belts, 
State  cartridge  boxes,  and  steel  scabbards,  tlie  rccimental  line  was 
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formed  at  eight  o"e!<iek  in  the  uKiniiug  fur  pavaile  whli  the  bri- 
gade on  Wednesday,  July  4,  iS.Ss,  in  celehration  uf  the  one  hun- 
dredth and  twelfth  anniversary  of  the  signini^-  of  the  Deelaration 
of  Independence. 

A  general  order  from  headquarters  of  the  Xational  Guard,  of 
May  11,  IS^S,  announced  that  the  several  brigades  would  encamp 
at  such  place  as  the  brigade  commanders  might  select,  the  First 
Urigade  from  Saturday,  July  21,  to  Saturday,  July  -S.  The  en- 
campment, as  subsetiuently  directed  by  General  Snowden,  was 
located  near  Norristown,  and  was  designated  "  Camp  Adam  J. 
Siemmer,"  in  honor  of  Brig. -Gen.  Adam  J.  Slemmcr,  the  distin- 
guished otlicer  of  the  army  who  held  Fort  Pickens  in  April,  18G1. 
when  other  United  States  forts  were  compelled  to  yield  to  the 
first  assaults  of  the  Confederacy.  General  Siemmer,  with  Gen- 
erals Hancock  and  llartranft,  made  up  the  three  distinguished 
soldiers  that  Xonistown  had  supplied  to  the  Union  Army.  Their 
remains  all  "  rest  in  peace  and  honor "  in  the  cemetery  near 
the  grounds  of  the  encampment.  These  groiuids  were  kindly 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  brigade  "  by  public-spirited  citizens 
of  the  t0A\-n,  who  also  daily  distributed  large  and  sufficient  quan- 
tities of  ice  and  otherwise  in  many  ways  contributed  to  the  com- 
fort and  satisfaction  of  the  command."'  Fronting  the  Schuylkill. 
full  opportunity  was  afforded  for  bathing,  excellent  water  was 
supplied  in  abundance  through  pipes,  and  the  Peimsylvania  and 
Reading  Railroads  in  immediate  proximity  "  furnished  facilities 
for  moving  the  troops  and  stipplios  with  convenience  and 
despatch."' 

The  usual  detail  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  HufHnglon,  six  en- 
listed men  from  each  company,  with  proper  complement  of  com- 
missioned officers,  preceded  the  regiment  on  July  10,  charged  witli 
the  erection  of  the  canvas,  laying  out  and  constrtiction  of  the 
camp,  under  the  supervision  of  Major  Ralph  F.  Cullitian,  division 
quartennaster.  The  regiment  assemble<l  nt  the  ariiiory  on  the 
morning  of  Saturday,  July  21,  and,  moving  to  the  railway  sta- 
tion, was  from  there  transported  to  its  destinntion. 

A  morning  gun  at  '>.'■>()  o'clock  announced  and  the  iausician« 
sounded  reveille;  a  gun  was  also  tired  for  retreat  at  sundown; 
otherwise  there  was  no  material  change  in  the  hours  or  the  char- 
acter of  the  calls  for  dntv. 
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A  I'tatiiiT  of  this  fuciUiiiniient.  the  liL-ttcT  to  coutiuue  uuiforui- 
iry  in  carU-  training,  LifUtenant  William  M.  Bonsall,  of  Conipatiy 
A,  was  detailed  as  regimental  squad  instnietor,  and  as  such  was 
<lirected  to  relieve  Lieutenant  Robert  G.  Stinson  on  July  21,  at 
Camp  Adam  J.  SliMinn.r.  He  was  directed  to  drill  the  squad 
daily  from  0  to  11  a.  .m.,  and  cummaudauts  of  companies  were  in- 
structed to  report  all  ncruits  to  the  regimental  squad  ns  heretofore 
required.  Sergeant  Wintield  L.  ]\[argerum,  of  Company  A,  and 
Corporal  ]I.  S.  Lewars,  of  Company  E,  were  detailed  to  report 
to  Lieutenant  Bonsall  fur  duty  with  the  regimental  squad. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  arrival  of  the  regiment  in  camp,  the 
quarters  were  ins2)ected  by  Adjutant-General  Hastings.  Com- 
pany commandants  were  directed  to  have  their  company  streets 
and  mess  tents  down  to  the  line,  sinks  and  field  and  staff  quarters 
hack  to  the  line  of  guard  tents  thoroughly  policed,  and  the  men. 
on  the  approach  of  the  inspecting  officer,  with  blouse-  buttoned 
were  to  stand  at  attention  in  front  of  their  quarters. 

Tiic  morning  in^pcetion  held  by  company  comuumdants  in 
their  company  streets,  guard  mount,  and  dress  parade  were  the 
only  calls  made  on  the  soldier  for  Sunday,  July  22. 

Drills,  exercises,  ceremonies,  followed  each  other  in  rigid 
compliance  with  niles  and  regulations.  At  4.30  o'clock  on  the 
afternoon  of  Thursday,  Jidy  2(),  the  brigade  was  reviewed  by 
Governor  James  A.  Beaver,  commander-in-chief;  and  on  Monday, 
July  23,  there  was  in  the  afternoon  the  annual  muster  and  in- 
spection of  the  regiment  by  the  adjutant-general. 

As  the  result  of  tlie  inspection,  with  an  aggregate  of  ."jOI,  566 
present  ami  I'ut  2S  absent,  the  regiment  secured  a  p-crcentage 
])resent  of  95.3.  L'nder  the  new  system  of  determining  values, 
its  "general  average"  was  63. S,  and  "figure  of  efficiency"  60.S. 
The  highest  regimental  "  figure  of  efficiency  "  was  75.91,  attained 
by  the  Eighth  Eegiment,  and  the  First  Eegiment  stood  sixth  on 
the  list  of  the  sixteen  regiments.  It  stands  in  such  marked  con- 
trast with  the  figures  for  the  next  year,  1SS9,  when  the  regiment, 
■witb  a  "  figure  of  efticiency  "  of  85.4,  with  the  Eighth  the  next 
below  rated  nearly  as  it  was  before,  at  76.5,  with  no  surface  in- 
dications to  show  any  depreciation,  that  the  falling  off  seems 
scarcely  cxjilainablc,  except  that  there  was  a  mistake  somewhere. 
In  1SS9,  with  the  iinprovement  in  its  rating,  the  First  Tlegimcnt 
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was  restored  otScially  to  its  foriuer  prestige,  not  only  the  first 
DUDierically,  as  it  ahvays  had  been,  but  the  lirst  in  etiiciency,  as 
it  nearly  always  had  been. 

What  went  to  make  up  the  "  figure  of  efficiency  "'  and  how  it 
was  obtained  is  to  be  found — different  methods  prevailed  at 
different  times — in  the  annual  report  of  the  acting  inspector-, 
general,  Col.  William  J.  Elliott,  for  the  year  ISSS : 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  relative  standing  of  the  different 
companies  and  regiments  a  '"  Figure  of  Eftieiency  "  is  given  to  each  and  ar- 
rived at  as  follows: 

A  "  general  average,"'  with  a  maximum  numerical  value  of  one  hundred, 
has  been  established;  it  is  produced  by  allowing  a  maximum  of  ten  to  each 
of  the  following  headings,  viz.:  "School  of  the  Soldier,"  "school  of  the 
conlpanj-,"  "  school  of  the  battalion,"  '"  skirmishers,"  "  guard  duty," 
"ceremonies,"  "discipline,"  "target  practice";  a  maximum  of  fifteen  to  the 
combination  of  the  two  headings,  "  Condition  of  arms  and  equipments." 
and  "condition  of  clothing";  a  maximum  of  five  to  the  heading,  "Books 
and  papers." 

A  grading  under  each  heading  with  their  respective  numerical  values  has 
been  made  as  follows:  Very  superior,  10;  Superior,  9;  Very  good,  7;  Good, 
5;   Fair,  3;   Poor,   1. 

When  the  maximum  allowance  is  fifteen,  the  grading  numerical  values 
must  be  increased  one-half,  and  where  the  maximum  allowance  is  five,  they 
must  be  decreased  one-half. 

The  "  percentage  of  attendance "  and  the  "  general  average "  having 
been  determined,  the  product  of  their  multiplication  will  be  the  "  figure 
of  efficiency." 

The  official  comments  of  note  of  this  encampment  were  as 
follows,  from  the  annual  report  of  General  Snowden : 

The  usual  parades  and  ceremonies  were  observed.  The  Governor  and 
Commander-in-Chief,  accompanied  by  Major-Cieneral  Hartranft,  and  their 
respective  staffs,  reviewed  the  brigade  on  Thursday,  the  2Gth  July,  and  led 
it  in  parade  through  the  streets  of  Xorri-town.  Although  the  inspection  by 
the  adjutant-general  was  rigid  and  more  exacting  than  heretofore,  it  was 
met  with  entire  cheerfulness  and  with  the  hope  of  showing  increased  pro- 
ficiency. .  .  . 

While  guard  duty  was  not  performed  with  the  accuracy  and  spirit  with 
which  it  might  be  done,  it  showed  improvement  in  some  respects  over  pre- 
■vious  years,  and  the  evident  desire  to  learn  and  put  in  practice  necessary 
requirements  to  that  end  show  not  only  the  advance,  but  g^ive  hopes  of  ap- 
proaching a  reasonable  degree  of  perfection.  It  is  dillicult,  and  judging  from 
the  results  so  far  attained,  alm.ost  impossible  to  secure  a  proper  observance 
on  the  part  of  enlisted  men  in  some  organizations  of  the  ordinary  forms  of 
saluting.  ...  If  the  matter  was  con^t.nntly  kept  in  view  in  the  armories, 
more  especially  by  captains  and  lieutenant>,  and  firmly  enjoined  and  insisted 
upon,  no  doubt  a  marked   improvement  would   hereafter  be  observed.  .  .  . 

The  full  drills  roquind  were  constant  and  satisfactorily  carried  out. 
Much  attention  was  given  to  the  skirmish   drill,  which   is  constantly  becom- 
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ini:  more  important  in  vie«"  of  the  extended  ranu'e  of  small  arms  and  tlie 
ci'ii-equont  Kecfssity  of  cultivating  greater  self-reliance  and  freedom  of  action 
in  tlie   individual  soldier  in  open   order   formations. 

The  following  extracts  are  typical  of  tLe  more  extended  com- 
ments made  by  Major  and  Erevet  Col.  A.  C.  il.  Pennington, 
Fourth  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  the  officer  detailed  by  the  ^Var  De- 
partment to  inspect  the  Pennsylvania  Xational  Guard,  as  taken 
from  his  official  report  dated  Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  August  29,  ISSS, 
and  addressed  ■'  To  the  Adjutant-General,  United  States  Army, 
Washington,  D.  C." 

From  the  report  above  given  [the  Field  return  of  the  First  Brigade  of 
July  25,  ISSS]  it  will  be  noticed  that  93  per  cent,  of  the  Brigade  was  pres- 
ent. .  .  , 

The  personnel  of  all  the  organizations  is  excellent.  The  officers  are  full 
of  zeal  and  anxious  to  bring  their  commands  to  a  high  standard  of  excel- 
lence. The  knowledge  of  their  duties,  which  they  display  on  drills  and 
ciremonies,  is  higlily  creditable  and  surprising,  considering  the  few  opportu- 
nities they  have  of  practising  them.  The  men  are  young,  active,  and  intelli- 
gent; the  average  age,  I  think,  would  not  exceed  twenty-five  years.  .  .  .  The 
men  were  generally  quite  well  set  up  and  they  were  remarkably  steady  in 
ranks.  .  .  . 

I  was  particularly  impressed  with  the  willing  and  cheerful  manner 
with  which  the  men  performed  their  duties.  Not  a  single  case  of  insub- 
ordination came  under  my  notice,  and  I  did  not  see  a  case  of  drunkenness 
in  anv  of  the  brigades.  The  camps  were  generally  quiet  and  good  order  pre- 
vailed". ... 

The  regulation  requiring  enlisted  men  to  salute  officers  was  not  as 
strictly  observed  as  it  might  and  should  have  been.  _.  .  .  From  my  experience 
with  the  militia  of  other  States,  I  know  that  it  is  possible  to  insure  its  ob- 
servance. The  otiicers  were  exceedingly  particular  in  this  matter  when  meet- 
ing or  accosting  each  other,  and  set  an  example  to  the  rank  and  file,  which 
they  may  follow  without  any  loss  of  dignity  or  self-respect.  .  .  . 

The  troops  were  incessantly  under  instruction  in  military  duties,  drills, 
parades,  reviews,  guard  mounting,  guard   duty.  etc.  .  .  . 

Regimental  guards,  brigade  guards,  and  guards  for  the  headquarters 
of  the  governor  were  mounted  daily.  I  was  particularly  impressed  with  the 
soldierly  manner  in  which  some  of  the  last  nr.med  performed  their  duties. 
.  .  .  They  carried  out  their  orders  implicitly  and  reflected  much  credit  upon 
their   instructors.  .  .  . 

Sentinels  generally  called  for  the  corporal  of  the  guard  in  too  loud  a 
tone  of  voice,  the  next  sentinel,  whose  duty  it  is  to  repeat  the  call,  being 
but  a  few  yards  away.  With  one  exception,  all  guards  coming  under  my 
observation  were  formed  promptly  and  without  confusion  on  the  approach 
of  those  entitled  to  the  compliment.  .  .  . 

The  inspections  were  riiridly  conducted,  generally  occupying  two  hours. 
The  command  was  first  clo-cly  inspected  for  general  appearance,  after 
which  each  arm  was  thoroushly  inspected.  .  .  . 

The   military   authorities    of   the    State   are    fully    alive   to    the   require- 
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ineuts  of  tlie  CiiuirJ.   the  cunditioii   mid  elliciciu-v   of  every  organization   being 

thoroughly  knoivn.     it  st-cius   to  bu   tlie  deterniitiatioii  that   inferiority,  either 

in    command*    or    {personnel,    shall    tind  no    plae.'    in    the    National    Guard    of 
Pennsylvania. 

The  reports  of  Col.  Lewis  A.  WatueSj  General  Inspector  of 
liifle  Practice,  and  of  ilajor  Rush  S.  lluidekoper,  iuspecto.r 
of  rifle  practice.  First  Brigade,  show  tliat  the  First  Kegiment 
in  1888  had  2S  sharpshooters,  131  marksmen,  a  total  of  159 — a 
decrease  of  six  on  the  previous  year's  return.  Of  iJie  tield  and 
staff,  the  sharpshooters  were  P.  S.  Conrad,  adjutant,  with  the 
highest  score,  4-i;  George  W.  Coulston,  inspector  of  rifle  practice, 
4-3;  and  S.  X.  Ware,  Jr.,  sergeant-major,  42.  Colonel  Bowman, 
vilajor  Good,  Quartennaster  Koons,  and  the  tliree  surgeons,  Drs. 
O'Xeill,  Smith,  and  ]\[artin,  were  marksmen.  Sergeant  Louis 
Bryan,  of  Company  F,  made  a  sharpshooter  score  of  46 — the  high- 
est in  the  regiment. 

Of  the  sixteen  teams  entered  for  what  was  known  as  the  six 
Coleman  regimental  prizes,  the  Thirteenth  Regiment  won  the 
first  prize  of  $100,  and  tlie  First  Regiment,  the  fifth,  of  $40. 
Of  the  Coleman  individual  prizes  (twenty),  "  Lieutenant  Couls- 
ton, staff.  First,"  with  a  score  of  30  at  200  yards,  31  at.500  yards. 
30  at  600  yards,  total  91,  won  the  fourtli,  $10. 

Four  companies  of  the  First,  four  companies  of  the  Sixth, 
two  companies  of  the  Second  regiments,  and  two  companies  from 
the  Battalion  of  State  Tencibles,  and  the  First  Troop  of  Philadel- 
j^hia  City  Cavalry,  reported  teams  at  the  new  riflo  range,  near 
Frankford,  on  October  20,  ISSS,  for  the  company  contests,  200 
and  500  yards,  five  shots  each  distance.  The  first  prize  was  four 
gold  badges,  won  by  Company  D,  First  Regiment,  with  a  total 
score  of  1^>1.  The  individual  scores  made  at  Iwth  distances  were 
by  Lieutenant  IL  J.  Crump,  42;  Sergeant  J.  0.  Bowman,  37; 
Captain  H.  O.  Hastings,  36 ;' and  T.  D.  ^^IcGlattery,  36. 

"  On  Octol)er  27,  in  a  pouring  rain,  the  First  Ecg-iment, 
Second  Regiment,  and  First  Troop  City  Cavalry  reported  teams 
for  the  second  rla^-  regimental  contests,  200  and  f<00  yard?,  seven 
shots  each  di-tance.  Prize,  four  gold  badges,  with  diamond  bull's- 
eye,  which  was  won  by  the  First  Regiment."  The  score  was  a 
total  of  22-1,  with  Lieutenant  IT.  J.  Crump,  of  Company  D,  Pri- 
vate IMcGlattery,  Company  D,  Private  ^\.  Xeffenderf,  Company 
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!■',  each  niakiug  5G  at  both  distances,  and  Sergeant  J.  If.  Pierce, 
("unipany  A,  55. 

Tliu  regiiueiit  was  paraded  at  the  regiiueutal  ariuury  011  Miju- 
day  evening-,  ^s^ovemlx'r  12,  ISSS,  in  full-dress  uniform,  where  in 
the  presence  of  the  regiment  and  manv  invited  gaiests,  both  mili- 
tary and  civic,  the  guveruor  of  the  Commonwealth,  Gen.  James 
•A.  Beaver,  presented  the  prizes  in  both  these  contests  to  the  win- 
ning marksmen. 

Lieut.-Col.  Thomas  Potter,  Jr.,  aide-de-camp  to  the  commander- 
in-chief,  had  offered  these  prizes,  and  at  tlie  same  time  also  offered 
an  elegant  bronze  representing  a  military  subject,  afterward 
known  as  the  ''"  Potter  Trophy,"'  to  be  shot  for  and  won  jx^r- 
manently  according  to  duly  prescribed  conditions.  This  year, 
won 'as  the  present  property  of  the  First  Troop,  Philadelphia  City 
Cavalry,  subsequently  this  judicious  generosity  of  Colonel  Pot- 
ter's created  nnieh  spirited  rivalry,  the  useful  results  of  which 
the  future  more  fully  developed. 

On  the  dates  named  for  battalion  drills  subscquf-nt  to  Xovem- 
ber  IS,  ISSS,  commandants  of  companies  were  directed  to  have 
all  recruits  reported  to  the  medical  department  at  the  regimental 
annory  for  physical  examination.  Through  the  winter  and  early 
sjiring  of  1SS9  dates  were  announced  when  medical  lectures  would 
lie  delivered  and  instructions  given  at  the  annory  of  the  State 
Fencibles  and  the  veterinary  department  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  All  medieal  nfHccrs.  hospital  stewards,  stretcher- 
bearers,  in  their  State  uniform,  and  three  enlisted  men  from  each 
company,  also  in  uniform,  were  directed  to  be  in  attendance. 

Franklin  Swayne  was  appointed  paymaster  February  2,  ISSO, 
vice  Hon.  Puics  Penrose,  resigned. 

On  Sumhiy.  February  24,  IS'^^O.  tlic  regiment  was  paraded  in 
full-dre-s  unifonn,  officers  with  side-arms,  men  without  arms, 
bayonet  scalibards,  and  cartridge-boxes  to  attend  divine  service 
at  St.  [Mark's  Protestant  Episcopal  Chureh.  The  Tlov.  Lsaac  T. 
Xicholson,  chaplain  of  the  regiment  and  rector  of  the  parish,  con- 
ducte<l  the  services. 

On  February  '2C'.  l'^^^9.  it  was  announced  in  general  orilers 
from  regimental  headquarters,  pursuant  to  General  Order  Xo.  2, 
of  the  current  series  from  the  division,  that  the  regiment  would 
jiarticijiate   with   the   divi-ion    in    the   ceremonies   incident   to   the 
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inauguriuiou  of  Gen.  Benjamin  Tlarrison  as  President  of  the 
United  States,  at  Wasliington,  on  llarcli  4,  ISSi).  The  command 
■was  directed  to  assemble  on  Saturday,  March  2,  1SS9,  at  7.15 
o'clock  p.  M.,  in  sen-ice  uniform,  heavy  marching  order,  provided 
with  three  days'  rations,  for  which,  from  private  subscription 
through  the  enei'gies  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State,  there 
had  been  secured  a  sum  suiHcient  to  make  an  allowance  of  one 
dollar  per  man  to  all  who  participated.  Headquartei-s  while  in 
Washington  were  to  be  established  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  Xinth 
and  F  Streets. 

The  hallways  in  the  armory  were  a  thoroughfare  and  crowds 
had  gathered  on  the  streets,  when,  at  the  hour  fixed  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  second,  the  regiment,  with  Colonel  Bowman  in  com- 
mand, •'  C.5  in  the  band  and  field  music,  600  in  the  line,  rank,  and 
file,"  amid  enthusiastic  demonstrations  from  those  inside  and  out, 
took  up  its  line  of  march  in  a  di-izzling  rain  down  Broad  Street 
to  the  railway  station  at  Broad  Street  and  Washington  Avenue. 

A  morning  newspaper  of  the  following  day  shows  the  follow- 
ing officers  as  present  with  the  regiment:

The  detention  incident  to  an  overburdened  ]iassenger  traffic 
lengthened  the  journey  many  hours,  ami  it  ^vas  well  along  into  the 
morninir  of  the  third  when  the  recinicnt  readied  its  ^lasonic  Hall 
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lif;ulini:irter~,  where  it  was  di.~iiiis.-=cd  for  the  day.  AssemMing 
;if  nine  o'clock  ou  the  fourth,  the  coiamand  proceeded  to  join  the 
column  at  the  point  designated  iu  the  general  order  of  formation, 
from  whence,  after  the  conclusion  of  the  inaugural  ceremonies, 
till-  parade  moved  over  the  usual  route  on  Pennsylvania  and  other 
avenues,  passing  the  President  at  the  White  House,  tlie  ofiieers 
saluting  to  the  left,  as  it  had  always  been,  from  the  necessary 
location  of  the  stand  on  that  flank.  The  parade  was  dismissed  on 
^[assachusetts  Avenue,  and  after  a  tedious  and  lengthy  march 
through  the  still  unceasing  rain  the  regiment  reached  the  train, 
well  beyond  the  city's  outskirts,  that  waa  assigned  to  return  it 
to  I'hiladelphia.  It  accepted  its  detention  on  the  route  as  it  had 
its  otlicr  hindrances,  due  largely  to  tlie  weather,  with  an  endur- 
ance that  was  gratifying,  but  with  that  permissible  profusion  of 
speech,  the  soldier's  vogiie  under  such  ccnditioms. 

Again,  and  for  the  third  tinio,  the  Pennsylvania  division  was 
in  "Washington  for  a  presidential  iuaug-ural.  Criticism  and  com- 
ment on  its  service  unifonn  followed  as  the  instinct  of  the  ob- 
server inclined  him.  The  years  were  getting  away  from  the 
soldier  for  the  field  and  returning  to  the  soldier  for  parade.  Ac- 
cordingly as  the  spectator  knew  most  of  the  years  of  the  then  or 
the  days  of  the  now  -nas  he  disposed  to  appreciation  or  disparage- 
ment of  the  Pennsylvania  Guard.  It  was  a  sorry  day  for  full 
dress ;  the  weather  was  out  of  sorts ;  incessant  rain,  soaking  but 
not  a  deluge,  prohibitory  for  exposure  in  su<'h  a  garb  for  citizen 
and  soldier  alike.     The  "  men  in  blouses  "  had  the  best  of  it. 

In  the  report  of  Adjutant-General  Hastings  for  1SS9  official 
ni'+e  is  made  of  the  occasion  as  follows: 

The  division  wns  paraded  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  4th  of 
March  last,  in  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the  inauguration  of  Prc-ident 
llariiion,  lieing  commanded  by  Major-GoueTal  ITartiMnft,  your  Excellency 
[Governor  Beaver]  occu]iyin!r  the  position  of  chief  marslial  of  the  inaugural 
parade.  The  State  incurred  no  expense,  either  in  the  transportation  or  sub- 
si-stenee  of  the  division,  while  absent  from  the  State  on  this  occasion. 

The  day  of  the  inauauration  boing  exceedingly  inclement,  the  greatcoats 
were  worn,"  and  the  necessity  for  a  full-dress  uniform  was  not  apparent, 
but  the  overcoats  which  have  been  in  use  for  more  tlmn  ten  years  are 
almo-t   vorn   out  and  ^hould  be  replaced. 

And  General  Snowden  in  the  annual  report  of  the  operations 
of  his  bi-irrnde  for  tlic  same  vear  said: 
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The  brij.Mde  took  i>.irt  with  tlu'  diviiioii  in  two  uotnhle  oecisioiij  of 
ceremony.  It  ;ipi.oare.l  at  Waslunjrtini  and,  witli  a  total  ^tre^gtIl  ot  ■2.:)V.K 
excepting  the  First  Troop,  rhiUirtL-lpliia  City  Cavalry,  which  did  not  turn 
out,  participated  in  the  ceremonies  attending  tl;e  inauguration  of  General 
Ifurrison,  President  of  the  United  States.  Xotwithstanding  the  severe  and 
continuous  rain,  the  troops  performed  their  duties  in  a  cheerful  and  obedient 
spirit,  and  at  Icn.st  detracted  nothing  from  the  reputation  for  soldierly  quali- 
ties which  they  liad  theretofore  acrjuired  at  the  federal  capital.  It  is  "to  be 
regretted  that  all  of  tliem,  after  a  disagreeable  and  arduous  parade,  were 
compelled  to  march  to  Bcnnings  station,  a  di-tance  of  .several  miles  from  ths 
point  of  dismissal. 

It  was  =piritocl  times  for  tlie  Pennsylvania  division.  But  a 
brief  interval  and  it  was  summoned  to  be  again  on  the  move, 
this  time  in  celebration  of  an  event  of  national  import,  ifs 
features  so  significant  as  to  warrant  recognition  by  our  o\\ti  State 
through  a  legislative  appropriation  of  $12,000  that  Pennsylvania 
might  have  official  place  in  the  demonstration.  The  thirtieth  day 
of  April,  1S89,  was  the  centenary  of  the  inaugmration  of  George 
Washington  as  the  first  president  of  the  Uniteil  States.  Xew 
York,  the  city  of  the  inauguration,  was  properly  designated  as 
the  place  fur  its  centennial  conmiemoration.  Other  events,  naval, 
civic,  industrial,  were  allotted  to  other  days.  Tuesday,  the  thir- 
tieth, was  set  apart  exclusively  for  the  military.  It  was  well 
that  it  was  so  appointed.  With  the  Xew  York,  Xew  Jersey,  and 
Pennsylvania  X'ational  Guard  there  in  their  entirety,  Ohio  almost 
so,  in  its  troops  from  si.xteen  other  States,  from  Xew  England  to 
Texas,  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Eepublic,  making  a  grand 
total  of  4f5,2.j4,  there  certainly  were  enough  soldiers  there  to  en- 
title them  to  a  day  for  themselves.  lu  fact,  before  their  demon- 
stration was  concluded  they  had  indeed  '''  made  a  dav  of  it." 

The  recdment,  with  Colonel  Bowman  in  command,  in  service 
uniform,  heavy  marching  order,  loft  the  Xinth  and  Green  Streets 
station  at  G.30  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  April  30.  1550, 
landing  in  Xew  York  within  four  blocks  of  the  place  of  forma- 
tion, returning  in  the  evening  after  the  parade  and  a  full  enjov- 
ment  and  liigh  appreciation  of  tlie  .s.x-ial  and  sul.-tamial  cuurtc^irs 
that  followed. 

The  regiment  was  tlie  guest  of  the  hosts  of  who.se  hospitable 
attention  it  had  so  frequently  Ix-cn  tiie  reciiuint.  the  Twentv- 
second  Begiment,   Xational  Guard  of    the   State  of    Xew  York. 
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Colonel   Eowman,   in  his  circular  of  instruction?  publi-hing  the 
movement,  said : 

In  view  of  the  national  cli;iracter  and  iniportanou  of  the  celebration  anil 
ilic  elaliorate  preparation  made  \>y  our  hu-ts,  tlio  TwentyseconJ  Fveginient, 
f.T  our  pleasure  anil  entertainment  <luriny:  the  afternoon  and  evenin;j  of 
iiie-day,  it  becomes  tlie  d\ity  of  every  nienilier  of  lhi>  legiment  to  respond 
on  this  occaiion. 

It  will  be  a  national  holiday,  our  friends  have  spared  no  expense  to 
make  the  trip  a  memorable  one  for  the  Fir^t  Regiment,  and  havin;,'  ex- 
pressed tlie  hope  that  every  man  will  be  present  to  receive  their  hearty  wel- 
come and  hospitality,  the  colonel  commandin;;  desires  tliat  the  command  will 
report  in  full  strength. 

Of  this  4G,25-i  gi-and  total,  7'>-27  were  of  the  Penuivlvauia 
ilivision;  2449  of  the  First  BrigaJe,  and  5G0,  inchisi^-e  of  34 
olHcers,  of  the  First  Regiment. 

The  special  correspondent  of  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  in  his 
story  to  his  paper  appearing  in  its  issue  of  May  1,  1SS9,  among 
otlier  things,  said: 

^('un^ylvania  scored  another  success  to-day  in  the  display  of  strength 
and  soldierly  bearing  of  her  militia,  but  at  the  same  time  the  fact  was  for- 
cililv  impressed  on  Governor  Beaver  and  the  other  State  officers  that  tlie 
agitation  for  a  State  dress  uniform  is  not  only  well  timed  but  a  matter 
that  d.-mands  immediate  attention.  .  .  . 

"  Now  we  will  show  the  President  some  militia  that  could  start  for 
war  to-niglit  without  having  to  first  go  home  to  change  their  clothes,"  ex- 
cLiimed  Legislator  John  11.  F<nv  to  his  colleagues  on  the  reviewing  stand  this 
afternoon  as  the  phalanx  of  blue-coated  troops  from  Pennsylvania  carae  in 
sight  inarching  up  Fifth  Avenue,  in  striking  contrast  with  the  show  and 
f<athers    and    fancy    dress    uniforms    from    other    States.   .  .   . 

Attention  was  more  closely  directed  to  the  parade  as  it  was  passing 
through  the  section  of  Fifth  Avenue  embraced  between  Twenty-third  and 
Twenty-Hfth  Streets.  It  was  in  this  block  that  the  President  stood  review- 
ing tlie  troops.  Before  going  under  the  triumphal  arch  at  Twenty-third 
Street,  in  order  to  get  a  good  line  for  the  review,  it  was  necessary  to  make 
a  slight  wheel,  or  order  a  right  oblique  movement,  to  make  up  for  the  curve 
in  the  street.  .  .  . 

.-V  mounted  color-bearer  rode  ahead  of  the  commands  from  each  Com- 
monwealth, which  passed  in  the  order  of  their  adoption  of  the  United  States 
Constitution,  and  carried  a  blue  silk  flag  on  which  was  the  name  of  the 
State  following  in  letters  of  gold.  It  was  evident  from  the  applause  which 
broke  out,  as  soon  as  the  crowds  caught  a  glimpse  of  him.  that  Governor 
r.eavcr  nc-eded  no  such  introcluction.  It  was  one  continuous  shout  all  along 
the  line,  and  college  cries  and  campaign  yells,  where  parties  of  congenial 
spirits  were  gathered,  made  the  Governor  doff  his  hat  till  his  arm  grew 
tired.     He   was   particularly   warmly   greeted    as   he   saluted    President   Harri- 

The    boys    of   the    Fir-t    carried    off    the    palm    for    fine    marching.     They 
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received  an  ovation.  Company  B,  Captain  William  Ewing.  wa^  loudly 
cheered  in  passing  the  Preiiili^nt,  as  were  also  A  Company,  Captain  L.  C. 
Hall,  Jr.,  of  the  Third  Regiment,  the  State  Fei.eibles  and  tile  vjiay  Invin- 
cible;. ... 

Our  correspondent,  with  sufficient  of  the  passing  counueut  at 
his  commanJ,  shows  that  the  service  uniform  was  still  well  cham- 
pioned iu  high  places : 

PENNSTLVAMA   AND    OHIO 

There  has  been  some  adverse  criticism  b3'  members  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  appearance  of  Pennsylvania's  troops  iu  comparison  with  the  dress 
uniformed  men  from  other  States.  General  Hartranft,  when  his  attention 
was  called  to  the  matter  to-night,  said  the  militia  looked  as  well  as  they  ever 
did  in  hea^-y  marching  uniform. 

'■  There  was  not  a  regiment  in  the  line  that  marched  better  than  the 
First,  of  Penn;.ylvania,"  he  said  with  emphasis. 

Governor  Foraker,  who  was  standing  near  by,  spoke  of  the  Ohio  troops, 
who  also  appeared  in  heavy  marching  e<iuipnient3.  "  I  like  to  see  the  Xa- 
tional  Guard  turn  out  like  the  men  from  Pennsylvania,"  said  he,  ••  for  their 
appearance  means  business.  That  is  what  our  militia  is  intended  for.  Did 
you  notice  our  battery  from  Ohio?  We  had  a  greater  number  of  tirst-class 
guns  than  the  regular  army  had  in  line.  Every  one  was  of  the  late-t  pat- 
tern, and  I  tell  you  they  mean  business,  too.     That  is  what  we  want." 

The  Artillery  Corps  of  Washington  Grays,  now  Company  G 
of  the  First  Regiment,  had  some  time  previously  on  a  visit  to 
Richmond,  Va.,  been  the  guests  of  the  Richmond  Light  Infantry 
Blues.  Both  commands  were  to  meet  in  Xew  York,  and  in  recog- 
nition of  the  courtesies  then  extended  the  Grays  took  this  oppor- 
tunity to  present  to  the  Blues  a  stand  of  handsome  silk  national 
colors.  The  formal  presentation  took  place  at  the  quarters  of  the 
Virginia  soldier-  in  Xew  York.  The  committee  representing  the 
Gravs  were  Col.  P.  C.  Ellmaker,  IMajor  John  F.  Smith,  Captain 
A.  L.  Williams.  Lieutenants  G.  K.  ^Movehcad  and  Josiah  Torr. 

This  expedition  was  accompanied  by  official  comment  quite 
favorable  a~  to  the  bearing  and  condtict  of  the  division,  frian  the 
report  of  A'ljutant-Geueral  Hastings,  as  follows : 

On  the  30tli  of  April  last  the  division  was  also  paraded  in  the  city  of 
■New  York,  participating  in  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  inauguration 
of  President  Washington,  the  men  appearing  in  heavy  marching  order. 
While  the  divi^ion  attracted  much  attention  and  evoked  commendation  from 
military  critics  on  account  of  its  solidity  and  plain,  businesslike  appear- 
ance, yet  there  was  a  marked  dilTercnce  between  the  uniform  worn  by  the 
Pennsvlvania  Guard  and  the   full-dress  uniform   worn  by  most  of  the   other 
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troops   participating   in    tlie   parade,   and   made   apparent   again   tlie   necessity 
01  a  full-dress  uiiil'orni. 

The  State  was  put  to  no  exjien-e  in  making  the  movement  to  and  from 
Xe\v  York,  except  the  i?l;2,U0O  uhicli  were  appointed  by  a  special  act  of  the 
Legislature,  approved  May  3,  ISS'J,  which  amount  was  disbursed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

I" ruin  the  annual  repurt  of  Brigadier-General  Suowden  for  the 
current  year: 

\\ith  an  aggregate  force  of  -J.iSS,  the  brigade  assisted,  on  the  30th 
of  April  last,  in  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  inauguration  of  President 
Washing-ton,  at  Xew  York,  in  perhaps  the  largo-t  body  of  citizen  soldiers 
ever  assembled  in  this  country,  and  for  the  last  time  served  in  public  under 
the  command  of  the  late  ilajor-General  Hartranft.  While  the  occasion 
amply  exhibited  the  solidity  and  niassiveness  of  the  division  as  a  whole, 
yet  it  also  again  demonstrated  the  propriety  of  a  new  dress  uniform.  While 
the  men  appeared  to  great  advantage  as  soldiers  ready  and  fully  equipped 
for  active  service,  for  an  occasion  of  ceremony,  when  there  were  troops  from 
various  States  more  briglitly  clothed,  they  looked  dull  and  unfitly  clad. 

The  year  ISS'J  was  the  year  for  the  regimental  encampment. 
That  its  first  colonel  might  still  know  sometliing  of  his  old  regi- 
ment's appreciation  of  him  and  of  its  recollection  of  his  distin- 
guished services,  while  he  yet  STtrvived  in  his  honored  old  age,  it 
\\-as  officially  announced  that  the  encampment  would  be  known  as 
"  Camp  Peter  C.  Ellmaker."  The  location.  Green  Hill,  on  the 
Frazier  branch  of  tlie  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  a  little  over  two 
miles  from  West  Chester,  was  a  site  well  selected.  Its  rail  facili- 
ties were  excellent,  its  surroundings  picturesque,  its  sanitary  ad- 
vantages unusual,  its  water-supply  abundant.  There  were  270 
acres,  including  the  camp  site,  at  the  disposal  of  the  regiment, 
through  the  generous  permission  of  the  owners,  without  charge. 
A  gentle  swale  and  a  sloping  hillside  afEe"vrded  opportunity  for 
range  and  practice  with  safety  at  100,  200,  and  .tOO  yards.  The 
residences  thereabouts  were  the  finest;  some  "  ancient  as  the  hills  " 
and  as  stable,  others  of  more  modern  mould ;  and  the  farms  were 
of  the  best  in  thi-.  a  region  of  high  repute  everywhere  for  men 
and  women  of  social  prominence,  and  for  finest  field  and  farm, 
rare  in  beauty  and  rich  in  iipii>,rtnnlty.  All  the  countryside  wel- 
C(imed  the  soldier,  visitiiitr  his  camp  continuously,  frequently  by 
the  thousands.  The  soldiers,  too,  were  all  propriety,  gracious  for 
the  greeting,  considerate  in  their  attentions,  and  manly  in  their 
deportment.     They  thus  secured  a  rating  with  these  very  good 
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people  for  bcLavi.jr  and  decuium  as  higli  as  they  did — and  tliat 
was  the  highe.n — with  tlie  inspeetiiig  officers  for  drill,  discipline, 
and  efficiency. 

Gen.  Henry  H.  Guss,  the  distinguished  c.donel  of  the  Xinety- 
seventli  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  a  resident  of  West  Chester  and 
citizen  of  high  repute,  manifesting  much  interest  in  the  camp, 
and  critically  noting  its  drill  and  discipline,  was  a  daily  visitor. 
After  the  camp  had  broken,  that  its  memories  might  the  better 
bo  preserved,  the  general  had  the  conspicuous  and  impressive  flag- 
pole that  stood  upon  the  parade-gi'ound  taken  down  and  conveyed 
to  the  residence  of  Colonel  Bowman  at  [Merion.  There  it  -was  re- 
erected  on  the  lawn,  and  there  it  still  remains. 

The  persuasive  speech  of  the  visiting-  journalist,  the  corre- 
spondent of  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  thus  graphically  supplies 
a  couple  of  paragi-aphs  that  artistically  condense  much  of  what 
the  whole  brou^LUt  forth : 

Never  before  lias  the  crack  regiment  of  the  X.  G.  P.  shown  to  such 
advantage.  Their  long  lines  of  snowy  tents  stretching  in  beautifully  laid- 
out  company  streets  down  the  gentle  declivity  of  the  grassy  knoll,  stand 
out  in  charming  relief  against  the  dark  green  patch  of  woodland  which 
crowns  the  crest  of  the  hill  and  casts  its  grateful  shade  upon  the  colonel's 
headquarters.  Standing  in  front  of  Colonel  Bowman's  tent  the  eye  can 
catch  a  view  of  as  charming  a  stretch  of  country  as  any  in   the  State. 

Far  away  on  the  western  horizon  the  pale  blue  outlines  of  the  Welsh 
>rountains  hang  like  a  curtain  of  mi-t.  To  the  southwest  the  graceful 
Brandywine  hills  rear  their  verdant  tops  above  the  surrounding  hilts,  which 
barely  cut  off  the  view  of  Chester  County's  handsome  little  capital.  To 
the  east  the  Goshen  hills  stand  boldly  out  on  the  horizon  like  grim  senti- 
nels of  tlie  fair  Chester  valle}-,  which  spreads  out  a>  far  as  the  eye  can  reacli. 
a  panorama  of  beauty,  directly  to  the  north.  A  better  place  for  a  camp  could 
hardly  have  been  selected,  and  five  thousand  vi-itors  yesterday  ratified 
Colonel  Bowman's  choice. 

The  encampment  covered  the  period  from  Saturday,  Augttst 
3,  to  Saturday,  August  10,  and  with  a  full  complement  of  ofliecrs 
and  an  aggregate,  including  the  enlisted  men,  of  571,  with  Colonel 
Bowman  in  command,  the  regiment  left  the  armory  at  eight 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  third,  reaching  the  camping  ground 
before  noon.  The  usual  detail  for  construction,  under  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Iluffington,  had  j^recedcd  it,  and  the  camp  wa- 
ready  for  occupancy  upon  its  arrival.  The  hours  for  roll-calls. 
reveille,  retreat,  taps,  police,  and  meals,  drills,  etc.,  were  all  as 
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u^ual.  There  was  little  variance  from  the  ordiuary  routine.  i)e- 
laiLs  for  ontpoit  'Inty.  as  tluy  hail  been  for  several  previous  years, 
were  aJ.deJ  for  practical  iustructiou  as  au  all  essential  to  the  de- 
iiiaiKls  of  the  new  regime.

The  other  regiments  of  the  First  Brigade  were  all  encamped 
in  the  vicinity  of  Philadelpliia  during  the  same  week  w-ith  the 
I'irst:  the  Second  and  Grav  Tnvincihlcs  at  Clifton,  the  Sixth  at 
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Locuitwood,  the  Third  at  Fort  iMilHiu,  the  State  Fencihles  Bat- 
talion at  EriitoL 

The  annual  niii-ter  and  inspection  of  the  Fir^t  by  Adjvitant- 
General  Hasting;,  followed  by  a  review  by  the  governor  and  com- 
mander-in-chief. Gen.  James  A.  Eeaver,  was  held  on  Thursday, 
the  Sth  of  August,  at  1.30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Governor.  General  FEastings,  and  General  Snowden,  with 
their  respective  stati's,  arrived  on  the  grounds  shortly  after  the 
prescribed  hour,  and  the  inspections  and  ceremonies  v.-ere  promptly 
proceeded  with.  Of  the  party  was  Second  Lieutenant  William 
H.  Eean,  Second  L'nited  States  Cavalry,  who,  well  equipped  with 
his  training  as  a  ^Yest  Point  Cadet,  and  his  experience  as  an 
officer,  had  ably  assisted  at  the  inspections. 

Of  the  inspection  and  review,  with  an  accompanying  dress 
parade,  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  in  its  issue  of  the  0th  of  Au- 
gust, among  other  comments,  included  the  folh:Anng: 

The  Governor  came,  General  Hastings  saw,  and  Colonel  Bowman's  com- 
mand conquered.  This  year  the  First  has  taken  the  highest  honors;  their 
inspection  was  perfect,  their  drill  beautiful,  their  dre-3  parade  simply 
great.  .  .  . 

"Yes.  sir,"  said  General  Hastings  at  the  close  of  the  di'ess  parade,  "the 
First  Regiment   has   taken   the   highest   honors   this  year." 

"And,"  said  Lieutenant  Bean,  "they  have  earned  it  by  a  year's  hard 
work." 

These  "  highest  honors  "  of  the  adjutant-general,  accorded  on 
the  field,  proved  no  mere  prediction  or  offhand  gtiess;  the  official 
report  of  the  inspections  fully  sustained  his  concltisious. 

That  report  shows  that  with  but  1  officer  and  34  men  absent — 
in  all,  35 — and  3'J  officers  and  33S  men  present — in  all,  577- — 
out  of  a  total  commissioned  and  enlisted  present  and  absent  of 
612,  the  regiment's  ''  percentage  of  attendance  '"  had  earned  it 
the  figure  of  94.3.  Then  its  ratings  under  the  general  head;  of 
"  knowledge  of  duties,"  ''  discipline,"  "  conditions  of  arms,  equip- 
ment, clothing,"  '•'  books  and  papers,"  "  target  practice,"  secured 
it  a  general  average  of  90. G,  and  the  product  of  their  multiplica- 
tion gave  it  the  '"'  figure  of  efficiency  "  of  85.4,  with  which  in  the 
recapitulation  it  led  the  column  of  infantry  organizations  in  the 
State.  The  highest  "  figure  of  efficiency  "  iji  the  companie-  nf 
cavalrv  is  65.9,  and  in  the  batteries  of  artillery.  .">!. 
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The  coiuiiiuous  crack  of  tlie  rifle  on  tlie  range,  the  expendi- 
ture of  some  thousands  of  rounds  of  hhuik  cartridge  on  the  skir- 
mish drill,  lent  a  spirit  of  activity  and  animation  to  the  camp 
of  much  interest  to  spectators,  and  was  as  ^vell  instructive  and 
hi'li">ful  to  the  men. 

The  performance  of  the  tour  of  duty  most  satisfact.jrily  com- 
pleted, the  camp  was  hroken  and  the  ii>;ual  summer  suspension  of 
armory  drills  and  exercises  was  continued  until  September  30. 

A  former  oiilcer  of  the  reg-iment  who  visited  the  enc;impment 
tells  of  an  incident  at  the  conclusion  of  his  visit  flavored  with  a 
spice  of  humor.  A  heavy  local  shower  during  the  afternoon  had 
left  a  deal  of  muddy  roadway  in  its  wake.  The  gaiest  as  he 
boarded  the  station  wagon  on  his  return  had,  in  contact  with  the 
wheel,  gathered  about  his  clothing  a  goodly  supply  of  this  mud, 
which  he  carried  with  him  to  his  destination,  and  did  not  discover 
it  until  he  reached  it.  Arriving  at  Broad  Street  station,  he 
promptly  sought  the  bootblack  for  repairs.  The  boy  eyed  him 
with  a  good  deal  of  suspicion.  Could  it  be  that  such  a  well- 
groomed  fellow  as  he  had  on  hand  coidd  be  in  such  a  sorry  plight 
and  still  be  a  sober  man '.  The  rain  had  not  touched  the  city,  the 
streets  were  dry,  the  sky  was  clear,  and  a  stimmer  moon  shone  in 
all  the  season's  brilliancy.  By  and  by  the  Itoy  gathered  courage, 
and  yet  with  no  desire  to  offend,  but  sho'wing  plainly  the  trend  of 
'  his  thoughts,  ventured  the  expressive  suggestion,  "  I  guess  you 
must  have  fell  down."  It  was  quite  clear  that  the  patron's  con- 
dition visibly  supported  the  bootblack's  conjecture.  It  could  not 
be  permitted  to  pass  without  explanntio]i,  which  was  of  course 
freely  given. 

Captain  and  Brevet  ^Major  John  IT.  Calcf,  Second  Artillery, 
U.  S.  A.,  was  the  otiicer  of  the  army  detailed  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment to  supervise  the  inspection  at  the  different  regimental  en- 
campments. 

The  following  are  some  of  his  conclusions  on  the  Guard  gen- 
erally : 

The  personnel  of  the  Gii.irJ,  including',  as  it  does,  men  of  sucli  a  variety 
of   professions,    trades,   and   occupations,    is,   p-cnorally,   very   good. 

Throiigliout  there  was  an  earnestness  and  zeal  in  their  bcarincr,  and  a 
steadiness  under  tryin?  circumstances,  that  told  of  good  material,  I  no- 
ticed many  very  young  men  in  the  ranks,  a  considerable  number  of  whom 
had   not  attained   their   majoritr.     It   would   prove  a   great  benefit   to   these 
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latter — and  in  fact  to  all — il  llif  '•  seltiii:,'-up  exercises''  were  made  a  pre- 
liminary  to  every   eouipaiiy  drill.   .  .   . 

As  to  iustruetinif  in  the  liattulioii  iiiovtnieats  executed  at  review,  in- 
spection, drill,  and  dre-s-paradc,  errors  were  observable,  but  considerini; 
the  limited  time  the  companies  are  encamped  together,  the  wonder  is  that 
the  errors  were  not  more  numerous.  .  .  .  The  inspecting  officers  of  the 
State  were  alive  to  mistakes  and  inaccuracies,  and  the  attention  of  tlm-e 
responsible  will   undoubtedly  be  called  to  them.  ... 

Great  attention  is  paid  to  marksmanship,  and  not  only  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief and  his  general  officers,  but  by  ollicers  of  all  grades,  the 
interest  extending  even  to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  by  whom  many  hand- 
some prizes  and  medals  have  been  given.  It  is  a  criterion  for  enlistment, 
and  in  two  regiments  in  particular  no  man  is  taken  unless  he  is  qualiliel 
as  a  marksman.  In  one  of  these  regiments  every  man,  with  the  exception 
of   the  chaplain,   is   a   marksman.  .  .  . 

The  discipline,  so  far  as  I  could  observe,  was  excellent.  ...  It  sug- 
gested itself  to  me  that  it  might  be  harder  to  enforce  discipline  in  a  regi- 
mental camp  than  in  ihat  of  a  larger  organization,  for  the  reason  that  in 
the  former  the  men  are  more  accessible  to  their  relations  and  friends,  ami, 
judging  from  the  large  number  of  visitors  found  at  each  place,  strict  per- 
formance of  duty  was  difficult.  Realizing,  however,  that  these  men  voluntar- 
ily become  soldiers  for  the  time  being  from  a  fondness  of  the  life,  and  not  from 
compulsion,  their  conduct  was  very  commendable,  and  I  saw  no  cases  of 
drunkenness  in  any  of  the  camps.  On  the  contrary,  a  deep-seated  spirit  of 
willingness  and  subordination  appeared  to  pervade  all  ranks,  and  to  the 
maintenance  of  that  spirit  may  be  ascribed  the  high  standard  attained  by  the 
troops  of  this  State. 

The  year  had  shown  a  marked  advance  in  the  regiment  in  its 
proficiency  in  ride  practice  apace  with  the  entire  Guard,  which  at 
the  close  of  the  year  had  qualified  4-t3S  sharpshooters  and  marks-  ' 
men — 50  per  cent,  of  its  total  strcngtli.  "At  the  close  of  the 
season  of  1^S7  there  were  3i  companies  in  which  there  were  no 
marksmen,  in  IS^s  ten  companies,  and  this  year  (1SS9)  but  one 
— A,  Eighth  Kegiment,  located  at  York." 

The  total  of  the  First  Eeg-iment's  sharpshooters  and  marksmen 
in  ISSS  was  IGO.  In  1>S9.  with  4.5  sharpshooters  and  243 
marksmen — in  all.  2SS — the  incrca-e  was  12S. 

Of  the  Coleman  regimental  prizes,  the  First  liegiment  wcu 
the  third.  ^C.O.  with  a  total  score  at  the  200,  500.  and  GOO  yards 
of  51S  :  and  of  the  eighteen  Coleman  individnal  pri;^es  Lieutenant 
George  "\V.  Conlston  "won  the  sixth.  $10.  with  a  total  score  of 
93;  Sergeant  IL  .7.  :Mehard,  of  Company  C,  the  eighth.  $10.  witli 
the  same  score.  93 ;  and  Sergeant  GeiTgc  F.  TJo' 't,  Company  F. 
the  ninth,  $5.00,  with  a  score  of  92.

teenth. It  tied  the  Sixth,  that  had  won  second  place.  The  team 
of  the  First,  with  their  individual  total  scures,  were  Sergeant  II. 
J.  Mehard,  "J2;  Sergeant  George  F.  Ewt,  91;  Adjutant  P.  S. 
Conrad,  S5 ;  Lieutenant  George  W.  Coulston,  85. 

The  Potter  tropliy  was  this  year  taken  from  the  First  City 
Trooj>  and  won  by  the  First  Eegimcnt.  Handsome  badges  of 
gold  set  in  diamonds  had  been  presented  as  prizes  by  Mr.  Wm.  M. 
Singerly,  one  of  Philadelphia's  well-known,  open-handed,  public- 
spirited  citizens.  These  prizes,  with  the  Potter  trophy,  "were 
presented  to  the  winning  teams  at  the  armory  of  the  First  Eegi- 
ment  on  the  evening  of  Kovember  12,  1SS9,  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  and  appreciative  audience,  by  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth." 

Pennsylvania  up  to  that  time  -liad  never  sent  so  strong  a  team 
to  Creedmoor  as  it  did  to  compete  in  the  Creedmoor  matches  of 
September  9  to  14,  1SS9.  "  They  were,"  says  Colonel  Watres 
in  his  report  as  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice,  "  the  best  shots 
in  the  Guard,  and  Ijy  reference  to  the  report  of  the  team  adju- 
tant, to  which  your  attention  is  respectfully  called,  it  will  clearly 
appear  that  they  ontshot  the  '  world-beaters,'  the  famous  Massa- 
chusetts team."  This  was  what  the  team  adjutant,  Lieutenant 
Herman  Osterhaus.  said: 

Oppii^eJ  to  ii<  were  the  Xew  York  tefiin.  shooting  upon  its  own  rango, 
anJ  the  "  world-beating ''  Mass.achusctts  team,  which  had  the  prestige  and 
training  ot  a  summer  of  victorious  shooting  in  England.  ...  In  tlie  inter- 
state niat.li  5fas>achusetts  made  104.'),  Pennsylvania  103.5.  and  New  York 
lOi.j.  In  the  liilton  trophy  match  ;Massacliu3etts  made  10.57,  Pennsylvania 
10.5.5.  and  Xew  York  10.52.  In  the  Hilton  tropliy  match  Pennsylvania  was 
shut  out  hy  the  lalling  I't  time  when  it  still  had  two  shots  to  tire;  :Mas3a- 
ehusetts  had  one  shot  to  lire  and  Xew-  Y'ork  was  done.  Tlie  two  shots  of 
our  team,  if  we  liad  been  allowed  to  fire  them,  must  surely  have  overcome 
the  one  shot  of  Massaclnwetts  and  that  team's  lead  of  two  points. 

This  is  what  the  Fir?t  Iicgiment  contributed  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania score  on  that  loading  and  eventful  occasion.  Jn  the  inter- 
state nnitcli  Lieutenant  George  W.  Cotilston  led  with  a  grand 
total  of  91,  Sergeant  H.  T.  ^[ehard,  Company  C,  followed  second 
with  a  grand  total  of  ^>;,  and  Sergeant  George  F.  Poot,  Comyiany 
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F,  was  fifth  with  a  grand  total  of  ST.  There  were  twelve  on 
the  team  and  the  lowest  indi^■illual  :;-rand  total  was  S3.  In  the 
Hilton  trophy  niatcli  Lieutenant  Gi-orge  W.  CoiiLton  was  sec- 
ond, with  a  grand  total  of  94 ;  he  tied  the  first  man,  Corporal  W. 
C.  Weagxaff,  of  the  Sixteenth.  Sergeant  H.  J.  Mehard  was  third, 
with  a  grand  total  of  1'2,  and  Sergeant  George  F.  Eoot  was  sixth. 
■vvitli  a  grand  total  of  SO.  There  were  twelve  on  this  team  and 
the  lowest  individual  gi-and  total  was  79.  Tlie  team  was  made 
UD  from  the  following  regiments:  Sixteenth,  4;  First,  3;  Thir- 
teenth, 2 ;  Sixth.  2 ;  Xinth,  1 ;  with  reserves,  Thirteenth,  2 ; 
Eighth,  1. 

A  circular  from  regimental  headquarters  thoroughly  digests 
incidents,  events,  matches,  results,  making  several  references  not 
here  previously  alluded  to.  Company  F  had  tlie  honor  of  leading 
the  regiment  in  number  of  sharpshooters  and  also  in  number  of 
sharpshooters  and  marksmen  combined,  with  Company  D  as  a 
close  second  and  Company  A  entitled  to  honorable  mention.  In 
the  regimental  contest  Company  F  won  the  first  prize,  Company 
D   the  second,  and   Company  F   the  third. 

And    the   circular   concludes: 

The  record  thus  made  in  one  year  is  one  of  which  the  regiment  has  just 
cause  to  be  proud.  It  marks  a  new  era  in  your  career  as  soldiers,  and  we 
venture  the  prediction  that  in  the  very  near  future  every  uu-mber  will  he  a 
qualified  marksman.  The  Thirteenth  has  done  it  [the  Thirteenth  had 
qualified  every  officer  and  enlisted  man,  and  so  had  the  Twelfth]  and  so  can 
you.  Fipht  on  this  lino  until  you  win.  You  h.ave  odds  to  contend  with  in 
inferior  facilities  compared  with  our  comrades  of  that  regiment,  but  your 
victory  will  be  all  the  more  meritorious. 

ilaj.-Gen.  John  F.  Ilartranft,  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Division  uf  the  Xatioual  Guard,  died  at  his  home 
in  Xorristown  on  Thursday,  October  17,  1889.  Orders  from  the 
office  of  the  adjutaut-gcneral  directed  the  proper  military  escorts, 
and  his  funeral  took  place  from  his  late  residence  on  the  follow- 
ing ^Monday,  the  21st. 

For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  General  Hartranft  has  [had] 
filled  a  huge  place  in  tin'  activities  of  his  generation  which  is  already  recog- 
nized as  forming  one  of  the  most  important  epochs  of  the  history  of  our 
country.  .   .   . 

The  calm  courage,  the  quiet  devotion,  the  intrepid  zeal,  and  the  lofty 
patriotism    which    characterized   his   military   service   and   won    for   him   the 
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-s   which   crowned   his    efforts   are   known   and   appreciated    by   all    who 
^'iveii    heed   to   the   stirring   tiiue-N    durinL;    whiih    tlii~    service    was    ren- 


Thcse  are  of  the  orficial  tributes  paid  to  his  splendid  mauhood 
ill  the  governor's  proclamation  of  October  IS,  1SS9,  announcing 
iiis  deatli. 

General  Hartraiift  had  a  part  in  and  was  a  good  part  of  the 
Pennsylvania  militia  before  the  gTcat  war  that  proved  him  to  be 
the  soldier  that  he  was,  and  he  was  the  very  life  of  it  afterward. 
]\lost  forcefully  docs  Adjutant-General  Hastings  confirm  this 
conclusion  in  the  paragTaph  announcing  the  death  of  General 
ilartranft  in  his  annual  report  for  1SS9: 

To  him  and  to  the  officers  he  gathered  about  him  more  than  to  all  other 
influences  in  the  State  does  the  National  Guard  of  to-day  owe  its  standing 
and  efficiency.  .  .  .  During  his  term  of  office  as  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  thereafter  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  gave  from  his  wealth 
of  experience  and  knowledge  his  best  thought  and  efforts  to  the  creation  and 
development  of  a  volunteer  military  organization  which  has  found  its 
fruition  in  the  present  National  Guard  of  the  State. 

Captain  Pearson  S.  Conrad  having  added  to  his  previous 
record  his  efficient  seiwice  as  a  staff  officer  resigned  the  adjutantcy 
Xovember  22,  1SS9. 

On  January  7,  1S90,  Edward  V.  Stockham  was  appointed 
first  lieutenant  and  adjutant,  vice  Conrad  resigned.  Adjutant 
Stockham  brought  with  him  a  soldierly  training  and  experience 
of  especial  value.  A  private  in  Company  H,  First  Regiment, 
July  1,  1SS3,  a  corporal  August  1,  ISSi,  he  was  honorably  dis- 
charged ]\rarch  1,  1SS5,  to  enter  the  West  Point  Military 
Academy,  whence  after  four  years'  cadetsbip  he  graduated  June 
12,  1SS9.  Appointed  second  lieutenant,  Seventeenth  United 
States  Infantry,  June  2-t,  1SS9,  he  resigned  September  30  of  the 
same  year,  and  after  the  brief  interval  from  September  to  Janu- 
ary, was  again  in  the  military  service,  this  time  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Xational  Guard.  On  July  17,  1SS9.  First  Sergeant  Car- 
roll P.  Xiehols,  of  Company  A,  was  announced  as  sergeant-major, 
viiM'  AVare.  honorably  discharged,  and  on  November  19.  1S90, 
First  Sergeant  Harry  J.  !Mchard  was  appointed  to  succeed  Car- 
roll P.  Xiehols,  who  had  been  elected  to  the  second  lieutenancy 
of  Company  K.      Surgeon  J.  Wilkes  O'Xcill  had  been  promoted 
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to  be  suruwii  of  tluj  J-'ir.st  Briyiide,  and  on  Octobur  10,  IS'Ji*, 
Assistaiu  Surg-(>ou  Alexis  Uupoiit  Smith  was  advanced  to  be  the 
surgeon  of  the  reginient.  On  the  same  day  Xorton  Downs  was 
appointed   as   assistant  snrgcon,   vice   Smith,   promoted. 

A  dress  parade  in  the  regimental  armory,  skirmish  drill, 
guard  mount  in  the  piesence  of  and  the  regular  spring  muster 
and  inspeetiKU  by  the  brigade  in>pect(ir.  ]\lajur  xV.  Lawrenrr 
Wethcrill,  with  exercises  in  the  school  of  the  battalion,  inter- 
spersed the  routine  company  and  regimental  work  covered  the 
period  fur  the  winter  and  early  si)ring  of  IS'JO. 

It  had  not  been  the  usage  for  the  brigade  inspector  in  his 
annual  report  of  the  spring  Inspections  to  sum  up  his  company 
averages,  strike  a  general  average,  and  siibmit  a  regimental  figure 
of  efficiency:  content,  especially  as  his  was  not  in  fact  a  full 
tactical  regimental  inspection,  to  confine  his  rcjtort  to  com- 
pany results  only  and  leave  for  the  adjutant-general  but  the  one 
regimental  conclusion  for  the  year. 

As  illustrative  of  how  the  regiment  stuud  the  test,  wIkX'Vit 
was  its  critical  observer,  the  following  is  the  result  of  a  calcula- 
tion from  the  brigade  inspector's  company  figures  for  1S90: 
The  possible  for  the  general  average  for  the  year  at  each  of  the 
inspections  was  SO.  The  regimental  general  average,  computed 
from  company  averages  which  the  brigade  inspector  had  reported, 
was  73. S,  and  this,  multiplied  by  the  regimental  percentage  of 
attendance,  which  he  does  report,  89. 7,  would  have  given  a  regi- 
mental figure  of  efficiency  of  63.5  for  the  spring  Inspection.  Tn 
the  adjutanr-gimerars  animal  inspection  tlie  percentage  of  attend- 
ance is  '.)7.'^,  tlie  gi'uernl  average  71-r,  and  the  figure  of  effi- 
ciency G9. 

.  The  contrast  strikingly  illustrates  the  overabuiulance  of  the 
contribution  of  the  perrentago  of  attendance  to  the  figure  of  etll- 
ciency.  In  the  spring  with  a  general  average  of  73. S,  there  fol- 
lowed a  figure  of  efficiency  of  GS.ri.  The  percentage  of  attend- 
ance there  was  89. 7.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  general  aver- 
age for  the  spring  was  2.8  higher  than  for  the  annual  inspection, 
which,  instead  of  73. s.  wa'^  but  71 -r.  If  the  percentage  of  97.'^ 
for  the  auTiual  had  hern  u~i-d  in  the  eom]>utation,  S.l  oreater  a- 
it  was,  it  would  have  made  the  spring  fii;-ure  of  efficiency  72.1  in- 
stead of.   a-   it  wa^.   ("i^.."  :   and   in   tlio   annual   in^poction   with   a 
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g.a./nil  average  (.Tl-j-)  2.S  less  than  the  spring  inspectiou  (T:J.S) 
ami  a  percentage  of  attendance  (07. S)  S.Ol  gTeater  than  tlie 
spring's  (Sy.T),  the  tigtire  of  ethcieucy  was  <]',?;  6.5  higher  than 
it  was  in  the  spring,  when  it  was  Go. 5. 

It  has  been  sometimes  questioned  whether  the  value  of  attend- 
ance is  not  overestimated.  It  was  contended  by  Adjutant-General 
Gutlu-io  in  one  of  his  annual  reports  that  highly  meritorious  com- 
p.uiics  that  through  ttnavoidable  casualties  had  necessarily  to  carry 
lie.ivily  of  absentees,  had  been  made  to  suffer  severely  in  a  con- 
sequent depletion  of  their  rating.  And  yet  it  is  quite  the  fact 
that  in  after  years  where  a  competitive  contention  ran  to  a  devel- 
opment of  the  best  effort  several  regiments  have  in  the  same  con- 
test paraded  their  entire  strength,  and  with  the  100  per  cent,  for 
attenilanco  their  figtu-e  of  efficiency  was  in  no  way  disturbed. 
Then  again  when  one  colonel  has  but  -iOO  to  get  out  and  another 
600,  should  the  one  with  the  lesser  number  receive  like  considera- 
tion with  the  one  with  a  larger?  It  is  not  material  whether  the 
company  be  large  or  small,  so  that  the  percentage  be  100,  or,  if  a 
lesser  figure,  that  the  competitors  be  alike.  There  seems  no  con- 
ceivable way  by  which  the  effect  of  the  casualty  can  be  avoided. 
It  bears  alike  upon  the  just  and  the  unjust,  and  must  propor- 
tionately affect  the  standing  of  both.  To  discriminate  in  favor 
of  the  meritorious  and  permit  him  to  escape  its  consequences, 
would  be  subversive  of  all  discipline  and  an  innovation  in  and 
attempted  avoidance  of  pains  and  penalties  that  from  the  begin- 
ning, no  man  kiiows  why.  have  been  imposed  by  the  Creator  upon 
the  creature.  In  one  of  the  brigades  of  the  Pennsylvania  Guard 
recently  at  the  spring  inspection  2-i  companies  secured  a  stand- 
ing for  attendance  of  100  per  cent.  In  one  of  the  larger  cities 
within  its  geographical  boundaries  where  an  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  was  rngins'  there  was  located  a  number  of  the  brigade's  best 
companies,  in  active.  rrenerOits  competition  with  their  fellows  out- 
side. The  casualty  seriously  affected  their  attendance  and  so 
appreciably  rediieed  tlieir  fitniros  of  efficiency  as  to  put  them, 
despite  their  excellent  general  averages,  altogether  out  of  the  com- 
petition. 

If  ■'  in  imion  there  is  strencrth."  as  the  proverb  reads,  in  the 
military  in  numbers  lie=  its  strencth.     Yet  essential  as  may  be 
number^  to  its   ^trenaih.   their  efficiency   mu~t  be   amired   befi>ro 
23 
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they  cau  le  used  to  the  best  advantage.  The  test,  too,  had  proven 
that  the  conjeecure  of  overvahiatioii  of  attendance  had  been  well 
conceived.  Indeed,  it  v.as  aftenvard  so  conceded  in  official  utter- 
ance. It  was,  indirectly  at  least,  declared  that  the  earlier  an- 
nouncement that,  the  "  percentage  of  attendance  "'  and  the  "  gen- 
eral average ''  having  been  determined,  the  product  of  their  mtdti- 
plicatiou  would  be  the  ■'"  figure  of  etficieucy,"  had  given  to  attend- 
ance an  excessive  valuation. 

In  his  annual  report  for  the  year  1D07  (up  to  that  time  the 
earlier  principle  had  remained  undisturbed)  Col.  Frank  G. 
Sweeney,  the  then  inspector-general,  said:  "In  the  jiidgment  of 
the  inspector-general  attendance  at  inspection  at  camp  should  be 
used  in  determining  the  efficiency  of  a  comniand.  The  percentage 
of  attendance  should  be  calculated,  and  from  it  and  the  general 
average  the  tigiire  of  efficiency  in  ratio  of  three  to  seven,  respec- 
tively." 

Already  in  the  spring  inspections  of  that  year  the  brigade  in- 
spectors had  accepted  the  method  of  calculation,  later  officially 
suggested  by  their  chief.  Analyses  of  their  reports  show  that  to 
arrive  at  the  company  "  figure  of  efliciency  "  they  mitltiplied  the 
percentage  of  attendance  by  3,  the  general  average  by  7,  and 
divided  the  total  of  tlie  two  products  by  10.  In  Company  M, 
First  Eegiment  Infantry,  as  an  illustration,  its  general  average 
is  94.S8;  multiplied  by  7,  the  product  is  644.16;  its  percentage 
of  attendance  is  100;  this  multiplied  by  3  is  300;  the  two  sums 
aggregate  y641,  and  -with  10  for  the  divisor  the  company's  "  fig- 
ure of  efficiency  "'  is  OC.-il. 

The  comrneniorati'.ai  of  the  twenty-ninth  anniversary,  on  April 
19,  ISOO,  by  the  usual  full-dress  street  parade  was  made  the  more 
significant  by  a  special  review  of  tlie  command  on  Broad  Street 
above  Walnut,  opposite  the  Union  League,  by  Gen.  James  A. 
Beaver,  governor  and  commander-in-chief.  In  the  publication 
of  his  order  tV-r  the  parade  the  colonel  commanding  made  this 
special  announcement : 

V.  This  being  an  irapiirtant  re{riment;il  occr;,-.ion,  celebrating  the  twenty- 
ninth  year  of  an  honorable,  patriotic,  and  distin2^li5hed  career  in  the  mili- 
tary of  the  nation  and  hi^  Commonwealth,  the  strength  and  energy  of  the 
entire  command  -nill  be  enthusiastically  devoted  to  its  complete  success. 
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On  iLe  day  following,  Sunduy,  April  20,  tlie  rcgiiaoiu  was 
again  paraded,  to  attend  divine  service  at  St.  Mark's  Protestant 
Episcopal  Cliureb,  where  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Isaac  L.  XicLolson, 
1).D.,  the  chaplain  of  the  regiment,  officiated. 

On  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1S90,  Company  F,  Captain 
George  F.  Eilor,  Jr.,  paraded  as  escort  to  Hector  Tyndidc  Post, 
Xo.  160,  Grand  Array  of  the  Kepublic,  and  Company  I,  Captain 
Thomas  IT.  P.  Todd,  as  an  escort  to  Xaval  Post,  Xo.'iOO.  Com- 
pany D,  Captain  H.  0.  Hastings,  was  at  rifle  practice  at  the 
Lazaretto,  and  Company  K,  Captain  Alex  J.  Diamond,  Jr.,  at 
Port  "Washington. 

As  recruiting  -was  prohibited  during  a  thirty  days'  period 
previous  to  the  encampment,  in  early  June  an  earnest  appeal  went 
from  regimental  headquarters  urging  its  vigorous  prosecution. 

The  companies  [so  read  the  colonel's  order]  which  hare  not  no^  on 
their  rolls  the  maximum  number  allowed  by  law  will  make  every  effort  to 
secure  that  number. 

The  companies  will  be  thoroughly  canvassed  and  the  cases  of  men  who 
anticipate  trouble  in  reporting  for  camp  investigated,  any  difiiculty  in  ob- 
taining consent  of  employers  promptly  reported  to  these  headquarters,  as 
efforts  will  bo  made  to  obtain  a  rating  of  100  per  cent,  for  attendance. 

Announcement  "was  made  in  general  orders  from  Xational 
Guard  headquarters  as  early  as  May  2G,  1S90,  of  the  division  en- 
campment at  !Mount  Gretna,  from  July  19  to  July  26,  and  a  sub- 
sequent order  from  division  headquarters  had  named  the  camp 
"  Canip  John  P.  Hartranfr."'  Here  was  a  beginning  of  the 
coming  together  on  the  same  camping  ground  of  State  and  na- 
tional troops,  intermittently  but  frequently  repeated  thereafter, 
much  to  the  profit,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  Guard.  At  the 
request  of  Governor  Beaver,  the  Secretary  of  "War  had  ordered  a 
brigade  of  regular  troops,  representing  the  three  arms  of  the  ser- 
vice, under  the  command  of  Col.  H.  G.  Gibson,  Third  United 
States  Artillery,  to  encamp  at  Blount  Gretna  at  the  same  time  with 
the  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard. 

A  significant  incident  of  the  encampment  was  the  announce- 
ment on  Julv  2.T  of  the  promotion  of  Brig.-Gen.  Georsre  P.  Snow- 
den,  who  since  the  decease  of  General  Hartranft  had  been  in  com- 
mand of  the  division,  to  be  its  major-general.  He  had  earned 
his  own  promotion  by  continuous,  courageous,  and  intelligent  ser- 
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vice  ill  iLe  Guard,  a  ten-ice  that  supplemented  distinction  won  in 
\var.  So  clo.-e  a  student  of  the  military  art  as  is  General  Snow- 
den  is  rarely  found  outside  of  those  who  pursue  the  study  as  a  pro- 
fession. Gen.  Kobert  P.  Dechert,  with  a  distingiushed  career  iu 
war  from  Jtdy  1,  1S61,  to  July  17,  1S65,  continuously  in  the 
field,  and  with  eminent  service  in  the  Pennsylvania  Xatioual 
Guard  from  Xovember  7,  1S6S,  to  his  advancement  to  be  a  briga- 
dier, and  thence  on  until  his  death,  was  on  the  same  day  pro- 
moted from  his  colonelcy  of  the  Second  Kegiment  to  be  the  briga- 
dier-general of  the  First  Brigade. 

The  encampment  was  abundantly  supplied  with  officers  of  the 
regular  army  detailed  by  the  War  Department  for  supervisory 
inspection  duty:  Col.  Henry  C.  Corbin,  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General,  Department  of  I\[is=ouri;  Captain  Clinton  -B.  Sears,  of 
the  Engineer  Corps ;  Captain  J.  Gales  Ramsay,  Second  Artillery 
and  Major  Charles  R.  Greenleaf,  surgeon.  United  States  Anny. 

The  hours  for  drill,  bugle  calls,  and  other  duties  were  an- 
nounced from  division  headqtiarters,  taken  up,  and  repeated 
prou:ptly  by  brigade,  and  so  on  through  the  regiments.  A  divi- 
sion drill-ground  was  set  apart,  and  hours  designated  for  its  use 
by  particular  brigades.  It  was  assigned  to  the  First  Brigade  for 
battalion  drill  on  Monday,  July  21,  from  9  to  11  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  for  brigade  drill  on  Tuesday,  July  22.  from  4  to  6  in  the 
afternoon.  Of  the  total  strength  of  the  division — S390  rank  and 
file — there  was  present  in  camp  an  average  of  SOIS,  or  95.5  per 
cent. 

On  "Wednesday,  July  23,  in  the  afternoon  the  division  was  re- 
viewed by  the  governor  and  commander-in-chief,  and  on  Thurs- 
day, the  24th,  by  Lieut.-Gen.  John  M.  Schoileld,  U.  S.  A. 

The  regiment,  preceded  by  the  usual  detail  for  camp  con- 
struction, left  the  armory  at  8.30  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  July 
19,  under  command  of  Col.  Wendell  P.  Bowman,  with  a  full  com- 
plement of  officers  and  a  strength  that  quite  approached  the  maxi- 
mum that  the  preliminary  order  had  urged  should  be  atttained. 
It  returned  by  the  Reading,  leaving  camp  at  6.15  p.  ji.  on  the  26. 

The  routine  of  camp  duty  rigorously  followed  was  ultimately 
resultful  of  quite  appreciable  improvement.  Picket  duty  had  been 
included  in  the  eurriculum,  and  on  the  night  of  July  23  Captain 
Kirk  W.  lilagill's  company  was  tested  for  its  efficiency  in  a  night 
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operatii;in.  His  command  Avas  streiigtlieued  bv  details  from  the 
otlur  C'inipaines,  together  with  Lieiuenauts  Stintou  (C),  Deaue 
(D),  and  Crane  (E),  assigned  as  subalterns.  Provost  duty  fell 
upon  separate  occasions  upon  Captain  Eiler's  and  Captain  Todd's 
conipanios  respectively.  The  activity  of  details,  drills,  skirmish, 
battalion,  brigade,  and  company  rifle  practice,  parades,  and  re- 
views, was  of  unusual  manifestation  throughout  the  entire  tour 
of  duty.  ^Vllatever  the  duty,  whether  of  detail,  detachment,  bat- 
talion, or  what  not,  the  troops  appeared  always  in  fullest  strength 
possible. 

The  annual  muster  and  inspection  by  the  adjutant-general 
was  held  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  July  22,  at  2.30  o'clock.  With 
an  aggregate  of  596,  present  583,  absent  13,  the  percentage  of 
attendance  was  97.6.  The  general  average  was  71-f-  out  of  a 
possible  SO,  and  the  figure  of  efficiency  69.  The  rating  varied 
but  a  trifle  from  that  of  1SS9,  where  the  possible  was  100.  The 
regiment  still  held  first  place  in  the  State  among  tbe  regiments, 
with  the  Thirteenth  second,  with  a  general  average  of  70.3  and 
figure  of  efficiency  of  6S.4. 

A  conclusion  of  Captain  Clinton  B.  Sears,  Engineers,  U,  S. 
Army,  the  whole  tenor  of  whose  report  shows  him  to  have  been 
a  close  and  analytical  observer,  is  as  follows : 

Taking  tlie  division  as  a  whole,  I  have  seen  no  State  organization  equal 
to  it  in  the  essential  features  of  a  military  body.  The  general  organization 
and  administration  are  excellent.  The  State  can,  with  forty-eight  hours' 
notice,  put  into  the  field  at  almost  any  point  within  its  limits  a  division  of 
SOOO  men,  well  armed,  fairly  equipped,  and  properly  organized,  which,  on 
taking  the  field,  will  be  much  superior  to  any  volunteer  brigade  or  division 
that  took  the  field  in  ISCl,  after  two  months'  service,  and  after  a  month's 
hard  work  in  camp  engaged  in  drilling  and  guard  duty  the  division  can  be 
relied  on  to  make  its  mark,  pi'o  bono  publico,  in  a  sharp,  decisive  campaign 
and  on  the  field  of  battle.  I  know  of  no  other  State,  unless  it  be  New  York, 
that  can  put  into  the  field  on  as  short  notice  so  large,  so  well  equipped, 
and  so  efficient  a  bo,ly  of  men,  and  I  doubt  if  any  other  State  has  as  good 
an  organization  as  far  as  relates  to  the  division  statf  and  the  logistic  or- 
ganization. 

Under  his  head,  "  Performance  of  Duty,"  Captain  J.  Gales 
Eamsay.  Second  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  said :  " 

Mo=t  cheerful  and  u-ually  intelligent  performance  of  duty  pervades  all 
grades.  Zeal  and  subordination  the  rule,  and  desire  to  e.xcel  apparent, 
though  lack  of  instruction  I  proper  instruction)  in  preliminary  duties  has 
been    the    rule.     Xeglect   of    the    proper    custom    and    regulation    of    privates 
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salutin-  olliceis  is  most  noticeable,  and  to  bo  deprecated.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  pra^ctice  01  officers  =aliuin-  each  other  and  Miperiors  is  mo,t  punctiliously 
carried  out  The  former  should  be  taudit  the  recruit  with  his  setting  up 
exercise  and  in  squad  drill,  and  should  be  insisted  upon  by  his  company 
officers  at  all  times.  Xo  -n^rit  of  disrespect  causes  this  omission,  for  on  a 
given  e.Kample.  they  follow  suit  invariably. 

Thouiili  some  of  its  accurate  shots  during  the  season  of  IS'IO 
did  not  maintain  their  usual  standard,  the  regiment's  general  effi- 
ciency in  ritle  practice  had  materially  advanced,  ^ot  only  Tvith 
its  93  sharpshooters  and  292  marksmen,  a  total  of  390,  had  it 
made  a  gain  of  152  o%-er  the  previous  year,  but  with  its  average 
number  of  qualified  men  in  each  company,  38,  it  led  the  infautrj- 
organizations  of  the  First  Brigade  in  company  averages.  "  The 
average  number  of  men  qualified  in  each  company  and  separate 
organization  in  the  division  for  the  year  -was  32fj.5."  The  first 
reg-iment  had  bettered  this  average  by  Sttj- 

In  the  list  of  the  regimental  teams  contesting  fur  the  regimen- 
tal prizes — fifteen  infantry  regiments,  one  infantry  battalion, 
three  troops  of  cavalry,  two  batteries;  twenty-one  in  all- 
offered  by  Eobert  H.  Coleman  to  the  teams  making  the  six  highest 
scores  in  regimental  team  practice,  the  First  Eegiment  was  sev- 
enth, heading  the  list  of  "  scores  of  the  other  competing  regi- 
ments "  witlf-'  total  scores  "  of  -ilO,  as  against  "  total  scores  "  of 
436,  the  score  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  the  leader  of  the  six 
winners. 

The  Third  Brigade  won  the  brigade  trophy  with  a  grand 
total  of  103-i,  with  a  naiTOw  margin  of  four  points,  as  agamsr 
the  First  Brigade's  grand  total  of  l030.  The  three  First  Eegi- 
ment men  on  the  First  Brigade's  team  were  George  W.  Coulston, 
inspector  of  rifle  practice,  whose  total  scores  were  93 ;  Sergeant 
Georae  F.  Eoot,  F,  ST;  Sergeant-lilajor  H.  J.  ]Mehard,  73.  Pri- 
vate Mountjoy.  of  the  Si.xth,  was  highest,  9.5 ;  and  :\[eharrl  lovr- 
est,  73.  In  the  regimental  match,  won  by  the  Thirteenth  Eesri- 
ment,  the  First  Eegiment  was  eleventh  on  the  list  of  the  twenty- 
one  competitors. 

Col.  Peter  C.  Fllmnker.  who.  beginning  with  its  beginning  as 
its  colonel,  had  never  ceased  throu-h  all  its  year^  to  maintain 
^vith  the  retriTiient  a  close,  friendlv.  and  purposeful  fellowship, 
died  at  his  residence.  1324  An-h  SrrcM.r.  Philadelphia,  on  Sunday, 
October  12.  1^90.      P.-rn  Auirnst  11.  I=;i3,  his  seventy-seven  com- 
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pleteJ  years  Iiad  carried  him  through  husy,  hrokeu,  beistcrous 
time?;  carried  him  through  the  crucial  tests  that  in  the  limelight 
of  trciucudoLis  aehievemeuc  luade  a  race  free  and  a  Union  per- 
iect. 

Eesolutions  appropriately  expressive  of  his  ■worth  and  his  ser- 
vices ■were  adopted  by  various  bodies  to  which  he  -was  attached, 
and  a  general  order  from  regimental  jieadquarters  testified  to  his 
virtues,  his  manhood,  his  achievements,  his  patriotism,  and  his 
usefulness. 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  Incorporated  Association  of  the 
First  Regiment  Infantry,  of  ^vhich  Colonel  Ellmaker  -was  the 
secretary,  at  its  November  monthly  meeting  of  1890  gave  by  reso- 
lution this  expressive  utterance  of  their  appreciation  and  regret: 

Where-VS,  since  the  la-t  meeting  of  this  bo.ivd  we  have  sustained  the 
frreat  loss  of  our  sincere  fvicnd  and  comrade,  Col.  Peter  C.  Ellmalcer.  "Death! 
proprietor  of  all,"  ha\-in5:  removed  him  from  the  scene  of  this  life  at  one 
o'clock  A.  M.,  on  October  12,  we.  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  First  Regiment  Infantry  of  Pennsylvania,  hereby  solemnly  and  rever- 
entially record  our  sorrow  and  pay  a  lasting  tribute  to  his  memory. 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  our  departed  friend  more  than  mere  words  can 
express.  His  death  closes  a  long  and  public-spirited  life.  Born  August  11, 
1S13,  from  his  early  youth  he  manifested  the  warmest  interest  in  military 
affairs,  and  for  half  a  century  devoted  his  best  thoughts  and  attention  to 
the  advancement  of  our  military  strength  and  prowess  as  a  commonwealth. 

We  mourn  his  loss  as  the  father  of  our  regiment  and  point  with  ever- 
lasting satisfaction    to    his    unfaltering   devotion    to    our    welfare. 

His  public  services  as  a  soldier  to  this  commonwealth  and  his  country 
in  every  troublesome  period,  in  riot  and  in  war.  for  half  a  century  whenever 
and  wherever  peace  was  a.ssailed  and  our  country's  flag  imperilled,  entitle 
him  to  our  heartfelt  gratitude  and  place  him  beside  the  most  distinguished 
of  Pennsylvania's  volunteer  soldiers. 

His  faithful  services  as  our  secretary  throughout  all  the  yrars  of  our 
corporate  existence  and  hi-  unceasing  labors  to  secure  this  armory  for  the 
command  ho  loved  so  well  have  enshrined  his  memory  in  our  hearts. 

That  we  extend  onr  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  bereaved  family  and 
transmit  to  tln^m  a  copy  of  this  expression  of  our  appreciation  of  the  ser- 
vices and  affection  for  the  memory  of  our  departed  friend. 

Colonel  Bowman's  general  order  paiil  heroic  trilnite  to  his 
early  predecessor : 

He  was  a  soldier  by  nature  as  well  as  by  study  and  training,  and  for 
more  than  half  a  century  served  this,  his  native  State,  and  the  nation  in 
peace,  riot,  and  war  with  courage,  ability,  and  distinction.  For  the  pres- 
ervation of  law  and  order  and  the  defence  of  his  country's  flag,  his  brave 
spirit   and   inilit^i.ry   prowess   were  ever   re.uly.

He  commenced  his  military  career  on  June  2,  1834,  as  a  private  in  tlie 
Artillery  Corps,  Washington  Urays,  in  which  distin^i=hed  body  he  actively 
served  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  duriny  which  time  he  occupied  every 
position  of  honor  and  trust  in  its  civil  body  and  held  every  rank  in  the 
military  organization  from  corporal  to  captain.  He  served  faithfully  in  the 
Bucksliot  war  and  the  riots  of  1S44  and  1S40. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  in  April,  18G1,  although  by  reason 
of  ago  exempt  from  military  duty,  his  tiulning,  experience,  and  ability  as  a 
soldier  were  vigorously  employed  in  behalf  of  the  Union.  As  a  result  of 
his  instruction  as  commanding  officer  of  the  Artillery  Corps,  Washington 
Grays,  its  members  were  qualified  to  immediately  enter  the  service  of  their 
country  as  commissioned  oflicers.  Kealizing  the  necessity  of  the  hour,  he 
was  the  moving  spirit  in  the  organization  of  this  regiment,  and  was  duly 
elected  and  commissioned  its  first  colonel  in  April,  1861. 

He  continued  tlierein  his  larger  school  for  training  and  disciplining 
men  for  service  in  the  field,  furnishing  from  its  ranks  many  distinguished 
ofTicers,  notably  among  them  being  those  high  in  command  of  the  llSth  and 
119th  Regiments  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  The  latter  regiment  he  or- 
ganized in  July,  1SG2,  from  this  regiment,  and  led  it  to  the  front  as  its 
commanding  officer.  It  won  distinction  in  the  annals  of  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  for  its  military  efficiency  and  bravery  in  action.  He  is  also  in- 
scribed upon  the  historic  page  of  that  immortal  army  as  a  brave  and  effi- 
cient commander  of  the  Third  Brigade,  First  Division,  Sixth  Army  Corps, 
and  was  selected  to  l^ad  the  charge  at  Rappahannock  Station,  where  he 
-captured  the  entire  opposing  force,  including  artillery,  battle  flags,  and 
small  arms,  receiving  special  mention  in  orders  for  his  bravery  and  skill  in 
this  action.  He  participated  in  all  the  memorable  campaigns  and  battles  of 
this  regiment  until  January  12,   1SG4,  when  he  resigned. 

Tlie  regiraent  paraded  in  dress  uiiifonn  and  side-amis  in  at- 
tendance at  the  funeral  on  October  li,  ISOO,  at  1.40  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon.  The  usual  badge  of  mourning  Avas  directed  to  be 
■worn  by  the  officers  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  and  tlie  flag  over 
the  regiruental  armory  Avas  displayed  at  half  staff  until  after  the 
funeral. 

On  April  30,  1S91,  First  Lieutenant  George  "\A".  Coulston,  to 
be  ever  remembered  for  his  enviable  record  in  marksmanship,  re- 
signed, to  be  succeeded,  June  2-1:,  1S91,  by  First  Lieutenant 
Thomas  h>.  McGlathcry.  promoted  from  a  sergfaiitcy  in  Company 
D.  On  June  23,  ISOl,  Eev.  Isaac  L.  Nicholson,  L).D.,  advanced 
from  his  rectorship  of  St.  ]^[a^k's  to  be  a  Protestant  Episcopal 
bishop,  resigTied  his  chaplaincy  of  the  Fir-t  Eepiment.  There 
was  an  intervening  vacancy  of  a  year,  until  July  1.  1S92,  when 
Eev.  Samuel  D.  !McConnell,  D.D..  rector  of  St.  Stephen's,  was 
appointed  his  successor.  Captain  ITnn-y  O.  Hastings,  Company 
D,  resigned  April  20,  1S91,  and  on  June  .",  1S91,  Captain  Henry 
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J.  Crump  was  aJvauceJ  from  liis  first  lieutenancy  to  succeed  liiui. 
On  Ajiril  15,  ISDl,  L.  E.  F.  TolwiJt  was  named  as  quartermaster- 
sergeant,  vice  Bingham,  honorably  discharged,  and  John  C. 
Sheain  was  api^'iuted  commissary-sergeant,  vice  Toboldt.  On 
June  24.  1891,  Captain  Pearson  S.  Conrad,  upon  the  resignation 
of  Captain  Franklin  Swayne.  rcsunu-il  his  former  place  as  pay- 
master. 

Captain  Albert  L.  Williams.  "'  who  had  occupied  the  position 
of  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Officers  for  a  period  verging  upon 
ten  yeai-s,  a  length  of  sei-viee  imprecedented  in  the  history  of  the 
office,"'  on  January  3,  1S91.  resigned  the  secretaryship.  Appro- 
priate resolutions  appreciatively  recognized  the  worth  and  the 
value  of  the  service  he  had  rendered. 

The  death  of  Gen.  "William  T.  Sherman  in  Xew  York  City 
at  1.50  o'clock  p.  m.  on  February  14,  1S91,  was  officially  an- 
nounced to  the  reg-iment  in  a  General  Order  Xo.  3,  of  February 
IG,  as  follows: 

Born  in  Lancajtur,  Ohio,  February-  20,  1S20,  lie  lived  out  the  time 
al'ottcJ  to  man,  and  bv  his  military  genius  won  illustrious  honors  and  im- 
mortal fame  in  the  service  of  his  country.  His  name  vrill  live  in  history  as 
one  of  the  few  great  generals  of  mankind. 

In  honor  of  his  memory  the  llag  will  he  displayed  at  half  staff  until 
after  his  burial,  the  colors  of  the  regiment  draped  in  mourning  for  thirty 
days,  and  the  conimi-sioned  officers  will  wear  the  usxial  badge  of  mourning 
for  a  like  period  of  time,  in  compliance  with  G.  O.  No.  3  C.  S.  from  head- 
quarters X.  G.  P. 

The  thirtieth  anniversary  was  celebrated  by  the  usual  full- 
dress  street  parade,  followed  by  the  evening  incidentals  of  ban- 
quets, dinners,  reunions,  the  day  falling  upon  Sunday,  on  Satur- 
day, April  IS.  The  regiment  was  accompanied  by  the  Veteran 
Coi-ps,  and  the  column  was  reviewed  by  AEaj.-Gen.  George  R. 
Snowden,  the  division  commander,  on  Broad  Street  in  front  of 
tlie  Union  League. 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  and  bv  the 
orders  of  the  colonel  commanding,  on  Sunday,  'Mar  24,  1S91,  the 
regiment  in  full-dress  imifonn,  accompanied  by  the  Veteran 
Corjis,  officers  with  sidoarms  and  enlisted  men  with  waist-belts 
without  bayonet  .^cabbards,  attcndcil  divine  service  at  St.  Clark's, 
with  the  regimental  chaplain,  Bev.  I-aac  L.  Xiohol-on,  D.D.,  offi- 
ciating for  the  la~t  time  before  his  departure  for  his  bishopric. 
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The  Xatioual  Guard  of  tlie  State  by  contributions  purposely 
made  small,  that  all  might  have  opportunity  to  subscribe,  had 
caused  to  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  IMaj.-Geu.  John  F.  Hait- 
ranft,  as  testimony  of  tlieir  reverence  for  him  as  a  man  and  their 
appreciation  of  his  valor  and  capacity  as  a  soldier,  in  the  ceme- 
tery at  Xorristowu,  a  monument  expressive  in  design  and  im- 
pressive in  appearance.  The  First  Eegirnent's  share  in  this  tril)- 
ute  to  their  niuch  revered  commander  was  a  contribution^  of 
$650.  The  monument  was  formally  dedicated,  with  oration, 
poem,  choral  and  religious  sen-ices  and  military  parade,  on  Sat- 
urday, June  6,  1S91,  when  Uie  regiment  with  the  First  Brigade 
participated  in  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the  occasion.  General 
Dechert  commanded  the  brigade  and  Colonel  Bowman  the  regi- 
ment.    General  James  W.  Latta  delivered  the  oration. 

The  Pennsylvania  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Eevolution  ex- 
tended an  invitation  to  the  organizations  of  the  First  Brigade  to 
be  present  at  their  patriotic  services  to  be  held  in  Independence 
Square  ou  the  morning  of  July  -i,  1S91.  A  detachment  of  the 
regiment  volunteered,  and  was  reiwrted  to  !^Iajor  Henry  T.  Dech- 
ert, of  the  Second  Eegiment,  assig-ned  to  the  command  of  the  de- 
tail at  the  place  designated  at  9.30  on  that  morning. 

Camp  Sherman,  named  in  honor  of  the  eminent  soldier,  Gen. 
^Yilliam  T.  Sherman,  the  camp  of  the  First  Brigade — the  en- 
campments for  the  year  1S91  were  by  brigades — was  located  near 
Devon,  Chestor  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  covered  the  period 
from  July  1*  to  July  2. a.  both 'dates  inclusive.  The  camp  was 
located  as  infantry  on  a  single  line  with  wide  company  streets 
and  good  di-tauces  l)etwecn  companies. 

The  usual  constmction  detail  under  Lieut.-C"l.  Thomas  E. 
Huffing-ton  left  on  the  IGth  at  S  o'clock,  and  the  regiment,  under 
Colonel  Bowman,  foll.,v.ed  on  the  morning  of  the  ISth. 
Ricorous  enforcement  of  all  requirements  was  demanded,  a 
rifle  range  was  established  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  no  leaves 
of  absence  or  furlouo-hs  wore  to  be  pcraiitted  except  "  for  physical 
disabilitv  testified  to  by  a  phy-ician." 

On  Monday  morning,  the  19th.  while  the  men  were  at  break- 
fast the  governor  and  commander-in-chief  accompanied  by  his 
staff  pa=s^ed  through  and  inspected  the  mess  tents,  and  on  the 
=ame  mornin-  at  'f^Ar,  o-,.l,.ok  there  was  the  annual  inspection 
and    muster    bv    tlie    adjutant-general,    this    year    conducted    by 
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IlriiT.-Ceii.  William  IMcClellaiid.  the  adjutaiit-gonoral  appointed 
l,y  Governor  Pattison  to  succeed  General  Hastings.  On  the 
21rt,  in  the  afternoon,  the  governor  reviewed  the  brigade,  as 
did  the  division  commander,  ]\rajor-General  Snowden,  on  the 
nfti-rnoon  of  the  20th.  A  brigade  dress  parade  on  the  22d  closed 
the  notable  ceremonies  of  the  encampment.  Gen.  Robert  P. 
Deehert  was  in  command  of  the  camp,  and  Col.  Wendell  P. 
Bowman  of  the  regiment.  The  encampment  broken  on  the  day 
as  announced,  on  the  afterno<^n  of  the  25th  the  regiment  returned 
by  rail  to  Philadelphia,  marching  over  a  short  route  on  its  arrival 
to  the  regimental  armory. 

As  the  result  of  the  annual  inspection,  with  an  aggregate  of 
592,  present  5S7,  only  5  absent,  percentage  of  attendance  99.1, 
general  average  of  S2.92,  the  Fii-st  Regiment's  figiire  of  efficiency, 
S2.15,  below  its  usual  standard,  brought  it  to  fourth  place  in 
the  order  of  merit,  with  the  Thirteenth  Eeglment,  92.3  ;  Xintli, 
91.1,  and  Eighth,   90.36,  leading  it. 

General  Order  Xo.  21,  Adjutant-General's  office,  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  August  17,  1S91,  is  Governor  Pattison's  tribute  of  recogiii- 
tion  to  the  value,  efficiency,  and  patriotism  of  his  Xational  Guard. 

The  encampments  for  1891  must  convince  every  one  who  has  observed 
them  tliat  the  National  Guard  of  IVunsylvania  stands  at  the  head  of  tlie 
militia  of  the  States. 

The  improved  soldierly  bearin^r,  proficiency,  and  drill,  strict  discipline, 
freneral  deportment  of  all  the  organizations,  is  most  marked  and  comes  from 
the  undoubted  patriotism  of  the  individual  guardsman. 

For  these  the  commander-in-chief  desires  to  thank  each  officer  and  en- 
listed man.  He  also  desires  to  commend  to  the  people  of  the  State  their 
citizen  soldiery  as  worthy  of  their  consideration  and  support. 

Officers  and  men  alike  met  witli  generous  commendation  and. 
the  effectiveness  of  the  military  service  in  Pennsylvania  was 
placed  "  far  in  advance  of  her  sister  States  "  in  the  report  of  Cni>- 
tain  James  Chester,  Third  United  States  Artillery,  the  officer  of  the 
army  detailed  as  the  inspecting  officer.  The  following  are  c.k- 
cerjits  from  it: 

As  a  body  tlie  officers  of  tlie  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  whom 
I  have  met  would  take  hijrh  rank  for  ellieieney  in  any  army.  What  they 
lack  in  the  technicalities  of  the  profession  (hey  more  than  make  up  in  prac- 
tical pood  sense  and  knowledge  of  liuman  nature.  .  .  .  The  men  are  bright, 
intelligent,  and  enthusiastic  soldiers.  They  lack  the  snap  and  military 
bearing  of  regular  troops,  but  thev  work  exactly  likf  the  men  who  won  our 
hardc-tfonght   battles    for    us.     Considering   their    opportunities,   they   do    re- 
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markably  well,  and  the  State  has  every  reason  to  he  proud  of  them.  .  .  . 
By  these  annual  encampments  Pennsylvania  has  oruanized  effective  military 
schools  and   thus   plactil   her   military   far   in   advance   of  her   sister   States. 

Major  Herbert  Cox,  ordnance  oiEcer  of  the  First  Brigade,  in 
his  official  report  for  the  year  1S91  makes  this  complimentary 
reference  to  the  First  IJegiment:  "  The  First  Hegirnent  deserves 
special  mention  for  tliis  year's  practice  owing  to  disadvantages 
before  mentioned  "  [Hartranft  range  closed  by  injunction  after 
eight  days'  practice;  neighborhood  improvements  had  rendered 
its  use  unsafe  and  dangerous]  "  having  qualified  -±52  meuibers  of 
the  command,  an  increase  of  62  over  last  year — every  commis- 
sioned otEcer,  field,  staff  and  line,  and  87  per  cent,  of  the  men. 
This  result  ■nas  only  accomplished  by  heavy  personal  expense  and 
great  sacrifice  of  time." 

It  may  be  stated,  in  addition  to  what  was  said  by  Major 
Cox,  that  one  hundred  and  sixteen  out  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-three  non-commissioned  officers  are  included  in  the  total 
of  452  officers  and  men.  The  percentage  of  sharpshooters  in  the 
regiment  was  17.5,  and  22.7  per  cent,  of  the  qualified  marksmen 
were  sharpshooters. 

Company  I)  had  tlie  greatest  increase  of  marksmen,  with  a 
gain  of  20  over  the  number  qualified  in  1890.  having  the  honor 
to  lead  the  regiment  with  56  marksmen,  while  Company  H  was 
a  close  second  with  55. 

The  nine  ten-year  veteran  gold  badges  to  which  the  regiment 
■was  entitled  all  went  to  commissioned  officers:  Major  J.  Lewis 
Good,  Captains  William  Ewing-,  H.  O.  Hastings,  Clarence  T. 
Kensil.  and  .Vlbcrt  L.  Williams,  Lieutenants  "William  Cairns, 
A.  W.  Deanc,  Henry  Xuss.  Jr.,  and  Thomas  E.  Heath. 

In  a  general  order  of  December  4,  1891,  ''  the  colonel  com- 
manding congratulates  the  officers  and  men  upon  their  excellent 
work  and  great  advancement  during  the  year  in  this  important 
branch  of  military  science."  and  after  a  resume  of  the  practice 
through  the  season  and  a  sketch  of  the  results  from  which  the 
foregoing  text  has  been  gathered,  concludes  as  follows: 

The  record  thu=  briefly  outlined  is  a  most  creditable  one,  of  which  the 
oflicers  and  men  may  ju-tly  be  proud.  It  will  serve  a?  a  stimulus  for  still 
greater  efforts,  and  we  will  enter  the  season  of  1892  determined  to  qualify 
every  enlisted  man.  We  hope  that  the  command  by  tliat  time  will  be  in 
possession  of  its  own  ranje. 

The  otTicers  have  -.  t  a  "ood  examplf,  which  the  men  are  bravely  follonin;?. 
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The  inconveniences  that  attended  the  necessary  aLandonment 
of  die  Uartrauit  range,  at  Frankford,  were  in  some  measure  re- 
lieved by  the  generous  tender  of  facilities  and  privileges  on  the 
United  States  range  at  tlie  Bridesburg  Arsenal  by  l\laj.  G.  W. 
ilcKee,  U.  S.  A.,  the  commandant;  ou  the  range  of  the  Sixth 
IJogiment,  Xatioual  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Upland,  Dela- 
ware County;  and  on  that  of  the  Thirteenth  Kegiment,  iSTational 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Dickson,  Laekawaruia  County.  In  ac- 
cepting these  tenders  the  colonel  commanding  made  gTateful  and 
appreciative  acknowledgment. 

The  rille  range  project  was  consummated  as  Colonel  Bow- 
man had  hoped,  but  not  quite  as  soon.  The  incoqjorated  asso- 
ciation purchased  a  tract  of  land  of  40  acres,  10  from  the  Bing- 
ham estate  and  30  from  AV.  S.  P.  Shields,  near  iSTinety-second 
Street  Station  on  the  Chester  branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Heading  Piailroad,  aL^iut  nine  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  city. 
The  purchase  money,  to  include  what  improvements  there  were 
upon  the  tract,  was  not  lo  exceed  tlic  sum  of  $9500,  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  was  authorized  to  negotiate  and  execute  a 
bond  and  mongage  for  such  portion  of  it  as  might  rc*maiu  unpaid, 
the  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  5  4/10  per  cent,  per  annum. 
The  negotiations  closed,  title  passed,  and  possession  secured,  such 
equipment,  including  eight  steel  targets  for  use  at  200,  500,  and 
600  yards,  suiEcient  to  make  it  available,  was  completed  within 
a  few  months,  and  by  August  22,  1892,  the  range,  ready  for  prac- 
tice, was  formally  opened.  It  is  known  as  the  Eirst  Begiment 
Bange,  and  there  is  but  faint  recollection  of  a  Xinety-second 
Street  station,  as  the  pre-ent  railway  station  now  bears  the  same 
name. 

The  spring  inspections  for  1S92  by  companies  at  designated 
weekly  intervals,  by  Maj-r  Frank  G.  Sweeney,  brigade  iusjiector, 
Major  Wctherill's  successor,  were  announced  for  the  months  of 
February  and  !ilarch  in  general  orders  fn>m  HaiTisljurg  head- 
quarters as  early  as  the  first  of  January.  Preparatory  inspec- 
tions by  companies  in  full  equipment,  two  assi.gned  for  each  even- 
ing by  the  colonel,  immediately  preceded  those  ordered  for  the 
brigade  insjiector.  Drills,  squad,  company,  battalion,  continued 
in  the  u=ual  course,  particular  attention  beino;  given  to  individual 
instruction  and  the  setting  up  of  recruiis. 

The  dentil  of  Fir-t  Lieutenant  Williinn   Cainis  on  the  .after- 
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noon  of  January  25,  1^92,  at  Li^  residence,  1600  Market  Street, 
was  announced  in  a  regimental  order  of  that  date.  The  field, 
staff,  and  line  oiiicers  were  directed  to  report  at  the  armory  in 
service  unifurm  to  attend  the  funeral,  uhich  was  a  military  one, 
■vrith  his  company  as  the  escon,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  2Sth. 
Lieutenant  Cairns  had  been  in  the  service  from  April  -i,  1ST2, 
continuously  for  twenty  years;  beginning  as  private  in  Company 
B,  and  remaining  with  it,  he  had  passed  through  both  grades  of 
non-commissioned  officer  and  both  lieutenancies. 

The  concluding  paragTaph  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  of 
Officers,  their  tribute  to  the  memorv'  of  Lieutenant  Cairns,  passed 
at  the  March  session  of  1S92,  read  as  follows:  "  That  during  the 
whole  extent  of  his  membership  in  the  regiment  we  have  been 
deeply  impressed  with  his  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Guard  as 
shown  by  the  active  part  which  he  unremittingly  took  in  the 
proceedings  of  this  regiment." 

The  adjutants-general  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
began  with  Josiah  Ilarmar,  in  1793.  General  William  McClel- 
land was  the  first  to  die  in  office.  Appointed  Jantiary  20,  1S91, 
with  but  a  little  over  a  twelvemonth  of  sendee,  he  died  February 
8,  1S92.  A  proclamation  issued  "  in  the  name  and  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  "  announced  his 
decease,  extolled  his  virtues,  recounted  the  congressional  and  other 
civic  honors  that  had  come  to  him,  told  of  how  he  had  ''  met  and 
mastered  "  the  extraordinary  sittiation  in  the  riototis  conditions 
that  confronted  him  as  adjutant-general  and  made  this  special 
mention  of  his  senices  in  the  field  in  the  great  struggle  against 
the  "  insurgent  armies '"'  of  tlie  Confederacy. 

He  entered  the  army  [so  read  the  proclamation]  at.  ttic  outbreak  of 
hostilities  and  remained  in  it  until  the  close  of  the  war  for  the  L'nion.  En- 
listing as  .T,  private,  he  rose  to  be  captain  in  the  artillery;  his  battery  was 
engaged  in  many  serious  battles  and  he  himself  bore  a  conspicuous  part 
in  the  brilliant  achievements  which  made  it  historic.  He  was  an  eminent 
and  honored  member  of  the  great  organizations  formed  to  perpetuate  the 
memories  of  the  war  and  composed  of  its  survivers. 

An  innovation  had  come  about  in  tactics,  movements,  and 
mancfuvres,  progre??ivo.  gunnery  had  made  it  ncee~sarv.  advance 
in  the  art  of  war  demanded  it,  and  on  April  7,  1S92.  by  his  orders 
Xo.  S  the  colonel  commanding,  in  compliance  with  General  Orders 
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Xo.  i'>,  C'iin\i!t  St-'i-ies,'  llfaJquarters  Xatioual  Guard  of  Penn- 
sylvania, ou  that  Jay  ruceiveJ,  directeil  that  thereafter  the  new 
infantry  drill  regulations  approved  by  the  President,  published  by 
tlie  Secretary  of  War,  and  issued  by  the  Adjutant-General's  De- 
partment of  the  State,  '.vould  be  strictly  observed  and  all  infantry 
exercises  and  manceuvres  not  embraced  in  that  system  be  prohibited. 

The  celebration  of  the  thirty-first  anniversary  has  this  signifi- 
cance about  it — the  parade  of  the  regiment  in  its  commemoration 
of  that  event  on  the  10th  of  April,  1S'J2,  was  the  regiment's  first 
parade  under  the  new  battalion  system. 

Witli  this  event  there  goes  something  of  a  coincidence.  Al- 
ready ou  the  6th  of  April  there  had  gone  out  in  the  usual  form 
Orders  Xo.  7,  announcing  a  street  parade  for  the  19th  of  April 
in  celebration  of  the  regiment's  thirty-first  anniversary.  On  the 
seventh  appears  Orders  Xo.  S,  from  regimental  headquarters, 
issued  in  compliance  with  orders  that  day  received  from  superior 
headquarters,  adopting  new  drill  regtilations  involving  thorough 
and  radical  changes.  Thereupon  Colonel  Bo'wmian  hastens  not 
only  to  direct  compliance  with  the  new  requirements,  but  also 
signifies  his  own  willing-ness  for  prompt  performance  by,  on  the 
16th,  so  reconstructing  his  Orders  Xo.  7  in  his  Orders  Xo.  9  as  to 
meet  the  new  conditions  completely. 

Here  between  a  direction  and  a  performance  a  new  era  is  in- 
terposed. These  orders,  the  one  ending  the  old  and  the  other 
beginning  the  new,  are  thus  given  a  special  significance.  They 
have  besides  a  commemorative  value.  Together  they  close  the 
thirtieth  year  of  regimental  existence  and  leave  to  the  thirty-first 
the  new  military  thought  of  the  day  with  which  to  begin  its  pro- 
gressive future.  They  dc-serve,  therefore,  to  be  brought  out  of 
their  obscurity  and  into  the  light.

Followinj^  the  date  of  Colonel  BowTnan'a  first  commission, 
July  1,  1S87,  and  that  commission  being  about  to  expire,  there 
issued  from  headquarters,  First  Brigade,  June  17,  1S92,  Special 
Order  Xo.  32,  as  follows: 

An  election  for  colonel,  Fir>t  Regiment  Infantry,  vice  Col.  W.  P.  Bow- 
man, commission  expiring  on  the  SOth'init.,  will  be  held  on  June  29th  inst. 
at  8  P.  M. 

Col.  John  W.  Schall,  Sixth  Infantry.  N.  G.  Pa.,  is  hereby  detailed  to 
conduct  said  election,  making  prompt  returns  of  same  through  tli^se  Head- 
quarters. 

The  election  duly  held  and  Colonel  Bo\nuan  unanimously 
elected,  in  Orders  Xo.  1-i,  of  July  1,  1S92,  he  announced  his  ac- 
ceptance and  appointments  as  follows : 

I.  Having  been  re-elected  and  sworn  into  the  service  as  required  by  the 
Military  Code  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  und^-rsigned  by  vutue  thereof,  and 
fully  appreciating  the  honor  and  responsiliility  thereby  conferred,  hereby 
assumes  corumand  of  the  First  Regiment  Infantry,  N.  G.  P. 
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II.  The  following,'  leappointmenta  and  appointments  on  the  Regimental 
Stair  are  hereby  announreJ : 

Adjutant,  Robert  G.  Stinson;  Quartermaster,  F.  P.  Koon3;  Surgeon, 
Alexis  Dupont  Smith;  Assistant  Surgeon,  Edward  Martin;  Assistant  Sur- 
geon, Xorton  Downs;  Chaplain,  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  D.  McConnell;  Sergeant- 
Major,  ii.  J.  Mehard ;  Quartermaster-Sergeant,  L.  E.  F.  Toboldt;  Commis- 
sary-.-^cr.-e.int,  -Jolin  C.  bli.  ain;  Hospital  Steward,  Charles  Ouram;  Drum- 
Major,  William  T.  Baker.  Captain  P.  S.  Conrad  will  continue  to  serve  as 
paymaster.     They  will  he  obeyed  and  respected  accordingly. 

First  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  Edward  V.  Stockham  having  been  com- 
missioned captain  in  the  Sixth  Infantry  X.  J.  X.  G.,  this  regiment  is  hereby 
deprived  of  the  services  of  an  accomplished  ollicer  and  gentleman,  whose 
faithful,  eilicient,  and  meritorious  performance  of  duty  as  adjutant  is  hereby 
otTRially  recognized  and   recorded. 

The  regiment,  ever  disposed  to  be  helpful  ■nhen  public  charity 
sought  its  aid,  had  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Officers  in  re- 
sponse to  an  invitation  of  the  !Methodist  Episcopal  Hospital  fur- 
nislied  a  large  volunteer  battalion  to  participate  in  a  reproduction 
of  the  allegory,  "  War  in  Songs,"  given  for  the  benefit  of  that 
institution  at  the  American  Academy  of  !ilusic  on  the  evening 
of  Wednesday,  May  j,  1S02. 

As  early  as  April  29,  1S92,  in  General  Orders  Xo.  9  from 
the  adjutant-general's  office  at  HaiTisburg,  it  was  announced  that 
the  several  brigades  ■^vould  encamp  by  regiments,  the  place  of  each 
encampment  to  be  designated  by  the  regimental  commander,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  adjutant-general,"  strict  regard  to  econ- 
omy in  transportation  being  observed  in  making  the  selection." 
The  time  fixed  for  the  First  Brigade  was  from  July  16  to  July  23, 
inclusive.  ^STo  enlistments  excepting  re-enlistments  were  to  be 
made  for  thirty  days  previous  to  the  close  of  the  encampment. 
Commutation  for  rations  and  fuel  was  to  be  allowed  at  tlie  rate 
of  twenty  cents  per  day  per  man  for  eight  days,  to  be  paid  on 
regimental  quartermasters  vouchers  approved  by  the  regimental 
commander.  The  inspector-general  woulil  make  his  annual  mus- 
ter and  inspection  on  such  days  as  he  might  thereafter  designate. 

Colonel  Bowman  previous  to  the  encampment  in  announcing 
its  date  had  by  circular  called  attention  to  certain  paragraphs  in 
the  new  infantry  drill  regulations,  those  particularly  relating  to 
ceremonies,  evolution  'in  close  and  extended  order,  columns  of 
masses,  line  of  masses,  echelon,  ployments,  deployments, 
clianges  of  direction,  and  directed  that  officers  and  non-commis- 
24 
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sioned  oftk-ers  "  master  their  details,"'  as  tlie  regimeut  at  the  en- 
campment ^vol■lld  be  largely  manoeuvred  in  snch  movements. 

The  site  had  been  selected  on  private  property  of  John  Eyre 
Shaw,  known  as  "  Chestnut  Wold,''  Havcrford  Township,  Dela- 
ware County,  and  approved  by  the  adjutant-general,  and  the  name 
■'  Camp  Zuok,"  in  honor  of  Gen.  Koscuiszko  Zcjok,  a  distin- 
guished son  of  Pennsylvania,  killed  at  Gettysburg,  had  been  deter- 
mined upon.  And  on  July  9  Colonel  Bo^\7nan  had  promulgated 
his  Orders  Xo.  15,  that  provided  for  the  construction  of  the 
camp,  its  conduct  in  every  detail,  its  management  in  all  its  rou- 
tine, when  ou  the  10th  an  '•  industrial  disturbance "  at  Home- 
stead, Allegheny  County,  for  some  days  of  a  threatening  aspect, 
culminated  in  a  clash  with  the  sheriff's  posse  that  summoned 
every  Guardsman  in  Pennsylvania  to  its  suppression.  Its  seri- 
ous magnitude  again  awakened  the  community  to  the  need  of  a 
well-trained  militia,  and  as  well  afforded  the  Guard  an  oppor- 
tunity, the  first  time  since  1S77,  when  it  had  not  inspired  the 
fullest  confidence,  to  demonstrate  that  it  was  well  conditioned  to 
supply  that  need. 

At  12.20  p.  ii.  on  the  10th  of  July  General  Snowden,  the 
division  commander,  reached  Harrisburg,  siimmoned  a  few  hours 
previously  from  Philadelphia  to  report,  there  at  once  to  Governor 
Pattison,  the  commander-in-chief.  A  riotous  disturbance  had 
been  prevailing  at  Homestead,  some  eight  miles  from  Pittsburg'n 
on  the  west  bank  of  the  Monongahela,  the  site  of  a  great  steel 
plant,  since  the  sixth,  and  the  governor  was  in  hourly  expectation 
of  a  call  from  the  sheriff  of  Allegheny  County  for  assistance. 
^leanwhile  the  request  for  troops  was  made,  and  at  ten  o'clock 
that  same  evening,  the  10th,  the  governor  personally  delivered  to 
General  Snowden  an  order  drawn  in  his  own  hand  to  put  his 
division  under  arms  and  move  at  once  with  ammunition  to  the 
support  of  the  sheriff  of  Allegheny  County,  maintain  the  peace, 
and  protect  all  persons  in  their  rights  under  the  constitution  and 
the  laws  of  the  State. 

Despatches  were  at  once  prepared  for  the  brigade  command- 
ers. It  was  Sunday  night,  and  as  all  operators  were  not  at  their 
post,  some  time  was  lost  in  delivery,  but  by  eleven  o'clock  the 
despatches  had  all  left  Harrisburg  for  their  destination.  General 
Gobin  was  ordered  to  concentrate  the   Third  TJriirade  at  Lewis- 
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ti>\vi;,  ino\iiig  \v(-t ;  hi-  rtfciveil  !ii^  despatch  at  midnight  on  the 
t.^iiih.  General  Wilc-y,  whuse  orders  reached  him  at  two  o'clock 
on  the  moruing  of  the  eleventli,  was  to  assemble  his  brigade,  the 
Second,  at  Brinton  on  tlie  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  General 
Dechei't,  whose  orders  came  to  hand  at  11.50  p.  it.  on  the  tenth, 
with  the  exception  of  the  First  City  Troop,  which  was  ordered  to 
Printon,  "was  to  put  his  First  Brigade  into  camp  at  Mount  Gretna 
and  there  await  further  orders.  In  his  official  report,  General 
Ilechert  states:  "The  succeeding  forty  minutes  were  devoted  to 
giving  information  to  the  representatives  of  the  various  daily 
newspapers,  deeming  it  best  to  give  the  fullest  possible  newspaper 
jmblicity  to  the  orders,  as  a  means  of  notifying  the  men  of  the 
^"arious  commands."  Notwithstanding  the  incidental  delays,  the 
First  Brigade  an-ived  at  its  destination,  one  huTidred  and  three 
miles  distant,  within  eighteen  hours  after  Brigadier-General 
Dechert  was  notified;  the  Second  assembled  at  Eadebaugh,  ex- 
cept a  single  regiment,  which  arrived  shortly  afterward,  at  two 
A.  M.  on  the  twelfth,  and  the  Third  was  concentrated  at  Lewis- 
town  before  midnight  on  the  eleventh.  Brinton  is  but  a  short 
distance  from  Homestead,  and  Eadebaugh,  which  is  a  couple  of 
miles  ^vest  of  Green^burg  on  the  main  line  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Pailroad,  is  some  forty  miles  east  of  Brinton. 

This  concentration  of  an  entire  division  of  State  troops,  quar- 
tered over  an  area  of  45,000  square  miles,  with  brigades  to  assem- 
ble at  three  separate  rendezvous,  called  suddenly  from  their  homes 
without  cautionary  direction  for  readiness,  without  pressure,  -with 
only  urgency  to  be  speedy,  when  how  to  best  entrain  had  not  yet 
been  effectively  taught,  armed  and  equipped  for  tlie  field,  within 
twenty-four  hours,  wa>  certainly  a  venture  not  before  paralleled 
in  militia  history. 

Tlie  following  extract  is  fmm  the  Xew  York  Herald  of  July 
12.  1S02: 

NO    OTHER    NATION    CAN    MATCH    IT 

The  spectacle  presented  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  ye-ter- 
day  was  one  which  no  other  nation  on  the  dobe  can  parallel,  and  one  of  which 
every  American  citizen  ha-;  just  reason  to  feel  proud. 

"it  was  nearly  midni-ht  of  Sunday  when  the  Thief  Magistrate  of  that 
State  sent  out  fiorii  the  Capitol  at  liarrisburg  orders  for  the  mobilization 
of  th'.  entire  militia  of  the  Commonwealth  to  enforce  the  law  and  preserve 
Older   at   Ilnme-teail,   on   the   banks   or    the   Monongahela. 
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At  8  o'cluck  on  Monday  morning  tlic  hoadqumtLT-s  of  the  First  Brigade 
in  Pliiladelphia  was  thronged  witli  men,  and  at  half  past  nine  the  First 
Regiment  marcliod  from  its  armory  v/itli  nearly  its  entire  strength  of  men. 
fulTy  equipped  for  the  field.  In  less  than  twelve  hours  after  the  midnight 
call  was  sounded  1000  of  the  2000  men  of  the  brigade  had  left  the  city  on 
fast  trains  for  the  named  destination. 

Like  promptness  iu  responding  and  moving  was  shown  in  every  quarter, 
and  to-day  will  witness  the  entire  Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania— infantry, 
cavalry,  and  artillery — concentrated  at  the  designated  points,  with  all  the 
e-iuipment  and  elliciency  of  an  army  of  veterans  prepared  for  battle. 

The  grandeur  of  the  spectacle  lies  in  the  character  of  the  men  and  the 
spirit  that  animates  them. 

They  are  not  regular  soldiers  enlisted  in  a  standing  army;  not  men 
whose  lives  are  given  to  military  duties.  They  are  representative  citizens, 
business  and  professional  men,  employers  and  employees,  clerks,  and  work- 
ingmen.  They  are  actuated  by  no  desire  for  excitement  and  glory;  they 
have  no  feeling  of  hostility  to  those  against  whom  they  move;  they  depre- 
cate the  call  to  arms.  They  respond  through  loyalty  to  the  Government  and 
a  high  sense  of  the  duties  of  citizenship. 

Nothing  can  be  more  charact<-^ristically  American  than  the  manifestation 
of  this  law°abiding  and  patriotic  spirit  in  the  ranks  of  the  National  Guard 
at  Pittsburgh.  It  is  well  known  that  among  the  members  there  are  nuiny 
who  are  allied  in  interest  as  fellow-craftsmen,  and  still  more  who  are  in 
cordial  sympathy  with  the  outlocked  men  at  Homestead.  But  there  is  no 
indication  that  "any  failed  to  respond  to  the  call  of  the  Government  by 
reason  of  this  sympathy  or  will  swerve  from  the  line  of  duties  as  a  militia- 
man through  any  personal  tie. 

Read  these 'significant  words  of  a  mill-working  member  of  the  Four- 
teenth Regiment  in  Pittsburgh:  "It'll  be  a  hard  thing  for  me  to  shoot  into 
a  crowd  o1  men  who  are  bound  to  me  by  all  the  ties  of  human  interest  and 
friendship,  but  when  I  have  my  uniform  on  and  the  command  of  'Fire!  '  is 
given,  I  will  shoot,  for  when  I  entered  the  militia  I  took  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  swore  to  protect  its  Constitution 
and  government  at  all  hazards.^'  This  is  a  grand  sentiment,  and  voices  the 
spirit  that  animates  all.  It  is  a  spirit  of  patriotism  that  recognizes  loyalty 
to  the  government  and  obedience  to  the  public  authority  as  the  highest  duty, 
of  American  citizr-nship. 

What  was  done  in  Pennsylvania  in  a  few  hours  in  defence  of  law  and 
order  in  one  county  can  be  done  in  forty-four  States  in  defence  of  the  nation 
if  menaced  hy  forVim  invasion.  It  shows  no  lack  of  military  force  in  a 
country  which  maintains  the  smallest  standing  army  in  the  world. 

The  news  of  the  IToniostead  disturbances  of  the  sixth  of  July 
liad  been  a  stibjcct  for  military  gossip  and  specnlation,  and  had 
increased  the  nnmber  of  frequenters  about  the  armories,  but  had 
not  moved  the  authorities  to  the  i-suance  of  the  words  of  caution 
usuallv  attendant  on  outbreaks  lihely  to  call  for  military  \nu-T- 
ference.     Colonel  BowTnan  had  said,  too,  that  his  command  could 
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he  a-senibli.'d  in  about  two  hours,  and  tlie  emergency  system  of 
nutitieatioii,  one  chief  to  each  squad  and  ^vith  tlve  to  a  squad,  being 
well  understood,  the  serious  forecast  of  the  moment  had  in  a 
measure  disappeared,  when  the  news  of  the  receipt  by  General 
Deehert  of  General  Snowden's  Harrisburg  orders  of  the  night  of 
th(.'  tenth,  coming  to  the  regimental  armory  about  two  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  the  eleventh,  brought  to  a  realization  what  had 
scarce  been  permitted  to  be  treated  seriously  as  a  prediction. 

In  what  readiness  did  the  summons  find  the  First  Eegiment 
and  how  sharp  was  its  response?  These  orders  reached  Colonel 
Bowman,  as  General  Deehert  officially  reports,  at  2.30  o'clock,  at 
his  i^rerion  residence,  and  in  forty  minutes,  including  his  time 
for  preparation,  driven  at  emergency  speed,  he  had  arrived  at  the 
armory.  Upon  his  arrival,  Adjutant  Stinson  having  also  reported, 
he  despatched  messengers  in  every  direction  to  bestir  his  officers 
and  men,  and  caused  to  be  issued  his  formal  Orders  ]S'o.  16,  of 
July  11,  1S92,  directing  the  regiment  to  assemble  at  9.30  o'clock 
at  the  armory  in  heavy  marching  order  provided  with  three  days' 
rations  "  to  take  the  field  in  defence  of  law  and  order."  Officers 
and  men  who  by  reason  of  absence  from  the  city  were  iinable  to 
report  immediately  were  to  do  so  in  the  field,  as  expeditiously  as 
possible,  fully  equipped. 

Major  J.  Lewis  Good,  with  First  Lieutenant  Eugene  J.  Ken- 
sil.  Company  H,  as  acting  adjutant,  and  First  Sergeant  Joseph 
P.  Boyd  as  acting  sergeant-major,  was  assigned  to  tlie  First  Bat- 
talion, composed  of  Companies  C,  A,  H,  I,  and  E,  and  Captain 
James  Muldoon,  with  First  Lieutenant  William  S.  Allen,  Com- 
pany E,  as  acting  adjtitant,  and  First  Sergeant  William  P. 
Zorger  as  acting  sergeant-major,  was  assigned  to  tlae  Second,  con- 
sisting of  Companies  E,  K,  D,  F,  and  G. 

Twenty  men  had  reported  by  three  o'clock,  there  were  over 
fifty  at  four,  and  by  eight  more  than  half  the  regiment  was  on 
hand.  At  ten  o'clock,  all  arms  having  been  previously  carefully 
inspected  by  company  commanders,  the  regiment  with  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eight  of  its  six  hundred  and  thirty  officers  and 
men,  with  Col.  Wendell  P.  Eo^^^nan  in  command,  left  the  armory. 
"  The  fifty-two  men  absent  were  either  on  their  vacations  or  in- 
capacitated for  duty  through  illness.      Tliere  were  only  three  of 
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the  latter,  the  remaiuing  forty-nine,  it  was  expected,  wouhl  be  ou 
duty  within  twenty-four  hours."  Cheers  and  apphiu=e  greeted 
the  cohuun  along  its  entire  route  to  the  Thirty-second  and  llar- 
ket  Streets  depot  of  the  Tenusylvauia  Kailroad,  where  with  a  spe- 
cial train  of  some  fourteen  cars  awaiting  it,  at  eleven  o'clock  the 
command  v.-as  entrained  lor  its  _Mouiit   Gretna   destination. 

The  regiment  reached  its  camp  ground  at  Mount  Gretna,  a 
site  well  selected  on  a  high  piece  of  ground,  a  little  before  three 
o'clock,  met  by  a  like  shower  such  as  seemed  to  follow  the  arrival 
of  each  of  the  other  regiments  of  the  brigade.  Xot,  as  said  a 
reporter,  that  the  rain  came  down  heavily,  but  rather  that  it  was 
of  that  'soulless,  dismal  sort  that  chills  and  penetrates.^  It  was 
quite  apparent  that  the  First  had  never  bivouacked  befure  in  a  more 
warlike  fashion.  The  troops  had  been  moved  expeditiously;  not 
so  with  the  supplies.  Discomforts  followed  the  non-arrival  of 
canvas,  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  ration  provoked  the  privi- 
leged grumble.  Within  forty-eight  hours,  however,  all  things 
adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  watchful  supervising  officers, 
the  camp  named  in  remembrance  of  the  late  adjutant-general, 
"Camp  General  William  McClelland,"  was  in  smooth  working 
order. 

It  -was  not  in  any  anxiety  to  hasten  back,  but  only  from  a 
desire  to  know  something  definite  as  to  tlie  stay,  that  induced 
inquiries  as  to  its  probable  length.  So  in  the  presence  of  Adjit- 
tant-General  Greenland,  in  the  camp  for  the  annual  inspection, 
Colonel  Bowman  ventured  the  remark,  "  I  suppose  we  can  go  to 
church  at  home  on  Sunday."  "I  would  rather  advise,"  said 
he,  "that  you  arrange  for  such  religious  wor-ship  as  the  day  de- 
mands here,  than  expect  to  attend  it  there."  In  consequence  of 
this  intimation,  and  to  let  it  be  publicly  known  that  the  stay 
would  at  least  cover  that  date,  the  annotuicemeut  followe-l  that 
on  Sunday,  the  I7th  of  Jtily,  at  10.30  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
relidous  scnuces  would  be  held  in  the  pavilion  located  on  the 
grotmds  of  the  Mount  Gretna  Park,  that  adjoined  the  camp. 

The  routine  of  camp  life  began  at  once.  Held  as  a  reserve, 
with  the  other  two  brigades  practicrdly  on  the  firing  line,  this 
spice  of  active  service  rave  zest  to  the  eiicampmont,  removed  it  out 
of  the  ordinary,  made  it  memorable  ns  an  event.     Instruction  in 
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luaJiug  and  firing,  frequent  exercise  iu  company  open  order,  iu 
view  of  the  contingencies,  were  specially  enjoined.  The  regimen- 
tal order  in  detail  for  drills,  roll-calls,  guard  mounts,  etc.,  pub- 
lished the  morning  after  the  arrival  in  camp,  was  modified,  but 
not  materially  changed,  by  the  general  order  from  brigade  head- 
Cjuarters  issued  on  the  13th.  First  Sergeants  William  Zorger, 
Company  E,  and  Joseph  P.  Boyd,  Company  I,  detailed  as  acting 
sergeants-major  of  the  first  and  second  battalions  respectively,  were 
relieved,  and  after  an  intermediate  change  the  service  finally  fell 
to  First  Sergeant  William  B.  Johnson,  Company  G,  for  the  first, 
and  Duty  Sergeant  llany  Stev.-ai-t,  of  Company  C,  for  the  second 
battalion. 

Governor  Pattison  with  his  military  staff  arrived  at  the  camp 
at  0.45  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Thursday,  the  lith.  He  was 
met  by  the  brigade  commander  and  his  staff,  and  received  with 
the  prescribed  salute  of  17  guns.  Inquiry  was  ripe,  and  besides 
his  foi-mal  salute  of  IT  guns,  he  was  also  informally  saluted  ■with 
the  interrogatory  from  a  newspaper  source,  "  Will  the  brigade  be 
ordered  to  Homestead  ?  "  To  -which  he  gave  the  very  discreet 
reply,  "  You  must  excuse  me  from  saying  anything  about  that, 
but  if  you  are  staying  in  Lebanon,  or  anywhere  else  other  tban 
in  camp,  I  would  answer  to  stick  with  the  brigade  and  be  ready 
to  move  with  the  soldiers  at  a  moment's  notice." 

Col.  John  W.  Schall's  Sixth  Regiment  by  virtue  of  his  senior- 
ity held  tlie  right  of  the  brigade,  and  with  his  regiment  began 
promptly  at  ten  o'clock  the  annual  muster  and  inspection  liv 
Adjutant-General  Walter  W.  Greeidand,  who  had  been  named  as 
the  successor  of  Adjutant-General  ]\IcClelland.  The  Sixth  Eegi- 
ment  was  followed  closely  by  the  First,  of  which,  beside  the  grati- 
fication he  had  expre=sed  of  the  troops  generally,  the  governor 
sprl-ce  in  most  enthusiastic  terms.  '"'  Your  regiment  is  as  near 
the  perfect  as  a  command  can  be  expected  to  reach,"  said  he  to 
Colonel  Bowman ;  whereupon,  it  is  recorded,  the  colonel,  his  coun- 
tenance adow  with  satisfaction,  withheld  his  more  appreciative 
acknowledgment-  until  a  better  opportunity  came  to  fully  express 
tliem. 

Followin--  i-  a  talndated  statement  of  the  attendance  at  the 
eiicampment : 
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
